whom powerful reafons made to defire the, deftru@ion of his Enemy, ‘and whom 
the hope of Vidtory had already made confident, cryed out With .. terrible voice 5 : 
Whofoever thon art , unlefs thou, be & Proteftor of crimes, ‘and WB nemy Weert, 
and unle[sthon wilt draw upon thy felf the hatred both of the Gods and Aden, op- 
ofe not the defiruttion of the moft cruel and difloyal man that ever.was. And feeing’ 
im perfilt in the defign of parting them, he charged him with fo much readinefs

diceas, jadgin,, of thatperfons quality, repaid his civilities with intereft, and firiving 
to, recell:cheold Jdea’s, Which time had almoft blotted out of his remembranee, he 
fhewed fo much the defire he had to know him, that the other marking his impati- 
ence: J foould be ingrateful, (aid. he) If 2 foould bide bis. name, whofe. heart: fall 
never be hidden from you; I am the unfortunate Lyfimachus, and now more. xufore 
tunate then ever, fince I am conftrained to prolong my miferable life, to acquit my 
Self of phat I ove. to you. This name of Lyfimachus did abfolutely open the Strai- 
*gers eyes; and looking intentively upon him, he no longer doubted but that he was 
the fame, whom he had {een appear with fo much {plendor in the Court of Alex- 
ander the Great , he prais’d the Gods in his heart, for the opportunity they had gi- 
ven him, to ferve fo vertuous a perfon, but not being willing to difcover himielf 
yet unto him, he only replied, The name of Lyfimachus js So famous, as thar 
Alexander the Great is hardly more, and one muff never have heard Speak of his life 
to be ignorant of the wonders of yours, I did not expelt unto my felf fo glorious an 
event of this encounter, and the fatisfattion I receive thereby makes me forget the’ 
reff of*my misfortunes. Lyfimachus anfwered fo obliging words, with all the kind- 
nefsthat cin be ufed in amoft perfe& friendfhip , whereof having made recipros 
cal promifes, and confirming their promifes with an infinite number of proteftations, 
Lyfimachas contidered that Swanger with the fame admiration he had done during 
the fight, and truly his aftonifhment was not without a very ju caufe, fince the 
Gods had endowed him-with all the moft excellent parts that can render a perfon 
accomplithed , his face was marvelloufly handfome, and through a beauty which, 
had nothing of effeminate, ope might obferve fomething fo Martial; fo {parkling, © 
and fo Majeftick, ‘agrhight in all hearts make an impreflion of Love, Fear; and Re- 
fpect at once, his ftature exceeded that of the talleft men, but the proportion of it 
was wonderfully exadt, and afi the motions of his body had a grace and liberty 
that was nothing common: his age feemed tobe then about fix or feven and ‘twen- 
ty, the Sun-burn and toil of a long journey had a’ lite taken off the fuftre of 
his former beauty, and the lengclr and negligence of his’ hair fufficiently ceftified 
the little care he had to preferve himfelf. But this forgetfalnefs of a thing, which 
the importance of his affairs, and che accidents of his jife had conftrained him to 
defpife, hindred not Lyfimachus fromobferving fofair remainders of beauty, that 
he confidered him as cpanel perfon; and the union of fo many excellent 
arts added co the obligation he had to him, imprinted fo true an affe@ion in his 
towne neither length of years, nor the accidents which after happen’d to them, were 
ever able to diminith, All things contributed unto‘it, they were alike in age ; the 
graceful behaviour of Lyfimachus yielded little to that of the Stranger, and if aa 
exceeding deep fadnefs had not fomething impaired it,there would have been but licele 
difference. The Stranger whe by common fame, and by what he had feen of it him- 
felf, was already well acquainted with his vertue, difcovering with more heedfal- 
nefs, as with move intereft then before, fo many rare qualities in him, eonceived 
a very high efteem of his perfon, and made no refiftance againft the powerful incli- 
notion which he feit take birth in him, toward a man-fo confiderable. After their 
aftonifhment was paft over, and that they were come to themfelvesout of the exta- 
fie, in which the merits of each other had mutually heldthem : the Stranger begins 
ningtofpeak, If feared not (fiidhe to Lyfimachus ) that my curiofity might dif~ 
pleafe you, I would ash the canfe of that hatred, which you fhew you bear againft 
Perdiccas , fince khowing the reputation of you both, Inever heard but that ym lived 
in the Court of Alexander the Great with very good corre{pondence, and T but new 
Saw you fo furioufly exafperated againft him, that the knowledge I have of your mo- 
deration makes me judge, fo great an,animofity is canfed by greater reafons.. Here 
sc wasthat Lyfimachus conttancy vanithed, and his tears overflowed with fo. much 
violence, that it was a fong time before he could anfwer him 3 and affoonas he was 
able to fpeqk agrin, lifting his eyes up mournfully to Heaven : Great Gods, (cryed 
he ) fince you have permitted me to furvive the Sreateft perfettion you ever fent ixta

te ehit Life, which I debnt-languifs in with lorrour, “and tith I cas draw vit no 
tongér without fame. Yon oblige me, ( continued he with aa finite number of fighs ) 
by believing I have fo much moderation, as not to preciptraté my felf with fo blinde a 
rage, into a Combat, the canfe whereof were flight or common , but Ihave [- weigh- 
ty det one, that it is impoffible for me to exprefs th: lea(t part of it , and it fhall farif~ 

. ge to-tell you, I profecute that infamous Perdiccas, as the murtherer, or rather 
the burcherer of the fair Queen Statyra, widow to Alexander the Great, and of 
the Divine Parilauis her fiffer , Witw to his dear Hepheltion. He accompanied® 
thefe few words with fo many ‘tears, and doleful lamentations, that any other 
heare except that Strangers, would thereby have been-touched with compaffion , but 
his being too fenfible for ic felf, to cake heed to the actions of Lyfimachus, he only 
changed colour twice or thrice, and looking upon bim with a wandring eye, Z7/- 
machus, (Laidhe ) J cenjure jou by all the Gods, tel metre , 1s Queen datyra dead ? 
ft is bétootrue, fheis, (replied Lyfimachus ) and if you will hear her end ina few 
words : know, That ax foom as Alexander the Great was dead, pityle/s Roxana, 
who during the life of that great Prince had been racked with an horrible jealisfie of 
ber, giving Order that that poor Princeffe ( who was at that time retired with her 
fifter. to the Caffle of Calcis) foould not be advertifed of his death, wrote Letters in 
the.name of the deceafed King, earneftly per{wading her to come with [peed to Babylon. 
And to give a better foundation to that treachery, foe, and Perdiccas fealed them with 
the'Ring which that great Prince as he lay dying had put into the hands of that sdifloyal 
man, and which be foould have made ufe of to.another purpofe, then the deftruttion of 
that which was deareft t him. Thus wire thefe innocent Ladies drawn into the {nare 
which hadbeenfit forthem; and that very day this cruel Woman, and that horrible 
Aurtherer, caufing them to be killed in their prefence, caft their fair bodies into rwo 
Wells, and covered them With a great number of ftones. The Stranger ftaid not for che 
end of this Relation, but lifting up his eyes to Heaven, Great Gods, ( faid he, with 
a tone quite different from his ordinary voice ) ro day it is that I receive the effects of 
jeurpromifes, and that after a ten years perfecution, you grant me the repofe you have 
wmadsane hope for in thefe Countpies, And at thefe words, after having looked upon 
Lyfimachus, with anaffrighted countéhance, in which death wasalready naturally 
painted, he drew his Sword,’ and fetting the point of it where the defe@ of hisarms 

veway, threw himfelf fo fuddenly pee it, that neither Ly/imachus nor his Squire 
eden to hinder him, and fell ac cheit feet weltring ina River of his own blood, 

Atthenoife he made in his fall, and at the cry of hisSquire, Ly/imachus ftartetl out 
of the deep ftudy,’ in which che renewing of his griefs had buried him, and helping 
the Squire,who in defpair of chat accident,dif-armed his poor Mafter with crys of a 
manbefides himfelf, mingled his tears with his, with fo great teftimony of grief, as 
made him judge that his friendfhip was already exceeding ftrong, even in its very 
birch: When he was unarmed, they found he breathed ftill’s.and obferving his wound 
as heedfully as the trouble they were in would permit, they faw that the Sword (not 
having feconded his defiga ) had flipt along his Cuiraffe, and had only p)ffed flant- 
ing between his Ribs; this making them conceive fome hope of him, caufed them to 
apply all their cares to ftanch hisblood, the lofs whereof had already fo weakned 
him, that he had almoft no longer ftrengthto move. While they were bufied about 
this neceffary office, the Gorls fent them two good honeft Country men,’ who feeing 

‘them in chat condition, and touched with compaffion at fo fad an objed, charitably 
offefed them their afliftance. Lyfimachus praifed the Heavens for that happy chance, 

and. having learnt from them that their Houfe was in a Wood, not above two or three 

hundred paces diftang from thence, he refolved to have him carried thither,not think- 

ingin that change of affairs, chat there was much fafety for either of them in Babyion, 

the Squire moreover having told him, there were powérful confiderations, whic: 

fhould hinder his Mafter from retiring thither. This refolutioy being taken, they put 

kim upon the Squires Horfe he gerting behinde to keep him up, and holding an Hand- 

eschief upon his wound they began to follow the two Country mén. But before they 
@rived at their: Houle, ‘Z.y/imachus {peaking to the elder » Friend,(fidhe) it i

thy good fort ine, if show kaowef? hove to make ufe-of it, that theGods have fent-thee 
this enconater , andif Pn keepeft that fidelityto ai, which we hope for from thee, thou ' 
Laft found an ompartunity.to enrich thy felf. “The Country man having made prote- 
{tatiousto himin.very handfome Language, Z y/imachus faw he was an underftanding 
man, and having alfo drawn Oaths from him that he would not betray them,he com- 
manded him to goto Babylon, and haying furnifhed him with all the dire@ions and 
inftrudtions that were neceflary,he gave him alio two Rings, bidding him keepone of 
them for himfelf, and give the other asa token to his Phyfitian Amintas,and fome o- 
thers of his fervants, which he thought he fhould need in that retirement,with order 
to come prefently along with him, and bring all things that were needful fot them, as. 
well to cure the Scranger,as to to defray their expences. Then having above all things 
enjoyn’d hirt fecrecy, he fent him away ; and being guided by the other, who was his ‘ 
fon, came at laft to the Houfé, where prefently they were well received by Women 
~they found there, who being informed by the young man concerning the liberaliry _ 
and quality of their guefts, offered themfelves to ferve them with ali manner of dili- 
gence; after which they laid che poor wounded Stranger in bed, lofs of blood ha. 
ving alreidy deprived htm of all (trength and knowledge, ; 2» 

Though Lyfimachus misfortunes gave him matter of defpair, and that being not to 
be comforted himfelf, he was little capable of comforting or helping another, ‘yer 
his oblig tion to chat Stranger,and the intereft he believed he-had ina mifchief which 
he hadoccafioned by his Difcourfe,adding to the inclinations he had already towards 
him, and to the incitemergs of his own vertue, made him refolve not to forfake him, 
bur to fafpend the remembrance of his own unhappine&, that he might give him af— 
fiftance to the uttermoft. Afterwards coming to make reflection upon the caufe of 
that accident, and how powerfully the ftranger was concerned in the, death of the 
Princefs of Perfia, he could not divine the caufe of it; and expecting till he could 
Jearn it either from him(elf or from his Squire, he confirmed himfelf inthe friendfhip 
he had vowed tohim, gueffing by the proofs he had, that they were companions in 
fartune, and that the defpair of both proceeded from the fame caufe, . 

He was taken off from thefe thoughts by the return ot old Polemon and his Phy. 
fitian Amintas,accompanied with‘fome Chirurgions, and other fervants he had fent 
for; Lyfimachus praifed their diligence, and having recommended the Strangers 
health to his Phyfiaan, would needs fee his wound fearched. Affoen as Ariicas id 

roab'dit, he judged it nor dangerous, and afluring his Mafter of his recovery, filled 
fim with es much joy as he was capable to receive. The faithful Squire was quite 
tranfported at it, and waited upon thofe that endeavoured his Matters cure, with fuch 
a zeal asdid vilibly demonttrate his affe@tion towardshim, The Chirargions havin 
applied the firit remedies to his wound,poured a certain cordial into his mouth,whick 
within a while after made him recover his fpirits, fight, and knowledge. When he was 
come outofhis fwoun, he fixed his eyes upon the firit obje@s that prefented themfelves 
untohim; andYeeing himfelf encompafled by Ly/imachus, his Squire, and thofethac 
had dreffed him, hefor fome time confidered both the place where he was, and the 
perfons that were prefent, and doubting of thetruth of the bofinefs, he turned his 
eyes flowly upoMthofe that were nearelt him, - and having lookt upon them a while 
without fpeaking, Crael Enemies, (faidhe, with a weak voice) wimt Lave I done to 
you that yoxs hould perfecute me with fo much inhamanity ? Then feeling the ‘pain 
of his wound, he laid his hands uponit, and would have torn off the Swathes, if Lyf~ 
machus,knowing his defign had not feized upon them, eafily holding him by seafon of 
his weaknefs. The Scranget feeing himfelf hindred from hisRefolution, foeke. firft 
upon himwith a threatning eye, and then finding himfelf too weak to execute what he 
bad in his mind, he Rtrove to move him by fome tears which ran down his cheeks, and 
tight have obtained any thing elfe of him, extept what they demanded, Z jfimachus 
nearly touched with compaifion, alledged all the Reafons that might diffwade him 
from his defpair, and {eeing he vouchfafed not to hear them, and that in the end it 
would be impoffiblg to force him tolive, he refolvedto try if point of Honour cou!d 
work him to.bisown prefervation, Sir, (faid he, witha more refolute voice ae ; 
‘ore 
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fore) 1H now I believedizon vertucus, but at laff yon force me totell ru, you inj 
the’ proofs yon have yay it by a manifeft pil ef and I comes ta By oll 
' the Gods,( cominued he ) and by the memory of the Princeffes of Perfia (ifitbe true 
that you did love them ) to affijt me in the revenge I muft take of their deaths, d-firing 
you to live but fo long, as totear away the lives of their Adurtherers , for whom I find 
my felf too Weak without your help , both they and I do beg is of you, and if you 
be as much concerned in their lofs as you Would have it beleeved, know that yots cannot die 
but ignominioufly, if you do not at leaft endeavour it, aswell for your own honour, astheir 
fatisfdétion . [have asmuch canfeto die as you can have , and fince in this extremity 
it iso loAger time to conceal it, know that I would nut have ont-lived the Princeffe Parifa- 
tis, if I bad not believed my felf obliged to [atisfie her Ghoft by the blood of shofe that 
ravifbed ber from me, This Difcourfe had fo much power over the mind bf this defpe. 
rate Stranger, that having maturely weighed it, he was afhamed of the defire he had 
before to die, ewithout revenge, and witneffed his répentance to Lyfimachus by 
thefe words, Yeu have wvercome, Lyfimachus, but remember the time you have dea 
manded, and never defire me to lengthenit : Inthe interim, Avaxes fhall tell you the 
canfe of my defpair, and neither conceal from you the name, not life of the miferable com~ 
panicnof your misfortunes, After tlefe words, he no longer oppofed-the will of the 
Chirurgions , ‘and being forbidden to fpeak for fome few daies, Lyfimachus refolved 
to fpend that time in learning the whole Hiftory ofa Life, which he judged to be full 
of very remarkable accidents.But becaufe the night was already a good way advanced 
after having taken a light fupper, and recommended the yt Stranger to thofe chat 
had the care of him, he wenttobed, andtillic was day refted as much as his griefs 
would fuffer him. 
’ The next morning affoon as he was up,he enquired after the health ofthe wounded 
aig a , and being told he was afleep, he led his Squire into a garden, which the Ma- 
fter of the Houfe kept trimm’d with very great care , the beauty whereof was extra- 
ordinary for one of his condition, being fitted with all things that could make a place 
delightful, When they were come into it, chey walk’d a while in the fhade ofa plea~ 
‘fant Alley , and after they had taken a few turns, Ly/imachus through a Hedge 
which parted two Walks, heard the voice of two perfonsdifcourfing together, and 
haying feat an ear with fome attention, he difcern’d that ofold Pefemontheir Land- 
lord, who {poke on this’ manneg: J am wor able to clear your doubts, Caffandra, 
but time dnd the abode you will make t this place may eafily refolve them , for my part 
I will Labour init all that can péffibly, and proteft to you by all the Gods, I will {pare 
neither my endeavours, no, nor my life tt felf for your contentment, ~ In the mean time, 
firive to fettle your mind, both from your frights and your affliflions, and believe that 
Caffindra’s vertue is too confiderable to the Gods, to let it lie any longer under thefe 
misfortunes that perfecute it. Polemon making a ftop at thefe words, the other with 
whom he talked, after two or three fighs, which were over-heard by Lyfima- 
chus, wasin probability ready to make anfwer, when both being come to the ends 
of their feveral Allies, metat theentry into another, which wept crofs them, This 
encounter made Lyfimachus fee, that itwasa woman of very fair {tacure, cloathed 
almoftin a meer Country habit, who was difcourfing with ‘Polewo®% This wasall he 
could difcern , eand fle who defired no witneffes of her converfation, feeing her felt 
farprifed by that company, turned her back to him as fuddenly as well the gould, and 
walking haftily away, went out of the Garden ata little door that fed into-an high 
Wood, which grew clofe bythe wall. Ly/imachis in whom the confideration 
of his own mifhaps had extinguifhed that curiofity which is natural to mankinde, 
fought no deeper into that adventure, nor enquired into a fecretto which he was noe 
called , only he lifted up his eyes to Heaven, ina reflection upon his own misfortunes, 
roceafioned by the remembrance of anothers , and taking Araxes by the hand, led 
him to a pleafing Fountain, upon the edge whereof being fatdown, and making 
him fit by him, he put hirain minde of his Mafters command, afd prayed him very 
civilly to recount unto him afl the particulars of his life. “The Squire who had recei- 
vei fach order from his Mafter, and who of himfelf was willing io obey him, pe 
- T 


having bechought himfelfa while, began on this manner.

oe N the Relation I am to make you Sir, youwill fee the trac pidiire of the incon- 
flancies of Fortune : and fince my Lords command, andthe defire I have to fa- 
tisfie you, engage me to the recital of alife through the whole courfe of it full 

~ of wonders, 1 will endeavor to acquit my felf as well as poffibly [can And 
becaufe it were very ftrange, if length of time, and the variety of our troubles, fhould 

- not have made part of the accidents that make it up, efcape my memory, 1 will en- 
deavour to recalto mind, the moftremarkable ones: and fince I have the liberty to 
do it, 1 will difcover to you things that are miraculous, and unknown to-all the reft 

of mankind. 

Although my Maftersinability to perform it himfelf, had not conftrained him to 
give this Commiffion to me, he would have had very great reafon howfoever fo'to do, 
fince that in the miraclesof hislife, there have fo many things paffed to his advantage 
and glory, that his modefty would never have fuffered him to relate them to the full 
Befides, [am fo well inflructed in them, having been prefent at the,greatelt part,and 
having learnt thofe from his own mouth, of which I could not be an eye-witnefs, 
oe even to the fmalleft particularities, 1 am not lefs knowing in themthen him- 
felf. ; 

His name is Oroondates, which without doubr would be more known to you then 
itis, ifthe necefficy of his affairshad not obliged himalmoft ever to conceal it. His 
birth is of the-molt illuftrious ia the world, being the onely fon and favwful heir of 
the great King of Scythia: fo powerful, and fo terrible to his Moighbanrs, that even 
Alexander the Great fimfetf, to whom almoft the whole Earth fubmitted, never made 
atcemptagaintt him, (as yourfelf can tellbetter thenT ) but to his lofs and confu- 
fion, ; 

Asfor thequalitiesof hisminde, you will know them, when you have-a little fre- 
quented hig company ; and for his Perfon, you fee whatitis: yetI may tell you, that 
how graceful an outfide foever you obferve in him, his Griefs, and the toilfomenefs 
of .his Voiages, have taken offa great part of its excellency, having appeared witlr 
fo much lufire, while Fortune fmiled upon him,that even thofe who were moft infenfi- 
ble, never beheld him with an indifferent eye. The King his Father finding in him from 
his very Infancy, the moft excellent nature he gould with, and ina body marvelloufl: 
handfome a foul capable of all gajlant impreffions, refolved to nourifh both wit! 
fo great care, that none fhould be able to reproach him, for not having contributed all 
that lay in him, to fecond Nature who had fo liberally obliged him. It,was about 
that time thati, with many others of my age, was given him for a witnefs and com- 
pinion Of his exercifes: bur as he furpafled usall in birth, fo did he likewife quickly 
out{tripus in the profit he made under his Mafters, which was fuchy as [ believe. I may 
tell you without falfhood, that whenhe wasbutfourteen years old he excelledin 
skilfalnefs, vigor, grace,and dexterity ( either to ride a Horfe, dart a Javelin, and ufe 
all kind of arms, orin dancing, finging, and playing upon the Lyre, ) both all thofe 
of his own tine, and likewife all of former ages. Belides the graces of his’ body, 
they that were near him obferved much more advantageous ones inhis mariners 
ant converfation ; His difcourfe, and all his actions made appear the vivacity, and 

_excellency of his wit, hisfweernefs and goodnefs were adored by the whole world, 
and indeed he fought vor nothing with fo much care, as the occafions of obliging 
vertuous perfons , and when he met with them,he did it fo handfomely, that his man- 
ver of obliging engaged them a great deal more then'the obligationit felf, His 
liberality was (rch,that he kept nothing for himfelf, and from his éarlieft youth, he di- 
ftributed all theReverme allotted him for his Sports and pleutires,among voting Oot 

temen 
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tlemen of bis own age, wich fo much noblenéf and freedom, as n ide known fuffi- 
dently, he took as great delight in giving, as the molt covetous perrans do in recei+ 
ving, In thort, all hisadtions, and ail histhoughts, were truly Royal, and all Seyrhiz 
with her King looked upon thisrifing Sun, as the honour of bis Conatry, and the prop 
of its future glory and greatne&S. To fay tie trutli, their hopes were notan ground- 
ed, and you will give meleave to tell you by the way, that his manner of education 
was more then ordinary , and without doubt you will chink ic ftrange among Seythi- 
aos, whom youGrecians, Afacedsnians, and other more remote Provinces, have al_ 
waies held for bafbarousgcruel,uncivil, and fuchas tived only according to thaw of 
Nacare, and Iwill confefs to you, our forefathers were fo , and that there are full 
fome far diftant piaces where they yet retain fomething of their ancient manners, and 
where they five with much lefs politenefSthen amongftus. Buc inthe Courts of ov- 
Kings, inthe Houfesofperfons of quality, and in our good fowns, théy live with 
as much pompasahe Perfians; are as much eivilized as the shenians , and have the 
fame Government that isamong the Lacedewenians. Thomiris wes one of the firit 
that reduced our ftragiing Scythians, withinthe comp fs of wall’d Towns ; end thofe 
that fucceeded her laboured in it with fo great induftry, that within a while they 
bronghrthat free, warlike people, void of oll craft, under the f:me Laws with-the reft 
ofaExrope ; fo that Lean affare you with cruth, ow: grece King Agatrhens doth 4 
this day poflefs one bf the oreateft, moft Adurifhing, and belt govern’d Empires of 
the world. ; . 
... But to return'to my Prince, whote infancy 1 will forget, to p2fson to an enter- 











‘tainment more worthy of you: + tfifteen yearsold, hewasofthe flature of the 


talleft men, and endowed ( befides the dexterity } have slresdy fpoke of ) with fo ex- _ 
traordin ty: flrength, that «ll che world admired the effeats of it: he was of a very 
healthfi! conficurion prtient of cold, heat, end all other incommodities, indeftiga- 
ble-on foot,or on horfebsck , ray, to fis ha desrve,thet at ther oge,he had many times 
continued whole deies and nights compleatly arm’d, and had wtready given many 
proofs of an undameed cong. He wanted no oppormnties to fhew them, for 
the implacable Wor which was between the King his Father, and the King of Derfia, 
ave hina thouland oce- Fons ro exercife that marchlefs valour, whescwich the Gods 
fd particularly blefled him. Not but that von have heard {perk of '@ Wet; the be. 
innings whereof areas ancient °sthofeofthis Fmpire,  Cyrzs the firly Monarch of 
the Perfians, laid the found tions of it, and promiifing himfelf the fume lity in 
fabduing th .t Warlike Nation he had found inconquering the coward and éffe- 
minate Lydians, perith’d in the enterprife with his whole’Army. Darivs, firltof tht 
name, defiring to repair that fof, and the difhonour of the Perfians, lolkan Army 
there of xoc000 men, and if this eruel War had any refpic during the Reigns of their 
Succeffors,it wastheir mutual weeknefsyor the multiplicity of their other eff ctrs,rather 
then any end of their difcord, which gave them: thet intermiffion, Butthis old hatred 
being, renewed inthe heerts of the late King Daria, andof the K ‘ng my Soveraign, 
thofe two exafperated Monarchs folemnized it by the death of fo many thonfand 
mea, that the Lind of the Afaffageres will look white yet for many cges, with the 
bones of Perfians and Scythians, which there ended unfortunately cheit daic® 
Je was inthefe oacsfions that young Oreecderes p-fled his» pprencthip, and that be= 
ing fearcelv out of his Infancy he made himfelf famous in fo many encountefs, bya 
thoufand ~ dions of courage and difcretion , thatthe King his Father confidering him 
asa mah fent miraculoufly from Heaven, the more to animate and improve him, did 
not think much, before he was full feventeen, to give himthe command of fome pare 
of his Cavalry. We lrad repulfed Darius to the hither fide of the rasis, ( who 
a while before was entred in perfon into our, Countries, where he had Jott fity 
thoufand nien ). and we lay upon the Bank of chat River encamped and entrenched 
almof within fisht ofone another, and fix’d inthe eternaldelign of doing each other 
mifchicf. There pafs'd few dies without fome fight skirmiifhes, encounters, or fingle 
combits, but ne occifion ih which Prince Oroondates mage not himfelf remarkeble 
by fome glorious a@ion, One day (a day alas moft fetal to our queet, and which fo 
many 
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many other unhappy ones have fucceeded,) the King was advertifed that the enemies 
Ariny, eitler through the negligence of their Commanders, or fome other reafons 
unksawn tous, kept not fo itnét Guards as the Neighborhood of fo terrible an 
Enemy temed to require. This intelligence made the King refolve to affaule chem 
by nightincheir Trenches, knowing well that forachons of that nature, the Scythia 
ans have the advantage above all other people of the Earth, {he Councel of War 
having been held, and all Orders given for that defign, afloon gsit was night the 
Forces deftin’d for the execution of it began to march, leaving in our Camp only 
fuch as were neceffary for its defence, ‘She Enemies Scouts having difcovered us, 
ran co give the Alarm to theirCamp; yet their diligence could not prevent us fo far, 
but chat having forced their Out-Guargs, we were already uponthe edge of their 
Entrenchments, e’re they had notice of us. Their Works were but of fall de. 
fence, and their little Trenches being fill'd up with brufh Faggots, which we carried 
for that purpofe, our Cavalry entred ina manner without refiiftance. The horrible 
nove of our Martial Inftraments, cogether with fo unexpected a Surprize, {track fuch 
aterrible fright inco the Perfians, that before they could recover their fear, part ok 
their Army was-already deteated: Indeed this way of making War was fo different 
from theirs, thet I do not think it ftrange, if inthe hornour of the dark, an-affaule 
fo litele forefeen did caufe fome confufion among Soldiers that were faft afleep. 
There wasa great number flain in che firft onfet, but inthe end AZazexs, one of Dan 
rius bis principal Comminders, Rallying fome Forces as well as poffibly he could, held 
part of ours in play, and gave Darixs \eifure to draw up the reft into fome form of 
. Battel, But being defirous to confine my Difcourfe to Oroondates a@tions, and fpeak- 
ing of others only inafmuch as they are neceflary to my. Relation, £ will tell you, 
that having charged at the head of three thoufind Horfe, he beat down all that en- 
deavoured to make any refiftance, difdaining through generofity, to embrue bis own, 
or his Soldiers Swords in the blood of men afleep, and without defence. He was 
eafieto be known, though inthe dark, by a great white plume of Feathers, that 
waved over the Buttock of anHorfe, whiter then Snow, and by a Stone extreamly 
precious among the Perfians, which they call a Pyrope, and which faftned. on the 
top of bis Head-piece caft fuch a flaming light, as was defervedly to be wondred 
at. How tany adtions did he inthat obfcurity, ‘worthy of the brighteft day, and 
of the whole world to be Spectators. His Soldiers taking courage by his example, 
ftrove all to follow him , ar 4 imitating chat fpirit which thrutt him on among the 
thickeft blows, were by thac confideration enabled to do actions which furp ife'd 
the ability of men : 1was then with my Mafter, and to fpeak truth, one of the 

neare(t to his perfon, which makes methe more knowing in thofe things that ha 
pen’d that facal night. Te be brief, his courage tranfported him fo far, chat fe 
difcovered Darins Tents, and knew them by the number of the Guards that de- 
fended them: tv:o thoufand Arhenians ( befidesthe Perfians of the ordinary Guard} 
had taken that charge that night by Darixs order, under the command of one 
Patro who was alfoan Athenian, and had been fome little time under his pay. 
This fight ftirr’d up a violent defire in the minde of our Prince, of winning ho- 
nor, and in that of his Soldiers, of gaining fo remarkablea Booty, as the Equi- 
page of rhe Richeft and moft Luxurious King in the whole world. Thefe two 
different confiderations carried them on to this affault, with fo much eagerness, 
and refolution, chat after a long and fharp refiitance, in which we loft the better 
part of our men, and wherein‘allthe Athenians fell with moft honorable wounds, 
we at laft remained Conquerours, and were ready to break into the Tents witha 
confufed throng, if the Prince who ftrove to hinder that diforder, and defired to pay 
Darius what was due unto his quality, had not ftopt us by entreaties and threat 
nings.. The profound refpect Utes every one bore him as to a divine perfon; 
caufedan obedience, without murmuring , and then alighting from his Horfey ac 
companied only by fifty of us which he chofe, whereof 1 had the honour to be 
one, he entred with his Sword in his hand into the Tents; “making all che refe 
ftay in.guod order at -he going in. But O Gods; waat an aftonithment was 
: re ad 
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his, wheri in ftead of Enemies.which he foughefor, he by the light o* an hundred 
tapers, faw a troop of Ladies, who inftantly fent forth moft lamentab pcties, And 
fufficiently teftifed the fright and terrour which the fight of us had gecafiored in 
them, They were (as we have known fince, and as we gueffed then, bY tee refped 
the others fhewed them ) the old Queen Syfigambis, Mother to Darius, the Queen 
his wife, and the two Princeffes, Statira and Parifatis his Daughters, ; 

You will not thinkthis relation ftrange, fince you know that during all our Wars 
they never forfook him, and that the great number of their Chariots, and the good 
order oftheir Equipage made their abode inthe Army almoft as: commodious as if 
theyhadbeenin Perfepolis Darius was gone out of the tents, at the beginning of 
the alarm, hafting to thofe places where he thought his prefence was moft necef. 
fary , he had ( as Trold you ) left the charge of the Drincefles to them that were of 
the ordinary Guard, and to thofe Athegians, who all died fighting obftinately 
uponthe place. Judge if thefe Ladies wereaffrighted, feeing my-Prince all {mear’d 
with blood, hisfword in his hand, andaccompanied with fo matty of usin the fame 

fture, enterintoa place of Conqueft, witha fiercenefs which even in the midft of 
blood would have had fomething very pleafing, if the trouble in which ‘they were 
would have permitted themeto confider it, The young Princefles more dead then 
living, fhrunk clofe to their Mother, and to old Syfgambis, thinking themfelves 
infome fafety neer fo venerable a perfon. That great Queen, to whom the Gods 
had givena heart equal coher quality, blamed their defpair, and waited for her de- 
Stiny with patience, when the Prince furprifed at fo unlook’d for an object, which 
made him {tand fora while {trucken ina confufed amazement, at laft recovered him- 
felf, and made his addrefs to her with fo humble a refpe&, that fhe quickly ba- 
hiffrd allmanner of fear, and prais’d the Gods, for having made Darizs Family 
fallinto the hands of fo civilan Enemy. ; 

‘He had takén off his headpiece, and let the point of his {word fall to the ground, 
which mioved the Princeffes, being a little fetled again, to look upon him with a 
heedful confideratio.” The heat of the fight, and the aftonifhment of that en- 
counter, had added alufire to his natural beauty, which in the opinion of thofe 
Ladies, made himat firft p2fs for a God but their efteem grew yet to a greater 
height, when bowing downto thé ground, and directing hisdifcourfe to Sy/igam. 
bis, he faid in the Perfian Langatge, which he {peaks with as much facility as if 
he had been born in Perfepolis + I fhould not be pardonable, Madam, in the errour, 
which night bath made me to commit, if its darkne[s did not plead for my exctife, and 
if P did’ not proveft to you before all the Gods, rhat had I known the fex, and quality 
of thofe perfans Ihave fo mortally offended, I would rather have been mine own deftrutti~ 
on, thanhave difturb dtheir quiet, or have offered to come in among them fo unreverent- 
Ly, if my crime could be repaired, I fhould not think, my blood, no nor my life too dear 
for itsexpiation, but [Mice that is not in my power, be pleajed to give me leave, Ada~ 
dam, toconjure you, and thefe Ladies alfo, to cafe away that apprehenfion,’ which fa 
uncivil an entrance hath undoubtedly caufed in you, Thofe that are with meobey my 
Orders, and neither they nor I pretend any greater advantage here, then the honour 
toferve you as Guards till the return of your own, and to have the opportunity of leffen= 
ing ( by fome {mall fervice,) the ill opinion this radenefs has made you concerve of mgs 
While he {poke on this manner, the Ladies were in fuch fafpence between joy and 
admirarion, that Sy/igambis could not ofa long time find words to anfwer the Civility 
of fo generous aConquerour : froma Prifoner whicl? fhe believ'd her ‘elf, the faw 
fhe was not only free, but ftill reigning and abfolute over thofeto whom fhe thought 
fhe had been captive, Before fhe would have accounted her condition moft happy, 
#€ fhe could but have hoped to obtain the liberty ofher felf, and her daughters, py 
a part of Darins Dominions : and this glorious enemy, not only gives up all kind 

tights and pretentions co them, but even offers himfelf to betheir defence a- 
gaint his own Souldiers, and to do the fame offices they could have expected from 
thofe the Gods had made to be born their ‘Subjects. The Conf deration cf this 


happinefs, and the admiration of fo great a vertue, held her .or fome time in a fu. 
; fpended 
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{pended filepwe :. but at laft not to appear uncivil, fhe anfwered him with all the hu- 
milicy her frefent condition could require. whofeever Jon aA Sir, whether yom be 
foreamongh men, or rather ( as your atbions teftific ) you Spring from the blood of: the 
Gods Sher IT have words to praife you, nor Darius Empires to acquit bim{elf of 
what he owes you, no nor heaven it Self graces encw to recompence your vertue ; the 
proofs you give of it, both to our cof, and toour advantage, firike us With fo much ado 
miratiin of your valonr, and fo great a’ fence of your goodnefs, that we are doxbly your , 
Prifoners, your modefty hinders Jou from giving us that title, but our knowledge of the 
rights of war makes us take it, and that of your Vertue will enable us to bear it with 
much patience. Shevafterwards {aid many other things to which hetent but little at- 
tention, having by misfortune fixt his eye upon the face of the Princef Statira;. 
froin whence he never withdrev ic, till he left her his heart in exchange: A wonder. 
ful ching ! pho would have believ’d that this young Prince fhould find his own 
lofsin his firlt Conqueit, and that he who had withan indifferent eye, feen all the 
beauties of Scyrhia die for him, thould in fight, in blood, and in horrour, meet 
that which he Bad avoided inthe mid{t of eafe, ‘pleafures, and delights > And yet 
it isteo true, he yielded himfelfat chat one only. fight, and chat was the firt mo. 
ment of his misfortunes, or rather the womb from whence all his others havetgken 
birth, 1 fhall not need to tell you that the Princefs Statira, who was then but &£- 
teen yearsold, was the moft perfe& workmanthip of the Gods, you haye feen her 
fufficiently to bear faichfal witne(s of ie ; 1 will only fay that the trouble and fear 
the had beervin, giving fome addition to her beauty, made her appear fach in the 
eyes of my Prince, that he gonfidered her not as a mortal perfon, “His eyes and 
heart were fo intentively ed on-her, that he neither thought on Syf ‘ambis, Nor 
himfelf, and we heard a ftrange noife of armes, and an intinite umber of cries 
without the tent before he cpuld get. out of chat deep extafie in which her beauty 
had as it were entranced hi Atlaft one ofour Souldiers entring the: tent in hafte, 
To horfe, tohorfe, Six (cri'd he ) walefs you will be furpris'd by Darius, whe is coming 
here in perfon with the greatéft part of is Jorces. This was amoft fenfible blow unto 
the Prince, feeing himfelf conftrain’d to departfrom her, whom he had feen but 
too muchalteady, and whom he had fo little hope to fee again; yet makinga vertue 
of neceflicy, and diffembling &s trouble, Ladies (faid he ) X feall withraw my 
fell if you pleafe, ¥ince by the prefence of Jour own fervants, Ican be no longer ufful 
to you, anid that you will believe your felves Safer under their protettion, then id the 
guard of a perfin, in whom yon have yer but little confidence ; Atthefe words he made 
them a low obeyfance, and pucting‘on his headpiece, was going out of the tent, 
awhen the Queen, Darixs his wife, who had not yet fpokento him, taking from 
her neck an Incarnadine Scarf, all Embroidred with flames of Gold, enterwoven 
wich the Letters of hername, and that of Darius together, put itover his Shoulder, 
faying ; The God# forbid, that having preferv’d the honor ant liberty of Darius his 
mother, wife, and daughters, Jog Should go away from them without carrying fome 
mark, of their acknowledgment along with you, keep therefore this poor teftimony of it, 
Which Igive you, aud with it the remembrance of them who were too powerfully ingaged 
to you, tobe ever guilty of oblivion, The Prince received thefe words, and the Pre- 
fent upon his knee ; and prouder of that fpoyl then of all he had fo generoufly 
defpifed, after having taken his lateft leave, feparated himfelf ar laft, though ex- 
treathly againft his will, from thac Iituftrious Company , leaving them a verv fenfi- 
ble trouble for his departure, and carrying away wirh bim a fire in his hearty which. 
he hath ever fince conferv’d, and which can negdr extinguifhed, bur with his 
fife. vs 

Che alatm that had been given us waga very trueone ; and to returato the fight, 

I will tell youin a few words, that Dari, and Artabafie, having drawn ‘up the 
Army in Batcalia, while Afazens Kept our men in play as well as poffibly he could, 
charged our Troops with fuch a vigour, that being much more powerful in number, 
they ouickly recovered their affairs, and ourmen were beginning already to retire, 
wheri Derius ky {cme of his. Souldiers was cold.che av’at of the seen 
C2 c 
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the danger of thePrincefles. His love to them made him forget all o-bher things, 
and Yeaving the body’of the Army to Artabafus, he hafted witha ftro3p p. sty to 
fallupon us. Oroondates wasfcarce on Horfebick *when he came, andj ‘o:n- mm.*; 
felf not rong enough, cauled a Retreat to be founded, and retired in very good’ 
Order, yet with the [ofS of two or three hundred Horfe, .Je began to be Ereak of 

’ day, and our King who fear'd leaft that {hould difcover his weaknefs, mede his 
Jaft Divifions file off, and caufing Artabafus to be refifted by the beft mounted of 
his Cavalry, he retired with the reft of che Army, not without a confiderabic lo&. 
by ome Churges the Enemy madeuponthe Rear. © ° peers ea 
~" Buradmire OPoondates Fortine, and obferve how all things contributed to his 
‘engagement inan affe@ion that has beenfo ruinous to him. It was e!ready broad 
day, and we were come a good way from the Enemies entrenchments, endeavou- 
ring to overtake the body of our Army,’ which was Retreating, when by.the fide 
of a little Wood that was hard by us, we perceiv’d a Combat of fome twenty 
Horfemen: At firft we believ’d, ( as it was true ) that fome of the Enemicsfia- 
ving engaged chemfelves too far inthe purfuic of thofe that retired, had found fo 
brisk an oppofition, as made them obftinate in the fight. Yet Oroona..res. to know 
the muth of it, galloped directly toward them : we followed, and were witnef- 
fes of a fight that fill'd us all with admiration : It was « Perfian Cavalier, whcfe 
arms wereall-covered with precious ftones, who furrounded by a {core of ours, des” 
fended himfelfwith fo wonderfula covrage, that he was not far from paking them 
all defpair of che Victory: He had made a Rampart of dead bodies and horfes ; 
But befides thofe which we judg'd be had flain, we daw thirty or forty more lying 
under foot, as well Scythiansas Perfians, which made us know, he had not, been 
alone at the beginning of that action, and that thofe who accompanied him being 
Kill'd in‘h’s defence, he'was letalone, to. difpute his lifeftill egiinft fo great a nam- 
ber Of enemies, we all confidered his valour as 2 mafVellous thing, and if that of 
dur Prince had not equalled it, and made us often fee fuch Prodigies, we fhould 
hot eafily have believed the teftimony’ of our eyes, Our arrivall daunted him not, 
and being fefolved to perifh, . rather then yeild, he refolv'd alfo to fell his life as dear- 
ly as he could; ‘and rufhing inamongtt the Scythians with greatér fury then before, 

,tgade two more of them tumble breathlefé at his eer, then feeling thar his horfe 
wounded in many places began to fail between. his legs, he fprung lightly to the 
‘ground, and endeavoured to prolong his deftiny by amore then humane refiftarice, 
when our Prince already peffionately in fove with his vertue, and confidering the dan= 
‘ger int which he was, fpurr’d on his orfe into the midft of them, and’ making him. 
felf known to the Scythiaws, caus’'d them to retire with refpect, and fhathe at the” 
dnequalicy of the combat : Cowards, ( cryedhe ) have you fo little fenfe of vere 

dite, tibnag to be moved by that of this gallant Enemy, rather to [eek his confervation, 
then’ is Paine? Then judging by the richnefs ot his arms, ‘tha. he was of ‘ex- 
‘ceeding high quality, he alighted from his horfe, sand unbuckling fis Cask, went 
+t6 embrace: him with all teftimonies of affettion, Invincible warriour (faid he to 
Thim:) pardon she braitifbne(s of thefe mer, who cannot veverence in you, what they nex 
wer poffefPd in themfelves , and if you think Ido you any fusall fervice in canfing 
“you to be conveyed into your own Camp, with all manner of fafety, grant me for all the 
‘vights: I can pretend, but the hononr of your friendfbip, and I foall believe my ff 
moft #lorionfly recempenced. . The Perfia was infinitely furprifed.ac an nfage fo 
sittle Ordinary ; and judging by the behaviour of our Prince, and by the refpect 
we bore him, that he was a of quality, he unbuckled his Helmet alfo, “and 

Jet us fee fo rare a handfome face, that .we began to lofe the opinion we had, rhat 

“ino mans beauty could equal that f Orsoadates, They were in age alike, their 
fature little different, and we believ’d with fome appearance of reafon, that the 
Gods had by fo unexpected an encounter, brought together the two moft accom- 

eplifhed Perfonsof the Earth. ‘They beheld one another with admiration, but the - 
Perfian highly obliged by the magnanimity and civility of the “ther, tovs his 
Sword at che: point, ant ptefeming it to htm with muc’. fabmiffion, Generons 
ae Sir, 
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_ Sir, Cfaid +e) hitherto I have difputed my life and liberty ; but now fince I can lefe 
neither of tiem for ome more vertuous then your felf, I render my felf your prifo- 
cerswwith lis fatisfuttion, that I yielded only to the braveft of all men living. 
rama ftepping back with much refpe& : The Gods forbid ( faid he ) thar 7 
foould pretend any other advantage from this encounter , fave the friendfhip T have 
defired of you , you aregree, unle{s you be engaged to bear feme little good wiil to 
a Prince that ha’s a moft real paffion for you , andinvincible, unlefs you Will fuffer your 
{elf to be overcome by my férvices. The Perfian confougded, and excefiively in 
lave wich the vertwe of Oroondates, embraced him a fecond time, with extream 
tendernefs, and faid with much affection : Nom it is that I an truly unhappy, 
afince the Gods fuffer me tobe conquered fomany feveral waies, at that they can men 
ver grant me the meanseto acquit my felf of the beft part of what I awe you; thorigh 
if the Heavens had made me fall into the power of another, I might have offered him Trea= 
fures, and Provinces for my Ranfom, fince I am Artaxerxes, Darius his onely fo, 
andlawful beiv of all his Empires, for ¥ think I fooutd commit a crime, (continu 
ed hé ) if I foould lager nt youthe name and quality of a Prince, who 
is inachted to-you fir bis life, and whom the ufage be receives from you, together 
with the ftrong inclination he bars tolove and honour gon for your merit, have made 
entirely yours. Judge, Ibefeech you, of my Matters joy, and aftonifhment; and 
‘whether he did not believe the Gods had taken care of his happinefs, and chat 
they were guiding him to it by waies quite extraordinary, =Certainly of all the joys 
he ever felt, that was the greateft, and that which furpris’d him moft, he dered 
neverthelefs to hide the occafion of it, and to pay Prince Artaxerxes a8 Daring 

‘his fon, the refpeas he owed Him as Statira’s Brother. After this knowledge of 
him, he renued his proteftations with more refpeét and fubmiffion then before ; and 

*the young Prince of io return'd chem with fuch ufury, that befides the ‘fhtereft 
Oroondates had in hisaffe@ion, the conformity of their perfons ahd manners joined 
to theefteem they bad naturally of one another, inflam’d them really with %-moft 
ardentfriendfhip. ‘Ihey could never have been weary of giving ‘each other céfti- 

‘monies of it, but Oroondares feeingPrince Artaxerxes blood run down ftom ma- 

ny places of his body, began tobe extreamly afflidted at it, and perfwading him to 
get upon his horfe, white heforced him to acceptof, being the handfomedt in all 

‘Scythia , he call'd for another for himfelf, and getting him totake the way towards 
his Camp, notwichftanding all. Artaxertes could do to diffwade. him froin ity he 
never would forfake him till he was within fight of his Encrenchthents. This fe- 

‘paration was very unwelcome to them both , and givirig each other thelaft farewel, 
with much trouble, the Prince of Perfia begg’d of Oroondates, with the moft civil in- 
treaties in the world, ‘to tellhim his name, unlefs he had fome reafon to -conceal i¢, 
But my Prince not judging that convenient for the defignhe had, thought fir to tell 
him he was Orowtes Prince of the ALaffagetes a vaffaland near kinfman of the King of 
Scythia’s, Artaxerxes fatisfied with this knowledge, threw his arm once more about 
his neck, and departed from him witha moft fenfible grief. Oroondateg was not lefs af- 
fliGed acir, thenhe, but onthe other fide, he was fo joyful for his happinéfs, in 
having done that fervice to the Brother of her, for whom he had already fo ftrong 
apaflion, that he had much adoe to diffemble it, When we were return'd toour 

. Camp, the King who had been in care for his fon, and who wasinform’é of par> 
of his marvelfous actions, -receiv'd him with an excefs-of joy ; and caufing his 
arms to be taken off iff his prefence, he with much trouble perceived hehaa :wo or. 

; three fmall wounds, but they were fach Jightones, that the Prince hardly ever kefit 

his bed for thiem, ae es: : : at * 

. In the reft of that Summers fervice there paffed nothing miémorable ,"ahd the , 
cold beginning to incommode the two Armies, they both began tothink’ of draw- 
ing away to their Winter quarters, till-the feafon fhould be cénvenient to take 
the Fieldagain: That of the Perfians diflodg’d firft, andin its retreat there were 
fore. skirmifhes, in which it received much lofs , but being as Icold you prefe'd 
by the Weather, and i vgreat fcarcity of provifions ana. .age,we did not engrge our 

pete : elves 
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the Araxi ihe next morning , after having long difpuced wich him(elf, he at laft. 
took one : f the ftrangeft refolutions that ever fell into the minde of a Prince, and 
fzeding fo | ne at night, and calling me to his bed-fide, when he had commanded 
“all chow cutie were in his Tent to withdraw, he faid to me with a voice alittle 
“troubled: Araxes, If among all my fervants, I had not particularly obfer'd your 
courage, wnderftanding, and affection to me, I would mt have made choice of you, to 
trnft you with the fecret of my life, and to make ufe of you alone ina defign, upon 
which all my happinefs and the fetling of the whole remainder of my daies, doth 
 abfilutely depend, but after having carefully confidered both Jour perfon, and all 
your former Attions,. I beliew’d you would have judgement’ enough to ferve me in my 
Affairs, valour enough to accompany me in dangers, and fidelity enough, ever to 
deceive me, Thefe words obliged me to. caft my felfat his feet, and make ear- 
neft proteftations of my loyalty to him ; in which he obfery’d fo much affecti« 
on, that rajfing me up, and embracing me a thoufand times, he difcovered his 
affion co me, and the defign he had newly taken, which-was fuch as you fhall 
pees the reft of this difcourfe ; then having given me his Orders, he come 
manded me to.goinftantly about the execution of them, which I did with much 
joy at the honor he did me, and aftonifhment his ftrange refolution : ‘Ichofe 
‘the four beft horfes of his Stable, one for him, one ‘for my felf, and two more 
“for two fervants, whofe fidelity was well knownto me, and whofe attendance only 
he meant to make ufe ofin the Voiage he intended to take. After Thad ficted this 
fall Train, and fet things ina readinefsto depart before day, I went to wait up- 
on the Prince in his Tent, who inftead of fleepjng, had in the interim employed 
the time in writing a Letter to his Father, whereof as I ‘remember thefe were 
the very words,

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“Having ended this Letter, he wrote another to his Sifter the Prince Te Berenice 
of whom I have not yet {poken to you, and who neverthelefs-deferv'd a particular 
commendations as well as her brother, fince inthe exccllency of hers ar4 a> 
tue, fhe equalls not only all the Ladies of her own, but cven of ali ig iadg 
‘The King after the death of his Queen, whom he had loft many years belore, ad 
taken care to have her bred up according to hembirch, and the rare endowments that 
were feen in her : and the Prince her brother who lov'd her infinitely, would not 

“depart, without giving her proof éf his remembrance by a Letter ; having fol- 
ded them up, he gave them to one of his fervants, commanding him not to deliver - 

* them till four daies after? When he had done fo, ‘caufing all thofe to go out of: 
the Tene, which were fufpected to him,: he took his richeit jewels, and che moft 
portable money he had to fupply our neceffities, and giving it all into my cufto+ 
dy, he furnifhed himfelf_alfo with admirable goods arms, and having pafs'da great 
part of the night in thefe employments, we took horfe a little before day, ridin 
the way towards Perfépolis, and following the wack of the Perfign Army, ‘whic, 
had diflodg'd fome few daies before. - Te ee wT 

+ JE will not tell you @he Kings grief for his fons departure, nor that of thé Prin? 
ecfle. Berenice, to whom he was extreamly dear: you may guefs at that as well. 
as I,'and you know it is‘of no importance to the reft of my Difcourfe , no# 
will I fpend time in telling you the particulars of our. Voiage, fince we had in it 

\ but very. ordinary adventures, and that the tedioufnefs of themi would withouf 

ueftion tire you : befides I have fo many chings of moment to relate, thac they 
he caus’da great many of thofe, of lefler confequence to flip out of my memo- 
ry. -Itisenough theréfore if I tell you, that the next day after our going away, 
we cloathed our felvesin Perfianhabits, which we had before provided, and having 
that Language reafonable perfe@, we p2fs’d without difficulty, both through the’ 

: Towns of Perfia, and amonglt their fcaw’red Forces which we overtook in our way, 

- as they were marching to their Girifons. We travelled ata good rate, and riding 
whole daies without other ftay then what necefficy compell’d usto, at laft after a’ 
‘Jong journey, we atrivid at Per/epolis, whether the King and his houfhold were 
come pasa i before us, and where they made their moft ordinaryabode, asin 
deed it was the faireft City of all 4fa; and if your Great Alexander can be bla- 
med for any of his actions, it is for having confented to its deftructions andto the 

” firing of the braveft and moft ftately Palace inthe world. My Prince was over- 

joyed to fee himfelf at the end of his Vqiage, and tooka Lodging in the Town; 

where,we refted a few daies, framing our felves in the mean time to the manners and 
cuftomes of the Country, and informing our felves of what was moft neceffary for 
us, till the Heavens fhould offer my Mater fome fair occafion of difcovering himfelf 
g0 Prince. Artaxerxes. Tt prefenced it felfwithina fhort while, and the moft ho- 
nourable that could be with’d ; for our Landlord toldus news, thac contented him 
extreamly in the defign he had not to make himfelf known, but ina handfom mans 
ner, tnd to the purpofe. . We learn'd of him, thar within lefs then’a week, thé 

_ Kings hirth-day was to becelebrated according to the cuftome of the Pexfians, and 
of many other Natioris : and to divert the Ladies from objects of War, and give 

them proof of their gallantry and dexterity, Artaxerxes and other young Lords 
had obtain'd leave of the King to make a match for courfes and combats on hor{r 

bick, *o whichevery.body fhould be admitted; and whereof the Princefle Statira 

“per felf thould give the prize :. ‘Lhis kind of combating has been ufed a fongrime 
among the Perfians, and of late amongitus, and iso@-this manner. Two Cava- 
fiers arm’datall points, with ftrong Javelins, whofe heacs are blunted, run again 
each other ful’ feed, and meeting in the midft of the Carriere, rufh with their 

Shields and Javelins. fo impetuoufly at one another, that if their darts break noc, 
One of them muft of-neceffity fall to the ground : the Conquerour is obliged to 
bear the fhock of the fecond, thifd, and all the reft, till fuch tirte as he be: beaten 
down, or that he have ro. -aore enemies to encounter. If hets overcome, he

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got the ViGory of all the reft, goes to receive the prize witha great deal of pomp 
and ceremc.ay. Oroondares, who knew the conditions of combats of this nature, and 
who in the : exercife and all others, is one of the ableft and moft vigorous men in 

~theworld praisdthe Gods for chat fair opportunity they afforded him , to make 
his coitmgto that Court remarkable, and to let the Princefs whom he adored, know 
with hoy: many graces the Gods had favoured him : So being refolv'd not to lofe that 
happy occafion, he gave me order to provide what wasneceflary, and prepared him- 
felf for thar day with all the diligence that was poffible, 

Scarce did the day fo much defired begin to appear, when he was already u 
and call’d for his Arms: but our Landlord told us, the Courfes were noc till ‘after 
the King had dined, which yet would be haften’d, that fo much more of the day 
might be beftowed in that diverfion. Why fhouldI detain you an Jonger, and 
protraé the time of which my Mafter was extream impatient ? The wifh’d for 
houre comes ; Oroondates compleatly arm’d, mountson horfeback, and goes into 
the place appointed, being accompanied by none butme, The magnificence and 
flare of chat gallant Affembly, took his eyesup fora while, but feeing-the Kin 
te “qeens, and the Princefles arrive, be defpsted all other obje@s, to fix his fight 
upon che moft. Noble ones, and inftantly fought ont her with his bodily eyes, who 
wasalwaies prefent co thofe ot his mind. “fhe excraordinary richnefs of her Ap- 

- parel did nor difguife her from his knowledge, and fhe who ina flight Field-babir, 
by the lighcof a few torches, in the cerrors offight, andthe apprehenfion of her 
captivicy, fhewed fo charming : Now amidft all her Jewels in broad day-lighr, 
and upon a ftately ‘Throngy appear’d to him fo glorious and triumphant, that his 
wounds open’d a freth, and his flames were more then doubled. He was quite 
at a lofs in the confideration of her, and if the found of the trumpets had not 
rowz’d him out of the deep extafie he was in, to make him think of the defion 
thac brought him thither, he would have fpent the whole day in that delighttul 
contemplation. : . 

The Princels Parifaris was clofe by her, little different from her elder fier, ei- 
therin the bravery of her drefs, her outward-beauties, or inward vertues. The 
Queens fate a little above them, andthe King accompanied by his brother Oxyartes, 
and attended by Artabafus, Adazens, anda great many of his chief Officers, whofe 
age excufed them fromthofe violent exercifes, was under another cloth of ftate; 
not far from that of the Ladies. When Orodares had looked upon them a little, 
he turn’d to behold Prince Artaverves, who a: the head of all the young Cavali- 
ers, was mounted upon the fame horfe he had given him at their parting, arm’d 
allin bright arms, withoutany device. After theyhad by lor decided who fbould 
run firft, they began the Courfes at the found of many trumpets, to the great 
contentment of the {pectators, and to the praife of many young Gallants, who in 
them gave great proofs of their force and activenefs, I will not tell you the parti- 
culars of all, br: only rouch them that concern my Mafters affairs, and che thread 
of my Difcourfe. You fhall know then, that after many brave carrieres, the honor 
yetbelong’dto Cambyfes, Afaxenshis fon, when my Mafter having no longer pati- 
ence, came into play among the reft , inftantly the whole Affembly caft their eyes 
upon him, and truly che habit he wasin at thartime, pleas'd me fo much, that I 
muft needs defcribe it to you in two words, All his armor was made of litrle 
feales of filver, edg’d with gold, and in the moft remarkable places, ftones of gre: 
life and value: she botton. of his caffack (which appearing under the lower parts 
-of his curaffe, covered his thighs to the upper part of his knee ) was purple, imbroi- 
dered! with flames of gold vary rare and artificial, his fleeve (.which coming out of 
an anugue work in gold, ‘aadelikea Lions mouth, covered hisarm unto the elbow) 
‘was of the fame , his brskins were leather filverd like {cales edge with gold, as 
his Curaffe, faften’d at the mid-leg with golden muzzles, like thofé of his fleeves, 
and buckles ofrubies fet with excellent workmanfhip , his head-piece made alfo of 

(fcales, sas covered witha filver Dragon, whofe creft, wings and claws, were gold. 
tind? head of fames, vomiting fo great a number of feathers near that colour, that 
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my Mafters head and fhoulders were all covered ot fom 

that one mi fee the skarf he had received from Darixehis Que 

ed wo well with the reft of his attire, and in which hung ar 

the b ereof, crooked asa Cymiter, was of the beft in Syria,-a h 
themoftcurious work. — His horfe was black as Ebony, with onely a a aes 

' hisforehead, and offo perfect fhape, fo full of fpirit, and of fo proud a. carriage, 
in allhis aires, that he did not ill accompan the grace and skill of his Mafter.; and 
he on the other fide rode him withfo ox & and vigour, and put him on 
into the Lifts with fo Majeftick a fafhion, that he prefently drew the eyes, and-I-be- 
fieve the hearts of the whole Affembly.. Camby/es not difdaining an enemy of:fo 
brave aprefence, cime.to receive him in themiditof the Courfe with more courage 
then good fortune, for he not only made him reel; but threw him out of his Sad- 
dle. with fuch force, that flying over the crupper of-his horfe, he made the print 





of hiswhole body upon the fand. There was a great cry among the whole com- - 


pariy.at Camby/es. fall, and Oroondates. fwith’d, his Carriere exceeding: gracefully. 
aly two or three others with the fame facility, when Hyde = a 
bafus fon, impatient and jealous of his glory, prefented. himfelf.at the pe 

i ince received him with joy, and feeing him fet forth at the-found of the

Wai his horfe ; and having ended his carriere with the fame geacefulnels, he 
fo unhors'd Beffiesand Narbafanes, fay, that Beffusggnd that N arbafanes,Mon= 
fiersofour Age, who have fince bafely imbrued their ands in the blood of their 
Prince, My Matter having difmounted them, did the like to ALythranc's, Adegabifes, 
Oxydates, Ariobarfancs, Phradates, Oriobates, and Cohortanus , and proud of fo good 
fuccefs, fet’ es -to-receive the Valiant AZemnon, who burning with 
Lovefor Barfina, Artabafus daughter, himfelf to repair her Brothers dif- 


honour. You fince have known them : Barfina afterwards being Afemnon’s 


_ Widow,sme the: Affections of Alexander and that great AZemnon did fuch - 


ma apainit eAleeander, that his memory will never die amongft the 
Perfians. The Prince of Scythia knowin ion of this Man,who.wasalveady 
at thactime highly advanced, athered is utmoft ervethat ho- 
nofagainft him, which he hadgotten againt Hyda/pes, and therefore when heifay 
him move;el e tomeet him inthe midft of his Courfe, The violence of this 
encounter was that their Javelins broke in a thoufand pieces, and their. 
Horfes not being able fo unufuala fhock, ered backward, and could: 
nor recover themfelves without thehelpofthe Spur, wit! which their Mafters having 
wakened them, «got them again upon their Feet with-much adoe, and made an 
etikkof their Carriere, fo that one could not obferve any advantage on either fide) 
A. general Shout folemnized the excellency of that Cotrfe ; andsthey that were: 

AZemmnon’s Valor, already confidered my Prince with admiration, 
hile he alone defpifed:himfelf, and vex’d with Grief and Shame,.took another 
rt, by the example of Afemnon who had done the like, .and rufhing againft 
other moreimpetuoully then before, they made thé whole Affembly admire:

Courfe, they gave. way tothe impatience ofthe Prince of Perfia, who atlaft turned 
his horfe t¢ take his Carriere againft Oroondates. Then it wasthat thewhole place 
Gunded? richan Univerfil fhout, and thatall the Affembly admiring the valour 
I get, and grotinding their laft hopes on their Princes courage, were in ; 
fofpence expecting the fuccefs, and beheld intentively the Courfe of thofe two War. 
riours, They fetouc atthe third fignaLof the Trumpets, but beihg ready to meet; 
my Malter unwilling to offend the “Prince ‘of Perfia, threw his Javelin.to the 
ground, and covering himfelf with his thield, fate firm in his faddle, to receive the 
blow of fo redoubted an hand: Artaxerxes dart was fhiverd in a.thoufand pieces, 
and if it had not flipt upon Oroondates thield, he had run an exceeding great ha- 
gard in that encounter: his horfe was fo aftonied with it, thar he flew back five or 
fix feps, ready to fet his hinder quarters onche ground , but my Mafter reviving. 
him with the fpur, thruft him forward, and fetling, himfelfin his feat; ended his 
Carriere, almoft without feemingto have been at all difcompofed, All the world 
obferv'd -his a@ion, and the King himfelf having confidered it, witneffed by the 
clapr’ ag of his hands, both the notice he had taken of it, andthe marvellous efteem 
henad of that noble Stranger. ok be, Pitas 
But Prince 4rtaverxes, who perceiv’d it as welias the reft, and who by reafon 
ofhisfurprife, and the fwiftnefs of his courfer, had not been able to fhew the fame 
confideration of him, turn’d hishorfe, quite aftonithed ; and coming foftly to him, 
faid, being halfnetled at thisaGtion : gknow not why you {pared me fo, unlefs it wire 
in contempt, yet I think not my felf fo incenfiderable, but that he with whomever I 
have to do, may ftand inuced of all his Forces , however, if it be ont of any confider ation 
of friendfip, I remaia much obliged to you for it, and ask, you pardon for the vain ato 
tempt.of my armes againft you. My Prince who could nor defire a better occafion to 
difcover himfelf, took his hand, and bowing in refpe@ to his very faddle, an- 
fwered witha reafonable loud voice. He that would only bear arms for. you, Will never 
make vfe of them againft you , and is not come fofar to feck you, that he might give you 
proofs fo contrary to the delire he ha'snever tobe but yours. I cannot contemn a vertue, 
of mpich Ihave already had fo many teftimonies , but Fase it hath abfolutely woun me, 
difdain not alfo the xeal of him, who hath dedicated the reff of his life unto your fervice, 
Artaxerxes more confounded then before, caft his arm about his neck, and embra- 
cing him lovingly, whofiever you are ( Laid he ) though it were the King of Scythig 
himfelf, Lam already wholly yours, and the knowledge of your yertue, and my obligation 
to you, engages me fo pele] to befo, that nothing Joall ever be able to feparate me from 
that refolution, But I befeech you ( continued he,untying the {traps of his head-piece} 
conceal no longer from me the face, nor name of bim that bath fo fully gain'd rey heart, 
andto whore Ihave vow'd my felf with all my affections. Lwillobey you, replied Oro- 
ondates; and though neither of them are much kuown to you, perhaps they may recal inw 
to your minde the Fdea oft perfon, to whom out of meer geang, yon have promifed 
fone part in th: bonoxr of your remembrance, At thefe words he unbuckled his helmet , 
and the beauty cf his face, and youth, producing their.ordinary effe@, , inftantly 
drew theeyes, and theaftonifhment of the whole Affembly. “Artaxerxes dazled 
as well asthe reft, knew him notat firft ; but having fooked a while upon him,and ea 
fily recalling to minde both the tone of his voice, and the features of his countenance, 
was fo furprifed with joy, and-with amazement, that not being able to exprefs eithe 
by word, or action, he remain’d a longtimefilent, and unmoveable. - When his 
wonder was overpatt, and chat joy had gotten the fole place in his heart, it bromfort’. 
wich derie of gladnefs, an tears which he could not poffibly retain, and.then lift. 
ing t3 his hands and eye.to Heaven, Great Gods ( copa hey moderate your-mercy. 
Aime, if Fon Will not eithe have mgs or be untbank ful ; and having ended thofe few. 
words, ‘he threw himfelfinto Orod@lates armes, and hugg’d him bi tween his with 
fo much vehemence, that my Matter found he truly and ardently loved him. AG 
dear Qevntes ( fu:d "te, kiffing bim a thoufand times )és it poffible that it is you your felf 5. 
nage riatt really I lee'yen, and embrace you? Good Gods, if it bea dream, grant that 3 
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“ the reft of thofe lie had difmounted, paffed many Complements with hits” and fhew-. 
ed much #4 to have yeilded only to that hand, which in one night had prefery’d 
° Darins Wis whole family. Tf he King openly calld him the Angel*Guardian of his 
qionfe j87 12 1 remember, that at that time, he brake forth into thefe Prophetick 
“Ywordéeo thole that were about him : Jricannor poffibly be (aid he) but that fo great 
and unexpelted a happine{s, muft needs threaten me fome very firange misfortune, He 
“{tuck but a while upon this chought, and getting up into his Chariot again, made 
-Oroondates accompany him to his Palace, . where he caus'd Lodgings to be ‘appointed - 
yhim, though he ufed great endeavours to avoidthathonour: when they were come.’ 
thither, the King entred into his Clofee, whither calling only Artaxerxes, and my 
«after, he made the door be. fhut, and feeing himfelt alone with them, ‘Je is im- 
» poffible. (faid he to my Prince ) that being a Vaffal and Kinfman to the King of Scythia, 
i you fhould have lefe his Court, bo retire to that of his mprtal and irreconcileable Enemy, ; 
“without very firong and preffing canfiderarions,I befeech yor MMde them not from me,and nq 
“Reye that what canfe fever can have brought you hither, youin my Court foall have 
7 ide a ¢manner of power, and_a: moft affured retreat. The Prince of, Scythia, after’ 
“Lavoe with all humility given the King thanks for his moft obliging offers, made 
° him this anfwer, which he had contrived beforehand, «oo 8” irae 
** The Gods are my witrielfes, that in the ro fatal fervices Thad the honour to do your 
° Majefties Family, haa no other aim but that of my duty, andthe refpett F thought my 
“-felf obliged to bear to perfons of fo high a quality, and that I never propofed unto my felf 
'the glorious recompence Ivcceive for them, without having merited the leaft part of its ° 
“Yer thofe whom Ihad moft frequented, and whohad leaft canfe to fufpett me, made wot 
> the fame judgementof them for affoon as I was returi.d untothe King, FrWas flandered’ 
‘for thefe two.attions, bythofe very men that had accompanied mein thems whether it 
swere that their bruitifonefs difapproved things fo contrary to their nature: “or that they 
“envied the favour the Gods had granted me, or ( as itis mtoft probable’) that they com

aobferv'd by any body, wrote por the ground with the point of a Paveline he had in big: 
: patterns few Words which read as faft as be wrote them, F {pe Orontes,@2 that art 
“but Dead ; but pe to Dap, if thou wilt not dle tomorow 3 axd having put 
- ont the writing with his foot affoonas he fa\w that I had read it, he left me quite confounded 
* and went back tothe re(t of the company. . This advertifement had more power with me’ 
- then all thereft, and made me believe, that that young Prince being bound by Oath nyt 
<totell his Fathers fecrets, Rad made.ife of that deviceto fave me, withont exafperating 
the Gods againft himfelf ¢. I then faw plainly it was a truth, and confidering the danger 
< that threatned me, I departed that very night with as mall arctinue as poffibly I could, 
 mithout having any other defign, then that of flying from the Kings anger. The next 
: day being already got-a great way from our Camp, Iremembred the Pririce of Perfia’s 
« goodnefs, and the promife he bad made me, after the flight fervice I had dome bim.\ 7 al- 
fo cal dtominde the good fortune [had had in the Encounter of the Queens, and pep:

tohim, If we did not receive a Great advantage by your difgrace, We faiould condoles 

_ it with you, but how great foever our Obligations to, you are, Be carnot utterly 
lay. afi the affettion we bear oar felf-2. though the King of- Scythia were: nat. 

Seine Enemy, al am qund by fo mang confiderations to proteth you, that I pia 
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hazard my Empires, and my life it felf for your defence ; and becanfe it were not juft 
you foould have been unhappy only for having obliged us with fo much generofit believe that 
“you foall find as advantageous conditions here, as among the Scythians , ana chat for the 
Province of the Maflageteswhich you lofe; I will give you choice of the bi? of mine. 
withont pretending to engage you, either ta reveal the fecrets of your Printeyccai bear” 
arms againft him. Oroondates caiting himfelf ac the Kings feet, kiff'd his hand in a 
thankful acknowledgment of his favours, and retiring to. his quarter, found or- 
det was already given to fettle him ahoufhold. Prefently they pravided him an 
Equipage worthy of his true quality , and fo great penfions were allowed to enter- 
tain him, that he could not have been better fitced with all thingsin the Court of 
the King his Father. . . ; Jan 

Seeinwhat manner my Prince was received, and ftaid by. Darins with fo much’ 
fatisfaction, for his happy beginnings, that he loft the remembrance of all the dan- 
gers to which he expofed bemfelf, and of aif che difficulties he had yet to overcome: 
Thad forgotco tell you, thatthe name of Orontes Prince of the AZaffagetes, was nor 
animaginaryone , the Afaffagetes had really hada Prince of that name, cf Oroen- 
dates age,and bred up with him,but they had foft him ac the firft paflage ofthe, *2r-" 
as, by the ‘fallofa bridg of boats, which funk unfortunately under him, and mauy 
others that perithed with him ;. this reafon perfwaded my Mafter to take the fame 
name again, he had already given himfelf, acthe encounter of Artaxerxes, belic-” 
ving that if the news thereof fhould come into Scythia, he might pafs there for the 
‘true Orontes, who might be thought to have efcaped drowning ; knowing alfo, that: 
notwithftanding all the diligence that could be ufed, they never by any means could 
find his body. : ; 

Inthe meantime the King of Perfia, who truly was one of the beft, and inoft 
generous Princes inthe world, feeing himfelf fo highly obliged to my Mafter, defi- 
red to requite the fervices he had received from him, by fuch pcoofs of love, and fuch 
remarkable favours, as .might ferve for an example to poitericy, and-a fpur to 
thofethat were coldeft in his fervice. And indeed he heaped fo many preferments 
upon him, honoured him with fo maniy offices, and affured him of his good will by 
fo many tokens, that within a fhort time neither Afemnon, Afaxeus, Artabafus, nor 
Oxiartes himfelf were more confiderable in the Court thenhe. Many- perfons, e- 
fpecially fuch as knew his obliging nature, made their applications to this new fa- 
vourite; andco fay truth, he had anrefiftable charms to attract hearts withall, -and 
wonderful {trong chains to hold thofe he hadattra@ted. All the'riches he received 
from Darizs he thared among thofe that were in moft necefficy, and ftraitned him- 
felf in his Domettick expences, to follow his liberalinclination.. All {uitors for of- 
fices, or penfions; addreffed themfelves only to him , and though he carried himfelf 
very modeftly toward the King,and never asked any thing of him but with bafhfulnefs, 
yet did he proceed fo handfomely, and with fo much mod :ration,that without being 
accounted troublefom, he afforded part of his favour to all thofe that would acknow- 
Jedgit, This manner of carriage, wrought an effect very extraordinary in the minds of 
the Courtiers , who {apprefling their envious nature, beheld his fortune with glad. 
nefs, and never gave us knowledge that he had gain’d himfelf one enemy, for a 
thoufand. admirers, whether it were that they knew him void of ambition, or that 
the marvellous afcendent he hath uponall hearts exempted him , or that ( asitisalfo 
“robable ) he tyed them to him by good turnes, wherewith he obliged all the world. 

_ Zhe Queen and Princeffes moved by gratitude, and the inclinationthey had to ver- 
-ie, ether with the Kings command, ftrove who fhyuld favour him moft md 
devefted themfelves of that gravity, which in Perfiais ufi | among Ladies of ihvir 
ality, to give him proofs of their good opinion. In all companies they fe him 
fee the pagticul#r efteem they hadofhim ; contrary to the -uftom he had 1 CEs 
and entrance inwo their Lodgings, and converfations , and by the Kings will and con. 
mand, helivedwith them inthe fame freedom as Prince Artaxerxes. Bural! the de- 
monftrations oflove he received from the King, the Ladies; and the whol King. 
dom, were weak ini comparifon of thofe that were fhewn lisp by that pane. He 
; give 
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gave his heart fo abfolutefy to my Mafter, and my Mafter engaged himfelf in fo ftrid 
a friendfhir/ with him, that never were two Lovers linked with a more violent 
paffion, yhether it werea hunting, or at other exercifes, or in vifiting Ladies, they 
were neve »eenafunder. At firlt Oroondates prefled Artaxerxes to receive what was 
due to iti trom the Prince of the mda ; but he fo often teftified he was not 
pleafed with thofe refpeds, and conjured him foardently to forbear them, that m 

Mafter, after much refiftance, wasat laft conftrained to let himfelfbe overcome, -and 
to live with him almoftin the fimefathion, as he fhould have doneif his true quality 
had been known. This freedom abfolutely conquered Orcondates, and plunged him 
into.that friendfhip, for which he hathfince received fuch fenfible aflidions: And 
truly I muft confefsto you, that the Sun never beheld any thing more lovely then 
Artaxerxes, and that 1 have not attributed any qualities to my Mafter, which that 
‘Prince poffeffed not as’advanmgioufly ashe : You already know fomething of his 
valour, his handfomnefs wasadmirable, his goodnefs went beyond it; and in all his 
actions he had a grace fo little common, that ic was impoffible to know him, and not 
to love sim, I wonder not if my Mafter was bound to him with fo ftzong a chain; 
fice cthy felf havefele the effects of his merits, witha paflion which fhall for ever 


, ‘- 
make-me Feverence hismemory.. 


. This remembrance made fome tears fall from Araxes eyes, and Ly/imachus who 
till then had hearkened without interrupting him, coming as itwere out of a trance, 
in which aftonifhment and attention to the recital of thofe extraordinary things, 
had buried him: bear apart with you (Said he) in your grief whatfoever it be, bust 
yon have told me fuch flrange adventures, and Wherein I perceive I foall have avery great 
Lhare, that it is impiffible "he me to cxpre{s the confufton you have put me in: Yer proceed 
J pray you, and fear not that Iwill interrupt you, ieiree 
; The Prince of Scythia (continued Araxes) did indeed receive fome fatisfacion in 
, the kindnefs of Artaxerxes, in the favour of Darius, and in the love of his whote 
Family, and conftrain’d himfelf' as muchas was poffible for him, to teftifichis aé. 
Knowledgement : But his paffion, which was infinitely augmented by convesfing 
with the Princefs, could not be fatisfied with thofe contentments;, and thofe favours 
vherewith he was in a manner overwhelmed, how dear foever they were to him, 
“began to be but troublefom, when he turn’d his thoughts uponthofe, whereon he 
had fixed his whole defires. “He faw the Princefs daily, entertain’d her with much li. 
berty, snd was looked upon with a very favorable eye , that great and vertuous Lad 
thinking her felf obliged to take off much of her feverity for his fake, and at feat 
“toafford a good look to the preferver of the whole Royal family , befides, my Matters 
rare endowments already prodacing in her fome of their ufual effeés,. had made 
no light impreffion in a mind already prepoffelt with powerfull obligations, _ This 
converfation perfected thi. undoingof my poor Prince; and difcovering charms 
inthe mind and manners o ‘that divine Princefs, which were more attradtive then 
thofe he had ob‘erved in ber face, he gave himfelf fo over to his paffion, thatby it 
he loft not only part of hisinvincible courage, ‘but alfo the whole remainder of ‘his 
quiet. ° The liberty hehad.with her, made him but the more fad, and all he could 
do for himfelf in his prefent condition, was to be patient and wait the pleafure of 
the gods, without attempting any other remedy. To exprefS love to her as Orontes, 
he faw but little. reafon, and lefs hope of being favourably received , andro dif- 
cover himfelf, wasthe utter ruine of all his projects, and too evident'a danger ox 
his life, which yet he wou'd have hazarded without difficulty, if he had {een but 
never fo little probabiliry n hisdefign, Thefe-confiderations, which jhe offen did 
me we honor to communic: te to me, made him refolve to keep himfelf fill undif& 
(0c Sree and in the interirito endeavour to win the Princeffes favor under the name 
of Ovoutes; till being affured of it by fome proofs, and having maushia.felf yet 
more powerfull wich the King by fome important fervice, he might {ee more encou- 
-ragement, andlefsdang :todeclare himfelf . sey ath sai 
In th, mean. time hi continued hisvifits, but he entertain’d the Princefs with £6 
“Ruch fefpect and warir -fs, and with difcourfes fo far from the inclinations he had 
' to 
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toher, that unlefsby his ardent fighs he give fome knowledge of his paflion, it was 
“no eafie matter for her to perceive tt. Not bur that he fought all occafie-ns to pleafe 
her, and todo her all kind of little fervices with fuch care and watchfulne& as is not 
. to be found in one indifferent; his looks alfo fpoke fufficiently to make hy: be unda- 
ftood by an intereffed perfon: but his mouth was alwaies filenr, and his toMBue tied: 
np by fo profound a refped, ~that it left its whole bufinefs to his eyes, and to his 
heart all the pain itfuffer’d for the temerity heaccufed itof. He continued upon 
thefe terms two or three days, and his difquietsfo charged his humour, that grow- 
ing daily more melancholique, and lefs fociable, he at laft was hardly to be known, 
When undertook to comfort him, and to condemn the weaknefS he fhewed, ‘he an- 
. fwer’d me with nothing but fighs and fobs, which piercing my very foul with grief, 
made me deteft his ruinous paflion: His-body grew quickly fenfible of his mindes af- 
fli@ion, and his former good looks gave place toa fallow complexion, which left 
almoft no mark of that eeeoiling comelin that was wont to work an aftonifhment 
inthe Perfians, Artaxerxes, Who from day to day obfervd fo wonderfull an alte’ 
ration, tooka great deal of pains to-findthe caufe; but Orocndates ftill pu him off 
with fome fain'd excufe, and difguifed the truth from him«by all the preténe+! e 
couldinvent. Hetried to divert him byall manner of pafs-times and exercifes, but 
feeing all his cares were-vain, he bore a part of his trouble with very much difcon- 
tent, and was fo exceflively griev’d, ‘that my Mafter knowing his affection by thofe 
vilible proofs, conttrain’d himfelf in his prefence, and forced his countenance to ex- 
» prefsa pleafantnels, of which his heart was utterly uncapable. The King, who lov’d 
. him dearly, ufed his endeavours to infufe mirth into him, nor did the Queens and 
Princeffes forget any kind of divertifement to withdraw him from a fadnefs, which 
infed@ed the whole Court, ey : 

- One evening the King being with the Queen his mother, where the Queen his 
wife, the Princeffeshis daughters, and the faireft Ladies of the Court were likewife, 
the Company having tong entertain’d it felf with the change of my Matters looks 
and humor, and every one diverfly alledging the caufe, the King giving his opinion ; 
without doubt, ’tis Love (faid he) that hath robb'd us of the Prince of the Maffagetes, 
and he hath infallibly left fome Beauty in Scythia, which perfecutes him here in Perfia,, 
and fo revenges her Country for the injury we doit, in depriving it of «Prince, who 
as one of its chiefeft ornaments. Artabalus, who was near the King, replied: Do you 
think, Sir, that among (o many Ladies as are here, there may not one be found, whofe 
beauty might have produced an effect ee by Sars to our contentment? For my 
part, I heliew *tis among the Perfians, Orontes has loft that liberty he preferv'd among 
the Scythians, fince he hath left that pleafing humour, and thofe frefh locks here, ‘which 
he brought with him ont of his own country, If it be fo(cried the King) and that 
among ‘onr Ladies there be any fo cruel, as to let him cos tinue longer in acondition fo 
worthy ofepity, I declare my felf her mortal enemy, and [we w by the Sun, Iwill receive 
all the harfo nfage foe foall foew-him, as done to mine own perfor, Artaxerxes, 
to fecond the King his Father, conjured all the Ladies ore afteranother, to have 
compaffion of his dear Orontes , and the Queen his mothex added, «7 do mot believe 
that among all our Ladies, there ts any fo flinty as ta rejeEt Oroates affections, nor that, 
the credit of a King, or interceffion of a friend can obtain much,- where hts merits have’ 
been able to do nothing. Orooridates, who was touched to the heart withallthefe dif- 
courfes, would often have anfwered fuch obliging fpeeches, but fearing he fhould 
not have power enough over his paffion,to keep himfelff-om giving fome knowledge 
of it; eithes by his words or a@tion, he went to join difcourfe with ‘5 eae Ro~ 

indow. , and 

fefethem nor tillthe King retired: but during theirente:tainment, Ne hed Sn-cyes 
fo fix’d upor.cit Princefs, and fhewed fo much diftradionm all histalk, that Rexans 
was like to havé fufpected fomething of the truth, ... eo | : ° 
After that time, feeing how concern’d the whole Court. 3sin his fed, or pleafing 
humour, and in what manner his feaft actions were obfervd, che ftrove to« tleimble 
part of hisdifcontent, and to give thofe that were moft curiv ts, lefs oceation of j.- 
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quiry after the caufe of it, not being willing to difcover that by hisimprudence, which 
he did with fo much care, even to thelcfsof all hisrepofe and quietnefs, But ala! 
‘the difea‘e was already too violent, and his foul was too full of paffion, toafforda 
*Toom fo ‘anyotherthing. This conftraint made hin fill grow worfe, and he would 
have wefted away infenfibly to nothing, if that which happen’d’ to him fhortly af 
ter had not made {ome change, or rathér alterarionin his fortune. * ; 
’ The fairnefs of a day extraordinary clear; and temperate for the feafon itthen was, 
invited the Princefles, “te-walk in the Gardens of the Palace, the greateft Gallants 
waited onthem thither, and at their alighting outof their Chariots, Orsindares took 
Statiraby the hand, Hydafpes Parifatis, Artaxerxes Roxana, and Ademnon his dear 
Barfina, Rhefaces, Arisbarfanes, Orfines, And iome others, led Arfince, Cleone, and 
‘other fair Ladies, whereof the Perfian Court was exceeding wellftored: Ic is noc 
neceffary for me to defcribe the beauty of thofe Gardens toyou, you have feen them 
in their greateft glory, before the infolency of fome foofe women carried on your 
Great King tothe ruine of the braveft Palace, and faireft City of the world, After 
that tie whole company had walked together a while, itdivided it felf according+ 
‘sche feveral inclinations of the Ladies, one part ranto theFountains, another fought - 
for thade in Arbours; fome fate downuponthe grafs, and the rett vifited the fairand 
fpacious Allies, Statira being her felf alone with Orosmdates, in a by-walk, twenty 
‘or thirty paces from all the Company, refolv'd to take that time to difcover his trou- 
ble; and when fhe thonght no body could over-hearher, having lookeda while 
‘earneftly upon him, Orcxtes (faid the ) after the proofs we have had of your noble 
wnefs and civility, have I net resfon to believe you have alfo areadine[s to comply with 
Ladies, and particularly with them that efteem ‘you fo much as Ido: Ufay, whounfeign- , 
edly acknowledge your gencrofity more, then all thofe youshave obliged? My Prince a- 
‘ftonifhed at the. beginning of this difcourfe, wasa while without anfwering ; bur 
intheend, chat he might not continue filent, Afadam, (faid he, witha very low hu- 
mility) there is fo much glry in pleafing and obeying you, that though Imere not engae 
Led both by dusty and inclination to that compliance, and obedience, I find too hich recam~ 
‘pences thereby, ever toforfake either of them fo long as Ilive. I expetted no lefs ( re- 
-plied the Princefs) from a civility Jo well known to me, but if Ibe not fatisfied with 
words, and that the intereft [take in your good will makes me defire proofs thereof , 
will youu not fall off {rom that obedience you promife me, and leave me the trouble and fhame 
‘of arefufal, which mine indifcretion hath perchance deferved? Oroondates not knowing 
‘whither this Difcourfe would tend, anfwered her trembling with love and refpedt, Wo, 
Madam, Iwill never fall back from the vow I have made to obey you eternally, and 
foould Tin that honour meet the certain lofs of my life, it is too advantageous tome, not 
“to embrace it,as my moft glorious fortung. That’stoo much (replied Statira) Ihave fenfe 
enough of my obligations toy u, never to buy the greateft good I conld wifh for, at [uch 
“a price, and indeed it 1s not sing but the defireof its prefervation that makes me curious, 
and perhapsindijereet, inu-ging you to things whichit may be are both againft your hi- 
‘mour, and againft your re ‘olution; In thort Orontes, that which Idefire of you, (both 
by the remembrance of tur promife, and by the confzderation of that which you love beff 
inthe world) is nothing elfe but theeconfeffion of the truecaufe of your afflittim, Icon- 
jure youtoit, Orontes, as much as it is poffible for me, and I proteft to you it is not ont 
of any curiofity in my humour, that I intreat this of you; but out of the real compaf- 
fiom Ihave of your trouble, and a defire to procure its redre{s, by all the means that 
Shall depend upon my affiftanc’, and the credit of the King my Father. If my Prince had 
been ftrack with chunder, te could not have been more fuddenly deprived of alltenf- 
theft ve was at che hearing. sf thefe words ; he was not able to keep himfelf from ftepg: 
Pi--g-0dyeeid changing co our two or three times, with actions of a man quite befide 
rhimfelf, and was {o inwaidly touch’d, thatthe Princefs who confidered-="' is carri- 
age with aftoniftment, repented her felf of having prefs'd him fofat: bur much 
more, when lifting up h -eyes,(from which he could not withhold fome tears Jand fixe 
ing ther upon hers; 2.61 Afadam, (faidhe, with the tone of his voice quite'alte- 
rey Whatis't youaskn ¢? He repeated thefe words twice, and, then walking about. 
te Spee ; BE. twenty 
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twenty paces with her, before he fpoke, being entranced like aman inthe agony of 
death, he had a thoufand defignes in his head, all which in the end gave place to his 
laftrefolution, that being taken he made a ftand, and turning towards the Princefs, fo 
chang’d, that fhe was muchcrovbled ait: Yes, Madam, (faid he) Lmél obey you, 
and though Lfee my death inevitable in what you defire of me, I remember tlime im the 
offers I made you, I exemptedit not from the proofs of my ebedicwce.- The Princefs ag 
much furpris‘d as he,and perhaps beginning todoubr the truth,was very forry fhe had 
gone fo far, and interrupting him, faid, Ve, 10, Orontes, Iwill have none from you of 
that wature, thought [had asked fometling of {maller moment, but fince it is of fo 
great importance, I, if you pleafe, will dif-engage you of all you have promifed me. My 
Matter, who after a {trong conflié, had already taken hisrefolution, and who without 
doubt, would have been forry to lofe an opportunity, which perchance he might not 
finde again in his whole fife time, refolv’dto break through that dangerous paffage, 
and faid to her with a voice a little more confident; “Wo, oc, Madam, ‘tis now too late 
tofree me froma thing,to which 1 am alreaay engaged,both by my promife, and by other too.

Life, will not be unufefull to me, when you foall kpow it depends only upon your fely. thr 
Gods are my witneffes, (continued he, lifting up his eyes and hands to Heaven} thet 
nothing but your command alone could have drawn from my mouth aconfeffion which will 
be moft fatal to me, and which without your expres injunttion, I would have carried

if, at,the Laft extremity of my life I may be | aba to fay't again, I die for you, and if 
one death bee too poor to fatisfie you,accufe the godsfor having given me but one life, to make 
reparation for an offence, the expiation whereof would require a thorfand, ‘ThePrince 
would have faid more, if the Princefs touch’dto the quick with fo free a Declaration. 
and who knowing her felfto be daughter tothe greateft King upon the Earth, thoughe 
no Prince inthe world onghtto fpeak to her infuch tearms as thofe, had not pull’d 
her hand away from him, and fat down upon agreen Bank, looking on hith with eyes 
fall of difdain, while chis poor Prince leaning againfta Tree, waited crembling, for 
the fentence of hiscondemnation. She bethought her felf a while what fhe thould 
anfwer, wavering between anger and compaffion , fhe had already fome good will 
towards him, and though fhe thought her felf highly offended, fhe alfo remembred. 
what he had done for her and hers, which indeed were ft rvices confiderable enough, 
to blot alight offence out of the mind of one fo nearly >bliged : this reflexion foft- 
-nedher alittle, but hindred her not from making this anf. ser,with much coldnefs and 
moderation, Orontes, if the obligations I have to you for my Brothers life, - aud the lim 
berty of onv family, were xot as great asthe fault you are guilty of, Ifoould not want 
means to make you underftand the nature of an offence, “which, without doubt, your geod 
reception inthis Court hath enconraged you to commit : but fince whether Iwillor no, I 
am much indebted to you, and that by mine impertinent curivfity Ihave fome fare in your 
fault my felf, I will conceal’t, upon condition you fhall never entertain me again with

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at laft the time they fpentin them having fomething diffipated Artaxerxes aftonifh- 
‘ment, and giving him leifure to recover his {pirits, he faid to Orocndates, with a mote 
fetled countenance , Great Prince, the errour your difenife ha's made me live in, can= 
fes in me as much trouble, as the honour of feeing you inthis place docs joy fob fo unexpetl= 
ed ahappinefs. Ebave failedinfinitely in my behaviour toward you, andif I were not 
alfred of your goodne/s , 1 foonld have no hope of pardon, as you ( if I may fay fucha 

“ching ) fall be a good while before you obtainit, for an opinion that has mortally offended 
ye. Cruel Oroondates, could you believe that the change of your condition, and thé 
hatred of our Families, could change my affettion to you, and that Ataxerxes was fo 
cowardly to lay hold of fuch a bafe occafion, to revenge himfelf of an Enemy, from 

- whom he has-received both his life. and liberty ? No, no, generous Prince, Pofftrity 
Shall not blufh for acrime, the ftain whereof would remain eternally in the blood Royal of 
Perfia, and it fhall néver bereproach’d to me, that the knowledge of Oroondates blet- 
ted out my remembrance of our Obligations toOrontes, I lov*d jou as Orontes, but I 
will honour you as Oroondates ; and if the alteration of jour quality allow me any. 

" yemainder of your former liberty , Iwill love you alwaies more then my felf, fince itis. 
smpoffible for me to live without your affettion , receive great, Prince rhefe new affu- 
vances I give you of mine, and refufe me not the confirmation of thofe I have receresur 
from you, If Statira (whois too much honoured by your love ) havié not the fame in». 
“clinationi, and fame fenfe of the pains you have taken for her, Iwill difown her, and de» 
clare my felf her moff bitter encmy , I hope neverthele[s that the knowledge of your 
smerits,-und of your birth, added to the force of my perfwafions will be able to do much 

wcwith her, again? whom Zgake your part with fo ftrong a paffion, that you fall foon pert. 
“ceive how dear your inerahe are to me.” All the recompence I pretend to by it, is nothing. 
‘but to change your difcontenttd manner of life, fince I can take no pleafure in mine, while

I is not poflible for me to relate Oroondates joy and wonder, his hope raifing ic felf 
‘by fuch fweet promifes, he became quite, changed ina moment , and thefe teftimo- 

» nies Of a friendthip which was fo dear, and fo advantageous to him, produced very 
fudden ind marvellous effeéts, both in regard of thc health of bis body, and of ches 
quiet of his minde.and indeed, he fo forgot his ficknefs co anfwer Artaxerxes freedom, 
and engaged himfelf fo far in proteftations of fervice and friendfhip, that he woul 
not have givenover of a longtime, if that Prince who forfook not thecare of his 
health, had notin a manner by force made him to go to bed,tefufing to hear any more 
till he was thereagain. Whenhe had yielded to his defires, Arraverves fate down ~ 
by hisbed fide, and there being no body but I teftinthe Chamber, he commanded 

‘me to recountto him my Mafters adventures, which till that day he was ignorant of, 
My Prince noctwithftanding all Artaxerves endeavours 70 hinder him by reafon of 
his. feaver, would needs make recital of them himfelf; not thinking any body. 
elfe was able to exprefs the leaft part of his paffion , he tvok upthe Story therefore: 
from the beginning of his love, not hiding from him the fm left particularities, ever 
to the Princeffes laft words which had caufed his falling into -hefvoun, the occafion: 
whereof Artaserxes till thert was ignorantof, and he related «%o feelingly, thac thes, 
very remembrance of it would have put him into the fame cendition, if thePrince: 

‘ who had hearkn’d co himewithout interruption, had not comforted him with thefe: 
words.» “ Though your diitraft, and obftinacy in concealing your felf from the:

“£ dering that befidgs the obligations for which fheds indeln ‘dto you, I darefweat_ 
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& there are few Ladiesin the Court that have not fome inclination to you, lofe not 
“ this opinion for the words fhe {poke, they are no figne, of averfion, and it were 
“ very ftrange if fo unexpected an encounter with a difcourfe fo unlook’d for from 
* aman whoin fhe ever thought her inferior, fhould not have extreamly farprifed 
“her: You know the cultoms of her fex, and efpeciall¥ of thofe of her quality , 
“confider them I"befeech you, and inftead of cafting your felf into a defpaix .un- 
“ worthy of your courage, recover your former health, your former humour, and 
“ expect all manner of facisfa@ion, from your own merit and my affiftance, And 
do you (replied Grosndates) expect from me all that you ought to look for froma 
Prince, whom you have drawn out of thé grave, and who will not with lefs paffion 
embrace the occafions of facrificing himfelf for you, then he wouldthat excefs of 
bappinets youpromifehim, = ; 
» After thefe paflages andfomeothers, Artaxerxes took leave of himto go labour 
for his contentment,. and to give him liberty co tekea litcle reft. If-y relt, fince in 
deed he now began to tafte fome in fuch fweet hopes, and that he forfook the defire 
of, death, upon which he had fo firmly fixt hisrefolution , though the diforder he 
had committed in rifing that day, had fomething moved him, yet was not his feaver 
~eieanore violent foric; and withintwo hours after the Prince ofPerfia’sdeparture, 
the Phyfitians found lefs diftemper in his pulfe, and mote fignes of recovery.in his 
woice and countenance, ae 
_ Anche meantime Prince Artaxerxes giving the Gods thanks for their favour, in 
affording him the fneans to requite part of hisengagements to my Mafter, refoly’dip 
day hold of the occafion with fo much care, that he might never be aceufed of ingra- 
titude, and not being willing to delay itlonger, affoon as he wasout of my Maiters 
‘chamber, he went (as Ihave learn’d fince) from Oroondates, to the Princefs Statira's 
‘Lodging, He found her without any other company buther maids, and not defiring 
awitnefles of what he had tof i he pray'd her to goeinto her Clofer. When they 
were there together and had thut the door, the Prince making her fit down by him 
after he hid a while look d filently upon her, took her hands and preiling them gently 
‘beweenhis: Siffer (faid he, with a voice lefS confident then atothertimes) is # - 
‘not trne that you love me well? “* Brother (anfwered che Princefs) 1 know not so what 
* end you ask afiurances from me, of a thing which 1 believe youdo notdoubt. § Bur 
_I mean (reply'd he) thatit is with a friendjbip more then ordinary, and that you will not 
“refufe ta give me proofs of it, when I foall defire them from you.“ They mult needs be - 
+ very difficule ones if] do (faid the Princefs )fince it is not truer thatlam Statira,then 
“iris that Tlove Artaxerxes more then all the world, J.sk sot fomuch (reply'd be) 
and Iwill never envie another that which he hath: deferved better then I, wonder not, 
fifter, (continued he) If Iaskyou queftions, which your manner of living does without 
doubt make you think firance: I did really believe you Lyu'd me,. and upon that belief I 
bave laid a foundation for my life, but fee well tothe confirmation you give me of it, and . 
remember, thag if, you have the heart wo repent you, when I fhall defire proofs, you ought no 
Longer tohold Accaxérxes for your brother, but forthe man whom you have the moft mor-. 
gaily offended in-the whol: world, and for him whom you will moft infallibly fend unto 
his grave. “Till then the Princefs wasnot moved at his difcourfe; but feeing with 
how much earneftnef he fpoke, the anfwered him moreferioully , The Prince of

Sticknot therefore upon his quality, foritisequal to ours, and we have found him too 
“pomerfull to have any reafonto de(pife bi : I muft not keep you longer in [ufpence ; befides 
your obligation to him, and your love tome, yon have alfo diferetion enough to deferve to 
‘be trafted with a fecret of this confequence, and to perfivade meto difcover te you, that 
itis no longer to Orontes,. Prince of the Maflagetes, you are fo much indebted, butt to 
‘the valiant Oroondates Son tothe Great Emperor of Scythia, ‘and lanful Succeffer_ of 
the moft potent Empire of allEurope. Benet amazed, dear'Sifter; but take this L tell 
you for ating as trac, as toyon it appears ftrange. He is no longer a Fugitive Prince; 

orwho to flie the anger of his King, hath fonght for Santluary in our Court :° Buta Prince, 
who burning for love of you ever fince that firft ight, which was fo fatal to him, and fo 
‘advantageous to our family,. hath abandoned the tender affetlion of his Father, and the 
“Countries over which Heaven made bimto be borne a Soveraign, hath travelled thus far 
dnto bis Enemies @erritories, and hath expofed bimfelf to fo many evident dangers te-sce- 
gor, and to dedicate a life unto you, which he would not preferve but for your fake, 

«He would have gone on ftill, when the Princefs who had hearken’d to him with much

“cruel Sifter, (faid be) you fhould conferve the memory of that, after fo many ob- 
“figations, which ought to have wiped it clean out of your remembrance , Are your 
£* intereftsin it greater chen mine? And can youlook upon him asOreondates, who 
“hath made-his valor appear to dur lofs, when he knew us not, and that his duty 
“* obliged him to ic, without confidering him atthe fame time, asthe man that faved

She was along timein thefe reflexions, without anfwering 
her brother, who fometimes embracing her with much tenderne(s,and fometimes fal- 
Sing on his knees, forgot neither prayers.nor tears, to move her to compaffion, Atlaft 
lifting up her head, and coming out ofa deep ftudy, fhe look’d upon him with fome- 
thinga kinder eye, and cafting herarme about his neck, faid, “Wellthen, brother, 
“what muft I do to fatisfie you?. The Prince tranfported with joy, after he had 
ftraitly embraced her, “ You mutt cure poor Orcondates (anfwered he) by an ufage 
“contrary to that,which put him isto thecondition you fhall fee him in,and.by a difa- 
“ vowing of the words you {poke to him. will that fuffice for your fatisfattion, re- 
plied che Princefs? No, no, fifter (faid Artaxerxes) when you have rais’d him a-

That ic might not be delayed longer, Artaxerxes perfwaded the Queen his Mo. 
~ ther to go fee him that fime Evening ; the Princeffes her daughters accompanied her 
and he himfelf would needs make one, ina vifitof hisown motioning, The Princefs 
Statira entre’ into hischamber trembling , and confidering what the was going to 
do, and what repugnancy the found in her felf again{t thofe things which her brother 
exacted from her, fhe drew near my Mafters bed, with fo much confafion, thar 
whofoever would have obferved her, might eafily have found it in her countenance.- 
‘Neverthelefs having already fome finall kindnefs toward him, and feeing him reduced 
- to that fad condition, only by the love he bore to her,pity compleated the introducing

was, and the perfons that were prefenc, which made-him. reftrain himfelf as much 
as poflibly he could, fo thathe only faid with a countenance-which difcover’d the 
excefs of higcontentment; J perceived iwell, Madam, from the happy moment which firfe 
Lave meto you, that fomething Divine forced me to reverence you in 4 quite extracrdi~ 
nary manner, and I receive proofs of that Divinity in the abfolute power you have over 
our lives, you took mine away, by a fentence which my temerity extorted juftly from 
your fair mouth, you reftored it me again by words Which your compafficn produced, and 
now you. blefs it With fo undeferved a mercy, that Ihave much adoe to know my felf, 
being drawn out of an abyffe of: mifery,-and rais'd to aglory that ought to beenvied by

anindifferent co.averfation. @ After that meeting Orcondates employed his time fo 
well with bis Princefs, that he made a marvellous progrefs in his affiirs, and prefs'd 
her with fo much difcretion, that at laft he receiv’d affurances both by her words and 
actions, that he was really beloved of her. - This knowledge reftored himto his fors 
‘mer health and humour, and made him fuch in the eyes of the whole Court, that he

and eminent vertue ; het.witwas marvellonfly quick and apprehentfive ; her humour 
alwaies equal, and fo full of fweetne(s, thatall che world found themfelves charmed 
withit, her courage (as you know ) without being much fhaken, has refifted the 
rougheit affaults of forcune : her difcretionand modefty were wonderftl, and her 
“refervednefs fuch, that though fhe had amofttrue and realaffection, ‘fhe wasalwaies 
enough Miftrefs of it, never to be carried to the fmallefta@ion, that was againft the 
Aevereltrulesof duty, though the time an opportunities fhe had might have fuffici-

Orvondates feeing this abftcad of perfection, was even befides himfelf when he con- 
fidered his own happinefs, and though he were infinitely taken with the beauty of 
“her body, that of her minde had fo captivated him, ‘thar not being able to lovea 
leffer vertue, nor make. account of a more eafie conqueft,- he found{weetnefs in the 
wwery difficulties he met with in his delign. His acce(s to her was very open, for the 
-King and the Queens thought they could do no fefs to him that had preferv’d their 
danghters,then to allow him their conterfation , neither did he abufe,chat libe-ty,"=7- 
to give no matter of fufpition, he entertain'd the Princeffe Parifats as often as her 
-fifter, and feem'd notto tie himfelfmore to her, then to Roxana, Barfina, and other 
-Princeffes which he fagpevery day, and by whom he was look’d upon witha very fa- 
vourableeye. Artaxerxes was extreamly joyed, feeing fo good fuccefsin the purpofe 
the had not to appear ingrateful, arfd took fo good order to make him pafs ftill for 0- 
“yontes, that he was never fufpected by any body. «This happy change of his fortune 
reftoring him his former looks, and humour, with more advantage then before, retur- 
cned him the affe@tions of the whole Court, and efpecially of the Ladies, who feeing 
him excel in all things with a marvellous grace, had fome trouble to diflemble the in- 
clinarions which fo extraordinary a man produced in their hearts ; and if his paflion 
‘to the Princefs had left him in a condition to be fenfible of that good fortune, he 
‘had wherewithall to fatisfie himfelf in the teftimonies of affe@ion he received from 
the faireft Ladies of all Perfia.’ You have without doubt known man of them that 
awere not exempt, but becaufe that difcourfe would be too jong, and not important 
to my Mafters life, I will only tell.you what 1 cannot omit without concealing from 
syouhis moftremarkableaccidents, | bee a _ 
"Tt was at the Wedding of Ademnon and Barfina, that my Mafter difcovered an ef- 
fee of his merit, which hath fince been very prejudicial to him... The gallant Adem 
non having made himfelf confiderable by athoufand noble actions, atter a fong fuit 
‘obtainrd the fair Barfina, with the general confent of her Father Artabafis, the 
‘King, and the whole Court, who thought themfelves much concern’d in that alli- 
cance, The high efteem of the Perfons made it aSolemnity to all Perfia, and their 
‘quality obliged the King, the Queens, and the whofe ‘Royal Family, to honour 
7Artaba[us houfe with their prefence. My Prince, who for his vertue, had conttacted 
anearfriendthip with Afemnon, was one in all the meetings that were made to cele- 
rate his Marriage, and appear’d every where with fo much dexterity and magnifi- 
‘cence, that-he fhared the whole honour with the Prince of Perfiz, who likewife 
“gave a thoufand proofs there of his gallantry, and activenefs, When the Pomps of 
tthe day were ended, there wasa very ftately ball, and the Queens; the Princefles, 
“with ail thefairgft Ladies, and of the chiefelt quality, were prefent at it wich fo ex- 
ordinary a luftre, and improved their natural beauties with fo mzny ornaments, 
Zand with the fparkling of fomany jewels, that truly my eyes were hardly able to be- 
-hold fach glittering objets. “My Mafter was feated near the Princefs Roxana, who 
swas indeed exceeding handfome, and very famptuoufly apparelled. You already 
“know the rank fhe held inthe Court, asdaughterto Cohortatus, Darius his Coufen 
-German, and Governour of the Sacans, 1 will fay nothing of her face, nor wit, 
"you know much more of them then I, and we have fo much cauie to dezelther, that

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-V. When Oroondateshad talk'd a while with her of the beauty of the Perfian Ladies, 
wherewith he confefled himfelf to bedazled , Roxana after fhe had looked earneft- 
ly upon bim,,and by the divers changes of her countenance teftified the inward 
trouble of her mindes Bat x it poffible ( faid the, fo lowshat fhe could not be over- 
heard ) yo foonld have ‘till confere'’d the coldne{s of your Climate among fo many 
beauties, and that the fight of all thafe wonders ( asyoutearmthem ) foonld not have 
made you lofe a little of that indiferency nbich hath difpleafed them all 2. ** They 
“ have coo much of that themfelves to one fo unfortunate asI am ( anfwered Orcons

“affure you there were few of then but would receive your affection as a very happy for 
tuné,.. She bluth’d fo.as fhe made an end of thefe words, that my Mafter was almoft 
out of countenance for her, and anfwered with a low fubmiffion: “ You may make 
“vour felff{port, .A¢adam,at the cof of an unfortunate man, but can never draw him 
“by fuch a kind of jefting, from the opinion he has of himfelf. shen you have. 
Juch a one as you fhould have, .( {aid Roxana, ean him ). you will hope for'all 
you foall defre.. \ think fhe would have abfolntely difcovered her felf,-if Prince 
Artaxerxes who was deltin’d ever to do my Mafter good offices,had not come to take 
her out to daunce , or if wher he brought herback to her place, he had not fate dif 
courfing with chem alithe reft of chaz Evening. . : 
“When Orvondates was come home, calling to mind Rexana’s words, and many of 
‘her former attiogs which he had not been concern’d enough to take notice of before, 
he began to find that indeed fhe loved him,’ and by fome fecret inftin& forefeeing 
the croffes that affe@ion hath’ caufed him fince, he !ook’d upon the birth of it with a 
great deal of trouble... He refolv’d neverthelefs if fhe perfevered in that humour, 
‘to ufe heras civilly as he poffibly could, aswell to render what was due to her perfon 
and quality,as not to exafperate a minde which he knew to be very activeand unquier, 
wand likewife thae he might not giye ee | fufpition of his love to the Princes of 
" Perfia, After that time he received many other teftimonies of it, and ‘Roxana who 
thought fhe had already broke through the greateft difficulty pafs’d by no occafion to 
Jet her looks and her difcourfe give him tokensof her inclinationtoward him. 0- 
roondates diffembled all very cunningly and feigning not to perceive it, carried himfelf 
to her, as he believ’d her birth, and her favourable ufage did much oblige him ; but 
the not being fa:isfied with ordinary civilities, and her good opinion of her felf being 
ftrong enough to perfwade her, he only avoided the knowledg of her affection out of 
afear that he was unworthy of it, refolv’d to free him of that apprehenfion , and af- 
ter fome difficulties fhe found in her hanghty humour, fhe forced the laws of decen- 
“cy, and one day flipta paper into his fleeve, which he found there when he was reti- 
redto his Chamber , he fafpe@ed not the truth atfrlt, but having open’d it, he faw 
thefe words, which he read before me, and which made him, fufficently know the

"Although the cruel Wats between Perfia and Scythia feem’d almoft quite extin- 
guith d by the deaths of fo many thonfand men, who had unhappily ended their 
aysinthem, yet were they buta little {mother’d; and thofe two Kings whofe hatred 
wis irreconcilable, {till keeping in their hearts a greedy defire of deftroying one anos _ 
ther, warch'd carefully for all occafions that might bring their defignes to an effect, 
The Scythian who the year before had been invaded by the Perfian, refolv’d to prew 
vent him the year following, and to carry the War home to his own doores, To that 
intent he took the field wich an Army of two hundred thoufand men, and pafling the 
Araxis entred Perfia, where he did all acts of hoftility, | The Siege of Selenaa Town 
uponthe Frontiers of this Kingdom, having puta ftop to the progrefs of his Armes, 
the rumour of it came prefently after to Per{epolis. Darius who already had his Army 
on foot to have affaulted himif he had not been prevented, was not much furprifed at 
the newes, and giving the Governours of his Province fuch Orders as were neceflary, 
- prepared himfelt to godrive him outin perfon , but this defign was thwarted by the 
news he received at the fametinte of Alexanders marching into his Countries. Alex 
ander had already made himfelf famous by the defeat of the Triballians, and by the 
tak? of Thebes,and though Darius the moft Potent Prince in the world, defpifed that 
~ypung Conqueror, and threatned him with the rod asa childe, all his Counfellors 
not making the fame judgement of him,gave advice that he fhould oppofe him in per- 
‘fon, and inthe interim fend one of his Lieutenants againtt the Scythians, The per- 
fwafions of his friends carried it from his firft refolution ; and inthe Counfell whi-. 
ther my Mafterwas call’d, it was determined, that an Army of two hu ed chonfand__ 


men fhould be fent againtt the Septhians, wader the Conduct of Artagajus, and that 
: ta 
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to give him more credit and Authority, Prince Artaxerxes fhould go along with him 
in perfon, he having by reafon of his'youth, See the Command of the Army, re- 
ferring it to the prudence of anold renowned Captain. © = fe - 
_ This was the refolution taKen in the Counfel; Judge I'befeech you of my Mafters 
perplexicy, feeing himfelf conftreind either to ight againft thofe of his own Nation, 
or by retiring tothem, ruine his whole defigne that was fo fairly advanced ; or fay at 
home with fhame among the Ladies, whil’ft his dear Artaxeraes was.expofed to dan. 
gers, and to the fury of the Scythians, Thefe confiderations held him for fome time 
in uncertainty, butinthe end, paternal! duty, and the protection of his Countrey, 
yielded co the love of Sratira, andtothe friendthip of Artaxerxes, and made him 
refolve not to forfake a friend, to whom he wasindebted for all his contentment, and 
allhis fortune, Having heard he was alonein his Cloffet, he went to fee him, be- 
ing attended only by me, and found bim es much 'affli@ted as himfelf, for the defpair 
of a peace which he had fo ardently wifhed for. Being ignorant of my Mafters in- 
tentions, he knew not yet what he fhould look for from him, though he was fully de- 
termined never to be hisenemy, and rather to difoblige him that had given him his 
being, then himto whom he had vowed fo perfect a friendfhip, * Their mutual trou- 
ble was the cule tliey walked a while together without {peaking, bucinthe end 0. 
roondates broke filence with thefe words. Yor do not doubt brother (for now they call’d 
each other by that name alone) but that in this confufion of affairs ( ‘which I think For~ 
tune manages on this fafbion purpofely to ruine me) my aftonifoment is Very great, fince 
that indecd I foould have no fence. of humanitie, if the tie of bliod did not*work naturally

day that was to follow ; and in the mean time we incamped within fight of the Scy-- 
thians, whofe fires were difcovered in great abundance: but not being ignorant of. 
their cuftom, we fet forth frong out-guards, that we might not be furprifed, and, 
pafsd almoft the wholenight in arms... ; o a 

Affoon as day appear’d, and that the two Armies faced one another, they. caft 
forth terrible fhouts, which witnefling their marvellous defire to fight, joy’dthe Com-- 
manders with the hopeofvidtory: Yet Artabafus having adored tbe Sun, aitd cauf- 
ed facrifices to be made through the whole Camp, himfelf viewed moft part of: 


* the beafls thar were ‘offered, whofe intrails were all found defective, either inthe 
*. fiver or the heart, and the fire'they were burnt with, look’d all blewith, accompa- 
© pied with a black thick fmoak,and which inftead of rifing up ftraighe to heaven, fpread 


it {elfin great. clouds through che whole Army, Some Victims having received thee 
ftroak, .efcaped out of the Priefts hauds, and ran through the Camp with horrible 
roarings, which was the caufe ofa very great diforder: Befides thefe unlucky O- 

mens,whith Artabafus andthe other Commanders underftood very well; and which,’ 
notto ftrikea terror into the Soldier, they yet feigned not to take any notice of, the 
day was fo extraordinary dark,, that we had much adoeto fee one another, and feem+ 


- edall ready to have puron mourning for the death’ of fo many thoufand men, to 


whom it was toebe their laft, ‘This hindred not the Armies from drawing near toge- 
ther in very goodorder, nor from fhewing much impatiency to join Battel,,1 make 
you judge of my Mafters thoughts, who with his eye had already found out the 
place where the King his Father was to be, and felt {trong remorfe of a crime, for 
which he expected a near punifhment from the Gods,’ Idid not doubt, for my part, 
but that my neareft friends, ‘which are of fome note among the Scythians,. were in 
their Army, yet having given overall thought but of my Mafters interefts,  Iforgot ; 
the remembrance of my own, and was affi@ed only with his difcontents, t: 
Prince 2frra-erxes’s trouble was incomparably beyond ours, His countenance ‘was 
wonderfully fadand there being no caufe to attribute the change of it to any want 
of coursge, one might yetread in his looks an finwillingnefs to go upon that action, 
he came clofe upto my Mafter, and {aid to him in his ear, Brother, Yow fball know 
it is by meer force I march againft your Nation, and you foallfee I had rather die, 
then injure Oroondates in the perfor of thofe he is obliged to love, The throng of thofe 
that incompafs'd them hindred my Prince from anfwering him ; and in the mean 
time the Commanders paffing through the Ranks, and fhewing themfelves to thofe 
that were farthest off, did with their words and geftures encourage the moft back- 
ward, and finding in them as much fpirit as they could with, they gavethe laft Or~ 
ders, and the Trumpets the lat Signal to begin the Battel : Then it was that the 
faint light of theday, of it felf but very gloomy, was even quite darkned with a, 
‘cloud of arrowsfhor from both Armies, and that the earth became covered with 
an infinite number of-dead and wounded men, by whofe fall the firft ranks grew 
thin already, Buc that fighting at a diftance not fatisfying the figernefsof thofe 
that were moft fiery, they gave over the ufe of their Bows, and the firlt Bodies join- 
ing dlofe together, began to fight terribly at handy-blows, This firft fhock was 
given with fo much fury, that it quickly made the earth change colour, and tne~ 
Scythian and: Perfian Squadrons mingled together pell ell, fhewed an horrible face 
of cruelty, diforder, and confufion, “The Scythians had fome advantage in this firft 


‘encour er ; butthe reft ofthe Forces came up to them that were more advanced, and 


Hiydd,, es with hisarmed  hariots falling in among the Scythians, made a wonderful 
flaught:r of their Infantry, and by his a recovered the difadvantage of the Per- 
an fine, 
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Sans. Ytisimpoffible for me to defcribe the particularities of *his Bartel ; for befides 
ethat the tedioufnefs of the relation would weary you, I céild not be prefent in all 
places, or witnefs of an infinite number of memorable a@ions which were done 
thar fatalday, therefore 1 will only tell you, that inthis general mixture of Forces; 
that little order and obedignce which remained among the Soldiers, was in the end 
quite loft, and the Commanders of both fides being no longer diftinguifh’d in fo 
itrangea confufion, contented themfelves with fighting in their own perfons. Artax- 
erxes {titg’d not from his place,. but refraining the impatience-of the party under his 
command, feign’dto ftay fill in expectation of the fuccefs, and to obferve the weakett 
places, that he might fuccor his own fide to bester purpofe , though in effed, he did 
ito deer, as much ashe could poflibly, the fighting among{t thofe, whom-the confi- 
deration of Orcendates made him love; and while he ftood thus delaying the time, 
he was charg’d himfelf by a Body of Horfe, which thund’ring in npon us with mych 
fury, forced usin the end to defend our felves. He {pared them yet as much ashe 
could, and had already received two wounds, before hisfword had drawn one drop 
of enemies blood. Oroondates who perceived ir, and faw how much that ftrange 
temper and moderation might endanger him , riding up clofe to him, Artaxerxes 
(fad he ) if your friendfbip to me, make you fuffer your felf to be kil’d, my death frall 
quickly free you from that confideration, He had not ended thefe few words, when 
feeing him receive a third wound, he flew fo fiercely upon him ‘that gave it, that he 
initantly laid bim dead under his feet ; and ftriking down another with the fame rea- 
dinefs, he rufh’d in among the Scyrhians with an incrediblé fury. Artaxerxes, whom 
neither his own blood, northe care of bis own life could move, feeing him in that 
- danger, would not forfake him, bue fighting for the fafety of his friend, quickly. 
fhewed us proofs of an incomparable valour. I did my utmoft endeavors to fecond 
them, and keeping as clofe to themas I could, I fawzhe Perfians, anamated by their 
lorious gxample, fight with fo much courage, that the firft {quadrons began to 
ids when a new referve which cameup to back them, compaftus in on every fide, 
- Thereit was( O misfortune, which A/a can never recover!) there it was that poor 
Artaxerxes being no longer withheld by any confideration, but fighting for the life 
ofhis dear Oroondates whom he faw in extream danger, after his {word had made a 
Great heap of dead bodies, fell in the end himfelf; toting his life by an infinite number 
of moft honourable wounds ; the laft teftimony of his affection, was anattempt he 
made to turn his dying breath into a farewel to my. Matter, ftriving to fay, Aorvetr, 
. Oroon He was only able to {peak the firft fyllables, and finking among the horfes ' 
feet, gave us a fad'affurance that he bifid breath’d his laft, 

“Though Araxes did all he could to forbear weeping at this forrowful remem. 
brance, yet fell the tears in fuch abundance from his eyes, that he wes conftrain’dto 
allowthem a. free courfe , while Ly/imachns moft fenfibly couch’d with this fatal re: 
lation, and having his heart prefs'd with grief and compeffion, witneffed the great- 
nefs of his trouble by a ftream of tears, and by very dolefullamentations. ‘Thefe ex 
preflions of pity having held thema quarter of an hour, Zy/imachwsintheend fpeak. 
ing fit, This gallant man (faid he ) whom you have fo well defcrib’d, and whom 
your recital has made me perfe@ly in love with, died only for the glory of Alexan= 
ars and the Gods who had deftin’d that great King to fo many glorious conquelts,. 
facilitated his way to them, by the lofs of a Prince, who would without doubt 
have retarded them, if they had faffered Perfia to enjoy bim ftill, The begin. 
nings of fo brave a life did wonderfully take me , and the end of it moves me fo ex- 
ceedingly, thatit is impoffible for me to exprefsit. But proceed, T befeech you, for you’ 
have © engaged me with your ftory, that Jam not fefsinterefled in the paflages of 
ie Princes life, chen inthofe chat nearlier concern mine own, Arawes having fetled 

imielfa lircle duringehefe words, and wiping his eys. © Gods ! continued he, what 
do youthink became of poor Orgondates at this woful fight ? Imagineto your felf, 
Sir afl that rage and defpair can produce in a heart like his, and then you me “fancy ¢ 
fome {mall part of whathe did. Seeing him he had fo ardently loved, tramph w un- 
der foot by the infolent Soldiers. he made fuch a flaushter of them ina fhne time: 
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that the bload where .vith he was prefently befmeared allover, made him look dread- 
dully in a moment, he fought no longer for his hfe, but having refolv'’d co lofe 
it, he meant to accompany it with fo many others, thar dis friends ghoft fhould be 
thereby fully (Msfed, At chat time me thought he appeared bigger then he was 
wont to be, -and the horror that attended him which way foever he jurned , andthe 
blood wherewith he wasdied all over, making him hard co be. knawn, ftruck fome 
terror even into me, rief had quite taken away che ufe of his voice, bur ithad fo 
augmented his firength, that feemtng immortal and invulnerable, he made way on e- 
very fide, and carried infallible death whitherfoever he went. The Gods know that 
Lus'd all the force Lhad, and though they left me my life, it was not becaufe of any 
care J took to preferve it: But finding the way open’d, and without refiftance where- 
foever he Jed, 1 had no great difficulty to follow ; yet in the end we muft of. necefliry 
have lien by it, and my Marter in the points of a thoufand fwords had found that 
death he fo,carneftly defired, ifthe flight of a great number of our men engaging us 
in she midft of them, had not. carried’us away alfo, in fpite of us.  Oroondates 
* ftvikes indifferently at all, but his endeavors were in vain, andthe crowd lifting 
him out of his faddle, drew. him quite out ai the ranks, do what he couldin the 
worhiro hinderit,. Affoon as he was gotten free from that thronging multitude’ his * 
lofs of blood had brought him to fuch a weaknefs, that he fell down without all fenfe 
or fign of life. Though-I was extreamly wounded, I fate down by-hims refolv'd 
that whatfoever became of me,] would neither forfake him dead norliving, but feehg 
that our men by little and little left the field, I determined to look to his fecurity, in 
cafe he fhouid yet have any remainder of life in him , and making him be carfied a lit- 
tle out of the Battel,by three foldiers who offered themfelves to do chat office mount- 
ed the firft horfe that Icould light upon, and followed them ina great deal of pain, 
- It was jult about the time when the Sun was ready to fet, and that the two Armies ha- 
ving fought moft obftinately, were both of themina manner utterly defeated. That 
of te Perfians quitted the eld alittle, bythe cowardife of. Narbazanes ( fince, the 
horrible murtherer of his King ) who thet oy appear’d unworthy of the charge he 
Bad, and fhamefully turning his back, put ch® whole Rere-guard which he command= 
ed, in diforder But the Scyrhians were fo weakned, by as great a bof as that of the 
Perfians, that they were not in a conditionto purfue them. - poke 
Judgesa the interim of the wofal condition] was in, by that to which I faw my poor 
Matter reduced , when we were ata little diftance fromthe remnants of the Armies, 
" capfing him to be fet downupoh the ground, | unbuckled his Head-piece, théfrefh ait 
made him come to himfelf, but fcarce had he opened his eyes, when turning them 
wildly upon thofe that {todd about him, he cryed out weakly, Ab! Artaxerxes land 
prefently fhut them again, with all the figns of a man drawing to hisend. There is no 
doubt but that J fhould inftantly have employed the fmall ftrength I had left, to make 
anend of myfelf, and keep him company, if! had nor been withheld by the foldiers 
who had aflifted me , aoe whotelling me that I could not without infidelity leave 
him inan eftate which did fo neceffarily require my, fervice made me take fome heart, 
and conceive fome hope oflifein him. We were but two hours riding from Brifa, a 
little Town where my Mafter had left his Baggage, and fome few fervants, befote the. 
Battel : ‘The remembrance of the conveniency 1 might have there, and the krtowledg 
that chat Town, though buca little one, was not ill provided of things neceflary for 
his fuccour, made me refolve to to,carry himthither as well as poftibly | could, caufing 
him therefore to be fetuponanhorfe, anda good {trong man behind him to keep 
~hignup, we wentareafonable good pace, though my wounds had made me fo we7k, 
that 1 could hardly fie upon my faddle. But my ardent affection to my Prince puiting 
fpirits in me,and being favoured by the Moon, which feem’d pretty clear, coming after 
fo cloudya day, and guided by thofe charitable foldiers, who knew the Countfy, and 
were perfect in the ways, we arrived at the gates of Brifa about two hours within 
night. © /ehad mach ado to getthem open'd,but in the end, having told who we were, 
after the accaftomed orders at fach times,and upon fuch occafions,the Governor caufe 
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having gotten him to bed, the Phyfitians and Chirnrgians of thy Town were fent tor 
tolook to him , though Iwas extreamly hurt, yet would Inot go to bed, till hade 
feen his wounds fearched. and had heard the Phyficians opinion concerning them, af - 
ster along difpute among them, they at laftagreed, that he mightRoffibly live if he 
were diligently jooked to, and that no illaccidenthapnedto him, Having received 
this affurance, and feen the firft rermedies apply'd to eight orten wounds he had, 1 
swent to bed in his (-hamber, meaning not to leave him, thopgh he had very careful 
fervants, efpecially thofe two we had brought outot Scyrhia, who in thar neceflity 
-gave him very faithful attendance. : Soe “ 
Thad five or fix dangerous hurts, which yet the Phyfitians thought not mortal,and 
-dreffing them in the fame manner as they had done my Mafters, they cryed their en- 
deavours té get him ont of his fwoun , but notwithitanding all che care they could 
-ufe, it was day before he ever open'd his eys; «ffoon as he was come to himfelf, he 
-appeared wonderfully aftonithed to fee that he wasyet alive, and cryed opt as loud as 
chis weaknefs would fuffer him;0 Gods'do you force me tolive ftill?He then held his peace, 
and after he had look’d earneftly upon all thofe that were about him, imagining the ° 
truth of che condition he wasin, Barbarous people (continued he ) you frive- but in 
-wdin to preferve my life, and the Gods who have permitted you thus far to prolong it, ~bave 
- not deprived me of the means totakeit away. He would have made an attempt to rife 
out ofbed, but he was fo faint, that he was hardly able to lift up his head , confider- 
‘ing bimfelf inthareftate, and pacoe ye hands where he felt the pain of his wounds, 
he light uporrthe plaiftersand rojiers that had beenbound about them, and thinking 
that to be the means to execute that his weaknefs would not fufferhim, he began 
to undo them, 2s he would have done yefterday in your prefence , when they 
that tended him perceiving his defign, hindred him from going any further : #hat will 
you do, Sir ? {aid the Governor of the Town, who was come to vift him, Defend my 
“felf from your cenelty,anfwered he fharply, anf looking with anger upon him, Bat do — 
“yon not think.) repiy'd the Governor ) that this defpait offends ithe Gods in the higheft 
“degree: and that it is from them you ought to expect the end of a life you have received 
from their hands? “Since they have taRen away that of Artaxerxes( {ays my Prince ) 
“they have given over all care of mine, and having depriv’d me of thg comfort, have 
* depriv’d me likewile ofthe defire of living. Bat Sir (added the Governor) what have 
yor done with that great courage, which made yer be fo much efteem'd through the whole 
World? ? Itis that ( anfwer'd Oroondates ) makes me run unto this deat Which will 
© delivesme froma thoufind others,and I give you notice that all your caresare to po 
* purpofe, for you cannot alter my refolption, and that you may well augment my mi-, 
* fery, by making me defer the refnedy ofit , ‘but c:nnot hinder me from fafting ull 
« have executed what my weakne(s and your cruelty deny me, : 4 
My bed wasfo near to his, that I could eafily hear all he faid, agdindeed J could not 
utterly condemn him, knowing wellthata friendfhip like that of his with Prince Ar 
 tagerxes, cemented by fuch trong obligations, could not fuffer fo crnel a feparation, 
without exceeding great violence , and to fay truth,the merits of that poor Prince had 
imprinted fo deep a forrow in my heart for his lofs,that laccompanied all my Mafters 
words with a flood of tears, and knew not what confolation to sive him, info frefh, 
and fo fawful a grief , yer did I ftriveto diffwade him from that obftinate defire of. 
death, and his life being dearer to me, (without comparifon ) then mine own,I did all 
that was poflible for me preferveit. Sir, ( fad 1, wghholding my tears as well as I 
could ) Zs nor your judgement yet come [ufficiently to you to confider what you do? Affoon’ 
esever I poke, endeavouring to turn his heathen that fide whence he heard my voice 
- come) Ls it thon Araxes? faidhe. Yes Sir(anfwetd 1) Iam Araxes: Oh! prais'd 
* be the Gods ( reply'd he ) and if thou art {hill my faithful 4raxes, canft thou fuffer 
“the inhumanity of thefe that perfecute me ?"Sir (faid 1) Jamas mach Wounded, and ar 
weak as- you Are , dnd if I be able toda any thing, it isto advertife you, that you will make 
the Gods your enemies if you perfift thusin your obftinacy. ‘And thou mak’f hy felf 
fming(repli’d he if chou perfift in tine, and if chou beeft ftill my dear 4raxes, ny con-: 
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« ward thou wilt for ever fee me expofed, and for pity(comtinued be with tears in his eyes 
fecing that his faithfull fervants fiirr’d not from him, but watch d tobinder him from his de 
“fign) for pity favour him whom thou haft made profellion tolove, andif thy good 
“Will to him be notutrerly loft, benot fo cruel as to oppofe this fiveet end ofall his af= 
» “fiGions ; Now it is that have need of thy afliftance andthac I by my death,demand 
of thee a proof of that fidelity which thou hat fo often vowed me, 

I was fo plung’din forrow, that] could only anfwer him with tears, while he made 
fech doleful lamentations, as cleft the hearts otall chat heard bir with compaffion, 
Dear Artaxerxes ( {aid he,all deow'nd in tears)if those haff yet any remembrance left thee 
of hin that lov’d thee beyond himfelf, deliver me from theTyranny of thofe that hinder 
me from following thee, and if the memory of our paft friendfhip be nor quite blotted out 
of thy heart, comfort him by thy fight at Teaft, whom thy lofs makes to live in torments, 
such more intollerable then that, death which has focruelly parted us, Ihave not had the 
happinefs to give thee the Laft farewell , and if my memory fail me not, thy laf? care was, 

“to let me fee thy friendfhip forfook, thee not with thy life: Ihad not fo much as the means to 
clofe thine eyes, and mine alafs are open fill, but open only for tears, and for all dreadfull 
objets, CUnju(t andcruel Gods, if you were thirfly of mans blood, and that your cruelt 
could not be glusted by that of fo many thoufands, whom the anger of the King of Scythia 
has facrificed to you, why did you not pour out the poor remainder, that which yet runs 
in the veins of bis wretched fin, and preferve that of Artaxerxes, thougheven at the co 
of all his own? Yes, monfter of hatred \ yes unnatural Father Iwifh that the lofs of thy 
life could reftore me my dear brothers , and to recover it at that price, I would lay afide all 

' fence of humanity, as thon haft devefted thy fof of all manner of piety. The obftactes 
of thy Guards, and thefe of my Wounds, foould be but weakto fave thee, and I would fle, 
to this revenge as eagerly as thon to thine, and to the fatisfying of thine ambition, Une 
fortunate Statira (continued he) how ill have I perform’ d the charge thou gaveft mes and 
bow much aframed foould I be to appear before thee, whom my cowardife has fo mortally 
offended ! what fhould I anfwer thee, whenthon fhould ft demand a brother from me, whom 
thon hadft {o frilly recommended to my care, nay a brother that had built my Fortune,and 

a brother to whom I was indebted for all my happine{s? He brought forth thefe words 
with fo many fobs, thatthe moft infenfible perfons muft needs have been touched 
with them: For mypart, not being able abfolutelyto blame them, Ithought fit to 
let pafs that firft extremity of hisforrow, without exafperating him any further, bes 
lieving one might berter help thatwith time, which in its firft violence appeared incu- 
rable, then by perfifting to argue him out of it {0 prefently. By good fortune the 

Governor was gone, and they that tended him, not being too quick witted, afcribed 
thistalk (which was sania to have difcovered him) toa light-headednefs which 
they thought hisfeaver might have caufed, ‘Tt was to {mall purpofe to tell bim that 
the making of thofe vehement lamentations did prejudice his health, he wesdeafto 

_ all fuch perfwafions , and if he medethem any anfwer atall, it was only entreaties 
thatthey would fuffer him to die, or tofet him be quiet: He {pent the greateft part 
of the day in tnefe firft paffions without taking any thing, and without heark ning to 
anything; if Lopen’d my mouth, he rebuked meas wellasthe reft, andi thould 
have defpairedat Iaft of doing any good, if 1 had not bethought my {elf to bury the 
remembrances of his friendfhip, in the confiderations of hislove, and to make ufe of 
Statira’s power, to preferve her him, who lived only for her, when he had tor- 
mented himfelf a great while on this manner, his weaknefS made him give fome refpic 
to thofe furious fits: And feeing him with his eyes lift up to heaven, figh and fob eve- 
ry moment without {peaking a word: Sir, (faidhe) [will not perfwade you to receive 
this affliction with an unmoved countenance , but like aman that isa little mafter of his 

, paffions = I cannot condemn fuch lavwfultears, but neither can I approve your defpair, 
“your weeping foews that you are amat, andthat as [uch you refent the ori wherewith 

. je pleafes heaven to affliét you ; but your wilfulne/s to deffroy your felf would prove you to 
be ner, fince you have fo little reafon at this time When it is moft neceffary for you: Now 
fince Wl thee ccnfiderations can do nothing with yor, and thar one muft no longer ferive to 
” amtiye von either by realomine. or by the tear of the Gods which yon have forgotten fuffer 
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"me Tbefeech you Sir, ta reprefent nto your eyes that Princefs to Dbom you had dedicated 
the remainder of a life, which you will now make away without lft confent : Confider, I 
pray you, whether you can jufecy doit, and whether this obftinacy to difpofe of your (elf 
without ber leave, muff not nceds mortally offend her 5 remember Jour felf of the vows yor 
wade her of an abfolute rcfiguation, and donot overwhelm her with fo many lffes, fince 
that foe hath already is enough to fend her to her grave, unlefs fhe preferve her Self for your 
fakes yes Sir, it is for you that fhe will certainly preferve her felf but foe has need of 
Jour affftance, and yor ought not to abandon her in an affiiition, in which the confulation of 
a perfonfodear to her as your felf, willbe fo acceffary. Think upon it Sir, I befcech you, 
and believe that if this confideration has wo power with you, foe willharve juft cafe to 
think, you never loved her. To thefe words ladded divers others with all pollible ear- 
neftnefs, which wrought a very great effe@ in the minde of my defpairing Mafler ; he , 
anfwered nothing for the prefent, bur mufing deeply upon them, give me liberty to 
urge many others of the fame nature, and though the Phyfitians gave me order to 
hold my peace for my own health fake, yet would I never ive over, ull] fiw he was 
alittle fetled. Ac laft he began to complain with lefs violence, and fuffered his 
wounds to be open’d and drefled, and took fomething that was givenhims but ftill 
with fo many fighsand groans, that I was not without fome fear bis forrow alone 
would be enough to kill him. Seeing him in a way to permit the endeavoursthat 
were ufed for his recovery, I began to think of mine own, and to obey the Phyfiti- 
-ans, who injoin’d me filence, . My Matter alfo in the end, difpofed himfelf tofollow 
their direCtions, and to prolong hislife to fee Starira again, that he might begg leave 
of herto lofeit, 

. The third day after the battel, we heard by the Governor, that the Scythians fee- 
ing themfelves tov weak to ftay longer in Perfia, were drawing off their broken For- 

" ces, and that part of them had already pafled the Araxis, But that before their depar- 
ture, tothe end they might not leave the dead bodies of their Countreymen to the 
mercy of wild beafts, they had. made a huge fire inthe Camp, and butn‘dail chat” 
Great number of Carcaffes, both friends and enemies, which was a new furcharge of 
affiion to us, lofing by that means all hope of paying the latt offices to the Corps 
of Artaxerxes. Within two days after we learn’d that Artabafws, having inthe bat- 
tel loft his fon Hydafpes, and his brother 7; iribafus, had encamp’d with the remain 
der of the Army between Brifaand Selena, but that fecing the Scythiansdiflodge, and 
having receiv'd Letters ftom Darins,which cal'd him back to ferve againlt Alexander, 
who was already come into his Tertitories, he beganto march away toward Pevfea 
polis, when he had left fach Orders.as were neceflary upon the Frontier, 

{will not tell you Darizs his grief, nor that of the Queens and Princefles for the 
death of a fon, and of a brother, to whom it wasfo due; we were too far of to be wit- 
neffes of it; butwe have known fince, thatthe King bore thatlof with lef patience 
then that of his Dominions , and that the Princeffes by whora he was fo ardently belo. 
ved, being weary of their lives whert he was gone, were like to have followed him to his 
Brave, andone may truly fay, that never Prince was fo generally be-vailed in 4fa, 
though it were already much burthened with your Forces 3 and that the confideration 
of mens private loffes might have taken away their fenfe of chofe of the Royal Fami- 
ly. Forus, I may tell you, that beingina place where we were attended with much 
care, and looked to by men that were skifful enough in their art, we were within a 
fhort time out of danger, but our wounds, efpecially my Maflers, were fo great and 
many, that we were forced to ftay above fixmoneths for the cure of them: Do but 
pe at my Princes impatiency, who having given himfelf over to grief, had deferr'd 

his defign of dying onlyto fee Statira, and by thofe troublefome wounds, faw him- 

felf retarded from that fight, ina feafon when both his honor and his love call’d him 
awaytoher, He had her name eternally in his mouth, anda thoufand times aday 
kifs’d the bracelet of her hair, which the had Given him athis departure. Affoonjas 
he faw fome probability of my being cured, he refolv'd to fend me to the Cour, that 
he might hear from her, and let her know what was become of him 3 but fear. “had 
he begun to give me my inftrudticns, when I was taken with a cruel relaps, and 
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” brought to fuch extremity, that lwas fain to keep my bed lenger thenhe: this acci- 
dent was like to have kill'd him with grief, andnot daring to truft a Meffage of chat 
confequence to any ofhisotherfervants, he refoly’d to take patience, and wait till 
* we were both recovered, which he did, though with fuch difquiets as you are not a- 
ble to imagine. - near ID a bate = 
We were vifited every day by the Governor of the Town, a good old man,whofe 
converfation was very pleafing, and who made us partakers of all the news he heard. 
One day we faw him come into the chamber extraordinary fad,and my Mafter having 
ask’d the caufe, Ah! Sir (Laid he) sow it is that the Gods indeed forfake us, and that the 
Royal Family of Perliais threarned with its ruine, and this Empire with a general defo 
lation, Thefe words having ftirr’d up a defire in my Mafter to prefs him farther, he 
fate down by his beds fide, ard faid, “Know, Sir, thac this young Conqueror Alexan= + - 
* der, whofe fame is already fo far {pread, ha’s paft the Granicus, and with an handful 
“of men routed all the Forces the King had fencto hinder hispaflage. The wonders 
‘he has done, make him now pafs almoft fora God ; the obftacle of a deep; Swift Ri. 
‘ver, the Banks whereof were of aninacceffible height, and cover d with aninGnite 
© number of Perfian Squadrons, have not been able to abate his courage, nor retard a 
* Victory which he has mot glorioufly obtain'd ; but leaping himielf firkinto the 
“water, and by his example, teaching his foldiers to defpifea danger, which he bra~ 
« ved with fo much affurance, he waded through, and gain’d the fhore in {pice of our 
* oppofition , fo fighting firft with his Javelin, and thenwith hisSword, he with his 
. Sown hand flew Rhefaces and Spithridates, two valiant Commanders, whom without 
£ queftion you have known, . fs 
* The Atacedonians imitating the valout of their King, did prodigious actions, and 
‘tobe brief, for thirty orforty men they loft, they kill’d chirty thoufand of ours, and 
—~Sputall the reft to flight, remaining Matters of the Field, and of all the Perfias Bag- 
- “gage. Buethar’s notall, this Victory hath made fo great analteration of affairs, and 
* imprinted fucha terror of his name among the Perfians, that even Sardisit felf, the 
“capital City of the lower Provinces near the Sea, has yielded to him without refift- 
“ance, andallthe reft have followedit with the fame facility, except Ati/ctum and, 
* Halicarnaffas, which made fome defence , yet he forc’d them ina fhorttime: and 
’ making himfelf Mafter of all che Neighboring Country, with little trouble, his heare 
* was fo puffed up with that profperity, and the little refiftance he met, that he over. 
‘ranallche Coatt of Pamphilia ina few daies: but that whichis thought ftrangeft of 
* all, and which makes the Perfians believe, the Godstake a particular care of his 
~ © Conquefts,is, chac that fhoar, which was never wont to be without ftorms, and which 
* in its greateft calm,is as much troubled,as other Seas are in the moft furious Tempefts, 
“nay, which befides is hardly Navigable by reafon of the many Rocks that lie hid 
‘all along the Coaft in great abundance, fabmitted it felfvotuntarily to him, and du- 
‘ring his voyage, was fo fmooth and quiet, that the like was never known before, He. 
“embarked at Phajelide, and pafs’d the place commonly call’d the Scale, then affzul« 
© ting the Pyfdians, heovercamethem, and conquer’dall Phrygia, in avery fhort 
* fpace. Now he turns his arms toward Paphlagonia, and Cappadocia, to take his march 
“into the higher Provinces of Afa. The King whofe courage is not leffen’d wich all 
* thefe changes, is now near Sufz, where he is recruiting his Army, to ftop the courfe 
* of this impetuous torrent, that laies wafte his Territories with fo fwift a fury. °Tis 
‘thonghc ic will grow to three hundred thoufand fighting men, againft whom this 
* Alexander, how valiant and invincible foever he appear, will not be able to ftand 
* with buc thirty thoufand Foot, and five thoufand Horfe? which are all the Forces 
“his Army is compofedof. Trueitis, they tell wonders of the goodnefs of his For- 
‘ces, andof the order that is obferved among them, almoftall hismenare o!d foul- 
*diers, and moft part of them bore armsunder King Philip, where Alexander knew 
‘chen, “and chofe them all himfelf for this Expedition : ee allfeem to be Captains, 
\ all their Captains Kings , and they thac have fer, them, make very advantageous re- 
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This was the Relationthe Governor made unto my Mafter, who accompanied 1 
withaninfinite number of fighs, and with words which fufficiently tef ified the for= 
rew thut oppreffed him, fecing himfelf forced to keep his bed, while poor Darixs and 
that family which wisfo dear to him, were upon the very brinkof ruine, Great 
Gods! erved he, are yor {o much concer din the glory of cme man, that toraife him up 
yore will deftroy the image Which comes-neareft to your greatnefs? Ab how jofily do zon 
penifh the meanne{s of my fpirit, and how dearlp da you make me buy this life, which 1 fo 
orretchedly langifh ont fince the death of Artaxerxes ! ‘Then complaining to the Phyfi~ 
tians of cheir cedioufnefs, he promifed them exeefliverecompences, if they halten'd 
his cme , and I know not whither his defire to be well, contributed any thing toward 
ft, ot that indeed he was more carefully look’dto, butone might difcern a vilible a- 
imendmentip him ; andco make fhort, withithin one moneth after, we were upon our 
Tegs, and like tobe quickly in a conditionto endure the hardhip of a Voiage, for 
which my Prince prepared himfelf. ee . : ¢ 

Before our departure, we heard that Alexander was Mafter of Paphlagonia, and 
that he within afew days, expected the fame fuccefS in Cappadocia, withthe {me fa- 
cilivy,  Oreendates who befides the intereft of Darizs, wasalready prick’d with emus 
kncidit of Alexander's glory, being jealous of the Victories he obtain’d fo glorioufly, 
was tio fooner able to get on_horfeback, but heleft Brifawith his retinue, attes 
he hac caken his leave of che Governor from whom he had received great teftimo- 
nies of affection, and to whom he give very rich Prefents at his depsrture. if my 
Matter had not known the hatred of the King his Fether to the King of Perfiz, he 
would hive curn’d fhort into Scythia, and begg’d fupplics thereto aflitt him with ; 
but being well affured that King Azatheus would. contribute all thet lay in him to ad- 
yanee Yarias his ruine, he loft all hopes onthatfide, and refolv’d while the Gods 
fhould make fome change in their affairs, to go fee Sratira again, and ferve the King 
ber Father with his owa perfon, aslong asthe fites fhould pleafero continue kis "ce, 
With thisdefign having taken gnides, ‘we travelled great days journeys towards $ 1/2, 

’ where the King was recruiting his Army: but farce had we ridden three or four,when 
we Jeatn’d that having gotten itup to the number, the Governor of rift had made 
him hope for, he wes marching toward Cylicia,to meet Alexander,who being already 
Conqueror inCappadocia, wascoming towards Syria to encounter him, This intelli- 
gence madeus change our Road, and caus’d us to comelater to the King, theneife 
we fhould have done. Before weatrived there my Mafter received news, whereat 





he was exceedingly grieved which was the death ofthe valiant AZemnon,the bravelt of § 


all Darins his Commanders, and him that Alexander apprehended moft, asindeed the 
hearing of his death, was that which confirm’d him in his vefolution of invading the 
higher Afa, feeing itwas no longer defended by fo redoubted a Wartiour. Orcezda~ 
tes Gave fome tears unto his memory, and to the affition of hisfair Barfina, but his 
fon! was yet fo full of mourning for the lofs of hisdear Artaxerxes, that he was much 
the lefs fenfible of all others, : 

 Araxes would bave continued his Difcourfe, ifthe night which was very near, had 
not made them retire, referring the continuation of it ull the next day: Lyfisachas 
had hearken’dto him witltfo much delight, and grew to have fo much intereft in the 
wonders of the life he related, that he very unwilliagly yielded to thacinccrnuftion ; 
but being conftrain’d to it by many confiderations, he return’d into the houfe, and ran 

tothe Chamber of Orosmdates, whom he found in a condition good enough for the 

hope of his recovery , but his minde was in fo fadan efate, chat one lefs concern'd in. 
itchen he, wou'd have been deeply rouch'd with compaftion, he would not make him 
fpeak that evening knowing how much it might do bim burt; and fearing to give him 


occation to talk, he wifh’d him good reft, and withdrew into his Chamber, where efter _ 


alight fupper he went to bed, and pafs'd the night, as he had done that before.

Utforrowful Orcoxdates, more nearly touch’d wich the lof of his Prine 
e = gy cefs,inftead of raking any repofe in a place which feem’d to have been 
B created purpofely for it, did there linger out the hours of his con- 
@ demnation(for fo he call’d the neceflity that conftrained him xo live} 
% in pains more fharp and infupportable then death it felf, “Night 
5 # with it’s darknefs bringing back horrour and filence into his Chain- 
ber, brought back alfo moft difmal objectsinto his minde,and reprefented to him the 
wretchednefs of bis prefent‘condition, in fo many, and fuch terrible forms, that he . 
was like to lofe his life, with very grief that he was forced to keep it, Then it was , 
tra. all the paffagesthereof, as well the moft pleafing, asthe moftfatal came into his 
memory, and that he faw himfelf moft cruelly affaulted , both with a remem- 
ak of the bleffings he had loft, and afence of the miferiesin which he was oyer~ 
whelm’d. tg ers oes 
He made reflexion upon the ftrange birth, the marvellous progrefs, and the tragi- 
cal fuccefs of his affection; .and from all three, he conjectured that the Gods had ne« 
ver ingaged therafelves with fo much intereft through the whole courfe of his misfor 
tunes, but to fhew in his life a dreadful example of their wrath, and of the affliGiong 
into which thofe men precipitate themfelves,; whom they have forfaken ; He em- 
bark’d again upon that tempeftuous fea, which had rofsd him for the fpace often 
whole years; and recalling to minde all che moft memorable accidents of that time, 
_. where there wasany matter of trouble, he afflicted himfelf really , but if there were 
any occafion of joy or comfort, he wasfo little fenfible of that, that he eafily found, 
his foul being prepoffefs’d with impreffions of grief, had no entrance at all left for any 
thing elfe, nor {2nce of any other touches then thofe of defpair. *But when having 
over-runall, he arrived at the bloody Cataftrophe of his love, and that after the crn- 
elties, abfences, imprifonments, jealoufies, quarrels, and rigorous commands of his 
Prince,he.came to imagin her death,nay a moft certain bloody and inhumane death; 
then it was that his conftancy utterly forfook him, and that courage which had not 
yeilded to the reft of his mifhaps, funk under the burthen of an affliction of fo high 
anature. He fancied before his eyes that fair and magnanimous Queen, remainder 
of the ilfuftrious blood of Perfiz, and widdow tothe greateit man that ever was, hol= 
ding forth her naked throat to the-fword of Perdiecas, and to the bloody executioners’ 
of pitilefS Roxana, he reprefents her te himfelf all bloody, and disfigured with a 
multitude of wounds, which make that fair body hideous, and fcarcely to be known: 
» he then feeks her in the bottom ofa well, under a heap of ftones that buried her , and 
his imagiration working very ftrongly,made him behold her in the ftrangeft and moft 
gaftly f.apes his minde could poflibly conceive.’ Then it was that he plung’d himfeif 
headlong into his grief - and forgetting his reiolution of being cured, he fent 
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mings it were ina river of tears, which ftreamed from his eyesas two eternal four- 
ces, He broke the filence that svas enjoyned him for bis recovery, and the abfence of 
Lyfimachus, Araxes and the Phyfitians,gave his congue liberty to eafe his heart of fome 
partofit'sforrow. Fair Queen (ary'd he with an interrupted fpeech ) if your ford be 
not utterly unloofed from all earthly thoughts, and if you fill conferve any remembrance of 
your faithful Orxontes , Fair Queen, beautiful Statira, divine {pirit, lock yet upen this 
miferable man, andif you be the fame Sratira fo religionfly adored by poor Orontes, fee 
that [ am flill the fame Orontes, by whom the divine Stara hath been fo religioufly ado. 
vedi Yes Lam fiill the fame, Ideclare it to my own fhame and confujion, Tam the fame, 
* unle{s Tbe thanged by that meaneffe of {pivit which I have fhewed in furviving you , yes, 
. dear Princeffe, I live fill, though you, alas \ are dead , but if you know my affcétion Well, 
gor cannot doubt but I will fhorty follow you , this cowardife of which Iaccufe my felf, is 
onely a cowardife im appearance, butis indeed an effett of my conrage,. and of my live to 
you, I dorefelve to die Statira, affoon as you arc revenged ; andthe unmberlefs deaths I 
‘fuffer inexpeLation of my laft, ought to fatisfie you better then one alone, whereby you 
have ontgon me. One death great Queen was enough for you , but this unhappy wretch 
that was the occafion of it, this unfortunate canfe of Roxana’s hatred-ought to fuffer ten 
thonfand,te recompence that one life he made you lofe He {toptat thefe words,to tufn over 
athoufand furious refolutions in his minde, and to invent as many kinds of revenge, 
which all feem’d too fight to his indignation ; fireand fword feem’d too gentle for 
his fatisfadion, and Rexana, and Perdiccas too mean, too feeble fubjects to wreak his 
anger ; he with’dthe Gods would refufcitate an Alexander to defend them, or that 
the whole world would take up armes for their protection. Nay, he who in the whole 
former courfe of his fife had ever appear’d moderate, and moft religious, fell now to 
conteft with the Gods, as if he meant to force them to take the part of his enemies, 
Great Gods (faid he ) you who toraife an Alexander to that pitch of glory, which never 
any man before attain'd, have deftroyed the Royal Family of Perlia, and beaten dowi. the 
pride of fomany mighty Kings, you who have fubmitted fo many Empires, and facrificed 
fo many thonfand Lives to his ambition , and whognthe contrary have made me linger 
‘ont my miferable youth in love, in irons, in unkgown Countries, without name, without 
"glory, and withon fortune, though you had given me both as eminent a quality as his, as 
high a fpirit, and perhaps a Soul capable of as great defigns : If you abborr'd her for be= 
ing leva by me whom you have ever frovened on, «why did you nut at leaft proteét hep for 
being fo dear to that great man upon whom you fhowred down all your Favours? was it fo 
Lreat acrime in Princeffe Statira, to have been lov'd by Qroondates, that the glory of haw 
ving married Alexander could not blot it out? Were you not fatisfied with having tormen- 
ted, afflicted,and perfecuted me from my childhood,by the violence of my paffion,by the death 
of my dear Artaxerxes, ‘by long and infupportable abfences, by the captivity of my 
Princeffe, by anipfinite number of wounds, by long imprifvaments, by the lofs of Dari- 
us and his Empires, by the marriage of Stativa, by her anger, by the perfecutions of Roxe 
ana, by my baniforent, by [uch toslfime and dangerous voiages, and Lricfly by fo many 
hazards, by fo many pains, and by fo many croffes, as the courage of your Alexander 
would infallibly have fainted under , unle{s with my life you alfa rob’d me in the very 
haven, of that Prize which I Was upon the point of recesving, and which Ihad fo glom 
vioufly defero'd 2 Blind Divinities! by what offeaces have I drawn your hatred fo 
vifibly upon me? He {poke many other things of this nature, tillat lalt wich tormen- 
ting himfelf fo extreamly, his fenfes were a litte dull’d, which made him fall into a 
flumber, burying the thoughts that afflicted him, infome repofe: But fhe that was 
eternally in his imagination while awake, appeared co him likewife in his fleep, and 
having entertain’d himfelf with her the reft of the night, at break of day he verily 
thought he heard her voice at his beds head, which having often pronoune’d his 
name, went on, faying, Ah! tis he, Dontes : mp acarDyontes! Thefe 
words which he did effectually believe he heard, waken'd himina fart, artd drawing 
the Curtain of his Bed, which w-sa little open, he fancied that he faw in his Cham- 
ber the very face of his dear Statira. This belief having marveloufly furpris’d 
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more diftin@ly, her image fuddenly vanith’d from his eyes The poor Prince trou- 
bled with this vifion, and not being able to diftinguifa whether the force of his ima- 
gination had reprefen ted a fhape unto his fancy, which had not appear'd indéed. , or 
whether the Ghoft of his dear Princefs had really prefented itfelf unto his fight, re- 
mained in a ftrange perplexity , but the laft periwafion being the ftrorger, heabfo- 
lutely believ’d that Sratira came either to comfort him in his affliction, or to animate 
him by her prefence, to the vengeance fhe defired ofhim. In this conceit he eryd- 
out, Whether flie you fair Princeffe, whether flie you ? vanifh not {o foon from him that 
dies for you , dead as you are, you appear no leffe charming to me then when you were a- 
live, and I ought net to be more hateful to you now, then when I was your dear Orontes, 
He had faid more, but thathe faw Lyfimachus enter, who coming to hisbed-fide to 
bid him good morrow, and feeing him allina cold fweat, asked him the canfe of that 
diftemper, The Prince extreamly moved, and croffing his arms upon his breaft, faid 
to him witha very deep figh, 4! Lyfimachus, what have Ifcen ? Ab\ what have I 
feen, Lyfimachus? and {topping at thofe few words, appear’d fo much amazed, that 
Lyfimachus bis defire encreafed to {earn what was the caufe of it, and having conjur’d 
him to tell him ,- why do We delay, Lyfimachus ( replyed the Prince ) why do we longer 
defer this revenge, to which we have obliged our felves ? Our Princeffes come to fummon 
us to it themfelves, and at the very moment you came in, Stativa vanifhed from my , 
eyes 5 my eyes, my own eyes have feen her without illufion, and my ears heard that fame‘ 
voice, which while fhe liv’d, was wont to pronounce my Oracles , [tell you ferioufly, and 
in my right fenfes, Lfaw her, fairer, taller,and more amiable then ever ; and though I faw 
her ‘but as a flath of lightning, yet had Ino difficulty to know the features, which Ihave - 
fo deeply engraven in my heart. Lyfimachas at this difcourfe joyning his hands to- 
gether, and fhrinking up his fhoulders ; ‘ Great Gods (faid he ) fince you have been 
pleas'd our deftinies fhould be linkt together, never feparate them, but give an end. 
~ nickly, to thefe miferies which have lafted too long already. I do not doubt at all 
(continued he, turning toward the Prince ) ‘ of the truth of what you fay, fince] my 
* felf had juft fuch nother adventure 5 for paffing through a long Entry near this 
© Chamber, the Ghoft of the Princefs Parifatis appeared tome, fhe had her very fa- 
“fhion, and her very countenance , {would have caft my felf at her feet, but fhe va~ 
« nifhed away fo fuddenly, that were it not for what you tell me hapned to you alfo, 
<{ fhrould believe my fancy abufed me, and that I had only feen in imagination, what 
“indeed faw really, and without deceit. Oraondates hearing Lyfimachws his confi— 
dence. Let’s doubt no more ag’t Lyfimachus (ft idhe ) Let's donbt xo more on’t : Our 
Princeffes did without queftion come tovifit Hs, to comfort us, and tofollicite us tothat 
revenge which we have promifed them perchance they likewife demand the Laft duties of 
us, and that their fair bodies which have yet no other Tomb but a heap of flones, expett 
Funeral honors from ws more {uitable to their quality : that’s it which makes their {pirits 
wander fill among us, and makes the churlifo Ferriman deny them paffage, as long as 
they are deprivd of the Rites of Burial. Come Lyfimachus, let’s go make them a gal- 
lant Monument of the ruines of Babylon, and appeafe their Ghofts by the Sacrifices we 
owe unto them, we kuow the obligations they require, let's go and offer them, and mingle 
our own innocent Elood with that of thofe barbarons people that ravife'd them from us. 
Lyfimachus anfwer'd him coldly . ‘ Affoon as youarein a better condition to execute 
“your juft refolutions, Pil bear you company in all things, and will inftrué@ youin 
«What eftate are the affairs of Perdiccas, Roxava, and of allthe fucceffors of dlex- 
andy tnthe mean time J will employ this day in fome paggicular facrifices, andin 
vifiting aTemple of Apolle, which is but a little diftant fromfehis houfe : there I may 
pay fome part of what we to the memory of our Princeffes, and there I. may 
confult the pleafure of the Gods, both for you, and for my felf, our fortunes being 
«fo chain'd together, that we have need but of one Oracle for us both, At my re- 
“turn I will entteat Araxes to continue the relation of your Adventures, and after 
‘that, Iwill acquaint you with mine, and wich fome particulars of your own, which 
* without donbty ouare ignorant of, fo fhall you fee what fhare I have in them, and 
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fe parated. Jf my Fortunes were better then they are(reply’d Oroondates) I fhould be overjoy'd - 


“to have fuch a Companion in then as your felf : but being fuch as by this time yew partly 
find them to be, Icannot but be extreamly troubled, by learning that my unbappinelfes are 
commento you: I'l wait foryour return, and ( fince you Will have it fo) for the health 
likewife which is wanting to this miferable body, that f may fecond you in our juft defigus : 
but after that, what anfwer foever you receive from the Gods, 1] am fully refolv'd not to lan- 

* guifo always in a life which I cannot [pin ont longer Without frame and horrour. °\ do 
“nor at all love_mine beter (anfwered Z y/izachws) then you do yours, and if I ftilf 
“leave the difpofing of it to the Gods, “tis to obtain facility in our revenge, and to 
‘pay the duty I cruly owe them, according to the precepts of Philofophy which I 
‘have learn’d, and to the leffons of that good Philofopher Callifthenes. They had 
yet fome other difcourfes, after which Z y/imachus took leave of Oroondates, and went 
out of the houfe, attended only by his Squire, and die fon of their Landlord, who 
was to be his guide. 

They took their way toward the Temple Lyjrmaches meant to vifit ; and becaufe 
it'was not far off, and that they wenta reafonable good pace, they arrived at theGate 
of icin lefs thenan hour: ’Twas contrary to the ordinary cuftom of the Territories 
fubjed to the King of Perfia, that that Temple had been builtin that Country, forin 
almoft all the other Provinces, they made their facrificesin the open air, and upon 
the tops of mountains: but King Arraxerxes, one of Darites his Predeceffors, out of 
fome particular devotion, had caus'd thisto be built, within oy or fifty furlongs of 
Babylin, and not above five or fix from the River Ezphrates :he had alfo taken care to 
enrichit witha great number of Prefents ; and the Oracles that were delivered there, 
made it quickly very famous through all 4fa: the Platform of it was a Pentagone, 
and the Frontifpiece appeared in Perfpe@ive, between two rowes of trees ofan extra. 
ordinary height, which made a long Walk, whofe other end reach’d to the bank of the 
River. This Front was marveloufly high, beautified with many Statues, and parti -y- 
larly with two Marble Pillars of an exceflive height, upon which the God Apollo, and 
the Goddeffe his Sitter, were placedin their Chariots. The Gates were Cedar ftan. 
ding on the top of five or fix Steps, of the faireft Parian Marble that was ever feen: 
the Floor of the Temple was Paved with the fame, and the Walls were all adorned 
with Pictures which reprefented the moft fumous aQions of that God : There washis 
birth in the Floting [fland, with the punifhment of thofe that were turned into Frogs, 
the Victory of Pyrhox, the Metamorphofis of Daphne, whom the Gods feem’d fill 
to embrace moft ardently, infenfible as fhe was, the death of Coronis, and the tranfs 
formation of the fatal Craw, the Loves of Clyria, and of the daughter of Orchamus, 
who being halfburied, implored the affiftance of the God thatloyd her,the Deftiny 
of fir Hyacinthws, and that of poor Cypariffus ; and in fhort, allthe moft remark- 
able Stories the Poets had fang of that God, were painted there by anexcellent hand, 
and enchafed in Cornifhes whofe materials were very precious, The accefsto the AL 
tar was hindred bya Balufter of Brafs, which reach'd unto the Arch of the Temple ; 
the form of it was round, and upon itftood the God of the Stature of a man, his 
head invironed with raies, and glittering with Gold, Diamonds, and other Stones of 
Great value, that humane eyes were hardly able to endure the luftre of them. Behind 
the Altar was the hole ofthe facred p2ffige or Tunnel whence the Priefts drew thac 
fury which made them pronounce the Oracles : but che coming to it was not permit- 
ted toany but thematone, who came thither through a Vault under ground, which 
led from their quartergp thé Altar. : 

Lyfimaches came infthe long Alley, atthe fame time when a firanger who had 
newly alighted there, was walking near the Gate, and expecting when it would be 

-opend: fcarce had he left his horfe, but he came up tohim, and faluted him moft 
courteoufly: although he defired not to be known, yet was he not willing to appear 
unmannerly, and feeing that he had put up the beaver of his headpiece,he difcovered 
his face alfo, and return’d his falure with all manner of civility, Befides the decency 
that obliged him, he was likewife moved to it by the ftrangers handfomefafhion: and 
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"and ftature, that though he had been bred neer Alexander the Great, ina Court.ont 
of which fo many Kings had iffued, yet did he not believe he had ever beheld "any 
thing chat couldeqnalit. He thought neverthelefs that he had feen the like features 
infome face or other, vemhe fpentno time to ftrengthen that conceit, but followed 
theinclination which agegay moved himto fome kinde of refpe@, and <ff-@ion to 
him , The Stranger alio wao faw fomething extream gracefull, fprightly, and martiak 
in his carriage, confidered him with admiration, and began to {peak to him in the 
Perfian Language, with fo fweet and fo obliging a countenznce, chat Lylimachus 
looked upon him, and hearkencd to him as anextragrdinary man, believe sir, 
(faid che siranger) that the fame defign leads ns beth hither but J praxshe Gods you be not 
brought by fo ill a Fortune as Iam.” =. cen 
« The goodnefs you exprefs.to me (rephi'd Lyftacachus ) andthe efter bhaye alreas, 
* dy for a perfon of fo winninga behaviour, makes me beg of the fame Gods, to fend 
‘you rather any other fortune, then one like mine, /enld to heaven (anfwered the 
ftranger with adecpfigh) Lavege as furely equal to you in the good qualities shich doubt 
Lofs you poff'[s, as 1 ge beyond bith you, and all menliving, in misfortunes, - ‘Uf to have 
“no mere hope, burin the grave (aid Lyfimachus) and to have loft by a cruel, and un- 
~ “ufual death, the psrfona man loved, or rather the only thing for which he lived,bea 
* condition chat can fuffer any parallel, Lconfefs there may be found very miferable 
‘ones; butif allthofeto whom misfortunes of the like nature have hapned, have not 
‘had paftions as ardent os mine, and for as lovely objects as that I bewail, they muft 
‘needs yield a prize to me, which; in fpite ofme, carry away trom all the ref€ of the 
‘world, 
“May the Gods be pleas'd tocomfort you (ceplid the Nranger) face 7 Suffer fome addi 
tion to my grief by he knowledge of yours, for I am very far from that humor, which 
sakes unfortunate men finde fome. foeetnes in meeting with ethers as unhappy as themm 
felvess Vor my part, [wha hope no more almoft for any butin death, and who befides mi 
fortes of the fame nature with yours, have allo fuffercd many others, under the burthen 





whereof Lfoonld have funk, but for the particular affiftanceof heaven, will wast its pleas 
Lure with the farae heart, which hath made me beer a thonfand loffcs without murmuring, 


the leaft of which cxghe to have fiat metomy grave. * This courageous refignation 
(added Lyfimeachus) ‘isa mott perfect mark of your vertue, and accufes thofe Gods, 
*towhoin you fo voluntarily fubmit your felf, of cruelry andinjufice; they will pars 
“don me thisliberty of {peech, which neither comes from a want of refpect to them, 
* nor from cn impious humor inclined to blafphemy , but if I may continue without 
offending them (/aid he, walking under the trecs) andif we may be permitted to rea- 
* fonof things that are above us, methinks thofe cruel fcourges wherewith they have 
* affidted you, fhould rather have been deftin’d to the punifhment of Parricides, and 
“of many other crimes, which ambition or other motives, daily make the mon- 
* fters of the prefent, and paft agesto commit, and yet we feethem fortunate, and 
“come to extream old age, without being crofs’d by any accident to trouble the repofe 
“of their profperity. We have feen an Occhus, predeceflor to Darizs, bloody with 
“the murder of fifty of his brothers, bis father A;taxerxes the murtherer of his own, 
‘of hiseldeftfon, and many other Princes who for reafons of State, have not 
*forborn any kind of crime, reign and live peaceably to their kundreth year, wich 
‘out any trouble,:nd without any fenfible crofs, and we fee poor Darixs, a good and 
“a generous Prince, with all his illuftrious Family,the mirror of vertue, conftancy and 
* generolity, perfecuted by heaven and fortune, and breathing out their lives atlaft by 
* ftrange and cruel ways, which feem to accufe this Soveraign providence. We feean 
© Alexander, known enough through the whole world.taken away in the flower of his 
‘age,& almoft inthe birth of his hopes,:& with thefe a great, number of other perfons 
“truly vertuous, who feem to have come into the world for nothing elfe, but to make 
“fport for the inconitancy of Fortune, or to ferve for the Butt of her perfecutions. 
The (tranger who hearken’d quietly to him, afzer he had wiped away fome tears 
which this difcourfe drew from his eyes, anfwered with much moderation. % ruly I 
-_ a a ; eno ‘Jo fg Ce de Ye Sie , 
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have fometimes faftew’d upon confiderations like to yours , I have indeed known many ve- 
ry vitions perfons, who have lrved to avery great age, and very happily, at leaftin ap- 
pearance, and Ihave feen many vertuous min harfoly ufed 4y fortune, and given over to 
all manner of infelicity , but this hath never made me avmmmthe Gods of injuftice, nor 
of want of providence in humane affairs , andif you will gvawene leave to tell you my opi= 
nion, Ihave alwaies beliew'd that there were as many different kinds of hdpies. 45 
there ave feveral kinds of humors , and that as the true foveraign Sood confifts cnely in the 
contentment of the mind, the very variety of inclinations may make the difference. So 
We may often deceive our felves, by accounting a man happy when we [ee him poffe/s trea- 
Saves, which perchance he difdains, to defire the poffeffion of a perfon whom he loves 3 and 
likewife make viry falfe judgements of the Fortune of another, ° Seeing him enjoya Mi~ 
‘rre/s, whom he would willingly forfake for thofe treaf‘sres that are denied him s On thes 
manner may we abufe our felves in the opinion we have of the happine[s of vicious men, 
who though they fhould cbtain that felicitie Which confifts inthe fatisfattion of the mind 3 
and the fulfilling of the defire, the remorfe of their guilty confcience makes awar within 
them uaknown to us, and troubling their quiet by continual affanlts, renders them incapa- 
bleof tafting that fweetne{s which the) propofe to themfelves inthe fruition of things de- 
fred, cr inthe being freed from thofe they hate, or apprehend. Do you think that Occhus 
could feel any pleafure in his Vittory over the Armenians, oy find any tranquility inthofe 
Eftates which he had fecured by fo many murthers, wohen he fet before his eyes the death of 
fo many brothers, with whofe blood he had cemested that ear wherein he lived the 
Space of maisy years ? and do you not believe that Artaxerxes detefted the lengeh of his life, 
when to fecure it he fam himfelf conftrain'd to facrifice that of a fon whom be had dearly 
loved? Certainly if, you make reflexion upon them, you willjndge that the number of e: 
vils, thefe per fons ( be in appearance) feel, ts much greater then that of the goods, which 
make ug believe them tobe fo, but, though I foould grant yose that thefé cruel men, tinge 
Parvicides, and thefe monfters, did tafte a real happinefs, and that empoying all tney conld 
wifh for, they were neither troubled with ambition, love, nor remor{e of confcience ; may we 
not believe that the Gods have preferv’d them [o many years,to make ufe of them as Inffrn- 
ments of their Fuftice, and fconrges wherewiththey have punife'd others, as fanity, and as 
wicked as themfelves? What dowe kyow, whether they gave Occhus /o long a life for 
his own happine(s, or for the deftiny of his brothers , and whether it were rather their love 
to him, that made them pre(erve him, to deftroy thens,then their hatred tothem, whofe incli- 
nations perchance were worfe then his? Ought we not alfo to believe that they fuffered 
Artaxerxes to live to his hundveth year, onely ta ufe hime for the punifoment of a fon, that 
was to attempt againft his life? This is my opinion for what concerns the profperity of evil 
men, and the adverfit} of good, though truly it be an affiittion to all that have any vertue, 
yet me thinks alfo it no way fhocks divine Providence, perhaps thofe that feem’d moft in« 
mocent to us, were not (0 before the Gods, Whofe Pudgements are very different from Ours 5 
and are punifi'd by the miferies which we fee them expos d to for fome crimes that.are com 
ceal d from us: but if they be free of them, it is without quefliin to make tryal of thee 
vertue, and to give it the brighter lnftre,that they fend them {uch affliftions, The example 
of thofe you alledge to me. = ; 

The {tranger top’d fhort at thefe words,and as he was about to have gone on with 
his difcourfe, he feenrd prevented by fome fo preffing remembrance, that it would 
not fuffer him to proceed further, Lyfimachus who had hearkened to him with much 
attention,and who admired his gracefulnefs, both in his difcourfe, and inall hisa@i- 
ons, would have begun their converfation again, ifatthe fame time the Gates of the 
Temple had not been open’d, giving them liberty to goin to their Devotions, 

They entred both together, and ftaying but little to obferve the pictures, and o- 
ther beauties ofthe Temple, they kneeled down neer the Balufter, and after they had 
pray'd foftly a while, the {tranger raifing his voice, and addreffing himfelf to the God 
to whom the Temple was dedicated, pray'd on this manners ; ; 
pouch divimity, who Dutt not only Difpente thy light to moztals, 

but alfo Dott truly give being unto all things, Chau mdepenvent 
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mart may pet be heard, behold (thou Father of the Dap ) the mot un- 
togtunate one itving pecttrate at the foot ot thine Altar, one who fo 


faking all pope of huinane fuctoueo2 contolation, expeas neither bug: 


from thy Devine gooonels, Chou knowes all my milerp,thou knowit

uncertainty both of the fenfe of the Oracle, and to which of themit was.addreffed, 


Bachtook itto himfelf, bur not being able to comprehend any thing by it, they re- 
folv’d co wait for che fulfilling of ix,,without informing themfelvés any further, and 
after they had offered fome Brall Tacrifices, according to the Cuftome, and to the in- 
tention which obliged them to it, ‘they took leave of the Prieft, and went out of. the 
Temple as ignorant oftheir Deftinies, asthey were before, 
+ Wf the Affaires of Lyfimachus, and thofe of the ftranger, or rather the forrowful 
condition of both could have fuffered them to endure company, they would nor have 

- parted fo foon, for they bad already conceived fo high anefteem, and fo much good 
willfor one another, that they could not bid farewell, without fome trouble , but be- 
ing call’d otherwhere by urging confiderations, they both got on horfeback, and the 
ftranger departing his way, Lyfimachas likewife. rook his towards Pelraons houle 

+ wheredie had left Orcondaness wise EE He 
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He sodethat fhort way without Ipeikinga word, feeming to be buried in fo deep 

dftndy, thac they chat accompanied him, not put him out of it; when he was 
“within cwo or three hundred paces ofthehowge; fe fawupon the right hand, near the 

River, an extceding high Wood, whieh appeared to him fodefertand folicary, that he 
thought ica fit place to pafsfome of his melancholique honed; and co entertain his fad 
arid dyisig thoughts , with this intent lighting from ishore and commanding his 

inéto lead hit back to Polemons houfe,he thank’d his fonne for having guided him, 

dail difniffed him alfo, entring alone, and on foot into the wood; where he walked up 
ghd down in the moft gloomy fhades he could finde, snd fuch, as were moft retired 
froin the company of men. There ie revolved thé words of the Oracle in his mind 
ahundted times, and after having as often examined them, he underftood fo litle; 
that he give over all care of finding outany moreof the meaning of it, In this foli- 
tide his tears had liberty to break forth, and being not feen by any body chat could 
aceufe him of weaknefs,he made lamentations and complaints,able to have moved the 
very treesto pitty: ‘The remembrance of the vifion he had feen the morning coming 

en into his mind, nade him conjure the fpirit of hi¢Princefs to appear once more to 
him, and that wich the moft ardent prayers, and the moft tender moving words his 
paffion coald fuggeft. ee eae ; 

” Divine Parifatis ({aid he,walking very foftly with his eyes lift up to heaven,2nd his 
arms crofsupon his breaft) if notwithfanding your Divinity, you have already vouch- 
fafedto comfort this unfortunate man by your fight, and to lay afide the Splendor that ine 
virons yor, tomake your felf a fir objelt ‘for the weakuefs of his eyes, do not now refufe bins 
the fame favour, fince he is ftill the fame, and that in [ofolitary a place you may wath more '

wind Laft affetlions, pure andinviolable, Lyfteachus was touch’d with compaffion. at 
theseading of thefe words, and lifting up his eyes to heaven ; Great Gods ( [aid he)

inthis world, or is ro longer in it far me , conteft no more wales with me about an ad- 
vantage which thon baft injuftly an for, though thj loffes be of. the faine nature With 
mine, shone haft defended thy [elf better then I from that viclent paffion, which makes 
mine fo [enfible to me, and itis onely the comfideravion of my misfortiines, 3 bith makes the 
greate]? pare of thine: : : : 
“Ly fimachues Kis own affli@ions hindred him not from bearing a greac fhare in thofe

f Lyfimachus could not make an end of reading thefe words, without letting fallfome 
tears, and the knowledge of others misfortunes, calling to mind the remembrance 
of hig own, afflicted him fo deeply,that he remained almoft without fence or motion : 
when he was come a little to himfel? again, he took off his caskg and ftretch’d Shim: 
felfall along by the fide of the brook, which running upon fmall {tones made a very 
pleafant murmure. There ir was that his eyes, after having fhed abundance of tears, 
were. clofed by a gentle flumber, caus’d both by his wearinefs, and waking the nights 
before > and that hisbody, as overburthen’d as it was with the paflions of his mind, 
Serit felfbe fweetly Init’d into a quieter repofe, then his prefent condition feem’d ca- 
pable of. And indeed he made amends for his former want of fleep, by fucha found, 
one, that night was already well advanced before it left him, neither perchance would 
he have waked fo foon, but for the noife whichtwo men made, who were talking 
together vety near him. Whenhe had rouz'd upahimfelf, he wondred to find that 
he was ina, place from whence darknefs had already driven away the day; yet lifting 
up his eyes toward heaven, he perceiv’d through the boughs which robb'd him of 
part of'it, a pale faint light, by favour whereof he refolv’dto feek out his Way to Poles 
muons houfe, not doubting but his fervants were already in pain for his jong flay, yet 
as he was upon the very point of rifing, he heard the fame ydMee that had wakened 
him’; and though he was loofe from’all other thoughts fave thofe of death yetfome 
remaining {park of curiofity made him defire to learn what the difcour! e of thofe 
perfons might be, im fuch a place, and at fuch an houre. They that ralk’d "were fer: 
clofe by him ; and making ufe ofthe delightful coolnefs the evening @Horded, enter. 
tained themfelves freely without fearof being heard, Lyfimachus lends ng an ear, 
heardthat one ofthem faid: But Altiages, would you not hold me for the moft wicked 
of all men living, if 1 foonld follow {uch pernicious advice, I believe your friendpip only 
obliges you toguve it me, but confider alfowke I am, and gaint whom you counfel 
Sich an attion, befides that it would be foameful, and horrible tothe reme: rance of all 
the world, would alfo draw the vengeance of the Gods upon me, and would never leave 
my miferable con{cience any quiet. : . . 

« Thofe chat are much in love (replied the other ) will never flick upon thefe flight 
* confiderations , andchoughin other matters the fear of the Gods be to be com- 
‘mended, in an eaterprife of this nature it can pafs for nothing but weaknefs, a’ viow, 
“lent paflion may excufe all, and thofe that are overborne by fuchan one, commit no 
ferimes but fuch'asare very pardonable: fhut up youreyes, Sir, againftall thac may 
“diffwade you from your defign, and, call chatno longer vertue, which isin@eed a 
‘taint-hearted andanunteafonable patience. But is it poffible : faid che firlt) that

Sall others. : : 

*" But after all, ( faid the ficlt ) what happineft can one tafte by forcing the poffeffion of 
a thing, in which the will alone gives all the fweetneft, and with what delight can one 
make much of the body 4 the mind do not lend its confent to welcome it ? * They that 
“love, for thelove of theinfelves, (anfwered Aftiages ) makeno difference in that, 
and favours are ftill favours, which way foever they are obtained , think uponit 
* therefore, Sir, fince itis hightime, and thacall things are favourable to you, make 
“ ufe of the pofer- you haye in this place, and confider how great your grief will be 
“if you let flip a prey out of your hands, which would never fall into chem again. 
“I promife you, that after this ation, you fhall be poffeffor both of thebedy and 
*minde together, for all that’s pat will vanifh outof their memory, and fhe willdo 
* chat by neceffity, which the would nocdo byinclination, Hemadea ftopat thefe 
* words; feeing that the-othér anfwered him not, he continued on this manner : 
* Set before your eyes, Sir, the little hope you have to enjoy her any other way, re« 
© member how many vain prayers you have {pent ; how many unprofitable tears you 
* have fhed, let your padt fubmiffionsmake you afhamed, and bluth for having ibe 
* jected your felffo much, to her whofe infolent difdains make her almoft unworthy 
«fof your affection; talke no longerto her asa flave, but asa Mafver, and isftead of 
* befceching her asyou have done hitherto, fay boldly, will, andif the refift after 
‘that knowledge ofyour defire, make ufe fearlefly of that power which the Heavens: 
“havegiven you, and never apprehend the anger of the Gods, for a faele whereof 
* they themfelveshave fb often been your example. 8 : ; 
After that the other had hearken’d foe time to this Difcourfe, coming of a fud- 
den as it were out ofa deep fleep; Afiages (faid he ) thou haft overcome, thy reafons 
are foftrong that it is impoffible to defendones felf azainft them, and notwithftanding all 
the refiftance Ican make; I feel my felf fogently forced toconfene to what flatrers me fo 
pleafingly, that it is very difficult for menot to yeild, Ile follow thy advice, and if the 
ficft means (shich Inviiltry yet for a while) prevail nt, Ple bave reconrfe to thine, 
‘and what{oever comes on it, will accufe none but thee of afanlt I fall commit by thy per- 
wafting, ©The Gods be thanked, (replied Aftiages) who have at laft given you - 
* thoughts worthy of you; follow my counfel, Sir, follow itboldly, and {pare not to 
* 6layatithe 4inle. and all the nnnifhmert vou fear. upon me... Bat Sir, ( continued 
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dy lase, andthe Moon which begins to fhine, will now difcover tous the waies, which are 
not unknown tome, let's get int of this Wood, and return tothofe in whom our ftay may 
have bred fome apprehenfions, Ea ae 
 acthefe words they arofe, and Lyfimachus who beliew'd fo by the end of their dif- 
courfe, and by.the noife they madein going awdy, rofeup alfo, Theconclufion of 
their entertainment had informed him of theill defign they had, and although his 
affli@ion wes able to fmother all other thoughtsin him, hishorrour of wicked adti-° 
ons made him refolve to crofs their intention, and as muchas poffibly he could to 
hinder it. The night being reafonable clear, he followed them for fome time, eying 
them fill before him, but in the end notwithftanding all hiscare, he loft fight of 
them among the Trees: heendeavoured a good while to find them agiin, but after 
he had gone up and down the wood to no purpofe, he came tothe bank of the Ri- 
ver, and knew the great Roadto Babylon, and the path which led to Polemons houfe. 
Scarce had he gone fitty paces init, but he met fome of bis own fervants, who were 
come outto feck him, he quickly put chem out of the trouble they had beenin, and 
retutn’dwith them and Polemon, who was their guide to the houfe, which was not 
far from thence. wt 
Thouglt icwas lare when he came in, he would not go'to bed, at fup, without fee- 
ing Oreondates,, when he knew by Aravesthat he wasnot afleep, but would be ex- 
tream gledto fee him , having exprefs’d much trouble for his abfence fince it was 
night, After he was entred into hisChamber, and that being come to his bedfide, 
they had embraced one another ; well Lyfimachus, ( {aid Oroondates to him ) what do 
the Gods ordain us ? * They have explain'd themfelves very ill, (anfwered Lyfimachns ) 
‘for cheir willis exceeding difficult to be underflood : I know not whether you will 
* be a betcer interpreter then1, and whether you can penetrate into the meaning of 
* the moft obfcure Oracle that ever was. At thefe words, after having recounted his 
Journey, and his Encounter with the Stranger, he told him the words, of the Oracle 
which he had moft carefully remembred. Oroondares confidered a while what expli- 
cation might be giventhem, and after he had mufed a lisle, I,know not ( faidhe) 
what obfcuriry you findin it, butmethinksthere was never a clearer one pronoun- 
ced, and that the’Gods never difcovered their wills-more openly, nor more intelli- 
gibly. Ler the dead ( faies the Oracle ) mait for the duties of the living : Thefe words 
-areallexpounded of themfelves, the fenfe without queftion is, that thofe fair fouls 
expect the laft duties from us, and that the Gods reproach usfor our flacknef? and 
delay, Andlet the living hope for the affiftance of the dead: There isno doubt but that 
in what we have yet todo forthe fatistation of thofe dear fpirits, ‘their affiftance 
is neceffary for us, and ifwebe weak againft fuch powerful enemies, the remem-. 
brance of thofe we lov’d will infallibly redouble our Forces : This.is that they come 
to offer us, andis certainly the caufe of the Vifions we faw this morning, It is by 
this affiftance, that the dead fhall build the fortunes fg living, and the living foall 
- eftablifo the repof? of the dead. AM ourfortune from henceforth confifts in the death 
we feek, aa the revenge we hopéfor , and by this revenge, and by the duties ofbu- 
vial, we fhall eftablifh cerepale ofthefe poor fpirits, which wander yet about while 
their hodies ace deprived of Funeral rites. Jn the mean time Iwill have the living 
live, and the dead reft,, and both the living:and the dead, expett my pleafnre pon the 
banks of Euphrates, {fee more impoffibilityin the execution of this command, then 
difficulty in the interpretation ofit: If the Gods will have me to live, they muft re- 
ftore me to my Princefs, as for the dead, they may eafily reft,and expect their pleafure, 
either upon the Banks of Euphrates, Ot thofe of Cocyens: and fee deat Lyfimachns, 
how thefe poor fouls obey them, and-how, though develted of their bodies, they dare 
not forfakethis place, carefully rendring to the Divinity, that duty which it yet exadt- 
ethfromthem. Lyfimachus confirm’d himin thisbelief, and after fome difcourfe 
they hadupon that fabje@, he told him the feveral encounters he had in the Wood. 
He repeated part of the words, which with the name of Caffandra, were ingraven 
uponthe Trees, and upon the Rock, and then he related the conference of the two 
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their wickednef together ; and Lyfmachu: feeing it wss very late, wifb’d good reft 
to Griondates, and retired into’ his chamber, where after having eaten moderately, 
he went to bed, psffing the refof the night as he was accuftomed to do. : 

The next morning Arax.s came to give him the good morrow , and Lyfimachus 
after having enquired how his Mafter did, 1 fear he is yet foill(added he )rhat 1 fhall 
not dare to beg the continuation of that Recital from him, which you began to me, 
hich a long-winded Difcourfe would do hima great dealof harm; But if you have 
fillché fame defire ro oblige me you haveexpreffed, I befeech you ro'go on with it, 
and tell me the réRofa life, which ismore dear to me, and more confiderable then 
mine own. raxes expetted not to be moreintreated ; but ficting downin a chair, 
which was neat his bed, after having thought adittle what he had to fay, he beganto 
purfue his‘Relation on this manner. 
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be fomuch more, by that which yet remains to be told you: Weare now gaing 
Bi to lsunchinto theppen fea, and:you will judge by the relt of this recital, chat the 
{mall mistorcunes: wherewith my mafter had hitherto been affuulted, were but 

the Lightnings ofthat Thunder whichthreatned him, and the mifts which fore-ran 
that ftorm which was'to fall upon his head... Youmight fpare me part of the things I 
have totelf you, finee withourdoube you iatow them already , but T will pafs them 
flightly over’, and will tef{ thofe more at length which areunknown to you. ae 

Affoon as'my.Prince, with the'death of valiant AZemaon, and the Sther ilf news 
told you, had hexrd.alfo of the diligence the two Kingsus'd to meet, chat they mighe 
decide the Empiteof 42 bya fecond battel, he was much afraid he fhould not be 
prefenvat that memorable day, and fhewed his impatience fo much by ftraining his 
horfes, and making them travel fuch long journigs, chat he killd chem within a few 
drys ,*but having gotren others for money, and others again after them, we hated 
on-with fo much fpeed, refting almoft neither night nor day, that we came up to 
Darias his Army, the evening before that: bloody battel of 7ffs. My mafter never- 
thelefS refolv’d not to meke hitinfelf known till after the fight, andtodo Darizs fuch 
fervice firft, as might makg hisdifcovery more dear and welcometo him, =, 

Wearrived in a great Plain near the river Pindarus, time enough to fee the Army 
px by in Bartalia , and becaufe their order in marching appeared to me extra~ 
otdinary and magnificent, 1 oBferved it very beedfully, and will tell ityou in afew 
words, if you have not heard it already from fomebody elfe. Darixs his Army was 
compofed of themoft pare ofthofe feveral Nations that were undér-his fubjection,” 
at leaft of thofe that were neareftto him, for the more remote, as the carae i 
at, Zigdians acd Indians, were toe fammoned, becaufe of the hafte wherewith. 
King rais'd his Forces inthat preffing neceffity. Ofnatural Perfians he had thirty. 
thoufied horfe, and threefcore atid ven thoufand foot, all preper handfome‘ men, 
galtaitly nountedyard riehly armed, The A/edes had brought ten thoufand hort, 
and ffty-choufind foot, The Berianstwo thoufand hoffe, arm'd-with batrle.axes, 
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menian; forty thoufand foot, followed by feven thoufand Hircanian horfe, the braveft 
of the whole Army. The ‘Dervices, a barbarous people, fubjedtalfo to.the King of 
Perfia, had no more thén two thoufand horfe, butforty thoufand foot; the greatelt 
part whereof, by-reafon of the fcarcity of Tron in their Country; were arm’d onely 
with Pikesand Javelins all of wood, having harden’d the points of chtm in the fire, 
From the Ca/pian Sea, and other Provinees of Afia, there were come tour or five 
thoufindhorfe, and ten thonfand foot. Befides the Forces which he had drawn out 
of the Nations under his obedience, the King had alfo thirty thoufand Greeks in pay, 
young valiant men, in whom he hada more perfect confidence then in all Lt 
Thus have [briefly numbred the men whereof the Army was compofed, their order in 
marching was this. Before all the Fotces pafé'd the facred Fire ( which among the 
Perfranis isheld in particular veneration ) carried upon filver Altars, and followed by 
three hundred threefcore and five AZagi, who fung after their ufusl manner, and as 
many young men cloathed inparple robes, this number being ordain’d, becaufe iris 
the fame of the days that make up the year, according tothe ancient ceremonies of 
Perfia, Thefe altars were followed by ?upiters Carre, drawn by twelve white hor- 
fes, led by men in white robes, with golden {witches.intheir hands. After the Carre 
came the largeft and moft beautiful horfe that could be found, which they call'd the 
horfe of the Sun, not ridden, but led by men in the fame habit as the former, Then 
came the Kings ten armed Chariots, all glittering with gold and ftones of price, much 
fitter for ornament then fervice. The Cavalry of the feveral Nations, quite dif 
ferent in their arms, cuftomes and language, marched next, divided into many Squa- 
drons, whofe number I need neither tell you,. nor the names of thofe that comman- 
ded them: Iwill onely lec youknow, thatthe firft were thofe the Perfiaxs call Im- 
mortals, a fele&t body, compofed of ten thoufind men, cloathed in Caffacks edg-d 
with gold, over which they had arges all gilt, and above chem great rich chaines, 
wherwith they adorn themfelves-to go to igh ifthey went to fome aflembly of joy 
andtriumph, A little after them we faw the Doriphores appeare, (°tis by chat name 
they call a Kings kinfmeg) being fifteen thoufand in number, more fit to adorn thgn 
to defend a Camp, the riot of their apparel, and the flightnefs of their arms, making 
them almoft uncapibleto doe fervice. My Mafter feeingthem trick’d like women, 
looked upon them with fcorn, . and quickly curn’d his eyes from them, to fix thém up- 
on Darins, whom he faw pats by, elevated highupon a Carre, with much Poimp and 


Majefty. 

1 pact wasfo fparkling with Gold and Jewels, that it could not be beheld 
withoutdazling, the Gdes ofit were inriched wich many images of the Gods, imbof'd 
in maffie Gold, ina moft rare and excellent forme, the Seat was covered with an 
Eagle of the fame metal, ftretching out his wings to fhelter the King from the Raine, 
the Sun, and other inconveniences of Weather. His habic was purple, imbroidered 
with little Suns of Gold, over whichavas a Mantle that reach’d to the very ground. of 
Cloth of Gold, very light, buckled before wich two Hawks made of Gold; who fight- 
ing together feem’d to hold each other falt by thebeak, in an exceeding rich Gir 
de hungacrooked Cymeter, whofe Scabberd was of anencrie precious ftone ,. the 
Cidarie(as the Perfians call it) which he wore upon his head was of pure white Linnen, 
rowed with blew, but there appear'd very little of that, by reafon of the great num- 
ber of Diamonds, and Poyropes wherewith it wasbefet. The Chariot was incom- 
pafled with two hundred young’ Perfan Lords of the neareftto the Crown, and of 
themoft eminent Families of the Kingdom, who being exempted from aif command, 
becaufe of their youth, were to fight near the Kings perfon , their Arms Were..won-. 
derfully rich, and their Javelins headed with Gold inftead of Steel, thefewere fol- 
fowed by ten thoufand Pike-men ofthe Kings Guard, whofe Pike heads wereall of 
filyer and by four hundred of the Kings horfes, led in mens hands,after which follow. 
ed the reftof the bane : : 

About the diftance of a furlong from the Rear of them, 4 eke Queen Syfigane 
biein her Chavinr and Oueen Crarirg her daughrer inlaw in hers. and the twe Prine 
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and honour, obliged him to accompany them unto the utmoft, In thisdefign he 
commanded me to follow him,- and not fo much es enquiring after his own baggage, 
which-we had left fome days jorsneys off,, he craffed over the Camp, into whic your 
- Soldiers already came thronging, and informing himfelf of thofe that fled, which way 

the King had taken , he followed the track of him till the obfcuriry of the night would 
no longer fuffer him to have theleaft fight ofit. The darknefs ftopt him not, nor 
the wearinefs of his horfe , wounded with fome light hurts, he had alfo received a 
few himfelf, but fuch inconfiderable ones, that for the prefent he was bur little troubled 
with them. We continued our way, committing our felvesto the tuition of the 
Gods , from whom my Prince implored no other favour but to fee his Princefs again, 
and that poor King oppreffed With fo many loffes. His grief kept him from fpeaking, 
and his courage from making lamentations unworthy ef him, but by fighs drawn from 
the bottom of his heart, he expreffed the nature of hie affliction fo fnovingly, that all 
the night long { durft nor open my mouth,to interrupthim,+ You your felf may 
judge what his thoughts were , and in whac manner he bore the ruine of a Family he 
had {odearly loved, The Countrey through which we rode was very rough and un- 
even, and the trouble ofthe dark , together with that of the way, would perchance 
have made us fall into fome precipice, if we had notoften been overtaken by runa- 
ways, after whom we went fill enquiring news of the King, Queens, and Princeffes. 
Atbreak of day we faw a body of Horfe appear, which fetired before us, and {training 
our Horfesco get up tothem, we reached them within alitcle while. Ic was Prince 
Oxyartes , Darius his brother, with Afitbranes, the Eunuch Bagoas, and Patro, he 
to whom alone my Mafter had made himf@If known before the battel, They were 
followed by two or three hundred horfe , among which we mixt our felves without 
fhewing our faces, or difcovering who we were, till Patroobferving my Maftersarms, 
and the horfe he had given him, after he had laokeda while upon ith, doubted not 
‘atall bucthat’ewashe, Affoon as he believed it certain, he cryed out with fome kind 
of joy , and riding up to Prince Oxyartes, Ha! Sir, (laid he) See here the prtetting 
Angel of the Royal Family , he who yefterday preferved our King , and did things that 
furpafs,mans belief, thofe are his very arms, and that the very horfe [gave hims before 


the battel, and whith he made nfe of fo glorionfly for himfelf , and {o fortunately for us. 
With thefe words drawing near my Matter,he himfelf difcovered his face to him, and 
filled Oxyartes, andallche reft, with joy and aftonithment, _He-had already tearned 
from him , thac that gallant man to whom Perfia was fo much indebted for thefafery 
of its King, and for fo many brave A@ions as he had done in favour of it, wasthe 
noble Orostes, for whom the whole Court had wore mourning, and who had been ab- 
folutelythoughe buried with Artaxerxes. This fight furprized chem fo,chat the remem. 
brance of their prefent fortune could not hinder them trom mixing a great deal of 
joy, among the thoughts of their forrowful condition. Oxyartes embraced hima 
long time with demonttrations of triendfhip , which drew fome tears fromboth, 
always hoped moft brave Orontes, (faid Oxyartesto him ) shat if you were alive , you 
would not forfake ws,in the misfortunes which the heavens have precipitated us into, come, 
come fee a King yet once again , who as well as his whole F agnily, ts indebted to you for bis 
life , which the Gods have preferved only to ferve for matter of your glory, your fight will 
comfort him in his loffes , and your prefence will raife his hopes again, which were ready at~ 
terly to forfake him. : vs 
My Mafter anfwered with all the expreffions which the fence of fo ntuch kindnefs 
could furnith him with , aad after the firft civilities and embraces of the chief men of 
that Troop , Orcondates with impatiency asked news of Daring, and of bis Family. 
Oxyartes antwered him, as they ftill rode on their way, the Kings confidence ofan in- 
fallible victory, perfwaded him to take the Princeffes along with him in his army, 
without providing for their fecurity, but affoon as he began to douat of it, by reafon 
of the diforder he perceived amongtt his forces, he call Megabifes, and the Bunuch 
Tyrens , and commanded them co fetch them ont of their Tents, and to conduc. 
+ sip = e. 6 et 8. Fy. Lf... embicher malt aart atthe Conre:t adiec 
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ded chem to the great Orsfmades , and then taking care of the battel again, he enga- 
ged himfelfantong the enemies , where be had undouhtedly been Joft, -if yowhad not 
refcued him by effects of more then human valone, afterwards being forced to 
yield to his ill fortune, and to the ayers of thofe aboac him, he fent me word by 
Bagoas, that he was going towards Uacha, a little Town upon the bank of Pinder 
fome four hours riding from this plice, afd chet he would <xpe@ news of us, and of 
the Ladies, ina little wood we know , and whichis not ebove ten or twelve furlongs 
from thence,but fo private and retired trom the abode of men, that he contd not have 
chofen a‘more convenient one to avoid the purfuit of his enemies, and to fichimfelfar ~ 
that Town with frefh horfes, and things neceffary for his retreat; this is known but to 
very few, and I difcover it only to them whofe friendthip and fidelity Iam well-ac. 
quainted with, After this difcoyrfe they redoubled their pace, but my Matter by hear- 
ing of this news, was put into great perplex:ty , his love perfwaded him to leave the 
way toward Derizs , and ran that which led unto the Princefles, and to that purpofe 
he was often ready to go from Oxiartes , that he might follow the incitements of his 
paftion, but the confideration of his honour quickly banithed chae thought , and 
made him facritice his Interefts to the care of his reputation, and to the remembrance 
of Darius his misfortunes, belides, he cali’d to mind-, that whether Oxyartes and 
thofe tharaccomp:nied him , interpreted his departure according to the truth, or ac- 
cording to other appearances, the judgement they fhould make of ir either way, could 
not but be hurtfull to his repofe, and diftdvantageous to his glory. With this laft refo- 
lution he purfued the way in which Bagoas, and fome guides condu@ed us : And to be 
brief, we came before it was noon to the wood,where the King was retired two hours 
‘before. Our Guides, who knéw the fecret pathes, after many turnings, brought us 
into che thickeft part of all , clofe by a fountain, upon the fide whereof we found the 
King, attended only by Afzzens, Artabafus, Cobortanus, Roxana’s father, and about a 
feore of his moft trulty Officers, and*fuch as had been moft diligencin following 
him. Thar great Prince was fet at thefootof a tree, uponthe mantles of fome of 
his fervants, leaning his cheeks upon both his hands, along which one might perceive 
fome tears fall to the ground : thofe that were with him itood waiting roundabout, 
feconding his forrow wich a profound filence , and fuch an unmoveablenefs > 4s made 
them feem fo many Statues, Thoughthe King was deeply buried in his thoughts, he 
was raifed out of them by the noife of our-horfes, and being furprifed with a kind of 
fear , flarted up from the place where he fate, but affoon as he knew his brother, and 
fome of the reft, his apprehenfion vanifhed,and he came afew fteps forward to receive 
him , but withfo fada countenance, that I eafily found his heart, es Boyal and as ge- 
nerous ‘asit was, could not hold out againft fuch violent affuults of fortune. Aftera 
falute intermingled with fighs, and with fome tears, the King embracing the chief of 
our company, caft hiseyes upon Groondates, and obferving his arms rather then his 
face, O Gods, (cryed he, ftepping backa little) Zs nor that the man, or rather the God, that 
faved me fo miraculonfly , and did altions for my relief , that furpafs the ability of men? 
“Itisthe fame ( anfweredOxyartes) and. moreover he is a perfon very dear to you for 
“many obligations of the like nature. Atthefe words my Mafter having pulf'd off his 
head-peace , caft himfelf at his feet, and taking hishand, kiffed ic with muek reve- 
rence and affe@ion. ok 
’ Darius atlaftopened hiseyes, and looking more earneftly upon him, knew him to 
be the fame Orontes to whofe Jofs he had given fome of thofetears, which he fhed for 
Artaxerxes, nay, that Orontes, who not content to have prefery’d his wife, bis mo- 
ther, his fon, and his daughters by fo many atts of tranfcendent vertue , was come as 
it were out ofthe lower world to fave him likewife , out of a danger whencenothing- 
" but the protecting God of his Family could have delivered him. Aske me nothow 
aftonifhed he was, you may conceive that fufficiently your felf, and’twill be enough 
for me to 'tell you, that if he had not been upheld bya tree clofe by hin, he wasal- 
ready dejected enough, notto bear fo ftrange a farprife without falling backward,and 
truly he was longer before he recovered his {pirir. in chae Unexve@ed encounter then

ment, and lifting his hands and eyes to heaven, Great Orofmades (cryed he ) fince then 
haff reftored me the favivur of. my houfe, all Alexanders (ucce/s does fo longer terrifie 
me, and I by thy goodnefs find ret lope to revine in me which but even now was quite 
extingnifoed : And then turning toward my Priwee, who was {till upon his knees before 
him, and bedewing his face with intermingled tears of griefandjoy. Aay Angel 
Guardian ( faid he to him ) who never, forfakeft us in thofe cxtremities, ivherein we have 
need of thy affiftance; My Son, my dear Orontes, or rather my dear Artaxerxes , fince 
the Gods taking him-away from me, have in thee left me the better part of him, and alfoof 
my felf , come take again the fame place in my affettion, and likewife in my Court, which 
had given thee, and which cannet Without injuftice be poffeffed by any man but thee alone, 
Though thefe words pronounced with an excefs of affection, and an infinite number of 
embraces, were able to have drawn the envy of all the by-ftanders, and particularly of 
Oxyartes, yeu was he fo generally beloved, and his vertue fo petfectly known,that nei~ 
ther he, nor any of the reft, made the leaft fhew that thofe kindneffes had difpleafed 
them, and { know not whether chey gave my Matter the boldnefs to do what he did, 
or thathe had fo refolved before , but [faw him do an ation, and heard him bring 
forth words, which either his defpair, or his confidence in the Kings affection drew’ 
from his mouth, when [ leaft expected it 
The King {till embracing him with much tendernefs, anda pe calling him his dear 
Artaxerxes, endeavoured to raife him from the ground, but my Prince continuing 
fill upon his knees, ‘ No Sir, (faidhe, with a louder voyce then ordimary) do not fo light- 
“ty give chat name to him you know not yet , and who muftlofe it prefently , asalfo 
‘ ihe he hach hitherto taken upon him,together with his life and your affection: That 
‘which he has done for you, ought to have been d@ne by any Prince, and by all ver- 
*tuous perfons , buc chat which his friends have done againft you , cannot be repaired 
* but by the lofs of thac whichis deareft tothem : In fhort, Sir, [come not hither to 
demand recompence for what I have dont for you, but to receive punifhment for 
‘what they have done againft you, and to eafe your prefent and paft afflictions , by 
© che fatisfacion you may receive inrevenging Artaxerxes, and fo many thoufand 
‘men as waited upon himto his grave, The King of Scythia has robbed you ofa 
«Son that. was perfectly worthy to be loved Do you take aSon from him whom he 
“loves moft perfectly , and by a lawfull exchange, punifhin the perfon of hisSon, the 
* murtherer of yours. In the falfe Ovontes, youbehold the true Orcondates, Oroondates 
‘Sonto the King of Scythia, your mortalenemy : Oroondates, who burning with love 
'*for the Princefs Sratira, ever fince that fatal night chat gave him entry into your 
‘tents, changed both his name and quality to ferve her, though utterly unworthy ; 
‘and under that deceit hath abufed your real affection. Infine, Oreondates ( who 
“hath perfeély honoured both youand yours, but has not been able to fave you and, 
“yours from the damage you have received by his friends) did believe while your 
* foffes were equal, that without crime he might avoid the punifhment of thofe he had 
“innocently committed ; bur fince the King of Scythia has bereft you of a Son whom 
*youloved, who loved him, and vhom he loved above himfelf, he thinks he oughe 
* no longer to fhelter his from your juft indignation, and hide him under che name of 
a perfon whom you have age with your affection. : ‘ 
He would have fpoken longer, ifthe King, more aftonifhed then if he had been in 
another world, had not retired a ftep or two, folding his arms upon his breaft, and con- 
fidering him twice or thrice from head to foot, with eyes and witha countenance 
which fufficiently teftified the alterations of hismind, and the feveral thoughts where- 
with he was affuulted, All chat were prefent, were as much furprifed as he,and looking 
upon one another with admiration , expected the event with doubt and impatience. 
When the King, after having a while balanced his hatred to AZatheus,with the love he * 
bore Orentes,and the injuries he had received from the former in the death of his Son, 
and fo many thoufands of his Subjeéts , with the fervices the latter had done him in 
his, own prefervation, and tharof all his family , and befides, confidering with what 
a grace. and whata greathefs of courage he came to fubmic himfelf to him, at atime 
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firy, Ke yielded in the end tofo many motives, to his own inclinations to Ofentes, and - 
to the incitements ofhis own vertue , and coming towards him again, he xaifed him 
up by the arm, and after having kiffed his check , he faid to him with much gravity, 
accompanied with a certain fweetnals, which was verynatural to him : The Geds, 
Prince Oroondates , fend an addition tomy afflitticns, by giving me the knowledge of you,” 
at atime wherein I cannot, as I could have wifbed, expre{s.how confiderable it isto me, and 
if you judge not of my heart bythe generofity of your own, you will without denbt believe 
that the neceffity of bis affairs, his weaknefs, and the fear of his enemies, tnake a conquer- 
ed King , d.vefted of the bef part of his eftares , and abandoned Ly his friends, and ready to © 
fall himfelf into the power of bis adverfaries , receive a friendfhip now , which che hatred 
of our families ,°and the lofs of adzar Son, might perchance have made him rejctt in his 
profperity , but if with the Royal dignity, which the Gods have not yet taken from me, 
they have alfo left any credit tathe word of a King , \fwear to youby Orefmades , that 
knowing youas{ do, in what condition foever had been, the loffes 1 have fultained 
by your. Father , fhould never have extinguifhed mine inclinations to your felf, nor 
fhould the injuries I have received from him , ever have blotted out the obligations 1 
have to you. ‘ ’ 

This is all I can proteft to you , inthe fhate you now behold me; and if you can yet des 
fire the allyance of a Prince , redaced to fuch pitiful tearms , I offer it to you with proce~ 
fiation , that by my confent , the danghtcr of mine which you honour with your affcttion, 
“foall never be but yours, and that Igvill xo longer eftecm you but as my Son , and as the 
perfon that is deareft te me in the whole world. : : 

My Prince more over-joyed chen one can imagine, at fuch obliging words, and fuch 
advantageous promifes, caft bimfelf at his feetagain, and embraced his kniteswich 
tranfports of an incredible affection : but the King having helped him up, embraced 
him tenderly, and then Oxyartes tolowed his example, and all the reft were preparing 
themfelves to do him konour, and torejoyce at their knowledge of him, as much as 
their prefent forrow would permit, when they faw a Troop of horfemen come coward 
them, whom they prefently knew to be AMegabifes, and fome of thofe that had accom- 
panied him to convoy the ou and Princeffes, This fight made the King to ftar- 
tle, and going towards him without faying till hecameup, Well, Adegabifes,( cryed 
he to him ) phere are the Ladies? Aegabifes cating down his eyes , anfwered him 
with a trembling voyce, ‘ Alas !Sir, They are nolonger ours. How ! (replyed the 
King, very much troubled ) Are they o longer ours? “ No, Sit, (Laid AZegabifés) They 
“are Alexanders Prifoners. Alexanders Prifoners? cryed the King again. ‘ Yes, Sir, 
*(Canlwered Azegabifes) for fcarce had I gotten them five hundred paces from the 
«Camp , to condué them to Damafcus, asyour Majefty had commanded me , but I 
“was followed by Parmenio with part of Alexanders Cavalry , we could not make 
© our retreat from-them by reafon of tHe Ladies, and of the incumbrance of their Cha- 
‘riots, fo that we were conftrain’d to fuftain the fhock of the valiantelt ALacedonianss 
* they fought like'gallant men, and the Doriphores your Majelty gave me, like fearful 
“women, who after a faint refiftance, faced fhamefully about, and Parmenio not trou- 
* bling himlelf to purfuethem, ran to the fair prize they had abandoned : The Gods 
‘are my witnefles , I would have petifhed there , if my death could have done the 

. “Queens any fervice ; but feeing my felfalone , and wounded in five or fix places , I 
“chought fit to imploy the life I had left, intelling you what perchance you might 
“have heard from fome other body with lefs certainty. . 

The’ King hearkned not to thefe laf words, bur being too fenfible of this new 
affault of fortune , he threw himfelfupon the ground , and mufiling himfelf wich his 
marigie ,, began go lament with fighes and groans, which tyould have rent the moft 
ftony hearts wich pity. ; 

MyePuince leaning againft an Oak , and croffing hisarms , lifted his eyes pitifully 
to -heayén ,*and+in his thoughts acchfing it for that fodain alterauon of his fortune, 
exprefs'd his grief more truly by his looks, and by his {ilence, then he could have done 
byallthe wordgin the world. Oxyartes, Cohortanus, and Artabafus, accompanied his 
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and defolation never appeared ina more perfeét form. The King after having con- 
tinued fome time in the pofture I have told you, difcovered his face, and fitting up- 
right: Ie is to much; O Fortune! (cryed he) isis too much ; thoughthou didft per- 
fecute me as a King, thon ouguteft to have feared ne a6 a private man, andto have content- 
ed thy felf wath the lofs of my eftates , without burthening me alfo with rhe lofs of my famic 
ly = Ir-was enough that Alexander triumphed over my Empires , thon need'ft not have 
made him alfo triumph over the honour of my daughters, and over mine oma too, and thow 
frouldeft have been fatisfied with bringing him into my Throne , without bringinging bim 
Likewife into my very bed | 
‘This thought violently tormenting him, made him do things mif-becoming the gra- 
vity and dignity of fo great a Perfonage, he tore his hair and his cloties, and jealoufie 
made him utter fuch defperate words, that all hat were prefent trembled for fear, and 
‘ wept for compiffion, When he was a little fettted, he made AZecabifes begin hisre- 
Jation again , but not having patience to hear the end ofie,. 4b !Coward, ( cryed he 
to him.) haf thow then prefered a foameful infamous life, before abrave and glorious 
death , and when thou might'ft have fallen {o hononrably at the fot of thy Queen , couldcft 
thor defire to prolong thy days only to facrten mine , by fofatal a news, and [o prejudicial 
to my honour and quiet ? With thefe words darting a furious look at him, he’ put 
his hand uponthe hilt of his Sword , but AZegabifes quite befide himfelf with tear, gor 
a of his prefence, and by*that fecond Aight efcaped the danger that threatned 
im. 
I could notin this accident but admire my Mafters courage, and che power he had 
over himfelf : I doubted not, having fo much knowledge ofhislove, but that his 
ief was atlealt equal to that of Darins, yet how violent foever it was, bis con- 
ancy of minde was fo great, that he never let flip one word that could accufe him of 
. weaknefs , or increafe the affli@tion ofa King , who being both Husband, Son and Fa. 
ther, feem’d utterly to give himfelf over coir. Whenhe~aw the firft brunt of his 
forrow a litle paft, he came upto him with a wonderfultemper, and faid with a fa- 
fhion which difcovered the greatnefs of his courage, ‘Sir, although my paflion for 
* che Princefs your daughter , and the favour four Majelty has lately granted me , had 
‘not made me fo highly concerned in this your laftand greateft lof , the gods can tel! 
‘how large a fhare I fhould take in your affliction , and wich what pleafure I fhould 
“tay down my life:to recover the repofe of yours. The truth ofthis, and theHo- 
* nour I hope your Majefty will do-mein believingit , give me che boldnefs to repre- 
“fene unto you, thatic is no longer with tears you muft remedy your misfortunes; 
* they are not-pétchance fo great as your apprehenfion imaginesthem : though 4- 
* lexander be a Conquerour, and young, yet he is a Prince and vertuous; he in the per- 
“fon of the Queens and Princeffes, will without doubt confider the Royal dignity, 
“and the care of his own repucition, In the mean time your Majefty may re-de- 
*marid them of him’ and offer him Tresfures and Provinces for their ranfom : Twill. 
“accompany your Ambufladors, and vifit chem unknown, to whom jour intereftsend 
“my pafEon make me flye , if your offers cannot move him, and if by my careful en- 
* deavotrs I cannot releafe thofe THuftrious Prifoners out of his power , V’ll etcher kill 
* chat Conqueror with this hand , which hehathalready felt, and reftorea calmto 
‘your Eftates, or dye glorioufly, difputing wich him to the laft drop of my blood, - 
‘the price of my fervices , and che fruit of that infinite fa veur your Majefty has grant- 
‘ed me. : : a2 
The King hearkned attentively tohim, and cafting his acms about his neck , J do 
not doubt, Son, (Laide )-bet that you love usvery much ; and that you yquld cafe your 
elf into any danger for perfons that are fo dear to yous neither did ¥ expect gny thing 
from JH >» but uch effelts as are ordinary with you, and I foould rather honeto regain 
my quiet by your affiftance , then by the help of all my Forces, but how org aphanze 
focver your valour might bring unto my fortune, I cannot refolve to tet youssaraway 
from tie, in a feafon wherein your fithe is fo dear, and your confalation fo pleafing to 
we: We dar ule fome erber remedies. and bow low foever FT feem .-F have yet porvertul 
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have till en times ab much as ever his Anceftors poffeffed; I amgoing,towards the Bue 
phrates, where I can yet raife a million of men, andwill cvver the: fields of kis mew Cone 
gueft, with fach unft numbers, that in {pite of all his fortune, I'll make him heow the dif- 
ference there is between the Perltan Adomarch, and a petty Kine of Macedon, 


“While you ate making thofe Levies (replyed Oreondates) Vl labour for the deli- 


~eyerance of the Princefles, and if Alexander reftore them willingly to your Am, 
© haffadors, I'll wait upon them to your Majefty, not that 1. can leave you inthis 


«condition , without a very feafible grief, nor that my paffion could draw me from 

* you,” if my misfortune, and the King my fathers obftinacy, had not made me unable 
“to ferve your Majefty with more than mine own petfon, for the King of Seyshid’s 
“hatred, asd my knowledge of his nature , -hindérs me from offering you hisafii- 

’ <ftance; fince then 1 can be no otherways nfeful here, then asa fingle perfon, be plea- 
*fed.to give me leave t0.goto Alexander, where I may ferve you with much more 
* efficacy. Your Majelty fhall give no Battel » Wherein, ifl amalive, 1 will not fight 
“by your fide, and poflibly before you areinchofe vearms, I may have madeanend_ of 
* all yous Warsalone, : ; 
"They had yet fome other conteftations, which the hazard the King might run if he 
fhould have faid longer fo near his enemies , made them putan end to, and my Ma- 
Ster baving-atlait obtained his permiffion to goto Alexander's Camp , perfwaded the 
King to get upon freth horfes which were brought him, and having taken his leave 
of him, of Oxyartes , and the whole company ith many tears , he faw them take 
their way toward the Exphrates , ftaying behind with Adithranes , and.thofe that 
were to accompany him in the Embaffie. We followed the poor King with our eyes 
and thoughts, and my Matter havingloft fight ofhim , appeared fo fad, and fo affi- 
ed, thatif his griefhad not been abated by the hope of feeing kis Princefs qujcklyy he 
had been utterly uncapable of any comfort, : 

After this parting, I beganto think upon our wounds, not judging that my Prinee 
oughe in that condition to ingage himfelf among the enemies , where perchance he 
might not find that help, and that repofe which was neceffary for,his cure, he gave 
ear unto my reafons, and riding with A4ithranes toward chat lice Town, which was 
not faroff, we gotchither within an hour : there we had our wounds dreffed , and. 
refted the remainder ofthat day, andthe day following. The morning after we re- 
ceived-2 Letter which Darinshad written to Alexander, and another to the Queens, 
to give the more credence to my Matter ; thacgood King knowing they would not be 
unprofitable for him , and believing he would be glad to carry them himfelf; but the 
next day Alexander s forces under the command of Craterus , came and fummoned 
that little Town, which finding ir felf too weak to fuftain fo muchas their approaches, 
gat it felf into the arms ofthe Conquerors. ; 

We had liberty to march away , and going out in the fame equipage we came in, 
we bethonght our felves of another retreat, where we might ftay the cure of our 
wounds, which were not great,but grown much worfe by our want of care to get them 
look’d tointime. Welearn'd of the AZacedonians, that Alexander was gone toward 
Marathon, which he alreddy caufed to be beleaguered , with anintent to be at the 
Siege in perfon, though he was very much troubled with the wound in histhigh, and. 
that he had fent Parmenio with part of the Army to Damafcus, where all the remain- 
ing wealth of Darius his Army , with the wives ofthe Princes and Satrapes of Pere 
fia, were underthe chargeof 4rtaban the Governour of that Town, . My Matter 
being yet very unfit to perform his Embaflie to Alexander , was by this news pér+ 
Frade to put himfelf into Damafcus , which was not abovea days journey and an ° 
half from us, with an intention to ftay there till his wounds were cared , to {ee the 
fair Barfina , widow to the valiant Afennon , and many other Ladies of his acquain- 
tance, to whom his affi(tance might perchance be neceffary in fuch an encounter, bat 
his laft and ebiefeft motive was a defign to ufe his urmoft endeavours to do Daxins 
Some fervice in che confervation. of that place , which was of fo high confequence, 

* and though Grong enough to endure a Siege , yet he feared in fame danger of being , 
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then, had obferved fomething in histarsiage, which made him BelieVe fo greata trait 
tnight have been put into better hands, S.* : a Sie ea 
~..Thefe confiderations made him take the refolutien of going thither, yet being iin. 
willing that the follicicatio.s of the Princeffes liberties thoutd be fo fong negle@ed, he 
Ucliveted Darixs his Letter 8 Alexander unto Adithranes , whom he perfwaded to 
Bo diredtly toAZarathon, after he had earneftly defired his fecrecy in whatfoevercon- 
cerned him , and made an appointment to’ meet him at Alexanders Army, whi- 
ther be intended to come to him, incafe he fhould ftay there any time : fo taking 4 
Paf-port from Craterus , anda {mall Convoy which he Save us to Damafexs, we fet 
forward that way , and arrivedithére the day following before rhe Stin.was fet. - We 
had _a very favourable encounter in this Retreat, for we found our baggage, which 
having joyned with fome part of Darizs his, was with it gotten into that Towa; and 
the firlt we met as we entred , were my Princes two faithful Servants, He was very 
psd of that conveniency ; but though his wounds troubled him miucl > yet would 
€ not goto bed till he had vifited the fair Barjina, and rendred to that noble widow 
what he thought himfelf engaged to payto his merits , and the memory of gallant 
Memnon, : : . 

I have not time to tell you the ceremonies of thismeeting, the réception he had 
from her , in avifit fhe fo little expected, and the tearson both fides in the remem. 
brance of their mutual loffes : Ic will fuffice ifI tell you that my Mafter received 
all-the kinde(t welcome he could look forfrom @ vertuous Lady , who had ever had 

, 4 reat inclination to his defert. Butthe fatisfa@tion of this vific was moderated 
by the vexation of hearing that the Princefs Roxana (whom he believed to have been 
taken with the Queens) wasin the Town, and that Prince Cobortanus her brother, 
who wagready to retireamong the Sacans, whofe Governor he was, had fent her in. 
to Damafcus with his mother, and many other Princeffes , among which were the 
Daughters of King Qechus, Darins hisPredeceffor, the wife of Pharnabafus, who 
had fucceeded Aersronin all his Offices, the Daughters of Mentor, and ina word, ' 
all the principal Ladies of Peyfia. Although he was exceeding forry for the encoun- 
ter of aperfon, in whofe love he forefaw many croffes and incommodities would be+ 

fall him, yet would he not omit to pay herall that the quality of fucha Princefs, and 
her near aliyance to his, could require from his civility , and from that very moment 
he refolved not to deceive her any longer, butif fhe perfevered in the fame humour, 
to let her know his mind in tearms.as little difobliging as he could poffibly. “He 

‘went to vifit her as he camefrom Barfina; the was fo furprifed at the fight of him. 
and fhewed him fuch extraordinary kindnefs , and fo little fuicable to her quality ani 
modefty , that Orcondates eafily faw his long abfence had not at all diminithed her 
paffion : She had bewailed himasdead, orat leaftas dead to her > and this fo un - 
hoped recovery of him filled her with fuch an exceffive joy, that fhe loft the remem- 
brance ofall her loffes , and of the general misfortune of het Countrey. 

Te was{o late when my Prince camefrom her, and befides, he was{o troubled with 
his wounds, that he could by no means make any other vifits, wherefore he com- 
manded me to make his excufes, and went home tothe lodging that was appointed 
for him, where he found Phyficians and Chyrurgions, who making him get to bed,be- 
gan to fallco work about his Cure. The next day he was vilited by the Governor, of 
whom his ill opinion was nor caufele& , for that Traytor, who in his heart had alrea- 

"dy fold hisCountry , did by the coldne(s of his difcourfe, fufficiently exprefs the little 
contentment he received at his arrival in 2 Town which he wasupon the point of 
delivering into the enemies hand, This behaviour encreafed my Princes former dif- 
like of him, to fome doubt of his fidelity, and made him refolve thataffoon ashe 
was ina better condition , he would openly oppofe all the defign he feared he might 
have againft the fervice of his King. Yetdid he diffemble histhoughts for the pre- 
fent, and waited fora ficcer opportunity to declare himfelf. Afloonas Artaban was 
gone , his Chamber wasfull of Ladies, Roxana, Barfina,and her mother, Artabafws 

his wife, the Prineefles Occhus his daughters, and all the ret inamed, came to cone 
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a tin. wherein it was fo neceflary to them : after having ftaida while, they weny 4- 
way all but Roxwn2, who for that purpofe-came la{t, and meantto flayaione after- 
the reft, that the might entertain bim epee liberty. After the company: ivas 
gone, feeing nope in the Chamber but her Women,ané fome of‘my Prince his forvanes, 
but both thefe, and chofe far enough from the bed, fhe took thactime to {peak more 
clearly to him, then fhe had formerly, and to draw a knowledge from his month, 
which fhe had not yet been able to draw from any of his actions. Her face fpoke a° 
great while for her; dnd the divers changes of her colour which foreran herdifconrfe , 
prepared my Mafter for a combat, which he could no longer avoid. ; fhe bop with 
affurances of her joy for his return; of the forrow his long-abfence had caus’é in her, 
and of che fear fie hud, fhe fhould have loft himinthofe dangers! out. of which the 
prayers fhe liad made unto the Gods, had perchance delivered him, My Prince ‘an- 
iwered her with his ordinary civility and expref'd his acknowledgementsiin the molt. 
obliging tearms one could make ufe ofinfuch ah encounter. But Roxana; who was 
not fatistied with his civility, requiring from him.marks of fuch a paftion, as he was 
notcapuble of for her, fell into her difcourfe again, with a great figh, and fome tears, 
which ic was impoilible for her to retain. he = 
J wouldit had pleafed the Gods, Orontes, (faid the to him ) that the firft moment I e- 
wer fam you, had been the laft of my life, and that the fame Shaft which wounded: my 
heart for you, had fent my body tothe grave.

‘thoughtsto the fervice of {o divine-a perfon as your felf, and that I fhould have been 
* the proudeft of all men living, to Have fiv’d and dy’d fora Princefs, that makes alf 
“the Princes of A/a to figh for her : but AZadam, before had the happinefs to fee 
‘ you, this heart which is capable of all thoughts of honor and refpe@ to-you, | 
“was fo no fonger of ee impreffion of love, and that deftiny which brought me by 
- ‘night into Darias his Tents, rgade me leave that liberty at_Statira’s feet, whichelfe 
‘fiould have been due to you, and which a foul lefs prepoffefs’d, or prepoffefs’dwith 
‘any other object, would without doubt have dedicated to you, ’tis for her I have 
‘ barr’dever fince , *tis for héfT have left thy Country, and that Ihave difguis’d both 
‘my name and quality, to expofe mygelf unto my enemies ; and in hort, ’tis fhe a- 
* fone chat caus’d me the honor of your fight, and does now cause fo much trouble in 
* me, that I cagnot otherwife then by my refpects,acknowledge that friendthip where- 
* with yau vouchfafe to honorme, — At laft the Mafqueis taken off, Darivs himfelf 
“had heard bot my name and my defign from my own mouth, he haslearnt the one, 
‘and approv’d the other in the prefence of Prince Cohortanus your Father , and by 
‘his Royal word, bes made me raife my pretenfions to the glorious poffeffion of the 
* Princefs his daughter : Judge whetherthis ingagement be not powerful, and whe- 
« ther befidestheconfiderations of love, thefe latter are not very ftrong ones, the 
* Gods know with how mach forrow I make this Declaration to you, with what. 
‘fenfe of acknowledgement | receivethe grace youdo me, and at how déara pricel 
‘would buy the occaftonsof facrificing my felffor your fervice, But, AZadam, thisis 
“ allchat my want of power, and my engagement will fiffer me to do, and if you have 
*hotas much goodnefsto confider it, as you have thewéd in your good wifhes to me; 
* I fhall die inappearance the moftingrateful, and in effed the moft unfortunate of alt 
* meninthe world. 

.'He ended chefe words with tears, which the compaflion@f Roxana, and the re- 
membrance of his afflictions drew from his eyes , and looking upon that Princefs, to 
finde by her countenance which way fhe had recetved them, he faw init all the marks 
of grief and defpair ; and indeed fhe was fo touch’d with them, that but for the ex 
tream force fhe tfedin ftriving to contain her felf, her gMef would. certainly have 
broken out with violence, the wasalmoft halfan hour e’re fhe could {peak a word, 
fighing and fobbing, with fo much vehemence, that her Women thinking’the had 
been fick, ran prefently to give her their affiftance ; butmaking them retire, and reco- 
vering her felfa fictle, fhe with much ado got out thefe words as flae was rifing up. 

- Oventes, Statira, Vconfels, is more worthy then I , but fhe is not for you, foe is Alex- 
anders Capriv>, he will fhortly be hers, and he is now her Mafter, Neither Darius nor 
Seatira can'do any thing for you now ; for foe is ae loft unto you both, “The Gods 
“(zeplyedty Prince ) may ordain what they pleafe concerning it , butif after thac 
“fo, F can conferve my life, I thalldo it onely for your fake. If you*give me thar 
affaraste Cantwered Roxana) I foall be half comforted, and for’my particular interef 

Shall make prayers contrary tothe gaodof my Country, and of thehon{e from whence I. ant 
defeended, =~ * = De 
: ter 
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A€er this difcourfe having taken leave ofhim, fhe went away {0 fad, that it was ea- 
fie in her face to read all the marks of 4 mofkpowerfuyl affliction , and left him fo 
couched with her grief, and fo ftrucken with her threatning predi@tion that it was i- ~ 
poffible to fettle fm all thereft ofthe day. After that time fhe faw him almoft dai- 
ly, and entertained ht with her paftion, as much as her mothers abfence would give 
leave, he always anfwer'd her with the fame civility, and conftrained himfelf fo much ' 
not to difoblige her wich unkind looks, chat the loft not the hope of being beloved by~ 
him, at leait in default of Sarira, who in all appearance was not like to efcape eafily 
outof dlexandershands. —- ; 

He was often vilited alfo by the Princefles, Occhzs his Daughters, by the wives of 
Pharnabafus and Artabafus, and by the fair rl Sos whofe vertue and rare qualities 
wonne all the inclination which his fidelity and the remembrance of Sratira couldal- 
low : fhe(as you are not ignorant) was of a very pleafing converfation, very knowing 
in matiy Sciences, and particularly in the Greek Tongue, but above all fhe was endow- 
ed with a marvelous difcretion, and modelt freedom. : 

This knowledge of her moved my Mafter co difcover himfelf particularly to hen, 
and to. tell her all che accidents of hislife , exceptthe love of Roxana, which his di- 
feretion , or rather his misfortune made him ever conceal from her with much care. ° 
His wounds had fuffered fo much by his negleé& of themat firft ,. thar he was forced 
ftill to keep his bed, and while he was in that condition, he received fo fenfible a grief; 
that fince. the death of Artaxerxes I had never feen him fall into fo great a paffion ; 
Te was for the tofs of the bracelet which Sratira gave him at his departure from Per 
fepolis,and which in all his geappanels he had dearly preferved as his only confolation; 
he was wont to kis ica thoufand timesa day , and in the delicate hair whereof it was 
woven, feeing fomething of the perfon he adored, and thac wrought with her own 
taiv hands, he received an exceeding great fatisfaction by it in all his difcontents; but 
one morning putting one of his hands to the armabout which he commonly wore it, 
he miffed that precious favour which he valued at fo higha rate , inftantly all his Ser- 
vants were imployed to feek ic, but whenhe faw their diligence was yain, and that 
he believed it abfolutely loft ; be made fuch pitiful complaints, that all thar heard him 
were deeply touched-with a fence of his lamentations, he Wept, he tormented himfelf, 
he threatned his fervants, and uttered words mif-befeeming the greatnefs of his cou- 
rage , taking it as an Omen of defpair , and interpretingthe lofs of thar gift, as a pres 
fage of that of the giver; all that day he was not to be-comforted, bucin the end, that 
heart which had refifted fo many crofles ofanother nature, was fain to pafs over that 
likewife, or at leat diffemble it, to think of affairs of more importance, : 

He was advertifed by Barfina that Artaban was ready to deliver up thé Town,and fo 
many perfons ofeminent quality as hadtaken refuge there, into the énemies hands, 
and that to that intent he had difpatched one Afardms to Parmenio, who wasencam- 
ped withina {mall dayes journey of Damafeus. This information confirming his own 
jealoufie, made him leave his bed to oppofe as much as he was able, the defign of chat + 
difloyal man , but if by his perfwafions he could not bring him back into the path of 

_ vertueand fidelity co his Prince , he faw no poffibility of doing good any other way, 
being all alone in’a great Town where he was known to none but Ladyes ; and where 
all the Soldiers and che Inhabitants chemfelves were at che Governors Devotion , .be~ 
fides, they had all taken fuch a terror, thatthey trembledat the veryname Of Adcx- 
ander, and made no refiftance again{t the defign of that Traytor, who had deftined 
to him fo confiderable a prey. He refolved néverthelefs not to fpare himfelfin che 
bofinefs, and to give poor Darins in his adverfity , all che proofs he ought to hope for . 
ftom his friendfhip, for’ that purpofe caufing himfelfto be made ready , and refting 
upon a flaff, by reafon of a fittle wound he had reecived in his thigh, he wentto the 
Governors lodging , whither he took no body. with him but me , 1 being already 
nearer cured then. he was. Artaban received him with a feigned demonftration of 
joy: for. his being fo.well recovered. - but my Prinee having defired him-to go intohis 
Ciofer, and entring with him, after having been a while filent: Arsaban (faid he} F 
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intenbion to dif-fevuc him ; itis a ramer which your enemics [pread abread, avdwhs-h you 
frovtld do well to take fome-order in, that you may make appear tothe whole world, the faith- 
‘fal refolucion you have for the fervice of your Prince. 

Though the Governor w:s a little moved at this advice, yet bein® upon the point of 
palling offhis vizor , he diffembled his thoughts, and anfwerdd coldly, ‘ They thar 
* make fuch a report ofme , Orontes , are little acquainted with my defigns , which 
‘fhall ever tend t¢ what they ought, while no more is exaGted from me then I may 
‘perform. You may:(replyed Oroondates ) do Darius a moft remarkable fervice inthe 
confervarion of this Town , and fo many perfuns of quality as ke ba’s depofitedin your ~ 
charge, the place is ftrong enough ro endure the fiege of a more potent army then that of 
Alexander , and thofe under your commund are zealous enough for his fewvice, not tofor- 
fake you in fo commendable arefolution , ‘which you ave obliged to by your birth , by your 
Oath, and by the cowfderation of your honor. ; 

The Governor who began to beangry at this remonftrance, anfwered my Mafter 
fharply : ‘Do not inform your felfconcerning my defigns , Orontes, nor teach me 
* my duty ina place which had not been trufted into my ands, butthat I was known 
* capable of commanding in it, you are yet too young to giveme my Leffon, and I 

- am but little obliged to receive it where] my felfamMafter. Acthefe words he 
rofe up without ftaying for my Prince’s anfwer, and going out of the Cloffet, left 
him fo ill fatisfied , that without taking other leave he prefently went away to Barfi- 
xa’s houfe , and told her all the difcourfe that had pafs’d betweenthem , affuring her 
of the lo& of Damafens and of their Liberty, unlefs the Gods relieved them by ex- 
waordinary ways, He fpent the reft of hat day. in getting fometo found the affecti- 
ons of the Inhabitants, and to waken their fouls to fome remembrance of Loyalty, 
and courage againft the Garrifon which fold them bafely to their Enemies, but they 
anfwered thofe that follicited them, fo faintly, that my Mafter could do nothing more 
for that time but deteft the poornefs of their fpiric, and deplore Darizs his misfor- 
tune, and the Captivity of fo many noble perfons as would be involved inthe taking 
of that Town. 

The next day at Sun-rifing all the Forces were in arms by the Governors order, who 
fetting Guards upon the {pbil , thathe might deliver it entire into Alexander's hand, 
caus’d the Gates tobe opened that he might go out to meet Parmenio, who was not a4 
bove ten or twelve furlongs ffom the Town, then it was that my Prince feeing all loft, 
refolv’d to hazardall, and making hisarmsbe puton, and mine likewife, he goton 
horfeback , and beirig tollowed by meafone, wentto the great Market-place, where 
the Affembly was made, and whether by the Governors command the Ladyes were 
already brought, ashe pafs’d through the ftreets he cryed out to thofe he met ,. Abt 
Syrians-heretofore the prop and honor of the Crown of Perlia: Giddy people! whither run 
you? confider what a Prince you forfake , and to what Tyranny you fubmit your felves 
He faid fomething elfe to them in pailingby , but thofe faint-hearted and affrighted 

‘fouls, gave no ear to hisincitements, but ranon blindly to their captivity, as the only 
means to avoid-death, the fear whereof had wholly feizedthem , when he was come 
into the Market-place which hefound full ofarmed men , ard that by the meeting of 
the Ladyes (already Prifoners ) his anger wasrais’d vo the extremtty : People of Da- 
mafcus (cryed he ) poor people , blinded by the perfwafions of aTraytor, flay, hearken to 
the Son ma ‘4 King that [peaks to you , and will dye with you, What terror ha’s feed you 2 
what loffes have weakened you ? are, net your Walls fill as flrong as ever? are not your For~ 
ces fill onfoot ? fee whither you precipitate your felves , and by what bafene{s you are going 
to ‘proftitute your Wives and Daughters to the infolency of the Macedonians, yor go to 
fetch them in your felves, thofe happy Conquerors , and withont cofting thers ome drop of 
blood you will bring them into your bon{es , and into your beds, never comfidering what you 
ewe sinto your King , what you owe unto your Families , and what sato yorv felves : Jon 
go to offer your hands tothe fhackles that are already prepared. for you , but mill not voacha 
fe to employ thems for the confervation of your Howonr , of your Liberties , and peve 
chance alfoof your lives, And.you ( faid he to thofe whom be judg’d the moft confide- 
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imthecr ruins, think:yet upon your felves, and vefolve either to dye with me, who will dye for 
your defence , or oppofe the treachery of thofe thar have fo nuworthily fold you, * f 

Thefe exhortations did but very little good , and ofali that great number of men; 
there was none bift young Mianens , Artabafus hisSon; Ariftogiton, Dropides; and-Le- 
vertes, Athenians, Perfippus, Onomaftorides, Omains, and Callicratides, Lacedominians, 
who preferring a glorious death before a fhameful captivity, joyn’d themfelves unto 
my Mafter, with thofe few men he went to meet the Governor,who advertifed of the 
endeavours he ufed againft him , came to oppofe them with ail his Troops. As foon 
as Oroondates faw him , ibat ? Artaban ( cryed he ) is it then in good earneft that thon 
betrayeft thy Prince, thy friends, and thine own honour , andthat no confideration can dif- 
fwade thee from that infamous refolution? Artaban ooking fcornfully upon him : ‘ scy- 
* shian (faid he) retire, and do not longer exafperate my goodnefs whith permits thée 
‘thisretreat, unlefsthou wiltdye for the quarrel of the King of Perfia, having quit« 
“ted the fervice of thine own, ; 

Ab! difloyal wretch (ceplyed my Prince) J maf? red once, and I will never rective fae 
vour from a'Traytor, At thefe words, his eyes {parkling fire through the beaver of 
his Helmet , hetook a dart out of Ariftogitons hand, and raifing himfelfupon bis fir 
rups, flung it-wieh all hisforce at Artaban : chat treacherous man by ducking down 
his head,avoided the blow,and the dart thrown by fo powerful a hand; ftruck chrongh 
twomen, whofellinftantly among the Horfes feet.’ Oroondates mad that he had mift 
his aim, draws out hisSword and falls inafter Artaban , who had already crouded 
himfelf amongtt his men, to efcape the death that threatned him, and while he fierce- 
ly perfifted to make a paffage to him, his Horfe was killed with an infinite number of 
blows, and fell fo-fuddenly , that my Mafter havingneither had the leafure , nor the 
thoughe to difengage himfelf from his ftirrups, lay under him oppreffed with his 
weight, and at the mercy of his enemies : I would have runinto hith, butthacI had 
the very fame mifchance, and then it was that my Prince had certainly loft his life 

. with a thoufand wounds., if Artaban thinking he fhould better his conditions , by de- 
livering him alive to Alexander , had not forbidden to kill him, but made him be dif 
arm’d and ty’d, with thofe that had accompanied him, who indeed refifted gallantly, 
bur were,at lait fainto yieldto numbers, and followed my Princes comtition as they 
had done his brave refolution. 

Oroasdates when he {aw bimfelf bound , turn’d his eyes on afl fides, and feeing Rox- 
anaand Barfinanearhim , Ladys, ( cryed he )we rwnthe fame fortune, thd we all yield 
to that of Alexander, he could fay but thofe few words to them inthe Choller that 
tranfported him, fearing he mee do fomething misbefeeming his ordinary niodera- 
tion, the Ladyes lookt upon him with a very fenfible grief, yet mingled with fome 
kind of joy, for feeing him out of a danger,gvherein they had defpaired of his life: 
Artaban caufing him cabe ferupona Horfe, with his Leggs tyed under the belly, and 
his hands bound behind. him, cleft the hearts of all that beheld him with pity, and 
putting the fpoy!_ and the Gatrifon into the order which your Soldiers found them in, 
went with usin this equipage unto Parmenio. 

I will fay nothing of his reception , nor of the order that Parmenio took about the 
{poy! , you know thofe paflages better thanI do, and not being willingto entertain 
you with ary thing but my Matters life, Iwill onlytell you that Parmenio having re- 
ceived the Ladyes, and the more confiderable Prifoners very civilly, and put both un- 
der ftrong Guards, Artaban prefented my Mafter to him. Parmenio confidered him 
intentively, and much taken with his graceful fathion, asked the Governor for what 
ctime he had fo eyed that handfome young nian, my Prince preventing Artaban's an= 
fwer ; Let him tell you the Traytor that he is(faid he to Parmenio) and by atrue relatia 
on, oblige you to vive me the punifiments that are due tome, and him the recompence he 
deferves. . 

pee who truly was very generous, was exceedingly pleafed with my Mafter’s 
confidence, and hearing all that had pa&’d from Artaban’s own mouth, he no fooner 
knew the truth, but looking upon the Governor with contempt , 1 dosot wonder ( {aid 
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think it ftranze that Darius with fo many millions of men,. defends his E feate faill , _fince 
vertue is [0 unworthily handled in thems , but the Macedonians who are your Adaffers , do 
reverence it in another manner, and inftead of Fetters which you give it , prefent it with 
Crownes which it better defe-ve. + Atthefe words turning toward my Prince, he com-- 
manded him to be unbound, declaring him free, and giving him power to chufe which 
party he liked beft, My Mater received that favour without pride, or meannefg of 
fpirit, and having asked the fame for me, with great civility received arms which Par- 
menio caufed to be given him, : : ; 

But Artaban extreamly vextat hisliberty, and fruftrated of the recompence which 
he expected from Alexander for delivering him, or rather funning to meet his deftiny. 
Sir, (faidhe, addrefling himfelf to Parmenio) thinkwell what you do, it is nit Darius 
Kis friend whona you fet at liberty , but Alexanders mortal Enemy, he that wounded him 
at the battel of Yflus, aad who by a folemn Oath has engaged himfelf tocarry his head 
unto Drius: My Mafter looking upon him with an eye of indignation, Ah! perfidious 
“ fellow (cry'd he) is it poffible chou fhould’ft open thy mouth in the prefence of a ge- 
© nerous man, and that having branded thy felf by aninfidelicy without example, thou 
© fhould’ft before him condemn fuch A Gionsas his vertue makes him to approve ?_dr- 
taban emboldned by Parmenio’s prefence , near whom he believed himfelf in fafery, 
made this reply, J preferring the party of Alexander before that of Darius , Zonely 
yield nnto the Conqueror , and follow the pleafure of the Gods , Who will have all the earth 
fabmit it (elf to that great man; bur thon in forfaking before me , and without nece(fity, 
thine ows party, and the fervice of thine own King, did ft commit a treafon without excufe, 
and incontralling a feigned friendfhip with Prince Artaxerxes to facrifice him , andcar: 

ry him to the flanghter among thine own Countreymen , where thy felf gave him his laft 
Wounds , thon art guilty of adenble perfideon{Refs, which never any former age could pas 
rallel. : 

1am nog able, Sir, to reprefent to you my Princes fury, you may guefs it when I tell 
you, thatthe remembrance of Artaxerxes wakened it {elf fo powerfully in him, and 
made him fo fenSible of thefe reproaches , that he loft the ufe both of {peech and rea. 
fon , and tranfported with rage, never confidered that he was before Parmenio whofe 
Prifoner he was, nor that he was without all hope of any affiftance that could fecure 
him, but drawing out his Sword, flew inftantly ac Artaban, not being able to bring 
forth one diltin@ word. The Traytor grew ftraightway pale at the object, and caft- 
ing himfelf binde Parmenio, and the reft there prefent, ftrove to avoid that death 
which he faw before his-eyes, But Ovoondates even befides himfelf with grief and 
rage, and not finding any obltacle able ro {top fo juita fary, made himfelf way among 
all chofe that oppofed him,and with his fword clearing his paffage co that difloyal man 
ran him twice through the body , in the face of twenty thoufand men, who had not 
the power tohinter him; the Villain fell upon the earth, and with his blood vomited 
out his bafe and faithlefs Soul, _ 

After this execution , Orsondates liying afideall anger , and recovering his former 
temper, turn’d toward Parmenio, and putting up his fword into the feabbard, faid to 
him wich a fetled countenance, Great Parmenio, now that Darius aed I are both reven- 
ged, difpofe of my deftiny with theGods, I refufe not your fhackles, being free from thofe of 
this Traytor, and I withont trouble offer thefe hands to you , which have punifed this per 
fidion[ne[?, and which were inftruments in the want of refpett I have foewed you, Parmenio 
more aftonifhed than can exprefs, eyed him often from head to foot, withan admi-. 
ring look-, and with inward motions full ofirrefolution s this ation of my Prince’s, 
wherein he had fhewn fo little regard or confideration of him,after fo late and fo high 
an obligation, exafperated him infinitely againit him, and made him incline to his de- 
firu@ion ; and onthe other fide, that rare generofity whigh he had in one day teftifi- 
ed by fo many gallant effedts, rogether with the grace wherewith he accompanied and 
authorized al! he did, ftyfied his firft refentments, and made hisinterefs yields infenfi- 
bly co. thé affection and efteem that he had for him : but withall making reflection up- 
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in dury to-his King, if he fhould preferve him fo confiderable an Enemy : in theend 
his perplexity being a little over: hofoever thou arc (faid he } thou deferveft either 
‘death or liberty , but che Gods forbid I fhouild give death to fo valianta man, or fi- 
“ berry to fo dangerons an enemy of Alexanders,it the Gods had rais'd him up buetwo 
‘ more fuch, he might give over the hope of his Conquelis, and Darigy might recover 
“that of getting up again into the Throne ef his Predeceffors.jAt hee worts he gave - 
him into the cultody of his moft trufty foldiers, charging thern to ufe him well. and to 
be anfwerable for him, upon peril of their lives. : 

Difloyal 4rtatan was punithed on this manner, his body remaining a prey to Vul- 
tures, and his head(as we have learnt fince) was cut off by & Perfian, and fent to Da- 
ris who by that fight receiv'd fome eafe in his misforeunes, Parmenio after having puta 
Garvifon into Damafcss, and given fuch orders as were neceffary for the Province. 
took his way towgrd Adarathor, which Alexandr had belieged, and where he knew 
he fhould finde him yet. We arrived there in four days, and Parmenia leaving the 
prifoners under ftrong guards, went to prefent his duty to his King, . 

After he had given bim an account of the ftately fpoils.he brought him, ‘he made 
mention of my Matter, and extolled his generofiy in fuch tearms, as made him better 
fatisfied withthe taking of him, then with that of Damafcus, and all Darius his 
wealth , and advertifing him of the defign he had againit his life, according to what 
they had heard from Amaban,& what he had teftifed himfelfin the laft Bactel, where. 

Alexander yet bore the marks, he gave him a greater apprehenfion of him alone. 

hen he had of allthe Perjian Armies, All thefe confiderations made him defire to 
fee him, but, Sir, ic is nor neceffary to repeat that to you which pafs’d between them 
you were without queftion prefent, and that encounter was memorable enough for 
you to have till preferv’d the remembrance of it. . ag 

Lyfmachus feeing that Araxes madea {top, faidto him, I wasat that time abfene 
from the King, and Adcleager, Polypercon, and my felf were by his command gone to- 
ward the Ifle of Avada, which put it felf into our hands without refiftance: and though 
T have fince been cold fomething of ic, °twas with fo much confufion and uncertainty, 
that you will oblige me very much, by purfuing your recital without interruption, . , 

Since you defire it( replied Araxcs) Ile cell you that Parmenio, knowing the Kings 
pleafure, cius'd my Mefter to be brought into his prefence ;” he was nor bound, but 
wichout arms, and fo well guarded, that ic was impoflible for him to make efcape ; af 
foonaseverhe was before Alexander, the gracefulnefs of his perfon produced its 
ufual effects, and as we judged by the actions of that King, drew his admiration, 
and more refpedt chen the greatnefs of his fortune, fuffered him to fhew to other men: 
whether it were the Majefty of his countenance, or the relation he had heard of him. 
that which he had felc himfelfin the Battel, which caufed himto fet that valueon 

im. 

My Prince was then but in the twentieth year ofhis age, yet his ftarure was alrea- 
dy fo advantageous, that he was taller then Alexander by almoftche head. and it 
was form’d with fo exact proportion, and accompanied with fo great a vivacity in his 
eyes, atid fo marvellousa grace in his behaviour, and in all his ations, thar he was 
confidered by thofe that were prefent asa very extraordinary perfon; and his oute 
fide eafily perfwaded them to give beliefto the report that, already ran of his vertue 
and the greatnefs of his courage. Oroondates did not falute Alexander with that low 
fubmiffion which he afterward exa@ed, nor with a fawning humility which might 
have feem’d to beg favor from him that had an abfolute power , neither did he effe& 
an uncivil and unfeafonable pride, but keeping himfelf in a juft moderation: he paid 
chim what he believed he owed, in perfe@ libercy, to a man ofhis quality; famous by 
the confideration of fo many ViGories, : 

Alexander receiv’ him courteoufly ; and having look’d twice or thrice attentiye- 
ty upon him : Js ir poffible ( {aid he ) thar you are that valiant man, that did fo MANY cx 
ploits ia the-Battel of \Mlus, and Whom Iencoungred with fo little advantage to my (elf, 
that ‘Tyet bear very troublefome markes of it ? Orocndates obligedto Alexander for the 
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‘tel that but for the cowardife of thofe of my party, my actions would not have 
“heen taken notice of, and the glory I received by grem,is onely chat] turned not my 
“back, till] had tryed the valour of a man who had put three hundred thoufand ro 
“flight. : : . : 

 eciedee as extreamly pleas'd with this modeft, confident anfwer, and look- 
ing upon Hepheftion and Prelomewsbe by hig approbation ofit,obliged them to exprefs _ 
the like, and then turning toward my Mafter , Bue is it trae ( faid he ) that jou have a 
particular defign upon my life, and that you are one of thofe whim the hope of a thoufayd 
talents has made to promife my bead unto Darius ? Though my Princg feemed offend- 
ed at that queftion, as I found by the colour that came up into his face, he replyed 
without being moved. ‘ The hope of a thoufand Talents, nor that of a thoufand 
« Empires, fhall never make me undertake any thing but what horior and vertue hill 
“command, but the confiderartion of what I ow unto Darizs, fhall make mealways 
“attempt both agrinft you, and againft all his enemies, whatfoever a vertuous King 
«can defire froma friend, agoinft the Ufurpers of his Dominiops, and the Perfecutors 
* of his life. : ; 

This anfwer netled Alexander; but it alfo fill’d him with admiration and efteem 
of my Prince, and caus'd himto reply, Zf Darius had had many friends like you, I 
fhould perchance have becn frill on the far fide of the Granicus; but if be had any one of 
mine in his power, and that he fold hear {uch a Declaration from his mouth, I believe he 
would put him to death, and affure his life by the lofs of fo dangerous an enemy, + 
“vou lave the famefear (anfwered Orcondates, without being daunted ) you have r 
“fame power, and J have ftill the fame intention, _A/exander more furpris’d then be- 
fore, remaineda longtime e’re he fpake again, fhewing an unrefolvednefS in his coun- 

stenince, while all chat food by, waited impatiently for the fuccefs of this adventure; 
and Laffure my felf, thar the mott vertuousof his friends, chough they woufl have 
been very glad to fecure the life of their Prince by the death of one of his enemies,had 
already fo much inclination to him, that they could not have feen his without dig- 
content, for my part | confefs 1 was afraid for him, and trembled in the expectation 
of founcertain an event. 

‘Bur in the end, Alex under after he had Jong held his eyes fixt upon the ground, tur- 
ned them ona fudden upon my Mafters face, and rifing froma chair, where he had 
fi continued fitting, becaufe of the wound in his thigh, he faid, touching him with 
his hand, whufeever thon art, Greekor Perfian, Prince or private man, I know thee to 
be too generous, and too gallant, to attempt againf? my life by ways contrary to-vertue, and 
Laccount my {elf firong enough to defend it whenfoever thon foals affault it as aman of ho- 
nor , Twill not (ecure it by the lofs of thine, but will endeavor to make thee foare the dan- 
ger, when the advantage frall be fhared between us. Itherefore leave thee thy life and th 
liberty, which from henceforward thon mayeft empliy for Darius. I fear thee not me 4 
to endeavor to win thee tous, after fuch a Declaration as thou haft made , neither do I de- 
Spife thee fomuch, bet thatif I could now with honor, Iwoxld prefer thy friendfhip before 
the beft Province of Alia. Gothy way when thon pleafeft, andif thou veeft at the Battel, 
make thy felf bnown, and remember thy brave refolution, there it is that we Wwilbfight for 

gf head, and there ( more handfomely then J fosuld now) I may endeavor to take fatisfattin 
on.for the wound thon gaveft me, ; 

ff my Matters magnanimity pleffed Alexander, that of Alexander fo deeply 
wroaght upon my Princesheart, that it took away all the hatred he had againft him, 
or if there yet remain’d any refentmentin him, *twas lefs for Darius his loffes, and 
for the Capiivity of bis Miftrefs, then for the grief he fuffered by feeing himfelf o- 
yercomeingenetofity And indeed he has fince confeffed to me, that he had feldom 
received a more fenfible one, and ac that time, he by the difconrent that appeared in* 
his face, did viibly enough expreffe the trouble he felt for thar occafion'; anfwering 
Alexander onely with thefe words, ina fadder tonethen he was commonly wont to 
fpeak: ‘’ Tis now thacI deplore Daring his fortune, and that I hold his Empire foft, 
“by the anger of the Gods, fince they have raifed him upan enemy, that wins hearts 
Co attacharrale Uefsidnan more butreking leave of Alexander. berefufed all 
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the-prefents he offered him, except Horfesand Arms for hint ani me, which he 
received at laft in eat w thofethat had been taken from him. “He alfo took 
his Equipage again, which Alexander caus dto be reftored to him entire; and con- 
tented himfelf withthe fafe conduét he gave him, réfufing the convoy which'he of 
fered, to bring him in fafety to any of the Towns that were yet in Darius his poffefii- 
on. Thus parted thofe two gallant men, keepingintheir hearts fuch an efteem for 
one another, as by thefe paffages you may well imagine. 

*Araxes was in this partof his Relation, when he wasintreated by Ly/imachus 
to go into®reondates his Chamber, to make his excufes, if-he faw him not that Miorn- 
ing, “and to alledge unto him the impatiency he had to fearntheremainder of his life ; 
Araxes did as he defired, and feeing his Mafter was reafonably well, he came batk-to 
Lyfimachus , and fitting down again in his chair, at bis requeft, he continued his Re- 
lation on this manner, , -

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Roodates having parted thus from Alexander, carried away with 
him fo high an efteem of his vertue, and conceived fo true an af= 
fection tohis magnanimity, thathe gave over all defigns againft his 
life, or at leaft took a {trong refolution never to affault him,but at the 
head ofhis Army, and tvhen he fhould be forced to it, either by the 

onfideration of -hishonour, or by that of the fafety of Dariws, andof his Prineefs ; 
&: was it without amoft fenfible difpleafure, to fee himfelf crof'’d in his intentions, 
y obligations of fuchanature, Butthat high vertue which he loved and reverenced 
even in his very enemies, would not fuffer him ftill to continue them, and would 
have made him more willingly confent to his own deftrudtion, then to that of fo ge- 
nerous anadverfary. 

Then it was that he wifh'd the poffeffion of his Fathers Crown, to difpute with 
him upon equal tearms, both for Empire and Vertue, but neither did the humour 
of his Fafffer permit him fuch a hope during his life,nor his afe@ion to Statira faflec 
him to forfake Perfia, no nor fo much asto leave the Camp where fhe was detained. 
When we were out of fight of Alexanders Tents, my Prince. turning toward 
me, Araxes, ( faidhe ) now itis that all our induftry will be necelfary , aod though 
We be habituated in Perfia, tolive among ft our Enemies, we havenced nom of amore then 
ordinary witine[s : we muft change both our names and habits, and the better to an 
woid the knuowledee of thofe that may have oblerved my tace. you mult pale for omy Ay. -< 


donians with a te: and perchance the Gods will facilitate me fome way to fee my 
\ Prince[s, andto picure her deliverance. - : , 

After thefe words; having given me fome other inftrudtions, we were come quite 
through the Camp of the Afacedonians, and finding a wood very commodious for our 
purpofe, de commanded Cloaths of the A4acedonian fathion to be taken ont of his 
Sumpter, which he had caus’d to be made exprefly at Damafcxs , for before Arta- 
ban’s eeeachery broke out, believing that fiege would keep him fo long,that he fhould 
not be able to meet A/ytiranes in Alexanders Camp,according to appointment, he fur- 
nifhed himfelf with thofe habits, witha defign, if Darias his Embafliedhould take 

- no effe&, ‘to difguife himfelf with them, as he now intended, and attempt fome way 
to procure his Princeffes liberty. We having put them on, he commanded me to 
take fach Jewels and Money as were of eafieff carriage, and keeping onely his two 
Scythian fervants, who were apparelled in the fame fafhion to attend:us, he gave or- 
der to the reft to go with all his other things to- Babylon or Perfepolis, and to expe& 
news of him near Darius, to whom he wrote Letters, which he delivered to them 

| With Alexanders Pafs-port, thar they night make ufe of ir, in café it fhould be ne. 
ceffiry for them, to: pafs with the thore affurance : having difpatched them with 
full dire@tions, we gor on horfback again, and return’d to the Camp, where we arri- 
ved juft when Afarathon had newly furrendred it felf, amd that theaxKing was making 
his entry intoit ; we retired to a quarter as private, ‘and as far from the Kings, as we 
could conveniently finde , and my Mafter having thewed mea place where I fhould 
come to him again, fentme into the Camp to hearken after Davins his Ambaflador. 
But having fought him fong in vain, [learn’d that he had had his audience, and was 
Sone away very ill fatistied, having obtained nothing from Alexander, but very fharp 
. Letters, which he had written to Darius. ; 

Lafterward inform’d my felf cunningly, and without feemingto have any defign, 

concerning the Queens, the Princeffes, and the other Ladies that were prifoners,ani 

. Learnt they were all under the cuftody of Phifotas, and Nicanor, Parmenio’s-{ons, 
thar they were waited on with all manner of refpe& and civility, and that of all the 
things befitting their quality, they wanted not ay elfe but liberty , they were gnard- 
ed with fo much care, that it wasalmoft impoffible to fee them, and that thofe that 
had been raken at Damafcus, a3 Roxana, Barfina, the Daughters of King Occhus, antl 
the reft, were not yet with the firft, as che King had commanded , but that they all 
were kept fo retired from the commerce, or frequentation ofmen, whether Perfians 
or Macedonians, thatthey were not fo much as feen, except by very few. 

I brought back this news unto my Prince, who was exceedingly well fatisfied atthe 
ufage they received; and very much troubled at the difficulty of feeingthem, here. 
folved neverthelefs not to leave the Army, hoping thay the Heavens would fuffer him 
fome favour*ble occafion, 

The next day the Army march’d from Afarathon, and entred into Phenicia, we 
followed them allthat journey, my mafter making me {till go firft, end doing me fuch 
fervices before company, as hindred fuch as faw us, from taking notice of him. Oug ~ 
flayamong the Addcedonians was much facilitated by the liberry which Alexan. 
gave to all perfonsto retire amongft them, andthe welcome: that both Perjiass and 
other Nations received, who camein daily, and of whom his ‘Army was already in 
Great parrcompofed, The very firft days march we faw the Queens and the Prin- 
ceffes pafs by in their Chariots, they wereall in black, and wearing a habit fuitable to 
theit prefent condition, drew cearsfrom the eyes gf all that confidered them , but 
the accefs to their Chariots was, forbidden by fo great a number of Guard, that it 
was neceffary to be fatisfied with looking on them, without expecting any other ad- 
vantage, : 

My mafter was ready to die for being limited onely to the ight, and almoft lofing 
the remembrance of his refolution, was even upon the point to make bimfelf known, 
and ruinehimfelf, The fecond day we faw Hepheftion, Perdiccas, and your felf, Sir, 
riding by the Chariots, and entertaining the Queens and Princeffes, you were,| ré-

it noved i to usk your name, and thofeof the two other Lords. ‘The third day we 
bad no more favourable fuccefS , nor inall thereftof the march , till we-came to Si- 
don “where Alexander refolv'd to make fome fay, .a& well by reafon of the fairne& of 
“ofthe Town, asto depofe Strato, and putanother inthis plae, - 0. 

My Mafter dying withimpatiency , pais'd all the night near the ~~ Tents or 
Lodgings , to watch fome opportunity to fee them ; and to make himfelfknownto 
them, but ic was impoffible for him to firide any : Lindeedhad obferv'd the Eu- 
nuch Tyrens, but we never could finde an opportunity.to fpeak with him in private, 
The fifth day after our arrival at Sidon, we faw them go out of the Town ; and with 
theig Guards , take the way towardsthe Garden of Abdolominns; that name is fuffi-* 
ciently known to you, and the ren of that Garden, which that good man, ( whole 
fortune within a few days after was fo flrange ) kept crimmed with an extraordinary 
care, Thofe illuftrious Prifoners found fo much delight in walking there, asthey 
got leave to bedefired of the King, that they might go thither again fometimes, du- 
ring the abode they were to make in Sidon; which being granted, and the Princeffes 
Pafling almoft no day withouefeeking that diverfion there, which they were then-ca- 
pable of : Orcondates thought he might by chat means obtain what was with fo much 
ftrictnefs forbidden him. : 

To thacend he went very early one morning to Abdolominus, and being inftru@ted 
inhis poverty, he at firft coming prefented him with Gold and Jewels, and conjured 
him by the moft ardent Prayers his paffion coufd invent, to give him admittance into 
his Garden, and that ifhe could poffibly, he would not fuffer him to be put out of it 
allthatdsy. Abdolomines having confidered the grace, and winning fafhion where- 
with he made his fuit, let himfelf be overcome with his intreaties ; and refufing his 
Prefents, Whofoever you are ( {aid he.) you know me but Little, if you beliew'd your viches 
could do any thing with me, my Trees are dearer to me th:n all treafures, and my Gare 
den furnifoes me with enough to fatisfie my ambition, but if you affure me that ‘you have 
no ill intent as your countenance would eafily perfwade me, I'll grant you your defire though 
at be moff exprefly forbidden ; neither foall I believe I offend the Gods in difobeying thofe to 
Whom they have not made me be born a SubjetE, to oblige a max of fo pel and who 
makes his requeft with [a hand{ome a grace, 

“My Prince protefted Fy him that his intention wasno other, thento fee (ifhe 
‘ sorte poffibly ) one of hf Sifters, who had been taken with the Prince& Statira, to 
“whom fhe had the honor to belong, and thatif he might obrain that conténtment 
“by his favour, he would endeavour to requite itby his fervices, fince he faw his 
“ vertue made him defpife the Gold and Jewels which he prefented to him, The good 
man touched with that winning Carriage which gain’d the heart of all the world, and ° 
approving fo commendable a defign,, didnot only grant what-he demanded, but alfo 
offered him his houfe, the retreat whereof might be commodious for him during the 
flay Alexander fhould make in Sidon , and having forced him to accept that courte- 
fie, he broughtus himéelf into the Garden > Where he left us, after having fhowed us 
private Walks, Grots, and fecret Arbors where we might hide our felvesin time of 
need, 

It is not neceffary for me to defcribe the beauty of a place which you have often 
feen, for my part, I was of opinion that the Gardens of Echatana, though they were 
molt coftly , and artificially adorn’d, were but litcle more delightful , yet my Mafter 
not fo much as regarding the pleafantnefs ofic, waited there for the arrival of the 
Ladies, with’ an unfpeakable impatierice, and pafs'd part of the day in unquietnefs 
thatcarinotbeimagined. In the end'we were not deceived of onr expeation; and 
when he began almoft to defpair of it, we faw the fo much fong’d for perfons appear. 
Alexander had always that refpe& for them , that he faffer’d not any body to come 
into their Chambers, nor into their converfations, without being introduced by their 
own pleafare, Jeavingthem thofe marks of Royalty, even in their fervitude, This pri. 
viledge was very convenient for us, foraffoon asthey were come in with the Ladies 
oftheir train. and fome eunuchsof their hanfe thedaarwaciherecen che f...4. 
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ahag day. It is very’ diffiedle for” itieto expref unto you the inward motionsofo- 


-vtondates at the fight of his Princefs, he trembled with love and joy, and wes upon the 


point to have gone and caft himfelf inftantly at her feet, and have difcovered himfeif 


"to all the Ladyés, but upon better confideration, he defired to doit with tefs fur- 


prife , and watclrd for fome occafion to thew himfelfto Statira alone, rather then to 
them altogether , which prefented it felfwichina little while , and aslucky a one as he 
could have wifhd, We wereina very clofe Arbos, yet from it we might lee the gate 
of the Garden, and knowall that was done init, withdut being perceiv'd. We faw 
the Ladyes part feveral ways, according co their different inclinations: The Queens be- 
gan to walk in the broad Alley , which went along the fide of a little ftream. ¢ The 
Princefs Parifatis, with’ Apamia and Arfinoe, Artabafus bis daughters, and {iters to 
Bar(ina , withdrew into an Arbour, and thePrincefs §satira making'a great tufhion 
to be carried by Cleone , the dearelt of her Maids of Honour, walked toward a Gror, 
where there wasa pleafing Fountain, My Prince having feen her pafsby, gave her the 
Jeafure to retire as fhe intended,and a while after fliprchrough a covered Alley, which 
ted unfeen unto that Grot : He gave me leave to follow him, and going foftly, and 
without noife, we came unto the entry of it; my Mafter trembling with love and re. 
Spec, was even like a loft man; but he was much more fo when drawing near his Prin- 
cel, he faw her laid along by the edge of the Fountain, and already faln afleep upon 
the cufhion which Cleone had brovghther. C/eone co let her take her reft, wes gone 
out of the Gror, and walk'd gathering flowers in places from whence fhe could not 
-difcover.us, Oraondates drew near Statira fo tranfported, that he hardly knew where 
he was; and {eeing her f:ft afleep, he kneeled on the ground, and began to look upoa 
her in fuch an extafie as cannot be exprefs’d to you, but by him thar felt ic, Thén it was 
that numberlefs differenc thoughts affaulted him, and chat he was feis’d with a greater 
apprehenfion then ever he had had in any battel:he feared that his Miftrefs by fo long 
an abfence, might have blotted him out ofherremembrance , that her mind might 
have receiv’d fome impreffion difadvantageous to him, and favourable to fome other, 
that having only lov'd him to obey het brother, fhe might believe her felf difengaged 
by his death , from continuing thofe proofs of her obedience, or thatafter the mif. 
fortune af fo greata lofs, itmighc be thought acrime in him, to appear alive before 
her, whofe {aft parting words had impofed fo ftrid a corgmand upon him ,to be care- 
fal of chat charge : Thefé apprehenfions tormented him in fach a manner, that they 
were eafily to be read in his eysand countenance, and made him fear to waken her, 
left perchance her mouth fhould give him proofs ofa misfortune, which he was come 
to feek fo far, and with fo much pins and hazard. His Princefs was laid upon her fide, 
Jeaning her head ‘upon one of her armes, and the other negligently ftretch’d out upon 
her thigh, Her beauty, though grief had abated fomething of her flefh,and of the viva- 
city of her colour, was already come to perfection , her neck was halfuncovered, 
and her fleeve being a litcle turn’d up,fhewed part of an arm,to whofe whitenefs fnow 
was but amean comp:tifon, the blacknefs of her habit did feric off with the greater 
luftre, and h@r hair which was of the famecolour, playing by the help ofa gentle 
wind upon fo much of her cheeks as appeared unto our fight, difcovered the delicate- 
nefS of her complexion fo well by that oppofition , that Ivory and Ebony were never 
better match’d together. Her eyes, though clofed, had left free p>flige to fome tears, 
which ftealing along her cheek, ran down to her mouth, where they ended thetr 
‘courfe , asthe only place that was able to equal the beauty of the fources from whence 

they flowed. : 
T-could not forbear making this litele de{criptionto you, ( though unfeafonable, 
and no way proper to our affliction) when Iremembred the time my Mafter fpent in 
confidering her , which was indeed folong, that} feared, he by his own faule would 
lofe the fair opportunity the Gods had fent him. He took notice of it himfelf at 
laft, and recovering a little courage, after two or three deep fighs, which he could not 
poffibly retain, he bowed his head gentlydownto fteala kifs of thofe tempring ru- 
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was all ac his month, and had tike to-have ftoln from him in that extGof love and 
contentment. The Princefs waken'd by f cofe and paifionate a touch, and feein 
her felfin a man’s arms, fhe, who thougha Captive, hill never feen any ee 
her, but with fuch refpets as are paid unto Divinities, was Teifedgn fich a manner, that 
the could not exprefs how much fhe was furpris’d and frighted , any other way the» 
bya loud crying ont; but when the ftarted up to defend her felf againft she violence 
of that enemy, and that fhe had fix'd her eyes upon Oroondates his face, whofe memo- 
ry was always prefent with her, and to whofe fuppofed death fhe gave thafe tears, 
wherewith her cheeks were then bedewed, her aftonifhment turn’d into acold thi- 
vering, which deprived all her fences of their funtion , and made her after a fecond 
cry, tall ftretch’d out in his arms, without any fign of life. My Mafter quite be- 
fides himfelf, 2nd cranfported with his pafiton, prefs'd her between his arms, bent her 
forward,and wetting her face with his tears,took kiffes which had never beenpermit~ 
ted him with fo much libercy , nor had he ever ventured on them wich'fo much bold- 
nef. In the mean time I ftepping to the Fountain, and feeing how little help the 
received from my Mafter , caft water feveral times upon her face , but fhe was info 
deep afwoun, that fhe came not to her felf, and we were in an affliiog hard to be: 
exprefs'd,. when Cleene , drawn by the Princefles cry, came running frighted to us; 
and atthe fame timethrough another Alley, the Princes Parifatis, Apamia, Arfinoe, 
and many other Ladies. I make you judge, Sir, of their aftonifhment and fear, both 
forthe Princefs whom they faw in afwoun, or dead in the arnits of two'ftrange men, 
and for themfelves, whom the condition of their prefent fortune made apprehenfive: - 
of every thing : they began already to fend forth cryes, which would in the end 
have been over-heard by their Guards,when I rifing up, and leaving my Mafter intent 
about an imployment which their coming made him not forfake, addrefs'd my felf 
unto them, and difcovering my face which was not unknown to them : Ladyes, (faid 1). 
you may deftroy us, but in ruining Orontes, you lofe the man who of all the world, is mofk ~ 
affettionate to your fervice , and Who comes to dye heve , for no other end , but to give yor 
proof of it by the lofs of a life which he layes down for your fakes. 

Thefe Ladyes, though they were more dead than living at this accident, ceafed their 
cryes at thefe words , and remaining immoveable, expe@ed the iffue of fo ftrange an 
adventure. Inthisincerim C/eone kneeling to Statira, unbuckled her robe; and threw 
fo much water in her face , that at laft the open’d her eyes : Affoon as the began to 
come unto her felf, the cryed out, 44! Orontes, and fecing him till prefent, Joe was 
Like to have fainted away a fecond time, My Prince kneeled downbefore her, and while 
Cleone, more courageous thenthereft , held her inherarms, he kifs’d her hands, and 
bathed them in his tears, with fo many fobs , and broken fighs, that the being a 
irtle recovered ,* ventured at laft to look upon him , and the reft becoming confident 
by her example, began to come all round abouthim. When fhe faw her felf fortified 
by the prefence of fomany, her fear began to pafs away, and fixing her eyes upon 
my Prince’s , after having looked a while without fpeaking , Are you alive ( faid the ) 
Orontes , or do you come after your death , to vifit Prifoners to whom jou were fo dear du- 
ving your life? My Prince re-affured by thofe words, and embracing her knees with 
faddenraptures of affection , which cannot be related, made anfwer, ‘ Yes, Madam, 
“1am alive, and being only born to liveand to dye for you, I come to liveand 
‘dye here at your feet , and render to you and yours, the fervice I owe to both, tll 
* the laft moment of my life. : 

After thefe words, the Princefs Parifatis, and the-Ladyes being a little fettled 
came nearer to him, and my Prince kgeeling before Pari/atis , and falating allthé 
other Ladyes with infinite civilicy , drew them by degrees out of the fright they had 
binin, and fiil’d them alf with as much joy asthey could receive in their captivity.Sta- 

tira was forry my Prince had given fo many proofs of his paffion before thofe Ladyes, 
but he whe knew Darins his pleafure, and who was upon the point of making a more 
ample Declaration to them, wasnot troubled atit. In the meantime Arfince went 
to find ourthe Queens , to prepare them for this news, and free them from being as 
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Prineeffes was not to be equalled, and.not being ableto credit what Avfioe faid, nor 
to flay for my Mafters corains tothem , théy,were going to the Grot: bur as they 
went they met him, who with the whole @ompany was comming toward them, affoon 
as he was near them he fell upon his knee , and thofe good Queens having lifted him 
up, embraced hima Moufand times, with tears of joy and affection, and expreffed all 
the kindnefs to him which they conid have fhewed to Prince Artaxerxes, it cheGods 
had rais'd him from the dead again. Are you alive then, Orontes? (faid Queen Sifi- 
gambis to him) aud have the Gods preferved you to be a witne/s.of our misfortunes, and 
of the rssine of poor Darius. “Tis now indeed, you fee us truly Prifoners, and Prifoners 
of a Conqueror le{s generous then you were , who from the firft minute of our being taken, 
offereduns that liberty of your own accord , which Atexander ih both tothe prayers and 
prefents of Darius. “* Madam, (replied my Prince ) the Gods have faved my life, after 
“a Jof$ that mademe hate ic , becaufe they had refoly’d that I fhould neither Keep it 
“por lofe it, buf"your family I willingly obey chem, and che powerful inclination 
that has forced me from Darivs , to come and dye in your prefence, or to employ my 
felfin your fervice , to the laft drop of blood thar Ihave left. f 

Darius his Queen learning by my Mafters words , that we had feen the King her 
Husband , after having expreffed new favourstohim, began to enquire after that 
good Prince , and Orvondates drawing the Letter he had fent him, our of his Pocket, 
prefented it to them, meaning by the reading chereof to prepare them for the dif- 
courfe he had tomake. Sy/igambis tookit, and after fhe had looked upon the Seal, 
which fhe Knew to be the King her Sons , fhe broke it open, and read thefe words, as 
near asI can remember.

T VE that comes from faving my life, goes to ferve the reft of my Family; 
Heme sat the Gods have raifed again for my liye js to rhe 
for yours , and to imply himfelf for your liberties , with that marvellous af- 
fection which makes him to forget his own Interefts to think of onrs, But 
receive him no more as Orontes, and repair by your fubmifsions the faults 
you have commited, Honour in the perfon of a Prince , that has fo perfectly 
obliged you , that of Ovoondates Prince of. Scythia, who has drowned the ha- 
tred of his Houfe , in afriendfbip which w fo advantageous t: you, and which 
amidft all our loffes , ought to ferve for our confolation, Our Daughter Stati- 
ta, whom the Gods have given us for our happine{s, is his, both by the merit 
of his fervices, and by the word of bly Father, and of her King, Ufe 
hin therefore as our Saviour , and as our Son; fince that after fo many 
loffes his generofity is fo great, as ftill to defire our allyance, endeavour to 
make it clear to him , both by your acknowledgement, and by the teftimonies of 
your affection,

The 
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The Queens finifhed the reading of this Letter with an incredible aftonifhment, in 
_ which the Princeffes kept them company, and particularly Sratita, whofe diferetion 
was to be admired, ‘in diffembling her joy in fo fudden‘and happy an encounter ; their 
knowing of the Sealand of Darins bisown hand, hinéred themfrom doubungin 
the leaf manner of the truth of the Letter, but theirexperience of my Princes nature, 
gave them yet a {tronger belief, They began to ufe him with more refpeét then or- 
dinary, and mzking appear that they expected a greater light into his affairs, by his 
own difcourfe, they went together into a clofe Arbor, and being fet down uponfeats 
of green Turt, they defired him to declare the truth of his life unto them; he yielded 
obedience to their commands, and in a few words made them an abridgment of what 
I bave told you, excepting onely the love of Roxana, and the proofs of affection he 
had received from Statira. ‘That Princefs was extreamly fatistied with his difcretion, 
and all chereit amazed at the la{t adventures you heard, as wellin the battel of Zffis, 
and the refeue of Darius, asthe generous paflages with e4rtaban, Parmenio, and A- 
lexander, When he had ended hisftory to the perfect contentment of the Queens, 
andtotheir great admiration of his vertue, they rendred him fuch honors.and ¢ivi- . 
lities as almolt confounded him, and expreffed their joy, both for the knowledge of 
him, and of his defign, by {achadvantageous proofs, that he thought himfelf glori- 
oufly tecompenced, both for all the pains he hath undergone, and tor thofe which 
in appearance the Gods had ftill referved for him to fuffer. ; 

After many difcourfes, Queen Statira turning coward the Princefs her daughter : 
Danghter (faid fhe ) though you were not moved tothe acknowledgement of what you ow 
Prince Qroondates, by the remembrance of our obligations to him, and by an inclination 
from which J believe you not exempt, and for whichno body can lawfully blame yon, the 
commapd of the King your Father is fo exprefs, and that of the Quece my Mother, and 
mine own likewife fojuft, that it is impoffiblefor you to difcbey them, without drawing the 
continuance of thefe misfortunes that perfecute us moft defervedly upon your head. Difpofe 
jour felf therefoxe, to execute ( as foon as it foall pleafe the Gods to make an alteration in 
our Fortune) your Fathers will and ours, fince with the permiffion of the Queen my Mo 
ther, I declare that it is conformable to his: 

My Prince at fo obliging wordg caft himfelfat the Queens feet, and Princefs S12~ 
tiva making a low obeifance, receivedthe command, without anfwering otherwife 
then by afnodeft bluth, wherewith her cheeks were overfpread, They then began 
to think ofthe meansof meetitfs again, and of deceiving the vigilancy of fo many 
guards, whereupon Orvondates told the Queers the difcourfe he had had. with .4é- 
dolominns,and the offers that good man had oft made him of his houfe, which was with- 
in the inclofure of the Garden, it was refolved he fhould ftill make ufe of that re- 
treat, and ch:t he might doit with the lefsadanger, he fhould quit his prefent habit, 
to takeone more rultick; and lefs fufpiciows, wherein we might pafs for workmen 
imploy’d to drefs the Garden, and they on the other fide promifed him, that during 
their abode at Sidon, they would not let pafs one day, without taking their walk there, 
fince thatliberty was permitted them. - 

. After having taken his refolution, feeing it began to grow late, and fearing fome 
body might come in and furprife them together, the good Princeffes bad him fare- 
well, and getting up into their Chariots, were carried back into their lodgings. We - 
returned into Abdolominus his houfe, and my Matter yi ap him a thoufand 
times, conjured him more ardently then before, to affift him, and excufe him if be 
trefpaffed fo far upon his goodnefs, as to accept the offers he had made him ; and fee- 
ing the good man difpofed.to help him in his defires, he difcovered to him the de- 
fign he had to difguile his condition under the habit of a Gardener, and begg’d fo 
earneftly of him for that employment, that he confented to his requeft, and furniflrd 
us with fuch clothes as we demanded, laying oursupfor us, and allowing us to con- 
tinue in his houfe while Alexgnder or the Princeffes fhould ftay at Sides, Toxaris,# 
and Loncates, our two Scyrhian fervants kept our armsand horfes at the Town, and 
took care to bring us meat; though Abdolominns would not have fafferedit 5 but my 
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and did all he could to perfwade him to take his prefents which he ftill refiufed wich {0 
muich-generofity and greatnefs of courage, that we often judged him worthy of the 
fortune which befell him within little after. 

The next day Orcondatgs expected the Ladies arrival in the Garden, with animpati- 
ence equal to that of the day before; true itis that hisminde was much mote quier, 
and that having nothing more to overcome but Alexanders fortune, he thought him- 
felf in a high degree of felicity, they came at the accuftomed hour, and found hin 

; apparelied in a plain gray fuit, yet nor unhandfom, and fuch as did not much dimi. 
nifh the graceful fafhion he had in his ordinary habit. Their fitit difcourle was of 
their affairs, and of the means that might be found for their deliverance ; bbe after 
they had ftudied for that in vain, and confidered the impo fiibilities chat thwarted it at 
that prefent, they refolved,to wait ftill for the occafions thar heaven might offer them 
and not to ufean unfeafonable hatte that would but ruine their defigns,and take away 
all the felicity that might be found for the future : their converfation was long upon 

. thac point; but the Queens judging of my Maliers impatience by their knowledge of 
hislove ; and not doubting but after fo long an abfence, he defired ardently to 
entertain his Prineefs, were willing to leave him alone with her , and taking their 
walkin thefe pleafant Alleys, they obliged Parifatis andthe other Ladies to do the 
like, only Cleone remained with Statira, but Ltaking her by the hand, wulked at a 
Sittle diftance with her, who not oppofing my Princes happinefs, was content to af. 
ford him an entire liberty. 

‘Then it was that this paffionate Prince threw himfelf before his Princefles feet, 
and that cementing his lips to her fair hands, he entertained her with the violence o: 
his affection, in tearms which ic would be hard for me to repear,though I have learn’d 
part of them from hisown mouth. There by a deluge‘of tears they folemnized the 
death of Artwerves,and endeavoured to comfort one another, for a lof which was 
equally fenfible to them. After they had given fome time to that remembrance,070- 
ondates Wiping his eyes, AZadam (frid he ) I faonld certainly have died,gto Reep company 
with apérfin whom [loved better then my felf, if my faithful Araxes, being loft poffe/~ 
fed with grief, had not put me im mind of what I owed to you. I cunfe(s, Madam,I yielded 
to that confideration , and my fricndibip to Artaxegkes, not being tobe overcome but 
by my love to you, my love got the vitlory of my friendfhip, and mace me preferve that for 
you, which I had refole'd to lofe withhim, and which Iought to have bff for bimin'ac. 
quiting my Jelf better then { did of the charge you gave se. 

The Princefs, who had a mind to divert him from fo {orrowful a remembrance , 
* You have put that life ( faid fe ) butin two much hazard, which I fo dearly recom- 
“mended to you; yet fince you difobeyed me fo foon, 1 befeech youdo fo no more 3 
“ift have the power of it, [command itwam and fince itis impoflible for us to fetcls 
“ back my poor brother to life again, let wweake care that he never die in our remem- 
“brance, where we wili raife him an everlifting monument: And inthe mean time 
“revive your fpirits as much as you can, and as our prefent condition will give you 
‘leave, and knowing that all your griets are as fenfible to me as to yout felf, reco- 
“ver your former looks, if you will have me finde thofe features in your face, that 
© made me love it. ‘, 

She pronounced thefe laft words with fo obliging a tone, and looked upon my 
Prince with fuch a piercing eye, tharhe fell out ofone extream into another , and paf- 
fing from griefto joy in a moment, fuffered himfelf to be fo tranfported with his 
palsion, that it made him lofe part of his refpe@; and drawing neaver his Princefé,he 
furpris'd her lips wich his, and feabd them wich fo much ferventnefs, or rather forgot 
himfelt with fo much fweetnefs,chat ifhe feem’d as ifhe never would have parted from 
them, ifthe Prinvefs had nor gently thruft him back, faying, Zt # enoxgh, Orogndates, 
abufe not the priviledge fofoon, which Darius his confent has given you, and Bir mot up 
whe Gods yet more againft ns, by {eeking pleafures while ong Familyis affliited with'fo ma- 
ay loffes ; you will vat be Lefs fatisfied when you fhall know Tove you; by other Proofs ; nor 

* fall I live ys lefs, though Iurge you ftill to continue that refpett which always ple afed. 
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“f6 proved, anfwered her, ‘ Madam, your goodne& will pardon thefe tranfports, in * 
* confideration of cheir caufe which pleads excufe forthem , andi hope you will noc 
“think it ftrange that I pay my felf inone thoment, for the: pains of a whole year, © 
“nor thar a men growninfolent by che a pprobatior of the King and of the Queens, 

* emboldens himfelt'to a liberty which cheir confent <enis to authorize. Not that f 
* will make ufe ofitifmy Princefs be difpleafed, for] fear much more to offend her, 
“ then that) fhall ftir up the Gods againft us, by the effects of my paffion, and by my 
“ moft innocent intentions, But Madam, ought J to truft my fortune, and may I wick 
* fome appearance of reafon believe that your favour to me will continue ever firm 2 
‘ ought] not to tremble at the remembrance of Alexander and fear that thar Comaue- 
* ror-of men may prevail alfo with the other fex, end overcome yourmind, eitherby ” 
“his fortune, by his merit, orby the power he now hath over you ? That queftion 
difetliges me (replied the Princets ) and sf you think me fickle cnongh to yeild to any of 
thofe confiderations, you cftcem me but little, and by confequence cannot love me much, 
af it be true that perfect love is grounded upon the com of the perfon beloved; I ldbe jose 
Oroondates, both becanfe you defer it very well, and becanfe I believe you love mer and 
my afteition cannot ceafe, folong as thofe two caufes continue; ahd though they foould beth 
fail, IRnow not whether I foould have reafon cnough left to wean my felf from it + Fear 
mt Alexander thercfcve any longer,fince neither that fortune, xr that merit which 0% al 
ledg, no nor the power he hath over me, will ever be able to foake the refolurion I have taken, 
and the promife Imake to be nvr but Jours, unlefs you change your humour Sirf, and 
ualefs you repent your having lov'd a Captive; the Daughter of a Prince aifpoffeffed of 
his Eftates, and one who hath nothing of her former quality left, except her comrage, 
My Prince ravith’d with the beginning, and deeply touch’d with the end of her dif. 
courfe + “Ah | Madam (/aid be ) donotaccufe me ofa bafenefs which} never can be 
* guilty of, he that feared noc the difficulties that oppofed his firft defign of fer'ving 
“you, will never confider the changes of fortune, and if for mine own Intereft [ 
“might have been permitced to make prayers that were prejudicial to you, I fhould 
“alwaies have wifh’d that theGods had made you be born without thar reatnefs, 
‘which I would have rais’'d you to, that Imight not have obhged you to able your 
‘felfto me, nor to believe thatthe hight of your quality gave the leaft increafe to 2 
‘ Padtion, which 1 concéiv'd for your perfon alone, but fince chat notwithftanding 
“youare all divine, you yet vouchfuteto ftoop fo low as to me, and thatthis great 
“ difproportion hinders you nor trom giving me-fuch Softy hopes, the Gods are ™m 
* witnefles thet I envy nor their condition, and that I would not change my fortune 
“with Alexander, no nor with the Gods t emfelves, : 
Befides thefe difcourfes they had many others, whofe length keeps me from repea- 
ting them, and when they were fully fatisfied by the mutual affurances they gave ofan 
eternal affection, they thought it time to return unto the Queens : So they went out 
of the Arbour where they were,and having call’d us, joyn’d company with them again 
in one of the Alleys and continued with chem tillthey departed. After thar day they 
~ pats‘d many others in che fame tranquility, and my Mafter for thar time was fo fait 
-fied with the condition of his love, that it almoft made him forget ‘tha of Darius his. 
affairs; and of his Princeffes Captivicy : but within a very little after, that calm of 
Fortune was fomething troubled, and ic was by thearrival of the Ladies that had 
been taken at Damafcus, who being brought to Sidon wete put among the reft. My 
Prince was glad indeed at the coming of Barfiea, and in fhew for that of Roxana, and 
that Princefsto.whom chen both the true affection, and true quality of Oreondates were 
20 longer unknown, for fome daies forbore her importunities, but fhe fell into them a- 
gain a while after in fuch a manner, that fhe made him lofe much of the good wil! 
and efteein he had for her , yet did he conceal her love with fo much care, aswell to 
follow the incitements of his own vertue, which obliged him to hide the faults of a 
perfon who committed them only for his fake, as becaufe he knew her wit was ableto 
erofs him in his affection, and perchance utterly co ruinit, if he fhould abfolutely have 
offended her. } 
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paffion made him feethe Ladies often, whom before Re vifived not at.all, through an ~ 
affe@ed continence, which many times hadamade him fay, that the Perfiai Ladies 
troubled the eye-fight. -One day whemthey wete in our Garden, and my Prince with 
them inhis ordinary entertaymenty the defire of feeing Barfina brought him thither s 
yout felf was with him, ant spheftion, Perdiceas; Leonatus, anddiversothers. Af; 
foon as ever my Prince faw him comein, hedlunk away from the Ladies; and retired 
‘nto a Corner of the Garden, where he fain’d to bufie himfelf ina Trade wherein 
-he was not very skilful, not giving over that imployment, of all the time the King. 

- contintied inthe Garden, and every time he took the like walks, he hid bimfelf fo 
- arefully that he fufpected not any body could obferve him. Inall other occafions we 

tour felves exactly upon our guards, but withina few dates after we had aterrible, 
fright, whereof you know the caufe well enough, theugh I believe not the effed it 
“wroughtinus, ... A Ee fe we gor lee Beceet alte, WR 
“we were with Abdelominus in his houfe two of three daiesafter the King had been! 
there, when we faw a great number ofhis Guards come in,. anda manat the head of 


them who feem’d their Captain, 1 began prefently to tremble, buc my fear was infi- 
pitely increafed when rf bdrlominus advancing toward themi,and asking chem the caufe 
thac brought chem thither ; he that was the chief of themt made anfwer, wecometa 
‘feek for a Prince that lies hid here, difguifed in a habit nothing fuitable to his quality, 
be maft come before Alexander to ‘whom he isnot unknown, and receive from fo jult 
aKing, the recompence thacisdue to him. Judge Sic, of my Mafters aftonifhment; 
Shen it was that he thought himfelf abfolurely loft, and no longer doubting but that 
fomerof Alexanders acendants had difcovered him in the Garden, his mind was pefte- 
ted with feveral thoughts, faitable to the condition in which he was , but he was’ 
guickly eafed of his eee by the fame man who had already fpoken, and 
“Who addreffing himlelf ttill to Abdolominus y Prince Abdolominus (faidhe ) be sor 
. Pruck with wonder, but some and receive from Alexander the Crown of your Goumtrey, 
ie Yertue cannot continue longer hid, and great Hepheftion to whom the King has 
Jefe the difpofing of it, chufes you among all the Sydonians, to command.a people that gives 
san univer[al teftimony of yore wifdom and integrity , Leave off therefore thefe clothes ume 
worthy of your prefent condition, dad putting on thofe that are appointed for you, come 
jund give thanks to Alexandet and¥epheftion, “for the prefent which they make you aed 
forth efteem they have af your merit.» o- : pay awa 
** “Our altionifhment was diffipated by thefe words, but that of “Abdolominus was fachy 
as you may imagia he could not believe ofa long time but that they mocked him, and 
‘when he faw them perfevere, he received that change of his cordition as a misfortune 
fent him from heaven, and behaved himfelf before them,. and before Alexander as 
‘you vig and as all fa ( to whom this Story is-fo well known, ) ha’s highly 
ublithed. oy) egy os tee . Vee gy 
e& Lyfimachus interrupting Aranes atthefe words, Iwas with A/exandem (faid he) 
‘when he was brought before him,and theKing after having confidéred him a while fer 
‘uihear ( {aid he) fince we deffine thee a Crown, in what manner thou haft {upported thy 
poverty. “1 befeech the Gods ( reply'd Abdolominus withont being moved ) that |may 
* fupport the Crown with the very fame mind, Thisanfwer pleafed the King fo much, 
that he found it fo conformable to the relation he had heard of him, that he confirmed, 
* Hepheftions choice, and added to the Territories which Stato waswont to poflef, 
“fome other neighboring Provinces, of which that good maa remained peaceable King 
with a general approbation, My Prince (reply'd Araxes) was extteam glad of his 
good fortune, and prais’d the Gods for a faccefs fo marvellous, and fo full of Juitica, 
"This new King expreffed great kindnefs to us,! and made us many advantageous offers, 
favouring us in our defign, as much as he could poflibly, butwithina few daies af- 
ter’ Aleeander refolv’d to remove from Sydon, to go unto the fiege of Tyre. My 
. Prince was much troubled at that refolution which put him befides all his conveniep- 
| Ges, and reduced him to aneceffity of feeking new inventions to fee his Princefs. The 
"Ln. 1. fare chev were to 90 away, heconfulted along time with the Queens,and their 
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over Alexander to obtain fromhim,that during the fiege of Tyre,he would leave theta 
in thac Town,’ which was but a {mail dayes Journey trom thence. Barfina was.glad 
of that occafion to ferve them , and to free her felf from the difcommodities of the 
Army, and that very Eventing being vifite@by the Kin+, -the fo well reprefented to 
him , how the tendernefs of the Queens and Prince Tes. and her own likewifé wag 
fuch , that they were not able to endure thg war<or accommodation which they 
mult fuffer neceffarily in that Siege; befides how the unwholefomenefs ofthe aire 
(it being a Sea-Town) might prejudice their heaichs, efpecially that of Darins hig 
Queen, who was not very well already , and of Syfgambis, whofe conftitution was 
weakned with years, thatthe King who traly loved her, and who likewife confide- 
red, how their being there would iticontmode his Army > Branted all the defired and 
gave themall permiflion to remain at Sidon, during the Siege | leaving a ftrong party 
there to guardthem. The joy ofthe Princeffes was incredible at this news, butmy 
Maiters was far greater, {ecing his happinefs continue , when he expected nothing 
but the end pf ic. . : . 
Alexander departed on thismanner , and Orcondares remain’d in his former fatisfae 

tion, and to compleat his good fortune, the Ladies having defired to lodge at Abdo 
dominas his houfe, that they might with more liberty make ufe of the Garden, ir 
was willingly granted them.by Wicanor and Selexcus, in whofe cuftody they were 
left : Thus my Mafter who under the habit that difguifed him, had free entrance 
thither , was for the moft part with chem , and then he was inan high degree of con- 
tentment, the proofs he daily received of Statira’s affection, having rais’d himto 
uch a point of felicity, that except the liberty of his Princefs , andthe fatisfadion 
of Darixs, he had nothing more to wifhfor , true it is, that he often bluthe for 
fhame , to fee himfelfidle, and obfcuredin a habit fo unworthy of his birth, whileall 
Afia wasinarms , and confidering himfelf in that eftate, Araxes ( faid he often to 
me.) art thow not forry for my miferable condition, and for thar hard neteffity which for- 
ces me to alt a part fo contrary to my courage, and tothe beginnings of my life? muft 
I remain with my arms acrofs , and languifo under this mean apparel > Hing nothing but 
@ pruning hook , while Alexander fiveats under his Curaffe, and wins Empires wit the 
edge of his Sword? OGods , what afhame, or rather what an unjuft pit St is this ! 
and yet Araxes( purfued he ) it is impoffible for me to conquer it, and the/e confideratichs  . 
of mine honour , cannot draw me from a place , where thofe of mine affection have tyed re . 
‘aft. i 
a often made thefe refleftions , and was moft fenfibly afliGed with them, all his 
defigns were forthe libertie of the Ladies, butthough he attempted many , notany- 
of them could be effected ; and they were fo carefully guarded, that he loftall hope 
of delivering them any other way, then by Darixs his getting fome Victory, or by the 
generofity of Alexander. 

In that time he was exceedingly perfecuted by Rexava; and that Princefg not be= 
ing taken off by the little fuccefs fhe faw in hier love, preffed him with fo much obiti- 
nacy , thatin the end fhe forced himto an averfion' : true itis, that the brought him 
to it by a thoufand malicious tricks ; and by as many little inventions fhe ftrove to 
make fome breach between him and his Princefs; and yet hough he thereby felt moft 
Killing difcontents , his difcretion wasalwayes fuch, that he would never difcover the 
canfe ofthem, and that atthe price ofhis own repofe, he preferved a confideration 
of her, which afterward proved very hurtful to him. He often faw the fair Barfina, 
and liv'd with her in}a modeftliberty , having found fo much vertue in that Lady, 
and fo much freedome tochim, that he thought himfelf obliged to honour the one, 
and to acknowledge the other by all manner of proofs of his good will : Te wasupon 
thefe foundations, that Roxana built het treachery: fhe firft (cunningly, and withy 
out feeming to ‘have any defign) made the Princefs take notice of their familiarity ; 
fhe sade her obferve the care he took ro entertain her particularly , their kind look- 
ing at ore another, and that confidence which they had not in others,and bethought 
her felf of fo many little {ubtilties, all grounded upon fome probability, that in the 
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fae-who at fir fight had captivated the heart of Alexander thetGreat, might by a 
long frequentation have gain'd fomething upon that of Oroondates, To thefe thoughts 
fhe added the remembrance ofthe Journey he had made to Darsafcus, whither he 
had been carefull co retire , to no other purpofe but to fee Barjina, and from whence 
he would not, have tired, iin e had not been forced ; having been carried te Alex- 
guder's Camp with her, and. _..1g ftgid there only for her contideration. =. 
Allthefe things which malicious Roxana blew into Starira’s ears , whenfoever fhe 
found opportunities, beganto move her; and touched her in the end fo fenfibly, thar 
the. grief of her foul appeared quickly in her face ; the receiv'd my Prince more 
coldly theh the was wont, and by little and little , grew ro live with him in fuch a 
way , that not knowing what to impute that change unto, he was even ready to, 
dye with excels of forrow, and defiring to find whatit was, affoonas might be, 
che laid hold of the firft occafion tharoffered it felf ; aor was it hard for him to find 
ne, for the liberty he had to entertain his Princefs every day, did facilitate the means 
unto’ him. To that purpofe , having met her one dayin the fame Gror, where 
he had found her afleep, there being no body with her but Cleone, to whom their 
love was not unknown, he kneeled down beforeder , and feeing chat fhe kept her 
eyes fizt upon the ground without regarding him, he faid to her with ftrange inward 
motions accompanied by adeepfigh , It is exceeding hard for me, Madam, to imagine 
the canfe of your coldne{s toward me , but itis much harder for me to bear it without dy- 
ings pardon me, Lhefeech you , sf [take the liberty to tell you , that I think this altera- 
tion very firange » aad that the manner of your carriage to me for fome few dayes of late, 
bas put me into torments which I cannot poffibly expre{s, if Ihave tran{greffed, fentence me 
to death fince wie leaft faulss I can commit againft you,deferve npt any lighter punifoment if 
you have foundin this miferable man, any new defetts that were unknown to yon, difcover 
thems to me for Charities fake , tothe end I may either corrett them, or for ever banifh from 
your fight, a ponfon too defettive to be loved by you : but if Ibe neither more guilty, mor, 
more defective, then I was before this fatal change , make me not dye with fo mnch injn- 
fice, and fo little aucea of my crime. : 

He fpoke thefe wor with muck action and vehemence, and the Princefs anfwee 
ring only by fome tears, which it was not poffible for her co withhold, after having 
in vain expected herreply; What, Madam , (coritinued he ) are thefe then the tears 
jou give unto my death , after having refolyd upon it? Have yor charity enough to be- 
wail my lofs, and yet not goodne{s enongh to let me kaow the caufe? 

The PrincefS at latt lifting up her head, and looking upon him with an eye , which 
though full of tears, enflamed him more than ever , made spfwerwithout being mo- 
ved, * Orontes, Orontes, neitheram I capable of change, nor you of tranfgreffing, your 
« inconftancy is not to be blamed, finceit makes you forfake a Captive,for the Miftrefs 
“of her Conqueror, and of her Mafter. My Prince underftood not the meaning of 
thefe words , and replyed in great diftraction : 7befeech you , Madam , explain your 
felf better, and draw aman that is already befides himfelf, out of the confufion into which 
you have put hia , whatfoever Jou intendto accufe me of , the Gods know that Lam moft 
innocent , and I expofe my head to their loudeft thunder , if I be auilty to you in the leafe 
thought. . To love Barfina ( anfwered fhe ) isnotto be guilty, fhe is truly fair and 
“lovely , yettall her good qualities cannot give you a difpenfation for your Oathes to 

_ ©me, nor abfolve you from the infidelity you commit againftthe daughter of Darins, 
“andthe filter of Artaxerxes , for one oftheir fubje@s, Do not change your coun- 
«tenance , Orontes ( continued fhe, turning toward my Mafter, who was quite furpri- 
“fed, and counfounded at fo unexpected a Difcourfe ) the truth is difedvered atlaft, 
© the caufe of your Journey to Damafcxs, and of your ftay amonglt us is no longer hid, 
‘and [have found atlatt, againft my will, that I ferved for nothing but a pretence and 
«oak of your new affeétion : but well ( purfued fhe with tears in her eyes ) follow 
this laft inclination, I oppofe not theadvantage you find inthis your change and 
“chough I cannot fee it without griefunto my felf, yet will fee ic without any re- 

hat maybe prejudicialto you. =, ; : 
ee tnd ant henwine sehere to nd words 
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that could juftifie dae conftancy of his affe@ion, was able todo nothing at firkt bur 
embrace her knees, and fhed fo many tears uponthem, that by his fighes; and the 
vehemency of his action, fhe began already to believe him partly innocentyand.to lofe 
fomeching of herformér opinion, But when he lift up hishead, and that fhowing her 
a face all drowned in tears wherein his real paffion u .=too lively painted j he was 
reparing co fay fomerhing in hisown defence, he fav —_,éna alt alone paffing clofe 
by the Grot, and ofa fudden, without confidering that his ation might difpleafe his 
' prince he ran diftraétedly to her, and drawing her by the robe untothe entry of 
the Gror, he fell down upon his knees before her , and taking her hand withan a@i- 
on that marvelloufly furprifed her, Barfina (frid-he) conjure you by the light of the 
Sun, and by the power of Orofmades , andof all heGods that hear, by the head of Da. 
rius, asd by the memary of Memnon , to draw me ont of | the Gulph » ito which 1 yor have 
precipitated me , and to declare oefore the face of Heaven , andof thofe Gods I have invoa 
hed, if ever by any of my Words , or by any of my attions , [have exprefs'd any affection 
to you, and ifever either here, or at Damafens , or at Perfepolis, 7 have liv'd myth yor 
in any other fafbion, then L might have done with mine own fifter, SAY Sy 

Thefe words pronounced with a tone quite extraordinary , did fo furprife Barfina, 
thar ofa longtime fhe could not anfwer, and when fhe hada little recovered that deep 
aftonifhment, ‘Prince Oroondates,( {aid fhe) I know not why you require fich a de- 
*claration from me, but whatfoever you may fuffer for my confideration , Lproteft 
“to you by the fame Gods you mentioned , that lam moft innocent, and declare be- 
“fore the Princes, thar never receiv’d, nor pretended to any ofthofe things from 
“you, which are due to her alone, and which I defire to yield her while I live. 

Although Statira by her countenance witneffed the amazement this ation caufed 
in her, yet was the very well fatisfied withit; and notbeing able co arcribute that ig 
difcretion(in a man whom fhe had alwayes knowr mott difcreet) to any thing but the 
violence of his paflion, fhe began to falia little from her jealoufie, and to fuffer O- 
voondates , who was nowa little fetled , to perfecttheundeceiving of her, by the af- 
fiance of Barfina, who reprefenting unto her the little probability there was in her 
fufpitions, and the advantages the had given her, above her, as well in beaury,as 
indefcent , left not any mark at all of the imprefsions fhe had received, and when the 
found fhe wascured ofthem , and that fhe fearn’d from her mouth, how much Rox- 
ana had contributed to them , ‘It mutt neceflarily be ( continued the ) char this ma- 
“icious woman either loves Oroondates , or hates us, but, Madam, \end her your ear 
‘no more , and believe chat ‘tis not without {éme intereft the takes fo great care to 
“make a difference between you. 

My Mafter blufht at thofe words, but he difcovered nothing of Roxana’s affecti- 
on, andimportunities ; and addrefsinghimfelfto Statira , Adadam, (faidhe ) the 
Gods without doubt have rais'd hgr up , tokecp me fromlofing the knowledge of my felf 5 i 
the happinefs to which I am exalted, by the favour you have done me but fince by an~ 
other of the fame nature , you draw meout of the grate, Which foe had prepared for me, 
Tconjure younot to hearken to her any more to my difadvantage , and never to fufpett him 
of infidelity , who can never poffibly be guilty of it. ‘And I ( added Barfina ) for my 
‘parc, if 1 were handfome enough to give you juit caufe of jealoufie, 1 proteft ro 
“you, that affoon as ever I had my liberty , I would retire, and deprive my felf for 
‘ever of Oroondates his fight , though I value both his company aii his perfon yery 
“much. , 

The Princefs afhamed of what had happen’d, asked pardonof themboth, and 
cafting her arm about Barfina’s neck , conjured her earneftly toforgetic.’ In this 
manner they were reconciled, and my Prince thereby grew moré fatisfied then be- 
fore, in-the affurance of being loved by his Princefs. This little accident ferv'd ta 
make him diftraft Roxana, and from thenceforward he avoided her as much 
as pofibly he could, and lived with Statira, in better intelligence theneyer, fhe 
having open’d her eyes, and confidered the little reafon fhe had had in her fufpi- 
tions. : : 


But fome few daies after, Alexander wearied with the length of the Siege of

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Tyre, came to refrefh himfelf a litele at Sidon, it wasbeliev'd t@ibe for Barfina’e fake,

lieving thatthe knowledge thereof would afflict him, and chat Alexander’spaffion 
might vanith as fuddenly as it wascome, without my Mafters hearing any thing of 
what could not, chofe but be moft unpleafing to him, “But Roxana did not the fame: 
and contriving new finds of malice upon this occafion, two daiesafter Alexander was 
gone back , fhe came co my Mafter inan Alley ofthe Garden, and took her time fo 
well, thac notwithftanding all the care heufed to avoid her , yet was it impoffible for 
him to get away. Yox fly from me; Oroondates, (faid fhe, coming nearer to him) and 
“you follow thofe that fly you, or at leaft thofe that deceive you, and'defpife you. See what 
itis, not toknow how to take your aim better : A Lady of meaner quality then the Prins 
cefs of Perlia, ss unworthy of your affettion s but alfo a Prince of leffe power then A- 
lexander is wuworthy of the Princefsof Perlia’s. I alwayes told yor that Statita was not 
for you, but that pride you have ever had, made yon mock.at my prediBions, I am 
now a little fatisfied , fince I au revenged, and if generofity would fuffer me to make 
{pore with anothers anhappinefs, I fhould now have a fair occafion to be even with

acne heard thefe reproaches patiently, and waited the end of them witha 


rvellous coldnefs , though he was already touch’d witha deadly apprehenfion , 
and when fhe had done {peaking , ‘ Well Roxana (faid he.) whither do all thefe re- 
‘proaches tend , and with what new misfortunes, or what new affliGions do you 
*mock me? Ab the infenfible man! (replyed Roxana cunningly ) Ob the Phylofe. 
pher ! how well he knows which way totake arefolution in bis croffes, and to bear the afe 
faults of Fortune with an equal countenance ! do not diffemble Oroondates » %0r do nok 
fain a conftancy , of which [judge you not to be capable , Jou are mortally firucken, and 
af you have -lov'd as truly, as you defired I fhould believe, you will have much ado to 
bear this lofs. 

Though my Prince knew that youths Lady was full offubtilty , yet was he troubled 
at this Difcourfe, and croffing his arms upon his breaft : But, Roxana (faid he to 
‘hex ) will youtell menothingelfe? ivhat, (replyed Roxana) would you have me then 
believe , that you alone are ignorant of what is unknown to no body elfe, and that you only 
have not heard of Starira’s fortune ; you L fay that have mure intereft in it , then all they 
that know it? ‘I have indeed fo much intereftin it , ( anfwered my Prince ) that it 
“fhall ever be the maker of mihe ; butI have heard nothing yet to perfwade me fhe 
‘is changed. How? (faid Roxana ) do you not think her happy then, in having ef- 
felted her defign , as foe has done, to make Alexander in love with her, and in having won 
the heart of that great man fo much , bythe induftry which fhe, and the Queens have 
ufed for that purpofe, that he is difpofed to marry her within afew dayes, and by that 
rae to reflore peace umtoPerlia, and that {plendor unto the family of Darius which it

My Mafter ar firft knew the malice of Rexana,but when he made reflection upon 4- 
dexanders Journey to Sidon, and chat he remembred he had feen him {peak often to 
Statira, which he had never donebefore, be began to fear part of what fhe faid, and 
anfwered her with an un-aflured voyce. ‘ Madam, by your malicious talk, you have 

“already been like to ruine me; I know not what your defign is, and though you 
“fhould fend meto my grave, 1am ignorant what fatisfa@ion you can draw from m 

‘death: this you-fay is not onely unknown to me , but you muft pardon meif I tell 
“you, itis your own invention , and that Stasiva will never ufe any induftry to make 
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« whoran win the heart, not only.of Alesander; but of all men liviag without trou- 
“ble, and without uling any artifice, | Though Roxana felt her felf fang. with chofe 
words, yet did fhe anfwer without being thoved ; “Yon way believe what yon pleale of 
it, bet be it asst will, you foould never have heard this news from. my month, sfabofe 
affairs were in tearms of being concealed , you may learn the truth of the firft yor meet, 
and of Statita ber felf, whowill not be able to diffemble it sev Tonger from you. 

‘At thefe words fhe left him in fuch a confution of thoughts, that he Knew not where 
he was, he fat down upon afeat hard by him, and calling to minde all thofe things 
that could confitm, what Roxarahad faid, hefellintoa mortal agony : true itis, that 
his knowledge of her malice, and the late proots fhe had givenof it ina bufinefs of 
the fame nature, kept him a little from the defpair which threatned him ; he pait the 
reft of that day in {trange difquiets, and the next appear'd fo fad, and look’d fo ill, 
that he was {carcely to be known: he walk’d in the moft retired Alleys, and Statira 
who was troubled to be fo long without feeing him, fought him at laft her felf, being 
attended by none but Cleene, and having gone over almoft all the Garden, fhe found 
him laid along clofe bya ftream that ran thorow it, his belly toward the ground, and. 
his head leaning upon both hishands, down which ran tears that fell into the water. 
The Princefs feeing him in chat condition, hearing him figh two or three times, made 
a {top uncertain what todo, while my Mafter, not thinking bimfelf over-heard by 
any body, and not being ableto retain his thoughts, Jeis too much, great Gods, ( faid 
he ) it iste much , and if my misfortune be true, yew ought not to have prolong’d my

Statira looking upon him with a more chearful countenance, and with an eye able 
to drive away allfear, replied, fever doubted, that that malicious creature would take 
cccafion from what is paft, to trouble our contentment, but dear Ordondates, J wife 
the Gods you invoked the other day for your juftification, would make me perift before your 

_ eyes, if ever you had more caxfe, then at this very time to be fatisfied with my affection. I 
confefs Alexander bas talkd to me of love, whether it were te divert himfelf, or thas 
perhaps’ he be truly in love with me, but if his Courtfoip has wronght any effect upon 
me, and if I veceiv'd it frone him any otnerwife, then as from the deftroyer of onr family , E 
defire to {nffer all the torments which Orolmades infliéts upon the mofft perjur'd fonls , true 
it'is, Iconceal’d it from you alone, asthe perfon whofe quiet was molt confiderable to mee, 
and to whofe quiet I thought it moft prejudicial , but dear Oroondates, do not fear

O Gods! what 4 ftrange condition 
a that of lovers, and how fubjei¥ is it tofudden and-marvellous viciffitudes’ A minute 
before thefe words, my Prirce defired nothing but death, and now he falls out of an 

excels of grief, into an excé :of joy, which isnot imaginable, he inftantly tecovers 
his former livelinefs, anu-detefting the malice of Roxana, imprinted a thoufand 
kiffes upon the fair hands of his admired Princefs, with tranfports and raptures that 
are incredible, 

Thus was his minde quickly cured again, and Roxana deceived inthe Project fhe © 
had to advance her own affairs bythat means From that time forward, they both 
began to hate her, and refolv'd not onely never to give credit to her wor 
but not {6 much asco have: any communication wich her; they did according to this 
determination, and four or five daies after, my Prince having met her, and defiring 
utterly co break with her, Azzdem (faid he ) Jonr plot has not taken effett, and the 
Gods have hitherto preferv’d us from your malice ; but if yon think to win a heart by 
Such extraordinary ways, and fo contrary to thofe that are commonly prattifed to gai 
affettion, I give you notice that Jou are infinitely deceived, andas I. open'd my minde to 
you at Damatcus, with all manner of freedome, I do fo now again, with rhe very fame, 
and tell you plainly, whether Jon will or no, that itis mpoffible for me to love ‘you 5 "tis abe 
without conftraining my humanr very much, that I tell you this truth; and thar T cons 
jure you to let himbe quiet, whom ‘you have been already like to fend unto his grave.

The princefs by the advice of che Queens return’d him this fecond anfwer ;

‘ T TS but to divert your felf from the toils of War, that you fpend time 
* # in entertaining your Captives, I will fill preferve thar title, ac- 
* knowledging my felf unworthy of that which my misfortune forbids me 
‘toaccept; and {hall never defire my liberty, he with the freedome of 
“the Queens, andthe happinefs of Darizs ; the honour you do me fhall 
“not make meforget my miferies, nor take from me the remembrance 
© of what is due to Alewander the Great, from the unfortunate

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iknow not whether Adexanders ambition was at that time ftronger then his loveand 
thathe would not engage himfelf further by Letters to reftore the prifoners to liber- 
ty, and peaceto Daris his Eftates; or whether fome other reafon disfwaded him 5 
but the Princefsreceived no ore of them while we flaid at Sid, and my Mafter 
very wel fatisfied with his “len eand coldnefs, did yet for fome time freely enjoy 
all che contentments whereor nis foul was-capable. — 

Bit fortune grew weary of favouring him fo long, ‘and the taking of Tyre, quick- 
ly rob’d hima of thofe delights, which he tafted uafeafonably, while all Afia wasin 
mourning. That {tately Town was taken, as yor know, after a feaven months fiege, 
and Alexanders Forces which lie teft at Sidon,receiv'd order to come to joyn with the 
reft, andbringup the prifoners, Judge Sir, of my poor Princes trouble, and ima- 
gin that he was infinitely fenfible of ir’, though he had already prepared himfelf for 
thatchange. He bewailed thofe ‘good Princeffes, who were going to fuffer the in- 
commoditiesof an Army; true itis chat they were accuftomed to them with Darius, 
andthat with Alexander they were bur little worfe accommodated, for indeed the 
King had taken care to have them ufed like Queens, continuing their houfhold fer- 
vants about them, and endeavouring to make'them bear the misfortune of their con. 
dition, by the noble ufige they received, they never heard a rude or unbefeémin 
word,nor ever faw any body buc fuch as rendred them all the refpeds they could have 
required from Darivs his own Subjects , but Sir,I forgot to whomI {pike ; you know 
moreof thisthen Ido, and 1am confident were not ignorant of many things } have 
related to you. 

To proceed, Iwill tell you that my Prince wasin a{trange irrefolution, he could 
not refolve to forfake his Princefs, and co leave her a prey to Alexanders paffion, but 
on the other fide he knew no means to fee her as he had done, and though the Gods 
fhould have offered him a fecond opportunity as favourable as the former, his know- 
ledge of Roxana’s malice, would not fuffer him longer to hope for any fafety fo near 
Alexander: and he fear'd with fome appearance of reafon, that her unquiet fpiric, 
infinitely exafperated againft him, would in the end difcover all his pradtifes to the 
King, and flie to all extremities, rather then fuffer any calm in that happi ne&, which 
fhe often had openly difturbed.  Befides (and that reafon was indeed the ftrongeft) 
the noife of armsawaken‘d him, and as eAchilles beheld himfelf with thame among 
the daughters of Lycomedes, while all Greece was tuning co the Siege of Tray, he 
contemned thelife he led, while all the world was fighting, and while Dariszs was al- 

ready inthe Field, torecover what he had{oft, orto decide the Empire of Afa bya 
final bactel.This lait confideration made him refolve upon a cruel parting,and knowing 
that Dariws was near Babylon with the Army he had fet on foot,he purpos’d to go back 
to him again, and co run histortune in what part of the world foever he fhould fight , 
having at laft concluded it, after a very fore confli@ with bimfelf, he communicated 
his intention to the Queens and Princeffes ; they didall they poffibly could to keep 
him longer with them, but having alledged to them the confideraticas that forced him 
to depart, and particularly that of his honour,and of the fervice he owed unto Darius, 
he inthe end madethem confentto it, Itisimpoffible for me to tell you their fid A- 
dieus , imagin to your felf all chat forrow can produce in hearts like theirs, for fo cru- 
el a feparation, and you may conceive a fmall part of what they felt: the Queens. 
embraced him a thoufandtimes, Parifatis and Barfina gave hima thoufand teftimo« 
nies of their trouble, and of their affection: but his Princefs was like to dye indeed 
when he took his faft leave ofher. She held him a great while in her arms, drown- 
ing hitrin tears, which flowed from her eyes astwo ever_ftreaming fources ; fhe 
fpoke the kindelt, tender’? words to him, that Love and Grief could put into ber 
mouth, and brought him‘into fach a condition, that nothing but his tears bore wit- 
nefs that there was ftill fome little life in him. When fhe was upon the point to get 
up into her Chariot, to obey the cruel Ordinance of the Conqueror, embracing him, 
and kiffing bim for the laft time, Farewell Orcendates (faid fhe ) remember alwaies this

They departed in this manner to go to Tyre, and from rhence to Gaxa,which Alex. - 
ander was preparing to befiege , Good King bdol iris Wasvery forty for their, 
going away’, but he would needs detain my Matter twouales longer as well to enjoy 
his company, asto flay for a Pafport from Alexander, without which he would have 
found it very difficult to get to Babylon, Abdolominus procured it as for a friend of his, 
andrtillirceme, expreffed ail the endearments to m Prince, she could any way invent, 
giving him fo many proofof his affection , that being extreamly obliged to his kind 
treedom , and moft affured of his fincgrity , he in part difcovered to him hisqqualiry, 
_and the paffages of hislife: but hegyvas {trangely furpris’d when at che return of him 
that had been fentto Alexander ; he faw with him a Page whom he knew to be Rox- 
ana’s, he was a little troubled at it, but not to appear utterly uncivil, he heard his Mef- 
fige , and receiv'd a Letter which fhe writ co him , having opeu’d it, he found in ita 
bracelet of hair delicately wrought, and folded up, and drawing an evil omen from 
that prefent, he read alfo words to this effet : ;

My Prince wrote this Letter againft his humour , and againft the refpect he had 
ever born to Ladies , but being much difpleafed with Roxana, and judging that fhe 
had written go him in fuch difobliging terms , with fome madicious defign, he meant 
to thwart her intentions by an anfwer,trom which fhe might not be able to draw any 
advantage in cafe fhe would make ufe of it againft him , that was itthat made him 
write on that manner , though hehath fince repented himfelf fafficiently, and havin; 
fealed sai gearioe ee his Letrer,in another paper,he delivered it to the piscanl 
fent him back to his Lady. ‘The next day he took leave of Abdolominus, and that 
good man ct his depirture, made him all the kind proteffions, and all the obliging 
offers he could hope for froma perfe@ friend ;_ my Prince return'd him thanks with 
much civility, and great acknowledgement of hisfavours, and could not part from 
him without fome addition to the forrow , which opprefled him already fox his fep:- 
ration from Statira. : 

Thns ir was that we went from Sidon, and taking our way toward Babylon, we lft. 
ed on with great days Journeys, {laying as litcle any where as we could poffibly. Ouc 
Macedonian habits , and Alexanders Pafports favoured us much in the Territories cf 
his Conqueft, but afboonas we had paffed them, we put oncur Perfan ones again, 

and travelled with the’ more facility in thofe Countreys that were yet under Durrizes 
his obedience. 1 fhould lofe time, if I fhould tell you the particulars of our Voyage, 
in wich we had no memorable encounter, befides, we made fo litle ftay in the plas 
ces where we paffed , that we obferved not the diverfities of them, at lat we arrived 
near to Babyloz, and having pafled the Tygris we found the whole field between that 
Riverand the other of Exphrates covered with fo many thoufand men, that we were 
in a greater admiration then ever of Darins his power , who after fo great loffes was 
able yet to raife fo greag recruits. 

True itis that he wed his urmoft endeavours to make thefe lateft Levies, and that 
befides the Baétrians , the Zogdians, and the Indians, he had likewife drawn into his 
pay fome of the Scythians , that inhabited in 4/2 0n this fide of Mount Imaug, who; ” 
notwicthftanding the enmity of their Kings, Had offered to ferve him againft the Com- 

_mon Enemy of 4fia: My Mafter having pxfs’d through allthefe Forces , came to 
the Gates of Pabylon, and tomake fhort, entred into tht Palace where the King ac 
that time made his abodé: allthofe to whom he made himfelf known as he went by, 
welcomed him with" gladnefs, rendring him fuch honours as they thought due unto

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brought unto Darius, the peed King furprifed with a joy that cannot be imagined 
came out to m@ him with all the Lordsthat were then about him. Hefound him 
onthe top of the Stairs, and my Prince kneeling upon one knee to faluté him, the King 
raifed him up with fo many dear and tender expreffions, that hisaffection to him dif- 
covered it felf moft vifibly by thofe proofs, and by the tears which fell down his 
cheeks for joy. Ay Son (faid he, holding him in his aums-/; may I believe my eyes, Phat 
I fee you again, and can it be that fortune having forfaken me foculd till leave mé the con~ 
folation I-look, for frem you? Great Orofmades ( purfued he, looking upto Heaven ) . 
af the rnine of my bonfe be inevitable , baftenit not fo faft but thar may have leafure to 
fatisfie [ome part of what Iomeshis Prince. . . . 
“sit, (reply'd my Atafter)\ am too glorioufly fatisfied by the honour you do me;and 
“though I fhould dye at your feet, I could never acquit my felf of thofe favours 1 


- * have received of your Majelly” : Tcome hither to feek the occafions of it > and I for. 


“fake the glory to which your goodnefs had rayfed me » for that of runaing the fzme - 
“fortune with you. After fome other paflages of the like nature, the King gave time 
to the Princes and Lords of his attendance , to welcom him in their turns, they did ir 
with excefsof civility , and Prince Oxyartes, Afazens Governot of that Countrey and 
Lieutenant General of the King’s Army , Aricharzanes, Orisbates, and many others 
whofe names and perfons have been knowsito you fince , {trove who fhould honour 
him moft, and ina magner confounded him with their Complements and teftimonies 
of refpect and affedion, ba = 

This firft reception being paft, the King appointed hima lodging in his Paface, and 
from that time forward ufed him 4s his Son,and as the only man upon whom he groun- 
ded the remainder of hishopes. OurE juipage had been there’a longtime before, 
and Darins having by thofethat came with it , and by the Letters thePhed broughe 
him , ‘Jearn’d all that bappen’d to my Mafter before their departure, he Dimfelf told’ 
him wharfoever had befillen him-ince, except thofe things which his diferetion made 
him'to conceal. Dariss who could no longer contemn Alexander, ‘wes troybled at 
the proofs of his vertue, which he received by my Princes relation ; and believ'd it 
would be very difficult for him to conquer fo generous a perfon, and one who by fo 
many vertuous actions drew both the Gods and men unto his party ; but yet healfo 
received fome contentment , in the hope he had.chat the good ufage of the Queens 
and Princefles fhonld ftill continue. My Mafter heard from him that he had made 
a Truce for two years with the Kingof Scythia his Father, whorhad yielded to it, 
by reafon of fome troubles tliat arofe in his Dominions , and of the threats he him. 
felf received from Alexander , again{t whom he made preparations with a couragi~ 
ous refoluzion to dye upon his Frontiers, rathertheh endure the Yoke to which all 


» Afia Submitted, he alfo was very glad to fee the Scythians that were uhder Darins 


his pay, and having made much of their Commanders that came to wait upon him, he 
promifed to fight at the head of them himfelf, and being very well pleafed thathe was 
able now to do Darixs better fervice then formerly hehad done,’ he difpatch’d two 
of the principal Officers with Orders, Money, and Commifsions, to make more Lez- 
vies in their Country. . 

We were four or five months in thefe preparations for the War, and my Mafter I2< 
houring in them with much diligence, and eafing Darius as muchas he could 3 made 
him, Afazens, Artabafns, and all the old Commanders, wonder both at his vivacity in 
all his ations , and at his experience in fo green years , as feem'd almoft incapable of 
it, Darins who admired thofe excellent qualitiesthe heavens had given him, wasex- 
treamly Satisfied with hig daughters happinefs, and feem’d to lament her captivity one- 
ly becaufe it retarded mn means of his gaining fo accomplifh'da SoninLaw. When 
we had ftaid at Babylon aslong as} havetold you, news cameto Darinsthat Alex- 
ander being returned from the Temple of Pupiser Hammon, and having already crof- 
fed through Egypt, was marching diced ly towards us with all his Forces, being refol- 
vedto profecute him, into what part of his Dominions foever he fhould retire. This 


Intelligence niadé him haften his prepzrations the more , and when he faw his Army

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Trell you all thefe things fuccinétly, asnot concerning my Matters Hiftory perticu- 
larly, and to go on with my rectal as brieflyasI can, Iwill @ you that Darins 
made a general review ofhis-Army , where there was fo many differeng forts of Na- 
tions, Armes, Habits, and] anguages , thatitis very difficule to reckon them, neither 
is it neceffary ; and befides; you have heard enough of them fince to eafe me of that 
troable. ,Abouc that time uy Prince’s Levies which he had fent to raife upon the 

"Frontiers of Scythia, came up alfo , they were above thirty choufand men, in fo good 
order, that the King grounded part of his hope upon them, and provided for their 
, pay and quarter more carefuliy, then he did for the natural Perfians, 

With thefe Forces he pafs'd the Tygris, and learningsby Spies he had in your Camp, 
That Alexander wasnotfar off, he fenc forth Stratopaces with athoufand comman- 
ded horfe to difcover, and difpateh’d AZzzexs with fix thoufand more, ro cut off paf- 
fages, and {poyl the Country where your Army was to encamp, believing with reafon* 
that by that means he fhould incommodate your Forces, who received their fubfiftence 
only from the field :_you felt the effects ofit, and Laffure my felf chat within a while 
after you found the Corn deftroyed , andthe Villages burn’d, and yet fmoaking with 
the fire he hid fet themon by the Kings command : the Vi@ual of our Army was 
brought part by land in waggons, and part by help ofthe river : we quartered at_4;- 
bela a Village then of very fall note ,*but fince famous by our defeat ; and having 
‘with a Bridge of Boats pafs'd the River Lycus in five dayes time, we went to encamp 
near the Bemele another River , where th@ fertility of the Countrey , and the valtex. 
tent ofthe Plain, gave the Kingas much conveniency as he could defire , torange the 
great number of his Battalions atfiberty , he likewvife caufed alluneven places to be 
levelled, thg Trees to be fell’d, and all things beaten down that could take away any 
part of his a@bantages ; but while he was carefully bufied in that employment . fe re- 
ceived if news by AZasexs, who return’d into the Camp, being repuls’d by your For- 

. oes, and rot having been able to keep the Pafs ofthe River, where Stratopaces with 
his thoufind horfe had been cutin pieces by Arrifton Commander of the Pacnians + 
Upon this, and the intelligence he gave usthat 4/exander was not aboyea hundred 
and fifty furlongs ftom us, we began-to difpofe our felves in goodearneft tothe * 
battel. é 

For this purpofe the King vilited all his Squadronsin Perfon, caus'd Atms to be de- 
livered to fuch as wanted , and made his Chariots be armed with thirp Sithes, and 
heads of Javelins ; but while he was taken up with thefe bufinefles » and that with a 
marvellous diligence, he gave thofe Orders that were néceffary,a man was bronghe un- 
to him, whom his Sentinels had taken as he was coming overfrom Alexanders Camp 
to ours : His eyes were full of tears, and when he was near enough to be obfery’d, the 
King my Mafter , and many others knew him to be Tyrexs the Eunuch » who having ° 
been taken by the Queens, had continued with them ever from that time: The ighr 
ofhim , and the fadnefs that appeared in his countenance wrought fo uponthe King, 
that fearing fome misfortune, he durft hardly inform himfelf of the oceaGon of ig 
coming , and yet wanted patience to expect what he would fay, forefeeing he had 
brought fome fatal news, In the end, after having looked long ugon the Eunuch 
trembling, Thy face ( faid he } prefages fomething mortal, but I prithee dtfenife not the 
truth from me, and flatter not him whom cuftom has made ready to receive all manner of 
difafters, Doest thon not come , Tyreus, totell mse the difbonour of my houfe, and to afflitt 
4 Husband, or a Father, with the ignominy of his wife, o Daughters? j 

Tyrexs anfwared with much adoe , aud lifting up hiseyes, which till then hid 
been fixed uponthe ground : ‘I weep not, Sir, ( {aid he ) fog the difhonour of your 
“Family, ichath foffered none , but chat of Captivity, and truly hath received fromthe 
‘ Conqueror all thofe refpects, and marks of honour , which it was wontto bave 
“ while with your Majelty, but Sir, Lweep, (continued he redoubling his fichs) lweep for 
‘the death of an Ilfultrious Queen, your dear Confort, and my good Miftrefs, who 
“hath fately breathed out her foul in che arms of your daughters, and of the Queen 
“your mother. — - : ‘ . 

Alrhonsh nosies had taken a Oeanc wcfil 
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will of the Gods, and with a Roya! conrage to bear all. the miferiesthey fenthim, 
yet could he not arthis fo new,and fo fenfible aMidion,remember that brave determi 
nation, but receiving this lofs, as an arrow that ftruck himto the heart, he funk 
almoft without figne of life, inthe arms of thofe that were about him , and when 
he recovered his fence and {peech, he made fach woful la. ‘ventations,- as touched them 
all moft deeply with compafiion, and the whole Camp arning this. mistortune of 
one another, was fill’d in amoment with groans, and Funeral cryes. My Prince 
bewailed that Queen, asher vertue, the proofs fhe had given him of her love, the 
intereft ofhis Princefs, and that of Darizs, together with his own good nature obli- 
ged him, But feeing the King in fuch a mortal grief, he diffembled part of hisown, 
to give him that confolatios, which he received more willingly from him then from 
any other, Darizs was along hour fighing and tormenting himfelf, not able to 
Speak one word with a fetled judiment , and when by the affiftance of my Matter, 
of Oxyartes, and the reft, his paflionwas brought toa little lefs violence he refleded 
upon bislof&, and ftill doubting ( though what 7yrevs had faid might have made bim 
hope the contrary ) that his vertnous Queen died for the defence of her honour 3 
O Alexander !( ryedhe) what have I dine againft thee or thine, that fhould make thee” 
ue me with fo much inhumanity ? was Lone of the Murtherers of K ing Philip, or of a 
ay other perfon that was dear to thee, that thou hat oft and perfecutef me, though I have gin 
ven thee no canfeto ducither , But though thou diff aflanit mein a fair war, Whar glory 
canft thou draw from this defeat, and what trophyes of honour canft then acquire, by the 
death of a poor woman, who never injured thee, and who only defended that by duty ; which 
thou perhaps diaff attempt by viclence? 

The Eunuch hearing thefe words, addreffed himfelf unto the King, and faid, ¢ Sir, 
“1 befeech you ufenot Alexanders vertue with fo much in dignity, and do not foill 
“ requite thofe honours he hath paid to the deceafed Queen, and to the reft of your 
* Majelties family yet remaining with him, he hath ferv'd them all with reat refpect, 
“and for her death fhed not many fewer tears then your Majefty ; 1 proteft to you 
* Sir, before all the Gods, Alexander received this news, as you have done, and was 
“asmuch afili@ed at it, as for his brother or for his own fon,he rendred the {me du- 
“ties to her corps,which the Queen his mother could have expected from him,and for 
“ his grief one could hardly have difcerned a difference *twixt yoursand his, The King 
looked earneftly upon the Eunuch while he fpoke, and having hearkned to him atten- 
tively, he fell in a moment out of one fufpition into another, and his jealoufie 
joyning it felfunco his grief, began to torment him with exceeding violence, He rofe 
up from the bed he lay upon, and raking the Eunuch by the hand, led him into an 
inward chamber, where feeing himfelf alone with him : Now it is Tyreus 
( faid he ) that I require proofs of thee, both of the fidelity thon oweft me and of 
the xeal thou haft had for tie fervice of my Family; behold the faceof thy King, and if 
thou yet find’ft any Majefty i it, or any caufe of reverence, which the change of my 
fortune cannot exempt thee from, {peak,to me vith the truth thon oweft both to thy paft 
oaths, and tothe prefence of the Gods that hear us. I do not threaten thee with torments 

roforce it fromthee, for if the misfortune of the Perfians, have not made thee turn Max 
cedonian, the command of thy natural K ing will fooner draw it from thee, then ‘fear of. 
torture , Econyare thee therefore by the power of Orofmades, by the light of the Sun 
which we adore, and by all that thon doft acknovledge to be moff huly, and moft facred, to 
difcover unto me thetruecanfeof Alexanders lamentations, and of the forrow he expref- 
fed for the deathof the Queen thy Miffreffe , for whar fo moving pitty can he have for. 
the wife of his enemy, who has not the leaft (park of it for the deaths of fo many thoufand 
men, as he facrificeth to his ambition, without having been at all offended by them 2? how 
can her lofs fo deeply touch bins, whom my misfortunes, my entreaties, and my offers could 
wot move at all? andin fhort, what chafte friendhip can a young Conqueror have with 
the wife of a man whom he ufes with fo much civility 

Tyrens who underltood the Kings meaning by thefe words, caft himfelf inftantly 
at his feet, and fhedding tears upon them, Ah! Sir, ( cry'd he ) deal better with rhe 
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“her death, who honoured you fo perfectly during her fife: She wasan example of 
< yertue, chaftity, and conjugal affe@tion , and 4/exandir is one of generofiry, conti- 
© nence, and moderation : neither the Queens, nor the Princeffes your daughters have 
© ever felt their captivity, hut by your Majelties abfence, and your enemie ha’s ne- 
«ver ufedthem otherwife, hen as he would O/ympias, or our Queen Syfigambes. 1 
« proteft this to you Sir, bythe Veneration I owe your facred Majefty, and by the 
«power of the Gods whom you invoked, thatifin all Ihave faid, [have fwerved 
“any thing from the truth, | conjure the Great Oro/mades to ftrike me dead with thun. 
« der at your feet. : 

‘The Eunuch accompanied chefe words with many oaths and tears, which cleared 
the Kings minde of the fufpicion that harboured init. When he knew the innocence 
of his dear wife, he began to be ata li:tle better quicr, and having nothing to perplex 
him but his grief alone, he gave way to that, and fitting down wept for fome time with 
his face covered ; but when he was a little fetled, he arofe from his feat, and came 
back into the great chamber where he had left all che Princes, then lifting up his eyes 
to heaven, and clafping his handstogether , Great Gods ( faid he ) if the prayers of him 
whom you have abandoned may yet be heard, be fo merciful unte meas to reftore fucce[s to 
Perfia, and fet me again by your affiftance in the Throne to which your goodne{s railed me, 
to the end that in my Victory and re-cftablifoment in my Dominions, may be ableto acquit 
amy felf of the obligation £ have to Alexander, for the noble ufage my Family hath recei- 
ved from him ,, but if in your divine Ordinances, whofe decrees are irrevocable, it be de- 
termined that I mujt fall, and that Imuft make room for more happie fucceffors, grant 
O great Gods, that never any other of mine entmits except Alexander, may (it after me 
upon the Throne of Cyrus. 

He fpoke thefe words with fuch an action, and fucha tone, asmade all that were 
prefent know, they came from the bottom of his heart; and having taken alittle reft, 
at the entreaty of his friends, he fuffered himfelf co be Spoken to, and gave them leave 
to alledg all thofereafons that could bring him any confolation, 

The next day, though he believed himfelf much more powerful then Alexander 
and chat according to probability, he might hope for the victory over him, he was fo 
fenfible of his great humanity and vertue, that it made bim think full of peace, which 
“Alexander had refufed twice already, upon che conditions he had propofed to him , 
To this effeet he fentten Ambafladors, ofthe moft confiderable perfons of his Court, 
with ample power to treat with him, and to offer him thirty thoufand talents for the 
Ranfome of the prifoners, and his daughter Parifatis in marriage, with allthe Ter- 
ritorites in Dowry, that lie beoween Euphrates and the Hellefpont. 1 need not tell you 
who know fo well, how Alexander received them, but at their return, they brought 
anfwer to Darins from him, That heaven could not fuffer two Suns, nor earth two Sove- 
raiga Emperours, that if be would yeild him the firft place, and be contented with the fe- 
cond he would grant him the peace he defired , but if be would not fubmit to that conditi« 
on, he foould prepare himfelf to battel. 

‘Darius hereupon defpairing of Peace, turned his thoughts wholly upon war, and 
difpofed bimfelfin good earneft tothe encounter. To this end having made a gene- 
tal Rendezvouzof all his Forces, inthe great plain where they were encamped, he 
divided them into two bodies, Atthe point of the left wing, he placed a thoufand 
Baftrian horfe, athouland Dates, four thoufand Arrachofians and Sefians , thefe firft 
Squadrons were followed bya hundred Chariots armed with Sittes, after which 
marched Beffizs, with eight thoufand Baétrian horfe, feconded by two theufand Afa/- 
fagetes , then {tood the infantry of feveral Countreys, feparated according to their 
Nations, and commanded by Officers of their own Provinces: Next thefe appeared 
the Perfans, Afardes, and Zogdians commanded by Aricbarzanes, and Oricbates, 
with manyother mingled Troops ( whofe names I neither know nor their Officers ) 
and fifty Chariots under the charge of Cradates, commander of the Cafpians, Indi 
ans, and people near the Red Sea, ufelefsin fight, andwho were rather to make up 
number then do Service , thefe were followed by fifty other Chariots armed with 
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beginning , progrefs , and event of | muagh better then ¥cantell you, : befides chat ¥ 
goutg along with my Mafter, could only be a witnels of the meeting of the wo Aw 
mies, He net : : 

After we had beheld their firft encounter ata diftance , my Prince made himfelf be 
conduéted by Guides, whither he had a defign to go, He, by Tyrens, and by fpieg he 
had in your Camp , had learn’d both the place where thePrifoners were kept , and 
the number of thofe that guarded them, and taking a great compafS, that he tnight 
not be difcovered by your army , he went almoft quite round both the Camps , and 
pafling under the favour of a little Valley, he came at laft within fightof the Tents, 
where the Princefle’s were: True it is, that by the way he wavered often fullofir« 
xefolution, and remembring the lalt words Alexander had faid to him, he feared his 
abfence might be cenfured a kind of Cowardife, andas an avoiding the combat to 
which he had challenged hiny : This thought waslike to have made him cursfhort 
about, to feek him inthe midit of all his Troops, and decide all differences with him 
by an encounter , to which he believ'd himfelf oblig'd by honour, and by intereft; 
but in the end the confideration of his love ftrangled this thought , and made him - 
take that opportunity to deliver his Princefs, not doubting but he fhould find occa- 
fions enough of fight wich Alexander, whereas perchance he right néver light of 
fach another, of giving that reliefte her helov’d, which he affared himfelf the'ex. 
pected from hin = This confideration having carried itfrom his former, heturn’d 
toward thofe thataccompanied him, and looking upon them with an eye able to have 
infufed courage intothem , iftheyhadwagred it, ‘My friends, (faid he ) to dayit 
‘is, that we fhall gain’a reputation; which will never dye in the memory of men, 
‘and that we fhall,do a fervice'to Darizs , which will be more confiderable to him, 
‘then the confervation of hisDominions; I fhould not have undertaken this exploit, 
“with fo fmalla number, iff were not well acquainted with your valour, and with 
“the intereft chat moft of you have in the fuccefsof this entetprife. Some of you 
“mutt fight to day for the deliverance of your Queen, and Princeffes,and fome for the 
‘liberty of your Fathers, Wivésand Children , who are Prifoners with them, butall 
“for your own Honours, and the fervice of your King ; Let us fall on therefore ( my 
“dear Companions ) with confidence, and fight gallantly, or elfe dye glorioufly with 
* me who will not refufe to lofe my life in your quarrel. : 

_ After thefe few words, he flew like an Eagle upon thofe that guarded the Prifon- 
ets» clofely feconded by his party with cryes which ftrucka terrour inthem, and 
gaveus much facility in the victory. They that accompanied us, were indeed the fow- 
er of the whole Army , and that day they fhewed fach remarkable proofsof it, that 
my Prince repented not the choyce he had made ofthem , and redoubling his hopes 
by the brave actions he faw them doe , he forced the firft guards without difficulty ; 
and breaking through thofe chat made any refiftance , with a faddennefs that is not 
to be imagined, hein a moment covered the whole Field with dead and dying bodies. 
Affoon as there began to bea confufion among the ALacedonians , the Prifoners rofe 
up witha great flout, and crying liberty came and offered themfelves to our men, who 
taking off their bands, arm’d them with the weapons of their Enemies, and flirring 
them up by their example to fight for their own liberty , encreafed our party by al- 
moft the half;- this addition of ftrength abfolutely defeated the Afacedonians , and 
my Mafter charging the firmeft Squadrons with an extraordinary fury , putthem all 
to the Sword, and in a fhort time made himfelfa free paffage to the Tents of the 
Queen and Priticeffes. : 

Here Lyfimachus interrupting Avaxes, you hdd time enough ( faid he ) to doit, 
and the King’s refufal to fuccour thofe you had defeated , gave you all the leifure and 
conveniency you could defire; he had already made Darizs be firt Battalions face 
about, aud was eager in che profecution of his ViGory , when Polydamag came to 
him from Parmenio, to tell him thofe that guarded the Prifoners , and the baggage 
were rohted , and toadvertife him of the danger of lofing them , unlefs he fent fome 
foeedy relief, 
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his wits today, and does not confider that jf we conquer,we fhall natonly tecover our 
own baggige , whofe lofs he fears, butalfo make our felves Mafters of the Enemies, 
and that if we dye, ‘we fhall ftand in needof neither. With this anfwer he fent back 

. Polydamas , and would not fuffer any body to fir, till the baccel was abfolutely won, 
and that having long purfued Davis, he had loft all hope of overtaking him, Then 
he began to chink of Parmenis’s meffage , and to march againft you, but it was fo 
long firft, thac I have often admired, why you made fo little ufe of your Victory, and 
imployed your time fo ill , whereof you had as much as you could with, 

Learn then the caufe of it, (faid Araxes, ips a with his relation) and with it the 
fad adventure of my poor Mafter, affoon as he had forced the Paffage he defired, 
and that having no more enemies to oppofe him,he came covered with duft and blood 
nunco Qyigambifes Tent, he alighted from his Horfe, and entred with his Sword in his 
hand*'attended by a few’ ofus, leaving therelt round about in a condition to make 
defence agiinit the relief that might be fent, Whenthe Ladyes faw him come in, 
looking almott in the fame manner he did the firft time they faw him, they were a lit- 
tle troubled ; but feeing him addrefs himfelf to them with refpet, they began to be 
re-affured , efpecially when my Mafter turning towards the Queen, Afadam, ( faid 
he ) you are free , by the affiftance of the Gods, let?s not lofe time in talk; but if yor pleafe 
make bafte to lay hold of this good fortune , having faid fo , he took off his Cask. and made 
himfelf known to the whole Bmpany. . 

The Queen who had received bis words with a moderation worthy of her , and 
had fhewed no fign of joy unbefcemia her gravity, look'd alfo more coldly upon 
him than fhe was wont : My Prince not being able to divine the caufe, and afcribing 
it ‘only to the farprifal of her minde, after haying made an obeyfance fuitable to 
her quality, went to caft himfelf at his Princeffes feet , and embraced her knees in an 
inconceivable extafie , But fhe having beheld him a while with an eye of difpleafure 
and indignation , turn’d away her face from himof a fudden , and freeing herfelf 
roughly out of hishands , broke away to che other fide of the Tent, leaving him in 
a confufion that can hardly be imagined, much lef exprefs'd, yet the neceflicy of the 
tume made him rife up; and looking round about, he faw all their countenances fo cold 
to him, that he himfelf became more cold then Marble, and not being ableto guefle 
the reafon of his misfortune, O Gods, (ctyed he) what ftrange adventure is this? then 
confidering hisPrincefs, who fate in a Chair not deigning to regard him, and the reft 
of the Ladies ina profound filence, he wasas much amazed, as if he had beerf faln 
from the Clouds, yet taking a little courage, and kneeling down again before his 
Princels, AZadam, (faidhe) have you quite forgotten me, or do you in your prefent 
trouble take me for a Macedonian? The Princefs at this broke filence , andnorfo 
much as turning her eyes toward him, ‘ No; (anfwered fhe) but fora Scythian, and 
*by confequence fora more cruel enemy than any Jacedonian, Though this word 
was a thunderbolt to my poor Prince, yet did he itrive to keep up his courage in the 
need he had ofit, and looking upon her with an eyeable to have hanifh’d all her an- 
ger, if fhe had vouchfafed to confiderhim , Afadam, ({aid he) shis is nota fit fea 
fon to make tryal of me, I think the reality of my affettion is not unknown to you, and 
though you fuonld bave ju§t occafion to reproach me, you on ght to take a more convenient 
time, and employ this in perfetting that liberty Which the favour of the Gods , and the 
affifiance of your Servants bave procured you : Statira then darting an angry look 
at him, and repreffing fome fighs, which would not fuffer her words to come fmooth- 
“ly forth, Ic is not by thy affiftance (faid the ) that I will be free, and 1 thall al- 

- “ways prefer Captivity, nay, death it felf, before a liberty I fhould receive from thoz 
« 1€Darinas be Conqneror, 1 fhall be free without thee; and if he be conquered, 1 had 
‘rather follow his fortune, then be beholding to therelief of our moft mortal ene- 

af my. > 

My Prince hearkned to thefe words more than half dead , and the Prince§ nor ftir- 
ring fom her Chair , after-fhe had wiped away fome tears which fell, whether fhe 
would or no , continued on this manner ; ‘ Art thon return’d then perjured man ? 
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« which thou haft loft? Nay, rather beiag but half fatisfied , chon comeft back to 
“coripleat thy Treachery, and to overwhelmti'a family by chy laft perfideoufnefs, which 
‘is already too nearitsruine ; but gothy way difloya] man, leave her now at quiet, 
‘whom the change of hercondition, and the misfortunes of her houfe, have made 
“thee bafely to forlake ; 1 am not foabandoned by the Gods, but that ] may finde as 
* gooda fortune, Alexander loves me, and though I cannot love him, Iwill give my 
“felf to him, to punifht his heart of the fault, whichthoumadeft itto commit, Get 
« chée gone from before me for ever, and free me for ever from the fight of an enemy, 
‘that hach fo mortally offended me, and ufed me fo unworthily. : 

My Prince who was {till upon his knee, and hearkened to her quite befideshimfelf, 
could not forbear interrupting her atthefe words. J, Adadam? (cryed he) have I 
murtally offended you , and ufed you nnworthily? * Yes, perfidious man, ( replyed the 
© Princefs) thou thy felf, and for Gods fake {peak not one word in a juftification which 
“is deadly co me, and indifferent tothee, [have proofs of it , which thou neither 
‘cant , nor would{t gzinfay, and thy guilty confcience does fufficiently reproach thy 
* crimes, but if the memory of Artaxerxes had ever any power with thee , I con- 
« jure thee by the remembrance of him ; and by thofe Gods whom thou hatt fo often 
“inveked , in the falfhood of thofe Oaths that haveabufed me, leave me to bewail 
* my fault in quiet, forfake this hated Country for ever, where thou haft been but too 
‘ long to my unheppinefs, and never prefent thy felf again before her, who cannot 
* behold thee but as a dreadful obje&. : ie 
‘When the had faid thus, the rofe up from her feat, and notwith{tanding all my Ma- 
fter would have alleadged for his juftification , fhe would neither hear him , nor fo 
much as look upon him, — He was fo deeply couch’d with fo unexpected an accident, 
and with fo unforefeena change , that he was like inftantly to have dyed with grief, 
and feeing that’death was not quick enough in feconding his defire, he curn’d the 
point of bis Sword againft his breaft, but then confidering the undefervedneffe of 
that’ ufage he received from a perfoh to whom he had given fo many and fo gallant 
proofs of hislove , for whom he had done fo many remarkable aGions, and whom 
he had fo often obliged , with the hazard ef his own life , and the lives of his Fathers 
fubjects which he had facrificed for her fake, he refolv'd to fall more nobly; and rifing 
up of a fudden, after he had look’d a while upon her with an eye that {parkled with 
love and indignation both together, Zt is true, (faid he ) A¢adam, J am treacherous, 
unworthy, and difloyal, but if I be, "tis to my Father, and my King, tomy Kindred and my 
Gountrey , whom Ihave betrayed , and forfaken for you and yours’, andtis by thefe trea~ 
cheries, and thefe difloyalties, that Ihave often faved both you, and all your family , from 
Captivity, from death , and from difhonour, ‘tis by thefe treacheries that I have often emp= 
tied all the blood of this miferable body ; and briefly, °tis by thefe treacherics that % have 
vuined my felf alone , while you and all your friends have profited by them. Thefe are all 
the reproaches I can fear, but this unworthine{s you accufe me of , itis truly to be found 
in your felf, you feign that I forfake youin your misfortunes , that you may thereby take 
a pretence to forfabe me, when I had already delivered you out of the hands of that Ene~ 
my, whom you unworthily prefer before me : That's the true bafenefs indeed, it is this 
Conquerour has made you forget him who forgot his kindred, his eftates, and himftlf, to da 
fervices to you and yours , which neither you nor yours will be able to requite + I leave Yor 
therefore for ever , both to make place for one more happy, andto free you, not from a dread 
ful objett, but from an objet that would make you blufb for the falfene[s of your Oaths, and 
World for ever reproach your ingratitude and infidelity, Think no more of unfortunate O» 
roondates, sf yor would have your con{cience be at reff, and Iwill keep my {elf from thinks 
ing of you, by my death which is very near, but a death, which I will firive to accompany 
With that of the rival, for whom you have forfaken me, . 

At thefe words putting on his Cask again, {0 furious Mat none ofus durftlobk him 
in the face, he went out ofthe Tent without faluting any body, jult upon thetime 
when we heard the noife of your Troops, and that Amintas with part of yout Caval- 
ty was already hard by. He Jeapt upon his Horfe , and commanding the Trumpets 
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expres. “Amintas faltain’d his firkt blowsa while, but after he had received two or 
three wounds, feeing his Troops cur in pleces by the valour of my Mafter , and thofe 
that accompinied him, he turn’d his back., with thofe he hadlett, and ran to feeka 
tiew fupply. My,Prince guided by his defpair, purfued him till he faw the body of the 
Army appear, and Alexander himfelf at the head ofall hisforces. Qroondates who 
knew him by his horfe , the richnef of his arms, and by the rank he held among the 
re(t,ran upto him with a terrible ery,and advancing above an hundred paces before us. 
all, Alexander ( faid he,with a loud voice ) fans he that come from defeating thy Troops; 
Tam he that wounded thee at the battel of lus, and 1 ans be to wham thou fince gaveft.a 
Life, which I come to lofe here by thy hands + Pardon me this ingratitude, Ihave lov'd thee 
‘as anenemy, but as a rival I cannot fuffer thee to live, uale[s thou takeft away my iffy, as 
thos haft taken Statira from me. ; iy 

‘At thefe words he flew upon him like lightning, and the Troops being joyn’d, the 
ground was quickly covered with dead bodies on both fides. Alexander forbad his 
men to touch my Prince,defiring to haye the glory to conquer iim without affiftance, 
but they foon found the difficulty he would have , and therefore many of them fal. 
ling upon him, parted them whether they would or no, and delivered the King from 
the danger which certainly threatned himin my Maflersfury. When he {aw him- 
Self, in {pice of him, feperated from ‘Alexander , he fell upon the firit of thofe chat op- 

ofed him, and with his {word open’d a way large enough to have faved himfelf , if. 
fr would have fled, but being refolv’dto dye, he ruth’d in amongft the valianteft of 
the Afacedodiens , with o much rage, and fo little circum{peCtion, thatia the end he 
received {6 many wounds, asmade him tumble among the horfes feet, without any 
appearance of life in him, 1 faw well that Alexander was difpleafed at thisa@ion, 
but 1 not defiring to Jive after my dear Mafter, crowded in fo far among the enemies, 
that after having received many wounds, 1 fell clofe by him , and did all t could co 
embrace him dying, and to give him the laft ceftimony of my affection, inthelaft 
moment of a life which I thoughc wasatanend. Bur, Sir, the thread of my Dif 
courfe has mifled me without queftion , and made me tell you ina few words, a pif 
fage which was not unknown to you befgre. tis true, ( faid Lyfimachus) Lwasa 
witnefs of chata@tion, where I faw the King in a violent grief for him, as he had ever 
fele, and certainly your Mafter, who was unknown to any body, did adtions thar 
furpafs the power of man , befides the number of chofe he flew, he ran Hepheffion 
through the right arm , hurt Perdiccasin two feveral places, and overthvew Cexos, 
and Jenidas dangeroufly wounded, Aftiidas as he fell, kill'd his Horfe under him, 
and he was furrounded by fo many others, that inthe end he kept company with 
thofe he had beaten down. After the Field was cleared, and allthe Per/ians defeat- 
ed, ge King commanded Eumenes to make the Body ofthat valliant W2rriour be 
fought, and torender him the honour of burial as the greatnefs of his vertue deferved, 
he fhed many tears for his lof, and {poke of him after , with expreflions thar fhewed 
he efteemed him asa miraculous perfon, but when my turn comes, I willtell you more 
of it,” : ee 

Avaxes would have proceeded in the relation of his Matters {tory , when Avintas 
ghe Phyfician came into the Chamber, giving Lyfimachus notice that it was very late, 
and that Orondates defied very much to fee him and-to dine withhim. Lyfimachus 
who adored him for the knowledge , which Araves Difcourfe had given him of his . 
vertue, got up, and having made himfelfready, went into bis Chamber , where he 
gave him the good morrow , and enquired after his health , with perfed teftimonies 
of affeGion, Orcondates return’d his kind endearmentsin a moft obliging way; anda 
while aftertheyhaddined , Ly/iachus who was in great impatiency, intreaced hit: 
to allow him alfo that afternoon to learn the reft ofthe wonders of hislife , and reti- 
xing with raxes into the gsarden, they fate down together, and the faithful Squire 
beginning again where he had left, continued his recital in chefe terms,

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Frer the defeat ofour party, the AZacedonians difarmed and {tripp’d the 
dead bodies , 1 beleiveit was that which made mecome to.my felf for 
when they had taken off my Head-piece, the freth air reviv'd my. fpirits, 
reftored me my underftanding : I-no fooner opened mine eyes; but I 
; thought of my poor Mafter, and raifing my felf up witha great deal of 
pain, I fate looking on all fides, and faw him ftill lie Clofeby me without any figne of 
life, Taft myarm yet once more about him, and groveling upon his face; 1 began 
to bewail his misfortune, as much as my weaknefs would permit me, while was 
thusemployed, 1 faw Bumenes come; and a great many others With him ; he foughe, 
my Mafters body among the dead, aecordine the order he had received from Alex- 
ander; andinthe end, being inthe place where it was, and feeing me alive,. i 
thou not tell me(faid he which ss the body of the valiant man that commanded you, and w 
to day charged the King fingle fo conragionfly ? That queftion made me redouble my 
lamentations, and beens ng down my head again over his, I cryed out, ‘Ah ! my 
Prince, my Prince: Thefe words were obferved by Enmenes, and having asked me 
the fame queftion again, ‘ Sir ( {aid 1) he whom youfeek for ismy Mafter: 1 Have 
“never forfaken him yet, nor will I leave him now, if you have charity enougl 
*to make me be carried away with him: I have waited on him during his life,and ° 
*I conjure you byall the Gods, not to feparate me from him, but fuffer me to {fol- 
"low him alfoto his grave. Thy fidelity (faid Enmenes) deferves an exceeding great 
veward: fo caufing my Prince to be laid upon a hand-barrow, he made me be puc 
upon another; and fo both of usto betaken from among the dead, As they were 
oing, one of thof that carried my Mafter,perceiv'd him ftira little, he prefencly told 
Enmenes, who coming to the body, and finding yet fome warmth in it,7 his man (faid 
heto them that accompanied him)ss not quite dead, and I fhould think, I committed a 
great offence, if Inegletted the [afety of fo confiderable a perfon: Doe bat judge, Sir, 
ifthefe words were welcome to me , I lifted up my head with joy, and addrefling my 
fpeech to Exmenes , ‘Sit, (faid 1) if my Mafter have any life in him, fave I befeech you, 
i . meer nerofity, both the moft vertuous man; and one of the greateft Princes in 
“the wof 

Bie having piven ear to what faid commanded us to be carriedinto his Tent, 
and making us to be gotten to hed, caus’d our wounds to be look'd to with much care, 
The Phyfitians with many feveral experiments, brought my Mafter at [aft unto. him-_ 
felf, and confidering his wounds very attentively, they were fong in doubt, whether 
there was any hope of good fuccefs ; they believed that mine were curable, and began 
to ufe their endeavours for both with a great deal of charity. My Prince could bardly

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The fiext morning, Eumenes being obliged to go after the King,who was already a 
great way off, in parluic of Darius, gave order to have us carriedto Arbela, his fer 
yants obeyed him catefully, and having removed us gently to that little Town, put us 
into a good houfe, and recommending us unto the Mafter of it, gave him money to 
get uslooked to according to the command they hadreceivedirom Exmenes, After 
their departure,our Hoft feeing me ina better conditionthen my Prince, came and 
asked me his name, butfcarce he had fearn’d it was tlie Prince of Scythie, whom he 
had feen pafs by two daies before with Darins, when lifting up his hands to heaven, 
hepraifed the Gods for the occafion they offered him, of doing his King yer fome 
fervice,in the help he might give to he that was fo dear to him, and from that time, 
moved by a hearty zeal, he ran toahe Phyfitians, and Chirurgions of the Town, and 
befought them to take care of my Princesfafety, with words full of tenderneffe and 
affe@ion. Thofe good men wrought upon by his prayers, andthe knowledge. they 
had of us, employed all theirart for our recovery, and not being ignorant in their 
profeffion, after having long confulted, they agreed in opinion, that if without incifi- 
on they could get out the head of a Javelin which was in my Mafters body, their're- 
medies, with the affiftance of the Gods, might fave his life; Thereupon they prefent- 
ly fellco work about it, and by the help of their Inftruments which they handled ve. 
ry skilfully, they inthe end drew it out without any incifion , but with fuch exceflive 
pain, that my Prince fwooned many times, and was like to have died immediately, 
‘Affoon as the Chirurgions had got it our, they dreffed us with more fatisfaction then 
before, and injoyned.us reft, and filencefor many daies, I was fo much obliged to 
my Mafter, that affoon ashe could {peak he enquired after me, and being told that I 
wasin the fame Chamber with him,and that I was in better health then he, he expref- 
fed much joy atic: Butaffoonas his memory was come to him again, and that he 
call'dité minde the caufe of his wounds,and the cruel ufage he hadreceived from Sta- 
tira, thisgrief effiulted him with fo much violence, thatthatremembrance was like 
to have made him lofe a life, whofe prefervation was labour'd with fo much diligence, 
yet did he appearmore moderate then. after the death of Artaxerxes; whether it 
werethat his heart accaftomed to misfortunes, had learn’d at laft to fupport them with 
mote patience, or that with more age, he had gotten more ftrength of reafon, and 
firmneffe of mind, ot that in effed,he in a generous and jut defpite, thought he ought 
not to-die for one, who after having received fuch remarkable fervices from him,had 
usd him fo ingratefully and fo unworthily. 
True itisindeed, he complained in tearmsable to have cleft the moft rocky hearts 
with pity, and theweda wonderfull contempt of his life, but he wasnot fo obflinate- 
ly bent to lofe ic as the other time , he tore not off the plaiflers from his wounds, nor 
did he oppofe the indultry the Phyfitians ufed for hisrecovery. It iscertainthat fpite 
fortified him very much, and that making reflection upon all his fervices, and upon 
Starira’s ingratitude, his refentment ftifled part of hisforrow; and of his love ; and 
made himalmoftrepent of whathe had done forher, and of the defign he had had 
to die for fo ingratefulla perfon; for in the end after having exam‘ned all the actions 
ofhisfife, he found them fo full of innocence, and of the proofs of a realaffeCton, 
that he could not attribute her change to any thing, but the inconftancy of her, hu- 
mour, ‘and to a meanneffe unworthy ofher birth, which made her prefer an enemy, 
becaufe great and victorious, before a Prince who had fo faithfully ferved her, and. to 
whom fhe was engaged by fo many oaths, and fo many obligations ; he repafled. in 
his thoughits all the progreffe of hislove, fullof fo many memiorable exents, and of 
fo many brave effects of his paffion, and feeing all conclude (againfta _fikelibood 
in theworld) ina perpetual banifhment, he flood in need of all bis courage inde. 
notto fink under fo powerful an affliGion;fometimes when he was mote tharpely sor- 
mented with thefe.cruel remembrances, and that he call’dto minde the laft words of 
Statira, which. were too deeply fetled there to beforgotten: ‘Is iypoffible, faid he, 
* Statira, thavitfhould:be you your felf, who pronounced this etyel fentence of'my 
“banifhment ? you, 1 fay, who had fo many waies teftified unto bie that you loved. 
‘me, and had by fo many proteftations engaged your felf chat you would love me e- 
. 4 ternally ; 
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 ternally :. you who had. fiorn ‘A thoufand titties that you would never be buy mine, 
© and who by'a tidufand proofs of my affettion were moft affured that would ne- 
«ver be byt yours? Are not you that fame Statira, whom J fay'd from the violence 
© of the Scythiats , the fame whofe moft delerving Brother I preferv‘d from death ahd 
«jmprifonttient , the for ‘whom 1 forfook my Father ahd my Countrey, for whom 
* difguifed’ my quality , and expos'd my felf to numberlefs dangers, in the midit of 
«my gréatefk enemies, fhe for whontT oe againft mine own Father and my King, 
“and received wounds that ‘brought me fo near unto my grave , fhe whofe Father I 
<refeued from'fo.great dinget , withthe et of my life, fhe for Whom I faffered 
© the captivity of Artaban, Parmenio, and Alexaider for whom I refitted the afledtions 
‘of the fiir, Rovana ; for whom I laid afide all confideration that ¥ was the fon ofa

my: Yes, Statira, Lamyour enemy, and all thefe a@ions which I now reproach you 
* with, areindeed the actions of an enemy; but if you give that name to me, whom will

“fore me , afd for whom, ygu forfake fie?, Has he left his Eftatesto ferve you? has 
“he often fived the life, the honour,’ an the, fibercy of both you and yotits.? Outra- 
« ges then, and mortal injuries pafs wich you inftead of Obligations , and fervices 
“of the nature of mine, are ‘accounted uripardonable offences. He that has de-

her birth ; beciufe the isbife, becaufe fhe is faithlefs, * Youmay wolf pardon me 
‘chefe words, Sratira ,“fincé ‘you have {0 ¢afily pirdoned him whom you flow love, 
all the miferies you ‘havelfuffered by him "aad that you ¢an fo quickly forget bork 
* injuries ahd fervices. a ; ete Reet nr 

He would often fay many other things,which all endedin the defign of forgetting fo 
ungrateftl’, and fo uriconftant 4 woman, and of leaving. Lay fae ever, to return into 
hig own Céuntrey, and there to recover that repofe which he had voltintatily loft, for 
fo many yeats, Affoon as] faw him inthat minde, Yendedyoured to copfirm him in 
it, by all-thereafons f coultl alledge : fometitines he would feem abfolutely refolv’d 


upon it, bur within an houtafter , Stafird appearing to his fancy more fair, and more 
charming thasi-ever, took away all thofe former refolations : and perceiv’d againft 
hing Chan ever, TOOK Away ee hase tear eo Free himfelf ofa pailion, that was 
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tion wrought powerfully upon him , and Seeing himfe!f driven away with fo much dif 
-dain, by a perfon whom he thought he had fo dearly bought, and fo well deferved, he 
made a conqueff over his paffion, worthy of him, and difpofed himfelf in the end not 
to love -her any more’, for he was not able to j ntl up a fo deeply rooted affedion, bet 
at leaft 40 Obey her, in deptiving himfelf for ever-of her Gghe, In the mean time the 
Chirurgeons laboured effectually in our cute ; and within little time they no longer 
dowbted of my Maftets recovery, But the ufige he had received from Darius his 
Daughter hindred him not from thinking upon her Father whom he truly lov'd , and 
whofe misforcunes he lamented with as much forrow as his own ; when he had often 
inquired news of him, he heard that he pufs’d through Adela the fame night after 
his defeag, yet chat he ftaid there but a very litle while, and that fince he was gone 
into Média, with a defign {till to levy new forces, and to fight as!ong as he had aman, 
or a drop af blood in his body : that Alecander had purfued him, with a refolucion to 
feek him ,.in what corner foever of his Territories he could retire to, judging chat the 
end of’ the countenance of the War confifted in hisperfon alone , and that fo long as 
Daring was alive, or at his liberty , he mutt not hope.for any calm in the States he had 
ufurped from him , and this was allwecouldlearn.at that time. I will not trouble 
you with, télling how we pafs‘d all the time that our wounds forced us to ftay at Ar- 
bela, it wOuld be butredious , and to no purpofe; let it fuffice if I rell you chat they 
‘fo: great, thee notwith{tanding all che care that was had of them, we could not 
be in a.condition to get on Horfeback in four whole moneths : true it is, chat my Ma- 
fers grief did much retard his cure, and made him relapfe twice or thrice very dan- 
geroully, ip the 4pprehention of thofe that had usin hand , yet at laft he mended rea. 
omibly Well: and chough his afflictions , rather than hiswounds, had made his face 
hardly to be known, hein the end grew able to endure a journey. But when we were 
prepdting to depart, we heard very dolgful cryes through the whole Town , and faw 
our Holt, come.in with tears inhis eyes, and geftures of manin very great forrow. 
‘Ab ! Siz, (laid he t6 my; Prince as he entred into the Chamber ) »hat woful news do 
T bring you ? Poor Darius oxr'good King has ended his life by the treachery of bis own Sub 
jel, and bad no other comfort in his death, but what bis [pirit may receive by having been 
bewailed of Alexander, ; ; : 
” 'Thele.- words were like a thunder-ftroak unto my Mafter , and though his own dit- 
afters had in probability lef him but fmall fence ot anothers misfortune, yet was he 
fo deeply touch’d to hear this lof, that out Hoft, and all that were prefent, thought 
he would:have dyed wich grief, 1 will not repeat all his complaints, he made no fewer 
for hin,” than for Artaxerxes, and for two whole dayes he would not fuffer any body 
to {peak that came to comfort him, the third day being a little fettled by the remem- 
brance 6f his own miferies, he permitted our Hoft.co: make him the relation in a few 
words , of what he had heard concerning the death of that poor Prince, which he did 
onthig manners 
‘ “Sir. ( {aid he ) our good King being come to Ecbatana , the Capital City of Ate 
re he was often wont to make his abode in the Summer time , found himfelf 
fiture of all his Forces except thirty thoufand Foot, whereof four thoufand were 
* Grecigns under the command of Paros and three or four thoufand Baétrian horfe 
* commited by the difloyal Beffas ; having made fome ftay in that Town, he heard 
‘there’ how Alexander had already made himfelf Mafter of Baylor ,. by the means 
* of Afuxeus whio delivered that place, the Province, his Children, and himfelf into his 
“hands without refiftance, that Abs/ites Governor of Sufa, and Tyridates Gover. 
‘nor of He hee had. followed Adzzeus his example ;“and that without drawing 
‘Sword, he had gotcenall-that Country in lefs time, then he could well have feenir, 
* and that he was coming wich very long Marches toward him , being not very far-off 
“alteady. The King at this news refoly'd to fy no farther, but totry his fortune for 
“the Tait time, and to dye-honourably if he were conquered : with this defign he 
“took the’ Field agaiv: te pset him, and bolding a Councel with | Artabafis, Beffus, 
begins wants eo ates f 
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‘pofite the Empire for fome time into Beffve his hands, under whom Fortune’would 
* perhaps change her countenance, ees ee ; 

‘ The King was fo offended at this motion, that drawing his Sword, he would have 
*kill'd that infolent fellow, if he had not been hindred by thofe that were prefent : 
“The Confpirators feeing their evil defigndifcovered , refolv’d to putit iriexecution, 
‘and for that purpofe fecretly feducing the hearts of the Soldiers already weary with 
* fo long fufferings, they drew them all unto their party, Patre who commanded the 
*Grecians, bad {ome information of what was plotting, and being truly generous and 
“faithful, he earneftly befeech’d the King to receive him and his men for the guard 
“of his Perfon, andin afew words laid open to him the confpiracy of the Traytors; 
“ the good King hoping no more for any fafety after fo many loffes, or not defiring to 
‘live any longer , after he was forfaken by all his Soldiers, gave him kind thanks for 
‘his advertifement and offer , but made no ufe of either ; and being thatnight reti- 
‘red into his Tent, with his ordinary Guards, he faw himfelf abandoned by all ex- 
‘cept only Artabazus , and fome few Eunuchs, Affoonas he plainly perceiv'd his 
“misfortune, he gave Artabazus a parting embrace, and praying the Gods to recom- 
* pence his fidelity he conjured him with the moft prevailing words he could devife, to 
“go away from him, and from thenceforth follow a better Fortune: butwhen he 
‘faw Artabaxus would not obey him, he made himbe pull'd away by force, and 
‘conftrained him whether he would or no to takehiswaytoward Parthia, After 
“his deparcure he difmifs’d his Eunuchs, rewarding them as well as he was able in his 
*prefent condition. Go, ( faid he tothem ) think of your Safety, and t ‘your felves 
no longer to the Uortune of a Mafter that muff dye very foortly , but had rather dye by the 
crime of another, thas by his own. 

* Prefently after Beffizs, and Narbaxanes came in,and without any refpett fhackling 
“him in manacles of Gold, they made him be put by force into an ill-favoured Chari 
‘ot covered with skins, drawn by unknown horfes, and driven by men in an unknown 
* livery, carrying him many dayesin that manner, fo thatno body knew what was 
“become of him, but when they heard that Alexander was at their heels, they ran to 
« the Chariotand commanded the King to get on horfeback,to fave himfelf with them 
‘out of Alexanders hands, but the good Prince preferring any other condition be= 
“fore the company of thofe Abie fe » tefufed what they would have had him doe, 
* with fo much conftancy and refolution , that thofe Montters exafperated by his ree 
‘fiftance , and frultrated of all hope of making good conditions with Alexander by 
* delivering him up,wounded him mortally in divers places,and cutting the hamftrings 
* of the Chariot horfes, faved themfelves by fight, Within a little while after, a Afa- 
* cedonia’ named Poly/tratus running to a Fountain , found the good Kingin the pangs 
‘ of death, and having known him by his own difcovery, he gave him water at his en- 
“treaty,and good ‘Darins taking it very kindly from him, This (faid he) is the laf? off my 
misfortunes , tha: having receiv'd this courtefie, I bavenot the ability to requite it, but 
Alexander hall recompence thee for it, and the Gods him, for his noble ufage of my mother, 
wife, and children, ; 

* At thefe words he took him by the hand,and defiring him that he would giveict un- 
‘to Alexander on his behalf, he yielded upthe laft breath of a life which deferved a 
‘more fortunate end. Prefently after Alexander himfelf came thither, and Polyftra- 
‘ tus having told him what he had faid, he thed many tears upon his body, and cove= 
‘ring it with bis own Cloak , fentit to Queen Syfigambis, to render him the honors 

* of burial, 

Thisfad Relation did fo ftrongly renew my Matters grief, ttat he wasmuch hardet 
to be comforted then before , and for five or fix dayshe gave us caufeto fear he would 
fall back ints a worfe condition then that he had newly recovered , but inthe end 
beinga little fettled , we took leave of our Hoft , and though we had loftall our bag- 
gage, I had yet fome few Jewels fewed up in that remainder of my cloaths the A¢ece= 
donians bad leftme ; by this means my Mafter recompenced thofe that had done him 
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When wewereonourway , hethoaght all objets in Perfia brought Statira into 
his remembrance; and defiring to free himfelf from thofe perfecutions, he refoly'dto 
gec out of itaffoon as poffibly he could, and for ever to forfzke a Country wherein 
he had'been overwhelmed with all tanner of loffesand affliGions, This reflexiog 
made hin believe that allthe miferies he had felr, had been fent him from Heaven asa 
punifhiment of the ctime he had committed in leaving his Fathers party for a foolifl 
eonfideration of love y and {erving in his own perfori his moft mortal eriemies againg 
him, which fault he repeftted as much as the violence of his affe@tion would fuffer him, 
and ‘being willing to repair the trouble which he doubted not but his abfence had cau. 
fed in hisftiends , he.determined to return tothem again, hoping that his abode in 
Perfia, and what he had done for Darivs ; was a unknownto them: Ask menor 
whether 1 confirm’d him-in this defire , and whether I was joyful ro go receive the 
welcomes of my kindred , and to retire with him from chofe continual difafters which 
had perfecated usin Perfia. This refolution being taken, we travelled through 34/- 
dia, and then entred into Baétria, after thac we went into Hircania,and having pst 
fed the Araxes cameinto the Afarique Scythia, through the Province of the Afa/~ 

‘agettes, : 

fi Sion know that Scythia is divided into two parts, one whereofisin Europe, and the 
other im Affe, they: ate feparated by the Mountain Jmwas , and are both fubje@ to 
King Afathens, who makes his abode at /ffedon in Exrope, You will difpence with 
me, if (48T could ) I relate not the particularities of our Voyage, in which we had no 
contidersble encounter ; and belides the recica! of them would be fo long, that Thad 
better tell you only matters of more importance , and not trouble you wich accidents 
of fo fittle confequence. I will only fay, that my Prince was ordinarily fo fad, and 
fo weakned, ‘and altered with his afHiGtions, that I my felf fhould hardly have known 
him , and. L was almoft out of hope of being able to bring him fo far as Iffedon. After 
we had crofs'd through the Afiatique Scithia, we pafs'd Mount Imaus > andentred 
into Ewvope, whereinthe firft Village we came at, my Prince defired to inform bim- 
felf a'fitele of the ftate of the Kingdome, and enquiring of our Hoft, as a Stranger 
moved with curiofity , he got him to tell himall he knew concerning the King his Fa- 
ther, and the whole State. 

Our Kingdome ( faidthe Hoft) thanks be to the Gods, is in very great tranquil- 
‘lity, except fome Provinces far remote, which having rifen up in arms not long fince, 
* forced the King to fend an Army againft them under the Command of Arfaces, who 
‘ already defeated them in two greatbattels. As for forreign Wars , we have not 
‘been molefted with any fince the Truce with Perfia; and our King keeps his neigh- 
“ bours in fuch a fear of his power , that they are content to enjoy their own Territo- 
“ries peaceably, without attempting any thing againft his. Some two years fince he 
“married a fecond wif, whofe name was Stratonice,a Princels,but his fubje@and Ger 
‘to Arfacomes Prince of the i[fedons, - All he Kingdom blamed this Marriage, fo un- 
“equal both forage and quality ; and the leaft paffionate were of opinion. that the 
“King hearing nonewsof our Prince , and having befides him no oe Childe by his 
“former wife but the Princels Berenice, hada defireto geta Succeffor to his Em pires, 
“True itis, that the King feems to doat in his affection, and to pleafe his new Queen, 
* has asit were forgot the care of his Dominions, repofing all the charge of them up- 
“on his Brother in Law Arfacomes, who governs with more liberty now that Arfaces 
‘is abfent: 

My Prince interrupting our Hoft at thefewords, Zkzom Arfacomes well, (faid 
he) but: I cannot tell who that Arfaces is, of whom you have now made mention to me 
twice, ‘tis he ( replyed the Holt ) who ftandsin competition with Ar/acomes for 
‘the firft place in our-King’s favour, but he difpates it onely by vertue, che other 
‘by the power of the Queen his filter. Not bucthat Ar/icomes is truly valiantand

This-wis ll-ve learn’d of our Hoft, and my Prince, who in ‘another féafon would 
perh-ps have impatiently born the matridge of his Father was hardly fo much as mo~ 
ved at ir’then, fo far hedcheintereft ofttis love fwallowed aff ochers , ‘and.rendred 
him unfeifible of any other care, we profecated our Voyage, and after many days 
journeys wein che en arrived .t Uffedon, where the King Was'at char'time , we pals’d 
through che fireets wichouc bemg"known’ of ‘any body ,. and entringinro the Palace,

Mafter,fo,unexpedted a return produced very ifferent effects, and the King being reti- 
yed three or four fteps extreiely furprifed and aflonithed, the Princels Rerenice’s re- 
fpe& to biin could not keep her from falling abourher brothers neck’, with fo many 
tears of real joy that he by themreceiv’d a great teftimony of heraffection toward him 
he repaid her embraces with the me tendernefs, and being in the énd gor loofe from 
tier, to receive chofe he expected from his Father; he was ina great amaze to fee him 
change colout twice or thrice, ‘and inftead of affectionate welcoms, to hear him fpeak

My Prince was fo confounded at thefe reproaches , that he was not able ta {peak to 
him of a fong time , he was not at all prepared for that reception, not believing his 
Father fo well infiru@ed in the paffages of his life; and; having nozhing to reply 
again(t the truth of what he frid, he w's a great while, fudying what-anfwer he 
fhould make , but inthe end lifting up hig bead , and logking upon him with an eye 
able to have nfide him relent, * Sir (faid he Love hath mde me to commit 
ie ie oa ae ana eS +. _ -— Ff rae a . ae. ant 
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* feet, and the fubmiffion wherewith I came to expofe my {elf to all the punithments I 
“have deferved, I have fuffered fo cruela pennance , that your juft anger would not

The King no way mollified by thefe words : No, perfidious wretch, (faid he) think. 
not to often. me by a re fubron fice , thon didft not believe I had been fo well acquainted 
with tay crimes, but thon fealt receive a punifoment for them , which foall ferve from 
benceforth for an example to allunnatural children, and Parricides like thy felf; take a~ 
way this ingrateful fon from before me ( continued he, turning toward the Ca ptain of, 
his Guard ) and let hine be carried to the Caffle of Sercy , wec'll firft take order for his fem 
curity , and then confider what kind of punifoment is duetohim. At this fentence my 
Prince arofe from before him, and believing he had {:tisfied what he owed unto his 
Father , he was fo difpleafed with him for fo inhuman anuf ge after fo long abfence, 
that he deigned not to fay one word to him inhis juftification, but tollowed the 
Captain of the Guard , after he had only demanded chat { might not be tiken from 
him, . 
We were brought to the Caftle of Sercy, not far diftant from the Town, it isa very 
ftrong pl-ce, deltin’d for che imprifonment of Princes, and furnifhed with all things 

neceffary for recreation, asa fine Garden , a fair Park, and all other ornaments that 
can befic a Royal Palace. We were fhut up and kept chere two whole years, without 
being able to pacifie the Kings anger, He wis ferved according to his qu; lity, bur fo 
{tridtly. guarded , thac all hope of liberty was forbidden him: True itis he laboured 
nocat all for ic, nor ever made any attempt to efcape, or fo muchas ever got the King 
to be {pokentoforhisenlargement _ | believe the Princefs his - ifler , andall vertu. 
ous perfons follicited it with much induftry , but the power of the Queen his Mother 
in Law , to whom his death, or at leaft his captivity w:s very important, was fo great 
over the a will, chat her confideration alone ftrangled all the good motions which 
nature , and che counfeil of impartial friends could work in him, we believed indeed 
that che impreffion the gave him made him perfift ftill in that difple..fare » and that as 
long as fhe had credit with the King, fhe would ae my Matter’s liberty, but be- 
fides that , we knew his nature flow to be angred, but much flower to be reconciled. 
A: long as Darius was alive (id he to thofe chit {poke in favour of him ) we faw hin 
wot , nor fhould we fee lim now sf his Fortune were yet on foot , and I will make him know, 
that we could have [pared the fight of him fill, 

In the mean time my Mater, co whom neither his liberty , nor the pleafures he 
might have enjoyed in the Court, were atall confider..ble, endured his Imprifonment 
very patiently, and found a much greter quiet init , then he had done in the throng 
of affairs , and in the converfation of the world : his mind ws now become fo out of 
love wi:h ordinary diverfions, that nothing but folitarineffe alone could pleafe him: 
andin thathumour, ‘ Araxes (would he f-yto me fometimes ifthe King knew how 
* gentle a punifhment this reftraint is, he would without pa fet me at liberty,and 
* would not fuffer me to enjoy a tranquillity wherein I tafte fome fweetnefs, but rather 
* would precipitate me into thofe innumerable misfortunes which I have but too much 
‘felt already. Ic were of great importance tome to fee fome Scythian faces ; after 
“ having fo long feen , and loft the fight of my fair, and faithlefs Statira; and] might 
* by their help recover, what her infidelicy has made me lofe. That whichis moft 

» ‘lovely mong them, has fomerefemblance of what is moft imperfect in her; andthe 
“converfation of Scythians would be wonderfull delightful to me after that of Darine 
Sand Artaxerxes. Invent, thon King of Scythia , another kinde of chaftifement for 
* him who is no longer inan eft-te to receive any addition to his griefs by all chy cruel. 
*tdes;Forrune has done what he fhould againft me,and my foul has no free place left for 
* chee to’ fi : 

He often encertained me with thefeand the like difcourfes, and leda life that made 
me wondera thoufand times how he could out-laft fo many days : but che Gods whofe 
wrath was not appeafed, and who deftin d him yet to tharper forrows, and to his laft 
foffes, were pleafed to prolong the courfe of them, Jeft chev fhould lofe the ordinary 
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that Bege’d irof the King; onely the Princes Katana obsain'd petmiffiong fee her 
fede oalce: in.swo. years of his imprifonment, bucboth times wich fuch lyigilaat 
-witneffes which were fet onpurpofe , that fhe could never fpeak one word to hisita- 
lone , thoygh the, exprefs'd a wonderfull defire ofic , and requefted it with great im- 
‘portunity. The Prince her brother who lov'd her dearly, wasextreamly troubled dt 
at, and entreated her co procure a greater liberty to vilit him, ifit were goffible. - In 
the-mean time he watted himfelf daily by his fadnefs, and withdrawing ibadithe moft 
remote’ and-folitary places of the Park, plunged himfelfinto fits of melasicholly in 
which he fometimes {pent whole dayes, Then the Image of Statiraxeprefeating it 
felf unto the eyes of his minde more beautifull , and more attractive then ever, made 
all che refolucions vanifh which.he had taken to forget her: fometimes he fancied her. 
inthe fame condition he had feenherin, when he received che firk teftimonies of her 
affedion, he found the fume fweetnefs in her eyes , and heard the fame words where- 
with fhe drew him back almoft from his grave; he tafted fome pleafure as long as this 
thought poffeffed him, but affoon as it made way for another, and that inftead of thac 
gentle, fweet, obliging Statira, he faw a Statira arm’d with wrath andthunder a- 
gainit him, he yettrembled with fear and was ready to dye with forrow : and in both 
imaginations he figh'd , as well for the miferies he felt, as for the felicities he had loft. 
Behold (would be fay fometimes) a youth extreemly well [pent and gallant bopes brought 
‘into, a very'fair haven , bebold a happy {ware{s of fo many labeurs:; and a fortunate con- 
clufi.» of alove grounded upon fuch marvellous beginnings , it was exceeding neceffary to 
expofe-my felf to fomany croffes, and tofomany difafters , as this miferablélifehas been 
perpetually tof3'd.ithall, to reap this brave, this glorions recomspence, O Statira; thie'beff be- 
lohd , and the maft faithle{s of all woman-kind, bow generoufly: you have dealt with me, 
and in bow fit afeafon, and bom handfomely you have again taken up the thoughts of that 
antignt hatred of. ine Families, certainly you have gain’ an infinite cliry by tlie laff afti- 
.on , and have fairly reveng'd the Perlians of rhoft loffes they had haretofore received by the 
Seychians. . @ bow happy art shox Alexander, to bave attain'd unto the end which F afpi- 
ved to by ways focontrary ta thofe Kprattis’d, and to have wonna thax by bloods hy iprifon- 
ments, and by outrages, which I bave loft by [o much lave, by fo ranch fidelity, and by foma- 
ny fervices, and how Well fatisfied art.thoy Roxana; to fee thy predictions accomplified, 
and thisingrattful , this bruitify , and thinyncotil man, punifeed according tothy wifh, 
with achaftifement that was moft juftly duc to him, é 

.. Thoughts of this nature were his ordinary entertainments, and fomerimes lying 
long by the fide of a Fountain whofe fource he oftea augmented with his tears, when 
-the water of it asa little fetcled from che troubleyehich theis falling into‘it had caufed, 
-and that he could read the marks of his afliGion jn the alterations of his face. tere it 
poffible (would he fay ) that Sativa could fee me inthis cotdition; towdhed with pity, 
anathat fae could behold the change of my countenaneo, and not. have fome remarfe for that 
of ber, own heart? ~ as ne ag 

/ Thefe were afi his paftimes,, and if he went fometimes a hunting in the Park, where 
there,was great flare of game, he was. fo infenfible of the pleafures which were wont 
formerly to divert him, that we judg’d in the end, his difeafe was utterly incurable, He 
never.enquired after the affairs of the State,andhad fo given over all kind of other care 
except that of his grief, that he feemrd no longer to, have any intereft igthe wold, I 
firr’d not ont of the Caltle no more then he; -and though chat leave was offeded me, 
‘pon condition! would come inne more, Evyould not accept it, but perfeyer'd ia the 
refolution I had caken , to fix, my-felf infeparably co the good or evil fortune of my 
Mafter, he lamented my condition.,. and offen faidto.me , .Aragies ,. £4 nq-longen ob- 
flinase to accompany my deffiny., “it is-fo unfortamatethat tmill-tntangle theein my deftra- 
lions, and-I-ant fo: forry tofec thee [pend thy youth in fo-usbappy an cBate ; thatmy griaf's 
dp, theraby receive amoft (enfible addstion, retire faonbae I prithakjangif Ibe mit abka as‘T 
ought, and arTaould with , to réquite the goed fervices I hasipneceived- from thees furisfie 
thy: felf with wp good defires ;. andexpelh thy-remand frava the Gods , Wiio without doubt 
well norfugfer thy fidelity to go Without a recompince:. Thefe words drew tears out of my 
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A year was already run out fince the beginning of our imprifonment, when we 
fearn’d by our Keepers that the ALacedonians were entred Scythia under the command 
of “Arinbis and my Prince asked the Captain of our Guards what order tlie King 
rook aboutit, Sir, (anfwered be) itis but very few dayesfince Arimbas Governor of 
* Aimrus for Alexander , is come into our Frontiers with an Army of forty thoufand 
"men, he has done no great matters yet , and asthe King was thinking to raife Eor- 
* ces to fend, or lead thither himfelf for the defence of his Country ; he heard thacthe 
‘valiant Arfaces was coming home victorious with his, after having done {uch a@i- 
* ons of courage , and good condu@ againtt his rebel Subjects, as furp: {s belief, The 
* News made him change his Defign , and inftantly he difpatch’d a \- effenger with all 
* {peed unto Arfaces, fending him Order to march with bis whole ftrength againft 
“the Afacedonians , while he rais'd more to come and joyn with him under the com- 
*mand of Arfacomes, every body hopes for a happy faccefs of this War by the valour, 
“and good fortune of Ar/aces , and all the Kingdome prepares cheerfully , to oppofe 
‘this enemy of the whole earth, 

Do but fee, Sir, how love, and grief, thofe two fatal and ruinous paffions, had 
chang’d my Matters mind as well as his body, and how they had divefted him of all 
his former inclinations, to leave no accefs for any but themfelves, 1n former times he 
would have been extremely moved at fuch an occafion, and would not have been able 
to endure his imprifonment, when it was needful to take up arms for the defence of 
his Country , and that the King his Father was fain to ground his hopes , and t} : pro- 
tection of his Dominions , upon the valour and fideliry of a Stranger, of mean and ob- 
fcure birth, but then he receiv'd this newes, as the relation ofa Story in which he was 
not at all concern'd, and made no fhew in the world either of forrow for the troubles 
of his Country, or of envy to the glory.of that 4x/aces who poffeffed his place,and ren. 
dred sthofe fervices to his father which inall likelihood he fhould rather have expedted 
fromhim; he only Gid to him that had made him that relation , Jf were mot focri« 
minal as Lam, and that the King would honour me with this enterprife, [Would ferve hin 
in it , perhaps with lefs prudence and lefs valour , but at leaft with as much fidelity as 
Arfaces, Two moneths atter the advancing of thefe Forces, news came to Court, 
and to us alfo, that Arfaces had given battel to the Afacedonians , that he had kill’d 
oe ee Arimbas , and had gotten fo abfolute a victory , that {carcea man 
efcaped. : 

All scythia made bonefires for this good fuccefs, and they of /{fedon prepared to re- 
ceive Arfaces, who all covered with Lawrels was returning into a Country which he 
had reftored to quiet by many vi@ories glorioufly obtained , within afew dayes af- 
ter we heard chat he was come, and that the King, the whole Court,and all the people 
had rendred him honours worthy of his vertue and fervices; but within a week more 
we were told how the King without any confideration of his deferts, had caus’d himto 
be put in prifon,the reafon of his difgrace being known but to very few. My Prince was 
forry for his fathers ingratitude, and would willingly have difpofed himfelfto help thac 
gallant man,ifhe had hid any power to help himfelf:To what purpofe, Sir,fhould Itire 
you longer with fo tedious athing, and tell you the particulars of our imprifonments, 
which are not ofany confequence : I will therefore pafs by thefe fmall matcers, and Jet 
you know, that two years were almoft expired fince our reftraint, when my Mafter 
heard by fome of thofe that waited on him, that the King his Father was at the Caftle 
gate, and chat he was coming in to fee him with a fall Train. Oroondates was furprifed 

with fo unexpected a vifit,from him who feem'd to have laid afide the name of Father, 
to take up that of his moft mortal Enemy, and not fofing time to confider what might 
be the caufe that brought him, he went out of his Chamber to receive him , he mec 
him in the Court of the Caftle, attended by fome of the Principal of his Officers y and 
having faluted him with an humble refed and fubmiffion, the King us‘d him ina very 
different manner, from the reception he had given himat his arrival in Scythiai and 
having rais’d him up with a kind embrace : Son, (faid he) you have fuffered enough for 
a. eee ie ae ‘ 
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Gia' bys perchance made to Loft too tong. . The Prince without expreffing any, joy. at this 
newas of his enlargement, reply’d, ‘ Your Majelty next to the Gods, may.difpofe of 
‘my Dettiny,and-either haften or retard my liberty, according to the greatnefsofmy 
“fault, andaccording to your Royal pleafure. rel! fon ( aniwered the King ) Jer xo 
blot what is pas out of our remembrance, and endeavour both of us to make amends by 
actions contrary to thofe that made this difference berweenus. : : 
Afrer this difcourfe, thofe that attended the King, {luted my Prince with tears of 
joy, and fuch expreffions as vifibly teftified, that the affection which his rare vertues 
had kindled in the hearts of his friends,was not yet extinguifhed, and that all Scythia 
which mourned for his captivity, would receive his Freedomas the beft fortune thac 
could befall ir, when he had return’d their embraces, the King leaving the company 
in the Hall, entred into an inward room, whether he call’d only his fon and -Arfaco- 
mes, and having walk’d a turn or two, he began to fpeak thus unto my Prince. : 
“You mutt needs confefs O,roondates, that you have infinitely failed in what you 
‘owe tome, in what you owe unto your Countrey, and in what you owe unto your 
“felf, andi will confefs roo, thatI perchance have likewife proceeded againft you 
¢ with a rigour very contrary to the former teflimonies of my affe@ion, and to what 
“you might have: hoped for from a father who had not feen you of many years: we 
« have bin both of us too blame;but the knowledg of our mutual faults,can neither wipe 
“ ont of our mindes the engagements of nature, nor thofe of vertue ; and as I finde 
© shat the remembrance of yours,hinders me not from confidering you ftill as my fon 
* nor from giving you proofs ofmy former fove by the confidence I will have in you 7 
© So { hope alfo that the remembrance of theufage you have received from me,will not 
‘hinder you from confidering me fill as your Father, nor from giving me proofs of 
‘your former obedience and fidelity, by ufing that confidence] havein you as you 
“oughttodo. ‘This affurance ( Son) together with the belief I have that you have 
“ foft nothing of that vertue, whereof from your firft years you gave fuch pregnant 
“hopes, encourages me to put you againinto employment, you have now a brave 
‘occafion to make your felfremarkable , and I fhould think Idid youa mortal inju- 
‘ry, if 1 fhould trultchat command unto another, which bynge is due onely unto 
“you. Knowthen that {ince the defeat of Arimbas, Zopirio his brother, Governor 
© of Thracia for Alexander, ha’s palt the Bofphorus at Byzantizm with an Army of 
‘fifty choufand:men, andis entred into our Territories, where he does all a@s of ho- 
* ftility , his coming ha’s wrought fuch an effeét among the people whom the name of 
© Alecander ba’s ficuck with terror, that moft part of the Towns upon the thore of 
“the ExxineSea, and upon the banks ofthe River Boriffhenes deliver themfelves up to 
him already, and flay not for the coming of Alexander, who witha much more pu- 
“iffant Army, is advancing himfelf as a deluge to overflow our Dominions ; you 
‘tiave herea gallantoccafion to defend your Countrey againit the Ufurper of the 
© whole Earth, and to decide your old quarrels with your particular Enemy: My Age 
© which makes me now unable to bear the toyls of War, will not fuffer me to obpofe 
“this Conqueror in mine own perfon, nor to go and fight with :him upon thofe limits 
« which never any body yet invaded, but to their loffe and confufion , I have prote- 
« &ed them againtt his Father, and you my fon fhal{ go and defend them againit him- 
*felf. Some of my Counfellors oppofed the choice I made of you, and reprefented 
“to me, that my rigorousufage of you, did in part difpence you from the fidelity you 
“owe me, andforbad me to tryft youwithan Army, upon which I have grounded 
Sour fupport and confervation , but my knowledge of your good. nature, of 
«your love t6-glory, and of the emulation. you ought to have seas Alexander, 
« ha’s drowned all thefe futpicions,and I have moreover confidered that you will fight 
* alfo for your felf,and thacin deceiving me, you would but deliver up unto the enemy 
‘ chofe people that, mutt hereafter obey yon, and thofe Eftates you muft hereafter 
‘poffefs. Ihave drawn thofe Forces outof Garrifon, that returned home with 4 
“faces, and have already tnade them begin their march toward the Euxine Sea,where 
* Zopirio nakes this progreffe, you thall go forth from hence, and overtake them, to

‘ina readinefs, and by which addition you may increafe your Army before the utri- 
‘val of Alexander, bat I meaa you fhall away to morrow morning, without ma- 
* king any longer fa , Without coming into Zffedon, and without feeing any of your 
* friends, bur thofe that fhall make the Voiage with you; I have particular reafons to 
‘difpatch you wich this diligence, and to morrow you thal finde. at this Caftle gare, 
tall your Equipage in Order, and all thofe that muft attend you in this expedi- 
tion, : ee ‘ 
” ‘The Prince anfwered this long Difcourfe of his Fathers, no otherwife but witha 
. low reverence, and fome proteftations of his defire to do him the fervice he was obli- 
gedto. Yerthough he was almoft abfolutely taken off from all thought of State~ 
Affairs, that defire of glory which ftillremained in him, and the love of noble adti« 
ons, which his forrow had not extinguifhed, made him with joy receive, not the 
news of. his libercy, but of an occafion to bear arms again, and to difpute of valour 
with Alexihder, atthe head of an Army, which happineffe he yet had never had, 
though he always had moft ardently defiredit. He demanded leave of the King to 
feethe PrincefS Berenice hisfifter, but it was refufed him, and the King commanded 
him not co enquire the caufe that made him fend him away fo fuddénly, and 10 fe- 
eretly. The Prince refign’d himfelf to his Fathers pleafure, without murmuring, 
aid fpent the reft of che day with him in receiving Orders and Inftructions for thar 
ar, 

The next morning affoon asit was day, the King himfelf led him out of the Ca- 
file, Whére my Prince founda very brave retinte, and among the Officers appointed 
for his houfe, he knew Toxaris and Loncates, thofe two faithful fervants 5 he 
had foft actfte Battell of erbe/e,and who a while before were return'd into Scythia, 
after having rm throughan infinite mueber of dangers, -and endur’da long captivity 
among the ALacedonians. My Mafter was extreamly glad to fee them, and having ufed 
them with ae Kindnefs, as the faithful companions of his fortune, he with much 
eivility emBraced all chofe who by his Fathers election were to attend him, The King 
faw him get on horfeback,and having taken his feave of him,return’dto //fedon,affoon 
as we were gone. 

My Prince being accompanied by Arfacomes, T heodates, my Father whofe name is 
Cleoreftes, dnd two or three hundred of the chief men of all Scythia, followed the Ar. 
my, which was two or three days march before us,and took the env oned that part 
of Scythia whichis is called Sendica; and which is fituate between the Ewxin Sea,and 
the Rivér Borifthenes. The fourth day after our departure, wegot upto our Forces, 
and:tipon the banks of the River Hypanis, my Prince made a general mufter of them; 
he found them very weak, and admired che King his Father would fend him with fo 
poor a {trength againft the Conquerors of the whole wold, The Jfedons had arm'd 
fixthoufand horfe, the Sarmates four thoufand, the Aaffagetes five thoufand, the 
Agatirfansthree thoufand, the Tanrofeythians three choufand, the Agripeans two 
thonfand, the Nossadians three thonfard, the Hyteans, the Bafilides, aid all thofe 
that are near the Lake of Buges fix thoufand, and the Satarchians two thoufand ; he 
had no Infantry atall, for you know the Scythians never make ufe of any but in great 
Expeditions, and where they are conftrain’d co bring upail their Forces 

The Prince having found by his Mufter Rolls, that his whole Army confifted of no 
more then five and thitry thoufand horfe,divided it into three bodies, he gave the firft 
of ten thoufind to Ajo the fecond of a like number to Theodates Prince of the 
Sarmatez,and kept a third of twelve thoufand for himfelf, Sars 2 my Father Cleo- 
refes his Eteutenant, and giving him the command. of that body in his place, whenfo- 
ever he fhould be forcedto gotoany other part of the Army where his prefence was 
neceffary, There yet remain’d three thowfind horfe,and my Prince was pleas’d that 
fhoutd have the iortor to command them asa loofe referve,togive relief to thofe that 
fhould fic ftand in need of affiftance. 

This being ordered, the Army march’d ftraitto the Borifthenes, and having pafed 
it overa Bridpesf Boats, advanced toward the City of O/biopols, which sas then 
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roug deferice. I believe 3'Siry you willbe content I ffotild cut off as mich ofthe dif. 


courre of this War, as ¥-cdn poflibly. 1 will tell you thesefore, (omitting tiny particu- 
larities of fmattimportance ) that the fame ey we pafs*d'the Borifthene 7, We received 






intelligence, that Zopirio’ advertifed of dur sity adyatie toward him, had raifed fis, 
Siege fromthe place which he-had block’d up before, and was comingto meée us with 
Colours flying. : : : Pieces 


Oroohdates dave the Gods'tHanks for his brave rgfolution , and thoughhe Knew the 
weaknefs of his Forces, yet_would he not fM¥ for the'Supplies the Ri ghis. Father 
had made-him hope for, but thought He would encourzge thofe he had , fowell by 
his example ; that he fhould:infalhbly obtain the Vidory : with this confidence he 
march’d {trait toward him, aad to fhorten this relation, the third nightaffer, we dif- 
covered the fires of his Army ina great Plain which is between the Cittss of oLbinpolis, 
and Miletopolis, andthe Borifthencs andthe Danube. Thisfighe put couea e into the 
Scythians, who indeed are the moft Warlike ofall men living efpecially fort e defence 
of their Territories, iaeatia aan ene BS Pre 

My Prince bad much adoe to keep them in that night, and affoon as ever the 
Sun pegan to reftore his light unto the world, the two Armies faluted one another 
with fuch dréadful (hours; that the Banks of the Danube ecchoed with them, and ma- 
ny birds aftonied with the loud thrilnefs of that noife, fell down affighted among 
the Souldiers feet. Oroondares at the very firkt peep of day, had caus'd the fignal of 
the battel to be fet upon thecop of his Tent, which was ina field Gules, two croffe 
Javelins proper. The Scythians no fooner faw it appear, bur they fent forth a fecond 
fhout , full of joy and eagernefsto fight , from whence my Prince drew a good pre- 
fage of the Victory. When he was gotten up, he offered facrifices in company of all 
the Commanders to Pupiter, to Apollo, and tothe Goddefs Tellus, and to A¢ars the 
faireft Horfes of the Army; and having given out Orders to the principal. Officers, 
he fent them away untotheir Charges. A while after he put on all his armes except 
his Headpiece, which Zoxaris carried after him, and mounting on horfeback, he vifi- 
ted all the Troops one after another, obferving and carefully correcting the detfedts,gi- 
ving all inftrudtions neceflary for the winning of the battel; and exhorting them to 
doe gallantly, by the moft prefling words the defire of Victory could put into his 
mouth, Aly friends (faid he to them ) thefe you have now to fight withall are not the 
Perfians, your antient enemies , whom you have alwayes conqucred more eafily than 
you could meet with them, I will not flatter you, nor make any fcruple to tell you that 
which might ftriketerronr into C Wards, but will onely adde vigour to that noble courage 
which alwayes accompanies you upon fervice , and which hitherto has made Jou vittorions 
over all thofe that have dared tocncounter you. They are Macedonians , they are Thra- 
cians, two valiant, warlike people, and to be plain, they are part of thofe Forces that have 
made their King the Emperonr of the world : They are the Ufsrpers of all the E arth, 
who not being fatisfied with that Tyrannous Domination they have got by viclence over 
all AGia, Attica, and rhe better part of Europe, would yet extend their Empire over your 
Liberties and your Lives : Let this difference of your enenstes raife you to extraordinary 
atchievements , you cannot conquer them without difficulty , bur meither can you conquer 
thems Without glory, nor without fruit, upon the winning or lofing of this day , depends 
the repofe or utter ruine of theScythians, If they prevail, Alexander will without qne- 
ftion, have a free entrance into our polfeffions, and that mighty Army wherewith he 
marches already againft us will advance without refiftance into the uttermoft parts of 
Scythia, and into the fecretel? places of your abodcs , and families, but onthe contrary, by 
their defeat , he will give over the defign of invading you; or if he foould perfevere init, you 
will howfeever gain an infinite advantage, by having learn’ d to conquer thofe Who were ne- 
ver conquered. ‘ 

He faid mary other things to this purpofe, and finding they had produced the effet 
hedefired , he made the Army march in Battalia ftraight unto the Enemies, who ad- 
vanced likewile in very good order: Then it westhatI obferveda chearfulnefs in his 
countenz ace I had never feen there fincethe unhappy accidents of his life , which 
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an Army under his own command, and Ieonfidered him there with fo much plea. 
fore, thaticis hard for metro pafs over in filerice, his grecefulnefs, both in comn.and- 
ng, and in all the other. Fur@ions of bis Charge. He had fo noble > and yer fo 
lovely a fiercetiefs in his aiths’, that he moved both love and fear inall that look’d 
upon hith? When the Armies were drawn nearto One another, he put on his Cask, 
all covered with plumes, and Rones ofvalue, and fetting himfelfat the head ofthe 
Bartel, he commanded Ar/acomes who led the Van-guard , to begin the Charge. 
Scarce had the Trumpets given the Signal, when the firft Squadrons clofed witha 
fary hard to be exprefs’d , the Thracians had not the leifure to make ufe of their Ar- 
rows , fot the Scyzhians falling in pell-mell forced them to fight at handy-blows ; 
This firft encounter was very bloody , bur after having long contefted for the better, 
our Cavairy began to put their Foot into diforder » when Zopirio perceiving it, came 
up with the main body of his Army , and thundring in upon our men made a-terrible 
Mlaughter of them , before they could be relieved by Oroondates. 1 kept uponthe 
right Wing , with my three choufand Horfe, and obferving the difadvantage of our 
fide, 1 rufh’d into the midft of the Enemies, and recovered our «ffaitsa littleagain, 
while try Prince moving forward with his Battalion made the fight fomething leG un- 
equal, Zopirio who, 2s well asmy Matter, had parted his Army into three Bodies, 
made hisiaft advance, and Theodates by his example , and by the Princes command, 
led onthe Rere-guard to oppofe him. ‘Then it was that thetwo whole Armies being 
ingaged fought with marvellous courage and obftinacy , each having taken a refoluti_ 
on co conquer , or perifh upon the Field ; and J may well affure youwith truth, cha 
. Of fo many thoufand menthat fellthat day, there was hardly fo much as one that rex 
ceiv'd his death in running away ; the hracian and Afacedonian Infantry , feeing 
themfelves trampled under foot by the Scythian Cavalry, kill’d their Horfes with 
Jivelins , and keeping lofe together, covered themfelves with their fhields, and bore 
up itiffely againft chem to hinder their being utterly routed. Our Enemies farpats’ 
us innumber, and they were much better arm’d than we , bucthe valour of our Ges 
netal, and his wonderful readinefs in giving feafonzble relief where there was moft 
need, made them Jofe all the advantage , which their number , and the difference 
of armes gave them over us, He had already done miraculous things., and by reafon 
of the blood that was all over him, could hardly be known but by his ftature , and 
the blows he gave, when Zopirio {eeing the day incline already to our party, obfer- 
ved him among all the reft, and cunfidering thar the greateft part of the Victory 
confifted in the death ofthac Commander, he broke through his own men, and ha- 
ving a ftrong Javelin in bishand, after he had defied him with a loud cry, herufh’d 
upon him, and ftriking him while he was otherwife employed , the point of his 
Javelin paffed between the mailes that defended his Arm »_and gave him a flight hure 
in the hinder part of his Shoulder. Zopirio feeing his Javelin engaged in my Ma- 
fters Arms, letit go, and was already lifting up his Sword »,t0 fecond his firt blow, 
bue my Prince turn’d about to him wich fo great afury , and fo admirable a readinefs, 
that Zopirio frozen with fear , beganto repent hisboldnef, when the blade that fel- 
dom faild of making a mortal wound » finding paflage through the defeat of his Cu- 
rafs, under the arm which he had heaved up, ran him quite through the body, and 
made him drop downdead among the horfes feet. The death of their General did 
much abate their courage, and the Scythians who fawhim fall, fentfortha fierce 
cry, which ftruck yet a greater terror into them » and without doubt haften’d their 
defeat. Certain it is, that we found not fo much refiftance among them as before, 
and that in the end the Vidory declared it felf openly for us. To what purpofe is 
it, ‘Sir, to keep you ina tedious Relation, the Enemies were defeated, as without que- 
flion you have heard, bur their obftinacy was fo great, that not oneof them ever 
turn’d his back, or ask’d quarter, and our Victory was fo abfolute, that after the 
heat of the Fight, my Prince had much ado to favea {mall number, though mife- 
rably hack’d by the cruelty of the Scythians, Six thoufand of ours were flain upon 
the plaice, and more then ten thoufand wounded : After this notable ViGory, my 
Prince havine civen thanke nara che Cade ccf Le I VIROEY, “IDY 
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fer Lis woundsto bedrefs'd, tillthe bodies ofthe principal Officers Werte fouibht, and 
particularly Zopirio’s , which -he commanded to be-honourably buried , ‘asi he had 
‘been the bett of his friends, Offfifty thoufand fighting men that had followed him 
not.one as Itold you.avoided the fury of ourarms by flight, aetdall the reft died mot 
gallantly upon the place , except thofe few Prifoners which Prince fav'd fromthe 
like deftiny,. whofe, ranfome he paid himfelftothofe that hadvaken them, and fet 
them at liberty, giving leave to thofe thar would to ftay in his Camip till their wounds 
were healed , ‘allowing them wherewithal copay fortheir cure, arid thewing thern as 
tnuch kindnefs as they could have hoped for from their own kindred: Heal gave 
order to have the wounded mén of his own Army carefully drefs'd, to have thofe 
that had fought well recompenced according to ther deferts ; -and to have the fpoyle 
diftribuced with juttice, and Without confution, He had three hurts himfelf, yerbut 
light ones, and fuch as kept him only three or four dayesin bed, Affoon as‘he was 
well enough to ride on horfeback again, he made his Army difineamp, and fendin 


wards Adiletopolis, and the. other Towns which had fhamefully defected their Kings 
party, to receive che yoke of the ALacedonians, AA letopolis was the firft he laid fiege 
our and juftice, had yet the ftubbornneffe to ftand out againtt their lawful Prince, 
and to refnfe him entrance » whether it were becaufe they were dif-affeed to their 
King, or that the knowledge of their fault, putting them ont ofhope of pardon, 
made themrefolve to expect relief from Alexander , orbury themfelyes in their own 
ruines, ee ¥ 
The place was very ftrong , and kept usa moneth without the walls; but inthe 

end after the loffe of fome of our men, our Prince having ftorm’d it vi 
all fides, carried it by affaule, and his mercy was fo great, thar affoon as f : 
felf Mafter of it, he ftoptthe execution » and being fatisfied with the death ofthofe 
that were flain upon the breach 3 he generoufly pardoned alt the reft , thongli'they 
had not fo muchasa hope ofit, and placing a reafonable Garrifon inthe Town, fu. 
fered the Inhabitants to en joy all their former Immunities and Priviledges.: “This A@ 
of Clemency was blamed by many of his party , -who could not approve his fo reat 
gentlenefg, to a place fo obftinately rebellious; and who maintained, that to terrifie 
Fach as were guilty ofthe fame crime 3 and were yet to be fobdued , he fhould haye 
utterly deftroyed it, ; : 
' But my Prince fmiled at their Maxims , and following the inclinations of his own 

enerous nature, attain’d by that moderation, to the end which they would have had 
fim tendto by contrary means, for within a few dayes after, the report of his mild. 
nefs being fpread through that revolted Province , all the Countrey fabmitted it felf 
voluntarily unto him » and within lef then three moneths , fourteen Towns that had 
declared for Alexander, returned again to their obedience, and put themfelves into 
his hands, Tagus, Caliorbia, and Oxchilachia, feated upon the Frontiers of Tarrica 
Cherchonefus ftood out. the deftiny of Miletopolis, and having refitted to the laft ex- 
tremity, were taken by force like it » and received almoft the like favourable n. 
fage. aha ; , , 
: pats lightly over thefe things, to fhortenthe Relation of matters not much im- 
portant, that I may come to the conclafion of my Princes loves :T will tell you 
therefore, that while we lay before Orchilachia + My Prince faw two or three of his 
Guard come into his Tent » Who prefented’a man unto him. Oroondates having ask~ 
ed them why they brought him before him > Si, (anfwered they ) he is newly come 
out of the Town , and being fallen into the hands of our men, he Prayed them to bring him 
winto you , to Wwhons he would telf Something of great confequence, re neglelted not to do fo, 
and though he {peaks the Scythian Tongue foill, that we had much ad; tounderftand him, 
and made us eafily fee that be is not of this Countrey, we believed yet, that your knowledge 
. Foreign Languages, would Abjift you to draw that benefit which you may hope for from

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wed features in his fagebatwere not unknown co him: and having call'd me, :o re- 
quire lielpfrom mysmtdnory , chednarfafter he had faluted him upon his knee, tid to

+ Dhefe words , andthe tone of his voyce, put ns out ofdonibt, and made uskitiow 
him prelently, te: be alie Eunuch Pyrens, thar faithful Servant tothe Princeffes of 
Pore, who had:been taken with them by Alexander, and had never left them, 
but to carry the nbws to Darius of the death of the Queen his Wife, and whohad 
led us, himfelf to icenbis his Tents, where he had continued after my Matters fae 
tal adventure. This knowledge of him infinitely furnrifed my Prince, who rifing up 
from his Chair, embraced the Eunuch with great kindnefs, and with tears which he 
could,not refrain, at the remembrance which hisfight awakened in him. 0 Tyrexs, 
(faid he ) 4s it poffible that I fee you, and that you have been able to forfake the Ladies you

he Prince ftattled’ at this Difcourfe, and was affaulted with fo many feveral in- 
ward morions, thar the changes of his countenance witneffed the difturbance of his 
minde: bjs mouth was open twice or thrice to {peak, but inthe end he came to 
himfelf, and confideted that without queftion the Eunuch bad things to tell him, 
which required not fo many witneffes. This was it that made himrefolveto ftay 
fome few bours, chat-he might difcourfe with him.’ and hear what he had to fay at 
better liberty, with chisthoughe, ppel/, Tyreus { faid he ) we will ralke together anon 
at night with more lei{sre and conveniency , in the mean time Iwill affure you , that what 
bufinefs foever brings you hither ,. you are very welcome into a place where Ihave [ome 
power , and where I will endeavonr to requite part of the conrtefies I received from jou in 
your Conntry. eee as : 
After chefe words he afforded me the liberty to embrace him , and to renew the ac- 
waintance which we had made together in Per/ia. “I took care to give him accomo- 
dition toreft himfelf , to welcome him with all the good entertainment I could give 
him ,, and to divert him the remainder of the day, whilemy Mafter thought of the 
affairs belonging to the Siege as much as his new impatience would permit him, 
When it was night , and that my Prince after fupper had gotten free from the Com- 
manders, and other Officers that had bufineffe with him, he retired into his Cham- 
ber, and affoon ashe was in bed, he fent meto call in Tyres, and caufing {tools to 
be fet by his bed-fide , he commanded us to fit dowa, andto make every body elfe go 
forth. We were no fooner left alone, but addreffinghimfelf to the Euntich , Tyrens 
(faid he) sow we are at liberty , or rather am now ready toreceive , by your difcourfe, 
suo5t fenfible renewings of my grief, and perhaps fome change in my prefent condition : Speak, 
without flattery I pray you, to him whocan neither have any addition to his forrovys,nor hope 
for any kind of joy. The Eunuch being fate down by his Command , and having be-

After thac by Alexanders command, the Queens and Princeffes were gone from 
Sidon ; and chat with a moft fenfible forrow, they were feparated from you by'd 
orders of the Conqueror, they removed to Gaza, which he had already enufed to 
block’d up ; during that Siege they were lodg’d in an houfe near the Tews; where f+ 
lee ander vilited them often, and where he renewed his perfecutions of Sdatsew. Thag 
generous Princeffe remembring her obligations to you, and the promifes Rie had 
made you, refifted all his importunities with a wonderful courage, and yet with f 
much civility and gracefulneffe, that Alexander inftead of being taken off, was ges 
ther the more inflamed by her coldnefs, and finding by converfation the beauties of 
her minde, as he had already obferved thofe of her body, he gave himfelf abfolutely 
toher, and forgot allthe paifion he had formerly had for Barfina. The Prine 
was extreamly troubled at it, but having an admirable difcretion, the diffembled part 
of her thoughts, and difcovering the reft, behaved her felf in fuck a manner,that withs 
out exafpératinga yong Conqueror whofe power was abfolute over her, the gently 
extingutfhed chofe hopes, which her civility and favorable ufage might make him to 
conceive. True itis, that Alexander had fo many employments, that the hadmuch 
refpite by them, and during the time of. quiet, her entertainment was onely cons 
cerning you, Cleone hath givenme affarance of it, and toldme that the knowl 
the Queens whole family bad of your affection allowing her the liberty to difcourfe of 
it with the Princefs her fifter, Bar fiva,and thofe other Ladies that were deareft to her, 
the fweeteft confolation fhe had in her misfortunes, was to {peak inceffantly of you, 
and to hear the praifes thofe Ladies gave youin her prefence, as well to bear witn. 
of thecruth, as becaufe they knew the fatisfadtion the received thereby, After the ta- 
king of Gaza,we were fain to go from thence into Egype and the King giving order to 
have the Princeffes brought upon the Nile, to Ademphis, came thither the fame.wa 
alfo himfelf, There icwas that reft made him fall into his old profeffions, and he fpent 
all his abode in that Town in profecuting his love :: The Princefle afed him as the hed 
done before,and carried her felf to him with fo much moderation and vertue,that fhe 
" increafed his efeem of her the more, aad was commented by the Queens and byall 
thofe chat obferved her deportment atd difcreet behaviour. Buc that great Prinee not 
beingable to continue idle, and not fuffering the choughts of Love to bury shofe of 
War, which had ever been p-=“aminantin his minde, departed from Adexpbhiguhere 
he left the Princeffes,and in the mean time over-ran all Egypr which he broughe tinder 
his obedience,and having taken a fudden refolution, went to vifit the Temple of Inpiter 
Hammon, \willnot entertain you with his Voiage, but will onely tell you that after 
his departure, one day (a day alas! fatal coche repofe of the whole remainder of her 
life,and moft contrary to yours,as we have fuffidently known) the Princefsbeing all a- 
lone in her Chamber, was told thata fervant of yours was come, who defired to fpeak 
with her from yoti. She trembling with joy, commanded him prefently to.be brought 
in, but not having patience to ftay his coming, fhe ran out to meet him,and prefently 
knew him to be 4rbates, one of the Officersof your houfe, whom you had caken in 
the Court of Perfia, . 

My Prince interrupting Zyrews at thefe words ; Jt is true (faid he ) we left bine 
at Sidon, with money to go Whither he would, he having excufed himfelf tome, that hee 
could not wait upon mein my journey, by reafon of fome indifpofition he had. Affoon as 
he was come into her Chamber wich her ( faid Tyrens, going on with his Relation) 
the Princefs enquired news of you with great impatiency : 1 left him in Fyrdinia, 
(anfwered Arbates) ready to pafsthe Araxis to retire into Scythja,and from whence 
he fent me. back into this Countrey to bring you this Letter : The Princefs who 
thought you hadbeen with the King her Father, was infinitely roubled:at what the 
heard, and taking the Letter fhe brake it open with fuch an aking heart, as prefaged 
thofe affliions which fhe fince has fuffered by it : affoonas fhe had taken off che pa- 
per in which it was folded up_ the firft objec that prefented ir felfunto her eves was a

did her Bracelet which.Ifent back, fall into'the bands of Statira ? Not that you fent 
her back, replyed the Eunuch, but another, which ( ifyou remember ) you lolt'at Da- 
mafcus, and which the Princefs affoonasever fhe fawit, knew tobe the very fame 
which fhe had given you, when you went away with Artaxerxes to fight again{t the

Judge; Sir, ofthe Princeffe’s aftonifhment, at the reading of this Letter; the hand 
whereof wasfo well known to her, and at the fight of that Bracelet, whereof fhe had 
neitlier forgatten the work, the hair, northe fafhion, having received both by aman 
who fhe knew belong'd to you,and was of fome account in your family,fhe made him 
often repeat what he had faid, that fhe might-not be deceived, fhe often looked ear- 
neftly upon every part of the Bracelet, and oftén with’ a fetled eye read over and 
examined every word of the Letter: .’

er. 

During our flay at Afemphis, Alexander's abfence fheltred her from his perfecuti- 
ons; but after his return from thetemple of Pupiter Hammon, he found her fo 
much altred, that he was extreamly fenfible of it , he tried all the ways he could pof- 
fiblyto learn the caufe, and’not being able to difcover any thing, he believ’d that 

“her Captivicy, and the misfortunes of her houfe, were the only reafons, this confide- 
ration obliged him for fome time to importune her lefs then he was wont, and in the 
interim he‘made herand the Queensalfo be ferved with refpeéts and honors, «able to 
have partly abated the unhappinefs of their condition’. About that time lie gave order 
foitthe building’ofthe new City of Alexandria , and leaving Peuceftas, and Efehi- 
dnsto’command in Egypt,he caus’d us to depart from Afemphis, to go toward Baby- 
ton, whether he had ‘heard Dariva-wasretired; and his. diligence was-{o great, that 


ao. awitbin clever @ays we incamped upon the Bank of the. Euphraterattmd having pafs’d 
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rage of the King, wasindeed to be admired, :in the paffing of chat River , he entred 
intovthe water firit himfelf, and inviting all his Soutdiers by his example, made his 
whole Army wade through tharCurrent , which is the moft rapid and impetuous in 
the whole world. From thence after having defeated Strtopaces, and foe other of 
Deriss his Troops, he came upto him withinan hundred Furlongs, In the mean 
time Darius his Queen , worn out with toylfome Journeys, and her ordinary affi@i. 
ons, fell fick, and dyed wichin a few dayesafter. You may judge, Sir, by your know- 
ledge of the nature of the Princeffes , how fenfible they were of fo great a loffe, and 
with how many tears they deplored the death of a moft vertuous Princefs, anda mo« 
ther that had alwayes moft dearly lov'd them, Iwill not enlarge my felfupon that 
fubjet , for befides thar the Difcourfe would be troublefometo you, you have alrea~ 
dy heard the particularities of it, and likewife you know that then I left them, to bring 
the forrowful news unto Darias ; 1 faw in what manner $ou receiv’d it, and within 
a few dayes after, I with you faw the iffue of the bloody Battel of Aybela ; Ialfo 
conducted you, if you remember, unto the Queens Tents, and having been witnefs of 
the worilers you did for their deliverance, I was witnefs alfo of the ufage you received 
fromthe Princefs; Tat char time thoughtic very ftrange , but having continued with 
them, after you went our, I fince learn’d the caufe of that unlook'd for reception, and 
wondred no more, as had done, ata fault which could not be excufed by aleflercaufe . 
then that which | have faithfully related, ; 

Tyrens having made a little top at thefe words, 7 do not marvel (faid my Prince, wi- 
ping fome tears which chat remembrance drew from his eys)if that poor Prince/s (o ma= 
lictonfly abufed, could not endure the fight of him , who with fo much probability, ought ra 
Pals in her opinion , for the bale of all men living, Alas? how Jjuft was her difpleafure, 
and how cunningly , and artificially was that plot contrived ! bus proceed, Tyreus, for I 
well imagine this is not the laf of my misfortunes. . : 

After the Battel of 4rbela ( purfued Tyreus ) I remain’d as I was before > inthe 
fervice of Syfigambis, and the Princeffes, and the day after that bloody defeat, Ide- 
pirted wich them, and paffing through Arbela we arrived at Ademainm in three days, 
and from chence march’d with Alexander direttly to Babylon. But fcarce were we 
upon our way, when Afaxens the Governour of that Provinge, cameto meet him 
withthis Children’, all his Trietids ; andthe principal Inhabitants of that Cir ; and 
prefenting him the keyes of ‘irbrought himin, and accompanied him himfelf within 
the Walls, Bagiftanes, Governiour of the Cittadel, and Keeper ofall the Treafure, 
delivered up both ‘into hishands, andthe Citizens having hung the Streets withrich 
hangings, adorned the walls of their Houfes with their moft coftty Fulitore » and 
firewed the ground all overwith Flowers, receiv'd him asa God 5 tather then asa 
Man, and fubmitted unto the yoke with an Univerfal applaufe. Alexander usd Afe 
zeus, Bagiftanes,and all the Inhabitants , withmuch gentlenefs, and entring into the 
Yown at the head of his Forces, he took poffeflion of what the cowardife of his new 
fubje&s gave up'to him. $2 aie ‘ et 

In this interim, -ic would be-a hard matter for me to réprefent the'feveral incli- 
hations, which thé Princefs had toward you; after yétit ‘coming into the’ Tent; 
how much foever fhe ftrove to hate you, fie could not be contented with your death, 
and: believing'you were flain‘in che Battel . fhe was certainly {ike to dye with grief, 
but being come t Babylon fheheard Alexander fpeak of you;and heard from him,that 
the valiant man, who had done fo many wonders for her liberty, was norkilfed, and 
that Eumenes having by his command taken him from amgn! the dead bodyes; had 
caus'd him to be carried to Arbela, where they had left Hitvalive', and with hopeof 
rédovery, Thenoblenefs of her heart’, ‘rather then her love, made her refoyce at this 
news ; and reinembring otitof How manydangers the Gods had delivered you, the 
believ'd you might efcape thats well as tlie a) 3 and though the nélongethad an 
defign up on'you ; yet did thé witke fome Prayers for youf confervation ; and bege’c 
of the. Gods t6 bring you back happily into Scythia, ford tecompence of the fervices 
veu had dosk:Hes Farhily - aut of vane coed ohn cifen 
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have done her, and that Barfina remembred her of your faft words, fo contra y to 
thofe of your Letter, and to the report of Arbates, who faid he had left you in reas 
nia, teady to pals the draxis, whereas the had feqn you with Darins, fighting for 
her fafety tothe latt drop of your blood , the anfwered that in thofe words, You had 
difemsbled , as wellas in your former profeffions , that being wpon the point of entring inte 
Scythia, the ager bed King your Father ( who perhaps had been advertifed of your am 
bode in the Court of bis Emi) had without dowbt made you return to Darius, where your 
Valour had msade yon fight , with your ordinary fuccefs. And when fg’ ba preffed her 

n that confideration, and faid to her , ‘But Madam, how valiant foever he be, or 
“how ftriély foever banifh’d from his Conntrey , what could thofe paffionate words 
“he fpoke to you ferve him for, and to what purpofe was that defpair which he {0 vi- 
‘fibly teftified , if really he did not love you, 

Bat Barfina (replyed ehe Princefs ) what could the fending back of my bracelet ferve 
him for , andto what purpoft"was that Letter fo foarp, and fo full of injuries and indigni~ 
ties, if really he had lov'd me ? Do youthinkthefe latter Sigaes of his love, clearer then 
thofe yes proofs of his hatred and contempt ? or cam you imagine anything that fhould 
have obliged him unteit , or any daxeling of our eyes, that foould have made us miftaee his 
Letter , and my Bracelet? befides , ( purfued the ) if you took notice, hauever [poke one 
‘ward to pacifie me, andafter he had contented himfelf, with telling me, inftead y ajuftificas 
tion, that if I had any thing to reproach him with, I might take a convenient {2 ‘afon,be arron 
gantly uphy aided me with his fervices , and went out of the Tent without fo much as vouch 
Saping to give mea falute, Do you not judge Barlina , that in permitting me to make re- 
proaches otheewhere, he confeffed I had canfe to dofo, and that in not dcigning to bend his {pi- 
rit to fomle word of jxfification, be bad lof all the refpett he had or had feigned to have heres 
tofere auto me? Though the Princefs difcourfed on this manner, Dba did the not ceafe 
often to make reflexion upon your laft words , and upon your la! adtions, and in the 
uncertainty they caufed inher, fhe remained in fuch fulpence between her firft incli« 
nations , apd the refolotion fhe had taken to love you no more , that if you had re- 
turn’d at that time, you might without ati have blotted out much of thofe im- 
preflions , but aot hearing any newsatallofyou, fhein the end abfolutely believed, 
that you had utterly forgotten her. 

In thé mean while Alexander expreffed his love to her by an infinite number of 
oof, and daring the fay he made at Babylon, fhe hardly pafs'd one day without vi- 
fring her : One time when he wasin her company with Prolomeus and Lyfimachus, 
falling. with them upon the difcourfe of the battel of Arbela, and of the diverfe en- 
counters he had had with you , he defired the Princefs very earneftly to tell him your 
namé and quality , and fhe having anfwered that fhe knew you not; whofeever he be 
(reply’d the King ) if his birth beequal to his vertue and graceful fafoion;, he is exceeding 
Worthy to.b4 loved, that throagh his Valour was able alone to make me efteens hins , the de 
claration be meade ix coming up tome, of his love to.you, made me take a more expre[s care 
either of bis fafety , or ofthe honour of his burial, *Tis by this, Madam, (continued he) 
you may kuow thenature of the love I bear you, fince he who by his own confeffion had fo 
Sreat athyift to take away my life, finds the prefervation of his own, in the care of his very 
vival, and fince Ilofe the remembrance both of mine ownintereft, andof mine own fafety, to 
Serve a perfor wholowes you to the prejudice of my happise[s and of mylifeitfelf. Thisis 
to have an affettion very paxe ,, aad very free from common confiderations, and if you'confi= 
der s¢ as you oughe , you will certainly lofe much of that humour, which makes ‘yon difdain 
4 Prince mbots dying for you. ; 

__ The Princels anfwered him very modeftly ; ¢ Sir, Idifdain not fo Uuftrtous a Per- 
* fon, neither do Treceive the Honours you do me , any other way thenas the ftate of 
‘my prefenccondition may permit me; I confefs! have great obligationsto you, and 
‘by their greamnefs, 1 Arive;as. much as J can poffible, to counterbalance the Evils

Hydafpes , delivered ir up into his hands, with 
infinite ftore of fpoyle , and fifty thoutand Talents, That Town put anend to the 
Princeffes voyages, and Alexander finding by Statira’s countenance and difcourfe,

Modities of his Army, gave them leave to refide in that City, from whence they have 
never ftirr'd fince that time , having left the charge of them to Archelans, Xenaphidua, 
and Callicrates, with three thonfand feleed Macedonians for their Guard, and for 
the Garrifon of the Town. Before his departure he-went 0 take his leave of, them, 
and talking with Sratira, while Hepheftion who was in love with Parifatis, and fa- 
voured by che King in his affection, was entertaining her. A¢adam (faid he) 7am fore 
ced toleave you, but though I ¢0 from hence » ™y thoughts fhall rit be Separated from Jon, 
perhaps I foall come back one day to lay all my Vifbories at Jour feet, and I ‘pray the Gods 
fo grant that Imay be able to Conquer your minde, as they make me able to Conquer King. 
doms , and that I may find you as much Soften'd at my return » I leave yon obdurate at

The Princefs reply’d » You thall alwayes finde me moft ready to acknowledge 
“both your worth and the favors youdo me, and I will never tule my ations othér- 
“ wife chen by che will of my Parents , and.the ulage they thall receive from you.) Hf 
the Princefs had followed her own inclina tions, thé would have repulfed him wi 
lefs obliging terms, but being extreamly difcreet the would not exafperate a young 
Victorious Prince by her difdains, nor give him Occafion by her deportment, to Gift of 
that refpedt which he had ever fhewed her. He departed on this manner from Safa, 
and left them by his abfencein a very great tranquillity : it lafted for fome time with. 
ont interruption, but within a while after the Queen was earneltly follicited by A¢adan: 
tes her Nephew,and the Governor of theProvince of the Uxians,who having ince; 
Alexander by his refiftance. and not being able to obtain pardon, implored her ctedir 
wich him from a Town where he was befieged, and reduced to extremity. Sy/igam= 
Fis fuffered herfelf to be urged a great while before fhe could finde in her heb to. 
make any requelt to Alexander; but inthe end being fotced to it by che importunities 
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“ws, He fent back fome of his Servants with me, who brought a Letter to the Caeen, 


and another tothe Princefs; that to che Queen contained only Civilities, and .he o- 
ther co the Princefs was as near as [can remember in thefe words :

*the murther of his Prince, had deliver’d him into Oxiartes hands, who to revenge the 
death of his brother, had caus‘dthat-Paricide tobe putto death, by an extraordi. 
nary kind of execution ; he made four Trees to be bended down by a great number 
ofmen, and caufing the legs and the arms of ‘that difloyal man tobe faft tied unto 
the branches of them, they being all let flip with violence, tore every one jits 
quarter, and difmembred that miferable wretch, with marvellous fuddennefs.- Alex. 
ander pardoned N arbazxanes at the interceffion of the Eunuch Bagoas, who was in 
greater favor with him, then he had been with Darizs. ; 

After this news, they heard another, at which they were very much furprifed and 
that was the Marriage of Alexatder to Roxavia, which by the haftinels of ir, filld 
his whole Court, and all 44a, with aftonifhment. At thefe words, my Prince inter= 
rupt.ng the Eunuch, what, ( {aid he ) has Alexander then married the wicked Roxana? 
Yes, Sir, (anfwered the Eunuch ) and learn but in wo words how that adventure was 
related tous. Alexander being come into the Province of the Sacans, Roxana’ s fa~ 
ther who was Governor of it, after he had delivered up-all the Townes, and the 
whole Countrey into his hands, made hima very ftately reception, anda moft mag. 
nificent entertainment, Hisfaireft ornament in the Kings eye, was his daughter Rox- 
ana, who accompanied by thirty other Ladies, chofen among the moft beautiful of 
all that Province, waited upon the King all the while he was atmeac, and that Prinee 
who had formerly fen her near the Queens, with an indifferent eye, thought her ac 
that ume fo attractive, that he became paffionately in love with her, and havin by 
long abfence, by his great imploiments, and partly by difdain quenched the affedion 
he had borne Starira, he refolv'd to make Roxana his wife, and not deferring longer 
to effect it, he declared his intention to his friends, and to the Father of that Princefs, 
and having the confent of all, either through fear, oe eenee compliance, hee con- 
fummated the marriage the fame day, and rais'd chat proud, malicious woman, toa 
fortune which fhe had never pretended to. : 

The Queen, and the Princeffes were amazed at this news, ard though they, did 
notatall envy her advancement, their knowledge of her humor made them apprehend 
her power, and fear fome part of thofe misfortunes which have fince befaln them, 
Yet Sratira was exceeding glad that fhe was by that marriage delivered from Alexan- 
ders importunities, andebegan to live with more tranquillity, then fhe had done fince 
the lofle of Darius, and the belief of your fuppofed infidelity : In the mean time 
notwithftanding all the care fhe had taken to blot youout of her remembrance, yet 
could fhe not ucterly do it, but you return’d into it in fo many, and fo different forms; 
that fhe hardly knew you any more. 

Scaree did you beginto appear unto her imagination, as that brave Oroondates by 
whom fhe had been fo perfectly loved,and from whom fhe had received fo many fer- 
vices, but prefently a new fancy reprefented you; as that faithleffe, and dif-obliging 
Prince of Scythia, who had fo cruelly forfaken her, and fo mortally injured her : 
She {pent the molt part of her life in thefe diferent thoughts, and feem’d fo loofned 
from allother cares, and allocther divertifements, that the Queen, the Prince& her 
fifter, and her belt friends, had withthe hope, given over alfo the endeavor of ma- 
king her forget her fadnefs, . 

Itisnot neceffary for me, Sir, to tell you all the {effe important particulars, of 
her lite, during A/exanders abfencethere hapned nothing remarkable at Sxfa, but 
in the end, two years after his departure, we heard he was returning thither, having 
fubdued the Indies, and all the people that inhabit on this fide of the River Ganges. 
‘The Princeffes receiv'd this news, with their ordinary moderation, and to fhorten 
this Difcor-fe, within fome days aftertheyfaw him come back with a Triumphane 
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arrived, he went to vif them, and rendréd them all the civilities and honors ‘h 

could have expe@ed from thofe whom the Gods had made to be born their fubj2@s, 
He entertain'd the Princefs with Difcourfes full of refpe@, andremembring the refo- 
lution he had'taken at hisdeparvire, and the affection he had promifedto his Queen 
Roxana he continued a few days In a xery great coldnefs, and converfed with her in 
terms fiill ofindifferency,But in thé end the fight of her waken’d his paffion,which wag 
buel#id afleep, and.the charms of that fair Princefs working their ufual effe@s, wiped 
outof his minde both all his refolutions, and allthe imprefitons which the beauty 
and fubtiley 6f Roxana had madeinit. 

That new Queen had ftaid behind at Pefargarda, by reafon of a fickne fs that hin- 
dred her from accompanying the King to S#{a, and it was her abfence that gave him 
a fuller fiberty to fall again into his old affection, He began hisCourtfhip afrefh © 
with more earneftnefs then before, and confirming himfelf by the cuftome of Perfia, 
which permits the marrying of many wives, he return’d unto the fervice of Statira 
with that defign, and labored to gain her confent, by all the proofsit was po ffible ro 
give ker of his love. He found her the fame he had left. her when he went.away,and 
received anfwers from her, that would a thoufznd times have repulfed, or a thoufand 
timestnade deiperate another man, whofe courage had been leffe firm and conftant : 
But that great Prince being invincible inall things, perfevered with fo unfhakena re= 
folution, and comb::ted her minde withfo much patience, that the Princefs confide- 
ring withwhat fubmiffion, and i ai he ferved her, being ina condition that gave 
him alfmaner of autHotiryover her, began to lofe fome part of her averfion, or of 
the refentment fhe had againft him ; and_accuftomed her {elf to receive him, and faf- 
fer hig with more mildnefs and compliance then fhe was wont betore , not that fhe 
couktdifpofe her {elf to love him, and ‘way her minde intoa fecond paffion , atcer 
liaving been fo unhapy in the former ; for having been fo iff deale withal by the firft 
man fhe had evér lov'd, fhe had conceiy'd a general indignation againft al! others, 
but ac leaft fhe brought her felf to look upon himas the greateft Prince in the world; 
andas he, who of all men living, didaethat time exprefs moft affectionto her, Alex- 
ander was contented fora while with this alteration, which he thought very advan- 
tageousto-him, hoping that he might win her infenfibly, and that: having obliged her 
to fome compliance and efteem, he might at laft engage her inthe affection hee fo 
much defired’, but when he found that all his hopes were vain, and that fhe conti- 
nued ftilfin the fame terms, he thought beft to beg the affiftance of her friends, and 
of thofe that had any authority over her, and having vainly employed the credit of 
Cleone, Apamia, and of the Princefs Parifatis her felt, he addrefled himfelf to Queen 
Syfigambis, and difcovered his heart, and paflion unto her, in fuch moving, and obli- 
ging words, chat meeting with a mind already full of efteem of him, he wrought in ic 
alfo a-great willingnefs and defire to procure his fatisfstion in that defign, When 
fhe wasretired, fhe fent for the Princefs into her Chamber, and having commanded 
all to withdraw, fhe {poke to her Grand-child to this purpofe, 7 alwayes believ’d (my 
Statira) thar this refiftance you have fhown againft Alexanders ca had been anef~ 
felt of that creat conrage which you drew from the illwftriou{neffe of your birth, from 
the Mample of your Anceffors, and fromthe refentment you frill had for the loffes of our 
Family, againft him that is the Author of them; and truly I have hitherto found fo 
much jufice in thofe thoughts, that I havenot condemn’d you for them, But now that 
fortune has wholly rejetted us, and abfolutely fubmitted us to him,who fubmits himfelf ab- 
folately'to us, methinks we foould part with a little of our feverer refolutions, for him that 
parts mith much of the rights be hath over us, and no longer feck our own ruine, in 
an unfeemly and unfeafonable generofity. Alexander our Conqueroxr, and our Mafter, 
Wooes you with the fubmiffions of a flave, to a thing whereof allthe glory, and all the ad- 
vantage will be yours, and he who by all manner of rights, may obtain all that hy can de- 
JSire of you, upon terms that are moft (hameful, and very different from thofe he offers you, 
divefts bimfetf of all bis power, toprefent you th: Empire of the whole world, with re~ 
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to jon, and whith is uo.logger comfiffent With reafon , ro, norwich generefity'is (elf, sf 
Lomb of his.attions have: given ts canfe of tears , and of coniplaints again boiwps let us be- 
lieve that the Gods who bad deftined hintaan univerfal Monarchy , and to thorsine of 
our family,,.conid not: bave made the reliques of it fallirzo the bandtiof amare geutlé mtd 
indulgent Comqneror, and let.ns confider that the evils th ithe bas donens; ata which by tha:

Having ended thefe words, fHeleft the Princefs alone,with liberty to digeft chem:the 
atfirlt houghtit extreamdifficult, and defended herfelf'a longaitne agaimft the eon. 
fidere tion of her obedience to the Deset againft the dangers wherewith fhe threat- 
‘ned her, andagiinit the advantages fhe propofed unto her ;. but being forme few days 
after urged’ agrin, with the:like or mote‘prefling arguments , feeing herfelf perfe. 
cuted by thofe. friends the éfteemed mof, :fhe open’d her eyes to the truth of thofe 
reafons they:alledged , and. looking upon Alexander , whom ‘ill then the had beheld 
Orly with difdain , fhe faw nothing in his perfon that was not truly great,, and truly 
ainiable. - He is ( as youknow ) a very handfoni Prince, in the flower of hig age,and 
endowed (befides chat valour which has made hini the greateft of all men fiving) with 
all the qualities chat can render.a perfon moft compleat, The Princefs confidering thefe 
things, without thar animofity which'befare had hiddenall rhe luftre of.ebem from 
her,and remembring that by your infidelity, fhe was more then difpenfed with, for che 
promife which fhe hud made to you , and of which the believed you would never ex- 
att the performance , fuffered sherfelf in the end , (though with very much adoe,) 
to be overcome by fo many appearances of reafon, and by the'perfwafions of all thofe 
that had any credit with her, ; ‘ 

Oroondates could: riot forbear interrypting.thé Eunuch inthis part of his Relation 
with fo many fobs, and fuch lamentable complaints , chat he forced him to break off 
the thread of his Difcourfe , and melt into tearsof compaflion. His fire was kindled 
again by this recital, and fo much of his affectionas was fmothered by the beliefof 
hss Princefles infidelity broke forth again into fach a violent flume, by the knowledge 
of her innocence, that he became more ardent, and more paffionate then-ever ; He 
was a great while before he could fettle again, and when T-yrews faw him a little re- 
covered, he went on with his Story on thtsmanner, 

I will notrelareunto you, Sir; the joy of Alexander , nor the famptuous prepa- 
rations for the Wedding , but will only tetl you, thac within afew dayes after be had 
her confent, he married her publickly at s'#/z, with all che pomp, and all the magnifi- 
eence, which the high quality of two fach eminent perfons could require , and crown- 
ed her Queen of aif the people that lived under his obedience. “That Wedding was 
not celebrated alone, for with the liking of the King , Syfigambis , Artabafus, and of 
alf thofe chat had intereft inthem , Hepheftion married the Prineels Parifatis, and 
thortly after Prolomens, and Exmenes, Apamia and Arfinoe, Artabafus his two young- 
er Dzughters, and many other Prinees, and. Lordsofthe Court, were wedded to 
the Ptincefles, and Ladies of Perfia, The King then feeing himfelt peaceable poffef- 
for of chat beauty , for which he had figh’d fo long , defired to ftifle the remembrance 
of alf -paft misfortunes in an univerfal joy, and rettor’d thofe happy dayesto Perfia, 
which had fo long been banithed thence. Sy/igambis took the fame place with him, fhe 
had enjoyed with Darivs,8creally gave him the affection fhe had born unto that dear 
fon. Oxiartes and Artabafus were in greater fplendor & authority then they had been 
ander him, and-ailthe Perfians began generally under the mildnefs of his Reign, to re- 
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which had forfaken them... The King having got fo rich a prize of Beauties ; cook bis 
revenge upon them , for all the difqnietsthey had made him fuffer , and.made much 
of his fair. Queen, with fo dear atendernefs , that fhe began to approve that out of 
affection. .which fhe. had yiclded to only aut of reafonof State, fhe began to con- 
demo. that obftinacy , which ad fo long made her fy from her own happinefs, and. 
by the. firéngth of her vertue, ba~simg.all thofe semembrances, that could withdraw 
her from the. love fhe ow’d unto che Husband which the Gods had given her, the gave 
herfelf to love him in good earneft , asher duty, and the proofs of his affeGion ob- 
liged her.’ Then it was to pleafe him, fhe drove away all thofe forrows which 
were wont: to appear in her troubled conntenance , and by a complyance worthy to 
be efteemed, the fet forth her beauties with all the ornaments, which the misfortunes 
of her houfe had caus’d. her co lay afide. . ee 

<Bue farce had fhe begun to tafte the fweetnefs which this change of her condition 
might have brought her,when Queen Roxanacame to Sufa;fhe had not yet fully reco-

With! this Uetermination-fhe went to vifit her the next day 
after her arrival, ant:after a falute full of civility and diffimulation, and an hour of 
indifferent difcourfe, he pray'd:her to withdraw into her Clofet , forthe had fome- 
thingtofay'to herin~ivate : The Queen did as fhe defired, and fhutting the dore, 
when they were alone , -Rexana broke {ilence in thefe words; Zt is hard for me Ma- 

dam , longer to conceal the obligatios which you have tome , and. the defire Ihave to be 

better beloved: of yon then Ihave been heretofore, forces me to declare that’ tis tome alone 
you owe this eftablifoment , and this greatne[s to which you are now raifed, 

- The Princefs aftonifhed at this beginning, would have reply d, when Roxana per- 
ceiving. her amazement , purfued on this manner, Let nor this difcourfe (urprife you 

‘Madam ; I fay nothing.but truths, and Lovill quickly make you fee it by infallible proofs, 
yet to peak, unfainedly , when I laboured for your happinc{s, I did not pretend to 

that J now poffe(s , for perchance I fhould not have been fo good a friend as to procure that 

Fortune for you to my own prejudice , which fince that time the Gods have granted to my 
felf, but having always beliew'd , that only the daughter of Darius was worthy to be the 

wife of Alexander the Great, I ufed my endeavours to difpofe her tolove him, and to 

drive out of her minde allthofe thoughts that might withdraw her from a felicity which foe 
vejetted out of confiderations that mere juftly to be blamed. That was it which made me 
often go about to make a difference between you and Oroondates, and which made me at 

Loft finde a means to banifo him ont of your heart , and to introduce an affection that would 

be more advantageous to you. True itis Madam, that my kaswledge haw firmly you were 

fixt upon a perfor as unhappy as your felf, made me take recourfe to all kind of inventions

in it, and having font for Atbaned, whom I had gotten to leave his Maffer at his depar- 
ture from Sidon , he readily wndertook, the carriage of it , and didnot cal fold it up ina

Acthefe words Roxana going away, left that poor Princeffe, with no.Body but Cle- 
one, in fuch an excefs of grief , that I want words to reprefentit to you, © And cer- 
tainly all that a moft paifionate forrow , and the remorfe of fuch'a critne could pro- 
duce in an affli@ed foul, rormented hers fo ctuelly, that Cleone was deftitute of all

and your laft ations came all into her memory., and making a jult reflexion upon

remainders of her difcontent, and the Queen opportunity to difcover the ground

After thefe the fpoke many other fuch like words, and would not have put an end 
to her lamentations, if the King advertifed ofher beingill had not entred into her 
Chamber He came clofe to her bedfide,and expreffing his affliction by the difquietnefs 
into which that fadden alteration of her health had put him,be made her feddenly re- 
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fhe had caken to keep her affe@ions entire for fo worthy a husband, of whem. fhe 
was for perfedtly beloved. . ore 

She concealed the caufe of her indifpofition from him, : s well as poftibly the could; 
and the King having kifs’d her very ardently, A¢adam, { faidhe) if Zcould deferve 
tohave my life, and my health dear to you, I would conju 2 yin to preferve both of them 
in your own, fince it is impoffible, you fhould feel any jickucffe, but that Ffeallbe at leaft 
as fenfible of it as your felf.

*Théhonor youdo me, Sir, ( replyed the Queen ) in cherifhing my life, fhall make 

« me endeavor tq preferve it for you, and your confideration fhall always ‘make ic 
“dearer co me then mine own. The King anfwered her with thofe kindneffes ‘thar 
were permitted him, bucthey were fach as had little conformity with the humor in 
which the Princefs was at that time, and he would perchance have ftaid a great 
while with her, if her fitter Parifatis, who eafily judg’d in what a conftraint fhe 
was, in the prefence ota great many who had accompanied him, had not defired her 
husb ind Hephe/tion to get him away. That Favorit whofe power with the King isabfo- 
luce, put him in mind how incommodious fo long a vifit might be unto:the Queen ; 
which -confideration inttantly moved him to retire. Affoon as ever he was gone, 
© Poor Oroondates, cryed the Queen , I now am able to do nothing for thee, content

She held ner perce, becaule Syfi¢ambis camein, to whom, out of relpect, fhe faid 
nothingat that tre of what had bppen’d to her, and having pafs'd the reft of the 
dy inthe company of thofe dear friends, the fpent the night in difquiet® and: con- 
Rds, which it isimpofliblefor me to reprefent. Love andducy, fought a lang time 
in her breatt, but in the end duty got the maitery, and made her refolve rather to 
faffer death, then any blemith in fo pure, and fo unfpotted a life, Neverthelefs fhe 
thought the was obliged to juftifie her felf fome way to you, and fineé your ihno- 
cence was known to her, fhe purpofed likewife to give you affurance of hers, and to 
take away that impreffion you might have of aninkideliry, which were nor pardona. 
ble after fo great obligations as hers to you. Within a while after the hews-came to 
Sufa, of Zepir.o's deteat, and ic was affured at Court, that the Prince of seythia 
hed kill'd him with his own hand, and thathe in perfon commanded the Army of 
the King his Father. <'/-xazder was troubled for the lofs of Zopirio, and of his 
Army, and thereupon §«ve order that his whole Court fhould wear mourning for 
three days; but he did not preprre himfelf to take revenge, though there wasa 
ftrong rumor fpreadabroad, that he would come in perfon into this Country , for 
indeed Zopiris had noc undertken that War by his Orders, but unknown co him, 
and out of an unjutt defire to. make himfelf great. 

The Queen was infinitely pleafed to hear news both ofyourlife, and of the place 
where you were, and when the hrd long confuleed wich C/eone, what means the 
fhould ufe to give you fome farisfaétion, and whom fhe fhould employ in the bu- 
finefS ; at lait they cut their eyes upon mé, in whom they had found fidelity e- 
nough to betrutted witha mater of that importance , and affoon as the Queen 
was bleto lerve her bed, where her indifpofition kept her for fome days, fhe fent 
for meinto her Clofet, whither the admitted no body but Cleese, and after having 
Jook’d a while upon me, Tyreas, (faidthe) have kyown nothing by you hitherto, 
that fhould cive me occafion to doubt of your fidelity, hut the fervice I defire from you 
now, is of fach a nature, that it forces me to exalt new Onths from you of it, and 
Proteftations, that you will not decetve me in a bufineffe which I will sruff to none bur 

os alone, 

‘Ac thefe words, I caft my felf at her feet, and kiffing the hem of her robe, 
*Madim, (hid 1) I proteft unto your Majefty, byallthe duty I ow to great Orel 
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* Alexander the Great, that to my grave Iwill preferve the fidelity 1 have ever liad 

“unto your Family, and that I will lay down my life with joy, if your Na jefly 
© candraw any fervice, or advantage fromthe foffe ofit. 
” T expetted no leffe from yor, (replyedthe Queen ) and that is it that obliges meto 
make choice of you among all my Servants, to give yeu a commiffion, not of fo much 
danger, as importance, Cleoite will inftrntt you fully in it, and when you have lear 
ned from her, what Ihave given her charge totcll you, yeu foall know the reft from my 
own mouth. 

Having faid fo, fhereturn’d into ber C hamber,and left me with C/eone,who infor- 
med meat large of all the paflages 1 have now related to you, and added many par- 
ticulars of the Kings Loves, which the fear of being edious, hath made me forbear 
to repeat,and when fhe had made an end of inftrudting me, That which the Queen de- 
fires of you, (continued fhe ) is, that you fhould go and finde out the Prince, and 
deliver hima Letter, which fhe writesto him for her juftiffcation, and for the peace 
of her ownconfcience, To this end you mutt go into that part of Scythia, where 
he has defeated Zopirio, and if it pleafe.the Gods you meet him, you mutt make 
him the recital of thefe things I have told you, and reprefent unto him the Queenes 
innocence, in the fame manner you have heardit, 

When fhe had thustaught me my leffon, fhe went unto the Queen, who coming 
back with her, gave me the Letter, which fhe had written to you, and charged me to 
bee fecret and diligent in my Voiage , fhe furnith’d me with Gold and Jewels, to 
fapply chofe neceffities that might befall me, and difmifs’d me with a command to 
fer baewatd affoon as] could poffibly.

flames, which hisdefpite, and an, abfence, of three yeats had almoft extinguifhed, 
plunged him into his firlt paffion with more, violence then ever ¢'and the ‘knowledge 
of herengegement and of hér' yertue, ‘forbad him evet'td hope for any. relief: from 
her, who was no fonger’ in''s condition to--requite; nbi’ perhaps’ to fiffer his 
affection. cs 2b suet Pape ege. o 
In thefe deadly thoughts, he receiv'd her Letter which che Eunuch prefented him 
and havingopen'ditcrembling, he knew the Writing of that fair hand, which he 
had kifs’d with fo much ardor, and which he defpaired ever to kifs again while he 
livd, he joyn'd his lipsto thofg lovely characters, and bedewed them with fo man 
tears, that he was almoft like to have wafh’d them out, his fear made him take them 
away, and cafting his eyes uponthem, after having begun with a deep figh, he read

Why da you acknowledge me for innocent, when you wilhae.longer 
acknowledgeme for yours? And. why do you.ceafe to nate. me, now youcannbsiove : 
‘ma without. grime, fince you cess to love mee, when without acrime you-couldnot, 
“hate me? “Wik: do you kindle.chofe flames again, wh.chyawwill never he able-tio 
“extinguifh while youlive? And why do you force. .¢ to love you fill , fthee out of ;

Shalt not ‘perhaps bewail thy youth, which thor lofeft in company of this miferable man, 
fince therefore thou fill perfeverc@ in thy firft affettion, 1 Sive the fame Order for may 
departure , that I gave for my firft Voyage into Perfia, Iwill have but the fame Equ- 
page , and the fame perfons that went with us, but We fall need a Barque to paffe over 
to Byzantium , that’s the way I meantotake my journey ; endeavour therefore to procure 
me one, and to fet our bufineffes in [uch aforvardne/s » that we may depart within two 
dayes.

Mv Prince would not go into Byzastizm ullit-was night , and the next day keeping 
within doors,ina by-lodgiug,which he that provided us our-fhip,had taken for him, he 
made Tyrens and Toxaris buy Perfian habits, with fuch other things as were moft ne~ 
ceffary for our Voyage; and the morning after,we took horfe to travel by land dire@- 
fy to Safa, The way was long, and all che while we were going in'‘it, my Prince paf- 
fed his vimeonly in fuch choughts as thofe that had taken him up while he was at fea, 
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whole’ dayes withoutigtteruption : after we had {pent mary in our Journey,and had 
encounters which I will omit b-caufe they were not of any moment, we'atlaft difco- 
vered the geeatCity of Su/a. Atfight ofit my Maftet,could not retain his {ighs, por 
forbear roritter fach words as though they were addrefled.to things infenfible,did not 
the lefs feelingly exprefs the ,.\ (ecution he fuffered by his thoughts, 

Aledander andthofe of his Court had never had butone honr to take notice of his 
facé, and fince that time his ca ae be abfence , and the greatnefs of his forrows, 
had made fuch an alteration in it, that’twould have been almoft impoffible for per- 
_ fons by whom he was fo little known, to obferve any features that could have difcove- 
red him; yet would he not put himfelfin hazard , bur as littleas pofltble he could : 
and judging what caution was neceflary for the importance of what he undertdok, he 
ftaid till day had given place untothe night , and entring the Town when it was dark, 
he took a lodging by 7yreus his direction, in one of the feaft noted, and the leaft fre- 
quented places, and very near the gatesofthe City, There he cominanded me again 
to take the Perfonage of his Mafter , before company, and defired Tyreus to keep the 
Honfe for a few dayes , and not fhew he was returned, that in the interim:he might 
watch an opportunity to difcover himfelfunto his Princefs, as he intended, 

He wes tormented all che night by the moft cruel thoughts, that the foul can beaffii- 
Ged with, and confidering Alexanders felicity., and the difference of their prefent 
conditions, though they were both fhut up within the compafs of the fame Walls: 
Is it poffible (faid he) that that Princefs of whom I was heretofore fo much beloved, 
© fhould now have buried all the remembrance of poor Orcondates, inthe émbraces of 
* chat happyHusband,. and that fhe fhould not ar Jeaftinterrupt his endearments , by 
‘ fome igh in favour of him? But isit poflible poor-fpirited Oroondares, that while 
* he-ltdgs her in his arms , thou fhould’Bt lye ftill with thine acrofs, and let thacunjuft 
“UWhurper poffeffe her quietly , who ought onlyto bethine, and whom thou had’ft 
bought with fo much blood, and fo many fufferings ? No, no, Oroondates, wakent 
‘thy fale , to make him fleep eternally, he mutt not live, that injurious ravither of thy 
‘ happinefs, that tormentor of thy foul , and that irreconcileable enemy of thy repofe : 
“Hee’s not immortal whatever Divinity he hath affedted, and the blood thou 
*haft already drawn from his veins, tells thee at leaft he is notinvulnerable: he mutt 
* dye therefore, and thou by his death muft recover her, who cannot be thine. while he 
“bath life, and who while the Gods eave thee any , cannot, nor onght notto be 
his. Scarce had he taken this refolution, but the remembrance of Alexanders ver~ 
tue altered it : That glorious Enemy had twice given hima life, whichhe might 
lawfully have deprived him of, and which the confervation of his own obliged him 
todeftroy : Thofe two generous actions had fo wonn his heart, thatit was no long- 
er able to hate him , nor to have any other inclinations butthofe of love and efteem, 
If my intereft (faid he ) obliges me to take away his life, was he leffe intereffed in the lofs of. 
mine , by the knowledge that I had defigns againft his, and by the proofshe had already 
that I was not an Enemyto be defpifed? but if I were infenfibleof the motives of vertue 
and acknowledgement , have I forgot what [owe unto the Princeffe? He is her Huf- 
band , and moresver fhe loves him: I could not attempt any thing againft hislife, without 
offending hers, nor without making her an accomplice of the deathof a Husband, who is 
moft worthy of ber and of her affettion , let us therefore preferve our re{pelts to him for ever, 
let us reverence What foe loves, and what fhe ought to love, and if our life have already 
reach'd the term that theGods had appointed , let us not endeavour to prolong it by the lofs of 
the moft glorious one that ever was. 

He argued thus with himfelfin Alexanders defence, and continued a long while in 
thefe vertuous motions , but the violence of his love beginning againto tormert him, 
drove away part of thofe confiderations, and the day which began to appear while he 
wasinthefe debates, found him ftill unrefolved what he fhould do : he feem’d never- 
thelefs to incline a little to revenge, and his paffion not leaving him the free ufe of rea- 
fon, thruit him whether he would or no upon thoughts, which itismoft difficult for 
humane nature to avoid. *. 
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brought him home word, that ose Statira wasto take the air aftet dinner; along 
theriver fide, which (as you know ) runs clofe by that Town. This news madea fud- 
den alteration at hisheart, and after he had mufed a long while in an uncertainty, he 
commanded three horfes to be made ready, and having dinted temperately; he got on 
horfeback, taking Toxaris and me to wait upon him; Qu lodging was near one of 
the City Gates, fo that without being feenof mariy, w : got oucinto the fields; and 
taking the way that led us toward the River, we arrived in the place whither the 
Queen wasto come, but my Maftersimpatiency having made him come abroad too 
foon; we ftaid along while looking for her coming, and my Prince. alighting under 
certaintrees, and giving our horfes to Toxaris, made me lie down by him upon the 
grafs, and during the time we were in this expectation, he broke forth into the moft 
paflionate expreftions that human thoughtsare ableto imagin. 

Inthe end we faw the chariots appear, and my Prince ftanding, waited with an 
inward fhivering for the approach of her he adored: we were ata little diftance from 
the place where the Chariots pafled, but near enough to difcern Statira, and to ob- 
ferve charthe Kingwaswith her. This fight made my Mafter tremble every joynt, 
and pu’ him again inthofe difturbing conflicts that had kept him all night awake, he 
change.( colour many times, and feeinghim in fuch a cafe as 1 had never feen bim in 
till chen, Lapprehended che effects of fome fuddain and violent refolution, After he 
had continued a good while in thefe trances; he began to bea fittle fettled, when the 
Chariots made a {tand right againft the place where we were, AZe/eager mounted uj 
ona wonderful handfome horfe, was talking with the King who fate on one fide of the 
Chariot : After fome difcourfe which we could not hear, 24cleager alighted, and the 
King leaping out ofthe Chariot, went to that gallant horfe to get upon him , the 
ee was extream fiery and unruly and though two or three men held him,the King 
had very much adoe to throw himfelfinto the Saddle ; but affoon as he made him 

’ feel the fpur, he fell a plunging and running fo furioufly, chae the Kings {trength and 
skill were both ufelefs to govern him; he no longer obeyd the hand not. heel, and 
having made 100 bounds,without giving the King leafure to caft himfelf off, nor thofe 
that were round about to ftophim, he tooka full carrier toward the River, the bank 
whereof was fomething high , and flung himfelf headlonginto the Current. But Sir, 
you perhaps were prefent at this accident, and without queftion you know part of 
thofe things that paffed there. Ly/imachus prefently making anfwer, I was at that 
time (faid he) in a condition which would not fuffer me to be there,and though I have 
heard part of it, Ibefeech you interrupt not your difcourfe; fince I am hitherto ig- 
norant , what {hare your Prince may have inchat bufinefs; This horfe ( continued 
4raes)having thus precipitated himfelfinto that deep and rapid ftream,went tothe 
Sottom with his burthen,and within a while came up again without it: This mifchance 
did infinitely furprife the whole company, and with affrighted cryes looking what was 
become ofthe King, they faw hima little lower, (trugling with the waves, which fom- 
times toffing him up, and fometimes {wallowing him again, made moft of thofe thar 
were prefent defpair of his fafety , you know he could never fwim, and that he was. 
wont often co complain of the carelefsnefs of chofethat had had the government of 
him, becaufe they had not made himto be taught in his youth; many leaptipto the ri- 
ver co fave him, but ic was fo impetuous, and the banks of it fo fteep, that ’twas. im- 
poffible for them to help him, and two or three being drowned, took off the edg of 
all them thar bad yet any defire to hazard their own life for thatof their. Prince. My. 
Matter arid I were alfo runto the river fide, alittle below the reft of the sonpany sant 
being likewifewitneffes of the Kings manifelt danger we were affautted with very dif- 
ferent thoughts: Tam afhamed, Sir, to confefs my own unworthinefs , though the. 
perilin which I faw this great Prince ftmck me-with fome trouble and compaffion 
aswell asthereft, yet my Mafters intereft in the lofs ofa life, which wasincompati- 
blewith his, gave me forme touch of joy, and made me hope this accident. would put 
an end to his misfortunes : .but-while I wasrejoycing at his happinef, I faw him, 
plunge him‘elfinto the water, with a marvellous fuddennefs, dividing the waves with,

no fonger any refifhancdagdinft che violence of the ftream that carried him away: My 
Prince caxel’d*himiby the -hair, and fwimming. with one hand, drew him to the thore, 
with a wonderfal Rtrength,a ad with fuch difficulty that any other manbut he, would 
infallibly have perithed in the'attempe : Thad thrown my felf into the river after him, 
and knowing his generous. “tention feconded him as well 2s poftibly T'could. Affoon 
ag we were gotten to the bank, my Matter lifting up the King by the feet, made him 
caft up-a great deal of the water he had fwallowed, and-recover his fenfes, but with 
{6 litde underftanding, thst:he could notdifcern any thing that was done in his pre- 
fence : Not being Satisfied wiely this action, ‘he took him in his arms, and. forgetting 
the caution “he formerly had of difcovering himfelf, he carried him through the 
company-to the Queen hié wife, whix moze dead then alive acthis accident, did by 
her tears exprefs her trué-affe@ion to her husband. 

My Prinee laying him gently down-before her, A¢adam, (faid he ) receive yer one 
Service move from him, of whom you no longer expetled any, ‘and by the nature of this, 
acknowledge what you owed to all rhofe others I have done you. The PrincefS was fo 
troubled_at the firit accident, chat we could not judge by her countenance, - whether 
the amazement we obfery’d in it proceeded from her knowledge of my Mat er, or 
from her former frighr,'neither indeed! had we the leifure to learn, for rifing-up in- 
ftantly, he went with all poffible hafte thtough the company that ftood round about, 
and-rimnning to: our horfks, hie vaulted readily upon his, and inviting me by his ex. 
ample todo the like, we-dapt-fpurs to them; and riding away full fpeed, loft fight 
of the company in a moitient: . ee ; 

Lyfimactus opt frakes in this part of his ftory, crying out, Good gods ! is 
it poflible that our Age: fhould have produced fo vertuous a perfon? Andwas ic 
your Prince then, to whom Alexander was indebted for his life ? Was he the man 
who vanifh’d from evéry bodies eyés like lightning, he who was thonght to have been 
miraculoufly fent from heaven for his prefervation, and he to whom the King, and 
the whole court afterward offered facrifices as to a God ? Did Oroondates, to whom 
the Kings death was of fo great conféquience,and fo neceffary,and he who but a mo- 
ment before had had fach excufable defigns againft hislife, hazard‘his own fo vifibly 
for its confervation? Certainly this generofity hasnoexample, and of all the fouls 
that ever. were created, one but only his could be capable of it. While Perdiceas, 
Meleager, Leonatus,and many others which were prefent,faffered him to perith with- 
outrelief,he receiv’d his life from him,to whom it gavea death, and whoie own could 
not be faved but by his deftruction: _-Ly/imachus holding his peace after thefe words, 
Apastes took up the thread of his Difcourfe again, and thus went on with it, 

We gallop’d away fo fwiftly, thar in és chen half an hour We Were gotten a= 

bove threefcore Furlongsfrom Alexander, and thofe that accompanied him. Yei 
could we not ride without much trouble, the coldnefs of the water ina feafon that 
was not very hot, had half benummed us, and our Cloaths yet full of it, were ex. 
traordinaty heavy: True‘it is, chat they disburthen’d themfelves of a good part of 
it bytheway, and we marked our track fufficiently, todifcover whither we were 
gone; if any body'had had a minde to follow us, but they were all fo concern’d in 
the Kings condition, that I believe their care of him took them up wholly for the pre~ 
fent; we ftruck out of the way, and rod crofs the Fields, and within an hour 
difcovering certain Cottages, far fromthe Sreat Rode, my Prince thought good wee 
thoutd go thither to-dry our felves, ‘and pafs the reft of the day. When we had 
alighted; the Matter of the houfe, army intreaty, made-usa greitfire, and fitinga 
¢ouple of fach beds as his poverty allowed him, we went into them;: leaving the care 
of our hotfes and-of drying our cloaths unto Toxaris. While we ftaid there, I 
could not retain my ‘thoiights, ‘nor forbear extolling my Prince’s generofity to his 
face, expreffing ‘how’ mnch Thad -been troubled, to fee him oppofe that happinefs 
hinifelf, which the Gods had vifibiy fent him. But his modelty fir cut off the 
courte of thofe praiféeT was running on ‘withall, ‘attdtlen the greatnefs of his cow 
rage quite ftopt my month: ~~ ee es ci a : 
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to fuch as are capable of bafe inclinations : if the Gods will not by other means veffore 
what they have taketgirom me, let us refolve rather to bear the Loffe then recover it with 
fo much foame, and Yaeannefs of fpirit : Alexander bis no fortune, but what he has 
wery well deferv’d, and if the Gods Who have deftined to him the Empire of the whole 
Earth, have not exempted from it What I pretended to, ’t us not oppofe their wills, or 
at leaff let as oppofe them with more glory, and by the { me ways, which gain'd him thar 
we would difpute for. : 

«Bue, Sit, (teplyed I) though you fhontd not have obferv’d in what manner Hea. 
«ven laboured fo vifibly to your advantage,what fhame had you received by fuffering 
‘what Adcleager,Perdiccas, and divers others fuffered without cafting themfelves into 
“the danger,whereinto you preaipitared your felf , and what caufe would Alexander, 
‘have had co complain, if his mortal enemy had not given him that fuccour,which he 
* found not among his chiefelt friends ? : 

I fisuld have been extreamly afbamed, ( anfwered Oroondates ) if by my faults, Thad 
Let perify che ereateft of all men living, by whom | am injured only through my own mis~ 
fortune, and by whom Ihave been obliged only through his generofity ; befides, one could not 
with ut infamy have avoided the danger there wasin helping him, nor without inhuma- 
nity ould have refufed my Princeffes tears the fafety of a Husband whom fhe loves, 
and whom foe ought to love. Though Alexander had had nocaufe tocomplain of me, I 
Should have had a great deal to complain of my felf, and being my own fatisfattionis 
dearer to me then his, the reproach I might have us'd unto my elf, ( for baving fail'dto 
doe a noble aktion, vither through fear of danger, or confideration of interef) would have 
been much more, enfible tome, then that Iconld have receiv’ d from lim, of whom I neix 
the.  etend to thanks, nor recompences, 

With this snd other fuch difcourfe, we {pent the time till our Cloaths were dry, 
and when che night was near, we got our felves ready, and taking horfe again not 
long alter Sun-fer, we made our Hoft-bring us into the great Highway, and asit 
grew late rode ftraight to. Sx/fa, where we arriv’d within little more then an hour. 
The Gites of che Town did notufe to be fhuc, and in fpite of the darknefs we found 
our lodging, where we alighted. Affoon as my Prince wasin his Chamber, the im 
patience of feeing his Princefs, fet him uponthe rack more then ever, and being re- 
folv’d to execute what he had forethought, he call’d 2yrexs to make ufe of him in 
that occafion, His fo long abode with Darivs had gotten him a great number of 
friends, who at that time held the fame place near Alexander, which they had enjoy- 
ed during the life of the deceafed King, He was moftaffured of Prince Oxiartes his 
friendfhip, that of Artabafizs was not unknown to him, neither did he doubt of 
Maxeus, Oxidates, Bagoas, and many others, to whom he believ’d he might 
with fafery commit his perfon, and the fecrecy of his affairs. Among the Ladies alfo he 
knew divers, to whom he would have made no difficulty to truft himfelf : the Prin. 
cefs Parifatis, and even Queen Syfigambss, bad exprefled too much affeion to leave 
him any fafpition of their good wills. Apamia and Arfiase then Wives to Prolomens 
and Eumenes, the daughter of King Occhus, and the daughters of Afentor, had 
appeared too affectionate to his interefts,to make him fear any alteration in them.But 
amongit all thefe, he,thought the fair and vertuous Barfiza was fhein. whom he 
might have the greateft contidence, and from whom he might hope for the beft af 
fiftance, and whepshe call’d to minde the modeft friendfhip, whereof fhe had gi- 
ven him fo many proofs, and the report Zyreus had made him of her perfeverance in 
taking his parc in the deepelt of his difgrace, he judg’d he ought not to difcover him- 

felfto any other, and that he ought to give over the care of the remainder of his 
life co her alone. - 

Having taken this refolution, he would not defer the executing of it, and for 
thar purpofe going out of our lodging, accompanied only by T'yrexs, and my felf, 
he went unto Barjixa’s, being guided by Tyres, who knew the ftreets and turnings 
of Sufa very perfe&ly, and who had been often fent by the Queen his Miftrefs unto 
her houft.-” 7yrevs having made himfelf known to the Porter, broughtus in, and by 
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Barfina having fupp'd, wis retired intoher.Chamber,where by good fortune fhe was 
at that time withour other company fave one of her waitingwomen , Tyrecs who 
knew the houfé, and was known by every body init, went ufo her without difi- 
culty, but se fooner did Barfina fee bim, when furprifed at his arrival, fhe ran to 
him to enquire after the fucc 4s ofhis Voiage. After the had welcomed him, andre- 
ceived hint very civilly, OT 2s, (faid the, {peaking reafonable foftly ) what news 
do you bring ws ? “None bad, Madam, ( anfwered he ) but 1 have left two men be- 
* Jow in the Hall,who will tell you more certainly what I bring you, if you pleafe to ad- 
© mit them to {peak to you in private, 

Barfina without informing her felf any farther, either of their names or condition, 
entred into her Clofet, and once again bidding Tyrczs welcome, fhe prayed him to 
fetch thofe perfons from whom the expected very pleafing news. Pyress came back 
tous, and celling my Prince how Barfina had received him, led us through a Gallery 
toadoor that went into her Clofet. It was prefently open’d to us, and my Prince 
finding Barfina there alone, judg’d by her impatiency of the truth of her friendly 
affe@ion. Affoon as ever we appear’d, fhe arofe from her fear, and came toyvard us 
with much civility, but fcarce had fhe caft her eyes upon my Matters face, when in 
fpite of the change which fome years had made in it, fhe knew him bythe lig he of 
many tapors which made the place as bright as day : At firft the was amazed, and 
by her filence teftified the contufion fhe was in, buc within a while after, recovering 
her aftonifhment, the could not forbear cafting her arm about my Princes neck, and 
embricing him with fuch kindnefsas difcovered the freedome of her ;friendfhip to him 
more then ever : Good gods, Sir, (faidfhe ) is it you, and are we ‘yet indebted to 
your love, for ahappine/s we never expetted again, and which we had no reafin_ the 
world to hope for? Has not then the ingratitude you have found among 1s, andthe los 
of what you had fo glorionfly acquired, kept you from coming again into a Country, where 
you bave fuffered fo much, and where you have gained folittle? Doe you come, ( cone 
tinued fhe with tears, which grief andjoy fhared equally betweenthem ) do YOu tome 
to fee her in thearms of another, whom fomany fervices, and fo many gallant aitions in 
favour both of her, and of us all made fo lawfully yours, and whom your common misfur~ 
tune,rather then the fault “ either of you, has unjuftly robb'd you of ? 

This thought touch'd them both fo fenfibly, thar it was impoffible for Barfinatofay 
more, and for my Prince co anfwer her otherwife,then by a ftream of tears, which he 
pour'd forth out of intereft,co fecond thofe which fhe thed out of charity,but when he 
was a little fettled, and that having return’d her kindneflesin filence, he wes fet down 
by her, he look’d upon her a while with an eye able to make her die with pity, and 
then taking her hands, which he prefs'd with tranfports of grief, and tendernefs, 
* Madam, (faid he ) behold this caftaway of Heavens < nger is recurn’d, this mifersble 
* banifh’d man, or rather this faithlefs,this unworthy man, whom you have oftentimes 
* condemn’d your felfunco the torments he hag felt ; behold him more ardent, 2nd 
* more paffionate then ever,and as if his paffion receiv'd increafe from his misforcunes 
‘ as they grew up, and reach’d to the greateft hight they couldattain to, fo faft like- 
* wife did it re-double, and mountunto the highelt pitchto which there was a p:fli- 
“bility foricco rife, Ireturn, Madam, but] return to die in your prefence, or to re- 
* ceive thataffiftance from your goodnefs,which you have been “Iways pleas'd to afford 
* me; you helped me charitably in my prosperity, and forfook me not in my -dver- 
* fity7you alfo are the only perfon to whom now have recourfe, and from whem I 
“come to beg fome relief, and fome confolation in the fmall remnant of my life; 
‘do notrefufe, feet Madam, to take this unfortunate man under your protection, 
“and todo fomeching forthe confervation of a life, which he no longer hopes for 
‘but from you. {require from your friendfhip,no proofs that may be prejudicial 
‘either to your vertue, or to what you oweto Alexanders perfon, or conditier: 
‘theinclinations Ihave, and have ever had to you, sre full of too much refped, 
‘and thofe { have had unto the Queen aretoo noble, and too pure, to change their 
*n:ture now; Ihave not wich my hopes, loft my remembrance of what is due co

“you, by that pity which your tears exprefsto me, is nothing but to fee, and to dif- 
“courfe with my Princefs, which you may eafily procure me without dispes to her, or

; Wayes conftant, and thar was never faithle&, I hall then dye fatisfied, and nolon- 
“ger envy Alexanders happinefs, but confefs my felf oblir :dto you alone, for fo fortu- 
“nate a conclufion of my life. ; 

My Prince brought forch tage words , and fome others which he accompanied 

with fo many fighs, that Barfina’s heart being touch'd with grief and compaifion, fhe 
was not able to aifwer him, and when fhe had alittle recovered her countenance, and 
wiped away the tears, that had bathed both her cheeks and neck , the replyed witha 
great deal of trouble, £ Sir, the Gods are my witneffes, chat I was not much more - 
* deeply grieved for che of my dear Afemnon » then] am for your affli@ions , and 
‘that forrow which brongat me fo near my grave , had bur lictle advantage over that 
I fuffer for your misforturtes , Yes, Sir, I proteft to you, by the memory of that dear 
“Husband , I would willingly reftore you part of your contentment, with parc of 
“my fife, and fhould be fo far from confidering Alexanders interefts, that] would not 
‘at all: confider mine own, to fertle you again in that happinefs, which was fo law- 
“ful your due, and which you fo unjuftly and unfortunately loft ; Lam coo much 
‘concern’d in your affeirs, to have faid afide the remembrance of them > and your 
“vertue has too powerfully won me, to leave you any belief, that I can receive the 
“ occafions of ferving you, otherwife then as my greateltbleffings, Make not ufe 
‘ therefore of any farther con juration, to oblige me to do for you, all that fo vertuousa 
‘Prince can ever defire; Iwill labour for your fatisfa@ion with much eagernefs and 
‘fidelicy, and perhaps with more fuccefs then you expected, require the reft from your 
“own courage , let it fupply my weaknefs , and the Queens want of power, and find 
“in it a love wherewithal to fatisfie a noble and generous foul like yours, perchance 
‘the Gods will make fome alteration in your fortune, this day wanted but little of 
‘being the happyelt you ever fiw, and he who is now the obitacle of your joyes, is 
“common!y expofed to fo man dangers , that iris not likely that hindrance can con- 
‘tinue long. This fight you defire of me fhall not be hard to be obtain’d ; I have 
“that good fortune , that the Queen inall the accidents of her life has honoured me 
“with her frit affections, andT yet havé hopes that the endeavours chat J fhall ufe in 
“it will not be unpleafing to her. 

My Prince not being able to fuffer her to fay more, caft himfelfdown before her, 
and embracing her knees wich raptures full of affedion, frid all that his acknowledge- 
ment of fo great an obligation would putinto his mouth, and made Proteftations to 
her, which might have been thought due only to Statira, Bar fina having vais'd him 
up with much refpe@and fhame, to fee a perfon of fo high quality in thar pofture, re- 
newed her promifes to him, and having given him encouragement to hope much from 
her affittance, and made him abate fomething of the violence of his grief, the began 
to enquire after the p flages of his life, for thofe years he had {pent fince he went from 
Perfia. 

ie Prince was willing to content her, andto that end, related fuccin@ly all that 
had befallen bim in Scythia, andthe molt important particulars fhe Was ignorant of; 
but when at the conclufion the learn’d that it was he who had fav'd Alexander that 
afternoon, fhe was fo feiz’d with admiration, that fhe could not forbear expreffing 
it, by excls mations full of wonder and amazement. OGods! Sir, ( cryed fhe) have 
Jou thea taken fo painful a Voyage by Seaand Land, to give that enemy his life, who 
gives you your death» and did Jou fo vifibly ex-pofe your own, to preferve one that is fo fa- 
tal to you? O miracle ¢ of vertue and kenerofity ! there Was no other action yemain-~ 
tng but this alone, ta crown all thofe gallant ones you bad done before. if yonhad come 
to Sula bet one day Later then you did, or that you had been but alittle lef; Lenerous then 
Jou are, vou world now perchance have been the happyel of all mea Living , but great 

Prince , hope from fo many marvellous events , for an advantageous fuccefs unto our. 
fell , you have merited Statira by fomany rights, that it's impoffible but feee muft be one 
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it the vitory. Afterthefe , and fome other fayings , which her

Ab\ hard hearted 
Oroondates | if yourrefentments require blood, and that you would. have me die, as this 
attion did vifibly teftifie, content your felf with making me [ufferone death alone, turn 
the point of that cruel fword againft this breaft I offer you, pierce this heart whith once 
was yours, and inwhich you are fill fo deeply engrarven, that duti¢ can {carcely introduce 
him it obliges me to receive into it, If one ot us maft die,*tis I alone; I alone am guilty, 
perjured taithle{s, and you are ftill innocent, fill firm, frill conftant, Iam fhe who have 
wnworthily betrayed you, and bafely forfaken you, anid you are be who hath too Zencronfly, 
and too faith'ully lov'd me. 
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ly painted, he made her underftand fufficiently, that he was but little capable to ref- 
{if her arguments, nor to take the refolution fhe would have given him. The Queen 
who apprehended the'étfe@~ of his defpait,and who fear’d he {till perfifted in the de- 
figno! hing ; refoly’é ‘norto »mitany thing to draw him from it, beleeving thatin 
fachan extremity, gratitude and pity commanded her to flacken fomthing of thac 
feverity to which the fad eyed her felf.- For this effe&t, ufinga little violence upon 
her humour, and feeing that he open’d not his mouth to reply, what my dear Orontes 
( faid the ) "would you thet have me to believe thar you x0 fonger love me, and that with the 
omer Thad over my felf, I have alfo loft all that you had siven me over you ? come to your 
felf alittle for my lake, and confider that you are not fo unfortunate, as perchance you have 
boleeved: Tam fill Statira, if yor be fill Qroondates ; and fince infpite of all the laws 
of duty, and of decency, you force metoconfeffe it, if youlove me frill a little, I love you 
frill above my felf , do you defire any more, [ {ubmit my felf to your judgment ( my dear 
Orontes ) and if you think Ican do any thing more, Lam ready to obey you 5 if you have 
‘get your reafon about you, this declaration will fatisfie you without queftion, ana if you 
“yet have any friend(hip to me, yore will be contented with thofe proofs Lam able to gi 'e you 
of mine. * _ 
I th my Prince knew well chat the fweetnefs of thefe words tended only to alter 
his defign of dying, and that through thefe kindneffes, he perceiv’d the oon abated 
nothing of her refolution, yet did he feema little fetled , and taking her hand which 
he feal’d with many lafting kiffes, ‘Madam, (faid he ) i call Heaven to witnefs, chat 
*y have never fwerved from the vow I madetoobey you all my life, and I pray the 
“Godseofend me (iftheycan) greaterevils then thofe they have already made me 
‘fuffet, ifto my laft moment I perfevere'notin that refolution, The defire you have 
“to fee me yet endure more, fhall hinder me from giving that end which! had defti- 
* ned co my miferies ; I will live, fince you command me, and moreover | will live the 
* way-that you command me ,, if you will but fuffer me.to love you and fee you, 1 will 
fatisfie my felfas well asI.can, with that friendfhip you promife me ;_nor willl ever 
“urge any thing from you, either contrary to your humour, or to that duty you op- 
*pofe me with, 

Upon thefe conditions ( replyed the Queen ) Ile endeavour tolet you fee, that I will 
not be angrateful to'you ; and notwithftanding Tkuow how great a fault I commit, and 
to how great dangers I certainly expofe my felf, Ile breakthrough all for him, whofe 
Tam more then I cag or ought tobe, andwhofe 1 Wwonld have been entirely, if the Gods 
had Los sefodra ferris 

1 fhould never have done, Sir,ifI fhould repeat all the Difcourfe they had together, 
itlafted as longas did the day, and the conclufion was, that by Barfina’s intermiffion, 
they might fee one another again fometimes, and that my Prince fhould content him. 
felf with words and looks, without ever pretending to any other proofs of the Queens 
affection, nay, and fhe faw fo much difficulty and danger even in them, that thee 
could not refolve upon that fiberty without mortal apprehenfions. They parted 
when it was éven almoft night, and the Queen getting up into her Chariot again, left 
my Prince at Barfina’s in an eftate that furpaffes my expreflion, The Jofle of his 
hopes was the tomb of all his joys; and the happinefs of his rival, who had for ever 
difpoffef'd him of what he had fo lawfully pretendedto, was fuch a matter of afflidi- 
on tohis foul, as left him not any room for a real confolation, yet how great an a- 
verfion, or how great an infenftbility foever fhe fhewed for the thoughts of his feli- 
city, his knowledge of the affection which his Princefs had fill toward him, did much 
allay the fharpnels of his grief, and flattered him at feaft with this kind of comfort, 
that the misfortune which deprived him of the poffeffion of her body, did yet leave 
him forme intereft in her mind. 

In this confideration he found wherewithal toleffen part ofhis difpair, and Bax 
finawho moft affectionately concern’d in his contentment, fet it often before his cies, 
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qiiiet with fo shuch affection & fo difereera carriage that my Prince will neverfofe the 
-remembrance of it; nor the'defize to requite ic though with the lofs of that life whith . 
fhe alone prolonged. She feign’d a ficknels, and for fome time fhe Kept tier bed,to-give 
the Queen preténce to vifit her, and thofe to whom th-:frientthip that’preat Princefs 
bore her.was norunknown, thouglit it not ftrange that fhe went to fee her every day: 
Ta thtefe favourable occafioris; my Matter found both an abatenient, and a redoubling 
“of -his forrows , for tafting inconceivable delights in thofefmalt favours fhe granted 
him, he found dearh in the reftraint of others, which were referv'd for one more hap- 
py; he often complained of ittothe Queen, and being as a man he could not be utterly 
Joofaed from his fences, he now and then took fiberties beyond what were voluntarily 
pernited-him:, and by fome of his actions ceftified that he was not abfolute Mafter 
‘of his defires. Buc thac difcreet Princefs, though the could not jultly condentn them, 
reproved them with a pleafing Majefty, and ufing the’ Empire fhe had over him, hand- 
fomely , and without cyranny, fhe reduced him by reafoning, within the limits of his 
formie: obedience; - ; ° ; / 
Be ides the wifits which Barfisa received fromi the os , during her feigned in- 
difpotnion, after fhe came abroad again, fhe had recourfe to‘othet inventions for my 
Prince’s fatisfadion , fhe would never fuffer him to leave her houfe , and being per- 
fedly loved and honored by all thofe of her Servants,who of neceflity were to fee him, 
fhe kept him there without any great danger, & us'd him with fo much {weetnefs, & fo 
amany teftimonies of friendfhip, that fhe made him recover part of his more lively hu- 
mor : She often procured him hart of the Queeh in a fair Garden fhe had without 
the cown,and fending us out of the houfe before day, fhe would come with the Qu. to 
the garden in the afternoon, and bringing her either alone, or attended ohly by C/eone 
into. private Arbours where my Matter waited for Her ; gave him the conveniency of 
entertaining her now and then anhour, Tyres was gone home again to the Queen, 
and his fidelity being very well known to her, by his means their interviews were for 
the moft parteffeéted. “Three or four months were fpent in this manner of life , my 
Prince never difcovering himfelfall that while to arly body but Barfiza , though (as I 
have already faid ) he hada great number of friends of both fexesin the Court, whofe 
fidelity he did nocatall fufpect, but his confideration of the Queens honour and quiet, 
made him fo cautions ; that he would not fhew himfelf fo much as to the Princefs Pa- 
rifatiz, The Gods know with whataffection both fhe, and Queen Sy/igambis, as 
likewife Prince Oxiartes and Artabafus ; with many others, would have welcomed 
him ; and with what joy they would have made him partaker in their fortune, but 
the intereft of his love had fo banifhed all thofe our of his minde , whom elfe he 
would gladly have receiv'd into it , that his foul was no longer capable of any thought 
-svithout the compafs of his paflion. Their moft ordinary meetings were at Barfina’s, 
and one day they were there together , when the King as he return’d from Hunting 
heard at the entrance of the City, that che Queen was at the Princeffes houfe, where- 
upon without going te the Palace, he alighted at her gate, and went up ftairs without, 
giving any notice of his coming : Scarce was Barfina advertifed of it time enough, 
to-runand meet him without the Chamber door, and my Prince furpris’d with fo un- 
expected a vifit, had hardly time to get into the next room, where he fet downina 
dark corner, on the farther fide ofa bed. From thence he heard the King as he came 
in, fry to Barfinain the Queens prefence , A¢adam you have robb'd me of my Miftrefi, 
and thefe frequent vifits will at laff make me jealous, fhe has given herfelf fo wholly toyon, 
that I can fearce enjoy her a moment, The Queen anfwering forher, ‘ Thinkit not 
*ftrange (replyed fhe ) and believe it isan effect of thofe rare qualities which you 
«found in her, and that | have too much fympathy with your Majeity to have inclina - 
* tions different from yours. . 
- ‘They had many Difcourfes, after which the King being weary with the toyl of hun- 
ting, had a defire to fleep , and having a while ftriven againft it, he ask’d pardon of 
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wane, Leonapus, and many others, {aid with the Ladies, and the King aloe went to 
ane his ref, where my Prince had taken fandtuary. .: O Gods | with how many dif 
” fereng, thonghts was he affaulted,. feeing him come into the Chamber ! theantipathy 
he againtt the ravifhe. of his.happinels, the defire to free himfelf from a rival 
whole life was the deftrudtion of his own,and his belief at firft thar he was difcovered, 


and that he was the caufe.ef the Kings coming into that Chamber, made him put his 
hand upon the hile of ia fivand with a defign to run him through the body, bur after 
thar ficit_ motion was over, his sare of the Queens reputation, which that 2@ion 
would vifibly haveruined, the configeration of Barfina to whom he was {o nearly ob- 
liged, and the remembrance that a good number of Alexanders friends were inthe 
next Chamber, ready to oppofe his intentions, and to make him perith himfelfi€ he at- 
tempted any thing, with-held him, and made him refolve not to make any noife, nor 
to {tir our ofhiscorner if he were not forced to it. aS 

In the mean time the King not difcovering him , by reafon of the darknef of the 
place where he was, threw himfelfupon the bed, and lay fo near him, thathe wanted 
bur very little of coyching him ;. my Prince flirr’d notatall, nay and kept in hi; very 
breath as much ag poifible he could till he wasafleep, which was not long-zor the 
King had fcarce laid his head uponthe Pillow, before he fell into a,flumber 3 Ales! 
what were then the thoughts of this poor Prince, feeing himfelf fa néar to him, whom 
the. free poffeffion of what he had.deprived him of , permitted ra take fo fiveet and 
Pleafing areft, and whata conftraint did he ufe upon himfelf, to keepin thofe fighes, 
which chis confideration drew from the bottom of his heart. ” 

Thou fleepett ({aid he within hinyfelf) thou fleepelt happy wAlexander, and tis not 
fo much the poffeffion of thy Empires, as that of my Princefs , which gives thee this 
‘calm and quiet repofe, thou fleepelt without being interrupted by anycare , and 
* without being troubled by the remembrance of any lofs, but wake whole dayes and 
‘nights, not out of envy I bear’ thy Victories, but out of the grief which thou haft 
* fettled in my heart for ever, thy eyes are fhut to give thee peaceful reft, and mine 
‘are open only to thofe tears whofe fource proceeds from thee; thou takeft that fleep 
‘without difquiets, which thou haft robb’d me of for ever,and thou enjoyeft that with 
“tranquility, and alfo wich injultice ; which was lawfully due to none butme. Ah! 
‘thou who art the ftealer away of my repofe, and the tormentor of my days,thou who 
“ though faft afleep, utterly defencelefle, and abfolutely expofed unto my mercy, daft 
“yet cruelly and unjuftly tear away my life, behold thine ownis in my power, and 
‘wich how much eafe I could deprive thee of that , which thou takeft from me with 
* fo much inhumanity. : 

In the middeft of thefe thoughts wherein he floated with mortal agonies, he open- 
ed the Curtains a little, and feeing Alexanders face turned toward him, he was affaule- 
ed with inward motions which carried him befides himfelf, and left him almoft void 
of fenfe upon the Chair where he was fitting, He had oftentimesa mind to draw clofe 
to his ear, and fay ‘ Awake Alexander, awake , isit poflible chou fhouldeft fleep fo 
“near thy greateft enemy, does the courage thou haft proved in him, make thee fo {e- 
“cure, that chou haft no fufpition of foul play? how generous foever thou knoweft 
“him to be, doef chou believe that inthis difpaire whereinto thou haft precipitated 
“him, he is {till capable of all the incitements of generofity? up Alexander, rie to 
 difpuce upon even terms, for that happinefs which is not affured to thee fo long as I 
“haveanylife. Statira cannot be thine fo long as] am living, difpatch me out ofthe 
“world, and when I am dead thou may’ ficep fecurely , thou fhaicdo thy felfno 
* injury to meafure thy {word with mine, my quality is as eminent as thine own,and “tis 
* only fortune that advanced thee aboveme, by the Empires fhe has giventhee. He 
continued for fome minutes in the defire of faying thus unto bim, bur after he had a fit. 
de bethoughe himfelf, theconfiderations] have already alledged diffwaded him from 
it, and affaonas he foundithat he was faft afleep, he rofe np gently from his place, and 
watk'd as fofiv acnaMble he cnanld raweard a dane which ted ehemusk « eenlbomes on bie 
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and -fell all along upon the floor , with facha noife thatthe King waken’dini a ftart; 
he fice up inftantly on the bed, and drawing-open the Curtain, he faw a man of anex- 
traordinary flature, and a majeftick fafhion, who was clofe bythe door, ready to go 
out, the King was frighted acit, and athed him aloud whathe was , tnt my:-Mafter 
feeing himfelf difcovered, opened the door without replying,and fhutting it after him, 
gotto his own lodging. Alexander rofe up alitdefurprifed, and goi into Barfina’s 
chamber:, ‘told the company into what at'4pprehenfion the fight of chat man Bad put 
him, the Queen and Barfina both changed colour ; but Barfina making it up-as welt 
as fhe could, without doubt ({zid fhe to theXing) ’tis fome one of my Servants, who 
came in not khowing your Majefty was in the Chamber 3_and then perceiving the er- 
rout he hgdcommitted, got out amazed, without ha ving'the confidence togive your 
Majefty an anfwer. . The King was fatisfed with this excufe, and wishin a while af: 
ter going away, and takingtle Queen along with him, he geemy Matter and Barfi- 
na leafare to entertain themfelyes with that accident the reft of the day. : 

The Qucen refleding afterward upon that encounter, ufed more warinefs in her 
vite: then the had done before, and took care with all imaginable circum{pe@ion that 
her ftuin méetings might not be difcovered i ” . 

. °Twas abour that tuume thatthe whole Court was poffeffed wich the Rings forrow, 
and that by his Command it changed both face and habit fora while. The death of 
Hepheftion , Alexanders favourite , or rather his fecond felf. and huband to the Prin_ 
cels Parifatis, was catife of this defolation;: L-will neither te You of the King’s mourn- 
ing, nor ofthe pomp of that Funeral , thofe things are fufficiently known to yonal- 
ready , nor will] entertain you with the lamentation of that fair, noble Widow, allt 
thall fay is, that my Prince was very fenfible of her misforume,and that he was exceed- 
ingly troubled he could not vifit her in her afi¢tion, and give her fome confolation, 
ifthe had been capable of any in fo freth a loffe, The Queen borea preat thare in her 
fifters grief, and complyed fo far with that of the King her ablad » that for fone 
dayes fhe kept herChamber, and for many affer fhe wentabroad, vificed onely the 
Princefs her fifter, to wham her affection was fo real; that the had as gteat 4 ferice of 
her forrow as fhe herfelf. ey : 

This difalter deprived my Prince of the:fighe of her; but chére pals'd few dayes 
wherein fhe comforted him not in that tedious abfence, by ewo or three words under 
her hand, which 7yrees brought him to Barjina’s,and which my Prince read and kife'd 
with fuch excels of contentment, as alone was able to difeover the greatnels of his 
paffion, I remember one day he received a Letter from her , the words whereof 
were fomething to this purpofe,

They wrote many others, which did alittle fweeten my Mafters wearifome impati- 
ence, and the fair Barfina took fo much care to make the time of his banifhment lef 
tedious, that if he was. not really fatisfied, he feigned at leaft before her to be very 
much pleas’d with the charms of her converfation, 

The dayes of great mourning being expired , the Queen had che liberty to fee him 
again, but fhe had much more conveniency within a while after, when the King ha- 
ving rendred thofe honours to his dear Hepheftion , which only the Gods exact from 
Men, cans'd the Mains and Tails of Horfes to be cut off, the Battlements of City- 
Walls to be beaten down, and made his Funerals famous by the expence of ewelve 
thoufand Talents, departed from Su/a (as you know) to difcharge his griefupon the 
Coffeans , a barbarous people near to Safa , againft whom heran, asat fo many wild 
beafts, calling that expedition the facrifice of Hepheffions Funerals, You know alfo 
that Queen Statira ftire’d not from Sx/2, butwicked Roxanz having had the libercy 
to do fo, retired to Babilen, and delivered her Rival, and all her Friends, froma fight 
that was very infupportable to them, 

The abfence of thofe two perfons afforded my Prince great facilities in entertaining 
the Queen, and there pafs’d but very few dayes, wherein he had not the happinefs to 
fee her either at Barfina’s Houfe , or inher Garden, or inthat belonging to the Pa- 
face, whither Tyreus brought him by Cleone’s dire@ions, and where he {pent whole 
hours with her , inextafies and raptures, which cannot be conceiv’d but by thofe who 
have lovd like him, and which would abfolacely have fatisfied him , ifhe had not 
thought of the advantages which Alexander had above him, and of the Command that 
had been Jaid upon him, never to pretend to greater. Inthe mean time that vertuous 
Princefs behaved herfelf toward him in fuch a manner , that though fhe expref'd her 
acknowledgement, and rendred him what fhe believ’d the owed toone that had 
done fo much to ferve her, yet fhe never exceeded the bounds of her duty, nor ever 
abated any thing in his favour, of what fhe knew to be due onely to her husband, the

countenance, and by the fadnefs which for many days preceded her declaration, that 
fhe brought not her felfto itwithout exceeding violence: About that time fhe recei- 
ved Letters from the King, who having deftroyed the Coffeans was gone toward Baby- 

Jon, and entreated her to come thither co him, affoon as the could poflibly, 

This defire of his which the received as a moft abfolute comm ind, perplexed her 
minde with different thoughts, and give my Prince mutter of contriving new expedi- 
énrsto continue thelife heled, Barfizawho meant to accompiny the Queen whi-- 
therfoever fhe wenr offered him the fame affiftance at Rabyfon he received tram-her 
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_age, and to feek-oat-fome other inventions to continue; his fife ;.-which thenceforth 
feem’d only-to fabfift by the fight ef the Princefs, and by thofe remainders of affection ' 
which the yet teftified unto him. But inthe interim,this vertuous Queen was a lit- 
tle morereferv'd then ordinary in her carriage to him,and no longer afforded him her 
fightand converfation, without marks of a very deep fadnefs, and ations which vi- 
fibly expreffed with. bow great conftraint fhe contributed what fhe believ'd fhe 
ought not to hisrepofe, - 

My Prisce.couid not perceive it without fach griefas cannot be reprefented , and 
drawing arevil omenfrom her filence, which of late.time was grown ulual to him, 
he ask’d her the caufe of rhat alteration, .but he ask’d it with fo much fear, and fo lit- 
tle affurance, as made her fufficiently knew, chat he was more afraid then defirous 
toleara iz. The Queen fuffered her felfto beurged for fome days, buc when that 
of her departure toward Bzbylon was come, after fhe had arm’d her felf with a trong 

’ refolucion, flie went unto Barfina’s: my Prince who expecte d her there with impati- 
ence, having receiv'd her with hisordinary joy, threw himfelf down before her, and 
endeavoured by all the words hia paffion could fuggelt, to drive away shat melancho- 
ty humour; in which of late the had feem’d,buried: after fhe had been long preffed. 
to it,the eer her eyes which were fixed upon the ground,an4 caTting them . 
upon my Mafters, {trove all fhe could to retain her tears, and having {udied a while 
for tearms to expreffe her felf, fhe {poke tohim onthismanner, ‘take the Gods to 
“witnefs, Prince Oroondates, that I have loy'd you hitherto with the moft pure and per. 
‘fect affectiona foul isable to conceive, thatI doe full love you more then my felf, 
‘and that I will love you all my life, as the fervices you have done us,the affection you 
“have teftified tome, and my own inclinations} oblige me. If {peak not truth,O 
* Oroondates,\ with the fun (whom we worfhip) may never fhine upon me more, and 
‘that great Oro/mades may bury me in deftruction with thofe of my Family, chac are 
“gon before me, After this proteftacion, which I conjure you to believe, I willalfo 
* proteft.to you wich the fame crach, phat itis not without extream violences,and grief 
* ofheart whichT am not able to expreffe,that I declare:my intentions to you,and that 
«I moft earneftly befeech you, by all the love which yet you bear me, not to impute 
“toinconftancy of mind, or want of affection, what I doe, that I may not be the moft 
“loft ofall women living, and the moft unworthy of your good opinion, and of thac 
* greatnefSto which the Gods have raifed me: With this caution! will declare un- 
* to you, that if the heavens had made me to be bornfor you, my defires were moft 
“readily difpofed to it, 1 would have defpifed the hope ofall Empires of the world, 
“and all che felicities which the moft happie creatures yet ever knew, to have thar of 

~ being'yours , but fince my cruel deftiny hath oppofed it, and that contrary to all 
“appearance, and to my firftintentions, i, hath given me to another, you ought noc 
‘to think ic ftrange, if I withdraw that from you,which youcan no longer lawfully 
‘keep; and whicl:! can no longer afford you, without the lof$ of my reputation, the 
* lofs ofa quiet confcience, and the lofs of my felf ; I confefs Lowe you much, butt 
“have not now the ability to pay you, and be your reproaches whatever they can, ir 
“is fit I fhould reprefent unto you, that the husband whom the Gods have given me, 
* is not fo little confiderable,but that he deferves all my affections: what rights foever 
* your pait fervices,and my inclinations have given you over my life, you have now no 
“longer any to difpute them with him, nor ftillco grant you, what can be no bo- 
“dies buthis, Giveme leave therefore Sir, to conjure you with thefe tears which ic 
* is impoffible for me longer to refrain, to forbear the courfes, which we cannot con- 
“ tinue any more without our ruines and not to think any more of this unhappy wo- 
“man, who isnofonger worth your cares, nor ina condition to requite them: or if 
* you wil-yet preferve any remembrance of her,that you would carry it far from hence, 
“and no lenger waken by your prefence, thofe flames which duty ought already to 
* have extinguifhed, and which death hall extinguifh for it, if it cannot draw that 
* power from your abfence: belides the.confideration of what I ought to de, the e- 
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“endeavours , do really ftrike me with compafiion of you, youare deftin'dto better. 
‘imployments, and worthy ofa better fortune, and the Gods would punifhie upon . 
‘me, if I fhould longer retain in fo pitiful a condition, the moft accomplifh’d perfon 
«they ever created, Gothen, Sir, carry to fome other place thofeadmirable quali 
“ties, which had gained you this unfortunate Princefs , and which yet will gain you 
«one more lovely ; and more happy, and leave herto the condnct of her wretched de- 
“finy, who can no longer pretend lawfully to-you, and from whom you can no lon- 
“ ger pretend anything. I make you this requeft, by all chat you acknowledge to be 
‘ mofl facred, and conjure you by all the friendfhip you heretofore have promifed me, 
“and by all rhe Empire you have given me over your will; to leave this miferable crea- 
“ture for ever ; or at Jeaft never to appear before her, till fhe bein a condition to re- 
“ceive you. ‘ oo 

I make you judge Sir, what effed thefe words wrought upon my poor Prince, he 
had hearkned ro them with changings of his countenance, and alterations able to mele 
the moft frozen hearts with pitcy, and when he heard the conclufion of them, and faw 
them endinan eternal banifhment, notwithftanding all the fuccour he required ofhis 
courage, he couldnot get enough from it, to make him proof againft fo violent an 
affault., broke not forchintocryes, nor into tears, thofe fhews of grief were too 
weak for the g: catnefs of his ; but he had not power enough over his fences, nor over 
his forces, to keep them from forfaking him, his eyes clofed themfelves, his head funk 
gently upon his roulder, and by little and little his whole body fell cold, and immo. 
vable upon the bi d where he wasfitting. . . 

The Shae who had prepared herfelf for alf che worft events that could happen, 
could not fee him in that condition , without a moft fenfible'affli@tion , nor without 
making war wich her fair hair and lovely face , which grief had altered almoft to an 
‘impoflibility of being known, fhe fpoke the moft compaffionate words:, that ever 
forrow made thofe perfons utter, who have been the mott deeply couched with it, and 
did fome ations, which if they had not been excufable by their caufe, would have bin ° 
a little unbefeeming her modefty and quality, but yet fhe never ftirr’d from her laft 
refolution and difpofed herfelf rather to dye,then to detract the fentence fhe had pro- 
nounced, : ‘ . 

Barfina , Cleoneand, wete about my Prince, and laboured to fetch him again by 
all the remedies that can be made ufe of in fuch an occafion, but he wasin fo deepa 
foun , that it was above an hour ere we could obferve the leaft fign of life in him. 
‘Though the Queen was yet refolved not to ftay for his complaints and reproaches, 
yet could fhe notleave him in that eftate,but affoon as ever the {aw him open his eyes, 
the rofé up from befide him, and wiping away her tears, compofed her countenance as 
well ss poffibly fhe could, and prepared herfelfto give him the laft farewell, My 
Prince having recovered his fenfes, and feeing us alt bufie about him, turned his fight 
flowly on all Gdes , and feeking out her with his eyes, when he was come to himfelf 
enough to remember the command fhe had newly impofed upon him, he faid onely 
thefe words to her with a feeble dying voyce + Iwill obey you, Aladam, never fear it, I 
will obey you, The Queen not permitting him to goon, “I hope fo, my dear Oroan- 
€ dates, ({aid fhe) and with this affurance,I give you the laft farewell -and the laft kifs, 
With thefe words, coming clofeto him, fhe kifs'dhim for thelaft time indeed; and 
getting foofe from him, without ftaying for any other anfwer, fhe went out of the 
Chamber fo befides herfelf, that J believe fhe hardly knew how fhe got into her Cha 
riot. ; ae a 

My poor Matter accompanied her with his eyesas far as he could., wishout flirring 
from his place, and cryed out after her ; with avoycethat fhewed how weak he was, 
Farewell the moff beloved, and the moft ingratefull of all women living , farewell for e- 
ver inhumane Satira, Farewell, fince yon fear tobe prefent at my death , and yet feared 
not togive it me. Heuttered many other complaints;and was prefently feized witha 
moft violent feaver. Bar{ina would not leave him in thatondition, and though the 
had purnozed to have sone along with the Queen, Syfeambis, and Parifatis, who all 
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departed that very day ; fhe made her excufesto them , promifing the Queento wait 
on her at Babytn , affoon as my Prince was recovered: thus the Queens went a- 
way from Sufi; and Barfina returning to her Houfe, began to take care of my Matters 
health, = 
- We had already got him to bed, and that good Princefs knowing the violence of 
his Feaver, fent for all the moft skilfull Phyficians, andimployed them in his cure, with 
a diligence that cannot be imagined, fhe was fo handfomely induftrions, and fo af 
feionately careful abour it , that the viftbly exprefs'd the reality of her friendfhip to 
him, but the poor Prince was fo ill handled by hisficknefs , that within a few dayes 
the. phyficians began to defpair of bis recovery. Do but judge, Sir, of my affli@ion, 
and of Barfind's, tofeeaperfon that was fo dear to us, and whofe excellent qualities 
we were fo well acquainted with , dyein her houfe, and in our arms, Certainly itis 
very hard-to reprefenc it to you, and when we reflected upon all the accidents of fo 
fad, fotragicala conclufion , we appeared to be more touched with his ficknefs, then 
he himfelf, In the mean he layina continual ftudy, and for many dayes was depri- 
ved of all manner of knowledge, his frenzy made him fpeak many extravagant things, 
and the Phyficians aferibing all to that, made nothing of them, though they were 
able to have difcovered fome paffages of his life, wae 

They continued many daysina beliefthat he would dye, and the G..ds are my wit- 
neffes -that not being able to think of feeing Scythia again without hin, nor of living 
aftér him, I took a refolution to accompany himin thegrave. Fat when welealt 
expected it, a favourable crifis gave fome glimpfe of hope to tho,e that had bim in 
hand, and tomiake hort, that | maynot keep you longer ina narration , whichal- 
readyexceeds a reafonable length, his youth and vigorous conftitution faved him, and 
inthe end leffened the danger wherein he had lien for many days. Affoonas the Phy- 
fictans begar to give me affurance ofhis recovery , and that by the diminution of his 
feaver my confidence of it wasencreafed , [turned my thoughts to the fettling of his 
mindeinquiet, but rtotfeeing the leaft hope of it, while his fortune was fach, I took 
a réfolution fomething ftrange , but worthy ofthe affection I bore my Matter, and 
-after having a while digefted it, I came to his bedfide , anid knowing that no body 
over-heard me, ‘Sir, (faidI) fince the Gods have fo vifibly delivered youfrom a 
‘death which without their particular afliftance was infallibly very near you , they 
* have without doubt thought of the eftablifhment of your life, and do now reftore it 
* you, beyond the hopes of ail thofe that have looked to you in your ficknefs to make 
‘you languifhit outin misfortunes and difafters, You muft live, but you muft live 
“happy, and to that end you muft banifh all fcruples that detain you in your prefent 
‘mifery. Since Alexanders life isincompatible with yours, he mutt dye, and you mult 
“fofe all thofe confiderations that may diflwade you from a thought , in which alone 
“ your fafety is to be found, if che Queen lovesyou, her defire to be intirely and 
“peaceably yours, will make her bearchat loffe wich patience, and iffhe love you 
“not, the fear ofdifpleafing her ought not co be more confiderable to you, then your 
* own life: yet to keep you clear froma crime, which you might believe you fhould 
‘conimit in difobeying her, Ara:xer will take that charge upon him , and this hand 
“fhall free you from that enemy, before your own be able toundertakeic: IfLbe 
* fo fortunate as to do youa fervice of that importance,] {hall prefer my condition be- 
‘fore that of any man alive; and if! perifh in the difficulty of that enterprife, I cannot 
* fall more glorioufly, then in factificing my lifeto the repofe ofhim, to whom Ihave 
‘wholly devoted it, ; 

My Matter having turn’d his head toward me-while I {poke caft his arm about my 
neck , andembracing mealongtime , Dear Araxes( faidhe) Iam foncarl, obliged 
to the’ fidelity of thy affettion , that thy confideration alone is enough to make nie defire to 
five fut, that I may reqnite part of the good fervices I receive from thee , thy thoughts 
are morb gencrons, thee they ave juts and thon doeft as much agree with mins in propofing 
the deathof Alexander., as thon croffef? vhens in offering thy felf to be the attor of it. Tes,

Alexander misft dyeyand my reafon no fooner returtd to me again, but I. decreed hig rine, 
he fall dye , that Conqueror of the whole earth, but he foall dye onely by the hand of Oro~ 
orPtes. Lill fray no longer then till I have recovered my Brength, and Iwill either ob 
lige Statira’s affection by giving her the neeans to fatisfe What fhe owes me, or punifh her ine 
Lratirude , by facrificing him before her eyes , whom foe ought never to have lov'd unto my 
prejudice; in this de{pair whereinto fhe has precipitated me , allconfiderations are extine 
Svifbed » and I am now quit with both of them by fo many altions in their favour » andio 
their advaptage. I have paid Alexander all I was indebted to him, by faving his life 
which his beft friends fuffered hins to lofe , and fince it is destruttive of mine, he ought not 
tothink it flrange , if Laffanls it fairly, Iwill neither ufepoyfon, nor have recontrfe to any 
Soameful wayes, to fend him out of this world, but Iwill divide the danger fo,that the great~ 
er foare foall infallibly be mine own. _ If I perifb in the enterprife, Stattra, you fall for ever 
be delivered from the importunities of this miferable man, and jou foall with tranquility ena 
joy that greatnefs for gg ie meanly have forfaken me. 

He fad many things of this nature, and knowing his humor » I perfifted not to cone 
teft with him about the Propofition I had made. During the reft of his fickneffe, 
he perfevered in this refolution ; and I Know not whether it haftned his cure; bucin 
effed by the caresof Barfina , and of thofe that had him in hand » he recovered his 
health tooner--hen was expected , and left his bed two moneths after the day he fick- 
ned, but he \ ras yet fo weak, that of another whole one; he was not ableto ride on 
horfeback, ; f , 

This Relation is too Jong, Sir , but to come toa Conclafion of it > Lwilltell you, 
that affoon ashe ad gotten his {trength again , and that he found himfelf able to ex. 
ecute what he hadin his mind, he prepared for his departure. But before he went 
from Sufa, the difquietnefsi felt for his misfortunes perfwaded me to confult the plea- 
fure of the Gods for him, and for that purpofe vifiting the Temple of Orofmades, 
where famous Oracles are given , after [had made my prayer on his behalf, the God 
commanded us to feek our repofe upon the banks of Exphrates, and without giving 
me any other anfwer fentmeback , with fome little hope and fatisfa@tion. My. Ma- 
fter alfo was fatisfied with it, and “vse Ie Babylon, where Alexander then made 
his abode, was ficuate upon that River , he believ'd his intention.was conformable to 
the will of che God chat fenthim whither he already had defign’dto go. Youmay 
be pleafed to difpence with me, if omitto cell you what paftar the parting of my 
Prince and the fair Barfina; you may eafily judge your felf, that the fence of her laft 
obligations, together with the remembrance of fo many former ones , put into his 
mouth the moft acknowledging words , and themoft hearty proteftations of friend. 
fhip he could devife, and that he went not from her without exprefling his trouble by 
many tears, . . ; . 

A whole day was {pent in their farewels , and my Prince not having difcovered his 
defign unto Barfina, contented himfelf, with faying he would fee her again ere long, 
and that he would not make his journey toward Scythia, without taking leave of her 
Once again. That good Princefs was a little comforted with that promife, but fhe 
could not fee him take horfe, without being extream forry for his departure, Thus 
did we go from Sufz, and take our way towards Babylon; you may well enough ima- 
gine che thoughts that entertained my Prince during that Voyage, without my ftand- 
ing to defcribe them to you, he perfifted ftill in his laft refolucion s and his impati- 
ency haftned him on fuch manner ,. that the fpeed ofhishorfes fearcely could foffice;’

. , You yall have much ado to believe, Sir, whatlnow fhalf tell you; 1 knowiyoit 
doubt not but chat by all manner of reafon , my Prince fhould have rejoycedat this 
lof, as the bet fortune that could befall him ; for my pare Lcontefs1 was infinitely 
gyet-joyed atic, and-was ready to have faln down upon my knees, to thank the Gods 
for the mercy they had granted us, but I ftaid my felf by confidering my Matters 
countenance, who after having held his eyes long tixtupon the ground , fhed tears 
faddenly, and fpoke words fo far from ( what in all prcbabifity ) one fhould have loo- 
kedfor, thatI thould have fufpe@ed any other body of hypocrifie and diffimulation, 
but Iwas fo well acquainted with his generofity, that I queftioned not the reality of 
his grief, but hearkned with admiration to the moan he made, for the death of aman 
whom he was refolv’d co kill, and which he ough cto have defired as his own life... He 
underftood well enough what an advantage that lofs was to him., and I believe rhac ar 
firft hearing he was touch’d with.fome fenfe of joy , but comingso refle@ upomthe 
admirable qualities of that deceafed'Prince, his noble foul was fo moyed with that re- 
membrance, that it was impoffible for him to refufe , what he helieye < unetfomni alf 
vertuous perfons to the memory of the greateft man that ever was, This change of 
his affairs , made him alfo change his refolution, and after he had pa fed the nightia. 
the thoughts which chag revolution caus’d, we took Horfe affoong it. was day, and 
profecuted our Voyage. This report was confirmed unto usbyvall wemet, and 
moreover, we heard the Difpute that rofe among thePrinces, about the fharing of his 
Dominions. Cs ; : : 

My Matter being come within 4 Dayes journey of Babylon, difpatch’d Toxaris thi- 
ther | and with order to inform himfelf what paffed , and to inquire newes of Queen 
Statira, and bring him back word toa place which he appointed him within three or: 
four hours riding of that City. 2oxaris parted fromus, buthe made us wit all the: 
day following without hearing fromhim, My Prince being in pain for his long fay 
fent Loxcates after him with thelike Commiffion. Loweates returned no more then 
he , and my Prince impatient of their delay, after having expe@ed that whole day al- 
fo, went that way himfelf, with an intention to fend me likewife, and to {tay for my . 
coming again, near the place where we met with you, and where after the newes 
which (in fpite of the tears my Prince had fhed ) had rais’d his hopes , and-had made 
me believe, that we were for ever gotten under fhelter from the perfecutions of. For- 
tune,, we learne. from your mouth the fatal Death of that great and yertuous Queen, 
for whom alone he had preferv'd the remnant of his life. 

Behold, Sir, ( purfued Araxes, fhutting up his Relation ) behold the end of my 
Prince his Adventures, if the courfe ofthem hath toucht you with admiration, the 
conelufion of them will without doube touch you with pity, and you will judge infal- 
libly, that never vertue has been {fo perfectly tryed , that perchance never man car- 
tied it to fo high a point, and that Fortune never fixt herfelf fo obftinately to perfecute 
any man; fhe never gratified him with any of her favors,but inftantly fhe was ready to 
throw him headlong into a bottomlefs pit.of miferies, and when-after an infinite num- 
ber of itorms, fhe feem’dto have brought him into the Haven, : there it was fhe made. 
him fing his fhipwrack, ‘and ruined him by the utmoltcroffe that the could, and by the 
onely one which he had not yetendured Sg ; 

Araxes thus finifhed_ this long narration, and Lyfimachus whom the recital of fo 
many wonders had frucken with great admiration , after he had remain’d for fome 
time deeply buriedina ftudy, lifting up his eyes faddenly to Heaven, ‘ OOrcondates 
“ Ceryed he) the bravelt of al! men living ; thou Miracle both ofour age, and ofalla- 
“ges-paft; have I, prolonged my miferable life , to fuffer with you asi do, in the mif- 
“fortunes .of yours: and muftI carry to the graye the forrow I feel for the miferies of 

_ ‘fo divine a perfon 2. Wag.not the confideration ofmy own, ftrong enougk-to bring 
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“me thither, and were not my own difafters fenfible enough, withont the mixture of 
* yours? Certainly ( continued he, turning toward Araxes ) ifthac fortune which fol- 
“lowed deceafed Alexander with fo much conftancy and affection, had but declared 
“herfelf a little in favour of your gallant Prince, he would not onely have obfcured 
“his glory, and cut offthe courfe of his §reat Victories, butalfo have blotted out of 
“the memory of men » the luftre of all chofe that went before him > and have fub- 
“mitted all the habitable world to his Dominion. Alexander had no quality which 
“ your Prince poffeffes not with all manner of advantages, and hea Ppears fo free from 
“all his vices,and fromall thofe that can give the leaft blemithto his admirable vertue, 
* that only his misfortunes make us know him for aman, whom fo many miraculous

It is very hard 
for him in the violence of the painshe fuffers, to defcribe 
the paiflions of others pleafingly ; and it is juft you fhould 
_ confider both the greatnefs of his refpe&, and the dignity 
of the perfon that intercedes for him.

gallanc proots bis verrue-had fhewed.it felf, he could hardly 
imagine how the Gods had endowed one man with fo many ad- 
mirable qualities. After-thae by a thoufand expreflions ,’ and 
a thoufand endearments fuil-of refpe& and affe@ion, he had 
: ~ teltified how auch the Relation of his life had wrougbe upon 
: him, he retired into hisChamber., and going to bed , imploy- 
ed the beit part of the night, (which his griefs would not fuffer him to fpend in fleep ) 
in the remembrance of thofe wendertyl. events which Araxes had recotinted to 
him. del peg 3 
Affoon as it was day, he left both his Bed and Chamber, and going out.of the 
Houfe, took his walkin the neighbouring Wood, which he had dedicated ro the en- 
tertainment of his forrowfull thoughts. . Seaxce did he perceive the firlt beams of the 
rifing Sun fhine through the boughes, but heturn’d away his eyes, either through 
fhame to enjoy its light,. after the loffeshe had faftain'd, or through anger to fee 
that Witnefs of his pait Felicities, and of the change of his prefent Fortune - When 
he had held them a-while fixe uponthe:ground, onafudden lifting them up co.thac 
gloriousStar, Divinity of Perfia (eryed. tie ) is it pogtble'rhen Shouldel? appear with 
ont a Cloud, and thar chive fhauldef? Wear no mourning for thy moft illuftoions id dover’, 
and for the moft worthy. perfows thou aver frinedf upon? Artthon th n alonciunfenfible, 
and dif-interefted in thefe ftrange revolutions > in which the whale World is fo much con- 
cern'd? O. what a vifibie mark.of thy Divinity is this impaffible natare of ching it this 
encounter |... And how pomerfully daes the inconPiancy of oureflate , anid the srvrontability 
of thine » perfwade thofé that are leat tanched with fenfe of Religion , that thousrt reall ly 
@ Godt : : : 
He reafoned thus with. himfelf,, and walking foftly under the Trees, he ftrove by 
Difcourfes of the fame natyre , to engage in his fortune ; ali the objedts char prefen- 
ted themfelves unto his fight, Then after thofe fir motions, which made -bim blind- 


ly talk to things infenfible, he made a long refle@ion uponall the paft accidents of his 
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rief and refentment, that the remembrance of his misfortunes was like to havemade 
im lofe a life which his misfortunes themfelves had rot tekenzway. Hisdeepmu- _ - 
fing led him before he was aware, near the River fide, and when he thought leaftot 
any fuch thing, he faw himfelf clofeby a manwho had newly alighted under thofe 
Trees and who having left his horfe with the Squire that waited on him,walked upand 
down with an intention like to his. This encounter mede Lyfimachus lift up his eyes, 
aud fixing them upon the Strangers face, he in it obferved fuchadmirable features, as 
made him remember he had feen him fomewhere elfe. This thought caufing him 
to look earneftly upomhim , he quickly knew it wes the fame Stranger whom he had 
met at the Temple of Apollo, with whom he had long difcourfed , and withwhom 
the Oracle had been confufedly pronounced to him, his Stranger who had dearly 

- preferv'd the Idea of Lyfimackus , knew him alfo as eafily, and having accofted him 

very civilly, they embraced each other with much affection, and fhewed as much joy 

for that unexpected meeting, as the remembrance of their misfortunes would fuffer 
them... They renewed their kindneffes many times , with as great demonftrations of 
friendfhip , as ifthey had been eftablifhed many years , fo ftrong are the charmes of 

Vertue to make it felf beloved , and fo eafily do thofe Perfons thar bear its marks dif- 

cern one another, and feperate themfelves from the common, by that powerful cha- 

rater it hath imprinted on them. Ly/imachus after thofe words of civili« y>poke thus’ 
unto the Stranger: Zkyow mot, Sir, what Fortune detains you fill in tl efe parts, which 
I thought you had forfaken , but whatfoever it be, "tisa great advanta eto me, fince I 
thereby reap a happine{s, which f hoped not for, and which Ireceiv as a moft efpecial 
favour from the Heavens. 7 2 
The Seranger ebliged by thefecivilities, replyed, ‘If at our firft encounter , the 
* company ofa man , whofe misfortunes have made him of a very unpleafing humour, 
«had been tobe endured , I would not have left you, and whatfoever neceflity of af- 
« fairs had called me otherwhere, I would have deferred the execution of them, rather 
“then have parted from fo vertuous a perfon, 
' This good opinion you exprefs,, ( anfwered Lyfimachus ) # fo glorions tome, that if 
youhave st really, I cfteem my felf exceeding peep > aud coy well recompenced for 
the firong paffion I have to honour you , bath through my kyowledge of your worth, and 
through a moft powerfxt Inclination, After thefe paffages, and many others of like 
nature, the Stranger willing to give Lyjimachus an account of his abodein that Coun- 
trey, * Thecaufe (faid:he ) of my ftay upon the banks of this River is without doube 
©the fame that detains you alfo , and the command we received together from the 
* Gods, to wait their pleafure upon the banks of Euphrates, keeps me {till here in fome 
* hope, chat their goodnefsto meis novabfolutely extinguifhed. 
* May the fame Gods, ( replyed Lyfimachus ) whos you ferve fo religioufly, and whofe 
part you took, fo zealoufly at our laff meeting , make your Fortune equal to your Vertue, 
and I proteft to you by thofe Powers themfelves, my heart will then be as truly touch'd 
with a paffion whereof Ene longer thought it a ig , 46 it could be by the recovery of thofe 
happineffes I have loft. ° The Stranger highly obliged by the freedome of this Dif 
courfe, cafting his armabout Lyfimachus his neck, made anfwer, ‘You know me fo 
“fittle, that I cannot but blame your goodnefs , which, makes you fo eafily grant your 
*friendthip to one that has not defervedit, and whocould not juftly hopefor it, but 
“by the knowledge (which you cannot yet have ) of that which he really bears to 
£ you. ns : : 

: Uris true, (faid Lyfimachus ) Lave yet ignorant of your name and birth, but your Ver~ 
tue difcorers it felf by fuch vifible marks; and the Gods have accompanied it with fo ma- 
ay graces of nature, that Lcannot be acthfed of lightne[s for having given my felf entirely 
to you , withone requiring amore particular knowledge of what you are ,. not but that the 

‘ titereft I now take in you, makes me long infinitely to learn aname which muff needs be 
very famous; but Iwill alwayes regulate my deferes according to the will of thofe that are 
foconfiderable to me as your felf, and Iwill never exalt proof'sof friendftip from my friends, 
which may either be troublefome, or prejudicial to them. a: 

eh ee tot. in aorhich hie PEfcanrfe had buried him_ 
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‘fifted up his head ; and looking upon Lyfmachus , “ Your fatisfaétion (faid he) fhall 
“ever be fodeartome, that] can receive no trouble by being made acquainted wit 
“your defires ; and though indeed fince I came into this Countrey J never difcovered 
‘my felfto any body , I fhall make no difficulty for your fake ; to break a refolution I 
‘had taken onely for fuch as are lefs confiderable to me then your felf. I was bor 
‘in one of the Provinces , which heretofore were fubject to Darius, of Parents verY 
“noble, but very unfortunate, force and invafion having made them lofe the Crown’ 
‘their Anceftors had worn, my name hath gone fo little out of thofe Countries where 
“Thave p.fs’d my dayes, that I believe it hath not yet reach’d your ears , and 1 know 
* 1 fhall learn you nothing of my life, when I fhall tell you Iam call’d Arfaces. The 
Stranger would have gone on,. when Ly/imachns interrupting him at the name of Ar= 
faces, what? (faid he, ftepping backa little, and looking intentively upon him ) Are 
you that valiant Arfaces, whofe name refounded {0 loudly through all Europe, who de- 
feated Atimbas with his Forces; and reftored peace to Scythia by fo many fignal Vittew 
Pies ? : 

The Stranger thewing fome aftonifhment at this difcourfe , anfwéred Ly/imachus 

very modeftly : ‘I did not believe that actions of fo {mall momentas mine are, had 
_ ‘erofs'd the Countries which feparate us from thofe where they were done; but fince 
“notwich@rrding the fleightnefs of them they have come unto your hearing, I will 
‘confef to yor, Tam that fame Arfaces, who had the honour co command the 
“King of Scys, ias Army, when Arimbas entred upon his Territories, and when the 
*juttice of his ca.\fe gave us the victory over him. 
- Lyfimachus ax this Difcourfe embracing him with great affeion, Zeafily gueffed, 
buts he ) that fome illsftrious perfon was hid under fo handfome an out fide, pg what we 
ave heard of your marvellous aktions , has fuch conformity with thofe marks of greatne[s. 
which fine vifibly in you, that the fight of you ftrongly perfwades me to believe all that hath 
been told me concerning them, 

Arfaces was going to reply in thefe words, with a like civility when he washindred: 
byanoyfe, which made chem turn their heads, and cafting their eyes towards that fide 
where they had heard it, they faw a Cavalier ofa more than ory ftature, armed 
at all points, who came riding toward them full fpeed. How great foever his hafte 
feemedto be, bythe diligence he ufed , and by the fwiftneffe of his horfe, he made 
a ftop when be came nearthem , and addreifing himfelf to 4rfaces bis Squire , asked 
bim the way to Babylon, and the Squire having fhew’d it him , he fpurr’d onat the 
fame rate as before, and was a great way from theminamomént. The Beaver of 
his Helmet wasup, and Lyfimachas having had time to obferve his face , faw that he 
was a man of very good prefence,’ But Arfaces had {carce caft his eye upon kim, 
when knowing him by the {trong Zdea which was ingravenin his heart , he changed 
colour twice or thriceinsninftant, and by a general trembling fh ewed the greatnfs 
of his aftonifhment and furprife , but getting fuddenly outofir, by reafonof the 
neceffity that forced him to fhake itoff, Great Gods ! ( cryed he, very opin behold 
the beginning of the performance of your promifes | With thefe words, calling for his horfe 

‘and Cask he hardly allowed himfelf time to take leave of Lyfimachns, and befeeching 
him in a few words to pardon the important neceflity which conftrain’d himto leave 
him fora while, he buekled hisCask, and vaulting upon his horfe, gave aloofe irthe 
track of him that was palt by , with fo much fpeed and fury, . that though theother 
was fo furprisd at his precipitate departure ,- that he had not the leifure to offer hig, 
his affiftance, and beinga foot, and unarm’d, he knew he was not ina condition t6 
follow him, wherefore judging that though he fhould return unto: Polemon: howle to 
furnith himfelf, he could not be able to reach them who made away fofwiftly , he’ 
ftdod rill wich his-drmes acroffe , and quickly lofing them in the duft thar rofe from, 
their horfes feet, he was very fenGbly troubled at that accident. The fight and 
knowledge of Ar/aces had produced in him a moft powerful effe@, and having vowed 
hima firm and real friendfhip,he was much pacedar fo fuddena feparation, This hine 
dred him fom walking there any longer , fo herurned into the honfe , meaning to 
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#llhis encounter to Qroondates. With this defign, and that of feeing him, he wentin- 

to his Chamber, where he found him in reafonable good health, and Amixtas aflured 
him char withina few dayes he would be abletoleave hisbed.  Ly/imachas drawing 

near unto him, bade him good morrow with his wonted affeion, and after havi 
enquited how he did, he related co him his encounter with Ar/aces, and {poke of 
him in tearms which difcovered che ardent friendfhip he alre-dy had conceived to- 
ward him. Oroondates was furprifed at that adventure , and thinking upon the obli- 
gations his Country had unto that man, he with’d himfelfin a condition to ferve him 
in his affairs. 

He asked Ly/imachus many queltions concerning him, and feeing with what Prai- 

-fes he extolled his good qualities, he faid to him witha forced fmile, If all that have 

feen and converfed with Arfaces in Scythia, poke not of him as you doe, and publifoed 
“nut _thefe Wonders of him which yeu have obferved, I ti -uld be jealous of the friendyrio yor 
expref[e towardhim , fearing it might perchance make me lofe a part of that you have prow 
mifed mie, bur truly [have heard fo much good of him, that I thik not that range, I 
have heard from you. I knw nat what occafion can have brought him into thele Coun~ 
tries , nor which way he has efcaped out of th: imprifonment whercia he was detain'd by the 
King my Father but. I receive fomeconfolati n , ix this beginaing which the Gods have 

iven to the accomplifoment of their promifes, By his encounter of that Strzzuzg after 
Whom he made fuch hafte, he conceives that they are working his repofe , at d you know the 
Gods promifed it us together, and that they declared their wills and intent ons to us by the 
fame Oracle. ; ; 

- “T hope you will quickly be able ( replyed Lyfimachus ) to affiit inact your felf, and 
“the heakk.chey are now reftoring you is a great ftep to what we wait for from the 
* Heavens. In the mean time ! willinftruct you in the condition our Enemies are in, 
“and after your knowledge of that, we will confider what courfe we fhould take in our 
“revenge. I not only defire that information from you (anfwered Oroondates ) bur if you 
remember the promife you made me, I demand therecital of your adventures which you are 
engaged to, both by your word , and by the intereft I take in all that concerns you, ince 
bejats that which friendip gives me im yours , my own are likewife intermingled with 
them, and I from you may learn fome particulars of my Princeffcs life, which hitherto have 
never been well known to me. 

. © L.am willing co obey you (replyed Lyfimachus ). and chongh this Difcourfe bea 
“mot fenGble renewing of my griefs, I willftrive to bear it, both to give you fatif 
*fa@ion , and to acquaint you with things, which itis very juit you fhouldknow. At 
thefe.words he made a ftop, and being fate down uponthebedfide, after having 
thought.a while upon what he had to fay, he began his Story on this manner :

The Hiftory of 
LYSIMACHIUS, 


Awe my birtht perhaps is not unknownto you, I willtell you, not only that 
#X1,am born 4 Princeamong the Afacedonians , butthatIam ofthe fame blood 
with deceafed Alexinider ; thar Philip his Father and Amintas which was mine, were 
Cotifen germans, and that my Grandfather wore the Crown, which byright of el« 
derthip es Oe ‘Philips Father. will not entertain you with the particulars 
of an ififincy which ‘had nothing ¢anfiderable but it education with Alexander. 
Therank I held in AZacédbnia, as orie of the neareft to the Crown, obliged King Phi- 
Jip to -caufe‘me to be bred up with his fon, and Prince Amint2s my Father contribu- 
ted ail’shat depended on him , to repair my defedts of nature, by the indulcry of the 
Matters ‘he provided forme, I was five or fix years younger then Alexander, which 
hindred. me from fieating the Leftures of Ariforie the Phylofophier , under whom 
he bad already profited very much, ‘before I had reafon and folidity enough to draw 
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any benefit from the inftru@tions of chat fearned man : Burin reqiital; the wile Caf- 
Lifthenes (ook care to read to me, and us‘d his endeavours co form my manriéts accor- 
“ding to vertue and to the true Philofophy , whereby if Iwas not bettered, 1 oughe 

- only to accufe the perverfity of mine own nature. The fame care w st ken, to make 
me expertin all exercifes of the body, and [may fuy wichout vaniry, that with f:. cili- 
ry enough, {learn’d all chings fit and neceffary fora perfon of my quality. Iw shot 
above fourteen years old, when Philip took me with him tothe fiege of Bizantinm 5 
where Alecander ferved his apprentifhip, undet the moft prudent: nd mott politick 
Commander of all chofe that were before his time, «nd J wes not :bove fixteen when 
I departed with him, to bear him company in his Expeditions. My Father was dead 
a few months before, and though my Kindred usd fome endeavours to keep me till 
with them, my love to the King} and the defire of glorv, which began already to be 
kindled in my heart, carried icfrom dl cheir incre tes, and conlider*tions of my 
youth, which was the onlyc ute of all cheir apprehenfions, | left Afacedonia then 
with tlie King, who as young as I was, made fome account of me, and had elready 
pur me in the rank of Prolomens, Hepheftin, Craterus, and of thofe other Princes who 
were moft dear, and molt confiderable to him. Since iris an: bridgement of my life 
alone which you require,you will difpence with me if I relate not chat of Alexander, 
with which mine has always beer interwoven , and befides, nor thinking it neceff ry to 
repeat the lefs Pemarkable particul rrities, Iwill pafs over all events char re to 
me before that fatal hour, wherein 1 beg-n colove. AndImay flure you with 
trach, chor atcha:unh. ppy moment, I begana new fife, ond chor the import nce of 
thofe :ccidents which have befallen me fince, hath blocted out of my remembrance 
all cht my heart wasable co feel in a condition of indifferency, ani tranquility. I 
will not therefore {vy any thing ot Alexanders progrefsinGrecce, of the Siege of 
Thebes, nor of the defeat of the Triballian , which were che beginnings of our Con- 
quelts, Neither will I entertain you with our at geinto Afia, nor the famous 
Battel of Granicws, where the King, with fo much danger of his own perfon, gave 
fo many proofs of an admirable valour, You have fufficiently fearn'd his maryellous 
fucceffes, .fter that notable Victory, theteking of allthe Towns upon the Sea-fide, 
his proceedings upon the Coaft of Pamphilia, the Conquelt of Phrygia, of the Py. 
fidians, and of Cappadscia, in lefS time then others would have needed to run through 
them, and the reft of hofé p:ff ges which we ielaced to you ; during your flay at 
Birfa, unull th it bloody battel of ffs, where your felf did chings that ought never 
to perifhin the memory. of man, the- greattefs of which aétions did in fome fort 
imke amends for che cowardife of fo many thoufands, whom fo glorious an example 
could not animate to their own defence. It was that fatal day I was alofer as well 
as Darius, and being of the victorious parcy, was perchance the only man who was 
conquered, and the only man who |:mented his misfortune, while the whole Camp 
tefounded with fongs of triumph and rejoycing. 

After athoufand {pectacles of defolation and cruelty, which ufu:lly accompany 
defeats of that nature, the Sun was beginning to decline, when being eng:ged with 
athoufand horfe which ‘ commanded, in the purfuit of certain Perfians, by whofe 
refiltance we were exafperated,I chanced to meet Parmenis,returning unto the Camp, 
with che Queens and Princeffes of Pevfia prifoners, This prize beg-n already to be 
divulged there, and che confirmation | received of it by this encounter, touched me 
for chat rime only with compaffion, and with fome confider ‘tions of humane mifery, 
upon oceafion of fo remarkublean example. -Parmenio refpectzd me enough, to give 
me libercy to draw near the Chariots in which they were, | wasinvited to it by cu- 
rioficy, and by thedefire of doing fuch fervicesto thofe illuftrious perfons in their 
misforcunes, astheir prefent condition could expeé from one of my quality.” Thofe 
that we-e bout the Chariots made way for me co come upto them, and when I was 
neer enough to be taken notice of by the Queens, and Princeffes, J fluted them with 
all rhe humility, which the greatnefs of cheir birth could require from the me-riet of 
their fubjetts, They return’d my falutation”, andI con“dering their faces, obferved 
inthe countenance of the Mueens. and narticafariy cof weeeueibece more contancy 
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then ‘the change oftheirfortune ought in probability to haveallowed them. ‘That 
great Queen feented to have received that blow trom Heaven without being moved. - 
at it, but the Princeffes in whomage had not yet fettled that firmnefs of minde, ex- 
frefled their griefs more freely, and by their tears whichren down from their fair 
eyes, conform’d themfelves to the ftate of their prefent condition. This objeéttou- 
ch d me with a compaffion which it was impoflible for meto differble any longer; 
dad receiving che impreffion of that defolation which appeared in them, : had no trou- 
ble to compofe my countenance to fuch a fadnefs as decency required in that occafi- 
on. Ithought my felf engaged to try if I could fweeten their forrows by fome words 
of confolation, and make them judge by the opinion I fhould give them of the firt 
Macedonians they met withall,that they were not fallen into the hands of barbarous 
people, and chat their Captivity fhould not be fo difficult to be born, as they per-” 
chance had apprehended. 

For this purpofe, drawing neer to Queen Syfigambis, {poke toher inthe Perfian 
Tongue which I had learnt in AZacedonia, and which 1 had perfected fince my coming 
into Perfia: Afadam, {aid I, riding along by her Chariot, and bowing down through 
refpect, to the very faddle bow) if-your Adajefty will vouchfafe to hearken to thofe whom 
their duty, and the misfortunes of War have made Enemies to your family, and Who by 
thefe cruel reafans kave contributed to your unhappine/s, I foall conpere yorsAut to ap- 
prebend jour Captivity otherwife then by the abfence of your friends, and to believe, only 
that inconveniency foall make you find you are a prifoner, I am fafficiemly acquainted 
with the Kings vertue,to give you this alfurance on his behalf, and I ha se convers dincugh 
with the Macedonians, to affure you alfo that the prefence of your Majefties will imprint 
a Sie refpett in their hearts, and give you the fame authority among them, as among the 
Perfians, 

The Ducen having inform'd her felfof my quality by fome of chem that were about 
her, or having conje@ured it by the honours they paid me, turning toward me with 
much civility,replyed , ‘If among the AZacedonians we find many like your felf, our 
« Captivity will be much more fappottable then we hoped for ; and if fortune reftore 
“us noc that liberty fhe hath deprived js of, we will endeavour tofweeten the lofs of 
“it, by the hope of fuch ufage as is wont to be received from vertuous perfons. I con- 
fefs to you, that while Syfgambis {poke on this manner, my conftancy was lefsthen 
hers, and that though fhe ‘brought forth thefe words without tears, “twas not with- 
out great difficulty thaé1 withheld mine. 

After fome difcourfes of the fame nate, tehich I had with the Queen her daugh- 
ter inlaw, leavingParmenio to entertain them, I went t¢ the Chariot of the Princef= 
fes; the luftre of their admirable beauty dazled me at firft, and forrow zppeared in 
their countenanves with fo many charms, and fo many advantages, that they feemed 
to have borrowed anextraordinary addition from it, The PrincefS Szdtira’s right 
arm lay upon her fifters fhoulder,and the Princefs Pari/atis leaning one of her cheeks 
againlt Sratira’s face, their tears mixt themfelves confufedly with fuch a grace, that in 
that aimable diforder, wherein love Jarigiiifhed wich pity, fadnefs appeared in its 
chiefelt triumph , their necks were almoft quite uncovered rather thtough the injury 
whieli‘ia the violence of their grief, their fair harids ad done their apparel, then 
throigh any affe@ed defire, tofeeforch their excellent beauties to our view ; their 
hair by the fame violence was half untied; flowing upon their checks ‘and fhoulders, 
and the btightnefs of Parifatistreffes mingled it felf in. the blacksiefs of Statira's, 
with fuch a pleafing confufion, thatthe eye of the mindé Jof ic felf inthe care ofun- 
mixing them. They did-not fo much as cait an eye uponany objé@ aboist them, bur li- 
miting ge ksto.oné another, feemied whiolly taken up inthe confideration of their 
difafters. “The little heed they took ofn 1e,Bave me liberty to obferve theni carefully, 
and confideritig them asthen, only with eyes of admiration and refpeét, though I 
found fomthing extraordinary wichin my felf, yet did Tferdle no judginent, nor frame 
any defign, only Linfer'd by-what fellunder my. fenfe, that thofe:two fair afflicted - 
Ladies were the twi ool pectwifal pfetiim dat ever the Gods created: - I rode a 
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And affoonas ever they turned them toward me, I faluted them with thé fame fabmit: 

~ fion I had fhewed unto the Queens, but they return’d my falutation with fo: ifh- 
inga fathion, and put themfelvesagain in their former pofture, with fo little fikeli- 
hood of caking farther notice of me, that I had not the courage to {peak to them, and 
interrupt their filenc entertainment. 

We marcht on thus, till we came to the entry of our Camp, and though the day 
was fo far fpent, that there was hardly light enough left to difcernany thing, thé 
firft obje& chat prefented it felf unto their fight, redoubled their grief with fo great 
violence, that we believed it would have killed them , it wasKing Darizs his Chariot 
which he had quitted, retiring himfelf with hisbow, and part of his Armes. This 
fight perfwaded the Princeffesthe was dead, and then it was they fill'd the aire with 
Funeral cries, andfuch fad groans, that the moft barbarous of our Souldiers were 
thereby deeply touch’d with compaflion,they pronounc’d Darizs hisname aloud,and 
fene forth imprecations againft us, which made us judge thac this laft affli@ion procee- 

" ded from fome other caufe chen a Captivity,which they began already to fupport with 
‘more moderation, Iaddreffed my felfto one of their women,’ and: asking her the 
reafon of thofe new lamentations, I fearn’d that they were caus'd only by the meet- 
ing of that Chariot, and by their belief that the mafter of ic had perifh’d with his 
Forces, I was defirous to free them from thatfear, and being confident Darins was 
neither flain, nor prifoner, and that he had left his Chariot onely to fave himfelf on 
horfeback , | faffered them no longer to continue in that apprehenfion, wherefore 
drawing neer the PrincefS Parifatis, and having oftenbeleeched her to hear mé, 
Madam, ({aid 1} be whofe lofs you bewail, isin fafety, and I proteft to you with truth, 
that King Darius is neither dead, nor prifoner. Pee 

The Princeffes fettled themfelves a little at thefe words, and Parifatis looking up- 
onme,’ with eyes wherein through grief, one might fee fome beams of joy break 
forth, * Whofoever youare ( faid the ) that comforts usin our afflitions, with this 
“welcome news, miy the gods be pleafed to recompence yor for it, but I befeech you 
* flatter not our forrows by a deceipt which would only ferveto prolong, and aggra- 
“vatethem: She fpake thefe words with fuch a'grace and Majelty, thatfrom that fa. 
tal moment, I felt fuch inward motions, as compaffion alone could not ftir, upinmy 
heart, and defiring to draw het’out of that doubt wherein the flifl remained, Par= 
menio and T confitm’d what I had faid! Wwitl? fo “many proteftatious, that their fear 
begin to vanith, and their cries to ceafe. . | . at : 

In the mean time they alighted fron their Chariots, and Parmenio” conducting 
them into certain Tents, where he cortitiued'to guard them, 1 went to wait upon 
the King, ‘and give him account of {6 important a' prize’, E found him in Darius his 

. Tent, andin the Bath which that King had-caufed to be prepared to wath himfelf af 
terthe Battle, bue Alexander fill’d bis room, ‘and having fromthe learnt’ the arrival 
of the Prifoners, he commanded Leonatus to po'ahd vilit them from him, and encou- 
rage them to hope for all sanner of civility, and good ufige’, ‘then givingus leave to 
withdraw and'refrefh our fetves‘after the toils we had undergone, every .one retired 
unto his Tent to take his reft. When F was in Bed, thepaflages'of the day came into 
my memory, and calling rominde the face, and words of P arifatis,| foundfomething 
about my heart, ' which I was not wont to feel, and wes troubled with’ difquiets of 
which I had never been fenfible before. ¢ ‘Befides che effect: which her face had produ- 
ced in my foul, the fweetnefs of her wotdéhad penetrated into it with {9 duight! ‘ 
fula found, ‘and her lookshid! made fo deep an impéefijon there, chat I perceiv'd 

my inclination to lean rather toward ‘her, thes the Pringels het iter. pent patt of. 
the nightin very pleafing Idez’s, and my love -siot being yer {trong enough to.corment’ 
me with ainy violence, {trove to deceive’me, by difguifing it felf under the vail of 
compaflion; ‘till itsforces were encreafed to fucha height, thar it might dectare it 
feif,-withrchac tyranny; -which ince’ it hath: pradtifed upon'me. Not but hat the 

Princefs Parkfiris was'capable'to flit up pafotis moft violent even in their very birth, 

burl had-(-en Her fo little} wnidtill thar ddy, had found fo litde'difpefition in my heart, 
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not fettle fo abfolute.an Empire over it,as her admirable qualities have fitice eftablifh- 
ed there, for che remainder of my life. 4 ; 

The next.day, the King went to vific them himfelf, and feeing meat his making 
ready inehe morning with many others, Coufen (faid he.) fince you are already known 
to thefe Princeffes, I mean you fall facilitate my acces to them 5 go I pray you, and 
difpofe themto (uffer my vifit, and prepare thems for the fight of a man, to whom without 
queftion they bear little friendjbip. 1 received this command very joyfully,and feeing 
that the King was almoft ready to go out of his Tent, I went to theirs, whither { 
would not enter without being introduced by their command. Affoon as 1 had ob- 
tained permiffion to fee them, I was ledinto the Chamber where they were toge- 
ther, and bavitg humbly faluted them, Iacquainted them with the Kings coming, 
and the charge he had given me. Syfigambis who was a wife difcreet Princefs, re- 
ceived my ditourfe with much civility, and by her words exprefled a great fenfe of - 
the honour the King intended them. He came in prefently after, and brought He- 
pheftion with him, having out of refpeé left all the reft of his attendants at the door. 
Hepheftion as youknow, poffeffed his heart moft abfolutely, and certainly notwith. 
ftanding what has pafled between us, I muftgive this cellimony to truth, that the 
King amonglt all his. Followers, could not have chofen aman more worthy of his 
favour , You have feen him enough to remember that he was pertedly well tathion- 
ed,and thar in valour, wit, and gracefulnefs, he yielded to none among all the 4Z2- 
cedoniaws, he had a great dexterity in managing the Kings will, aad ufed his for- 
tuge. wih him fo well, that ie was never fhaken, His ftature being taller, and his 
garb more majeftick then Alexanders , Syfigambis at firlt took him to be the King, 
and cafting her felfat hisfeet, paid him what the believ'd was due froma Captive to 
her Conquerer, and her Mafter ; but ian Repping back with a great deal of 
modefly, fhewed her the King, and by his action made her Peres her miftake, Syf- 

ambis thought fhe had committed a 1) great error, andto obtain the Kings par- 
don forit, kneeled down again with her daughters, befeeching himto excufe the ig- 
norance of a woman, who bad never had the happinefsto fee him. _Alexander raz- 
fing herup with much refpe@, You were not at all deceived, Madam, ¢ {aid he’) for he 
indeed is my fecond ib " ; ‘ 

After thathe comforted her with the kindeft words civility and generofity could 
furnith him withall, and by affurances of the fame ufage the could receive from Dari- 
us. Their grief was fomething abated by that hope, and the King who would not 
make his firlt vific too tong, confirm’d his promifes again, and went out of their Tent, 
leaving them as well fatisfied as they could bein their misfortune, He kept his word 
exactly which he had given them, and from that very day gave order to fettle their 
honthold again atorkiag to the greatnefsof their quality, to farnifh them with 
thofe Officers they wanted , and with guards for their perfons , reftoring them all 
that fplendor which their Captivity feem’d to have taken away. Inthis interim my 
condition was very much changed, and that fecond fight of Parifatis, had fo weak- 
ned my heart, that it was no longer able to defend it felf, norto avoid thofe mortal 
ene which it hath fo dearly conferved , and whereof it neither can nor will 
be caged buc by the end of my lifealone. Sorrow appeared fo charming in the coun. 
tenance of that fair proftrate Lady, and her eyes though full of water, threw fuch 
fiery piercing dartsat me, that being quite difcharged with love and compafflion, I 
went forth with the King in fuch a perplexity, chat had much adoe to know where 
Iwas,. When I was gotten into my Tent, that Idea cameyet more ftrongly into my 
remembrance, and notwith{tandingall the atcempts I made to blot it our, my paflion 
being whetted by that difficulty, aflaulted me irk oresice violence, and feem’d to in- 
flame itfelf wich anger, atthe refiftanceI made againft an affe@ion that was fo glo- 
riousto me, Daeft thos defend thy felf foobftinately (fiid love) againft the beanty of 
Parifatis, and mnff rhe moft accomplifoed of all creatures have fo much adoe to intro- 

_ duce her felf into thy heart 2. Docft thon think. thon canft vwe thy liberty, for which 
thon Sraggh oft [o undecensly, to a more fair or more illyfrions perfon ? Gr docft thon 
ae , temken 2 ote gy oe eo adr Si ee ear i 
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ap thy arm¥ tothe greatest , and most perfett Prince[sin the World? ~~ 

Thus Love argued to compleat his Victory, butreafon replyed thusin my defence : 
" © That which chou alledgelt, © Love! were powerful enough to procure thy entrance 

into a foul lefs capable of thy impreffions, bur thofe {:me advantages which make Pae 

rifatis worthy to be adored, do likewife fettle a defpairinus, which is the caufe why. 
we oppofe thy birch, Fortune has not entiched me with Crowns; which he ought ne- 
ceffarily to wear, who fhall dare to declare his affections to the daughter of the gtea- 
“teft King upon Earth, neither has Nature endowed me with quilities r6 win the 
“love of the moft accomplifhed ofall Creatures, True itis, ( continued!) taking 
“part with my reafon ) that ic would bea ftrange prefumption , co raife my thoughts 
‘coher, who juftly might difdain even Alexander himfelf , as victorious as he is. and 
‘who with cruth, believes fhe may boaft co have no Equal inthe World , unleffe her 
“Sifter may difpute chat advantage with her; but though the Gods had raifed me to as 
“high a pitch of greatnefs as that of Darius , itis not probable his Daughters fhould 
“be referv'd for his moft mortal Enemies. a 

By thefe confiderationsI ftrove to hinder Love from entring, but my Arguments 
_ Were too weak, and norwith{tanding all my endeavours to keep it out , either by the 

remembeance of Parifaris’s birth, or by the thought of that hatred, which it was hkely 
the houfe of Darins bore to all Alevanders party , I did but vainly oppofe its Forees, 
and the power of my deftiny, Infhore, I begantolove, but to love with fo much 
violence , that no affection fettled with length of time, did ever torment a Soul with 
more vehemence, then mine expreffed even inits very birth. Alas! when thefe firft 
thoughts return into my minde, and that J reflect upon the beginnings of my Love , I 
finde how mugh reafon | had indeed to refit it, and how great an obligation I had to 
my good Genius , which to withdraw me from that paftion fo fatal co my repofe, did 
charitably reprefent unto me all chofe evils, which] fince have felt, © Inthe mean 
time Llov'd, as 1 have already told you, but Ifoved with fo much filence and difcre- 
tion, and with fuch power over oY tongue and adtions, that it was hard for the moft 
interefted Perfons,, to finde any other alteration in me then that of my countenance, 
And truly my «ffection fettled it felfwith fo much refpect , that fora long time I con- 
fidered P arifatis as a Divinity, co whom { ought to pay my vows,no otherwife then as 
adorations and ficrifices; having form’d fo high an Idea unto my felf, that I believ'd 
the whole Earth was infinitely below her, 1 had the happineffe co fee her oftentimes 
with the Queens, andthe Princefs her tifter, and che acqusintance I had made with 
them the day they were txken, added to many petty fervices,which in their misfortune 
Idid them wich much diligence and »ffeGtion, gave mea freer accefs to them, then all 
the other Princes of Alexanders Court. 

Itis crue, that my qu ity afforded me fome advantage above many of them, and 
though my youth exempted me from many offices, which their age was more capable 
of then mine, yet was I confidered in the Court asone of the neareft to the Crown, 
and among thofe Iluftrious Princes, as he who of all the Princes was moft fubmif. 
five to them, and who moft ardently fought the occafions to leffen their misfortune 
byall mannet of fervice and good Offices ; the condition they were in prefented op- 
portunities every day , either in their own Perfons, or fome belonging to them, and I 
laid hold onthem with fo much joy, that in the endI obliged them all to fome particu- 
lar good will coward me. I think Hepheffions love took birth affoon as mine , but 
though the Kings favour give him greatadvantages , he abufed them not of a long 
time , and confidering how much Pari/atis wasabove him though a Captive, he look~ 
ed upon her alwayes with the fame refpe , the could have required trom him inthe 
Court of the King her Father. He vifited her very often , andthe power he had with 
the King, giving him a thoufand means to oblige thofe Hluftrious Captives, made 
his company the more confiderable to them, 

We were at the Siege of Afarathon , when the King receiv’d Darins his fir Let- 
ters by the hands of Azythranes ; you know what they contain’d , and the Anfwer 
which Alexander vetarn’d, but 1 will tell you that he was exafperated not onely by 
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but alfo by the fuperfefiption which Darixs wrote to him as to a private perfon, with- 
out giving him the "Title of King. A/éeadder was fo incenfed acit, that he re- 
fufed all he defired of him , and fo the Princeffes loft the hope of libercyforthat time, — 
I would not carry them that unwelcome news , but I wasthere when Mytbranes ha- 
ving had petmiffion to. wait upon them before his departure , came to tell itthem 
himfelf, » They received it.with much trouble, but alfo with much moderation , and 
the Queens keeping themfelves within the bounds of their ordinary conftancy , per- 
mitted the young Princeffes to deplore their Captivity with fome tears, I had much 
adoe to forbear accompanying theirs with mine , and] gave chem fo many teftimo- 
nies of the fhare I took in their forrow,, that they thereby received no flight marks 
of my affection, Drawing near to the Princefs Parijatis, who fate upona Chair 
with an: Handkerchief wiping away che tears which fell from her fair eyes. AZadam, 
(faid I) the Gods are my Witneffes , that the honour of yoser ight is more precions to me 
then the Empire of Afia, und that I cannot defive your liberty , without making wifhes 
againfl mine own happine{s, but thofe fame Gods will alfs teftifie for me, that I would not 
onely forfake mine own interefts to reffore it you, but that I would give my life with joy if the 
lofs of it could be any Way advantageous to you. 

The Princeffe thinking herfelf obliged by this Difcourfe , took the Handkerchief 
from her eyes, and turning them toward me withan air, which as fad as it was, ex- 
preffed her:acknowledgement , replyed: ‘Lyfimachus, thefe are the effets of your 
* ordinary enero: and your comp:flion of our deplorable deftiny, puts thoughts in- 
“to yout mind , which are indeed worthy of you, Fknow not what fatisfaction you 
fcan draw from the fight of miferable afflicted Creatures , but I may truly affure you 

. *both for ele Queens, and for our felves ; that in our misfértunes your confolation is 
© dear torus, and your perfon moft confiderable, 
‘Thad a fair occafion enough to difcover my felfabfolutely,and matter good enough 
to fpeak , butfearforbadme, and refpeéttyed up my congue, onely allowing meto 
makethisReply, reap fo great a glory from the hanowr you do me, in fuffering me, and 
feparating me from the nnnsber of your encmies , thar if this felicity continue, I willnever 
envy the fortune of the most happy per[eus upon Earth, ; 

Paving faid thus, 1 drew near the Princeffe Statira, endeavouring by the like Dif 
courfe co fweeten the tharpnefs of her grief, true itis, that forrow appear’d more 

. lively in her, and now making reflexion upon-it , I believe that-befides the mif- 
fortunes of her Captivity,-the thought of your abfence, or of your lofle, was the 
greatelt partof her affliction, fhe never gave any refpite to the deepnefs of her melan- 
choly, and how great care foever was taken to divert her, fhe never was fenfible of any 
of thofe things, which perchance gave fome abatement to the grief of the Queens, 
and ofthe Princefsherfifter. After the taking of ALarathon, we went into Phenicia, 
and during all the Voyage, 1 had the happinefs to march near their Chariots, it is 
true , that Hephestion of whofe bag ay I began to be fufpicious , and many others 
with him, often kept me company, but I had at leaft my fight free , and the prefence 
of my Rival, and of my Companions, did not deprive me ofa liberty, which t fhould 
not have taken inthe greateftfolitude. The fourth or fifth dayes march, while I was 
delighted in their converfation , and that by the abfence of Hephesticn, | poffels'd my 
Princeffe'a littlemore peaceably , C/eander ( the moft bruitith of all men living, and 
he of whom Alexander {ince made ufe of for the death of great Parmenio ) having that 
day charge of the Prifoners, and of the Baggage, came upto the Queens Chariots, and 
with infolent wordsexpreffing his anger to fee them go fo foftly,commanded the Cha- 
rioteers to drive on fafter. : : 

This difrefpe@ touch’d the Princeffes very nearly , and reading their Difpleafure 

in their Countenances , I could not forbear blaming Cleanders carriage, and fhewing 
him chat fuch perfons were to be us’d with greater Reverence , but chat unmannerly 
Fellow , after having replyed that] was too young to give him inftructions , redou- 
bled bis Command , and riot thinking himfelf readily enough obeyed, ftruck the 
Queens Charioteer in their prefence, and one of the Eunuchs who wouis have faid 
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Captives, aMli@ed them fo fenfibly;that they could not diffemble their diftontent,and 
enflamed me with fuchanger , that Hof all confideration and fear of difpleafing the 
King , and crying out to Cleander to defend himfelf > LE took a Javelin out of a Soldi- 
ershand, and {purring up my Horfe dire@ly to him, affauleed him fo fuddenly, that 
all he could doe, was to liftup his arm , and receive me with che point of his; ic slan- 
ced upon my.arms without doing me any hurt, and the fury wherewith T precipitated 
my {elf againfthim, hindering me from find g the defects of his Curafs , made my 
blow mifs ofits effect , and my date Aye into five or fix Pieces. The tears which that 
affront had drawn from the eyes of my fair Princefs | had fo animated me, that with- 
out being moved by the cryes of thofe who endeavoured to partus, I drew my 
fword , and: coming upto hith again more enraged then before,. after having receiv’d 
a fecond ftroke with his Javelin , which gave mea light wound in the fide, I ran my 
fword under his right arm , which finding free entrance, tothe very hilt, appeared al- 
moftall of itbehind his fhoulder ; the wound was not mortal , but yet fo great, that 
Gleander fell among bis Horfes feet with very little ftrength and knowledge. I made 
a ftop feeing him fall, but I could not forbear to fay, Get thee gone into the other World 
thou infolent fellow, to injure Queens, and Princeffes, andteteach thofe, who are like thee, 
that punifoment v3 infeparable from crimes of this nature. 

By his fall my fword remainéd ftill in my hand , and putting ic up into the fcabbard - 
Idrew near to the Chariots, and addrefting my felfto Syfigambrs, Madam, (faid 1) 
pardon I befeech you a rafhne(s full of irreverence, i2aman who [aw himfelf wounded in 
the most fenfible part of his foul, and believed that if this rude fellows fault had becn of an. 
other nature , we would mt have ended the quarrel in your prefence, 

Thofe good Queens,and thofe fair Princeffes were fo troubled at this accident, that 
they had much adoe to fettle themfelves, and after a good while Sy/igambis anfwered 
me thus, ‘Sir, your generofity is great, but our injury was not confiderable enough, 
“to require fuch violentremedies, and the offence we receiv'd was too light to be re. 
* paired with the blood, and perhaps with the life of fuch a perfon. / 

- Though fhe faid thus tome , and thattHeir goodnefs made them forry for Clean- 
ders mifchance , whom all believ’d to be moft dangeroufly wounded, yet did I never- 
thelefs perceive by their faces, they were not difpleafed with that action, and J found 
catfe to hope thac proof 1 had given them of my refpe&, and ofthe part I took in 
their interelt, would not be unprofitable to me, Inthe'thean time Cleander was car- 
ried away, and the noyfe of this accident being come to the Kings ear, and to all my 
friends, Prolomeus, Craterus, Philotus, Antigonus, Selencus, Meleager,Plyperchon, and 
all thofe who had fhewed any affe@ion to me, came and offered me all the afliftances 
TY could expect from their friendfhip, Some of them thought it belt for me to abfent 
my felf, and avoid the Kings anger for a time, while they labouredto make my 
peace, and that we faw what would become of Cleanders wound , but the reft whofe 
opinion I refolv'd upon , believ'd it better for me not to ftir from the Camp, and that 
my action not being ill, 1 ought notto fear any thing from fo juft, and generous a 
Prince as dlewander. It hapned according totheir hopes, and the King being infor- 
med of the truth, though C/eanders friends endeavoured to difguife it, inftead of 
blaming what I had done, ‘condemned Cleander, in fuch away, as might have made 
his friends afraid for him , if he had not been punifhed enough for his fuule already. 
The King excufed it to the Queenshimfelf, and fatisfied them abfolutely by words 
which fhewed how much he difapproved thara@ion. In the meantime we arrived 
at Sido, and notwichftanding my flight wound for which I never kept my Chamber, I 
had the happineffe ro fee the Princeffe everyday. Whenthey faw me alone, and thar 
they krew Cleanders recovery was not defpaired of , the'remembrance of whar I had 
done for their fakes coming intotheir mind, made them fall of acknowledgement 
and moved them to return me fuch civil obliging thanks, that thereby I knew we! 
ingratitude findes no place in Souls chat are truly noble." Butthis acknowledgement, 
was generalamongitthem, and Parifais whom Iwas defirousto oblige to a particu- 
lar good will, and to whom I every dav save particular marks of mv affe@ion carried 
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gence I tyed my felf to his fervice, keptherfelfftill within the limitgofeiviliry and 
efteem, 1 cannut better reprefent unto youthe condition I wasin, then by the de~ 
{criprion Araxes made to me of yours, when you were in the fame tearms; 1 be- 
came fad, and melancholly like you, I avoided company,and the fociety of my friends 
like you, andhke you lofta good part of my health, and better looks. 1cameto 
my Princefs an hundred times with a firm refolution to difcover my felf, andto dye 
by her command, for the punifhmentof my temerity , racher then perifh Jangui 
ing, or in the violence of atorment , which without being known would infallibly 
bring me tomy grive. Bucas often as I purpofed that defign , fo often my refpect 
made it vanifh , and the prefence of Parifatis diffipating all the courage I had left, 
fettled me ag :in in my intention to dye in filence, rather then offend her by a prefum- 
ptuous dectiration, On this manner I pafe'd all the time we wereat Sidon, and all 
that we (tid at the Siege of Tyre. Judge of my fufferance by the length of my fi- 
lence , and of the greatnefs of my refpe@, by the violence | ufed uponmy felf during 
a whole year ; The King and all my friends wondred at che alceration of my humor ‘ 
and countenance, they often -sked me the reafon of it, and | Jaid it upon fome bodily 
indifpofition , without difcovering the crue‘c-ufe’ “Pradgmeus the desreft of all my 
friends , us’d his ucmoft endeavours to find it out, but though my moft fecret thoughts 
had never been conceal'd from him , I then difguifedithe truth to him , 2s well 2s to 
others , and of long time he could not draw a true cunfeflion from my mouth, 

After.che fiege of Tyre, the Ladies ( as you know ) were carried to ie fiege of Ga- 
za, there it ws chat my wounds grew worfe by the continual prefence of Parifatis, 
and my defpair alone, mademe rcfolve to bear the worft events1 could apprehend 
from declaring my felf, Ic w.snot without great conteftations , and great difficul- 
tyes, Tobcain'd chat effe@ from my courage, but confidering the mifer ‘ble condition 
of my hfe, I determined to hazard the remainder of it, to elablith a better, or lofe 
that which I onely lingred out in pains, and torments that wereinfupportable. With 
this defign, coming one diy into her Chamber, and finding her alone imployed in the 
reading of Homers Ihiads, which fhe underftood s well as her own lengu:ge; the 
fear of diturbing her , made meretire a liccle, but the perceiv’d me, and Jaying down 
her Book upon the Table, call'dme back, and at the f.me time wiped her eyes by 
reafon of fome tears which ran down upon her Cheeks : my apprehenfion of any 
thing tht concern’d her, moyed me toask the caufe of her trouble , but fheinftanc- 
ly compofed her countenance, and making a pleafing fmile fucceed her tears, 7cannot 
conceal my weakne/s from yost, ( f id the ) but ma confeffe , I was not able to read An- 
dromache's Lamentations for the lffe of her dear Fiusband, without being touch'd with com- 
paffion , nor without accompanying with mine, thofe tears which probably fle foed upon that 
Occ a ftom, 

Ths Difcourfe drawing a figh from the bgttom of my heart,obliged me aftera great 
confii@ in my felf, co {peak co her on thismanner ; ‘1 cannot think(M7d m)of the dif- 
“ferent caufes,and different effeds of pity, without refledting upon my own misfortunes, 
* which ought to draw from me , for mine own incerefts, a greater « bundance of tears, 
* then you have beftowed upon thofe ofthe fad Andromache; nor without blaming the 
‘injuftice of nature, which gives youa fence of compaffion , for perfons younever 
“knew, and yet would without doubt refufe it you, for thofe thatare moft affeCionare 
“to your fervice : you bewail the loffe of Hector, who dyed in the quarrel of his own 
* Countrey,, and not of yours, who neither lov’d you, nor knew you, andto whofe 
“death you did not at all contribute ; and yet you would without any touch of pity, 
“fee him dyeat your feet, nay, which is more, dye for you, who of all men living were 
* moft perfe@ly yours, you would fee him breathe out his life withou: being moved at 
‘ir, and withent {weetning the cruelty of his deftiny by one look, by one figh , or by 
“one word in his favour, 

Though the Princefs was ofan apprehenfion quick enone to underftand the fenfe 
of thefe words, yet did the not dive into ic atthe firft, and without making a longer 
refle@ionupon them , fhe replyed , [am little obliged to you Lyfimachus ; for thinking 
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Ids not belibve I have foewed my felf fo unfenfiblein the misfortunes of mixfeiends: and 
of thofe whom nature, or any reafon engaged me toleve or eSteem, and Ido lefs think, I 
Srould without areal compaffion, and without being nearly grieved, behold the rune of 4 
perfon, whofe deftruttion Ihad caufed, aid towhom I foould be obliged for any particular 
affection, ; j : 
fe would not ftay the execution of my defign anylonger, and judging that I ought 
not to lofe fo favourable an occafion, 1 fell upon my knees betore her, and not heark- 
ning to the commands fhe laid upon me to rife; ‘ The Gods, Madam; (faidI ) 
* the Gods who are witnefles of the Declaration you make in favour of me, are alfo 
‘ witneffes of my thoughts;and know that it is not till che laft extremity of my life, I 
‘beg of you the effeéts of that pity for one that dies for you. Itistrue, Madam, I 
‘yield up my foul at your feer, unlefs you fecthat compaffion awork which you 
* boafted of; youwill never havea more juft occafion ro make ufe of it, and you 
* can never ufeit co a man that will ferve you, or adore you with amore profound 
‘refped, and a more holy zeal then mine , 1 have fuffered before ¥ came to this aft 
“ remedy all that a foulis able to endure without making it known, and 1 have one- 
* ly declared my paffion to infenfible witneffes , and if my eyesand the change of my 
“looks and humour, have given you any knowledge of it, *twas without the con- 
‘fent ofa foul, which opens not it felf unto you now without a violent conftraint : 
* In fhort, Madam, Lyfimachus adores you, if it be a crime, he comes to confefs it 
“before you ; if this prefumption muft be repaired by death, Lyfimachus comes 
‘to fuffer itat your feet. And that he may end his life by the mott glorious of all 
‘ deftinies, he begs of you fome flight mark of thatcompaftion, which you have for 
“the unfortunate, and to which you have engaged your felf for him, 

Thad faid more in the rapture that tranfported me, if fooking upon the Princefs, 
Thad not feen her countenance change twice or thrice, and of a fudden bedewed with 
a few tears, which the could not poflibly retain. As weare ready to flatter our felvyes’ 
in the belief of what we ardently defire, I cook thematfirt to my advantage, as 
though pity had drawn them from her fair eyes indeed; but withina moment after I 
found difdain wasthe caufe ofthem, and that her difpleafuare at hearing a Declarati- 
on of Love from one of Alexanders followers, had forced her to thew thofe marks 
of her grief, and ofher indignation, Shedarted a {cornful look at me, and then of © 
a fudden turning away her eyes, £ huew the misfortune of my condition ( faid fhe ) 
enough before, Without your putting me in minde of it, and was fufficiently confirmed 
that [Wasa Prifoner, without this new affurance : Tes, Lyfimachuts, 7 am fo, and more- 
over | am expofedto all anhappineffes which Captivity carries infiparably along with it. 
This confideration exempts you from that refpett, which in another feafon would be due to 
the Princefs of Perlia, and ought to Stifle that refentment in me which Lam no longer in a 
condition to exprefs, Bag 

Thefe words pronounced with an accent divided between grief and anger, {truck 
me fo tothe quick, and wrought fo deeply uponme, that I remained in a confafion 
which Tam not able to reprefent , repented me a good while for having difpleafed 
my Princefs, and in that thought durft not fo muchas lift up my eyes to her, but 
floated ina ftrangeirrefelution. Yet in the end ae to confider, how unjuftly 
the accufed me of want of refpeé, 1 purpofed to jufti ie my felf, and let her know 
itwas not the change of her condition that had encouraged me to commit that fault ; 
with that intent though fhe look’d no. more upon me, but lean’d her elbows upon 
the Table, and her head upon her hand, 1 {poke to her againon this manner : ‘TI 
* acknowledge, Madam, I have been infinitely to blame, and that the difproportion 
‘there is between youand all meniiving, oughteither to have ftrangled my paffion - 
“in its birth, or this confeffion in my mouth, which hath offended-you, " I know 
* you are both the moft accomplifhed, and the greatéft Princefs in the world, nor will 
“Lalledge for part of my juftification, that 1am betna Prince, atid that all my An- 
* celtors have worn thofe Crowns which] want, to dare ¢with any probabiliry of 
* fuecels ) precend to the Daughter of the greateft of alt the Kings upon Earch, This’ 
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«condemmd, but if guilty as T am, i may yet beg any favour from'You, {conjure 


“you by all chat you account tnoft holy and facred, to believe that the condition 


« which the chance of war has ‘reduced -youto, did net atall authorize my Declara- 


“sion, and that [ could not have confidered you with more refpect and fubmiffioa 
«jn the Throne of Darius, no, norin that of the Gods themfelves, then I do in this 
“Captivity, to the misfortunes whereof you would impute my crime , my courage is 
< not-capable of fo much bafenefs, and to what eftate foever Fortune fhould. either 
“precipitate, or raifeyouup, fhe cannot deprive you of what the Gods and your 
«Birth bave given you, nor difingage me from a fervitude for which alone 1 was 
“born, and for which alone {willdie, choughitis not in my power to repair the 
<offence i have committed againtt you, Lhaveboth pewer and courage enough to 
“punith it, and with my blood to pay the price of thofe tears which my temerity 
<hath drawn from your fair eyes. 

_ Tpronounc’d thefe words with anaccent, which made Parifatis believe Lhad fome 
defiga againft my life, and feeing | was rifenup, and that after a low obeyfance, 1 
was going from her, the rais’d up her head, and calf'd me back again, Although fhe 

“fov'd me not, nor had any intention to engage her felf to me in any other affection, 
then what civility, and the acknowledgment of fome fmall ferviccs obliged her to:yet 
did fhe nothate me enough to fee me die,and that for the expiation of a fault, whic 
after having a little digeftedit, the judg’d not worthy of fo fevere a punifhment, That 
wasat which perfwaded her to call me back, and feeing me return trembling,and with 
ations ofa man quite loftia his paffion, after fhe hada while fought out tearms to 
vexprefs her elf, the fpoke to me on this manner : Lyfimachus, J cannot fhake off that 
zrouble, which your words have fetled ix my minde, but I am willing to banife the belief 
Thad, that way captivity alone bad enconraged you, to difcover your thoughts to me 
with too much liberty. [-Reore that you are as gencrons, as I have found you beld, and 
Iwill onelyaccafe ny misfortune, and the eafine/s of my humour, for the difpleafure 
veceive , Talone will fuffer the punifoment of it, and Twill inflikt 0 other upon yo, then 
whar you defore impofed upon your felf,, my tears will be better vecompenced by your fi- 
leave, then by your blood; Ef efteems you enongh ever to contribute to your ruine, and we 
are enough obtiged to you, t6 take care to prevent it, this és all Icando for you, and if 
you be nor contented with a particularefteem which I have bad of jour perfon, and Which 

by the repentance of your fants you may yer hope for, Lackwowledge my felf very unablero 
ive you fatisfattion, 

‘Thefe words pronounced with much majefty and moderation, gave me indeed 
fome knowledge of the good nature of that Princels, and of her generofity which 
‘could not confent to the deftradion of a perfon that lov'd her, and to whom the 
thought fhe kad fome light obligation, burthey gave me no mark at all of chat af- 
£e&ion which I required, nor any hope toengage her toit ; and yet they were fo 
{weet tome, and wrought fich an effet upon me, that they banifh’d a good part of 
sny defpair, and drove away thar defireof dying, which thofe the {poke before had 
fettled inmy minde, 1Xneel’d down again before her, and kiffing rhe hem of her gar- 
ment witha profoundrefpe@. * Madam, ( faidi ) this guilry man deferves not the 
© mercy youthow him, burfince you confentto the confervation of his life, which 
“ his raffinefs gave you juft caufe to hate, hewillregulate atin fuch manner, that-you 
“ {hall never repent your goodne&, and not being ableto freeit from that violent 
+ paffion which you have condemned, he by his fil “and difcretion will repair the 
“sreatnelt of his fault :-1 will offend you as fittle ds poffible I can, wirh my dif 
< courfe, and freeing ‘you from being troubled with my tongue, {will content my felf 
- chat alleny actions and all my looks, gelfyou what I have in my heart, “That par~ 
© ticular eteem you make me hope for, astoo high, and too gleriousa gecompence 
“for me, and if J fhould pretend ta more, from a perfon all divirie as you are, T 
“ fhould bethe blirdelt and moft prefumptuous man upon the earth. - 

“The Princefs was'gaing toreply, 1 know not whether fharply or mildly, when

- to me, where ty Princefs was'not Hepheftion who ftirr’d not from the Kings pers 
‘fon, went the voyage alifo,which was. no fmall confolation: to me. Before our des 
parcure having watch’d my opportunity. when my rival:was with the King, and char, 
the Princeffes. were in the Gardens near their Lodging, Lfound means toaddrefs my: 
felfto Parifatis who wasin an alley,with eApamia, -Axfinoe;and fome of their maids; 
having given her my hand to help her inher Walk che Gentleman Ufher that led her. 
withdrew, and yielding me that honour, ‘left me the liberty to. éntertaini ber ‘wher 
we were far enough from the other Ladies not to be overheard, and thatd-faw. they 
bufied in.a'particular converfation, Ttook occafion tofpeak unto my Princes, 2Z4- 
dam , ({aid- .):it ss not to phate with be remembrance: of a paffion which you dife 
E)prive, wet tocallinto Jour minde a fanlerbich yon ‘have ‘condemned, that: I open my 
musth yetonce. again before you, but it ts to proteft to you atthes rigorausdeparture, that 
4 being fepariated from yon, Lam really feparared from my felf s and: thar the moft fenfees 
ble grief I feel, is that abfence will deprive me of the océafions of doing you forse {mall fera: 
vice, not but that youhave imprinteda great deal of refpelh in the. fouls: af: thofe. tha: 
Stay behinde with yor, but the duties of a perfon, tyed by a naoft powerfal inclination, are 
very diferent from thofe, which are paid: onely to your quality, and. to your merit 3 and 
smorecver which. way foevir they ferve yor, :T foall envy their happineffe fo much,. than 
the remembrance of their good fortune will moft fenfibly aggravate the défcontents of thig 
tedious and crnel voyage; “to which Ife my felf condemned.

“perfon, but chrough the knowledge ofthe difficulties. you would meet-witha! in. my 
“humour, and of thofe which the heavens defo many wayes produce againit your ine 
“tentions, I. know your birth is illuftrious, and I haveeyes as weltas others, to dif

the accomplifoment of my glory and happine/s, it was fufficient’ my voms, and adoraris 
ons Were not uupleafing to. you, “Without . pretending ta any: acknowledgement; Which E 
could nor: afpire to without much prefumprlon. I fee tae Well; the obfbactes that. oppofe 
my more. perfect felicity, and Iwill expell from Heaven, aid from your-felf, beth tha 
alteration of our fortunes, and what you foal ordain concerning my lifes In, the meam 


time, Madam, be pleas'd that at this rigorous departure, I may for. my confolation. make 
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Lyfimachus. J ended thefe words with fome-fear of having difpleafed her, batthac 
Princeffe , who had weaknefs at allin her minde , was but lircle moved at them, and 
having f{tay’d a while before the made anfwer , ‘ Zyfimachus (faid the )I pardon 
* this liberty for the fame caufe , that made me pardon the others you have taRen, and 
‘I not onely excufeie; but to fet you feeJ am not cruel , will alfo confirm the pro- 
* mifeT have made you. «It is crue I fuffer Hepheffion , both for his merit; and by the 
* command of the Queens , and becaufe itis from their will only, next to that of Da- 
“rive, that I will receive the rule of my whole life, but be certain, thatif my incli- 
nation alone can eftablifh the happinefs of both, Hepheffion by it, fhall never have ad= 
vantage over you... + ey ae , ue ees 
I was going to reply, andit was likely our converfation would have lafted longer, 
if the King had not come into the Garden ; and with him Hepheffion , Perdiceas, Se+ 
dencus; Antigonus; and many others who interrupted us. The King drew near to the 
PrincefS Statira, and Hepheffion comming up to Parifatis , took that hand which he 
found free, and being an obftacle to meall che reft of the day, had alfo the difpleafure, 
to fee me take revenge on him the fame way, and deprive him by my prefence, of the 
means to entertain her in particular.: =.’ ; . Bag 
We took our leaves that evening, and the next morning by break of day; we got on 
horfeback, and travelled toward the Temple of Pupiter Hammon, 1 will not trouble you 
With the particulars of our Voyage, you have without queftion heard {peak of it, and 
‘the relation of itis but litcleimportant to the knowledge of my life: . My edyentures 
-were like to thofe of the reft of the Company ,; but my thoughts were without doubt 
“more acble, and the abfence of Parifatis, forced thofe complaints from me;avhich the 
toy! and the incommodities of chat journey drew from indifferent perfons, This Voy- 
-age was the fharpeft, and the moft painful of any that ever was undertaken : The in- 
@pportable heat thac {corched usin thofe dry defert fields we were to pafs, the want 
of all manner of water, and the deepnefs of the fands which heretofore have buried 
“whole Armies, were like to have been the deftruGtionof our Party, and withoutthe 
+particular affiftance of Heaven, we could never have efcaped. We broke through 
‘all thefe difficulties, and arrived atthat famous Temple, whofe Oracles‘are fuperiti- 
-tionfly adored through the whole world ; and thereit was that whether by chance, 
~or by corrupting the Priefts, or by the will ofthe Gods, the King found the caufe 
-of that infuppor able Vanity, which hath fince made him commit fo many faults, and 
«exact adorations from his friends, which have coft many noble perfons their lives. Af. 
terhe had obtained the Anfwer he defired , heretarned prefently ; -and pafling near 
the Ifle of Pharos , gave order for the building of the ftately City of Alexandria, and 
‘having drawn the plot of it himfelf, and fet Work-men about it,he went back to ALem- 
_ phis, not doubting but that Darins , fortified by his abfence, was again recruited, and 
: already in a condition, with his new forces to trouble his new Conquefts, He curn’d 
afide by the way , to punith the revolt of the Syrians, who had cut the throats of their 
Garrifons, and burnt their Governor ndromachns alive , and having given fuch 
orders as were neceffary for thofe unfettled Provinces, we at laft drew near thatrown 
again, where the King, Hepheffiow , and my felf, had left our hearts with the Captive 
Princeffes, Hephe(ion and I met every day , but jealoufie had extinguifh’d all our 
Gs friendfhip , and had made us fo cold, that we hardly fpoke to one another all 
the Voyage, ‘ 3 
We band all things at AZemphis inthe condition we had leftthem , and obferv’d 
_ fo change either in ouraffairs, or inthe heart ofour Princefles, Parifatis us'd me 
at my arrival in the fame fafhion as fhe had doneat my departure , and made me 
know by that perfeverancein her ordinary moderation, that her minde was none of 
thofé light ones which are capable of all impreflions , and that my good or evil for- 
-tune ought neither to make me hope, nor fearachange. We made no ftay atall 
- inthatCity,, and the King drawing his Forces out of their Quarters, march’d ftreight 
. toward Darius, with fo much diligence, thatin eleven dayeswe encamped upon the 
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which we waded through, and having reach’d the bank with an incredible difficulty; 
we found’all the Countrey burnt , and yet fmoaking, for AZzxexs had fet iron fire by 
Darins bis command : The King lay their wo nights, to reft the Princefleswho 
were wearied wich that hafty Voyage, and in fpight of the ecclipfe of the Moon which 
put fome terrour in his men, and was taken by the more fearfull for a very ill 
augury, the third he marched with the fame affurance toward the Enemy. Here 
I cannot omit to recall unto your memory , an accident which overwhelmed us 
all with fadneffe, and to make you judge of my grief by the affli@ion of my Prins 
effe. : +, wig Ee . ‘ 
; I was with the King when one of the Queens Eunuchs , came to give him notice, 
that Dariss his Wife was dying, and chat fhe was alreray ina found in the arms ofthe 
Princeffes her daughters, _ Certainly how great foever my furprife was atthe hearing 


“of this news, the King fhewed little lefs, and laying afide all bufineffes wherein he 
_was employed, - he ranunto the Queens Tents , witha forrow which appeared moft 


vifibly in him, But O Gods! how great was our affi@ion, when at our coming 
into the Chamber, we faw her expire, and our fair Princeffes faintaway, at fo fada 
fpe@acle.- ; . : = ae 
F This fudden death ofhers farprifed us the more, by how much it appeared extraor- 
dinary ; “and though a few days betore Lhd heard her complain of fome indifpofition 
caufed by the troublefomenefs of that journey, yet had we never feen her ina cone 


‘dition hac could give us any apprehenfion ofa deatkewhich‘did almoft prevenc her 


fickneffe, All che moft mournfull expreflions that ever grief fene forth, thewed 


- chemfelves vifibly in our Princeffes , and the gre>teft fenfibilicy it ever produced, was 


imprinted really in my heart, The King comforted the Queen Mother , with the 
fweetelt and mottobliging words, compaffion could furnith him withall, Hepheffi- 
on held Parifatcs's head, who languifhed with little fhow of life , Idid the fame ® 


" “Statira, who deeply buried in hertorrow , feem’dto prepire herfelf to accomp iny 


to her grave, a Mother fhe had moft perfectly honoured, and mingled my tears 
with hers. endeavouring to comfort her as much as my own affliction would per- - 
mit. I did not hear what Hephe/tion {aid to Parifatis, and though | envyed him the 
happynefs of having prevented me, grief fwallowed up my jealoufie fora few mo- 


~ments, and made me without trouble behold the fervices he did her. It is not necefft- 


ry I fhould enlarge my felffarcher upon this matter, I fee this difcourfe draivs tears - 
from your eyes, and you have already fufficiently learn’d all 1 can tell you of this 
fad Adventure + Iwillonely fay, that /exander after having wept a long while, and 
paid unto Syfigambis ail fhe could have expeed from Darius himfelf, rendred alfo ‘ 
unto the deceafed Queen all the honour that could have been required from that dear 
Husband , he caus'd her to be interred with a Pomp worthy of her Quality , and of 
the glory of her Anceftors. Some dayes were fpent in that Solemnity , and immedi- 
ately after the King prepared himfelf to give battle , having fentback Darias his Am- 
baffadors with the Anfwer you have heard, : 

I will not entertain you with the prticularities of the fucceffe of that bloody bar- 
tle, wherein you did fomany miraculous Actions, and wherein your defpair made 
you feekadeath among the arms of the A¢acedonians, whichthey refufed you, and 
which you had fo dearly foldthem. You thal onely learn chacafter that cruel day, 
the incommodity of two wounds I had received , deprived me for fome time of the 
fight of my Princefle ; and ‘twas noctill 1 came to Babylon, (where we were broughe 
in by Afazews within a while after ) that Treceived an honour [had not deferved, 

: Though the Queens and Princeffes were fufficiently to be excufed for not vifiting 
thofe who had been wounded onely in fighting againft their neareft friends, vet had 
they the goodneffe to do that honour to Hepheffion, Perdiccas, andmy felf, whe. 
ther it were that they thought themfelves obliged toit, by the fervices we had done 
them, or that cheir complacency made them give Alexander thofe marks of their 
efteem , for Perfonsthat were either dear; orconfiderableto him, I received that

Jooks expreffed my acknowledgement of that favour, and thanked the Queen with 
the moftrefpeCiul words the greatneffe of that Oblig:tiom could fuggeft. ‘Fhe King 
pod me witha Vifit while they were there, and 1 remember it wasin my Chember ” 
e {poke of you t6 the Princefle Statira, and thathe held that Difcourfe with her * 
which you have heard fince from Tyrens, Hephiftion and Perdiccas ; who had been 
wounded by your hand, received the fime honor, and withina few dayes after we teft 
-out beds, and were in a condition to repay their Vifies with ufury. From Babylon he 
went to Safa, and there it was the Princeffes puta period to their Journeys, and 
‘thet the King thought fit to exemp: them for the future from the wearifomneffe of - 
his Voyages, During our abode there we vifited them every day , and the King pat 
fionately in love with Satire > follicited her with a great deat of obftinacy , but yet 
: accompanied wich very much refpect and civility. And Hephrftion {eeing himfelf favo. 
red in his paffion by the King, rofe to fuch a pride, thathe declared tt openly, 
“and pretended in the fight of the whole World, to her whom he w:s not worthy to 
look upon without adorations, Sy/igambis gave way toit through prudence , and ”

rating the King, who took his p:rt more ftrongly , but for which confideration. 1 - 
thould not h ve deferred my refentments, * His thoughts were lictle different from “ 
“mine, and his belief th. I was an obftacte to his intentions , “ahd hac Iwas in her! 
favour. ac leaft as muchas he, kindled him with fitclra rage againit me, thathe had . 
much adoe to conceal it ‘ ‘ ‘ Sent 
“Twas about thar time that Prolomens, thy deatelt Pifend * ‘and one of the molt’ 
_ Valiant and vertuous Princes inthe World, fellinlove with Apamia, Artabafus his 
* Daughter , and Eumenes with Arfinoe her Sifter... Prolomensdifcovered his pafiion, 
to me with a great deal of freedom, and obliged me in fuch manner by the opennefs* 
of his carriage,chat |-was‘tonftrained to ly my heart naked to him,and cruft him wich 
a thingI had fo carefully hidden from ail the reft of mankind: he gave me g-eat confo- : 
~ lation, and offered himfelf to ferve me againit Hepheftion , inall encounters which 
_ that competition might produce between us. Within a fhort time after, we departed 
from Safa, but beiore we went away, I prefs'd my Princefs with fo much love, and 
~ difcretion, that at lI drew chis confeflion from her mouth , That if thofe Perfos” 
to whem her birth had given her power over her will, foould enjoyn her to love me, foe would . 
receive that command in my favonr , with lefs difpleafure and more Latisfattion , then for 
any other man living. - ie HS OCS EY pea Shes meted aagh 4ESs 
This effurance produced a joy in me,which it would be very hard for meto expref, 
and gave me all the comfort! could receive, for an abfence that was like to be of long 
continuance, | know not how Hepheftion wasus'd by her, bue a while after our depar- 
‘ture being in the Province of the Uxians, he took the boldnefsto write to her, andto 
fend his Letter with thofe the King wrote to Syfigambis,and to the Princefs Starira,by 
the Meffengers chat came from them co intercede in the behalf of AZadares, Iknew 
nothing of it at that time, but fhortly after being at Perfeplis, two or three dayes 
before itwas fet on fire, we being both in the Kings Pal-ce, he paffed by me looking 
upon 4 Letter, and making a {top as it were to finith the reading of it, he brought - 
it fo near my eyes, that he gave me leafure to obferve Parifaris's hand,and the chara-* 
Gters of her Letter, and not fatisfied with having given me that knowledge, he fet . 
it fall atmy feet, as by chance, and fome of thofe that were <bont us, ftepping for- 
~ ward to take it up, Leave this honour to me alone, { {aid he'with an infupporcable 
pride) allchat comes from my Princeffe , is fo divine and facred , that oncly Nepheftion 
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fame confideration , and my jealonfie laying before my eyes the advantage he had 
above me, and the belief thar thofe words were meant to none but me, Lwas not 
capable of thofe arguments that fwayed others, but without confidering the place 
where I was, Icamea little nearer to him, and taking my time as he rofe again, after 
he had caken up the Letter,and that co fpite me the more he had kiftir, and {tood folde 
ing it up again beforeme, I faid in his ear witha reafonable loud yoyee, Hepheftion is 
Lefs worthy of that honour, then any body elfe, patie ‘ : 
" He changed colour hearing me fay fo, and turned briskly toward me, but as he 
was going to reply withas much fharpnefs, as che place where we were would fuffer 
him to exprefs , all thofe chat had taken notice of our actions, ftept between us, and 
the King having heard of it, came tous, and reproved us very feverely, When he 
had told us of our fault, Hepheffion ( continued he ) 1 Would have you to confider that 
Lyfimachus is a Prince, but alfoLyfimachus, I world have you remember that I love 
Hepheftiont as my (elf, know nor what intereft obliged you td make him that Reply, bat 
J doe not mean that you , nor any body in the world , Shall croffe him in the defign of fer 
ving Parifatis , fince it is [that infpire it into him, and will affiff him in it againft all the 
world.’ ~ 4 Degree 
~Thefe words went very near me, but the command he laid upon us to embrace 
ach other in his prefence , was butlittle more pleafing to me, we obeyed him with 
much coldnefs, and though afterward he commanded us to love one another, it was not 
poflible for*him to gain thefe proofs ofour obedience. In the mean time | was moft 
fenfibly affli@ed , and the fight of Parifatis’s Letter, had wakened my jealoufie fo 
violently , that it wasimpoffible for me to tafte any repofe, my eyes were no longer 
capable ‘of fleep, and while others unwearied themfelvesin their beds , from thofe 
toyles and !abours which are infeparable from the profeffion of armes, I {pent whole 
nights in mine, in the confideration of my misfortunes, and of the advantages which 
contrary io Parifatis’s ptomife, Hepheftion had vifibly obtained above me, *Muft 
‘then ( frid I) the moft accomplifhed of all Creatures, and fhe upon whom the Hea+ 
““* vens have powred down alt their graces, be blemifhed with that Vice, which of aff 
* others] fhould leaft have fufpected her to be guilty of? What reafon,O fair,but chan- 
»“ geable Parifatis ! What reafon moved youto give me thofe glorious hopes, where- 
‘with 1 believed my paffion too highly recompenced , if you had a defign to favour 
‘another with them, both to the prejudice of ry life; “and of your own promife? 
** What offence have committed againft you fince then, and what fervice have you 
‘received from Hepheftion, that fhould have obliged you, not eae in favour of him 
“tochange thofe promifes you had made me, but alfo to grant him honours, to which 
**F never yet fo muchas pretended? Ah! Ly/imachus, ( continued) it is with juftice 
* the Heavens chaftife thy prefumption, thou haft rais’d thy thoughts to a Princefs too_ 
* divine for thy. unworthinefs, and the Gods make ufe of Hephe/tion, not to procure 
“him a fortune which he merits no more then thou, butto punith thee for thy foolifh 
‘rafhnefs, as they fometimes hive made ufe of thee to crofs a happinefsto which he 
‘undefervedly hath pretended, Ras pty ee ; ine 

In thefe thoughts! pafs'd the night of the defolation of Perfepolis , and thus ic was I 
entertained my felf, while Alexander himfelf with a Torch in his hand,fet fire upon the 
faireft Palace, and braveft City in the world, : 

The King after he in the ruines of that ftately Town , had left marks of his fary, 
and debauch , took the Field again, to profecute Dariws to the uttermoft; and not to 
hold you inthe recital of things you know already, withina while after, we heard of 
the Jamentable death of that great King, and were witneffes of the moft pitifull obje@ 
that ever was beheld. You know the forrow Alexander expreffed upon that occa 
fion , with how many tears he bewailed thatdeath, and with what pomp he fent the 
body to the Queen his Mother , and to the Princeffes his Daughters, to render him 
the laft duties of burial, I will only tell you that my paffion for the Princels Parifatis, 
and the confideration of that great Kings misfortunes , plunged me in fo deep a for-

'. appeared int thofh fair defolate Ladies, After chat the firftdayes.ef the greaceft mour- 
ning were expired, and that. they were capable of ogher entertainment, then that..of 

’ praves, Yaddrefled my felf to Princefs Parifatt, and fell again into my. old path, 
‘jnotwithftanding-afl che King had faid, who as1 have told you, shad forbidden mae 10 
‘cols Hepheffions defign , but,Inotonely defpifed thac command, but fhould have 
difobeyed ché;Gods themfelyes, ifthey had required any poofgof that nature. from 
my obedience, -- J found no alteration in my Princeffes humour; more then what, her 
lait lofs had caufed, and though fhe receiv’d me not with fo lively. a .countenance as 
‘before, it was not the more fevere for beingmore dejected, .Idid not illaccompany 
cher fadnefs, and I-expreffed mine to her fo many wayes, that two dayes. before our 
‘depatture, being alone with her, fhe asked me the reafon of my trouble: and feeing

~Tended thefe wards with ch¢ fame confofion IT had fhewed at the beginning of my 
difcourfe, and the Princefs after fhe had hearkened patiently.co me, replyed without 
being moved’; '.‘Itistrue, Ly/smachys. Uhave in favour of youtaken a liberty to do 
‘¢what [mighe well-haveforborn; but whatfaultfoever F committed, I forgot not 
“thofe refervations it was neceflary for metoadde, and remember I often repre- 
“fented to you, with what dependance 1 am tyed to the willof thofe perfonsto 
* whom my birth hath fabmitted.me, and my own intention never to fwerve from it 
‘while! live, This fufficeth for my juftification, andas you have learn’d- that I ree

“Ebeought forth chefe words with fo fad a tone, that fhe was touch’d with com- 
paffion, and would perchance have given me farther marks of it, if we had not been 
intetrupted by Fepheffion, who entringinto the Chamber, came and took his plice 
onthe other fide ofthe Princefs, That troubling of our converfation redoubled my 
hateedof him, andduring the ftay we made yet at Safa, we thwarted one another as 
much as poflibly we could, I could entertain -my Princeffe in particular, but once 
more before our departure, and thenI conjuredher, with che moft ardent prayers 

_ my paifion could invent to grant me the favour Hepheftion had obtained already, and 
to be pleas’d, that fince he had gotten that advantage of mein an abfence which was 
butfhort, 1 might be permitced during an abfence which was to be a very long one,to 
write to her, and by that only comfort fweeten the rigours of fo cruel_a feparation:fhe 

“was not offended: -ac'that requeft, but fhe ftopt my mouth by faying, that it was 
 onely by Sy/igambis’s command, fhe had received Hepheftions Letter, and that if I 
* could obtain the fame permiffion of her, fhe would fhow no difficulty on her part, 

I faw well enough that anfwer wasa refufal of what I defired, but being within 
the rules fhe had eftablifhed to her felt, and wherewith I had promifed to be content- 
ed, Th:d riothingto reply againttic, -¥ doubred not but thatthe Queen, and many 

~ -others-had already perceived, or at feaft fofpected: my intention, but Lwould noe 
“hazard siiyelfto beg that favour, fom her who already dectared her felf for my r- 

val, -Tteltified myforrow by the-faddeft words! could invent, and took my leave 

of her, ‘without being able to obtain any thing elfe, : 


We departed from:Safa,as you have heard, and the King having left the Ladies

Prince Cobortesut; Roxand’s Father, who was Governour of that Province, cameto 
meet him, and receiving him as his King, made very magnificent entries for us, 
through atthe Towns of his Government, and without drawing fword fubtitted to 
him, alf-the Countrey under bisobedience. You have heard how courteoufly the 
King.ufed him , and moreover how ic was there he fellin love with that crafty Wo- 
maar, and accomplifhed that marriage which was difapproved by all his friends , and 
which hath caufed us fo many misfortunes, and fo much forrow. 

‘The whole Court was taken up with the Pomp ofthat fatal Marriage , and Roxana 
was in the highett pitch her ambition had ever made her aim at, when Ptolomens his 
Efquire, and mine return’d from Siufa.  Ptelomens by his,, received a Letter from A- 
pamia, but mine came back empty handed. I began to be afflicted at my misfortune, 
and’ to exprefs my grief for a thing, which neverthelefs I was prepared for before, 
when Prolomens found a little Note in his Letter, which we believed contained anan- 
fwer of the Commiflion he had given unto Apamia , heread her Letter, the words 
whereof I do not remember, belides the recital of them is no way important to that of 
my life, and after that we open’d the Note we found thefe words,

A little below thefe lines wefaw others; which we inftantly knew to bemy Prin- 
ceffes hand , and cafting my eyesupon them with incredible tranfports, Prolomens 
and I read thefe words. 


© Apamia is the moft troublefome Creature in the world; 
« the is not contented with having made me receive Lyfima- 
‘ chus his Letter , but will alfo make me aflure him my felf, 
‘that I have not forgotten him, and Iam willing to give 
* hat teftimony of my friendfhip to her,and Lyfimachus that 
‘of my efteem. 

I tead thefe “wounds over athoufand times, and kife’d the Letters asofter,, with. 
fach excels of joy, as1am notable to reprefent. See what my condition was, and, 
an what mannef I prostates the merit of that Princefs, and che price of her fa~ 
yours, fincé-after a-fervice of many years ,- 1 was fo ovet-joyell to receive words 


which fearce fagpaffed. the limits of ordinary civility, and yet itis moftcruc , thac 
aprhane never lover weleomed the favours he had moltardently defired, with greater 
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membrance. 1 would not ftop atfo happy begitini ut making afe of the fame 
conveniency , and of Apamia’s goodnels , "Who aii e with fo much fieedom, 
‘wrote to her many times during the reft of our Voya ind was us'd byther with 
that equality which have ever found in her moderate humour: Within atew dayes 
after, Craterus.and1 were fent witha flying Camp againft Hanffenis and Catenes'the 
moft infolent Barbarians that ever were , and who yet refafed the yoke to which alt 
Afia badfabmitced.., We defeated them ina pitch’d Bartle, -and Carexer being killd 
by my hand , and Hasjfenes.taken Prifoner , the King found no more to tee in that 
Countrey , but prepared himfelf for his march into the Jvdies.- Itwasat that time

In 
Short, after having done chings that furpats beliéf, and maile the bounds of hWim- 
pire almoft as vaft as thofe of the whole Barth, the King witlfitis Triumphant Ar- 
my took his way toward Sx/2, and arrived there two years after his departure from 
thence. 1 haveteld yon fuccin@ly what pafs’dis many years y bur I will recountthe 
more important accidents of my life, fomething more at large, and the recital of 
them will wichout doubt be lefseedious toyou, You heard from 7yréws the Kings re- 
ception into that Town , after what manner he carried himfelf to the Princeffes, and 
how by thefightof Statira, he grew more inftamed then ever, inthat love , which 
the rigorous ufage of that Princels, @ two years abfence , the gteat imployments 
he had, and the-charms, or rather the artifices of wicked Roxana; thadalmoft ex- 
tinguifhed, you know how he fell go fecve her more ardently then before , and how 
that courageous Princes. continued long tinie the profecution of her former rigour, 
and generoufly difdain'd thac authority which the chance of war, and the misfortunes 
of her Family had given himoverher.

deal of good will: I received them.asthe Sovereign felicity , to which! had ever ray- 
fed my thoughts , and began to hope for the moft advantageous change in my fortune, 
that I had ever propofed unto my felf. Ireturn’d thanks tothe Princefs Apamia, an- 
fwerable to the greatnefs of my Obligations, and found her fo difpofed to the contini- 
ance of her good Offices, that T abufed her goodnefs oftentimes , ‘to entertain my 
Princefs at her lodgings out of Hepheftions prefence. And truly was not fo unfor- 
tunate , but that by the length and diligence of my fervices , I gain’d all that could be 
pretended to, from a perfon of her humour, and likewife hopes of being preferr'd be- 
fote Hepheffion , if it depended abfolutely upon her own choyfe, but how great affu- 
rances foever 1 ine 9 her favour , I could never perfwade her to make any re- 
fiftance againft the willof syfigambis , nor ever to follow any other Edwes while flie * 
lived , then thofe fle fhouid prefcribe her.

I pafe’d the reft of the day in tranfports of a man diftra@ed, which 
caufed a fear in Ptofomews, who forfook me not in my misfortunes, that I was in 
fome danger of lofing my fenfes, But for his hinderance I fhould not have deferred 
my refentments longer, bur he perfwaded me to try yet the Kings favour, thereby to 
free my felf from thofe reproachesi might receive one day, of having -offended him 
unjuttly, To fatisfie him I went to the Palace next morning, and getting the King 
moved, to grant me leave to fpeak with him in private, . he fent for me alone into his 
Clofet, I drew near toa window upon which he was leaning, and having made my 
obeyfance to him, witha countenance quite changed, hein my eyes found marks of 
my defpair, chink he doubted what was the caufe that brought me, but he diffem-

able any way to abate thy forrows , nor moderate the violence of my refolutions : 
When’ Prolomeus {aw 1 was refolv’d co runto extremities, and that Ino longer gave 
ear to the reafons healledged , he gave over arguing ag -inft my intentions, and only 
told me, that, whatfoever my de ign was, he would bindly follow my fortune, aad 
never feperate himfelf from my interefts. I thanked him for his affection, as muchas 
could in that condition, and having affured him that I would not refufe the proof of 
it, when they fhould be neceff#y for me , 1 bege’d of him to vifit Apamiz, and to at- 
rempt yet fomething on mybehalf.

had to quarrel with Hepheffion, but there were fewer who believed, that after having

I would fo: quickly run to extremities, wherein my deftruétion appeared inevitable. 
This was it that facilicated my defign, and hindred Hepheftions friends and mine from - 
ckeeping with us, as they would have done, ifthat opinionhad notmadethema little . 
confident. Yet did 1 not doubt but that ‘Hepheffion would have a great many with 
‘him avhistifing, and that Prolomens, and fome others of my friends would come early 
to my Lodging, whereupon I got abroad by break ofday, and mounting my beft * 
‘Horfe, I-went out of the Town alone, -after having given inmntes fuch other orders 
‘and inftru@tions as were neceffary, he difcharged that truft very difcreetly, and I

“ orders wellenough (faid he) to pay him that refped,. if I were not forced to break

* tifement to give him , and that for the fafety of his life, he oughtto-admit meto the

..and was no fooner dreffed, but he went out of his Chamber, and not fuffering any

- ther lofe Parifatis with thy life,;.or win her with mine. He ftaidnotto anfwer 
me, neither indeed did I give him the leifure, but rufhingupon him with more fary 
then judgetrent, 1 was received fo vigoroufly, that at that firft Encounter our Swords 
having met without effeé; our Horfes were like to have touct’d the ground with theit

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‘ haunches,- we fais'd them up again with the Spur, and having taken a little career to 
tnake them recover the fhock , wecurn'd about and clofed upto one another, with 
the fame impetuofity asbefore, but with a different fuccefs, I wounded Hepheftion 
with the point of my Sword inthe fhoulder , and Hephe(fio firiking at me with his, 
Gave me avery flight touch on the head , but his {word coming down upon the poll . 
‘of my Horfe , hexeceived a wound wherewith I was much more accommodated then 
with my own. That vigorous Beaft , feeling himfelf hurt, fell a leaping and bouma 
ding , and in fpite of all { could do to op him, ran away with me above an hun. * 
dred paces, Hephefion followed exceeding fiercely , and holding his Sword ai- -

- Thefe words kindled fuch aragein me, as 1 cannot poflibly reprefent, and having

‘without entring into my body , and { thrufting mine under his arm, ran him through 
cthe thigh, and nailed ir to. the cantle of his Saddle , the difficulty wasto get my 
-Sword out again, and judging thacI could not have time enough , without giving a 
great deal to, myenemy , quittedit, and few tothe hilts of his, which he fad lift. 
ced up, andcatch’d faft hold of ic with a defign to wreftit onc ofhis hand ; Hepheftion 
¢had noc forefeen my intent, and therefore it was not hard for me to effe@ it 31 
..feifed upon the guard foto my advantage, that {purring my Horfe at the fame time 
> Hepheftion wasconftrain’d to lecit go’, but he neither loft heart, nor judgement, for 
; pulling mine outofhis thigh , wich an unparallel'd courage, he had already got it in 
‘Fis hand , before I could turn abot, and came back to me more furious hen at the 
«beginning ofthefight, - : ; ae ve : 
, At that third encounter our defigns were both the fame , but our precipitation 
_ made them vain, and fortunate to one another, in ftead of tilting the points into each 
_ other bodies as we had refolv’d, we ran both into the faddle howes, but with fucha’ 
~s force, that my Sword broke into three pieces ,-and Hepheftion’s bendingto the very 
- hilts, {prung outof hishand, and fell among our Horfes feet. With that; feeing our 
‘felves deprived of our Swords, we began another kind of combat, and clafping one ar 
~-¥ nother fait about the body, and at the fame inftant clapping fpurs to our Horfes, -we 
pull’d each. other out of our Saddles, and fell down together upon the gra-where 
we began to ftruggle for the upper hand; we Rrove a great white for that advantage, 
and wonit, and loft ic many times, but after a long conteftation, we grew weak, and 1 
may fay without vanicy , that Hepheffion's wound , and theabundance of blood, that 
ranfromit, made the victory incline already to my fide, and gave me probable hopes. 
of obtaining it, when we were furrounded by a great many Horfemen, who had envi-. 
roned,and parted us,before we ever perceived them, fo much were we tranfported with 
rage, and blinded with the defire of Vidory. They were our common friends, who 
having been adyertifed by our Servants of our departure, had taken horfein all hafte, 
and ran after us with all the diligence that was neceflary, to hinder the fuccefs of our: 
combat, Amongftmine, Efaw Prolomeus, Meleager, Antigonus, Craterus, and ma- 
ny others, and Hepheffion among his, faw Perdiccas, Seleucus, Leonatus, Caffander,- 
Nearchus , and divers more , whom either the confideration of his power , or that of 
his vertue had engaged to him, but at thattime they none of them took fides, but 
were contented with feparating us, not expreffing any animofity at all. Hephe(fion's 
friends carried him away to S#/a, and mine ftaid with me, nor thinking in that ftate 
of my affairs, there was any fafety for meat Court, | Alexander’soath and threat.

Should never have believed that Lyfimachus could bate a 
life which haib been, and is yet very dear to me; I conjure 
bint by all the affection be bath born me, to conferve it, and 

if Lbave fill any power with himtoend it, but by the will of 
the Gods, and of Parifatis. 


* OGods! ( cryed 1, as] made an end of reading thefe words) inhumane Parifatis, 
“for what rorments dy you refetveme yet: Are you not fatisfied with thofe 1 have 
“already fuffered, and do now (uifer for you, being deprived of all hope. of recom- 
‘pence, bur you mult defline me to endure pains which yet! have not felt? you de- 
* fire without queftion to heveme fee youin Hepheffions arms, nor are you content to 
“have ow die, untets you cffemble at my death, all chatcan make it odious to me: 
‘Well then Pari ‘zis, | obey you, and the Gods are my witnéffes, I would abey 
* youas blindly, if you fhould impofe upon me yet greater difficultiés, 

This wes theinvention Prolomeus ufedto make me eat,. and it wrought the effect 
he had imagined, 1 took the meat they brought me, and*though my life was as 
hateful to me as before, Parifatis’s command, andthe knowledge fhe-gave me, that 
ic was not indifferent to her, bindred me from doing any thing to. put anendtoit, In 
the mean time my friends ftirr’d nor from the a ae nor left any thing una 
tempted to fave me , but Prolomens w-s fo urgent inthe bufinefs, that the King fear- 
ing left in che extremity he might caufe fome revolt, and knowing his credit among 
the Adacedonians, made his perfon to be feifed upon, and put into a place Of fecuri- 
ty. My ocher friends were extreamly griev'd at this furcharge of affliction, though 

“they were in no fearof Prolomens. bis lite, which they knew was very confiderable 
tothe King, butthey nevertheleffe were not at altthe colder, and not content with. 
their own endesvours, they made the Queen and Princeffes to intercede for me. Pa- 
rifatis who faw me reduced to that miferable condition onely for her fake, imployed 
her filters credit with the King ; but all their interceffions were vain, and healtedg- 
ing his Oath, and the importance of the example, would never fuffer himfelf to be 
perfwaded. He though ftt co obferve fome form of juftice in my death, and to that’ 
purpofe, fent Perdiceas and Nearchus, to prifon tome, with Judges to examine 
andarraign me. They came into the place where I wes kepr, and having made me 
acquainted with their Commiflion, and the command they had received from the 
King, they would have examined me, I did not deign to anfwer the Judges, and 
onely turning towerd Perdiccas, with an affurednefs which fufficiently difcovered 
the little fear } had oftheir proceedings, Tel the King, ( {aid 1 ) that ‘tis not need- 
ful to examine him, who declares his crime aloud, and that the tortares of miferable 
Philotas are not neceffary to force a confeffion from my mouth, Iwould have kill’d He- 
pheltion ; £ world k:ll him yet if I were at liberty, and the hope of my life fall never 
make me giveover the defign Ihave againft his, uale{she give over his for Parifatis, - 
think this is all my crime, and ‘tis of anature not to be dif-avowed, fince it draws no in~ 
famy along with it ; Iacither bope, aor ask for pardon, nor fhall Icomplain of a deftiny, 

like thar of Parmenio, Clytus, and many others, who like me, have often faved the life 
of Mexander, with the hazard of their own, and whoin athoufand occafions have [pent 
that fame blood for his fervice, the remaind:r whereof he poured ont to fatishie his cru+ 
elty. Tell him morecver, Perdiccas, that I am of bis Family, you are allied to it 


your felf, ana that confideration onght to oblige you, to help me toa death, either among 
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‘This was what Haid to Perdiccas, and notwithftanding all the queftions the Judges 
asked me, they received no other anfwer, buc an intreaty notto trouble me any more, 
They return’d on this manner, and related co the King what they had done, and 
what] had faid: Thaclibercy of fpeech, andthe contempt I fhewed of him, did fo 
exafperate him againftme, that’twas impoflible for him todiflemble his rage. Lyf 
* machws, ( {ays he ) braves us like a Lion ; but we have tamed both Lions and Ele- 
* phants, «nd will make his grave in the bellies of thofe beafts he imitates, So without 
deferring any longer,he (nocwithftanding all that could be alledged to diffwade him 
from fo cruel a refolution ) condemned me to be devoured by a Lion, 

1 know not whether the words l had faid uito Perdiccas, touching the King of my 
death, moved him to appoint me chat, to free his blood from the fhame of an infa- 
mous punifhment, or whether he intended by the fury of that cruel beaft, to quel the 
rage 1 had exprefs’d in my laft actions. But whatfoever it were, that was my doom, - 
and Peuceftas, Python, and Neaptclemus, had the charge to pronounce my fentence 
and cinfeitto be executed. J have chis obligation tothe memory of Parifatis, that 
the news touch’d her very nearly, and. her knowing the King could not be mollified, 
affli@ed her fo fenfibly, that the fell fick with it. Twas an effed of her compaffion, 
and of her generofity, for I never was vain enough to believe fhe lov'd me, but to 
fay truth, 1 have heard fince this accident produced the fame effe@s in her, that 
could be hoped for from that pflion,and that fhe deplored the misfortune of a Prince 
who perifhed onely for-her, with allthe tears, and all the words compaffion could 
draw from the eyesand mouth ofa generous perfon. My Judges came unto my pri- 
" fon attended bya great number of guards, and Pyrhon having pronounced my fen- 

tence, teftified a great deal of forrow tome bothtor my misfortune,and for his which 
had conQrain’d him to take that office by the ean ne command , His fellow 
Commiffioners made the fame excufes to me, and though knew them to be friends 
to Hepheftion, Vbeliev’d they were not much joyed at thet employment, I hearkned 
to the fentence of my death, withoutchanging countenance, and f2id to them with 
an affured voice, The King obliges me in putting fome difference by this kinde of death, 
between me and bafe Malefattors: Let*sgo Python, and let us Shew him Wwe can brave 
death for his fervice, and veceive it joyfully when it delivers ws from his cruelties, and 
fromthe tyranny of our fate 

After thefe words went out ofmy prifon, without ftaying to be bidden, and walk- 

ed without terrour in the midft of the guards through a Gallery, chat led to the 
Court which was appointed for me to fufferin, I looked upon it without any ap- 
(ptehenfion, but chough I had no defire at all to live, yet hadI a mind to fet 4/ex- 
ander fee by the laft action of my life, thatin putting me to death, he did not deprive 
himfelf of the moft inconfiderable of all his fubje@s , and that perchance I fad de- 
ferv'd his protection, and his affiftance inftead of the punifhment to which he con- 
demned me. This little defire of glory, made me turn toward Peuceftas, and his fel. 
~" low Commiffioners, and ooking upon them with a countenance,which feem’d to de- 
mand fome courtelie. The King (Laid) hath feen me kill Lions for the defence of 
his perfon, and he knows that fo long as Thad arms, I never feared any kinde of enemy 5 
but being bound as now Iam, I {ball be but an unpleafing {pettacle to you, and yon will 
fee me tora in pieces without any refiftance , if your Commiffion do not forbid it you, let 
me have but my hands free, and let one of your Guards lend me but his Gantlets, I ash, 
acither Sword nor Pavelin of you, without armes Icannot free my felf from death, nei- 
ther ts that my intention, but onely to give you fome divertifement at the end of my life, 
and fore knowledge of the difference there is between Lyfimachus and ordinary per 

Ons, 

bs I made no difficulty of {peaking fome words of vanity at my death, which I fhould 
not have utter’d in another feafon. My defire was not granted ar the firlt, as con- 
trary to the charge they had, but Pewceftas praying his friendsto defer the execution 
till his return, made hafte tothe Palace, and falling upon his knee before the King, 
befonght him earneftly to grant me that tavour ; at frltic was refufed him, butinthe 
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fel who hapned to be there , that believing my death was infallible though I thould 
be unbound , he granted mea favour which he thought would be unprofitable to me. 
Affoon as Pexceftaé had obtain’dit, he came back to us, and havingtold hisfellows 
the permiffion the King had given him , he caus’d me to be unboand 3 and gave me 
a pair of Gauntlets. 1 recerved that prefenc from him very civilly, and having em- 
braced himand his fellow Commiffioners, who had tears in their eyes, I went chear~ 
fully down the ftairs which ledinto thatfaralCourt , where I was to find the end of 
my life, The Gate of it was inftanrly fhut, and my Judges remaining in the Gal- 
fery, faw me walk fearlefs up and down waiting for the enemy that was appointed 
me, The door ofa little room where he was kept, being drawnup, that fierce crea- 
ture no fooner faw the light, but he came out of his Den, and turning his head on 
all fides wich horrible warnings, {truck a terror into the hearts of my very Judges 

and Guards, he ftretch’d his Leggs twice or thrice, as to fhake off the fluggith reff he 
had lien in, and whipping his Flanks with two or three lathes of his Tayl , he bean 
to walk gravely toward the middle of the Court, at firft he turn’d his fparkling ae 
eyes towards the Gallery, and difcovering a prey that was out of his reach, teftificd his 
anger, by roaring agzin, far more dreadtully then before , which made the fpedta- 
tors believe they themfelves were hardly in fafety, But affoonas he perceiv’d me 

and faw me come ftreight toward him, he gave over the oe of that prey to run 
roanearer, and amore €afieone. Then it was that the Beholders bewailed my mif- 
formne, and expreffed their trouble by aloud cry , but before that furious beaft af- 
faulted me, O Parifatis! (eryed1) receive this noble facrifice, and cherifh at Laff she 
memory of hin who prefers death before life, without Parifatis. ; 

Thad not made an end of thefe words, when the Lyon flew at me fo fiercely, and fo 
fuddenly, that 1 had much adoe to avoid the firkencounter , I fiv'd my felf never- 
thelefS, and half one of my fleeves was torn off by one of his pawes , he would have 
turned head, but L-catch’d faft hold. of the long hair chat hung down upon his 
fhoulders , and raifing my felf wich ftrength and nimblenefs enough, 1 leap’d upon 
his back, That burden to which he was not accuftomed , made his reins bend to 
the very ground , and knowing the diforder] had put him in, 1 fampt upon his feer 
with mine, and griped him fo clofely with my knees and heels , that t got him abfo- 
futely down, He then inftancly rolled himfelr about with me , and we began a dan- 
gerous ftruggling, wherein I {till endeavoured to keep my advantage ; yet could 
not avoid being wounded with his nails in divers places, but feeing his jaws open, 
and frothy with foam and blood , I chopp'd my hand fuddenly into his Throat ; my 
Gauntlet defended me from his Teeth , yet not fo well but that he dinted icin man 
places, and almoft broke it in pieces; in the mean time I took him by the Tongue, al 
having pulf'd it out ofhis mouth , 1 joyn’d my left hand unto my right, and fetting my 
Knees {tiffely againft the hinder part of the Lyons head, and my feet as ftiffely againit 
theground , I tugg'’d with fo much violence, that { tore it out by the very roots : The 
Lyon loft his ftrength by the extremity ofthat pain , and difcharging the reft of his 
rage againft the Earth, which he digg’d up with his Teeth, and watred with his blood, 
he gave me the leafure to beat his skull in pieces with my Gauntlets. 

Oroondates who till then had hearkned attentively to Ly/imachus , interrupted him 
in this place , faying, Jf I defired to hear this attion from your on month , it was not 
becanfe J was ignorant of it, the fame thereof is {pread as far as the reputation of Alex- 
ander, and that proof of an admirable valour foall never perifo in the memory of 
men, 

“Twas not an ad of valour, replyed Lyfimachus, but an effe& of my Defpair, and 
“ of the anger ofthe Gods , who would not give me leave to dye in the beginning of 
‘my faffering, and who deftined me to more fenfible ones, which fele afterwards, 
‘and to thefe lait which I now partake with you. Afloon as this furious Beaft had 
vomited his fife out with his blood, Idifengaged ey ero his pawes , and rofe 
up all {mecred with his blood, and with mine own, which ran down from divers pla- 
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eyes came to rejoyce with me for that Vidtory , I appeated the leaft joyful ofall the 
company, and féoking upon my Judges with a very moderate countenance, Sexd forth 
another Lion more furious then this , ( faid 1} or command that a great many be let loofe 
together , if you would have them kill Lyfimachus without difficulty. I made not this 
refiftance to fave my felf , nor do I pretend to be mere free by this Vitlory, then when 
my hands were bound, canfe Tygers, Leopards, or Elephants, to come forth againft me, 
and do not defer the execution of ‘Alexanders pleafure , which I retarded onely to give you 
at the end of my life a {pettacle worthy of his prefence- 

*The Gods forbid, (replyed Penceftas ) that we fhould proceed farther without 
* new orders from the King, you too well defervea life which you have defended with 
“fo much valour, nor can he refufe it you, without drawing upon himfelf the hatred 
* both of the Gods and men. 

At thefe words they made me return the fame way they had bronght me,and though 
Tfollicited them not to defer the effecting of their Commiffion any longer, they carri-" 
ed me back into my ordinary prifon, and having left me with my ufual Keepers, within 
a while after they fent me Chirurgionsto drefs thofe flight hurts [had received, Pa- 
vifatis’s command was therein moit powerful over me, and the order I had from her, * 
to Jet my lite laft Still, made me fuffer che remedies that were ufed to heal them, Then 
it was thac my fad thoughts renewed their war againit me, and though I was victo- 
rious over a Lion, yet wasI not fo over my misfortunes, much lefs over thofe cruel 
paffions which tormented me with fo much inhumanity. I was ferv’d that day asI 
had been before; but the next after, the canfe of it being unknown to me, I beganto 
be better ufed then had been formerly , but I was ftill kept with the fame care, and 
the entrance of my prifon was ftillrefufed to my friends , andto all thofe that could 
bring me any intelligence of what paffed. The fecond day after this change , Irecei- 
ved a Letter from the Princefs Parifatis by the hands of my Keepers. Although 
my hope was quite extinguifhed , my flames were not at allabated , and Tread thofe 
lovely Characters with fuch a aie as 1 thought I had no longer been capable of. 
If | remember well, thefe were che words of her Letter.

Partake as much in your ViGory, as I did before in your mif- 

fortune; I will affure you I contributed not at all uato it wil- 
hngly, nor will Lever, but by the neceffity which duty impofes 
upon me; yet what Law foever it preferibes me,be moft certain, 
that which | am preffed to fall never be obtain'd , but by the 
fafety and Liberty of Lyfimachus. In the mean time l conjure 
‘youto live,and to beliewe it is the moft acceptable fervice, lean 
ever receive from you. I hope for this proof of your affection, 
and d-fire it of you with all wy beart. 

This fecond command of Parifatis was neceflary , to make me refolve to fuffer the 
tedioufnefs of my reftraint, but for the fear of offending her which never forfook 
me, I wisno longer capable ofthatrefolution. Truly the Condition I wasiu, was 
the’ moft lamentable one that ever was, and had itnot been for fome glimpfe of 
hope , which my Princeffes care made me to conceive, my grief alone would without 
donbr have executed, what*my hands durft not undertake for.fear of difobeying 


her, I was waited on well enough, but with aneternal filence, and what news foever 
To rived ofmukKeenere concernins Pari/atis. Statira, Hepheftion and Avexander,¥ 


at Court, made me fufpect the truth of my miffortunes, and I believed it was not 
without an exprefs order, they fo obftinately refufed what I fo earneftly demanded, 1 
wondred why the King delayed my death fo long,and fometimes! faid unto my Keep- 
ers, What hinders che King from throwing the {aft darts of his cruelry at me ; and 
why does he not free himfelf from fear , by freeing Hephe/tioa from his enemy? If 
the life of that Favourite be dear to him, why does he not provide for his fafety, and 
why does he not difpatch chat man out of the world,who will never fuffer him to con- 
tinue init, if he be onceat liberty? Isit not, ( purfued 1) becaufe he deftines meto 
Deaths far more fenfible then that I have efcaped, and that he will not have me dye till 
I have feltmy utmoft miferies , and with mine owneyes beheld happy Hepheftion in 
the arms of Parifatis? This thought tranfported me exceedingly, thatI was fome. 
times whole hours befides my felf, nor could I fix my minde upon leffe fatal remem+ 
brances, 

*O Parifatis! (oryed then ) what favour do you believe youdo me, in labour- 
“ing for my fatety, and for my liberty > I have Soft one of chem for you, and will not 
‘have the other without you. Demand rather my Death of the King, or rather de- 

” © mand it of your felf, who are the only Miftrefs of ic ; intercede for me to that cruel 
‘ Parifatis , who has forbidden me to dye, and give not my rival the price of a fafety, 
“which Labbor without you, and which I cannot receive if I tofe you. 

In fuch like Difcourfes, and in fuch like thoughts; 1 pafs'd full cwenry dayes without 
hearing any newesof Parifatis, Ptolomeus , or any of my friends, but I detain you 
too long upon a tedious Subject, I muft fhorten the recital ofit, fince thefe parci- 
culars are not important, J wondred atthe length of my imprifonment , or rather 
at thar of my life, and L could not devife what I ought to expect from that myftery, 
when one (ay being in my ordinary entertainment , [faw my Chamber door open; I 
vouchfifed not to litt up my head , to fee who came in, when an extraordinary luftre 
ftriking my eyes , made me look up, to confider the Perfons that came to vifit me, 
am not able to cell you my aftonifhment , when I knew thein to be the Princefs Sra- 
tira, the Princefs Parifatisher filter , Apamia , Arfinoe, Cleone; and Prolomeus, and 
Evmencs with them, and many other Ladyesthat attended chem. This Objectinter- 
rupted my melancholy thoughts , and made me ftart up from my feat to meetand 
receive chem eccording to the greatnefs of their quality, and of the honour they did 
me. I caft my felf inttantly ac theirfeet, but thofe great Princeffes intreated me to 
rife, and after they were fate down by thé care Prolomens took to pay thofe civilities I 
was obliged to inmy Chamber, the Princefs Parifaris when fhe had bethought her- 
felfa while what fhe had to fay, {poke to me in thefe terms. : 

If this Vifit have farprifed you, LyGmachus,the words which I have to fay, will furpr ife 
you more , fo that were I not affured by too many tryals that Lyfimachus hath perfectly lo~ 
wed me, and were not my cen{cience clear from all the reproaches he can ufe, I foonld never 
have ventured to make ancecfjary Declaration, and to aske him much greater, and much 
more difficult proofs of his friendjbip, then all thofe he has already foew'd me. In foort, Lye 
fimachus, Icome to give you the laft marks of my affection, and toreceive rhe last teftimo- 
nies of yours, But before I declare what I have done for you , and What I defire of yon, 
be pleas'd that by the remainder of that Empire you have given me over you , I require 

ad affurance, and engage you to grant what I hope for from you , of W hat nature foever 
sf be. 

The beginning of this Difcourfe caufed a ftrange perplexity in my minde,and made 
me gueffe pact of my misfortunes: But while 1 waited trembling for the continu- 
ation of it, I fawthe Princefle had made ftopto hearken to my Anfwer. I caft my 
felf at her feet a fecond time , and lifting up my hands and eyes, °1 proteft to you,Ma- 
* dam, (faid Dby the refped we owe unto ae Divinities that hear us,and by that I owe 
“unto your felf , whichis much more confiderable to me, that there is but one onely 
* thing wherein I can difobey you, and thatif you forbid me notto love you, Iwillex: 
fecute all your Commands as religionfly as youcar éefire, : 

The Princeffe feem’d fatisfied with this Difcourfe. and having commanded me to 
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make no more difficklty to open my heart to you , to let you know what it would be Lard 
for you to be longer ignorant of , and to make thofe requefts to jou , which 1 dilpofid my 
felfto, with a great deal of fear and diftruft of my Forces. “Knew then that the canfe 
which beings us hither is no other then to bring ‘you from hence , andwith your liberty to 
weftore you the Kings favour, and much hreater advantages near his perfin, then thofe 
you have loft. The Queen my Mother hath been carefully indufricws in the bufinefs, 
the Queen my Sifter refnfed the King her husband the confent he defired of ler, till foee 
had got a certain grant of your fafety, neither did I Jitld that which was required of 
mye, till the King’s word had freed me from thofe fears Iwas infor you, but enely He- 
phettion canld obtain, what all of us had begg'din vain 5 and in fort, tis to that cnem ry 
Jou ave indebted for your life and liberty , be imployed his power init handfemely, and with 
facoefs , and touch'd my heart more by the generofity of that ation » then by the memory of 
all his fervices, But withall , Lylimachus, *tis for rhe price of your fafity that Alexan- 
der bas obtain'd Statita for his wife, and thar Hepheltion has marricd Parifits. Be 
not astonifoed I befecch you, ( Lad he, feeing me grow pale, andalmofl like ro faintin 
Prolomens his arms, ) but call up your great courage in a mil-fortune for which you were al- 
ready prepared, or at least ought to have been fo, 2 the reafons I have often alledged ro yor. 
Tirwe it is Hepheltion is my Hashand, the Go » the Queens command , my duty, and 
the merits of his fervices have given me to him : I will not arge for my justification, 
what I have told you a thonfand times, but I will onely conjure you, by all the power 
over you I have yet left, to. confent to this alteration o my fortune withour attempting 
any thing againft your felf, to change that viclent paffion which bas brought you to fo 
Lreat extremities, into a more moderate friendfrip , uch a one as I heretofore could 
have, defired from Artaxerxes, and which Twill requite by the fame inclinations I had 
heretofore for rhatidelx Brovhen , and laftly ( which 1 mot earneftly begs of you ) ro 
attempt nothing against bim whom the Gods have given me for my Husband. Irwill 
not alledge what be has done for you, after that you have dene against him , and in Spite 
of your threats and daily. defigns against his life 5 this fervice is too inconfiderable to 
rangle your interefts, and generafsty, alone obliged him to fave the life of an enemy, by 
the loffe whereof be might have (ecured his own, But in flor, Lyfimachus, he is my hrf 
band, and you cannot touch his life, without making ycstr paffage to it through mine. Yon 
cannot burt Hepheftion, without wounding Parifatis , nor can you beheld him as an ents 
my, and not look with.an cye of hatred upen ber you have fo perfctl ly loved. J though fit to 
reprefent this unto you, though the promife you have already made me, might have freed me 
from that care, but" tis to let you fee, I will neither abufe your affeétion, nor make any re= 
quefts toyou that are not reafinable.. rarho will furnifh me with words (generous Prince) 
zo exprefs the motions of my Soul, at the conclufion of this fad difcourfe, or rather who 
will furnifo me with an heart to remember this miferable part of my life, and not expire 
in your prefence? But whyfhonld I dye at the remembrance of a Misfortune , fince I fup- 
ported the Misfortune it felf without dying, and that Ihave confere’d my life, after events 
which Were yet neore fatal. : 

Iistrue, this cruel Declaration, and thefe rigorous Commands kill’d me not, but 
the condition they reduced me to, was little different from that ofa dead body. I 
fank down between Prolomens bis arms,with very little fence or knowledge, and look- 
ing upon Parifaris without {peaking or ftirring, 1 by chat filence and unmoveablenefs, 
exprefs’d my griefmore to the life,then { could have done by the faddeft words which 
the greatnefs of my afffi@ion could put into my mouth, All the company feem- 
ed. to participate in my forcow, and Parifatis herfelf had not conftancy enough to 
diffemble her compaffion. Her fair eyes fhed fome tearsin {pite ofher, and twas 
in fpite of me thac‘l remained alive » after that faral fentence of my death. And 
truly when I refle&t upon that deplorable part of my life, I can accufe nothing for 
itsxonfervation.. but the fame anger of the Gods, who faved me from the paw ofthe 
Lion,.and which prolonged my dayes ftill , to referve me to my utmoft misfortunes, 
When T had continued a long time in trances which deprived:me of fpeech_ andfeem- 
ed toférbid methe ule ofall my fenfes, I began tobe afhamed of mv weaknefe and 
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fionthadever met. It was with much difficulty it gave me ficength enough to fet. 
tlemy felf, and to confider the condition I wasin, and all che reft of the company: 
their faces had borrowed fome of the fadneffe of mine, and thofe defolate prfons 
feem’d rather to have been come thither to pronounce the decree of my death, then 
to reftore me my liberty. : bo : me 

J curn’d my eyes flowly upon Parifatis's,” and having look’d upon her a while 
without {peaking, at laft with a broken figh I faidto her. Are you then Hepheftions 
* wife Madam, and was it to give me that pleafing {pectacle you forbad me to die? 

_ Lforbad yon to die ( anfwered my Princefs ) becaufe I fhould have been very fenfible of 
your death, and becaufe your life foall ever be very dear to me , and I command'you to 
live, that in yo. I might preferve him whom 1 will love as my brother, fince I cattnit ° 
love him as my husband, ‘1am infinitely obliged to you (replied I witha feeble voice}: 
“and I receive no light mark of your affection, in the command you layupon me, to 
“ give that paffion to Hep heffion which Ihave had for you. J do not require of you 
(Said Parifatis ) rhat you foould love hin ds ardently as I believe you have lov'd me, but 
T with all my heart befeech you not to hate him whofrom henceforth muft be the better part 
of my (elf, and not to injure in his perfon that of Parifatis, ro whom you have exproffed 
more affettion then fhe deferved, and more then foe was able to requite, Nor do I forbid 
you tolove me, onthe contrary I befeech you to live that you may love me, and I affure my 
‘felf my husband will not be jealous of the affection which I yet defire from you ; but I cn 
treat you to reduce it within {uch bounds as may permit me tofuffer it, and tocut off all. 
wiolences, conferving only a pure good will towards me, as I will toward you fo long as I 
live. Do you not promi{e it me LyGmacbus? Avthefe words making a ftop, fhe put 
forth her hand to me, asto give mea pledge of the friendthip the offered me, and to 
ask affurance of that fhe required from me. Although I faw my death infallible on all 
fides, I would yet die handfomely however, and will my laft g:f p give her caufeta 
commend the fincerity and perfection of my love, With that defign not refifting 
any longer, ‘J anfwer’d : Yes, Madam, I promife you that Iwill never difobey you 
«while I live. Iwill fay my neck under HephefProns foot if you defire ir, and with re~ 
* fet and fubmiffion will kif the very hand that murthers me, if -you'command me, 
© 1 willdo more yet, andif for the fame remnant of my life1 cannot change the na- 
“eure of my affection, at leaft proteft to you, thar you fhall never be troubled with 
‘it, and that neither you nor your husband, fhell ever have any caufeto complain of 
‘my words or a@tions. Having faid thus I took her hand which fhe held out to me, 
and kneeling down upon one knee, | kiffed it with a profound fubmiffion, That was 
the only time in my whole life I ever had that favour, and though the Princeffe 
bluth’d to fee me give my felfa liberty [had never taken before, yet did the not en. 
vy me fo {mall afarisfadtion in the lofs ofall my hopes. After chis ation all che Ladies 
came kindly to me,and endeavoured by words of confolation to {weeten the exceffive 
grief wherein I was buried, bir Ewasinfenfible of all thofe teftimonies of their good 
will, and appeared fo prepofleffed with my misfortune,that they almoft lof hope of e- 
ver fetling me while I liv’d. Itwould be hard for me to tell you Profomeus his kindnef. 
fes,& the proofs I receiv’d of hisaffection : after che time that he had been fet at liber- 
ty,he mighthave married Apamia,for he had her confent, as likewife Avrabafus & the 
Kings,and if he had pleas’d his mariage might have been celebrated with the Kings, 

Hepheftions, and many other Lords who matched themfelves with the Perfian Ladies, 
but he was not able to refolve upon adtions of rejoycing while I wasin danger and 
captivity, and therefore would needs defer his happinefs tillthe alteration of my 
fortune. efrfince had kept her fifter company, and hadretarded her wedding with 
Evmenes outotthefame confideration. I gave Profomens thanks for that laft tefti- 
mony 0£ his friendhip, as well asI was able, ina condition which made me incapa- 
ble ofall things: Before I went out of Prifon, Ilearn’d from him more at large, that 
after mry viétory over the Lion, the Queen, and the two Princeffes her daughters, had 
been upon their knees to the King to beg my pardon, that ‘Parifatis made Sratira 
ILtie power the had with him, and that the her felf had made Hepheftion 
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either fet on by that,confideration, onby his own generofity nobly embraced that oc- 
a fionof ferving. them, and that wounded as. he wes, he waited upon them to the 
King, and fell down with them at his feetand never ftir’d from thence till he had ob- 
tained that fhould be feat liberty, and reftored to the fame favour I was in before 
my difgrace. That the King granted them their requeft with this refervation that 1 
fhould continue in prifon till his marriageand Hepheftions were accomplifhed, fearing 
feft 1 thould trouble their weddings by fome new folly: Thatafterthis affurance of 
‘my life;order was given I fhould be better ufed then before,but that my keepers were 
forbidden upon pain of death, to tell me any thing that pafled at Court, or to fet in 
any body who could give me the leaft notice of it, thar this was the canfe why 1 was 
ignorantof thofe Firal marriages, which were celebrated with much pomp and mag- 
nificettce, prefently after Hepheffion was cured. He added for my confolation, that 
the Princefle Parifatis was like to have died with griefupon her wedding day, and 
that al! chey who had feen her in that condition were afraid her marriage-bed would 
hhave been her grave ; that fhe had fainting fitsin the Temple, and that by her fadnefs 
the had abated much of the publique rejoycing. After allthis difcourfe which 
hearkened to withgug being moved, ind asa perfon who no longer had any intereftin 
the world, the Princefles would needs have me out with them, and accompany them 
to the King, whom they intended to prefent me to that very day. I fuffered my felf 
to be guided by their will, asa manwho had none left of my own, nor any other moti- 
on then what was given him, They caufed me to come up into theirCharior,and carried 
me with them <s a vidim to the Altar,or at leaft as a man deprived of fence and know- 
ledge all chofe we met as we went in, renewed their proteitations of friendthip to 
 me,"and followed in a croud to Syfigax bis's chamber, where the King was, attended 
- bythe chief of his Gourt, except Hephe/tion, who would not redouble my griefs by 
his prefence, without having caufed me to be prepared tofeehim. Affoon as ween- 
tred into'the chamber, the King made forward to meet the Queen, who held me by 
the hand, and without giving her time to {peak, orme hardly to knee! down, he gave 
mie his hand, and lifting me up faid, Lee’s.net, talk of what is paft, Lyfimachus, we 
have both done amiffe, and our faults are mutual, but my will is that from this time form 
ward we hold a better corre(pondenge, and drovon the remembrance both of my rigour, and 
of your difobedience, in better nfages. With thefe words he embraced me tenderly ; and 
though my forrow feem’d to have extinguifh'd in me all fence of any thing, the ve- 
neration I had ftili remainigg to the perfon of my King, made me fenfible of his fa- 
vour, and obliged me to anfwer, Sir, I confefs my felf as guilty as a man can be, 
“but your Majefty has not been infenfible your felfof that paflion which has been 
‘the cau‘e of all my faults, nor can Talledge any thing but love for the juftificati- 
‘on of my crimes. Lers [peak o more of it (replied the King) Love me as Alexander, and 
I will abvays remember you as Lyfimachus,faying thus,he embraced mea fecond time, 
and having exprefled a great deal of kindneffe to me, he exalted my combat againft the 
Lion with praifes which made the whole company know he efteem’d that action in- 
finitely, and that it had touch’d him more then all the prayers which had been made 
tohiminfavourofme. After thefe difcourfes and fome other, to which was not 
able to make anfwer, fo exceedingly was I caft down with the violence of my afflidii- 
on, the King ask’d me for his fake, and Pavifatis’s , if f would not fee Hepheftion. This 
queftion made me tremble,and change colour, and if the King had obferv’d my coun- 
tenance, he might have found the alteration he had c2ufed init; yet I forced my felf te 
anfwer, That Lwould neither difobey hin, ner the Princeffe Paxilatis, while I liv’d. Cone 
fider alittle befeech you, and withall admire the wonderful change of my humour ; 
fee how mild I was grown, and how different from that furious Lyfimachus who but 
afew days before ran with his {word drawn unto Hepheftions houfe to kill him inthe 
-Middeft ofall his followers, and who to fatisfe his paffion, had blindly precipitated 
himfelf into a moft evident, death,- who had defpifed the Kings threzts, out-braved 
the punifhments prepared for him, and fhut his eyes againft alf manner of confide- 
rations, to content his rage. ae is 
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entlyadmire the power of Parifatis, whofe will hadina moment carried fniné from 
one extremity to the other, not forbear concluding by this‘proof, thar never 
qualled me inthe perfection ofLove. Itis a {mall matter to‘undertake Com 
run headlong into dangers for a perfon that one loves, gloryalone-caninfpire us With 
thefe defignes , but to deveft ones felf of the moft pre fling and moft-violenc thoughts 
a foul is able to conceive or fuffer, to caft off the interefts of amans. own life, to e- 
ftablith the repofe of bis enemy, by the loffe of hisown, andto pafsfroman excef 
oftage, to fuch fubmiflive refignations, is that which we fee in very few perfous , 
and if in what you did at S#fefor the fafety of Alexander, you had not fhownan 
admirable example of a genierofity of this nacure, I fhould fay, it were that which 
appertains to no body but Lyfmachus alone: In the mean time Hepheftion to whom 
the King had fent to give notice, came into the Chamber’, and though I had done 
alt that poflibly I could to difpofe my felfto that interview, and torecall all the cou- 
rage hadleft, for that action, I could not keep my felf from waxing pale, nor from 
trembling, and exprefling thereby, vand by the trouble of my countenance, into what 
aperplexity that fight had put me’, Iwas fiketo have fallen! mma feevan; and if I had 
not been upheld by fome of my friends who were near me. I fhould without doubt 
have funk to che ground, and by that action have faid my felf:proftrate before my 
Conquerour, and the pofleffor of Parifatis. Hepheftion without farther Ceremony, 
and without ftaying for the Kings command, came toward me with open arms, :and 
though my confufion made me unciyil, and kept me from going to mect him, he was 
content to come the whole way, and wasfo modeft as to aceommodate his counte- 
mince, not to the happineffe of his condition, but to the misfortune of mine. Hee 
embraced me many times, without being repulfed by the coldneffe of my reception, 
and with much tendernefle made proteftations of friendfhipto me, which I had not 
conftancy enough to anfwer, | The caufe ofmy fadneffe and confufion was fuffici: 
ently knowa to procure pardons for my incivility from perfons who.knew that in ano- 
ther feafon, and in another condition, I fhould have behaved my felf otherwife ; 
and Hepheftion eafily excufing it himfelf, did not feem cooled by-my filence, butfaid 
rome with avery obliging fafhion, Ivwould it pleas’d the Gods;tyfimachus, that I 
could buy your fricndfhip with any other price except Parifatis, they are my witneffes, 
that Ihave nothing fo precious, but Iwould give it. joyfully ; and that after that of my 
Prisccfe, and of my King, 1. fasuld never account any fo dear. 

Notwithftanding the trouble, or rather the diftraction I was in,} was not uttterly in- 
fenfible of this Difcourfe, and drawing a figh fromthe bottome of my ‘heart, ‘O He- 
© pheffion | (faid | ) how lawfully is Parifatis due to you, and how well hath the King 
“placed his affe@ion, enjoy both peaceably, and forget whatrage produced in him 
* who was not capable ofitfor any thing but Parifatis. 

After thefe words, we embraced one another again many times, and the King 
made me promife him, that 1 would be Hepheftiows friend all che reft of my life, 
Certainly he deferved that friendthip very well, trom ahy other body except Ly/imas 
chus,and his good qualities, wrought as great an efteem in me, asin thofe to whom 
he always had been dear. Befides, his manner of carriage obliged me to toa good will 
rowardshim , bucifIwas content to love him: as Hepheftion,-who was gailont, no- 
ble, generous, and one who behaved himfelftoward mein a very winning fathion , 
I could not look upon him as Parifatis’s husband, without confidering him as the 
ravither of my ‘huppineffe, and. the deftroyer of my repofe, and-of my life. The 
King and the Queens, but above all the princeffe Parifatis exprefled a great deal of 
joy at this reconciliation, and within two dayes after Prolomens feeing fome change 
in thé condition of my affairs, married his dear’ Apamia, and Exwenes the Prin- 
cefs Arjiaoe her fifter. The whole Court intereffed it felfin this alliance, and upon 
that occafion renewed the rejoycings of the former Weddings, But though I was 

rolomeus his neareft friend, and that I participated in his particular joy, 1 had no 
fhare at alt in the publick, nor didi make one inany of thofe meetings wherewith 
bic marviase use flemnized The nextdavafrerit Revovacameto Cafe and wirhe 
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to refit the violence of my forcow any longer, I fell fick “Then icwas I prais’d the * 
Gods, believing 1 might let them and nature work, without difobeying Parifatss, it + 
fafficed me not to lay violent hands upon my felf, and to take the remedies preferibed § 
me, tha might not rebel againft her commands , but Lwes not Mafter of my grief; »y 
and if it effected oft felf, what my hands had not the liberty to execute, 1 wes not. ;

‘This burthen of affli- 
ions made me refolve to leave a place where all objects were fatal tome. To that 
end, having asked the King leave for a few dayés, I went from Sufa with a fmail train, 
and with déadites his Permuflion, retired to that houfe of his where } had been drefe'd 
and had:lien concealed fr fome time after my Combat with Fe, beftion , the firation 
of it was very pleafing , and fuicable to my folitary, thinking umour, it ood inan 
exceeding high Wood , near the River Hyda/pes , and was beautified with Fountains, 
Grots, Allyes, Arbours, and all manner of fuch like Ornaments, ‘1 fpent fome time 
there, inan entertainment conformable to my preferit condition; fometimest foughe 
out che gloomieft-fhades in all the Wood , and lying down at the foot of fome Oak, I 
recafl'd into-my memory the paft accidents of my life ; “and making a mixture’of fad 
and delightful choughts , I was fo ingenious in tormenting myfelf, that I drown’d alt 
the pleafures and contentments | had felt, inthe remembrance of my laft misfortunes, 
Other vpile fitting by the River fide, and fixing my eyes upon the Waters, Whightrol- 


led impetuonfly away , I compared the fafting of the Delights ¥ tiad enjoyed" tinea -. 
the fwiftnels of their ttream , and Parifatis coldnefsto the coldnefs of that elemett:: 


That Princefs had ag leat this caufe to prayfe the fidelity of my love, that in al! ny 
deepeft melaneholty, I never accufed her in the fmalleft thought, nor fpent one mo- 
ment in the defise of fhaking off the yoak fhe had impofed upon me for the remain- 
det: of my dayes, -:Thever complained of her, I never made any withes againft the 
pleafures the: enjoyed with Hepheftion, nor did ever repine at the years I had fpent 
in heedéevice with fo litcle fruit : I kept my felfalwayes without wavering in my firkt 
inclinations, and.never repented that I had given my life to her,who had given herfelf 
to another*“The place of my retreat. was known to very few, and not being willing 
to be troubled in my folitude by the vifits of my Friends, # hardly had difcovered it fo 
much as to Prolémbens. Yet could 1 not hinder many-others from learning where ¥ 
was, nor my-felffrom being often vifited by thofethat were moft affedionate to me: 
They attemptedjin vain to bring me back to Court, and inftead of working that defire 
in me by their Difcourfe, they made me think of feeking a farther retreat that might 
beunknown to ail men living. T was not onely vifited by my friends, but in my foli- 
tarinefs J received alfo a Letter from Pari/atis, which fhe wrote to me, as'I have lear- 
ned fince, by Hepheffions confent. Although I feem’d infenfible of. any happinefs, 
yet was I fufficiencly.touch’d with one of chat nature, and the inward motions where. 
with I read her Letter, were yery far from that indifferency J fhowed to all things elfe, 
The words of it I think were thefe, orto this purpofe, °

T * Hough 1 bave not at all contributed to Lyfimachus his 


exile, the whole Court ask me what is become of bins, and 
they accufe none but me for bis voluntary banifbment; I envy 
not the delights you tafte in your folitarinefs , but I pity your 
Sriends, whom this retirement bath deprived of your Company, 
and particularly Parifatis, to whom it foall ever be dear. 


If this Letter had commanded me exprefly to return to Court, there is no qu:‘tion 
but how great an averfion foever I had to it, the perfeét obedience wherewitn I had 
refign'd my felf wholly to the will of Parifatis, would have made me forfakemy de- 
fart, buctfeeing it left me ftill the liberty of that abode, Iftirr’d not from thence, but 
{pent fome Moneths in my melancholy thoughts, and in reading the works of good 
Callifibenes, which he had bequeathed to me alone, as to the dearelt of all his scholars, 
ae: a > oe nave wm “Mme ‘a atc ta a ls a 
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phy 1 fought for fome confolation in my misfortunes , and doubtlefs Tfounda great 
deal more init, then inthe converfation of my friends, the folidity of his reafonings 
affording me wherewithall tolull my affections afleep for fome few moments. : 
In the mean time this languifhing decayed me infenfibly, and had wonderfully al- 
tered me, when my fortune receiv’d a {trange revolution. Theard by Prolimeus that 
Hepheftion was fick, and that Parifatis tended them in his fickneffe with a care thar 
vifibly teftified her affection to him. I defired Profomens to vifit her from me, and af- 
fare her, that if his ficknefslafted, or grew more dangerous, I would forfake my 
retirement to wait upon him, and repay part of his Civilities. Ibeliey'd neverthe- 
fefs he would not be much pleas’d to fee one who had fo Great intereftin his death, 
and fo great caufe to defire it, according to all the appearances in the world. This 
confideration , together with my hatred ofthe Court, hindted mefrom leaving my: 
folitude. But within a few dayes after Prolomexs came to me again, andaffoonas 
ever he fawme, Chear zp Lyfimachus ( faid he) rake courage , and change your mannex 
of life, in changing your condition , Hepheltion is dead, and has left Parifatis for Lyfima- 
chus. Iam not abletotell you the aftonifhment thefe words caufed in me , Nor to 
expreffe the motions that agitated my Soul. I was ftruck mute, and unmoveable, and 
Ptolomens had talked to me a good while before I thought of welcoming, or anfwer- 
inghim, When I was comea little to my feif. ‘Oh Prolomens ( eryedI ) what do you 
“tellme, is Hepheftion dead? He is ;-(-replyed Prolomens ) and that above two hours 
before I came from Sufa, At this confirmation I remained more fuyprifed chen before, 
and in the greateft confufion of thoughts my mind was ever intangledin; I proteft 
truly to you I was forry for Hepheftion , as well by reafonofthe freth obli gations I had 
to him, as of the efteem which the merit of his perfon had wrought in me as well as 
others, and becaufe I knew Parifatis would be moft fenfibly aMi@ed..- Yet will J not 
diffemble co you, that in this encounter I could not ome my interefts, and that [had 
not generofity enough, to make my forrow for his lo drown the hopesit revived in 
me, | fov'd my felf fo wellas to find comfort for his death,in the advantages it brought 
me, and I was modeft enough to diffemble the fatisfa@ion which in probability ic was 
like to give me. But not being able to conceale any thing from :Prolomsens » Iconld 
not long difguife my thoughts co him , nor the divers alterations thar news produced 
inme. His thoughts were conformableto mine, but being really my friend, and ty- 
ing himfelfinfeparably to my fortune , the remembrance of my interefts was ftronger 
then the grief he might elfe have had for fo greata Man , and made him pafle overa 
death which alone feem’d to eftablifh his friends life: When we had difcourfed long 
upon that accident, and that he had told me the particulars of his Death > Which 
were no other then what are ordinary in natural fickneffe, he perfwaded me 
to returne to Sufa, aswell to pay my refpects to that Uluftrious Widow , asto wait 
upon the King who was no way to be comforted, and who by his words and aQions 
made {ome believe he would accompany Hepheffion in his grave. refitted not his 
defire, but referring my felf to be guided by him, and by fortune who feem'd to have 
changed her countenance towards me, Ireturn’d with him to Sufz. You were in 
the Town at thatdme, and therefore may difpence with me for telating the things that 
pafsd there , as well about the Kings mourning as the pomp of Hepbeffthns Funerals, 
both which rofe to fuch anexceffe, that the whole world talked of them with afto. 
nifhment , the Kings treafures were like to have been exhaufted, with the expence he 
made at his Obfequies , and the great courage of Alexander which in a thoufand dan- 
getshad feem’d invincible, was like to have funk under the weight of that affliGion : 
T durft not come into his prefence , fearing he would not looke well upon him » who 
according to all appearance was not like to be much troubled for the lofle, which he 
bewailen with fo many tears, and fo many other fignes ofa mortal forrow ; neither 
did | know with what face to fee Parifatis , nor which way I could gain belief of the 
affurances I fhould give her of the part I bore inher affli@ion. Thefeconfide- 
rations made me keep my Lodginga few dayes, but in the end I paffed them over, and 
fuffering my felfto be led by the Strength of my inclination, Irefolved to Sive my firk 
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found her pleafure BY sdpamia , and find by her means whether fhe would be con” 
tent fhould wait’ upon her, That Princefle who had really lov’d Hephefficn , as 
her duty, andthe merit offucha Husband obliged her , could not refolve to fee me 
f {oon,. and got Apamia to defire me that I weuld defer my intentions for a while, 
and not to think it ftrange , if fhee was notable yet to difpofe herfelftofeeme. I 
received-this Comatand without murmuring , and changing the order of my Vifits , I 
weneto the Palaeé with Prolomens. found the King in bed, ‘and his Chamber full of 
thé Principak men of his Court, who by dejected countenances , anda profound fi- 
fence, flrove to accompany the forrow oftheir Prince, indeed it was immoderate, 
and it fometimestranfported him to cryes , anda€tions unbefeeming his quality, and 
dhe preatnefs of his courage. The re2fons! have alledged made me come with fear 
into hisChamber , and hindred me from making my addreffe to him with affurance, 
but he deceived meéinthe reception he gave me, and calling me to him affoon as ever 
he faw me, he put forth his hand , and made me come clofeto his bed fide, I kiffed 
his hand which he offered me, and the King wiping away fome teares, wherewith his 
cheeks were yet wet. At laft, Hephelfion’s dead ( ftidhe , and having madea {top 
ac chofé firlt words, ) You have lft your Rival Lyfimachns, (continued hej but I affure 
my felf you are gentrous vvonge not to rejoyce at it. X aniwered him onely by fome 
tears, which thofe fad Objects made me fhed; and which confirm’d him in that opi- 
nivi, This knowledge, (faid he) moves me to lve you very well , and canfes moc not 
onely to forger All you did againft the poor man that is now font » but alfo vbliges me ta 
give jou a great fhare in the place be poffeffed in my heart. Irepived only with an humble 
obeyfance, and retiring among the reft, I conform'd my countenance, and my fitence 
to that of aff the cottipany. FHeKing kept his bed yeta few dayes, whereof ¥ let not 
ofé pafs without doing my duty to him diligently : In the end he lett his Chamber, 
hein eeemeee che whole Court to put on Mourning , and hisfirft going abroad 
was with no other intention then to vifite Parifatis. He commanded me to waite 
upon him, aftet having cauis’d: the Princeffe to be ask’dif fhe would give way to it, 
fhee yielded to it"oue of ‘complacency , not hating me fo much as to refufe a favour 
Ifo ardently defired, I wentalong therefore with the King to make that Vifit, and 
following him into the Chamber of that faire Widow , I found her inanobfcure 
night, and ina condition fuitable to the greatnefs of her afiliction and of her vertue. 
The Queen her Mother , the Queen her Sifter, Barfina, Apamia, and many other 
Ladies were with her, and by thetr Eys, and by their Difcourfe folemnized her griefin 
a very mournful fafhion; the King drawing near to het bed-fide, mingled his teares 
with hers, and made her fufficiently know he was come rather to keep her company 
in her forrow, then to give her any confolation. They continued a long time ina 
mute entertainmene , and affoonas their grief would give them leave to {peak , they 
faid che faddelt words, it ever produced in thofe that have beenthe moft deeply 
touch’d wich ic, After thardoleful converfation the King cafl’d me , and prefenting 
me himfelfto Parifatis , prayed her to receive me asa man who had not rejoyced at 
Hepheftions death, My looks eafily feconded his words, and the fight of my Princefles 
face haying rouch’d me witha mot fenfible grief , made mine but little different from 
hers, Partfatis feeing me, could not retain fome fighs, and having bowed her head 
to me, made me know that in that eftate fhe was not able to give meany other re- 
ception, and that chough the fight of me did fomething renew her forrow, heranisfor- 
tune did not make her hate a Perfon who had not atall contributed to it. Ac that firft 
Vifit I faid nothing to her, as well by reafon of the Kings being prefent, to whom out 
of refpe@ , weleft our whole converfation , as becaufe I thought her little cap:ble in 
that condition of any otber entertainment, fave that ofher Joffe. [talked 2 while 
with the Queen her Sifter, but ic was of Matters very far from the thougnts which 
poffeffed me, and which as innocent as they were,could not but pafs for very criminal 
in fo freth an affi@ion. 1 faw my Princefs daily for a good while , but I bore her fo 
mucli refped, that’ left the care unto my looks of declaring my intentions to her,and 
. confidered her fo far in her forrow, that1 never mingled any thing of love among the 
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- This conftraint nevertheleffe was very hard to me; and when was alone with her 
Lhad much a do to conceale my thonghts, but Ihad atleaft this fatisfaction, that 
they were unknown to her, and chat my filence was eloquent enough to make it 
felf’be underftood, ‘You know that withina little after Hepheftions Funerals, the 
King having heard that the Coffeans a barbarous people near Sufa, were revolted de- 
parted thence; and marched ftrait'againft them with a defign to facrifice them to his 
friends ghoft, At our going away, 1 trefpaffed upon my refped, to let Parifatis 
fee, Iwas fill Lyfimachus. “With thatdefign, having the liberty to entertain her 
one day before we departed, after Thad prepared her by my looks, for the Difcourfe

"Twas in Syfigambis’s prefence he faidthus, and the Princefs having look’d upon, 
her, anfwercd the King only with a low obeifance, and though the was Miftris of 
her perfon, and ofher actions, the féftit to her Mother to make reply, which fhe 
did very civilly, and as.much to my advantage as could with. Infhort, all things 
began to contribute to my happineffe, Parifates’s humour grew difpofed toward ity, 
and made me hope for a Declaration jn favour of me, when once the time of her 
thourning was expired, and that fhe might receiveme with decency. But about that, 


+ time Queen Statira wasnot very well, and the Phyfitians advifing her to take fome 
- Country air, the King perfwaded her to retire for fome days to the Caftle of Calxn 


which was not above two or three hundred Furlongs from Babylon, and the Princefs 
her fifter who lov'd her dearly, and could not brook her abfence, would needs keep: 
her company, 1 had waited upon them, if fome imployments the King gave me a- 
boutthat time, had notin confideration ofmy bonour kept me with them. Their 
fay there was to be but fora few days,and yet I was mortally affli@ed at that fepara~ 
tion, andthe great violences my heart fuffered upon that occafion, were but the omens. 
of chofe{trange revolutions which hapned within a little after. Alas { when I re- 
member the words which that fecret and unknown prefage made me fpeak to Parifa- 
tis, and the grief which contrary to all fhow of reafon opprefs'd-me at her eeparture 
for fo fhotca Journey, | cannot fufficiently admire the tore-knowledg the Gods often 
ive us ofour misfortanes. Thefe fair Princeffes went from Court, but they went 
from thence for ever ; and withia a fhort while after fell that fhining tar, which did 
already f{pread his light over the whole Earth. Inbrief, the fatal Hower of the 
greatnefs and beauty ofthe world was come, and theroyal dignity was to fuffer an 
Eclisfe in the perfon of the greateft King that ever was. He felt himfelf ill fir, zt, 
5, Ny : the 
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. : Lyfimachus mide a ftop in this place, as torecover new Forces, and wiped away 
_ the tears wherewith his cheeks were already wet, while Oroundates by his fighs expref- 
fed how fenfible he was ofthat recital, and prepared himfelf to hear the lamentable 
conclufion of hisDifcourfe. After fome moments {pent in filence, Ly/imachus pro~ 
fecuted his Natrationthus. Teame to the Caftle of Ca/cis, where | béliev’d I fhould 
finde the Princeffes , but my aftonifhment was not to be equalled, when I faw the 
honfe empty, and learn’d from fome Servants who were left behind , that they were 
gone away the day before, having receiv’d Letters from the King , which call'd chem 
back inhaite to Babylon, ‘Thisnews furprifed me infinitely, and made me apprehend 
. part of thofe misfortunes which were befillen. I knew the King had been dead five 
or fix, dayes, and that he could not have writ that Letter which had made them depart 
fo faddenly. . I would not ftay to talk longer where I could hear nothing more, and 
taking horfe prefently again , Treturn’d with all {peed to Babylon, Iran inftantly t6 
Queen Statira’s Lodgings, but being told fhe wis not come thither, I went full of 
- aftonifhment and confufion:to Queen Syfigambis’s, and as I went up ttairs the beat- 
ing of my heart foretold me, the Tragick adventure I fhould meet there , and wheat 
I was brought into the Chamber, 1 was witnefs of a fight that made me divine a pare 
of my misfortunes, All Syfgambis’s Maids were ftretch’d upon the floor, and fill’d 
.. the rooms with moft woful cryes'and groans, and that great Queen having her head 
covered witha Vail, lay by them herfelf, and with the force of her courage, reftrains 
ing her cryes, fhe expreffed her forrew more to the life, by that mortal filence. Hard 
* by them lay aman all bloody , whom in fpite of the trouble was in, I knew quickly 
‘co be the faichful Eunuch Tyrens, ° Norwithftanding the ftrange furprife this encoun« 
ter had caufedin me, I forbore not to draw near unto the Queen, and kneeling down 
~ yponone knee, I conjured her to tell the canfe of her new affiGtion, to bim that would 
dye to ferve her.-She hearing my voyce, lifted up her Vail alittle, and faid, 4h! 
Lyfimachus, rhe whole race of Darius is extintt, [leave the care to you to revenge with it, 
the memory of Alexander, arid of your felfr, I am afbamed to dye the laff of all my Family; 
but if I have furvived the loffe of Darius , Iwill not omelive that of Alexander, andof 
my daughters. . oe ao ws ; 
_” At thefe words fhe covered her face again, and put herfelfin her former pofture, in 
which as I have heard fince, fhe continued dill fhe had ended her dayes. Judge, I be- 
feech you, whether her difcourfe and aétion did not touch me fenfibly I turn’d toward 
Tyreus , from whom [believed 1 might get a more particular knowledge of what was 
hapned, and asking it him withimpatiency, Sir, (faid he ) the Gods have left me this 
remnant of life, to difcover the murther of our Princeffes , and to publife.that horrible 
parricide , which the darknefs has concealed feom the whole world, and to which the Sun 
would have abhorred to lend his light. I defire nomore firength of them then what will 
ferve myturn to make this fatal relation, and then I foall without grief forfake a life, which 
I cannat conferve after the lofs of my deareft Adiftrefs. . ; : 
This Difcourfe did fo furprife and deje& me, that having deprived me of part of my- 
fenfes, it {carce left me my hearing free, tounderftand Tyrems his words, who continu- 
ed on this manner. : 
" [will nocentertain you, Sir, with the divertifements, the Queen and the PrincefS 
her’ Sifter found. at the Caftle of Cateis, whither the Queens indifpofition had canfed 
them to retire, this recital would be but litde important , and lefle feafonable at this 
time , befides Ifeel my ftrength decay fo faft, that ic will not fuffer me to enlarge my 
felf upon that Subject ; it will fuffice if I tell you, that by che change of air, the Queen 
had recovered her health , but by a mortal fadnefs, which feldome had a minntes re- 
fpite, the prefaged her approaching misfortune, and hardly found any abat-ment of 
a her fecret griefs, in the converfation of the Princefs her fifter. She languifh’d our her 
life onthat fafhionto the end , and to come to it ina few wor’, know that yefterday 
an hour or two before Sun-fec, fhe was told that one of the Kings guard had brought 
her a Letter from him, fhe commanded him to be brought in , and asking bim news 
concerning the King, he only prefented the Letter to her, and by that action made her 
apprehend fomething of her difafter. Having open’d it trembling fhe read thefe words.

Although this Letter was not written with the Kings own hand, itwasfealed with 
the Signet, which he was wontto ufe, and the Kings ficknefs kept the Queen from 
fufpecting any thing. She made aniend of reading it with aloud cry, and not wavering 
“at all about the refolution fhe fhould take , fhe gave order to have her Chariots pre- 
fently made ready, and by her {peedy obedience exprefs’d the greatnefs.and fincerity 
_ +f her affedions to her Husband, The night was already near at hand, and fome of her 
Servants perfwaded her to defer her Joysney till the rexe day , but the was difpleafed 
at tharmotion,and though darknefs begad already to overfpread the face of the Earth, 
fhe got up into her Chariot with the Princefs her Sifter, and fet forward on her way, 
‘being attended by a very {mall Traia, Her impatiency to fee the King, made her 
tcaufe her Horfes to be drivenat fo high a rate, that fhe was near Babylon in lefs then 
three hours, but when we were within five or fix furlongs of the Town, we were en- 
-vironed by a Troop of armed.men,who having farrounded the Chariot,commanded us 
-to retire, or they would killus, and puttingthemfelves in a readinefs, to doas they 
“had threatned,they fo terified thofe fearful fouls,that the fear of death,made them take 
“flight, while they curn’d out of the way to the Queen,and Princefs toward an houfe of 
Roxana’s without the City. ButI bore my Miftrefs a ftronger affection, then thofe 
bafe Servants, and Irefolv'd to follow her to the utmoft, and never to forfeke her but 
with my life, which I could not value out ofher Service. Thefe good Princefles feeing 
-themfelves Captives and alone among thofe ftrangers,fent forth moft lamentable cries, 
sand fearing (with probability) fome violence againft their Honours, they would have 
crevented their Deftinies with their own hands, and had done fo, ifthey had not been 
-hindred by Cleone, who alone had accompanied them, becaufe fhe alone was in the 
Chariot with them, . We arrived atthac Honfe.of Roxana’s, which I prefently knew, 
and from that knowledge drew moft fatal prefages, there they made them alight, and 
the Commandersof that Troup , in fpite of their cryes andrefiftance , forced them to 
go up a pair of ftaires, and from thence enter into aroom, where I had been many 

times before, under favour of the darknefs, I gotinamongft the reft, and not lofing 
fight of my Princeffes, 1 faw them led into that Chamber, which we found hung with 
black, and the wicked Rewanain it.

tion, while Roxana looked outat a window , to be witnels of that doleful fpedacle. 
~ How fhall 1 be able,Sir,to relate what in fpite ofthe darknefs, [faw with mine own eys;, 

yes, twas with mine own eyes, [beheld thofe pitile(s Butchers, facrifice thofe divine 
Princeffes to the malice of Roxana, and prefently throw their bodies into two Wells; 
anda great number of {tones after them. Thefe great Princeffes received their death 
without murmuring, but 1 fent forth cryes, which quickly made me to be known, and 
caus’d thofe executioners to turn their Swords a gainft-me ,and put me into the condi- 
tidn in which you fee me. te ey - 

Tyrevs would have profecuted his Difcourfe to tell me which way he Got to Syfi- 

ambis’s Palace, but he was feized with fuch a weaknefs, as took away his {peech with. 
his ftrength, Neither indeed was I in a condition co hearken to him any longer, this’ 
facal relation having left me butas much life as was neceffary to revenge the Princefs 
fes.- , Withi that defign I recollected all my Forces, and courage, and Onely crying outy 
Are you dead then, Patifatis?

Lyfimachus ended hisNatration thus, and Oroondates whom the reeital ofthefe laft 
accidents had put into a ftrange perplexity, ac firit onely lifted up his eyes and hands to 
Heaven, and by his actions and filence,exprefs’d a forrow which all the wordsin the 
world could not reprefent. But after he had continued fo awhile, Ab! Lyfimachus,. 
(cryed he ) det 2s dye, fince our Princeffes are dead, we have livd too,long, and my Souk 
barns already with impatience to fallow that of my lovely Statira, 

He made alittle paufe at thefe words, and then going on ofa fudden, No, no Lyf. 
machus ( continued he) Jet ws not dye till our Princeffes be revenged, my Wounds cannot 
detain me longer , and Perdiccas and Roxana, have no Sanluaries that can tfecure them 
from our hands. ~ fs - ‘ : ‘ ae 

Lyfimachus antwered thefe Tranfports only with fome fighs which this renewing of 
his grief forced from the bottom of his heart , and Oroondates having for fome time 
kept him company inthat entertainment, and having a little paft over that firft vio- 
lence, Dear Companion of my Fortune, ( {aid he, with amore fettled voyce } Ihave~ 
found in your life fo many marks of your vertue, that Iam extremely forry I never en- 
gored the Lappinefi of your friendfbip till the conclufion of my dayes, be not aifpleas’d at 
the occafion that gave it me, but if you be troubled at the delay | interpofed in Jar re- 
venge, believe the Gods had ordain dit fo, that I might not be fruftrated of the [ame fa- 
tisfattion, and that you in fojul an cnterprife, might have a Companion who hath an equal 
gatercf? with youin it, : ; 2 es:

The End: of the Second Book. 
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HE two Princes employed the reftof that day in contriving what means 

they fhould ufe for their revenge, and their interefts from thenee- 

forth being infeparable, as well by reafon ofthe tye of friendthip, as of 

the union of their fortunes, they open’d their hearts mutually to one ano- 

ther, and refolv'd to dye together, and appeafgthe ghoft of their Prin- 
ceffes by the blood of their Enemies, and by their own.

‘his Cuiraffe feem’d to be of filver damask’d with gold, andthe caske of the fime mat. 

ter, and of the fame work was covered with a plume of black and white feathers, 
which waved. negligently upon his fhoulders, - Zipfonegie lo fight of himas he lay 
down, but inrequital he could hear what he did without being perceived, and 
lending his ear with fome attention, heard that after two or three violent fighs hé 
{poak thus unto his Squire. 7 abfelutely forbid thee ever to take up the defence of that tray-

“ gods forbid ( faid he ) that ever I fhould oppofe your anger, or undertake to juftitie 
“ Oxontes, who is app.rently guilty of a: moit horrible ingratitude, but how qo wee 
“know whether he be ita conditionto fear your threats, and whither death have 
_ ‘not already, folie him from your revenge ? dh ! friend ( replyed the ftran- 
ger )-sf-Otontes be dead, Iwill ickly follow him , but if he be Jet ative, he foall aie 
forghe cxpiation of his ingragititde , F° eafily incline.to that belief, nor onght E10 have 
hoped for other wfage from a Scythian, though he be a Prince, and that his bier}, ought to 
have exempted him from part of the tabumanity of bis Comme J; after fuch obligaticns as 
be hathito me, and Such wfage asI have receiv'd from him, nothing but bis death oun 
Satisfie me; Iwill therefore difpatch him ifhe be alive, and this fame hand Which or bis 
fake Ihave deftined to another ufe, foall free the earth from that monfter of infidelity, 
Lyfimachus whom the name of Orontes hid mide attentive, harkened to this difcourfe 
with more intereft, chen he had taken in ic at firft, and finding by the purfuit of it 
what an ill defign the ftranger had againtt Orcates Prince of Scythia, he Deliey'd his 
threats could be adreffed to none but his friend, who was Prince of Scythia, ond who 
had puffed his time in fegraign Countries under the name of Oroutes, This belief, 
kept him from hearkning longer to the talk of his enemies, and not beingab'e to 
fuffer him to be threatned and injured in his prefence, in whom of all men living he 
- had found the greateft vertue, andto whom he had vowed the greatett friendthip: 
He arofe fuddenly from his place ; not regarding what noyfe he made, andadvan- 
cing toward them, he fhowed himfelf, and made them fee he had heard alltheir dif. 
courfe. The ftranger farpris'd ac his coming, and difpleas’d to have been overheard, 
and interrupted, ftart up, and putting the beaver of his caske half way down, which 
before was up, he gave not Ly fimachwsleifure to quarrel with him, buc preventing 
him with an angry voice, hofeceer thow art (faid he ) rhox fooaweft thy felf indiferece 
to interrupt thofe that call thee uot to their conver[ation, Lyfimachus who fw himfelf 
prevented in his intentions,and who came notto make excufes,replyed, briskly, “The 
“converfition I have interrupted, concern’d me too muchto fuffer the continuznce 
‘ofit, and I heard thee injureand threatena man the fight of whom would make 
* thee tremble, and to whom I am too mucha friend to pardon the wrong thov doet 
“him, The Stranger at thefe words ftepping back, and lifting up his eyes to Leaven, 
cried out, O Gods! fall Ibe fo fortunate as to find a manthat takes the pari of that tray- 
tour, and againf? wham Imay difcharge part of my juft in iguation from which you hide 
him 2 If thou wilt have but a minutes patience ( faid Lyfimachus ) Iwill dive thee thar 
farisfattion, Ihave armes and horfes hard by here, and though perhaps my frord alone 
were {ufficient to defend my friends interefts, thy chuyce of fo confiderable an enemy, makes’ 
me believe thee too conragions, totake the advantage thor: haft, The ftranger enflamed 
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with anger, and making his fury fparkle through the fgtit of his helinet, ‘ Go thy 


‘way (faith he) Go fetch a horfe, and armes prefently,, 1 am content to delay thy * 


®death fo long, but fee thou come back agzin, unleffe thou wilt put me to the trouble 
of fecking thee,and give me caufe to publith, that all Oroates his friends are as bafe as 
the him@lf. Lyfimachus ftaid not to anfwer, but returning apace unto the houfe, he 
wentin at the door which led out of the wood into the Garden: He paffed through ir, 
and went up into his Chamber, where finding one of his Servants, he call’d for his 


armes, and commanded a horfe to be made ready. He was obey’d without reply, and 


putting on the fume black armes he wore when he fought with Perdiccas, he went 
down to the ftable, and vaulted lightly on horfeback; he bad one.of his fervants follow 


him, and took his way towardthe place where he was expe@ed, giving his people : 


“order to tell Oroondatesif he asked for him, that he would be back again preféntly, 
andthat a bulineffe of importance obliged him to leave him for fome tew moments. 
He gallope away toward the River, and within a very little while came up tothe ftran- 

er who wayted for him with an impatience as greatas his, - No fooner did he fee 
Fic, bat inftancly he got upon his Horfe, and taking a litcle carreere to quicken him, 
he appeared to have fo good afeate, and to be fo firme in his faddle, thar Ly/- 
wrachus conceived an exceeding high opinion of him. The ftranger having ftopt 
his Horfe, drew neare him with a gentle pace, and without ufing any other civility; 
I find thee couragions enough ( faid he ) for the friend of aT raytour, but fince thou hafk 
undertaken it, refolve to pay for bim, and to wafh away his infidelity with thy blood. Thefe 
wordsrais d Lyfmachus his choller to the higheft degree,yet made he no reply, but 


having looked on him with eyes that fparkled with fury, he turn’d about his Hort,” 


and taking a dart from the hand of his Servant that had followed him, while the Stran- 
ger did the like,he trotted offa little to make his carrcere ; when they had taken a'rea- 
fonable {pace for it,they faced about, and fetting {purrs to their Horfes, ran at one a- 


nother with an impetuoufneffe which can be compred to nothing but that of thunder, 


the fhock was wonderfull furious, and their javelings being broken to fhivers even 


within their very gauntlets, without fhaking them, they tufh’d againft each other with © 


._ their bodies and thields fo forcibly that cheir horfes too weak to fuftain fo potent an 
‘encounter, fell backwards, and caft their Mafters both upon the fand, They gor 
up again with a great deal of nimblenefs ; and drawing their Swords came clofe toge- 
ther ina moment, and laid on fach weighty blows, that their mutucll knowledge of 
one anothers Rrength made them fight with more circumfpectnek, and negleé& no# 
thing agrinft fuch redoubled enemies. This reflection fav'd thent a great ded!’ 6f 
blood, and having fought almoftan hour without being able to draw any on either 
fide, the Stranger to whom that tedioufnefs feem’d infupportable, forgot his fencing, 
and throwing his fhield behind his back, he took hisSword in both hands, and ftruck, 
*fach a heavy blow, upon Lyfimachus his head, that he was aftonied with it, and recl- 


‘ed backward two or three {teps.. The ftranger proud with that good fuccels, preffes - 


his enemy, and thinking to beat him down witha fecond blow, only fetch’d him a- 
gain out of his aftonifhment, and not being any longer defended by his fhield re- 
ceiv'da thratt which pafling between the mails of his fleeve, wounded him in the 
fight arm. The heat of thefight kept him from feeling the pain of his hurt at 
firlt, but within a whileatter, lofle of blood fo weaken’d his arme, that he had fcarce- 
fy ftrength to hold hisfword, gnd without the help of the feft hand he was no longer 


able to make ufe ofit. Lyfimachus, perceiv'd it by the feebleneffe of his blows, and. 


by the blood he faw run down upon his armes , and though that ftranger’s pride, liad 
. tais'd bis anger to the extremity, yet could he not forget his natural generofity;, and 
retiring alittle, Thou art nolonger in acondition (faidhe) to revenge thofe wrongs up 
‘en me which thon haft receiv'd from the Prince of Scythia: oe Combat fhall end, here if 
Sphou wilt but after this tryall I have had of thee, I would not counfell thee to meafure 
- thy forces with bis, which are above mine without comparifon. he firanger whom 
-'the fight of his blood had kindled with fury, and who beleev'd bimfelf injured by 
‘Ly fimachus bis words, anfwered only with a great ftroke, which glancing upon the 
Tide of his cask gave him a light wound uponthe fhoulder , and fecondingit with 
sal a Ti a ee many 
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Sphany others, made him quickly know, he was not capable of hearkening to what he 
faid, nor of thanking him for his offers, and advice: Ly/imachms then loft all the con- 
- fideration he had ofhim, and ftriking him a back blow under his chin’ cut affunder 
the ftraps of his headpiece, which fell upon the ground, leaving hishead naked, and 
difarmed:: ° " : 

Lyfimachus had lift up hisarm again, when looking upon his enemies hesd, he faw 

@ faire long hair, which forcing certain knots, and fillets wherewith it was ill tied 
up, inftancly covered his fhoulders, and part of his body, and confidering his face 
‘more heedfully, he at laft perceiv’d it was a woman, and one of the fiireftinthe 
-world, againft whom he had fought with fo much animofity. While he was begin- 
“ing co repent himfelf, and lecfall the point of his Sword, {tepping back a little, that 
Warlike dame, to whofe cheekes fhame and anger had givena colour which en- 
creas’d her beauty, flew at him more fiercely then before, and thrufting her Sword at 
his very eyes, witha threatning cry, F/y aor (faid the ) neither be afbamed to have 
nsd-thy armes againft a woman, who bath often died the fields in the blood of fuch as 
thou art, [am not fo weak, that thou foould’ft need to defpife me, and there ts mere 
honony to be Wonne with me, then thou thinkeft for. She accompanied thefe words 
with a {torme of blowes, and enraged by the contempt fhe thought Ly/machus fhow- 
ed of her, ran upon him with fo much fury, and fo little caution, that he was often 
affraid fhe would give her felf adeach with thofe armes which he no more would 
turne againft her ;_heretired {till warding her blowes, which the wound in her arm 
already made but faint ones, and when he faw he was out of their reach, and that the 
faire’ Amazone was forced to give him fomerefpite, to the end fhe might take breath, 
Madam (faid he ) 1 will rather tura the point of my ford againft my ov heart , then 
make ufe of it again? you, I know too well what is due to your fex, and to your beauty, 
and I foould be glad if I couthwith a goed part of my own blood, repaire the loffe of that 
which my [acrilegions hands have drawn from your foie 3 if this fatisfatticn content 
you nor, pierce this breft which I offer to you, I willtake off my cuiralfe, that you may the 
more eafily do it, and in the fad eftate of my fortune which makes me wifh for death, I 
cannot hope for amore glorious one then that Ifball receive from fo fair a hand. How 
exceffive foever the anger of this valiant Lady was, fhe could not but abate part of 
it, at fo great repairations, and fo profound fubmiffions : and beholding Lyfimachus 
with eyes wherein even through the rage that enflamed them, one might obferve fome 
gentleneffe. ‘I cannot ( faid the ) gueffe at the caufe why thou flighteft me thus ; 
* thon haft not yet had fo much advantage over ‘me, as to find reafon to contemn me. 
Twill never pretend to any greater (replied Lyfimachus) then the occaficns cf ferving 
on, and you are armed fo many feveral wayes to conquer men, that the victory will always 
be yours infallibly. ° i delire none ( anfwered the Amazone ) but what I can winne 
* with the point of my fword, and though I be a woman, my profeflion isto fight 
*with men, nor have I giined fo little reputationin that exercife, that you fhould 
“ need to be afhamed ofour Combat : it fhall end here fince you will have it fo, and 
“that ic would be ignoble in me to perfift init, but I could with «lfo you would quit 
* the interefts of a Traytour, who never deferved the affection of fo vertuousa perfon 
“as your felf, Thefe words were enough to have renewed the quarrel if a man had 
Spoken them ; but Lyfmachus who had not been able to endure them from ore of a~ 
nother fex,and who would have taken up the defence of his friend againit the moft 
valiant living, thought fit to combat the refentments ofa woman with mildneffe, and 
was content with anfwering thus, ashe put uphisSword. J know nor what injury you 
can have receiv’d from him who ts really the moft generous and the moft refpeitive to La- 
dies of all themcn in the world , Ihave ever feenhim moft_averfe from fuch crimes as 
thofe you tax him with, and in the recital which has been made me of his life, 1 did rot 
hear thar ever he had any bufinef[e with you , but if he be fo unfortunate as to 
have offended you, I will engage my felf that he fhall give you all the fatisfattion you cas 
defire of him. For that Ipafs my word to you, andinthe meantime, Madam, be rleafed 
t to accept the offer I make you of aplace hardby, where your wounds may be dreffed 5 I 
bave fervants there who are skilful in that art, you may be there more privately, an.' 
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bist thefe are the fruits. of the profeffion you follow, and as you have extream great ad- 
vantages above all the rest of your fex, foare you likewife {ubjelt to thofe accidents from 
which Hes! commuly are exempted , the moft fenfible griefe for it onght tobe mine , whofe 
prophane hands have born arms againft a per{on totally divine , and deubtleffe it will bere- 
dopbled, if after the promife I have made you, T fhould not contribate, whatfcever you could 
defire , »far your farisfathion, J have found the Prince whom you complain of,, most readily 
diligad iii: himfelf to any you can wife, and’ tis for that end Ihave brought him into 

Chamber. : . 2 

“*Into my Chamber, ( cryed the Lady interrupting him ) and where ishe ? With 
thefe words fhe drew the Curtain of her Bed quite open , and feeing no body elfein 
ithe Chamber , the looked upon Lyfimachns, with aneye that accufed him of deceipt, 
and humanity, and which obliged him co continue, Yes, Afadam , he is in your 
Chamber, and in your prefence , You fee before you, (added he, thewing her Oroonda- 
tes) that Prince of Scythia whom you accufe of infidelity , and if your refentment against 
him be as great as you have teftified , I wonder you have been fo long. before you knew him. 
Lyfimachus holding his peace at thefe words , Orocdares beganto fpeak, and while 
the Lady look’d earneftly upon him , “J£1 be fo unfortunateg Madam , ( {aid he ) as 
“to have offended you, 1 will give my life for the expiation of my faults; the Gods 
“are my Witneffes, I never had fuch anintention, and that I am ignorant ofthe rea- 
‘fons you have to complain of me, butbe they what they can, you fhall finde me 

"© moft ready to give you fatisfaction , and to dif-engage my friend of the word he has 

given.you forme. Lagtner tt 

“Oroondates having faid thus , remained filent, and the fairStranger drawingafigh 
from the bortom of her heart, confidered him awhile without replying, and then of 
‘a fudden turning toward Lyfimachws , ammbcholding him with a difcontended eye, I 
alwayes doubted (Laid the) that you kuempye my Traytor, ince you were fo forward to em~ 
brace his interefts, With thefe words fhe turned her head on the other fide , and ha- 
ving continued a long time filent, in the conftraint the fuffered to force back fome 
fighs that} would have burft forth, whether fhe wouldor no, the arlaft, lift up her 
eyes. to Heaven, and joyning her hands upomher breaft: O Fortune, ( ctyed fhe) I 
aske thee pardon, I was to blame to conceive any glimp/e of hope, and I ought to have known 
thee better, after folong atime as thon haft perfecuted me. 

When fhe had-faid fo, fhe fettled herfelfa little, and looking very heedfully upon 
Oroondates , It is true, Sir, (purfued fhe ) thar you never cffended me, but it is true alfo, 
that you are not Orontes, at leaft not that Orontes, whom I complain of , and whom I 
accufe of infidelity, ‘1 confels, (replyed the Prince) that Orcntes is not my true name, 
“but “tis chat under which I have pafs'd part of my years , and which I have ever born 
‘in forein Countryes, Befideslam a Scythian, anda Princeas he whom you accufe, 
‘and lknow very well that Scythia hath now no other Prince whois called Orontes. 

_The Lady having hearkned to him patiently ; And what is become then (faid the ) 
of Orontes , Prince of the Maflagetes, and Nephew to the King of Scythia? * Icis true, 
“(anfwered Oroondates ) the pidigee had heretofore a Prince of that name , who 
“ was very dear to me, both by reafon of his merit, and of the near allyance between 
“us, we were of the fame age, and were bred up together, but impartial death robb'd 
“us of him, juft when he was grown marvellonfly hopeful to all his friends. 

The fair Stranger gave ear to this Difcourfe with trembling , and not being able to 
faffer the continuance of it without interruption. And abgut what time, Sir, (Said fhe 
much troubled ) dyed that Prince whom you knew ? ‘’Tis eight, or ten years, ( re- 
“plyed Orcondates ) fince he was drowned in the Araxis, by the breaking ofa bridge 
‘of Boats, which involv’d part of our Armyin his loffe.- The Ladies tace at thefe 
words came to its former colour, and exprefling a little more tranquility, tuen had 
appeared ‘in it a few minutes before , svonldit had pleas’d the Gods , ( faid fhe, with 
a great figh ) that the faithleffe Orontes had dyed then really , as he didinthe — of 
every body, my Soul perhaps wonld yet be inits firft repofe, and perchance J foould net 

itty we fa te Si  vincefe in the fey bli doube, (continued fhe , 
turning to Oreondates , yo muff needs be Prince Oroondates , Son tothe King of a 
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thia, 7 have heard from Orontes, that he was bred up with yon, and your countenance eafi 

Ly perfwades me to believe all he told me to your advantage. eae 
Oroondates cafting down his eyes through modefty and refpedt, ‘1 am indeed (faid 

* he)that unfortunate Prince of whom you fpeak,and though hitherto I have confefs d 





‘ic but to very few perfons, you fhall ever be one of thofe, for whom I will have par... 


‘ticular confideration, Iam afhamed to own him for my Kinfman, whom you accufe 
* of infidelity, and by.whom you have been injured,but how faithlefs foever he be,it is 
“true, thac that Orontes whom you complain of , is Sonto the PrincelsZhomivia, the 
‘King my Fathers Sifter, I know not whether hebeftillalive; but notwithftanding 
‘his nearnefs to me, I fhall be one of the firft to condemn him, and declare my felf 
‘againft him, if he be capable of infidelity coward you: : 

The fair Amazone anfwered thefe words with a great deal of civility , and asking 
him pardon for the errors fhe had committed before his quality was known to her, 
fhe fearn’d from him alfo the name of Lyfimachus.. That knowledge comforted her in 
the difadvantage fhe had in the combat with him, and by moft obliging words teftify- 
ing her efteem of his valour, If yow be that Lyfimachus ( faid the ) who was alwayes 
foxear to Alexander the Great , is it poffible that the face of Thaleftris foould be unkunawn 
to yor, and that you foould not remember you have feen me upon the Frontiers of Hyrcania, 
in an Equipage remarkable enough to have preferv’d fome memory of it? Lyfimachus 
fhowing a great aftonifhment at thefe words, ‘ What, Madam, (faid he) are youthen 
“ thac great Queen of the Amaxones, who came to meet Alexander upon the confines 
* of Hyrcania, with fo ftately a Train, and to whom the King fhewed refpects worthy 
“of the birth,and vertue of fo great and fo generous a Princefs?7 azn the fameThaleftris, 
© (anfwered the Amazone) who vifited the Court of Alexander for confiderations very 
i different from thofe to which perhaps [ome attributed my Pourncy. 

Iwas at that time (replyed Ly/imachus ) gone upon an expedition, wherethe King 
* had fent me with Craterus, and ‘Prolomens, but when I came back to Court, it was yet 
*full of the fame you hadleftinit, nor did any body talk there of the fair oa of 
“the Amazones, then other asa wonder that had fill'd our Army with aftonifhment, 
The fair Queen made anfwer with a great deal of modefty , and their converfation 
would have lafted longer, if Amintas had not defired the two Princes to let the Queen 
take her reft theremainder of that day, and not engage her longer in Difcourfe which 
might be hurtful to her, The Princes obeyed, and having taken their leave of her,xe- 
tired into Oroondates his Chamber. 

Though Pofemon their Landlord lived plainly, and out of the confufionof the 
Court, yet was he of one of the beft Families in Babylon,very rich for a man of his qua- 
ty, and the houfe whether he was then retired, one of the faireft and of the beft receit 
any where near the City, this made the abode of the Princes the more commodious, 
and they weue lodged there very handfomely, and with room enough, Scarce had they 
dined when Cleantes, Lyfimachus hisSquire, return’d from Babylon, whither his 
Matter had fent him the iy before. They prefently enquired after the fuccefs of his 
Journey, and C/eantes gave them an account in few words. ‘ The face of affairs ( faid 
‘he ) is not much altered fince your being there, Roxana is {till abfolutein Babylon, 
* by the fubmiffionof Peuceftas , who is at the devotion of her and of Perdiccas, who 
“is now almoft quite recovered of hiswounds. They have ufurped fo foveraign-an 
* Authority’, that nothing is done but by their Orders , efpecially fince the greater 
* part of the Princes are retired into the Territories that are fallen to their fhare, Anti- 
© gonus is already gone towards Lycia , and Pamphilia, Enmenes into Cappadscia, 
* Leonatus tothe leffer Phrygia, Caffander is upon his way into Caria ; Laomedon in« 
“to Syria; and A¢anander into Lydia, Ptolomeus concerning whom J informed my 
*felf Toft , and from whom I learn’d what was become of the reft, would net ftir 
“without hearing of you; Ifound him, Sir, (continuedhe, addreffing himfelf ro 
* Lyfimachus) incamped with an Army two hundred Furlongs on the other fide 
‘of Babylon, and if I had not told him where yor were , he was'coming back wich 
“his Forces to make Perdiccas give an account of you, upon the report of your having 
‘fought with him. I am notable to tell youhow welcome I wastohim, nor at 
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“much he participates im your forrow , he would have come hithet with me , but 
“that affured him you would be with him very fhortly,and J prayed him to ftay with 
“the Army,to‘preferve a power which would perhaps be neceflary for you.He yielded 
« tomy intreacy with much ado,and commanded me to bid you be confident he would 
“be ever ready to give you all the proofs you could defire from his friendfhip. 
Ckunres having to this Difcourfe added many particularities of his fhort Journey, 
aad-anfwered many queftions Lyfimachus asked him; the Princes began to delibe_ 
a what they fhould doe, and after long-confultation of the means they ought to 
‘ufé for cheir defign , they agreed that intheinteritn while Oroondates was pertectly 
cured, Lyfimachus fhould go up to Prolomens, and with him arm ail his friends, to take 
a foletnn revenge for the death of their Princeffes,; He Rada great many whom he be- 
fiev'd he could eafily difpofe to hisintention , and Perdiccas and Roxana food too 
ftrongly upon their guard,to be forpris'd and punifh’d for their crime in anyother way, 
then by open force , and to fzycruth, (added Lyfimachus ) the death of thofe two 
perfons would not fuffice alone for the reparation of our loffes, whole Armies ous 
of 
their whole fadion. . We mult drownall Babylon with it, and offer a facrifice to our 
Princeffes, that ttay be worthy of them ; I will joyn all the vertuons Princes that are 
among Alexanders Succeffors unto our party , and our confederacy fhall be fo ftrong, 
that the ‘Fraycors fhall infallibly be overwhelmed.  Oroondates approved Lyfimachus 
his thoughts, and confented to his departurethe nextday, though his Chyrurgion 
enttexted him to iy a.day-ot two longer by reafon of his wound, which might be 
fomething incommbdious to him, but Ly/smachus was too impatient to hearken to 
his advice'y’ and Prolomens was too near him to defer fo fmall a Journey longer, When 
they had fully refolydie, they {pene thie reft of the day in their ordinary converfati- 
on, and the next morning no fooner did the Sun appear, but Ly/imachus was up, and 
called for his arms. Oroondares arofe affoon ashe , andnotwithftanding all mine 
tas his perfwafions, would needs go down, and accompany Lyfim-achus to the Gate, 
Teonld do xo more (faid he ) if my if were dear tome, then take {uch care for its preferva- 


hon. 

With thefe words he went forth, and refting himfelfupon a ft: fe, and upon Arax- 
es his arme, he waited upon Lyfimachus down the ftairs, The Horfes ftood ready in 
the Court, and Lyfimachus taking onely Cleantes with him, left the reft of his Officers 
to ferve Oroondates, and the Amazone Queen. Lyfimachrs bid taken his leave of 
her the night before, and had affured her he would return : gain within a week at 
the farthelt, he gave the fame promife to the Prince of Scythia, who burning with 
impatiency to accompany him, and bidding him farewell with tears. Go, Lyfimachus, 
( faid he ) go dear brother of my misfortunes , labour for onr common repi{e, and leave me 
not long unprofitable, ehough I can ferve you but as afingleman,I will ferve you as one that 
43 moft highly and paffionately concerned. 

“I prefer your affiftance ( anfwered Lyfimachus ) before the help of all the world, 
‘and I fhall march more boldly with you, thenif I were invironc i by all the Troops, 
‘which heretofore accompanied Darizvs. After fome other Difcourfe full of affection, 
of proteftations of friendfhip, and ofinfeparable union in their inzerelts, Lyfimachns 
Bot on horfe-back, and taking his way towards Prolor «sis Camp, left Oreonda~ 
zes fenfibly grieved athis departure , but having an excecding frm courage, he com- 
forted himfelf with the hope ofhis {peedy return, and the neceflity of that fepara- 
tion, 

He would not go upagain into his Chamber, and although raves prefs'd him to 
it very earneftly , he neglected his entreaties, and feeling he had ftrengch encughto 
walk, he wentinto the Garden, and vifited the pleafant A ‘tics, which till then he had 
notfeen, 4raxes helped him in his walk, and the Prince having with his afliftance 
taken a curn.or two ‘in the Garden, went out at the little Gate which led into the 
Wood: Having a while confidered the fair fpread Trees, the Rocks over-grown 
with mofs, and the many little ftreams which rolled along upon the gravel with x 
Very pleafingmurmure, shar a delightful place is this, Avaxes, ( faid he ) for one “ my 
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Having faid thus, he took a beaten path, and following it foftly, cameto the fideof 
a fountain, which was very beautiful for one that was beholding to none but natureshe 
fate down onthe bank of it, upon Araxes his Mantle, and caft hiseyes upon a Brook 
which taking its fource from thence, emptied it felfabout two hundred paces off into 
the Exphrates. While he was in his deepelt mufe, he thought he heard fome perfons 
talking hard by him,and having his imagination itil prepofefs’d with the remembrance 
of Statira, and the vifion he had feena few dayes before, being fill prefent to his me- 
mory, he believd he heard fomething of the tone of her voice, and of the Princefs her 
fifters , he rouz’d himfelf ina ftart, andlendinganear with more attention. Didf 
thon hear nothing ? Said he to “Araxes, who was by himina ftudy, ‘No,Sir,anfwered 
© Araxes. Ab without doubt ( replyed the Prince ) 1 deceived my felf, and only my 
wounded fancy, brought this found unto my ears. 

He was confirm’din that conceipt, when he could hear no mote noife, and letting 
himfelfloofe to the confideration of bis misfortunes, he continued nearan hour in 
anentertainment fuitable to his prefenteftate: in the end he ‘grew.weary of fitting 
there, and rifing up with 4raxes, he went up farther into the Wood, and following 
the courfe of the Brook,he came infenfibly co the place,where Lyfimachus a few days 
before had found the names of Caffandra,and Exridice, engraven upon the Rocks and 
Trees, Orocndates had been told that adventure, By Lyles, and knowing the 
place by the tokens he had given him ofit. Here it is (faidhe) Araxes, that fome 
unfortunate perfons like us give themfelves eafe by communicatimg their difafters to 
thingsinanimate. O gods? have they not reafon to complain to them, fince they. finde you 
folittle fenfible ? wan VA oe : 

whofoever you be, (continued he, cafting his eyes upon the names-of Caffandra,and 
Enridice) afftifted fouls, comfort your felves, by theencoumter of fuch as are in the fame 
condition, and {offer not your felves to be caft down by misfortunes, Which ordinarily per- 
fecute the ~ertuous, . we Shae. 

A fadden fancy that came into his mind, bindred him from going on with that Dif. 
courfe, and making Araves caftup hiseye, Look here with me I pray thee,({aid he) and 
tell me, if thefe charaklers are not very like my Princeffes: the bark and ftcne upon which 
one cannot engrave with {uch facility as one may write pon paper, havea little .difgui- 
fed them, yet if thy memury be good, thon canft not deny but that many froakg have a 
great rcfemblance, 

Araies was of his opinion, and this encounter obliged him to read the fame Ly/ 
machus hid done before ; he had gone but a very little way in it,when he cryed out,g 
Gods! Axaxes, whatisthis fee? Isit poffible the deftiny of thes affiitted Caffandra, 
foould agree fo much with that of my Princeffe, if fhe were yet alive ? Certainly if the 
Gods had continued ber in the World after the loffe of Alexander, and that fhe had prefers 
ved me inher remembrance, I foould have believed fhe her felf had writ .thefe words. 
But alas! Araxes fhec’s dead, and if any {pirit, under the name of Caflandra, hath gra= 
wed themhere, to recall her into my memory, and to put mein mind of what Lowe her, 
that careis very needleffe, fince there is no moment, but that remembrance, and I ar 
infeparable, ‘ 

Having fuid thus, he went on with hisreading, and the farther he read, the more 
he was confirm’d inhis opinion, After he had {pent fome timein thar employment, 
his reftleffe thoughts made him defire to goto fome other piace, fo following the 
current of the Brook, he came to a pleafing graffy place, where he found two 
womenafleep; their habit was very plain, and little different from chat of Polemons 
wifeand daughters, They were laid along upon their fide, and embracing one a- 
nother, their faces with the help of their loofe hair, hid each others mutually, 4- 
vases had formerly told his Mafter the encounter Ly/imachus and he had in the Gar- 
den of that unknown Caffandra, andremembring that fhe was apparelled as thofe 
two women, he believ’d it was fhe her felf, and That Exridice who:e name was in« 
terwovenwith hersin:fo many places, That which Orcondates had read crete 
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the fortunes of thofetwo women, and the refemblance he foundinthem to thofe of 
‘Statira, and the Princeffe her filter, would have been enough ro have ftirr’d up a de- 
Gire of knowing them, in a man leffe afflicted ; but his foul was fo taken up with grief, 
that there was no room in it for curiofity, befides he believ'd them to be of a quality 
anfwerable to the habitthey wore, and to the condition they were in, not being ig- 
norant that Love and Fortune exercife rheir tyranny equally upon perfons of all 
eftates:~ 

He pifs'd on without interrupting them in their repofe, -when Araxes more auti- 
oiis then he, turning back to confider them, faw an oper paper fall from one of their 
‘hands, which the wind carried prefently to his feet; He took it up,though his Mafler 
would have diffwaded him from it, and bringing it with hm to read it when they were 
a litele farther off, they walkd on gently, and taking an Allie they met withall, retur- 
ned into Polemons Garden. Araices led his Matter to the Fountzin,where he had rela 
ted the beginning of his life unto Lyfimachus,and when they were fet down by the fide 
ofit, Araxes drawing out the paper hehad takenup, ‘See here, Sir, (f:id he to his 
© Matter ) chat which will learn us Something of this uchoown Caffandra, who mingles 
“her misfortunes thus with.ours. : 

‘Atthefe words he looked uponthe Writing, bur fearce had he revd the firftline 
when giving the paper to his Mafter, “ Ab! Sir, (faid he) what’s this {fee ? Look I 
“befeech you, your felf,upon Chars ters, and words that confound me; ‘the }rince ts 
king the paper from’ Araves his hand, had no fooner catt his eyes upon it,but be cry! 
out, Ah! Araxes, there ts no doubt but this writing ts directly like thar of my deceafea 
Queen. Read the firft words Creplyed Araxes ) and without queftion your «jronifoment 
Will be ixcreafed, Oroondares infinitely furpried at this encounter, begin with itrangs 
inyward motions to read thefe words. 






The unfortunate and happy Calandra unfortunate by the change of her 
"fortune, and happy by the fidelity of Orontes, To her too faithful 
Orontes, 








Gods, ( cryed the Prince ) whatdo I fee ? Will Fortune mock mc, vr em FT 
that Orestes to whomare directed the words of this Caffards.., voile Woeing, 
and whofe thoughtsare fo conformable to thofe of my Princefle? ech} no, (pe fur 
edhe )*tis without doubt to the revived Oromes, Prince ofthe ALeffugctss, and this 
Caffandra to whom his fidelity is fo dear, 1s infallibly the caufe of the c 7 
the fair Queen Thalestris: he whofe name { have fo long ufarp'd, mult need 
fome mixture inmy adventures, but,O gods! isit poRibie thattwo perfors should 
write fo like, and have fo equaldeftinies? Read, Sur, (faid Araver) that which is 
under this Infcription, and perchance you may draw fome firther knowledge irom 
thence. ‘The Prince followed his counfel, and beginning to readagain, he went on 
thus; 
<1 know not in what manner [ought to look upon my fortune ; two different re- 
‘membrances, Q faithful Oronter, contelt within my foul for you, and againft you. 
“What doe I not owe unto Oreates? but alfo what doe T notowe to my condition, 
«and to anilluftriousmemory? myinclination, and my dury put my mind into an 
‘equal billance, and both have very weighty reafons, but all che reafons of my in- 
clination vield unto my duty, and all thofe of my duty vanifh in prefence of my in- 
«clination, Alas! if we could make an accommodation'between them, how happy 
«would he the deRtiny of Caffandra, and how little would fhe be troubled for the 
* change of her fortune, if a more confiderable loffe, had not fettled a more lawful 
® forrow in herheart / fhe nevertheleffe-loves her faithful Orontes, as teuch as he 
“can, and onghtto defire; but fhe has fome {cruples remaining which fhe cannot over- 
come, 
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“come if fhe will be worthy of his affection. It is 4 continuation of the anger of the 
*Gods, who only prefent happyneffes to her , when fhe is no longer ina condition 
‘toreceive them, We had found a Haven indeed ( my dear Ovvarcs ) but itis worfe 
‘then fhipwrack, and if youlove meas I believe, and as] know you doe, you ought 
* not co.defire of me —-— ; 

Oroondares turn’d over the leafeto make an end of reading the Letter , but he faw 
nothing written on the other fide, and judg’d that the party had either wanted time,” 
or willto finifh it, Alas! with how many different thoughts was he affailed at the rea 
ding of thefe words: he perufed themagain many times, and being in a confafion ful! 
of perplexity, he could ncz exprefs it better then by his filence. 

He looked upon Araxes, holding his arms acrofs upon his breaft, and having con- 
tinued along time without {peaking ( Araxes fad heat laft) wheream1? Sir (an. 
fwered Avaxes ) Lam asmuch farprifed as you.” But ( replyed Orcondates) is not this 
Statira’s hand , and are not thefe the very words 1 ought to have expetted from her. 
if the had farvived her Illuftrious Husband? doeft thou not find in chis Difcourfe,that 
fime fevere Vertue, whjch made part of my misfortuneggand which would have pre- 
pared new difficulties for me, ifthe Gods fhould have {pared her {till unto the world, 
Ah ! without queftion it is her fpirit chat hath infpired thefe words into @affundra, 
and that hath guided her hand, to frame Charaéters fo liketohers. Araxes an 
fwered not his Mafters doubts, but mufing upon this adventure {trove to draw from 
it fome caufe of confolation forhim. What doe we know Sir, (fad he ) but chae 
the Gods may miracufoufly have preferved that vertuous Queen, and whither thisun- 
perfeéd Letter, may not byfome chance or other have fajlen into the hands of thefe 
Women we found atleep ? Ah Araxes (replyed Oroond.ts Net us not Hatter our fefges 
foolifhly, the Queens death is too certain to be itt! doubted of, and it is now un- 
known to no body; yet I fhould believe fhe had written thefe words after Alexanders 
death, if wo difficulties did not flaggerme , the firitis, that till her own death fhee 
knew not of the King her Husbands, and the other thisname of Ceffmdra , which 
brings all out of fquare,and puts me into a ftrange confufion. Whatfoever it be ( faid 
Araxes) will return if youthink fit,to the place where we light upon this Letter, and 
if [ finde thofe Women there fill, Imay perchance draw fomerhing from them to 
clear our doubts.and give you comfortRun Araxes,(cryed the Prince) run,I pray thee, 
and though I be no longer in an eftate to conceive any hope , offer at leaft, our affift- 
ance unto that perfon,who in fo many thingsis conformable to my Princefle. Arax- 
es rifing from his Mafter, went out of the Garden, and the Prince tace {till by the foun 
tain, {g taken up with the confideration of this laft adventure, that he never in his life 
had béen in fo profound a mufe, After having bethought himfelf every way , he 
could imagine nothing elfe but that Cuffandra’s Letter was without doubt intended to 
Orwtes Prince of the Adaffagetes , and that itwas neither impoffible, nor unheard of, 
that the writings and fortunes of two feveral Perfons fhould refemble one another, 
He had continued above an hour in this confulion of thoughts , when Araxes came 
bick to him again, and affured him he could not finde thefe women in the plgce 
where they hadleftthem, and that he had fought chem in vain all over the the wood, 
and along the banks of the River, Oreondates was exceedingly troubled at it, and refol- 
ved to feek them himfelf, when he had gortena little more ftrength, After fome dif- 
courfe whereof this encounter furnifhed them with matter enough, he rofe up,and go- 
ing out of the Garden return’dinto his Chamber. Affoon as he was there, he fent to 
know of Hippolita, ifhe might feafonably vifite che Queen her Miltrefle, and having 
had an anfwer,he went into her Chamber to wait upon her. He faid nothing to her of 
the fifpicions he kad concerning Oronres, for fear of aficting her,and of irring upa 
hatred again‘t him which already was very violent.He dined with her, fhe having defi- 
red him, ind after dinner fhe befeecht him to give her a little better knowledge of his 
adventures then fortune yet had favored her withall,hereupon the Prince made her an 
abridgmeat of his life, and though out of modetty he blemifhed the fuftre of his moft 
gallant ¢@ions,he fll'd her with an admiration and an efteem which made her confider 
him as fomething more then mortal, This recital was not fo fhort but that the wines 
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der of the day was fpentinic, and the cloth was laid for fupper, and lights brought in 
before he hadmadeanend, The Queen ravifhed with the wonders fhe had ueard, 
made a fhort meal,and being willing to requiteQroondates his freedom,who had made 
her a frank confeflion of the moft fecret paflages of his life, offered herfelf to givebim 
the relation of hers, with the fame truft and affurance. Oreondates teftified that he 
would receive that favour with a great deal of refpett, and having fetled hisattention, 
he heard the fair Queen begin her Hiftory :n thefe tearms,

Ith how great vertue foever afoul is fortified, human nature hath weaknef-

vidence from Hezven, it Ya hard for it not ro yield fometimes, and-give molt vi- 
Gible markes of frailty, cH paflions have gotten fach an Empire over it that it cannot 
without gre :t difficulty fhake them off, and if we fometimes win the victory, I hold 
it a much mote advantageous one , then thofe we obtain from foreign Enemies. I 
would it plerfed the Gods this were not fo greatatruth, and thacit gave me not 
matter fora dufcourfe which cannot choofe but be unpleafing. Itis not to be wondred 
at ifmy adventures are mingled with thofe of a Scythian, nor is it ftrange if ] recount 
them to a ‘Scythian Pringe, fince alfolama Scythian my felf, and.chat the firft ori- 
gjhal of the Amazons came from that very Scr you ought to command. Perhaps 
itis not unknown to you, but to refrefh your memory I will tell it you again in a few 
words, 

A Jong time after the fiege of Troy , two Princes of the Royal blood of Scythia 
Plinos, and Scholophites, being driven out of their Couptrey by civil warres, wandre 
up and down with their Troops many years , to feek a fettled abode for themfelves, 
their Families, and thofe that accompanied them, After divers tedious Voyages,they 
came into that ‘part of Cappadocia , whichis called Themifcira , and there upon the 
bankes of the Thermedoon having defeated thofe that oppofed their paflage , they 
refolved to put an end to all their Journeys , and to make their habitation an thofe 
pleafant -Fields, the moft fertile , and the moft delightful! of all Afa. They 
pur thar Defigne inexecution, and having made themfelves Mafters of the Country 
in,a little while, they extended their limits very farre, and by many Battels affu- 
red themfelves of an exceeding fp:cious Territory, Their Dominion maggtain’dit 
felf many years, but in the end their Enemies having drawn them into ambufhes, 
cue them all in pieces, The VViddowes of thefe valiant men, fucceeded them 

in Courage, aud being arm’d with an admirable refolution , themfelves defended 
the Countryes of their Husbands Conqueft, againit their Murtherers , with fo 
rye 1 Valour , that chey fent them back with loffe, and confufion, and made proud 
by that good fucceffe, they kill’d, or drove away all the menthat were Jeft among 
them, agd eltablithed that Monarchy of VVomen which hath lafted ever fince . and 
which as [believe, hath fpread it’s reputation over all the world, 1 willnot entertain 
you with their laws, but will only tell you, that having decreed not to fuffer any men 
amongtt them, they concluded a Treaty with their Neighbours , and by Vifits which 
they made upon their Frontiers, at certain feafons appointed for that purpofe, «and 
which | know not in what tearmesI can explain to you, they provided for the confer- 
vation of theit Kinde, Thefe words made the Queen blufh , but fecdling herfelf'a 
little fhe wenton, The Children that were born by thefe meetings, ifthey were males 
were either kill'd, or carried out of their Dominions , and the Daughters were care- 
fully bred up, their whole exercife, from their moft tender infancy, wasenly chat of 
armes , and to give them the greater facility in fhooting with their Bowes, they cut off 
-their right Brealt, from whence in proceffe of time they took the name ot .fmaxones, 
Having eftablith’d this order amongft themfelves, which ever fince hath been ae 
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t, they chofe two Queens, to whom they fabmitted themfelves, and while one 
n enlarged the bounds of their Monarchy by the Sword, the other ftaid at: 
eto goverathe Countrey. ‘The moft famous among the firlt were Lampede, and 
- Muartefia, who not content with the Territories they peaceably poffefs‘d, rais’d two 
mighty Armies, came a great way into Ewrope, fubdued a good part of it, ufurped. 
divers of the Cities and Provinces of fia, and conquered alarge extent of ground, 
which their pofterity fince hath not been able to conferve. Ortrera, and Antiopa, fuc- 
ceeded them, thofe two Queens againft whom Hercules made War, and whofe two 
Sifters he carried away, Aenalippa,and Hippolita, who afterwards was Wife to King 

Thefeus. é 

Ks thefe reigned that valiant Penthafilea, who was flaine at the fiege of 
Troy, by the hand of Achilles, and who as fhe dyed made her Conquerout fo 
much in love with her, I will not cell you che names of thofe that followed her , nor 
will I fay any thing of all that pafs’d among themtill the Regn of Queen Azinotea 
my Mother , who is defcended ina rightline from thofe gallant Queens I have fpo- 
kenof. She had but newly began her Reign, when fhee brought me into the world, 
the prefenely grew extraordinary tender ofme, infomuch that fhe would not fuffer 
my right Breatt to becut off, as fhe had done to all that were before me, whether 
it were that fhe feared the danger that might come of it,or that fhe defired to preferve 
my body from that deformity. 1 was brought up with wonderful care , and the affe- 
ction of the Queen my Mother, making her finde more beauty and gracefulnefs in 
me,then I really had ,caufed her to improve both with fuch induftry,as could not pro- 
ceed , but from fuch a paflion as hers: fhe defiredto have my manners form’dto 
fome fweetnefs and civilicy, and among the Martial fpirits that were infofed into 
me , the likewife made fome morality to be mix’d , and to the exereifes of the body, 
added alfo fome exercifesof the minde , able co purge it from thofe bloody humours, 
that were predominant amongit our Women, 

I grew expert and vigarous enough in thofe of the body , and by the toyle of hun. 
ting whenfoever I had any fpare time , and by the care of my Miftreffes, 1 became fo 
ftrong, and fo skilfull, chat when I was but 16. years old, there were but few women a. 
mong our Amazins,whom I could not difmount,and whom I was not able to inftru& 
either how to draw aBowe, or how to fighton foot , or how to ride an Horfe vigo- 
roufly. Thefe were our ordinary paffe-times , and upon the banks of the rapid 
Thermadon, we drew up Battalions every day, and kept upthat Warlike humour, 
which had maintain’d them for many Ages. The Queen my Mother bred me to 
that averfion againft men, which is general amongft us, and exhorted me daily, ra- 
ther to fuffer death, then to flacken any thing of our antient cuftomes , or fubmit my 
felfto that fex, which hath ufurped fo tyrannical an Empire over ours. I would it had 
pleas’d the Gods (great Queen) that I had followed chy counfels, 1 fhould not then 
have drawn Heavens anger upon me for my difobedience , nor fhould I have preci- 
pitated my felf into misfortunes, which I can attribute to nothing buctthar alone, 
T will not entertain you with che particulars ofmy Childhood , which are too triviaf 
for your hearing, ‘but 1 will pafle them over, and content my felf with telling you, 
that I had compleated my fifteenth year, when the Queen my Mother at her re~ 
turn from an Expedition, inwhich by reafon of my youth, I had not waited on her, 
prefented the valiant Orithiato me, a perfonofa ftature extraordinary amongtt us, 
ofa moft Martial Garb, and ofa moftexcellent Beauty. She was yet allarm’d, when 
the Queen my Mother brought her into my Chamber, and Ithought her fo hand- 
fome, that I found no difficulty in obeying the command fhe gave meto léve and e- 
fteem her particularly, 

This generous Lady (faid the Queen to me) though fhe was not born among us, 
yet having the fame inclinations , hath caft her [elf voluntarily into onr party, andin 
all the encounters we have had with the Cilicians , fhe hath foowed proofs of [uch an ad- | 
mirable valour , that I rooke her a long time forBelloria , whom J thonght the defence 

of her fex , had armed in our favour, In ony laff atlion fhe dif-engaged me froma 
throng of Enemies, where elfe I eee perifted, and fuccogred me in fo great 
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“Beevemity , that I cannot deny at-that I am indebted to her for my lifes foe inn 

. killed the moft valeantof all our enemies with her own band, and overthrew all tha 
any oppofition agasnft her ; In foort, foe hath begot in me fo much admiration , and for 
love, that wext tomy onely Daughter , fie foall ever be to me the deareff perfor inthe 


id. : 

eh ended thefe words embracing her , and by her example, obliged mero wel- 
come‘her with an extraordinary kindnefs. Orithia teceiv'd it with a great fubmiffion, 
and made proteftations of fidelity to me , in fo refpectint and fo civil tearms, that 
from thic very moment , I efteem’d her extreame worthy of the judgement che 
Queen had-made of her, ‘Lammoftreadily difpofed (faid Ito her ) to fecond the 
“Queens affeGuons with mine, aad to requite the vectue of this fair Stranger by alf 
the proofs the can defire from my friendthip.  Qrithia kneeled down upon one kuee, 
at thefe words , and kiffing my hand which 1 putforthtoraife her up : Atadam, 
(faid the ) 2 make avow never tobe but yours, and from this inftant I dedicate my felf 
unto youwith a paffion, which foal never end but with my life. 

She pronounced chefe words fo gracefully, chat I was touch'd by them with an 
affetion , and cafting my arm once more about her neck , 1 promiied her aneternal 
friendthip. Shee went out of my Chamber to put off her arms, and return’d thi- 
ther wichin a while after inher Womans apparel, in which (thought her fo lovely 
and fo wellfhapd, thatI gave her the advantage above all thofe of our Countrey. 1 
xenewed my -endearments at that fecond fight, and begg’d of her stor to leave us, in 
tearms which fhe accounted very obliging, O Gods! when Iremember the prote- 
flations fhe made to me ofeternal fidelity, arid the Oaths wherewith the accompa- 
nied thofe proteftations , Icannor fufficiently admire the patience of the Gods, thar 
fuffer fuch perjured Souls, without carting their loudeft Thunderbolts againft them > 
After I had given her all the proofs fhe could defire of the friendfhip the fued for 
from me, Ipray'd her to tell me who fhe was , and what Fortune , had brought her 
into. our Countryes. This new .4mazone having bethought herfelfa while what to 
fay, {poke to me at laft on this manner. 

“ Although you fee me now in the exercife ofarms,I have not been bred upin it,and 
‘that little valour the Queen your Mother exalted with more affe&ion then juftice, is 
‘rather an effect of my misfortunes , then of my nature: I amthe Daughter of the 
‘deceafed Prince ofthe Afaffagetes, and Neece to the King of Scythia, to whom our 
‘Province is Tributary : Death having deprived me ofmy Father in my very Infan- 
“cy, 1 was bred up inthe Court of Scythia , with the Princefs Berenice, and my Bro- 
thee Orontes , with Prince Orocndates hisCoufen, 1 {pent fome yearsin that Court 
* with pleafure enough, but the War between the Scythiaws and Perfians breaking out 
‘afreth, Prince Orestes my Brother , march’d along with the Prince ol Scythia, and 
“fearce had he begun to thew fome proofs of his Valour in fo early a youth, when by 
“the fall of a Bridge he wasdrowned in the Araxis, and all the fair hopes he had gi- 
“ven, were buried with him in the waves of thar River. I willnot trouble you with 
‘ the Difcourfe of my forrow for that dear Brother , °tis enough if 1 tell you, that his 
“Death made me Heireffe of the Province of the AZaffagetes, moved divers Princes 
“to cafitheireyes upon me. 1 hada natural averfion to men; butit was vifibly aug- 
* mented by the offer the King made me of one of his Favourites, whofe birth was ob- 
“fcure, and bis Perfon unhandfome. 1 received the firft overture of it as a mortal 
“injury, but che King who defired with my Fortune to recompence the fervices that 
‘man had done him, wasnotat all repulfed by my Denyal , butwfing his Authority 
“onthe behalf of that unworchy Favourite, commanded me abfolutely, to refolve 
‘to marry him. The forcing of me redoubled my hatred , andJ fhould infallibly 
* have rather chofen my Grave then his Allyance , whom { beheldas no other then a 
“deadly Enemy , and a Monfter appoinced eo devour me. I need not rell you how 
< many tears I'fhed, how often I caftmy felfstthe Kingsfeet, and how many im- 
“ptecations Tuttered againft histyranny , therecitalof thefe wouldbe as ufeleffe , as 

they themfelves were unprofitable. In fhort, ! faw my felf reducedto the cruel 
“neceflity of marrying a man, againft whom Thad a mortal averfion , but having 


‘ begg'd 
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1 affiftance from the Gods; :and-gall'dfor help from my owd'tpilirage, Tre 
. by flight to avoid the miferythar threatned me" and knowing my felfto be of 
-fonable {trong conftieation; Tdifcovered my fecretto nobody , but oneaf my 
Women , in whom I had perfe& confidence, and by whofe means [ Procuted’ faire 
“of Mans Apparel , fo getting away with her, the night before that day which was 
“appointed for my fatal Wedding , left 7fedon without any other défign, then that 
“of flying to the worlds end, but I would avoid the misfortune intended me. 
“went out of the Kingdome with a great deal of trouble , and incommodity , bue 
“by little and litele, 1 becameinured to the toylfomneffe of travel; and finding my 
‘ felf trong enough to bear arms, the general indignation I had again{t men, made me 
‘refolve to doe my uttermcit againft them, and to conquer the weaknef of my na- 
‘ture, to follow the incitements of my hatred, My knowledge that you were their 
‘imphicable enemies, made me take my Journey this way , and to abridge an unne. 
‘ceffary relation, after the wearifomneffe otalong Voyage, Larrived at the Arm 
“ofthe Queen your Mother. The Maid that came away with me from Ijfedon,, fora 
*fook me not , and except her company , Iwas left quite alone, . without fupport, or 
“acquaintance, if the Queen had nor charitably received me, andif, the Gods had 
“not increafed my Forces, to make me doe that great Princeffe fome confiderable 
‘ fervice, 

In thefe tearms Orithia recounted her adventures fuccinétly to me, and the Know- 
ledge of her quality obliging me to look upon her with more refpeé chen before s1 
began to ule her, asif fhe had been my Sifter, I confirm’d the affurances the Queen, 
had given her of our protection, and offered her our affiftance for the recovery of her 
inheritance, and to take fatisfa@ion for the violencethat had been ufed co her, She 
thanked me for my offers with very civil and paffionate expreflions, and protefted 
to me that her higheft ambition wasto {pend the remainder of her life withme. 7 
prefer that advantage (fad the } before the Province of the Maffagetes, nay, before all 
Scythia , and if my Princeffe difdain not my fervices and affettions, I will never part from 
her, bur tobe carried to my grave. 

Lanfwered thefe words no otherwife then with a thoufand kiffes, which T gave her 
with a great deal of innocence and affection » and having teftified that her company 
fhould alwayes be more dear to me, Lobferved more joy in her countenance, then the 
condition of her Fortune feem’d in reafon to permit : From thar day liv'd exceed. 
ingfreely, and familiarly wich her; the was lodgd in Chambers near'to mine > and 
the Queen prefently fetcied her a Family > and furnith’d her with all Servants necef~ 
fury. 1 fuwher everyday, and though at firft fhe exprefs'd herfelf with fome diffi- 
culty inour Language, fhe had quickly learn’dit, and {poke divers others fo Auent- 
fy, and gracefully, that her converfation was wondroufly delightful: We were al- 
wayes together at one exercife or other, and feeing her far more expert, then it was 
probable the fhould be , for the little time the had practifed them, T received inftru- 
tions from her, and admiring what nature had wrought in her in fo hort a {pace , I 
formd my felt by her example, ina profeflion I had ever ufed, Iwas alfo defirous 

to learn fome of thofe Tongues fhe knew, fhe taught me the Greck, the Perfian, 
and fome others which fhe {poke very pleafingly , and did it with fo much mildnefs, 
took fo much care to frame my minde and manners » and inall her a@ions teftified fo 
firm afriendthip to me, and fo profound arefpedt, that the won my heart infinitely, 
and tyed me co her with fuchan affeion , as yet I had not born to any body but the 
Queen my Mother, Within doors, cbroada hunting, and in alf our ord:nary paffee 
times, we were infeparable, and if fometimes I had been but a while without feeing 
her, iranto her with open arms, and gave her kiffes which the receiv’d with incon- 
ceivatle joy, and delight. If ithed not been avoided by herfelf, we had fien toge. 
ther, Loften propofed it to her » buc her notaccepting , hindred me from preffing ic 
farther, I declared to her the averGonI had againit divers ofour cultomes , and my 
refolution rather co lec the Crown fall to another Family , then to give it an Inheri- 
trix, by che‘ fhamefal wayes our former Queens had taken. Orithia approved that 
modeft incention, and confirm’d me init by reafons, which made me yet more in love 
with her vertue, : In 
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2p the mean time; whien we were hunting together, if fhe faw me obftinate 

purfuit of any dangerous beaft, fhe would withhold me gently , and when th 

being prefe’d home, turn’dto a bay againft us, fhe would cait herfelf before me , . 
expoling herfelf ro the danger of my fecurity, made me vifibly finde my lite was 
without comparifon dearer to me then her own. All thefe actions,together withthe 
grace wherewith fhe accompanied them , and her charming converfation, abfolutely 
maftred all my affections, and even made me foolifhly fond ofher, She liv'd on this 
manner a whole year among{tus, giving meno proofs of her fove, but fuchas were 
very innocent, 

In this interim our Neighbours mde many incurfions into our Territories, and 
we entred often into theirs, and inall thofe occafions Orithia fhowed fo many proofs 
of anadmirable valour, and of a prudence infinitely beyond her age, thatthe Queen 
my Mother gave her moft important commands in her Armies, and undertook no Ex- 
pedition of any moment , without her advice. I about that time began to go into the 
wars, and defiring to pifs my Apprentifhip with Ovithia, I never ftirr d from her fide, 
fhe was often troubled acir, and her care of my fafety hindred her from running on in- 
to dangers, as fhe did when fhe had no other life to look to but her own, the perpetu- 
ally ‘blamed the ardour that carried me into the thickeft of our Enemies, and though 
her commands often call’d her otherwhere, fhe would not move a foor from mee, 
and when fhe faw the point of any Sword or Javelin turn’d again{t me, fhe oppofed the 
paffage of ic, and neglected all the blows that were made at her, to break thofe that 
might have wounded me, Alas! dear and faithlefs Orithia, how welcome to me 

were thofe firt teftimonies ofthy affection, and how fweet is the remembrance of 
them til] astomy memory : Certainit is, thou forgotteft nothing that could be done 
to makethy felf be loved , and that thou livedft onely for Thaleftris , neither was the 
ungrateful to thofe proofs of thy affection, but gave herfelf fo ablolutely co thee, 
that Orithia, as fhe wasOrithia, could not defire any thing the poffefs’d not entire- 
ly. We had befieged Phryne , a City in Cilicia , upon our Enemies Frontiers, and 
our Rams had made arealonable breach , Orithia at the head of fix thoufand Ama- 
ons, prepared to affuule it : I would needs fight by her fide , and notwithftanding 
all her prayers to diffwade me fromir, I was obftinate in my refolution, that fhe 
was eonttrain’d to fuffer my company. She march’d through the midft of our Enemies 
Darts and Swords, with fucha fiercenefs as froze the hearts of the Tyojas, when 
“Minerva fhook their Walls, and with her dreadful Gorgon, carried terror, and death 
into their City. 

She went undauntedly up thofe ruines defended by valiant men , and defpifing a 
cloud of Arrows, and Stones that came pouring upon her ; fhe covered me with her 
fhield , and encouraging onr Women by her glorious example , in {pite of the refi- 
ftance of our Enemies, got tothe topofthebreach. We fought already at handy 
blowes, and I may fay without vanicy, that I had already flainfome , and given 
proofs of valour confiderable enough in one of my age , when I was ftunned either 
with the ftroak of a Club, or with fome Stone, and fell down at Orithia's feet with- 
out fenfe or motion, and certainly it was great good fortune, to fall fo nearher, fince 
that without her affiftance my death had beeninevitable. Never was Tygre/s when 
robb'd of her young , fo furioufly fenfible of her loffe, as Orithia was obferv'dto be 
by them that were near her , from whom I heard it fince, fhe flew with a great cry 
upon fome of the Enemies, who went to make an end of me,and fheltring me with her 
Body, and her Target, gave death to all that came near her, and having made a Ram- 
part of dead Bodies , which left her free room endugh, fhee took me upin her arms, 
and turning towards AZenalippa, one ofout women who commanded with her, Aze- 
nalippa , (Said the ) the Vittory is ours , take care to profecuteit, Ican neither fight nor 
live , unlefs the Princefs be in fafety. 

Acthefe words continuing to make way with her Sword , fhe came down with her 
butthen, through the paffage fhe had open’d herfelfbefore, and carried mee out of 
the Fight with fach impatiency, and fenfe of forrow,as fhe afterwards exprefs'd to me, 
andas only fhe wasable to reprefent, Affoon asthe had taken offmy Cask, the fre 
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ok, reftored me to my felf, and Orithie feeing me open my eyes: was like th, 

ve dyed with joy, as before the was with grief. Toblew'd the peas of joy aad 
_—@fF in it countenance, and defiring to aflure her , Tis nothing ( {aid I) my dear 
Orithia, was onely fell’d, and I need nothing buta little reft, Her face grew fettled 
at the hearing of thefe words ; but not being too confident of them, the look’d upon 

My Head, where fhe found no wound at all, by reafon of the Soodneffe of mj 
Head-piece which had defended me ; and chat fight compleating her joy, fhe tooke 
me in her arms,and carried me on into my Tent, where fhe laid me upon my bed, but 
all the way her face was firmly cemented to mine,anq I received kiffes from her, which 
might have made me know the difference there was between her affection and that 
ofour other VVomen, The Queen who witha good part of the Army, had conti- 
nued in Arms within the Camp to give Orders, and who had in vain, endeavoured to 
keep mewith her, no fooner heard the news, but fhe came running frighted to me. 
but finding me reafonable well, and knowing fhe was obliged onely to Orithia for my 
fafety , the made fuch dear expreffionsto her, as itis impoffiblefor me to repeat: but 
that valitnt Amazone, no fooner had {een me ina place of fecurity, and learned from 

our Chirurgions that there was no danger of me, but forcing her affedion, the left me 
and went back to the affaulr, from which no other confideration but mine could have 

been able to draw her, e 

Her prefence there was very neceffary,and the Enemies who by hef abfence,had re- 
covered hearr, loft it again at her return, and made but a vain refiltance againft her va- 
lour, and the new Orders fhe gave. Butas her return was fatal to them, fo likewife 
was it very profitable to them, and her mercy faved divers of them'frora the furyof 

. our VVomen, who would have pyt all to the Sword without exception, Orirhia op. 
pofed their intention fuccefsfully , and the credit fhe had already gained among them, 
made them flacken fomethingof their ordinary cruelty: VVhen the had fetthe Town 
infome Order , and had left Fite to command there, fhe came back to us, and 
found me almoft recovered of my blow; yet wasit incommodiousto me fora few 
dayes, and during the ftay we made atthat City , which the Queen entred the next 
morning, Ikept my bed continually. ° . 

I will not entertain you wish the relation of that Warre 3 as long as it 
fafted, I received proofes of this mature, from Orithia’s affection; but it being 
ended by an advantagious peace , we entred again into our own Territories » and 
took our way towards the Capital City, which asthe Province > beares the name of 
Themifcira. : : 

Tt was about that time Alexander invaded Afia, and as an impetuous.Torrent over- 
xan all thoft Provinces , the greater part whereof fubmitted to him without drawing 
Sword. Our Neighbours of Cappadocia, and Cilicia, yielded without refiftance, and 
voluntarily underwent that york which he impofed upon all the Earth, Alexander

The Queen my Mother knowing herfelf too weake to refit fo potent an Enéiny, 
meant to try gentle wayes, and fent Afenalippa , and Cl temneftrato him, to repre. 
fent, that his generofity obliged him to leave us ia our former Liberties » and not to 
imploy thofe victorious armes which had conquered all Afia , againtt feeble Women, 

° Alexander receiv'd our Ambaffadors with much ci vility, and having told them that he 
had no intention to trouble their quietnefs >» nor our Lawes, he turned his Forces ano- 
ther way, and entred notinto our Countrey.” The Queen was extremely glad fhe 
had diverted that ftorm, and the had taken that courfe by Orithia’s advice , who. 
had acquired fuch a reputation amongft our Women , that every body confidered 
her as anextraordinary Perfon, and by the fweetneffe of her manners and converfa- 
tion, fhe had fo gained the hearts of the whole oare ; that fhe was both the delight 
and admiration of ic. : . : 

Shee had Leen near upon two years amongft us, when from her natural lively. 

neffe, the fell into a deep melancholy. She did all fhe poflibly could to difguife 
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it, but it was quickly tobe perceived in her countenance , which wasfo vifib: 
red, that “twasno longer in her power to diffembleit, the affection I bore her 
me one of the firftrhat took notice of it , and having often vainly attempte® to lev. _ 
the caufe, I did all chat poffibly I could to divert her from that fadnefs, Imade 
meetings of our gallanteft Ladyes, whofe eonipeany, might have been capab:: to 
_charm part of our difcontents , J made hunting Matches, and Journeyes of pleafum 
upon the Jris, (which is one of the moft delightful Rivers in the world, and which 
wafhes the Foundations of our Walls ) races, and combats on Horfe-back for exer- 
cife and for diverfion , but her melancholy was not at allabated by them, andI 
clearly found, that only her affectionto me , made her comply with us in thofe our 
afs-times. - 
: We were together one day inthe Gardens ofthe Palace , accompanied with fome 
of our Maids, who out of refpe@, kept at diftance fromus, our converfation was 
for a whileabout indifferent matters, and our Difcourfe being at laft fallen upon her 
melancholly : Orithia (faid 1) it 4 impoffible I foould longer diffemble the canfe Ihave 
to take a thing ill from you, if you loved me fo well as I doe you , I know you would 
wot conceal from me the canfe of your difcontents , and if I dare fay more, among ft 
us you world not be fenfible of any. This fadneffe in our company , vifibly demonftrates 
an abatement in your affcttion , “nor bwmve you fo much carfe tolove your own fricnds , but 
that among perfons who love you fo dearly , you might finde wherewithal to comfort your | 
fulf in their abjence. If it be the loffe of your Estate that afflifts you , you kpow you are 
Miftrels of ours, and that Ifeall be never more joyed , then when I foall be able to foare 
mine With you. 

Orichia after a deep figh, fixt her eyes upon my face, and ftriving to retain fome 
tears, which would -have burft forth with violence ; the replyed: ‘ You aretoo 
* generous, my fair, and my too dear Princeffe, tg make fo ill a judgement of 

_ ‘my thoughts, and to fufpeé& meof a bafeneffe unworthy of your affection. I 
‘ nae the Gods once more to witneffe , that itis without comparifon more dear to 
éme, and more, confiderable then all the Empires of the Earth, and that foritl 
© would forfake my neareft Kindged, my Countrey, and that Life it felf, which I have 
* given entirely to you. After this proteftation exempt me from taking new Oaths 
“to affure you, that it is neither the abfence oF my Friends , nor the loffe of my 
“Fortune , thae troubles the fweetnefle of the retreat , which I have found under 
* your protection, my fadnefs hath more lawful! , and more glorious caufes, and 
©to make a naked confeffion to you of it, know it proceeds onely from my love to 
‘you. 1 love you, my fair Princeffe, with an exceffe worthy of you, and my 
« affeétion is accompanied with thofe tranfports and difquiets , which ufuilly fteaf 
‘away all joy, and difturb repofe. I dye when I am from you, and I confume 
*when I am withyou: I think youlove me too much , and yet I think you love me 
© not enough, and my Soul in thefe continual troubles, hath loft all its tranquil. 
1 Of 
 Grithia had faid more , but that] interrupted her with my kinde indearments, and 
though I found fomething that was very odd inher Difcourfe , yet was it fo obliging 
to. me, that Icould not forbear cafting my arm about her neck, and embracing her 
ftri@ly a good while. 
she repaid my kiffes with more fear and refervednefle, then fhe was wontto doe; 
and getting foofe firt from my embraces : Dear Orithia (faid 1) if what you 
“sell me were a truth, I foould be as melancholy as you, fince I may proeft truly 
to you, that my affettion yields not at all to yours , and themethe Queer my Mo- 
ther is mot more dear to mee, then your felf, and yet it produceth quite contrary 
effetts in mee, and I finde fo great a contentment in loving you, and being loved by you, 
that if your fadnelfe did not affli® mee , our affettion would canfe nothing in mee 

Me joy. * * , 

* © Alas! (replyed Orithia) how different are our Fortunes | Know, Madam, that 
*ds not my prefent faffering that occafions all my forrow, but myfo.elight or the 
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e that plunges me into this‘teadly melancholy, °-You. love fhe nw, and 
vethen I deferve ; nay even as much asI could with; but alas / this affe@ion, 
— which gives me an imperfect happinefs, frees me not from my fears, and will with-° 
‘out doube forfikeme, when J fhall ftand in greateft need of it; you will cea to 
* love me when my affection fall be truely knownto you, and Ifhall ceafe to live, 
* when you fhall ceafe to love me. 

She made an end of thefe words with much adoe, and fixing her eyes upon 
the ground with fome kind of fear and confufion, remain’d a long time in that 
polture, without lookingupon me. But being defirous to draw her out of a dit. 
truft which grieved me, Ay dear Orithia (faid1) J cannot gucffe a. the caufe of your 
Sufpicions, nor do I kasw what proofs you have of my inconftancy, that you foosld appre~ 
hend {uch ftrange effects of it. Ilove yor really as my felf, and if it be in my friendfhip, 
that you eftablith your happine{s, live in affurance that you foall be ever happy, fince I pros 
teft to you by the Afa;: (ty of the gods that kear us, the affettion which Thaleitris bears you: 
Shall aever end but with ber life, 

Orithias Countenance clear’d up a little at this difcourfe, yet not fo much, butthat 
Tfound fhe was not quite cured of her apprehenfions : Iwas preparing my felf to 
drive themaway by new affurances, when the Queen my mother came into the 
garden, and broke off our converfation, We had afterwards, divers times, the 
fame talke, or fittle different, and by a-thoufand teftimonies of my friendthip, 
Tendeavoured to take away chofe jult difquiets that tormented her. The promiffes 
I made to love her eternally wrought fome effect indeed, and often rais’d her 
out of that deep fadnefs in which fhe had feem’d buried, but there ftill remain’d 
fome trouble in her mind, whereof I could not divine the caufe, fhe received my 
kindneffes with more fear and refpect then formerly, and no longer gave her {eif 
thofe liberties the was wont to take. Sometimes when I embraced her, and with kiffes 
conjured her to be merry for my fake ; “Ah ! Madam (would the fay ) 1am un. 
‘worthy of your cares, and of your favours , let this culpable Orithia die, who 
“betrays you, and abufes your goodnels, and your innocence: I rob you, of fa- 
*vours I hae not deferv’d, and I ought togive account for them, as for a'thef, 
‘which 1 unworthily am guilty of, to the faireft, and beft PrincefS in the work, 
i underltood nothing of all thefe words, and I fear’d often, when I heard her 
fpeak them, that her melancholy began to diftraé& her. This belief caufed in me 
avery fenfible affliction, and made metake recourfe to all the inventions that might 
divert, or prevent the misfortune I apprehended. The Queen, to whom fhe was 
very dear, as fhe ought to be, in contideration of her good qualities, andofthe 
fervices fhe had done her, was extreamly concerned in her trouble, and every day 
offer’d her whatfoever fhe was able to contribute to her contentment. The chief 
of our Ladies, whofe hearts fhe had wonderfully gain’d, ftrove in emulation of each 
other to chear her up, but all their cares were to no purpofe, and all of them 
having in vain attempted ir, at laft the fatal hour came wherein I was to be un- 
deceived, 

Neer to the gardens of our Palace thereisan exceeding high wood, one of the 
faireft in all Capadocia, which feparating it felf to the very banke of the river Zris, 
is one of the moft pleafant places to walk in, that 4(a affords, there are a 
great number of faire, fpacious alleys, and in little by-turnings where one may 
infenfibly lofe ones felf, are private arbours, with feats of green turfe, and little 
bankes of the fame, where one may lie down fheltered from the heat of the fun, and 
notbe interrupted in their retired thoughts, . 

Twas one day in this Wood with my maids, and having walked a while upon the 
banke of the river, I went afide with Hippolits, the deareft of them all, and the 
very fame you fee now here with me. Ientred by chance into one of thofe pathes, 
that led cothe fecret arbour,and having followedita while, when I was neer one 
ef them I heard a voice interrupted with fighes and fobs, and’ drawing .a little 
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‘hearer, 1 difcern’d to be Orithia’s, who thinking her felf not overheard by 
body, in fuch a private place, complained in a very pityfull manner. I was 3, 
of thac encounter, and beleeving 1 fhould thereby learn the true caufe of herat- 
fii@tion, I forbad Hippolita to come any further , not being willing fhe fhould 
hear the fecrets of thatdear friend, though I had never concealed my own from 
her, When 1 was alone, Iwent forward gently, and without making any aoife 
till came clofe to the arbour, and peeping through the boughs that grew about it, 
Tfaw my dear Orithia \aid along upon one of thofe green bankes, holding a han- 
kerchief to her eyes, wherewith fhe wiped away. the tears that fellin great ebun- 
dance. ii : 
This objec touched me deeply with compiflion, but much more, when after 
having continued a whilefilent, the begin to {peak again inthefe termes, ##hy doef? 
thou deferre any longer, miferable wretch? and what dooft thon hupe for yet from heaven, 
_ but that death, for which thy mind onght already to be prepared ?, lofe that life 
really, which thon yet haft only lof? inthe opinion of the World, ard be no longer obffinate 
to firive againft thy deftiny , thou mayeft yet die with the friendphip of ber thou loveft, and 
af thou defer thy death till after the knowledge of thy deceits, thou wilt certainly die with 
her anger, and her hatred; and inftead of the rears, which foe now Would give unto thy 
grave, thor wilt carry nothing with thee thither but her imprecations. While Ori- 
thia {poke thefe words, her back was coward the entrance of thearbour , and not be- 
ing able co marke her actions well enough, in the place where I was, I flole in- 
fenfibly to the door, where in the pofture fhe then lay, fhe could not difcover 
me. There tobferv’d her more heedfully, and after many fighes 1 heard her go 
‘on thus,” was it neceffary, O Gods! was it neceffary, you foould raife fo many im- 
pofibilitics againft my happinefs, and that you foould oppofe the Lawes, -and pow- 
ers of a whole Adonarchy againft the prefervarion of my life 2 for ia foort, what can 
Lexpe? what vain hope focver I flatter my felf withal, that which I love is too pure, 
and tao perfect, tomake ufe, to my advantage, of the immeodeft cuftomes of her country 
and befides, 1 live her too well, to feck my fortune by thofe wayes , and foe Ilove, luves 
her {elf too well, to overturn for my fake, the conftitutions of a Munarchy, which has 
Subfited fo many years, andto forfake a {cepter, for an unknown, and adeceiptfull O- 
rithia , “Die then, miferable wretch, die, and make Thalettris fee that thou cusbraceft 
death, rather then the occafions of offending ber any more ; thy blood (hall wafh away part 
of the crimes thon baft committed againft her, and fhe without doubt will pardon them, 
anhen fhe remembers tho dyedft to give her reparation, 1 underitoodalmoft nothing 
_ by thefe words,though they put me into ftrange fufpicions , and yet I was fo troubled 
at them, thar contraryto my refolution, 1 could not forbeare making a little noife. 
T know noc whether it were that, which withdrew Orithia from that dialogue with her 
thoughts, but fhe turn’d about, and cafting her eyes toward the door, difcovered me. 
Zam notable to reprefent her confufionto you ;, being got up, fhe began to look 
upon me, and obferving in my countenance as much amazement as appeard in hers, 
the beleev'’d I had heard all that fhe had faid before Icame, and that fhe had infalli- 
bly difcovered her fel, This beliefmade her grow pile, and tremble {tom head to 
foot, with actions of a perfon quite befide her felf, fhe neither durft look me in 
thefice, nor ftir from the place where fhe ftood, and keaping her eyes faft upon 
the ground, remain’da long time in a pofture that teftified her furprife, and her irre- 
folution, At laft fhe broke her filence, and unmoveablenefs, and cafting her felf 
of afuddenat my feet, redoubled my aftonifhment by that a@tion , I was already 
fetdown upon one of thefeats, and beholdingherin that condition, I had neither 
Thrength to raife her up, nor courage to aske the caufe ofwhaitlfaw ; buc fhe drew 
me ont of that perplexity, when without liftingup her eyes to me, Atadan { faid 
the ) it hath pleas'd the Gods that my deceipt fhould be at laft difcovered, and my happine[s, 
thongh bat animperfett one, has inthe end begat an envy in them. This miferabl> man, 
whom they faved frons the waters, was to perif by a more noble deftiny ; and that deazh was 
0a commen for a perfor whom they referved to fuch extraordinary fortunes, I aus i 
* : oy oe smpostor, 
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Impoft r, 1 am a Deceiver, I have abufed your goodnefs , with an impudince that de~ 
ferve no mercy, and I fubmit my felf to the rigour of thofe Lawes,’ which Jour fex 
_—ath cflablifoed againf ours, you may take revenge upon the Brother , for the Sifters. 
Treachcries , and punifo the true Oxontes , for the crimes of the falfe Orithin. Tami 
that Prince , equally happy and unfortunate, faved {rom foipwrack, to end his Life more 
Slovisufly at your fect, and too proud of his fate , fince he revived from an ordinary death, 
encly that he may aye for love, and that of tae fairgft and moft Lovely Princeffein the world, 
I implore not your goodneffe here, toobtaina pardon which Ihave not deferved, the Gods 
are my Witnelfes, that I nolunger love alife which begins to difpleafe you; and I pretcft 
alfo before them, that I wid not abate any thing of my affection to yor , though yon prom 
nounce the fentence of death againft me. This\ovely Impoftor faid many othet words, 
but I gaveno ear to them, and was fo {eiz’d with char unlook’d for declaration, that I 

had fearce any fenfe or knowledge remaining. : 

. Inftantly all my thoughts ran coward revenge, and my refentment laid the cheat 
thar had been put uponme, before my eyes in fo lively colours, that coud not buc 
break forth with violence : All the favours he had ftoln from me, all the fimiliarl- 
ties { had innocently granted him, came thronging into my memory , and making 
a mixture of fhame and anger, kindled in my face a colour like fire,and in my minda 
deadly wrath, yes, wrath, fhame, and defpite, joymd all together to trfnfport me 
to the ruine of that Deceiver, and made me believe! ought to expofe him to the 
rigour of our Laws, and with his blood wath off the injury he had done unto mine 
innocence, . 

In thefe firft motions, after having looked upon him with a threatning eye, ‘ Tray- 
‘tor, ( faid I) thou fhaktdye, and fincethy Treachery issvithout example, thy Death 
‘fhall ferve for an example, to all thofe ofthy fex, who fhall attempt to put that 
© Tyrannical yoak ag:in upon ours, which we fo nobly have fhaken off. Hopefor no 
‘ mercy ftom her thou hait fo unworthily offended ; and{ince thou halt bafely abufed 
“ that innocent affection I bore to thee, dye for the reparation of a Crime , which all 
‘thy blood cannot wath away. : 

The feigned-orirhic, while I Spoke thefe words , continued {tit upon her knees, 
and affoon as I had ended them : Yes, Afadam, ( replyed the, with an affured 
voyce) I willdye, and I value that death above the Empire of the Amazons. "Tis 
no {roall vecompence to Orontes, for the fervices be hath done you , to have the, ba- 
nour ta dye for you, and I proteft to you by thofe {cir cycs , which will light me 
to my grave, I dye fatisfied , fince for the reparation of the offence I have committed, 
I give you a life that never was but yours. Onely, Adadam , if the remembrance 
of that affettion which you juftly accufe me for having unworthily abufed , be not cri- 
minal in your minde, I conjure you by the blood I am going to fhed , to receive it for 
the expiatron of my guilt, and not to preferve any hatred ( after my death } to kim who hath 
pene offended the Prince[s Thaleftris , but allo who to fatisfie her, dyes for the Princeffe 
Thaleftris, . 

While he {poke on this manner, I made fome refle@ion upon the fetvices he 
had done me, and upon the proofs which with fo much hazard he had given meof 
a moft pure, and perfect affection, This confideration mollified me alittle , and 
his conftancy of his laft words added to' the grace wherewith he accompznied them, 
made me flacken fomething of the ftriGnefs of my firft motions which had deftined 
himio death, andmade me believe could not without ingratitude and inhumanity, 

‘Actitice a life which he had fo voluntarily givenme , and which he had often fét at 
nought for the prefervation of mine, ; 

Ins! fe laft thoughts I caft mine eyesagainupon him, and forciag back fome fighs, 
which hindsed the courfe of my words, °I will not take thy life, (faid1 ) Vgiveit 
“to thofefervices I have received from thee > and I leave it to theremarfe ofthy own 
© Confcience, which fhall revenge me for the offence thou haft committed, Liveto . 
“repent thy Crime, but live fo far from hence , that J may never fee thee upon our 
‘Territories again,

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_ Having faid thus, T sofe from the place where was fate, and went oui of the 
Atbour fo troubled, thatl knew not whatto do with my felf. Ttookno heea vhat 
| became of Orontes , and going back to the place where 1 had left Hippclira, it was uuz 
long. before Ifound her again : She prefently obferved an alteration in my counte~ 
nance “atid having asked me the caufe , “Ah! Hippolita, (izid1) whatQrange 
“news have I to tell thee, but ftay till we beinmy Chamber ; 1am now fo befide 
* me, that I am not ableto tellthee. 6 7 
“This Wench was very difcreet, and had fo perfect a confidence in her, thac I was 
wont to difcover my moft fecret thoughts to her, aud indeed that which was befaln 
me was important enough to be concealed from every bedy elfe, and the life of Oron- 
tes wasin too manifefta danger, if he had been known by onr other Women. After 
that thé reft ofmy Maids were come to usagain, 1 went back toward my Cimber, 
whither I wasno fooner come , but having commanded Hippoliza to bid every body 
withdraw, I related my Adventure toher. She was wonderfully furprifed acic, 
and. bore the fame part in that misfortune fhe was wont to bear in all things thar 
concerned me, yet the having naturally a great deal of goodneffe , and the feigned 
Orithia having taken much care to gain her triendfhip , fhe deplored his difafer with 
wore thay, begot fome pity in my felf,, and took the liberty to accufe me of fome in« 
umanity. 

At fk t wasangry with her, and wich fpecious reafons juftified my ufage of him, 
but in the end comming to remember all the actions of that counterfeit Amazon, 
and’reprefenting to my felf her graeefulf-(hion and her excellent qualities, Iwas 
carried away to fome complyance with Hipnlita’s Dilcourfe, but} could not per- 
fwade: my {elf to repent waat I had done, yetdid I atleaftincline to fome compaf- 
fion of that Prince his misfortunes, and to great deal offorrow for my own, which 
had conftain'd me to banifhaPerfon for ever, whofemeritand former fervices had 
wrought in mea ftrong inclination. : 

Wee fpent the reft of the day in thar entertainment, and the night following 
I was coffed with great difquiecs, this accic ent ie matret enough to caufe 
them, and the day began to appear , before’ had’ ever clofed my eyes.

Thefe words which the Queen fpoke in my orefence , began to touch my

to bed, Hippolita delivered me a Letter, which fhe had receiv'd from one of Orithia's 
Women, whom of all about her the crufted moft, 1 judg’d inftantly chat it came 
from her , and would not have taken it , butthat wes perfecuted by Hippolita, who 
was abfolutely refolv'd 1 thould fee the lait marks of the affection ofa perfon that 
had {0 perfeétlylov'd me, Iwas forced to yield to her, and affoon as Iwas inbed , I 
zookit, and breaking it open, | read thefe words. - 
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Madam, 


1 Depart, as you have commanded me, and with your fight , I forfake 
this Countrey, from whence you have banifhed me for ever: 'Tis not to 
avoid death; that 1goe away, for I fhould have runne boldly to demand it of 
the Queen, for the punifoment of my crime, if I could have died in that 
manner, without interefing you in my death ; the cane of it would with- 
out queftion have-broken forth, and yw would have received diff leafures 
by it which would have afflagfed me more fenfibly then death it fi T goe 
therefore to [eek it far fromesbence, and to free the Earth from thet am- 
bitions Orithia, who by the f hegaacd of her crime, hath merited your. in- 
. dignation 5 nor could fhe, how ever, have refifted that remor{e to which . 
you gave her over, and which would juftly have punifhed her, for having 
troubled the tranquillity of your foul, I begge of the Gods to refbore it you ' 
forever, andto conferve it as entire to you, as I have and will unto my. 
rave, thet palSon which leads me thither, by its violence, by your will and 
3 the knowledge of my fault, Inthe mean time, moft divine Princeffe, 
if the prayers of one fo guilty may be receiv’ d by fou, Soffer me yet once again 
to implore your pardon for the offence I have committed, and at the ex~ 
treamity of my life, to cMjure you , not to hate the memory of a perfon 
whohath offended you, onely in loving you, andwhohath lov'd ‘you, onely with 
the moft pure, and perfect affection, abeart is able to conceive. Grant me 
pt acta gencrofity, as I give you my life with jo) 5 and if the fault 
the guilty Orithia, come fometimes into your minde, remember tha if 
e was too blame, “twas raler through love, then malice, und that th 
foe was imprudent, thoughfhe was pre{umptuons, yet was foe ever faithful, 
and died as fhe had lived yours, :

T know not howto is a to you, Sit}with what motions my foul was touch- 
ed, at the reading of this Letter, but certainly tenderneffe and pity never proda- 
ced more fudden, nor more powerful effedts in an heart prepoflefs'd with anger,’ 
and refentment, then they did at that time in star Tlet the Letter fall upon ny bed 
3 an 
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-dnd looking upon are without one word, 1 fet forth my forrow by m filence, 
and by fome tears, which I could not poffibly retain, Then it was that On biare- 
ptefented her felt unto my eyes, inher moft lovely thape, and if to banifhul fe 
thoughts that argued for her, I fancied her to my felfas that prefumptuous Ovintes, 
who had malicionfly deceived me, and abafed my favours, and my eafineffe, thee 
wouffreturn withina moment into my memory, asthat charming Orithia, who had 
expofed her felfunto fuch manifeft hazards, to fee me, and to ferve me, whoina 
frorm 6f blows had faved me from a death, which without her help had beenin- 
evitable , who by her valour had.reftored me the Queen my Mother, who bya 
thoufand a@tions of chat nature, had heretofore won rry heart with a moft abfolute 
Empire, and fora conclufion died for me, and died witha refignation anda fidelity 
which the rigour of my ufage had not been able to fhake. 

O Gods ! how fenfible was thisremembrance to mee, and how nearly did that 
confiderarion touch me / I took upthe Letter again, and reading every word of 
it over and over diverstimes, 1 fuffered my felfto be infenfibly carried away into a 
compaffion very little different from that which is called Love. All that Prince his 
good qualities, and all che proofs he had given me of his affe@ion, appeared unto 
me then with fo much advantage, that it was impoffible forme to defend my felf 
both againt che grief for his misfortune, and againft the birth of chat paflion, for ” 
which I fince have fo much fuffered. 

In fhort, Sir, if I lov’d him as Orithia before, I began how to love him as 
Orestes, and could neither finde ftrength enough in the confideration of chat 
“yertue I had propefed. unto my felf, nor in that of our Laws, to refift the vio- 
lence of my defliny. I Spent the night in crugll agitations, and if 1 went to fhut 
my eyes, in hope that fleep would give fome se to my difquiets, Qrantes 
came prefently into my imagination, with that gracefulneffe which accompanied all 
his actions. ‘ : oe 

It a8 not just (me thought he faid ) Thaleftris, thar you fhould enjoy a repofe, which 

* you have robbed me of | fe ever, awake to think upon this unfortunate man, whom you have 

“yuined ; remember that Ihave forfaken my Countrey, my kindred, and my life it felf 
to love you, that Iiave witneffed my love, ‘by proofs, which ptrhapps have no example, 
and that for all my reward you have banifhed mee from your fight for. ever , If you 
will be quit with mee, and capable of that fleep you feck for, restore me the yeares, 
awhich with fo much peril of my life Ihave {pent in your fervice , put your felf 
again in the condition you were mpor the breach of Phryne, and into fo many other 

| dangers, from which my ualour alone hath delivered you , and in foort, if you can 
pofible, make all that is paff, never tohave been, and you fhall be free front that remorfe 
to which Ileave the care of revenging me, and with which I may more juftly threa- 
tenyou, then you canme, — * 

This Difcourfe {eemed to argue inceffantly in mine ears , and my grief making 
my fancy work eaceoning rote ts Ipafs'd from this gought to amore difmal one, 
and imagined Orontes either dead, or dying for me, 

Behold, Thaleftris, (faid he, inmy minde ) behold the brave effett of thy cru- 
elty, I could not live after the fentence of death thou didft pronounce againft mee, 
and my own hand hath freed mee from thofe miferies, to which thon inhumanely 
badft condemned mee. See the happy conclufien of a Love full of refpelt and fidelity ; 
and (eeghe worthy recompence of the fervices I have fo ey. and fo difercetly ren- 
dred thee. ° 

* In thefe thoughts and entertainments I pafs'd the whole a and the next morn- 
ing I was fo ill chat I could not rife alltharday. Imade no difficulty to truft Hippe- 
dita with my difquiets, andwith the birth of my affection. That difcreet Wench en- 
deavoured tg. comtort mee, and to banifh from my minde thofe thoughts which fruit- 
fefly afffigted mee, She reprefented how unprofitable thofe reflections were , and 
though fH took Orontes his part, her belief cli the mifchief was then paft remedy, 
made her ufe all attempts to put him outof my remembrance. The Queen my Mo-

her cc me to fee me inbed, and being her felf deeply aftli@ed for the departure, or 
ofs of Orithia, fhe thought it not ftrange that I was fo fenfibly grieved: : 

z fpent many days in ftriving with my {elf to banifh that fad remembrance out of - 
my minde, andto thac end diverted my felf with company, hunting, exercifés, and 
all che paft-tumes, which formerly had been able to charm part of my difcontents, 
but I no longer found the fame vertue in them , and wherefoever I was,or whatfoever 
I did, the image of Orontes was {till before me, and by his reproaches troubled the re— 
pofel vainly fought for. ‘ mae r 

Sometimes when I was alone, or accompanied only by Hippolita, after having 
long ftruggled with my difquiets, “Ah! Orcares, ( would I cry ) notwithftanding all 
* che caufe thou haft to accufe me of ingratitude, ifmy thoughts were known to thee 
“thou wouldit without doubt be fatisfied, and thou never defiredft moré affection 

~*fromme, then] now have granted thee. Butalas! how fruitdeffe is both my af- 
“fection, and my repentance ; thou wilt never return into this Countrey where thy 
* fervices have been fo ill requited, and perchance thouart no longer ina condition to 
“be fatisfied with either of them. 

I never ended thefe kinde of fpeéches without fome tears, andthat long War T 
made again{t my forrows, and againft myremorfe, wrought 4 very great alteration 
in my humour, and inmy countenance. I will not detain you longer, Sir, in the tedi- 
ous recital of my difquiets, I had {pent many moneths in this courfe of life, when 
my grief received a fatal furchafge , and had’ not yet dried up my tears for the loffe 

__ of Orithia, when the death of the Queen my Mother gave mee a fad occafionto 
pour them forth afrefh. That good Princeffe who fodearly lov'd me, was taken a- 
way in che flower of herage, and a fudden, violent Feaver, robb’d me of her in the 
fpace of eight days. : 

I will not trouble you with particularities of her ficknefs, which had nothing re. 
markable, bnt will only tell you, that a few hours before her end, having fent for 
me to her bedfide, and alledged fomeyeafons to comfort mé for her loffe, fhe gave 
me inftructions to rule by, and conjared me with the moft ardent intreaties her affe- 
tion could furnith her withall in that laft period of her life, never to permit that our 
Laws fhould be violagd, and to perith for the confervation of that liberty, which 
our predeceffors had obtained fy their fword, and which till then we had fo conra- 
geoufly defended. 1 anfwered her onely with my tears and fighs, and within a few 
moments after I had receiv'd her laft embraces, I faw her fhut her eyes for ever, This 
remembrance interrupted the fair Amazons difcourfe, and caufing her to thed tears, 
obliged Orsoudares to {peak fome words of confolation to her, bnt within a while. 
after being a litcle fettled, fhe went on with her ftory onthismanner. . 

Imake you judge, Sir, ofthe greatneffe of my affli@ion, and will not fpend time 
in painting it forth unto you, fince the greatnefs of my love to fo gooda Mother, may 
give youfome knowledge of it, I didallthar the weaknefs of Women makes them 
ufe to doe in fuch like encounters, Iwept, Itore my hair, and was for many days 

incapable of comfort ; but in the end, my grief wore away, with time, reafon, and 
the perfwafions of my friends, who defired me toleave off my lamentations, to take 
fome care of govarning my fub jects. 

I was folemnly Crowji'd,and receiv’d power over that Scepter, in a feafon when 
my youth and paffiors made me incapable of any over my felf. I began my Reign 
with tranquillity edough, ahd I was willing according to Orithia's counfellggto fwee- 
ten the harfbziels of our Lawsa little, and take away. fromthem that Ych of fa- 
vagenefs ychich they had. 1 forbad our Womento kill any of their hildren, 
and commanded them only to make them be carried away among the Cappadocians,or 

“other of our Neighbours, and to change them for daughters, if they found any op- 
portunity. I ordained, that thofe men who by Tempefts or any other accidents were 
caft upon our Territories, fhould not be ill ufed, and that they fhould onely be made 
to go forth of them again, without receiving any other injury. ote +

" Zaltred many other things inthe feverity of our Cuftomes, and put a mild :r Face 
upon my Government, then icwas wont to have under the Reign of former Cneens, 
I caus’ our Towns and Sea-Ports to be fortified, our armsto be well kept, ana our 
exercifesto be continued with great affiduiry. Our Women became more a@tive and 
more courageous, then ever they had been; and finding in me (asthey faid).a ftrength 
and vigour above my fex,they grew warlike by my example, and divefted themfelves 
of all their weaknefles, to acquirea true valour and fortitude. ‘The time I had to 
fpare from thefe imployments, was {pent in reading, or in other exercifes of the 
minde, and a good parcof it was given tothe remembrance of my dear Orithia; 
I reprefented her to my felf fomertmes as Orithiz, fomerimes as Orontes, but always 

"asa perfon infinitely lovely ; and infinitely beloved of mé,*. 

My dear Oxithia, (faid] fometimes ) why didft thon anager unto mine eyes, but asa 
flaps of Lightning, and why did the Gods prefent thee unto the unfortunanie Thaleftris, - 
onely to take thee from ber fight for ever ? But ( {aid Lagain) eruel and imprudent 
Thalettris, why didft thon banifh her thy elf, whom now thou vainly bewailef? ? Or ra- 
ther, why doft thon vainly bewail the want of that Which rhow haf loft only by thine own 
will ? : 

I difcourfed often, with Hippolita upon that fubje@ , and bringing into our tafk all 
the a@ions of that feigned Amazon, which were the mokt ca pable to have made us dif. 
cover her, we admired at our blindneffe, which had lafted for fo long atime. It is 
true, that Orontes had lived with fo greata modefty and fo great warinefs amongft 
us, chat jt was not eafie to know him for a man, and befides, that deceipt was no- 
thing fo difficult amongft us, as amongit other Women ; and chough I have wondred | 
to fee fuch like difguifes in Hiftory, asthatof Achilles among the daughters of Zyco~ 
medes, there was no fuch caufe of wonder iat us, in whom that Martial pre- 
fence, and humour, which might havedifcovered the truth of his fex, amongft o- 
ther women, was as ordinarily found, as amongit men. This wasitthat favoured 
the deceipt of Orontes, who in the .fiercenefs which accompanied bim in fight, in his 
words and in hisadtions, had nothing that was not common in our Women. The 
real affe@ion I then bore him was fo fettled in my heart, that-if [had not yet re- 
taind fome care ofa reputation, which contrary to ay and CTuftomes I was 
refolv'd.to keep inviolable, Ifhould have fent Hippolita to feek him, with chargé to 
bring him back to me, if the were fo happy asto finde himin Scythia, Befides this 
confideration, I was withheld by the difficulties, or rather by the impoflibilities I 
met with in the ftate of my affairs, fince I could not think of taking Orontes for my 
husband, without forfaking both the Empire, and Countrey of the Amazons, who 

“for my ‘particular intereft would never have confented to the loffe of their Liberties, 
and oftheir Cuftomes. Thefe reafons made me take patience in my misfortune, and 
turn all my thoughts tomy ordinary imploiments, and to the care of my Govern- 


ent. 

I pafs’d a whole year without other troubles then thofe of my mind,and with much 
More tranquillity ia my Dominions then in my heart. Tat my coming to the Crown 
had confirm’d the Truce, which the Queen my Mother had made with the Cilicians 
our Neighbours, and our ufual Enemies. Neobarzanes had been their Governor 
under Darius, and having oflate followed Alexanders party, he by him was con- 
firm’d’ in the abfolute Authority of that Kingdome, and in as Soveraign.a power, as 
if he hag been lawful King of it, That ambitious man*defiring to enlarge his Con- 
fines,, any’ extirpate us Women, who had always held him play, and often put him 
tothe y took the Field, and invaded our Territories with an Army of thirty 
thoufa n: They at firlt made fame progrefs upon our Frontiers, and defeated 
ome of our Forces, whem the Truce had made fecure and negligent, but within a 
while after being fare down to befiege one of our Cities, they gave me the leifure to 
raife.an Army as ftgongas theirs, Imarch’d ftraight coward them in good order, 
‘and with great diligence, and they no fooner had the news, but they rais'd their fiege, 
and advanced tomeetus with Colours flying. The Armies met in a prin, which 
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is ber weeri the Jris and the Thermodoon, and having heard that Neobarxane} had given 
the-Command of his left Wing to his Brother 7+/aphernes, ‘a man who by his valoug. 

‘iad acquired a mighty reputation in War, and kepr tile right Wing for himflf , I 
followed hisexample, and giving my left to A¢cizalippa, 1 took the right my felf, chat 
1 might encounter Tifaphernes, whom! believ’d much more dangerous then his Bros 
ther. I was not deceived in my expectation, fox at the thock of the two Armies, Ti- 
faphernes and 1 charged one another, and having broken our Javelins withont ef. 
fet, we began a combat wi -h our Swords, the tight whereof would have been plecs 
fing enough, if we had been dermitted co continue init, bucthe throng having parted 
us, we*ran bothtoour Commands, J will not weary you withthe reletion of that 
Bartel, it was fufficiently bloody, and the Victory was difputed by the death ofa 
great number ; but in the end it provedours, and the Enemy loft the Field, with 
fifteen thoufand of their men, bur not wichouz having flainfeven or eight thoufind 
of our Women , and wounded many ofchereft. The night bindred a more general 
defeat, and the next morning by break of day, theCilizians finding their lofs dif 
encamped, and drew off from us, the incommodity of our hurt VVomen, and the 
fuddenneffe of their departure, kept us from hot purfuing them; we nevertheleff= 
march’d after them, and falling oiten upon the Rear of fuch 2s were cut behinde; we 
accomp.nied themto their Frontiers witha great deal ofexecation, While we were 
in doubt whether we thould enter into their Territories after them, intelligence came 
to us chat they had received a fupply of centhoufand men. This news hindred ug 
from pifling farther , and mtde us ftandupon our Guard , and Neobarsanes and Ti.” 
(faphernes were fo pufft up withic , thac within chree dayes after they prefented us bat- 
telagvin, Some of our Women to whom riper years had given more experience; and 
more fear ofdznger, were of opinion we ought to reftife 1, the more courageous de- 
fired it, and {held pire with them , and hada mindeto decide the bufines bya-gene- 
ral defeat, The ground -inforced me to divideour Army into three Bodies , and I 
gave the third to Clitemneftra. Affoon as the appointed day appeared, the Armies 
were in Batralia , and march’d towards one another with a great deal of eagerneffe. 
The day was very &ir,and the Sun fhining upon cbr Arms made the two Armies a gal- 
lant fight , but itwas quickly changed, and ali che beauty they had in their drawing 
near, Was inftantly loft in horrour, and in the blood that was fpilt, 

My Narration would be too long, if I fhould defcend to the particulars of that 
bactel, but I believe that never was any more bravely fought,and chat animofity never 
produced more ftrange effets. All che Squadrons were mingted pell mel, and we kil. 
fed one anocher without order,and without pity, when Tifcphermes knowing me ogain, 
made way with his {word to come to charge me, nd affoon cs he was within hearing, 
I pray thee (cryed he) det us fimifh the Combat we began at the former battel, and let us 
withdraw out of this crowd, that we may end it without hindrante,and withon: advantage. 

Tanfwered him onely with my head , and making hinta fign to follow me, I puron 
my Horfeto the place where I fiw the freeft room, He came courzgioufly after me, 
and when we were got out ofthe thick multitude, feeing me turn about, he ftruck 
me fuch a blow uponmy head, that he beat down my creft, with the plumes that coves 
red it, and perceiving me a little dazled , he went to redouble it, bac Iruth’d directly 
upor'him, and luckily finding the defect of his Curafs, 1 ran my Sword up co the hilts 
in his right fide. Tifapherncs tell dead wich che wound, but he was ate! own, and 
my Sword free in my hand,when I was cbarg'd behind wich a ftroak whictiGvas like to 
have laid me among the Horfes feet. I clapt fpurgto mine, and facing about toward 
him chat had ftruck me, | faw Netbarzanes himfelf,who to fuccor, or revenge his bro- 
ther-, fell upon me witha great many of h'smen, fought him out in the middeft of 
them,ind aiming my Sword at his very eyes, gave him fuch a terrible thock,that [fet 
him befide bis Saddle, and made himgumble under the feet of his Followers, They got . 
round abvut him prefently, and fome of them helping him again on horfeback,the reft 
came pou.ing upon me with exceeding fury ; Thadthen beenina great deal of dan- 
ger , if 2Zenalippa had not refcued me with fome of her Troops , and the phew 
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drawing up-theirs within a very fhort {pace, the moft dangerous, and bloody. *rvice 
rovedto be there, - We fought fo obftinately , that both Armies weie almoft a.fea- 
ted, but though the Victory according.to probability was more likely to have been _ 
« theirs, we obtained it at the laft, ‘with the death of above ten thoufand of our Wo- 
“men, That greatloffe did fo exafperate me againft Neobarzares and his Soldiers, thac 
I wasblindly obftinate inthe purfuit of chem: trueitis, that I difdained all the reft to 
fizjupon the perfon of the Chief , and by killing or taking him Prifoner, to decide our 
eternal quarrel. This defire made me fall in eagerly am ong the run-aways , and not 
w#confidering chat Iwas followed by butfew ofmy Avs, ons, Lingaged my felfina 
Wood, where Neobarzanes had rallied part of the Cayairy he had left, found my 
errour when I was inthe middeft of them , but ‘twas too late to help it , and the Ene- 
my having difcovered the fmallnefs of the number that purfued them, made an hale, 
and inviron's us on all fides. Imay fay without vanity, that we in that occafion did 
all char valiant and defperate perfons could do in fucha like encounter: I made part 
of them that oppofed me fall at my feet, and getting to Necharaanes in fpite of 
them, Idifmounted him a fecond time, but he was inftantly taken up by his men, and 
our tefiftance ferving only to exafperate them againft us, they charg’d us fo furioufly 
oneyery fide, that all our Women were flain upon the place , and my Horfe being kil- 
led’with a thoufand wounds, left me upon the ground at the mercy of my Enemies, 1 
expected nothing from them but death, and I fhould certainly have receiy'd it, if Neo~ 
barzanes had not commanded them to take me alive. They prefently went about to, 
“do it and it was impoffible for me to hinder them, fo chat after having vainly defend- 
ed my liberty, I was taken, difarm’d of my fword, and tyed upon anhorfe, which was 
prefentlpfent away, for fear I fhould be refcued by the Troups that were left behind, 
they-earried me away with fo much fpeed, that within an hour 1 was brought to Phrine, 
the fame City which before we had taken by the valour of Orithia, and which the 
CHicians had afterwards recovered from us. There it was that Necbarzanes gathered 
up his run-aways, and fhuc himfelfin with them , though the place was not yet very 
well fortified , but he knew our broken Forces were not ina condition to befiege it, 
nor to attempt any thing upon his Territories without freth fupplyes. This confide- 
ration made him refolve , there to expect the event ofthat War , that he might give 
Orders upon the Frontiers, till more ftrength came to him from Tharfis. Judge, 
Sir; of my griefand fhame to fee my felfin the power of my moft cruel Enemies, and 
of the imprecations I uttered againft fortune that had fuffered me to fall into their 
hands, and not to perifh inthe fight wich che valianteftof my Women. Ibegan ro 
deplore my captivicy, with the faddeft words my forrow could bring forth, when I 
was led before Neobarzanes , fome light hurts | had which they youchf{afed not to 
get drefs'd, nor 1 to defire that favour, nor co hope for any from them aiter the lofle 
they had fultain’d. Affoon as Neobarzanes {aw me, he could fcarce forbear revilings, 
and the remembrance of a brother whom he dearly loved, and whom Vhadkilled 
before his face, was fo powerfully renued in him, that he was ready to have put mein- 
ftantly to death, bur having caft his eyesupon my face, he found fomething there 
- that mollified part of his anger , and reltrain’d the impetuoufnefs of that fury which 
cartied him headtong to my deftruction. Yet could he not fo well contain himfelf, 
but'that looking upon me with eyes fparkling with wrath , The Gods , bloody woman, 
(faid he ) have delivered thee into his hands , whom they have déftined for the Revenger of 
thy Cradelties , and if the death of my dear Brother , and of fomany thouf{and of my Sol- 
diers , which eryes for vengeance againft thee, cannot be fatisfied with that of one Woinan, 
I fall at teafe have this fatisaction to punifh the Head {or the crimes of the whole Bady, 
and to appeafe my Brothers ghoft by the blood of her that deprived me of his. 

I heard thefe words without being terrified , and having look’d a good while upon 
him witha difdain that might have incenfed hig more, I replyed at Jaft without be. 
ing moved , ‘ Lexpet¥ed neither favour, nor good ufage of thee, ( Neobarzanes and 
“1 fhould think it a fhame to receive that from thee which thou never fhevedit to any 
‘body ; doe ‘not believe thou canft afftighe me with thy threats ; Fortune the ot 
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© defsthgu adoreft; and who puffs upfuch empty fouls, neverhad any Efapire over’ 
« mine, and can neither dejectit, nor fubdue ic to thee , thou alone art guifcy of thofe -- 
~ cruelties with which thoureproacheft me. [have defended my Territories, which 
* contrary tothe Law of Nations, and thy promife given, thou unjuftly didit invadés; 
* and if thy brother, and thy foldiers have fallen in thy quarrel, they died like valiant. 
. ‘men,and have received that punifhment for thy crime, from which thou freed’ft thy 
<{-lfby flight, Thefe words were enough to redauble his fury, and carry him to ex. 
creamities againita perfon whe braved him, and injured him, though a prifoner. But * 
chat little beaury wherewith fo: 1e had flattered me, upon which he caft his eyes with 
moft bafe, and guilty defigns, iufpended his anger, and hindred it from breaking forth 
with violence, but not him from anfwering witha fharp and dangerousfmile. yee 
will fee whether thy conftancy Will hold cut to the end, andif thou wilt be as conragions in 
rhe certainty of thy death, as thou art iv the expettation of a pardon, which thou vainly ho- 
pelt for, by reafin of thy fex. Though he fpoke thefe words wich a cholerick voice,hee 
call looks at me which were fufficient to make me doubt his violence, and command- . 
ing me to be taken away, he had alfo the carc to give order that Chyrurgians fhould 
be fent co drefs my wounds, I was carried back into the Chamber,which was given me 
for my prifon, andthough my Captivity caus‘d as much grief in me, as acouragious 
hear was capable to feel, fome remainder of that defire which we have naturally for 
life, made me give way to the care that was taken ofmy wounds, Affoon as I wasin 
bed, they were fearch’d and drefs’d, bur they were fuch flight ones, that the Chirur- 
gians did not doubt but they would be healedina few days, 1 wasnota little con- 
firmed in my belief, that Neobarzanes his anger was aflwaged when 1 faw women 
fent to waitupon me, from whofe fight Ireceiv’d much confolation, That wasthe 
thing 1 had moftdefired in my misfortune, and | feared nothing fo much, as to fee 
my felfamong men, whofe converfation1 was not ufed to, and from whom I ape , 
prehended violence. The fecond day of my Captivity, 1 learn’d from the Women 
that ferved me, that they did not believe that Neobarzanes would put me to death, 
and the third chey told me he had fent to enquire after my health. AsLhad not been . 
terrifiedby his threats, fo neither was touched with that alteration, and I refolv’d 
for the worft events a Captive could expect, except the lofs of my honour, for the des. 
fence whereof J determined to fuffer death, ifany boty fhould go about to affaulr ie. 
The fair Queenwas in this part of her Story, when fhe was interrupted. by Amin 
tas, who came to fee her wound , Thaleftris put forth her arm, and after he had drefs 
fedit,and affured her of a fpeedy cure, the fet her Self in her former pofture,and went: 
on thus with her Difcourfe, _ ag 
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& HE ufagel had received from Neobarzanes , at the beginning of 
my captivity, began quiekly to alter for the better , and the wo- 
* men, that were appointed to wait uporme, began to ferveme 
with very great diligence and refpect. Neobarzanes fent often 
to fee how 1 did, and when my wounds permitted me to leave 
fey Ty bed, he came himfelf into my Chamber, T was furprifed 

= at that unexpected vifite, ‘and ifI would have followed my firft 
9 motions, I had given bim a reception, which without que- 
ftion would have kept him from coming any more’: butcon- 
fidering the power he had over me, and how’ much his former behaviour might be 
excufed by the death of his Brother, and the loffe of his Army , I believ'd itfor me 
to receive him as.a matt that repented his having ufed me ill, though his pretences 
*for it were fpecious enough , and as-a man whom I ought not to exafperate, if I 
had defired to fecure what it was in his power to take from me by violence : Thefe 
reafons obliged me to ufe him reafonable civilly , which without doubt confrm’d 
his evil intentions, and that paffion which had mollified him, and which brought 
him then into my Chamber. When he had enquired after my health , and was fet 
down by me : Medam (faid he)* I doubt’ not but you are much offended with me 
for my firit ufage of you, and that you fill keep fome refentment of your ill welcome, 
and ofethe threats which my grief made me utter againft fo fair a Queen, ‘and one 
worthy of « better fortune, and of 2 betterreception, but your goodnelffe will pardon 
thofe trarfports in a perfon, who by your héfte have loft a Brother ( who was ex- 
tremely dear to him, and whom vertue made very confiderablego the whole world, ) 
and (bythe hands of your Souldiers) an Army of forty thoufand men, the Relicks 
whereof can hardly be perceived within this City; you will without queftion have fome 
regard to fo lawfull an anger, and will judge ofthe caufe that fuppreffes it, by my for- 
getting fo great, and folate offences. ”Tistrue the blood of my Brother , and ofall my 
Souldiers, demands fome {atisf@ion from me , buta force more powerfull then nature 
or reafon of State, forbids mee to give them any to your difadvantage, and difarm’s my 
rage, af-er having difarm’d my heare of alf that could defend itagainft you, I think 

. this knowledge is fificient to make you underftand my inclinations, and I cannot 
Mm -- declare

declare them better then by reprefénting co you that they diveft meof thofe of nature, 
and of my moft tender affections, nor can more truly teftifie that] fove you, then in 
‘ofing for your fake the remembrance of what I lov'd moft dearly. Think not this 
Declaration flrange, ‘1 know it is:a Bifcourfeto which you have not been acculomed, 
but we-daily fee greater changes; andif you had-faffered the accefs of men, yon would 
doubtle& have engiged them: in that paffion which hath made me-abfolucely yours, 
you hate their onfy, becartlé you know them not, and “twas an irregular caprichio of your 
Pfedeceffors , that deprives you of the fociety the gods haye eltablifhed, and by which 

d for which; the world fablifts, You mayéf you pleafe ma. ‘¢ fome refic ion upon what 
Thave faid , and ifamotig’men whom you have alwayés {hu in’d , you can finde any one 
worthy of your affections, be pleas’d to caft youreyes upon me , who have given you 
mine firtt, with an exceeding great refpe@., end a moft sbfolute Efmpire. Tem nét 
able, Sir, to.exprefs how much | was incened at this Difcourfe, and how much I refented 
» that Captivity :which ‘conftrain’d me to fuffer it, if I had been at fiberty , 1 would 
shave ‘punifhed that infolent Fellow with my own hands, and would have mede him 
feel thac force to the purpofe, of which he had twice had experience to his fhame. 
bat 1 had too many reafons,to moderate my fury, fo that 1 fuffered it not to rifeto thae 
extremity; and I ac chat time had prudence enough to diffemble‘part of it, bur not 
power enough over my f.ce to keep it from being inflamed with a colour like fire, nor 
over my congue to hinder it from replying fharply : Remember Neobarzanes that lam 
a Queen, though I°be your. Prifoner, and that if the chance of War hath given you 
fome power over my body, my minde is fillin itsformer liberty, and does no way 
patizke in the changes'of my Fortune, This firft knowledge you give me of men, confirms 
me in my intention of hating them , if you perfevere in yours ; and this freedome you 
take to a Queen, whom her difafter hath brought into your hands, isa {trong obftacle 
againtt phat elteem ofthem,, youdefire to workinme, therefore give over an unpro~ 
fitable.sare ,‘and a more unprofitable affection , and believe] fhail value you asmuch, if 
ie ufe your Fortune generoufly , as I fhall defpife you, if it encourage you to unjuft 


berties, and fuch as you* cannot. give your felf without unworthinefle. Though 
Neobarzanes ‘was. ung with this anfwer , yer did he not fhow himfelf much moved at 
it, and after haying continued a while filent , he orely replyed, I doubted you would 
mot receive this fick overture of my love without fome difpleafure , but I alfo hoped that 
- time might *fweeten the fharpneffe of your firft motions, and make you finde that I may, 
without offending you, or abufing the power I have over you, make youan offer of 
my affections, Time ( faid { , shall never make me lofe my firft refolutions , nor canit 
doe any thing to your advantage , but by fuch ufage as is due to Prifoners of war of 
my quality. If you are my Prifoner of war ( anfwered Neobarzancs ) 1am your Prifoner, 
of love, and if you ufe me with any favour , I fhall no longer confidew you as a Captive, 
but as thefovereign Miftrefs of my heart : Ufe me ( replyed¥ tartly ) as Thakfris; who 
within thefe few dayes hath conquered youin two fet battels , and who by the defeating 
of your Forces, hath thewed herfelf capable of another entertainment then that of your 
loves. Necbarzanes was touch’d with thefe words, and anfwered me with a {mile 
mingled with fome fharpnefs : You are capable both of War and of Love, and will make 
both, if you follow the courfe of your Predeceffors , how. great averfion foever they 
have expreffed in their government ye men , they have not conférved chémfelves 
without them, nor were you born youg felf without their afliftance. This repro: ch made 
_ me bluth for fhame , and confirmed mein the diflike of chat ill cuflome which neceffity 
had introduced among{t our women , whereupon | fhew’d Necharzanes that I refented 
it, by thefe words : If my Predeceffors had done amifs, 3 will not imitate them, end 
though I were fo bafe as- to follow their evil cuftomes , or fo imprudent as to abolith 
their good ones, and fubmit my felf toa man by lawfull wayes , I fhould never make 
choife of Neobarzanes. Time (replyed he, rifing up) will infpire you with other 

thoughts,. and mitigate that cruel humour , which ill becomes fo fair a Perfon: J give you 

Ieifure therefore to confider, and to reflec upon the condition you are in end upon 

what you doe defpife. HeTtaid not for my anfwer , but making a low congie went out 
of my Chamber , having frft recommended me to the care of che Women that waited 
: i on 
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on mee. Iremain'din an anger; which ix would be very difficult for. hee to defcribe: 
and of all chat day, I could not digelt the words he had faid, nor tis. teptoncha? 
of our cultoms, This remembrance wrought fo ftrong an averfion in mee, that I 
thought it impoffible:for mee to endure his company a fecond time, and I. {ettled my 
felf in the refolutiosiof dying in his hands, cather then to oblige him by the teat ‘fy- 
vor, or by the leaft word, from whence he could draw any advantage. The women 
that ferv'd me already bore mea real affeGion, and were not fo tied to Necbarzanes 
his interefts, but chat theyus’d all their endevors to give me fome confolation. 1 con 
tinued five or fix daies with wut his coming to fee me, and I employed them in be- 
wailing my misfortune, asm‘ ch as. my courage could fuffer me. Have Tthen ( fiid 
J, when I was prefl'd with the violence of my grief ) banithed my lovely, and my faith- 
ful Orontes, to receive Neobarzanes ? and have J fo illufed; and fo ill requiced vertue, 
handfomenels, and fervices, to recompence vice, uglinefs, and feurvie ufage ? Ah! if 
our Laws were to be violated, fure it would be in favour of Orontes, and not of Weo- 
barzanes, This heart which defended it felf, and that too inhumanely againft the 
charms of that lovely ee is. proof againft the perfecutions of a Parbarian, nor 
need it fear a fecond affautc, having efcaped the firft + let that cruel man arm himfelf 
with whatfoever rage can produce, he fhall finde this foulin an unfhaken fear, and 
fince my cruel deftinie forbids me to give my felf to my dear Ovithia, both Neo- 
barzanes, and all men living fhall affaule it bu in vain, Difcourfes, and thoughts of 
this nature were my ordinary entertainments, and though 1.bore my Captivity with 
moderation enough, that remembrance often drew both fighs and-tears from me. - { 
fometimes queftioned my women, and endeavoured to learn of them, if-our_Amazxones 
did nox attempt fomething for my deliverance,or if Weobarzanes did not think upon fome 
treatie for my liberty , bur whether it were that they knew it not, Or Were enjomed fi- 
lence, I could never get any information from them, “ag he 
Some few daies after, Necbarzanes came to me again, and affoonashé had faluted 
me: Well Madam ( faid he ) have you thought upon our lat Difcourfe, and haye you 
flackn’d any thing of that feverity whieh makes you difdain my affections ? Weo- 
barxanes(anfwered1)-in what conditions foever you fee me, know that nothing is 
able to fhake my refolutions, and that you ought to hope for but little fatisfadion, i 
your pernicious defigns ; not, but lam enclined to peace with you, if you will make 
lawful. propofitions, nor ‘would 1, *torecover my liberty ; 4 realonable tréatie, 
which may refettle our Territoriesin that quietnef$ you have difturbed’; but if you 
have any other thoughts, banifhthem for ever, and hope for nothing from a courage 
which misfortune cannot deje&. 1 hope ¢ replyed Neobarzanes ) chat you will hearken 
to reafon, and co the advantage of the offers | make you , but hope for no liberty Tha 
leffris, by any other treatie, then by that which I propofe, and confider that I neither 
ebufe my fortune nor the power I have over you, by making propofitions which would 
be advantagious to you, though in | soap liberty : You are not ignorant, Madam, 
thitin my affection to you, I may feek for help by all manner of waies, and that 
the death of my Brother, and of fo many thoufand of my men, doth fufficiently difpence 
with me, if I have not thofe confiderations which are due to a perfon of your quali- 
ty, and freesme from the reproaches1 might’ fear, for having ufed violence to a Cap- 
tive, who is ftain’d with blood that was fodeartome. But Madam, to teftifie that 
_ my love to youis full of areal efteem, I will only fue for yours by lawtul means, and 
Twill forget you are my Prifoner to make you my wi e; by this alliance we will | 
unite our Provinces, we will give your women lawful husbands, and abolith cuftoms 
that are enemies to Nature, and detefted both by the godsand men, to live in a more 
reaforable fociety, andineverlafting tranquility. IY knew very well, thac anworthy 
man made not chat_propofition out ofany efteem he had of me, nor out of any fence 
of vertue, but chat finding advantages to himfelf, by che alliance he offer’d me; which 
he could neither hope for by my death, nor by ufing violence, he was fallen upon 
that thought, not being ina condition, after fo gteatloffes, to profic any other way 
by having taken me, nor co conquer a Country, (hich I had not:feft defticute of 
petfons able to defendit againft him, And indeed, I receiv’d that ‘motion. with the 
: Mm 2 ° | feorn: 
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fgorn'it deferved, and looking difdainfully uponhim: Think not. Nesbarenses (faid1} ~ 
‘ghac my imprifonment hath fo far abefed my heart, as to find any advantage inthe 
offers you makeme. I ama Queéa-bybirth and verte, both of them are Wanting in 
thee,and thou art indebted to tortuie,” and to the goodnefs of D ar ive for that greatne fs 
-which thy-bafe fubmiflion to Alexander-hath fince conferved , "Tis nor for thee our 
laws fhallbe abolifhed , andifthe gods ( continued I witha figh) had fo decreed it, that 
alteration was referved for another, not Neobarzanes. He was fo netled with this 
anfwer, that he fate a long time without reply, witneffjng his irrefolution by the di- 
_ vers changes of his countenance , but in the end, afte having dartedan angry look 
‘atme : Well, well, Zhalestris ( faid he ) fince you ditiain my offer, difpofe your 
elf to Citisfie me-by other wayes, this fhall never be propofed to you again, and you 
may be «ffured, I will no longer neglect the power I have over you. He pronounced 
“thefewords witha chundring voice, znd went out of my Chamber, without giving me 
the leifure to reply. ; 

Iwas fo enraged at this Difcourfe, that of a longtime was not capable of any rea- 
fon , but.J pretently recovered my ordinary refolutign, and that inviolable défign of 
dying for the defence of what he threatned ; the women thar waired on me, gave 
me counfel to mollifie him, and diffemble part of my thoughts, which I difcovered 
with roo much fharpnefs , they reprefented..to me, ui by thar fiercenefs, I fhould 
without donb ftir him-up to the violence I ought to apprehend, and that by managing 
hint with more dexterity, J might perchence bamfh thofe pernicious defigns : I 
efteem’d their advice very.prudent, and fometimes was minded to follow it, but effoon 
as that barbarous fellow: prefented himfelf betore me, as he did every day, 1 had 
amuch 2doe.co,gefteain the motions of my anger, andof my juft difpleafure. “Yet did 1 
diffembleshém now end then, and fuffered his perfecutions a whole month withont 
driving*him:to extremiry ,; fometimes.he flatter’d me, from flatteries he often 
faba en but bis threats and flatteries were equally unprofitable. When he wes 
falfy affured of that, and had loft all hope of fatisfying his defires by gentle means, he 

-refolv'd upon the violence which he had tillthen deterr’d, and coming intomy Cham- 
ber with thatintention, he had made fignsto my women to withdraw, and when he was 
alone with me, having eied mea while with a wandring look ; Itis no longer time 
Thatefris (faid he) to diffemble my laft intention, I am weary of fuffering a pain 
which, Lean remedy my felf, and of fuing vainly co her whom1 can compel to fatisfie 

~ me.I have made you offers, which you impridently difdained, and 1 will offer 

-you nothing now, butthe choice of death, or of my love. Though thefe words fur- 
prifed me extreamly, yet was I not at allindoubr what anfwer 3 fhould recurn, but 
looking upon him with more fcorn thenever: Thy threats ( {aid ) cannot terrifie me, 
Iprefer death before thy affection, and all manner of tortures before that fatisfa@ion 
thou demandeft. Since thou defireft death ( replied he ) thou fhalt haveit, and fay- 
ing’ fo, he rofe up , and drawing a dagger which he wore concealed, he lift up 
his arm to ftrike it into my breaft. Notwithftanding 1 was very indifferent in matter of 
life, yet was it not fo odious to me, as to give that Monfter the contentment of ta- 
king it away, and remembring that I had cried his ftrength before, 1 flew upon him,and 
with iny left hand topping hisarm, whichwas up to fabme, 1 with my other, which 
was free, caught hold zbout his middle, and after fome ftrugiing laid him on the floor - 
quickly wrung the dagger out of his hand, and was prefently in a condition to tear 
away his infamous life without any difficulry, but that bafe wretch who lov'd it 
mote then I did, was affraid of lofing it, and begg’d it of mee wih yprd’s, which 
fafficiently teftifed the meannefs of his Spirit ; although he was unworthy of that 
merce, thought him alfo unworthy to receive death trom my hands, and irtantly 
making my felf Miftrefs of my juft refentment, Rife cowsrd (faid I ) thou deserveft 
neither death nor pardon from Thalefris, and therefore fhe will givethee neither, 
but-leaves theea life which fhe cannot, without difhonor, take from {uch anone as 
thou-art , thou kneweft before my ftrength was above thine, and thou fhalt know 
now that my goodnefsis equal to thy bafene&S. Necbarzanes made me no an{wer atall, 
but caftigg down his eyes full of thame, and confufion, he went out of my Chamber 
: . and 
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and left me Miftrefs of the daygér Thadwrefted from him : if I'had been in another 
eftate chfs adventure would have afforded matter of laughter, and there was caufe enough 
to deride a man, who .fo weakly attempted fiich highEnterprifes, but the condition 
Ywasthen reduced to, made me infenfible of ahy diverfion, and would not falfer ‘me 
to draw any joy, from the difgrace of that deteftable villain, nox from the advantage I 
had over him. The women that attended onme, who came running at the noife, and 
who were witnef§ of part of che bufinefs, believed that Weebarzanes would have fome 
fenfe ofthe mercy Thad fhewed him, and that without doubt he would be touch’d 
with afavor he had fo lit’ ledeferved , but I ‘knew his bafenefs too well, to expect 
any good from him, andi, was rather for my own fatisfaGion, then for that hope, I 
bad let himlive. J remain’d three or four days without feeing him, or hearing from, 
“him, and I began to believe there might be fome amendment in him, when Iwas fur- 
prifed with the accident 1 am going to relate, and reduced to very great extremities, t 
wasin my bed, where I tafted that little repofe my difquiets would faffer me, when 
two hours before day, T was awakn’d by a dreadful noife in the ftreet, I aske my women 
what the matter was, butthey were’ as ignorant of it as, and my windows were fo 
praced, thar-there was no poflibility of looking out to fee, while Lwas in fome trouble 
by reafon of thar noife, which ftill redoubled with horrible cries ; I heard a loud 
knocking at my door, the firt blow was followed with many others, which made 
me finde they had an intent tobreakit open. Iwas unwilling to be caught in bed, 
and cafting a loofe coat haftily about me, [leapt into the floar, and prefently laid 
hold of Meobarzaves his dagger, peing refolv'd to defend my life, or mine honour to my 
lat breath : Scarce was I gotten into this pofture, when my Chamber door was 
besten open, and by the help of certain watch candles, which I alwaies kept burning 
by night for fear of fome fuch furprife, [faw Neobarzanes comein with his fword drawn, 
accompanied with a great many of his Followers in the fame equipage. I ftraight- 
way doubted of his cruel intention, and in ‘a moment confirm’d my elf in the 
refolution I had taken, Affoon as ‘he peréeiy'd me, Thaleftris (cried he“with a 
tetrible voice )I muftdie, fince my hopes are dead, and fince | lofe thee and my felf, I 
will keep thee from laughing and criumphing ac my ruine; He had hardly ended thefé 
words, when he flew directly at me, and without giving me leifure to reproach his 
ingratitude, after the merey I had fhewed him, he made a thruft at me, which had 
tun me quite through if Thad not bowed my body to avoidit , I efcaped that danger 
Rooping fuddenly, and ftriking up the point of bis fword with the dagger I had heldin 
my hand, | madeit flip over my fhoulder, and running underit, I feized upon the guard 
with my left hand, and with my right, I {tabb’d the dagger into his brett unto the ver 
hilt: That perfidious wretch fell dead at my feet, and his fwotd remaining in my hand, 
Tfet my felfto difpute my life againft thofe that were come along with him ;. they alf 
turn'd thei points upon me, and made me fee they meant to revenge the death of 
their Prince by mine, the two firft that advanced, I quickly laid at the feet of their 
Companions, and made them judge that though 1 was but a woman and in my fmock, 
they Should not effect their purpofe without difficulty , I retir’d to che wall, that T 
might not,be affaulted behind ; and thofe cowardly villains making a half circle 
about me, began to prefsme fo furioufly, that 1 utterly defpaired of fafety: Idefended 
my felf neverthelefs, like a wild bore again{t fo many hounds, and fometimes rufhing 
forward at thofe that were more eager upon me, I made them flie back to the other: 
fide of the Chamber, and gave them both terror and death it felf, in the middeft of 
thirty foe that environed me , but in the end, my refiftance would have been 
unprofitable, and feeling my felf wounded in divers places, I alfo found my ftrength 
eg-nto faile me, andchatT prolong’d my deftiny but in vain, when we heard a great 
noite upon the ftairs, and fawa great many come in arm'd, whe charging thofe bafe fel- 
lows that were about me, prefently gave fome of them what they deferved ; the 
Lesder of them did the greatelt execution, and ftriking no blows that were not mortal 
quickly cover’d the Algor with blood, and with dead bodies : when they had made 
themfelves a paflage to come to me, Courage ( cried one of my Defenders ) Courage, 
Madam, youare delivered, and your enemies art deftroyed; being very well a gr 
wit! 
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with, that voice, I prefently knew to be my faithful Hippolira’s, and Loon obferv'd 
they. were my Amazones fcom whom | received that affiftance. When I faw my felf fo 
wea hiccoured. 1 felt my forces redouble, and defiring to havea fhare in my revenge, 
1 joyned my felf'to my valiant deliverers, and with them finifhed what they hed fo 
courageoufly began, all our Enemies loft their lives, and our Amazoxcs (among whom 
Thad already difcover’d A¢:nalippa, and many others) were fo exafperated againtt them, 
thac they gave no querer, My Chamber was thera {pe@ecle full of horror ; and the 
blood which Aowed on all fides, in which one might fee a great number of. bodies fwim 
whichhad newly expired, or were yet expiring, was able t> firike fear and terror in- 

tothe moft refolved mindeés. _ : 
“After chis execution, my gallant refcuers took offall their masks, and embraced my 
kneesone after another, wich words and ations which vifibly exprefs'd the ardent 
_affe@tion they had ever born me, but 1 was fo weakned by the lofs of blood, which 
ran down full from my wounds, and by the wearinels of fo long end fo unequil a 
fight, that I had hardly itrength to embrace them, or fenfe to know them, yet did I 
hear Adenalippa among the ret, who {peaking for them all, fid, Madam, youare free 
and as muchMiftrefs in this City, asin Zhemifcira, “tisin your own power by the af- 
Siftance. of the Gods, and the valor of your Armazones who have taken it, and all 
your Enemiesareeither dead, or dying. I judg’d by this Difcourfe that the Town 
had been taken by furprife, and that was the caufe of the noife we had heard in the 
Streets, and of Necbarzanes hiscage, not doubting but thatmy women would revenge 
myinjuries with a great deal:ef blood, and thit they would extirpate a people inno- 
cent of the wrongs I had*réceived , I defired co ftopthofe proceedings, and getting a 
little loofe fromakemembreces, My dear friends ( fuid 1 I hold my life from the 
god’s, and frorti'you, lec us noc ftir them apagainft us, after the mercy we have re- 
ceiv'd, and'let us not difhonour our victory by an‘excefs of cruelty : there is blood 
enongh ‘fhed already, if any of our enemies be yet clivé, let chem have quarter 
givéiithem, and Jet thofe be ipared who ce:fe to mke refiftance. Clytemneftra went 
prefently away to execute ‘that Order, and my faithtul 2ippolita, upon whom Jean’d 
feeling me ready to fink in ‘her armes, took me up, with fome other of her compa- 
“nians, to ea me to bed. There was no likelihood of putting me again into my 
owed, nor of ftayingin a Chamber full of blood, and dead bodies ; but another wes 
found by the affiftance of the womenthaeferv’d me, who at the beginning of our fight 
_ had hid thentfelves in a Clofet, whence they were fetcht out in aterrible fear, but I 
reaffured ‘them, and promifed them all manner of good ufage , they brought me into 
the belt Chamber there was, where being got to bed, my wounds fearch’d, were not 
fouid, dangerous, and_my Chyrurgians, who had done their pirt in my deliverance, 
having applied their firft remedies to them, left me to my reft, while Menalippa by 
my ¢ommand, went co quiet the difordersin the Town, and co do what was requifite 
in fich encounters, I refted that fmall remainder of the night, and the day fol- 
lowing without being interrupted, no body coming into my Chamber but only Hip. 
polita, andfome women, who were neceffary to wait uponme, and with whom I had 
nodifcourfe, by reafon ofthe charge my Chyrurgians had given mee to the contrary , 
_ but night being come, I call’d Hippolita to my bed-fide, and having embraced her many 
times with expreffions of my former kindnefs, I asked her divers queftions, and defired 
her to relate the taking of the Town, buc fhe would not obey me, praying me to 
take my reft, you are not yet well enough Madam (faid fhe )to hold difcourfe, have 
patience but to night, and to morrow! will give you an exact account ofgMl youcan 
demand. 1 was willing to be advifed by her, and m:king my curtains be drawn, { 
fpent the night as I haddonetheday, but with great fhow of amendment, and rore 
quietne of minde, then I had felc of many months. The next morning Hippelita 
came tomy bed-fide, and having bidden me good morrow, J commanded her to tell 
me, what fhe had deferr’d the day before. Iam readily difpofed to fatishe you Madam 
({aid the } and. if what I have to fay, could have been heard by you without alterati- 
an, | would nox have delay'd to give you contentment , butIbefeech you ve pleas'’d 
og San fend thefe. maids out of the’Chamber, that 1 may entertain you with the 
: More 
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moreliberty. I give herleave to doe as fhe defired , and Hippolita, bidding them with- 
draw , remained alone with me, and being by my command fet down clofe by my bed, 
fhe fp:ke co me on this manner, 2 Os ane ; 
When your Majelty engaged your felf inthe purfuit of Necbarzanes , 1 was not one 
of the laft chat follow’d you , and fhould certainly have had the fame fare with my com- 
panions, if the Gods, who referved me to ferve you more profitably then I could have 
done in thatencounter, hadnor fuffer’d my horfeto fall down between my leggs, of cer- 
tain wounds he had received in the fight, by this accident 1 was deprived of the 
means of waiting upon you, and reduced to a- neceflity of turning back a foot into the 
body we had leit Sanding upon the place of battel ; I there found the difial rejicks of 
a bloody day, and a thonfand images of terrour and defolation , of thirty thoufand 
women we had brought from Themifcira, we had not ten thoufand remaining; the , 
greater part whereof were wounded, and unfit for fervice. The Enemies had loft 
twenty thoufand men in that lalt battel , and thofe two defeates’ had left thenronely 
thofe few Souldiers, who tooke refuge in that City, I found the Camp in an alatme, 
for your Majelties abfence , but it encreafed , when the night was come, and that they 
heard no news of you, a great many went fcattering from their Troops in fearch of 
you, and I affure-you 1 was none of the backwardeit , but all the night having been 
vainly {pent about it, the whole Camp was fill’d with cryes, and an univerfal confter- 
nation, All the nexc day was beftowed inthe fame employment, andthe remnant of 
the Army, divided it felf into above fifty feveral Companyestofeek you, To what 
purpofe fhould 1 detain you in this Difcourfe , or with the general, and my particular 
-complaints ? the third day ,+it was thonght ficto fend a Trumpet hither, to learn whe- 
ther you were dead, ora Prifoner, and in cafe you were alive, to make Propofitions for 
your liberty, which they promifed to get youto ratifie, I'Wwould needs go along with 
the Trumpet ; and the Law of Nations, which our Enemies had not yet forgotten, gave 
us accef§ co this Town, and to Neobarzanes. When they had blinded us, we were. 
brought before him, and affoon as we open’d our mouths to enquire after you, your 
Queen is living (faid he ). but her condition is litle better then if fhe were dead, 
Hope not for her liberty any manner of way, and get you gone prefently out ofmy 
Territories’, unlefs you would have me violate a Law that gives you fome affurance a- 
monglt us. We defired permiffion to fee out Queen, but it wasrefufed us, and we 
return’d from this Town without carrying any thing, but the confirmagion of your 
Life , and of your Captivity, I amnotableto cell you, Madam, which was the grearer 
in my minde , and inthe mindes of all your Subiedts , the joy to know you were alive, or 
the forrow to hear you were inthe power of pitylefs Enemy. Yet did we prefer the 
latter befor@ the former, and though the report of Necharzanes’s harth nature, and his 
late loffes made us in fear for you, we believ'd nevertheleffe , that if he had any 
knowledge, or any fenfe of Honour, he would have fuch confiderations both of the 
Royal Dignity, and of your Beauty , as would be able to take away part of his fa- 
svagenefs, Yet this belief made us not fo confident, but that we ftill had terrible ap- 
prehenfions, and all the Camp was in fuch ‘grief and defolation, as it would beim- 
pofible for me to reprefent. The-remainders of our Army were not ina condition 
to attempt your deliverance , nor to affaulca Town , in which all the forces the enemy 
had left were fhut uptogether. Five or fix dayes having been wafted in fruitleffe deli+ 
berations , another Trumpet was fent , in hope that Neabarzanes’s anger might be ap. 
peafed, and that he might hearken to Propofitions then, which in his heat he had 
rejected , but that Monfter would not fo much as fee her , andforbad her, upon pain of 
Death , to come any more within his quarters. This fecond refufal made us defpair of 
- fo fpe :dy a deliverance , and after new confultations , Aferalippa, who commanded onr 
Forces, gave us order to dif-encamp and retire near fore of our Towns, there to expe 
gew fupplyes from Themifcira, with which it was refoly'd , we fhould attempt your 
deliverance , and the recovery of this City by open force. Clytemneftra went about to 
haften up the fupplyes which were referved for an extremity , and we remained near 
Callira, whither we fent our wounded Women, and gave Order to recruit our Troops 
with all imaginable diligence. My forrow for your being taken was fo great , es 
; £00, 
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took no cite, to have aflight hurtor two drefs'd, which] had received in the battel, 
but the entreaties of my friends having prevailed over my will, I was. conftrain’d to 
 ‘faffer the remedies¢hor were given me, and to confent to the prefervation of a life, 
which I could not value without you, and which I would not have kepr, ifthe hope 
of your hiberty had forfaken me, “I will not entertain you with our imployments at 
that Town, and will onely tell you that after three wecks flay.there , we heard that 
Clytemmftra, whofe diligence was co be admired, was already uponher march , and 
drawing near us with her fupplyes. This newes rais'd our fpirits, and we refolv’d to 
advance boldly to this City, and perifh under.che walls sfit, or purchafe the liberty of 
our Queen with the price of our blood. The day that « ur forces were augmented by 
that addition, being entred alone into a wood, upon the edge’ whereof we were en- 
camped , to entertain my humout , which your misfortune hid made penfive, and melan- 
choly ; when I had walked there a while, I heard one tht followed me call Hippolita, 
Hippolita | That voyce made me ftop , and turning toward thar fide where [had heard ic, 
1 faev a Woman come a great pice after me, and fhe drew nearer me, me thought I knew 
her face, and when fhe was within fucha diftance , that I could difcern her plainly, and 
recall her features into my memory, I knew her, ( fhall I tell you Madam ? ) 1 knew her to 
be the feigned, and the generous Orithia. 

I could not hear this Difcourfe , and the name of Ovithiawithout an inward trembling, 
nor without interrupting Hippolita, by crying out , © gods Hippolita , What doe youtell 
me? Ltell youatrath Madam, (anfwered Hippolita) Ah | Hippolita, (faid 1) do not abufe 
me, and believe chat I am not able to pardon fuch a deceit, I deceive you not Madam, (re- 
plyed Hippolita) and if you will have but a minutes patience, this aftonifhment will ceafe, 
to five place toa more reafonableone. Ab! Hippolita ( {aid I ) fuffer me to doubr of the 
truth of your report, What, is Orithia come back amonglt us, when we leaft ex- 
pected her, and when fhe was moft neceffary tome? You fhallhear the cruth ( anfwe- 
red Hippolita ) if you will give me leave to continue my relation : Make an end (replyed 

1) but make an end prefently , for 1 am no longer ina condition to lend thee quiet atten- 
tion, and thou hat fo furprifed me, that I have fcarce any fenfe, or underflanding left. 

Iam not able Madam ( purfued Hippilisa) to tell you how much I was aftonifhed 
at fo unexpected an encounter, I was. ftruck dumbe with wonder at that fight, and 
though Iknew Orithia to be aman, Jfuffered her to embrace and kifs me as fhe had for~ 
merly doneg without Leip my felfagainft her expreffion of kindnefs, and I confeffe 
moreover , though your Majelty may blame me for it, that J could not forbetr to repay 
her’a part of them, nor to ufe her as that Orithia, who had been fo dear to you, 
and to whom yon had fo great Obligations. 1 was atlaft fomething afhamed at my 
eafinefle ; and withdrawing my felf from her embraces, Ah ! Orithia ( cry@f I) is it your 
felf? yes (anfwered Orontes) *tis | my felf , and I know you to be too deay’unto my 
Princeffe , to believe, that youarenow ignorantwhoTam, *Tis true Orontes (faidI ) 
I know you, the Queen hath concealed nothing from me , and I am indeed the onely 
body: zhae can boaft of that advantage. The Gods be prayfed, ( faid Oromes ) "tis with 
that belief I have fought you out, and that I have addreffed my felfto you, before 
I fhewed my felf to your Companions, and.’tis upon the confidence { have in 
your goodnefle , that I caft my felf now into your armes, that I may finde fome op- 
portunity by your means, of doing my Princefle fervice , or ofdying for her, as |have 
alwayes liv’d4for her : the Gods have preferv’d my life for that purpofe , and have not 
faffered ‘me to lofe it, knowing it might yetbe ufeful to her , to whom I have given it 
entirely... But, O dear Hippolita , what may 1 hope for from you? will you confider me 
ag an Enemy after the deceit I have ufed , and after the owning ofa fex, again{t which 
you have fo great an averfion? or will youll preferve fome remainder of tha good- 
nefS to me, whereof | have received fo many teftimdnies ? Iwas much troubled what 
anfwer I fhould make, both by reafon I was afhamed to be fo eafily reconciled toa 
man, and to promife ‘him my affiftance, after the markes you had fhown hii 

of your: anger , and by. reafon. of my uncertainty whether you would ap- 
prove of what I did; bot when I remembred your laft thoughts-6f him, your 
forrow for his-loffe, and the affeGion you really bore him, aad when to ne re- 

membrance, 


was contented to th , 
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this precaution, among fifteen, or fixteen thoufand 5 Whercef cur Army was compo-= 
fed, befide thofe we had lef, wounded ac Calira, Orithiz chofe out eight thoufand for 
the effecting of her enterprize, leaving the reft to Clytemefra with order noe to fet 
forward, cil three daies after our departure. From the place where we were, we had 
four daies march unto this Town, Orithia having informed her (lf by thofe who 
“ beft knew the Countrey,: in what places we might lie conceal’d while we were upon the 
way, caus’'d our little Army to take vidtual for fix daies, leaving. the reft to the forces 
that followed us, and which were to arrive two daies afterus. She made provifion of 
ladders, brufh-faggots, and all neceflaries for her defign, and having carefully taken 
order for every thing, and vifited all her {cif in perfon, as’ foon as night was come, 
we began to march, being guided by women of the Countrey, who were perfe&tly ac- 
tuainted with all che by-paflages, and at break of day we made a hale in a wood far 
fai the high waies, and on the edges of it wefet forth Corps de guard, to keep our 
felves from being difcovered, we refted there all that day, and the night following 
continued our'march, advancing with the fame order, and the fame diligence; wemade 
_a ftop again as foon as day appeared, and fo marching only by night, and feizing in- 
- differently upon all perfons we met, we arrived near this Town, two hours within 
the fifth night ; it was neither very clear, nor very cloudy, but dark enough to favour 
our approach, and light enough to give us the means to knew, and difcern objeG:, as 
much as was neceflary. When we were within a few furlongs of the Town, we met 
fome fcouts which the enemy had abroad, but they were ( furpriz’d by ours, who had 
prepared themfelves for that encounter, that it was impoffible for them to get away, 
and carry news unto the Town of our arrival, After they were all kill’d, or ta- 
- ken, and that Orishia by thofe that efcaped thé fury of our women, had Iearned how 
the Town-guards were ordered, and how fittle care Neobarzanes’s love had left him for 
the confervation of the place, the divided the army into four bodies, giving the firft 
to Menalipps, the fecond to Avethu'a, and the third to Amalibea, keeping th: fourth 
her felf, with a defign to ftorm the Town in four feveral place: ; Menalippa had order 
to give the alarm on her fide, which was, that we came in at. to draw the enemies thi- 
ther, while Orithia took a compa to fall on at her poft, and while Amaiibea, and Arco 
thufa drew off to the right, and left hand, to make their affeulrs where they were ap. 
inted, Youknowahat the fituation of ihis Town, which fhe had formerly taken 
her felf, wasnot unknown to her, and that fhe was acqucinted with all the avenues, 
and the weakeit places; for my part 1 defired to fight near her, and leaving‘commands 
to them of riper years, I kepe infeparably with Ger. All things were executed as the 
had given dire&tions, Meauwlippa came up boldly to the Town, and being prefently 
di(covered by the fentinels, gave a very hot alarm; faggots were inftantly thrown in- 
tothe moat, and, fome ladders clapt ro the walls, which (as it was believed it would) 
‘ made the greateft part of the fouldig’that were within run with all {peed unto that 
place: when Mealitps had engagedthem in fight, tke followed the order that had 
been given her, and knowing that place whither moft of the enemies forces were drawn, 
would be too difficult te be entred, before the reit were aHaulced, the managed the 
bufinefs difcreetly, and contented her felf with holding them in play ; and drawing 
them thither more and more, without running on headlong to no purpofé. In the 
mean time we arrived at our poft, and Orithia ae tay moat tobe fill'd up in lictie 
time, and finding the curtine almoft quite upmann’d, the feca adder her felf, and (caa 
led che walls with her fword inher hand, asproud Capareus,. that defpifer of the Geds, 
and of their thunder, did at the fiege of Thebes, ov as ambitious Briarens clim’d moun- 
tains heaped upon one ancther to defeat the Gods. We followed her witha refolution 
little different from her, and endeavoured to insitate a valour, whereof in fp :e of 
darknefé, fhe gave us a thoufand proofs. The place where we fell on, was not foun- 
furnifhed of fouldiers to defend it, but that we found a ftout refiftance ; yet Orithia’s 
courage overcame al] difficulties, and after a combate obftinately difputed, many ladders 
beaten down under hers and a fhower of ftones and arrows, fuftain’d upcaher cask, 
and uponher fhield, fhe got to the top of the wall, and laying held of one of the bat- 
‘ements chrew her (elf lightly up; then inflandy by a ery of vi&tory, inviting us to 
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follow her, the ftruck aterror-into the hearts of out enemies, artl prefent}y after fent 


death amongft them, both by the blows of her fword, and by the falls the'gave them, 


from the top of the wallsinto the ftreet; as foon as they faw her, acammpatied with -| 


afmall number of us, they loft courage, and lemmng down themfelves, or fying 


away in diforder, left the wall without defence, anérgave the reft of our women Ieifre , 


to get up without any oppofition; within a fhort {pace all our Brfgade ‘was in the 
Town,and Orithis marching at the head of us all-blgody, Jed us to thofe places, where 
there was yet any refiftance, and charging the enemies in che rear, earried utter deo 
firaétion and defpair amongft them. Why fhouldd keep you ina needlefé relation ? the 
victory was ours onall fides, and Menalippe having open’d her felt a way.by our af 
fiftance, Amaltbea and Arethufa found little oppofition, and were quickly gotten into 
the Town. Then it was, the ftreets began to be overflowed with blood ; and that our 
women glutted themfelves with the revenge they fo eagerly had thirfted after. All the 
men were put to the fword, nor was it in Orithia's power to fave them from the fury 
of our Viragoes; thac was all her bufinef’, when fhe found they nolonger refifted,' 
-nd though your intereft had dtirred up a mei violent anger in her, fhe could not be- 
hold thofe fpe&tacles of cruelty, without being couch'd with much compaflion. She 
enquired every where for you, and promifed pardon aloud, to whofoever could bring 
her where you were. No body hearkened to heramidft thofe cries, chat horror, and their 
firft apprehenfions ; but coming to fave the life of one who feemed to be an Officer, 
Madam (faid he) in requital of yeur goodnel, 1 will do youa confiderable {ervice ; 
come prefently along with me, if you will prevent the death of your Queen, whom 
defperate Neobarzanes is going to kill with hisown hands, if you run not inftanrly ro 
re(cucher, Oritbia enraged asa Lionefs at this news, followed the man,and, promis 
fing him exceffive rewards, if fhe cotild iave you,by his means was fpeedily guided to this 
houfe, and got into your Chamber time enough, todo youa fe.vice cf the fame nature 
with thofe you had already received from her. : 

‘Scarce did I give Hippolita leifure to make an end of this difcourfe, but crié} out; O 
Gods! Hippolita, what doft thou tell me? was it Orontes then, to whom ! am yet once 
more indebted formy life? was it Orontes himfelf, whom I faw do fo many wonders 
for my fafety, atthe head of our women? and wasit Oroxtes,; who projected, manaved,, 
and exgcuted this enterprize ? "Twas even Orontes himfelf ( anfwered Hippolisa) nor 
had he vanifh’d from your fighe without making himfelf known, but for fear of dif 
pleafing you, after the rigorous commands you had laid upon hiny: believing, unfor- 
tunate man, that he had net done enough for@he expiarion of his crime; he came 
only to fave you, notto prefent himfelf to you: and though ycur kind remorfe, and 
Jait inclinations were not unknown to him, he darft noe hazard himfelt in thae pres 
fence from whence you had banithed him forever, How, H'prolita (replied T extream- 
ly moved) are noc, my lift inclinations unknowa: tohim? and from whem did he 
Jearnthem? From me Madam (arfwered the coldly) to whom you inyparted chemi: 
Whar, faid 1 (vaifing my voice with an angry tone) have you then cold Orintes, my 
forrow for his abfence, and the.affedtion which I really have born him fince his depar=+ 
true? Iris true Madam (anfiwered Hippolit’) that I told himall, to comfort him in his 
affi&tion, and ¢o animate him in an enterprize upoti_ which your fafety deyended : the 
fidelity of his love touch’d me with a fenfeof pity, and I believed V ourht no longer 
to conceal his happinefs from him who gave us his life fo liberally. I am not able, 
Sir, toreprefent the trouble, thefe words produced in me, nor ho: much I was 
afhamed to fee my paflion difcovered., {t was impoflible for me to. diffemble it, and 
looking upon Hippolitz with an angry eye, Ah! chou indifcreet and difloyal wench 
(cried 1) is this the care thou haft of my reputation, and haft thou made this ufe of 
a fecret wherewith I fo freely trufted thee ? halt thou thus fixt an ‘eternal reproach upon 
my dayes,and wilt chou make me blufh for ever, for a faule which I difcovered to none 
but thee alone ? AW! never hope for pardon from me, nor let him for whom chou 
haft difhonoured me, ever expect any, tor the confution he makes me faffer by his 
imprudence ; this laft fervice might have obtained it, both forhis difobedience, and 
for his former faults: but my reputation, whereof thou haft been fo lavithly prodigat, 
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forbids ever to fechim 4ny more, who not contentto have difpleas'd me by his love, 

_ tohave deceiv'dme by his difguife, and to have difobey’d me by his return , hath 
‘known to my fh@Me that he had made me figh, that he had made me in love, and 

. that he had made me foolifh : Ah |nemilippolita, let him never come before me again; 
if he be innocent of thy fault, he is guilty of mine, and I am refolved yet once 
more to banifh hin!, who toaggravate all his crimes, hath learn’d trom thy mouth, 
-thatIlovd him ; {had rather putsmy (elf again into the condition from which he 
hath delivered me, thenbe obliged tofee him, becaufe I am engaged tohim formy 
life ; go thy wayes therefore indifcreet Hippolita, go and repair thy fault, by forbidding 
him to fee me, and refolve either to, free me from his fight, or to abfent thy elf 
from mine for ever. I ended thefe words, with fo loud a voice, that they were eafily 

~ 0 be heard into the next Chambers, and Hippolita, who knew my weaknefs, and my 
firft motions very well,: (eem’d but little moved with them : and when The had heard 

+me patiently, of a fudden putting her handkerchief to her eyes, Ab! Madam, (faid 
fhe) how lawful is your anger, and "tis witha great deal of juftice, The Gods 
have taken away this unfortunate man from your refenement; ’cis well for him the 
deftinies have call’d him hence, fince after fo many fervices you prepared him 
fo unworthy a recompence ; be no longer offended Madam, be no longer in choler 
againft that unhappy man; he is rather in a condition to draw tears from you, 
then imprecatious, andthe death he hath newly fuifzred for you, fecures him from 
all your anger, and fatisfies you for all the offences yoti have received from him. I was 
fo troubled at this difcourfe, that 1 could not permit che continuation ofit , and .turn- 
ing faddenly toward Hippolita : How, ({aid 1) Hippolita, is Orontes dead? He is, Ma- 
, dam, Maditanra Hippolita fadly ) and with my own eyes faw him breathe out his tife, 
of thofe wounds he received, for your deliverance his blood hath wafh’d away our 
common faults, and his Jaft words were the firfthe ffake to me, to aflure you that 
he dyed yours, and that he dyed with glory and fatisfaction, fince he was fo hap. 
yas to de for you. Thefé words went fo near me, that 1 loft both fenfe and know- 
Eire, and my ftrength forfaking #.c, Tremain’d cold, and ina fwoun in Hippolita’s 
arms; fhe would not call in help, but rurming to water that ftood in my chamber, 
threw © much of icin my face, that fhe fetch’d my fpirits again, no fooner did I 
open my eyes and my nfourh, but f employed chem in tears and cryes, and nop belie- 
vine my felf longer in an eftaté co ciffemble my grief, or rather my deffair, J didall the 

. aétions, and {pcke all the words that could be expeéted from thofe who sre moft deep. 
‘Ly touch'd wirh ir, Dear Orontes (cryd 1) art thou dead then, and doth this wretched 
woman, who is indebted to thee for two lives, furvive thy death? Haft thou yielded 
up that-fai:hfal (ul, which my ingratitude was not able to repulfe from an affeétion 
Thad fo litde deferved ? and didft thou return from thofe places whither my cruelty 
had confined thee, co accompany the life thou re-gaveft me, wich the ofS of thine 
own? Ab cruel ! Ifthere were aneceffity of thy dying, why dyedft thou not far from 
hence, and of fome death unknown to me? and why cameft thou, to open thofe 
‘wounds again, by this laft effe€&t of thy love, which time had already half clofed 
up? I had fuffered enough for thee before, and yet wouldeft thou ageravate my for- 
rows by the laft my heart was capable to feel? Yes, dear Orontes, this fhall be the laft 
of all my affii&ions, and if by my ingratitude 1 have.made my felf unworthy of thy 
love, Iwill teftifie to thee by my death, that 1 am not infenfible of that affettion, 
wherewith thou mayft lawfully upbraid me. accompanied thefe words with fo many 
fighs, that one muit have been extream hard-hearted, not to be moved with fome 
compaffion; but Hippulita ufed reproaches tome, in ftead of confolations, and abufing 
the affetion I bore her, Youare tooblame, Madam, ({aid fhe) to affli& your fe.f for 
athing you had before decreed, and whereof the Gods have fav’d youthe labour ; ‘tis 
much better that Orontes dyed of his wounds, then if you had kgil'd him your felf, 
after this Iaft fervice he tach done you; a fecond banifhment Id certainly have 
been his death ; -you are at leaft exempt from thpfe complaints, which you muft juftly 

~ have expeéted from him, and you ought not to bewail the: lof of that, which per- 
chance-you would refute yet, ifthe Gods would reftore it you. [took thefe words 
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very ill from Hippolita, and looking fidewayes upon her, Moel girl (faid I) renew 
not my forrows by thy reproaches; and fince thou giveft me my death by a recital, 
which thou mighteft have difguifed from me, prepare thy (elf ‘to fee me-part from 
thee for ever; thoucouldeft have concealed, not gply Orithia’: death, but even her 
return alfo, ix shou hadft been fo minded, buf fincé thou wert willing her death 
fhould be known to me, thou ought’tt likewife to be willing I thould accompany 
her to her grave ; never freak word to me therefore of confolation, but reprefene 
my ingratitude to me, if thou canft, ina blacker and more hideous form ; to make’ _ 
my death che more forrowful, and themore paintil. Since Oremesisdead, 1 make this 
Jaft true confeffion, that! lov’d him, and yet love hismemory more then. my felf; and 
though thy indiferetion made me fomething difpleas’d with him , his laft fervices 
and my own inclination weve able to have reconcded me, and I-fhould without 
doubt have pardoned all to my dear deliverer, to my dear Orithia, or ratherto that 
dearer half of my ownheatt. Pardon her then Madam ({aid a voice which I heard 
‘at my bed’s. head)- pardon this,happyjOriibiz, who defpifes all other wounds, fince the ¢ 
can dye of nothing but of love. Thefe words and the tone of the voice that fpake 
them, made me caft my eyes toward the place whence they came, and turning about 
I faw Orishia upon her knees, clofe by the other fide of my bed. Arthisfecond furs - 
prife I was almoft like to have fainted, as I had done at the former, and I was inftant- 
ly affauleed with fuch different motions, ‘that I remain’d in a.manner void of undere 
flanding.  Lwasas fenfible of joy for Orontes his life, asit was fit in reafon ¥ thould 
be, but | was fo vext tohave been {0 malicicufly deceived by Hippolita, and{o out of 
countenance, forhaving fo openly declared a paflion fo full of violence, to Orontes, 
that my flhsmeand anger wanted not much of equalling my fatifaftion; I was two 
ov three feveval_ times ready to break’ forth into jndignation, both againft Orsntes, 
and againft Hirp-tita, to punith their laft deceits, by an eternal banithment, and. m 
own imprudence by che moft feniible difpleafige I could poffibly receive, My a 4 
Was open ‘ prorfounce that lait fentence to Oroxtés, but my inclination, Byengthened 
by the laft fervice he had rendred me, was too powerful to faffer it, and cing like- 
wife to weak to overcome my fhame, and to declare my felf more openly, I continued 
in thefe terms; and thofe two paflions being equally ftfpended, kept me icrefolute, 
filent and immoveable, _ In the interim Orontes being {till oyon his knees,,and not daring 
to lift up his eyes towards my face, made an end of overcoming me by his words.. I 
come not, Madam ((aid he) ¢o draw any’ advantage from a confeffion you have 
made in favour of mee: befides that that happine(s was above my hopes, I have 
made my felf unworthy of ic by my deceits, and by my difcbedience ; but my deceits 
have not wanted puni(hment, though they might juftly have been exempted, becaufe 
they wanted not excufe ; nor is my difobediencg without fome pretence, dince that I 
mir he not fail in performing the command wherewith you forhad mee ever to fee you 
again upop your territories, 1 have ftaid till you were upon your engnies, before I 
prefented'my felf unto you not that [ am innocent, Madam, Fconfefs Pam truly guil-° 
“ty, fince Phave offended you fomany ways, and my fervices are too highly rewarded 
by thofetears, which the opinion of my death hath drawn from your fair’ eyes, all 
my blood is not of fuflicient value to repay them, anda thoufand Hives, if the Gods 
had given me fo many, could not acquit me of any ‘part of fo high an obligation ; 
I came to fubmit the remainder of that_one Ihave, to the remainder of your difplea- 
fare. I come to lay at your feet that life which fhall never be but yours, and I will 
leave it there for your fati-faction ; rather then languifh it our in abfence from you: 
Envy menot the felicity the god: have granted me, and be not angry, that from 
th: mouth of Hippoliz:, and from your own, 1 have learn’d chat you have had 
* forme ‘enfe of my misfortunes ; tisa happinef&, which only your goodnefs, and the pu- 
rity of my affection could procure me, but ’tisalfo a happinefs, whereof I will never 
make my felf unworthy by my a@ion:, and which I will receive as a mercy which 
Thad ne*ther deferved nortpretended ta, Hefaid a great deal more, and J gave him 
Ieafure- enough, being in a confufion, which made me unable to reply, and which- 
fearce would fuffer me to look upon him; I floated a long time very much Sah ° 
: ‘folv’ 
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‘folved, and, was in a eondlidt between love and fhame, which did net trouble me a 
Aittle, and which put Orontes into no {mall perplexity; bur alafs!.1 had { great an 
fnclination.to him, he had fo many wayes obliged me, and accompanied his words 
ith (uch a grace, chat at laft I delivered up my arms, and putting forth my hand to 
him, witha blufh which bafhfulnef caft upon my face, You have.got the viSory 
Orontes (faid 1) but abufe not your conqueft, and {pare my mouth a more ample con- 
feffion. , Gratitude, pity, and even my inclination, forced thefe words from me; but 
Iwas fo ont of countenance when I had fpoken them, that nowhaving the confidence 
tolook upon him, I turn’d my head. onthe other fide, while Orontes, ravifh'd with his 
fortime, imprinted a thoufand kiffes upon my hand, which! had given him, and by 
words'full of rapture, expreffed the violence of his paffion 5 but Icould not fettle my 
felf, nor digeft.the fault which I committed, and notwithftanding the joy which his 
recovery, and hisconftancy caufed in me, when I remembred that it was a Man, to 
whom I granted that advantage ; | whoabeve all other Women had particular reafons 
@ to hate men, who ought to have fled from them by the example of all my predecef= 
fors, and who could not ftffer them without the violation ofvour Laws, and the lof 
of my Dominions, or without quitting the reOlution 1 had taken to exempt my felf 
from the'iintnodetty of our cuftoms, I was in fuch a perplexity, and ccnfiiion as you 
can hardly imagine. In the end I made an attempt to overcome my fhame, andi to get 
out of that deep abafhment ; and.while Oronies upon bis knees continued to make pro- 
teftatiorls of an eternal fidelity, with more tranfport, then coherence in his difcourfe. 
Yeurn'd towards him, and pulling back my hand, which I had let him hold till then, 
I fpok: co hin on this manner. I know not Oromtes, which way 1 fhould carry my felf 
to you; Norin whatterms I can declare the condition of my feul. Afrer what you 
have heard from my own mouth, Ican no longér fay you are indifferent to me$ but 
if this accident, and Hippolita’s indifcretion, had not laid open my thoughts, you 
fhould never have known them, and. if pry en{é of the obligations] have to you, had 
not been © ples in my heart, asmy inclination, I fhould never have ¢cnfented to 
fee you, ar your knowledge of my weaknelS ; it is now but. too-much difCovered 
toyou, and T would ic pleafed the Gods, that with the power Ihad over my felf be- 
fore, Yhad loft a life which I can no longer preferve in its firft eftac@& and ‘n its firlt in- 
nocence ; not’that this affettion, wherewith I recompence the effects cof yours, and 
which Pean no more diffemble, harb any thing in it impure, or unbefeeming an ordi- 
nary vertue; but.vet ic is veryfaalty, fince it overtheows our Laws, crofles the Jatt 
comnfands of the Queen my Mother ; and,in fhorr, reduces me to fiich terms, that I 
neither know what 1 ought todo, nor what will become of me. The Gods Who have 
feffered the birth of it, fhall, if thry pleafe,take that care of its progref%, which I give over 
tothem, and will acknowledye, fince they are all juft and clear-fighted, that { canmoe 
keep to the ftrictne8 of our Laws, without: offending more natural, and more ancient 
ones, which they have eftablithed amongft us ; nor be anexa&t Amazon, without being 
an unfénfible and an ungrateful woman, Idefire you alfo Orontes, to confider it, and to 
be fo careful-not to make an ill ufe of the fault you caufe me to-commit, what J ne= 
vermay have any occationto repentit. I ended thefe words with fo much confufion, 
that I fearce knew what Idid, and Orsntes received them with fo great thew of joy, 
that of along time he was not able to anfwer me otherwife, then in that confuled 
language wherew'th he had already entertained me, and which gave me a fuller affu- 
"” vance of his paffion, then the moft eloquent expreflions cou!d have done; bat when 
he had a little recovered that firft inward trouble, he fpoke to me on this manner, 
The Gods are my witneffes, Madam, that I arrive this day at thar fapremedesrce of 
happinef, which [ never propofed unto my {elf as other, chen a prize above any -ea- 
fonable hope, and that I would not change a part of my fortune for all the advan-" 
tages of theirs ; and I conjure them alfo to throw me down headlong from this zle- 
ry, to which yourgoodnefs raifes me, if fince I had the honour to erve you, I ever 
cherifh’d, orconfidered my life, forany other reafon, theMbecaufe ’twas ycars, and if 
ever either fears, or difficulties have alienated my thoughts fron you for a moment, 
Both in'my firt felicities, and in my. laft misfortuues, I alwayes Icoked upon you as 
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my only Divinity, and as my Divimty juftly provoked to wrath, and Iconfider you 
now asher who equally thews'both-the power and the goodnefs of that Divine Na-. 
ture, Continue therefore to be all good, as you fhall’ever be all ‘powerful, and if 
you think you are guilty of any faule in having abafed your felf to a perfon felitde >: 
worthy of your affeftion, think alfo that if any excefs be pardonable, ’tis that of _ 
goodneffes; from that alone willT receive all your favours, and not from an acknopre 
Tedgement to which you are not obliged toward him, whofe fervices were all required, 
by the glory of having done youthem. I confider with you the greatnefs of what you 
have done for me, and the obftacles the heavens oppofe againft my higheft happinefsy 
but finee they have hitherto favoured me with fuch extraordinary mercies, they will 
likewife aflilt me to the end, and Tfrom them hope for a conclufion of my love, as ‘ 
fortunate asthe beginnings of it have been wonderful, be but you pleafed, Madam, 
not to oppofé what they fhall do for me, (proyided neither your Vertue, nor your dig- 
nity be ingaged) and fuffer me to live with youas Orithia, till they thall produce. o¢~ 
caftons whereby } may hope fora final change of my condition; I will live near you 
with all the refpe&t Orontes owsunto Thaleftris, from which Grithie, by your content, 
has {ometimes been excufed, and briefly f will remember lam Orontes, that I May no 
longer pretertd to.thofe favours, which you heretofore granted to Orithia, Orontes madé 
an end of thefe words without ttirring from the pofture in which he had ftill cons 
tinued, and 7 found in themfo much love, fo much refpe&, and (if I dare fay fo) f 
much juftice, that I could refufe him nothing he demanded. 1 fhould be too tedious in 
my ftory, if t thould repeat all our difcourfes upon that fubjeé&, the whole morning 
was fpentin them, and at laft confented he fhould ftay with me under the habit of 
Orithia, fince his age might yct fuffer him for fore hao condition he fhould 
content himfelf with feeing me, and talking with me, without hoping for greater 
favours. “After this permiffion, he appeared “fo well fatisfied, that he could ardly 
contain his joy, and having endeavoured toexprefS it a thoufand wayes, he beg’d my 
pardon for the deceit of Hippolita; Iwas nolonger able to refufe ic him, yr granted 
it, after a gentle reproof. When we had converfed a great while, I defired™ that Qron= 
tes, inftead of the faigned adventures he formerly had told me, would thén rekie 
the truth of thofe chat had befallen him, as well before our acquaintance, as fince our... 
{eparation. Asfoon as I expreffed that curiofity, he was ready co obey me, and fitting 
down by my bed fide, began thus : . 
I fhallnot need to tell ycu again Madam, that my name is Orontes, and that Tam 
Prince of the Mufugets, and Nephew to the King of Scythia, upon whom that Province 
depends: You know thefe traths afready ; and concerning my birth, I have nothing 
more to inform you. Neither will Tenlarge my felf in the particulars of my infancy, 
which are not at all confiderable, and whereof the recital would be troublefome and 
impertinent ; | will only fay, chat] wasbred up in the Court of the King my Uncle, 
. with his Son Orondates, a young Prince whom the heavens have endowed with all the 
advantageous qualities they can beftow, and who (if the effect anfwer to thofe hopes 
he hath already given, and to the beginnings of his life) muft needs be now one of the 
moft accomplithed menupon the earth. 1 was conftantly with him all the time I lived 
among the Scythians, and having been an infeparable companion in all his exercifes, I 
was (o likewife of his firft a&tions, and was fo happy as to receive all the proofs of his 
friendfhip I could defire ; to fay the truth, I bore himfach an affe&tion as would not 
fuffer me to part from him, and having ‘no Father whofe authority could recall me 
from the Court of theKing my Uncle, I there {pent my younger years with a great 
deal of pleafure and fatisfaction , and was not yet fixteen, when the King having 
raid a mighty Army to go againft Dar§as, who had paffed the Araxis with. two 
hundred thoufand men, took his Son along with him in that expedition, I was too 
firmly tied to him, and already too emulous of glory, to ftay behind at Iffedon while 
he went to the wars, wherefore departed with the whole Court, and the King pet- 
ing me (asyoung as Twas) at the head of the Forcesof my Country, gaveme leave . 
tabegin. my apprentifhip under ihim. I will not relate the particulars of that war: 
There were two bateels given, whereof he advantage was uncertain, and the lofs ex- 
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oe €eding great on bork fides; There pafv'd many erzoumers, and many ¢kirmifhes, and 
ethofe occalions Orondates and | made our firit cHay:. For his part he did 
‘things whofe memory ftill laft-, and will for ever,amoug the Seythians ; and I may fay 
~without vanity, that in my beginnings Thad facceS encugh, and ¢ain’d {ome reputati- 
en. Inthe end, Darius weakned by the decay of his forces, which were wafted b 
‘fighting and by ficknefs, repafvd the Arsais’ over many bridges of boats which he 
caifed: tobe provided, and King Mutbeus gave order we fhould pals it after bim, 
and make the feat of the war in his terricories. J was one of the forwardett to obey 
him, and marching acthe head of my troops, I engaged my felf with them in that 
paflage; where | fiffered (asic it hath’ fince proved) a happy fhipwack, and died in the 
opinion of all thofethatknew me, Scarce had J crof’d part of the river, when the 
boats whereof our bridge was compos'd, being broke loofe from one another, the 
planks funk under us, and the foremout of my men fell with me into the ftream, which, 
as Ibelieve, devonred a great many of them. The weight of my arms, though they 
were not very heavy, carried meto the bottom, and withina while after the force of 
the water brought me up again; I had learn’d to fwim from my child-hood, and 
endeavoured to make ufe of that skill cofave my felf, It fortun‘d chat 1 was arm’d that 
day rather for thew and eafinefs, then fervice ; and fcorning arms of bétter proof, I 
had onlya little Morten fet with ftones, and a thin back and breft enrich’d on the 
fame fathion ; that lighmefs of my arms was a great help to my fafety, and thoush 
they were heavy enough totronb'e and hinder me very much in my fwimming, yet 
did they not drown me, as.without queftion. thofe would have done which I were 
commonly upon fervice. Ino fooner saw my felf above water, but I ‘nftantly imploy~ 
ed the ftrengch of my arms, and of my breath, ro reach the neareft bank; bee che 
river was fo broad, and fo rapid, that after having vainly attempted it, 1 lutt rhe hope 
of getting thither, and feeling my ftrength and my breath fail me, fo that 1 was not 
able to ftruygle ayaintt che violence of the waves, [faifered my felf to be carried awa 
by the current without refiitance, and fwam with more cafe, but with le@ hope of 
Aafety, after had ftriven a while longer for my life, my arms were fo tired, that they 
refuted tne their aflittance, and the heavineft of my wet clothes and of my armour, 
being no longer fupportable, funk me often to the botecim, and made me fwallkw 
a'great deal of water, 1 had neverthelefs rhis hapyincts chat my fenfer ferfook me 
not in that extremity ; beiny ar that time exemrt from af! thofe vallions thar 
can make one hate or defpite his fife, Lhad no other thought but how 1 mighr sve 
‘mine, I was already in defpair ot it, and was hardily able to ftir any longer, when 
“I was juftled by fomething thar beat me under Water, and prefintly after coming up 
again, and cafting, my atms cn every fide, | met with a piece of wood, which £ 
catch’d at with afl che ftrenyth Thad left, and joyning my righ: hand to my left, rather 
through inftin&, then reafun, Vaid hold of the edve of a beard, and by that help got 
my head “and fthoulders out of the water. Thoush that | had drunk in, had taken . 
away part of my undevftan.ting, yet Gad I fo much ftill as to obferve I held by one of 
the boats of the Bridge, which being unti-d from the reft, was carried down the 
ftream; I hung faft upon the edge of it a long while, not having flrength enough to 
“get into.it, but when | had refted awhile in that pofture, and recovered, breath, I made 
a fhifctoraife my felf a lite, and recalling all the vigour I had left, I efcaped out of 
the water, ard got into thebcat ; a6 focn as 1 was there, not being able fo much as 
to ftand upon my lees, | lay ala'one, ard giving my (elf over to the condu@ of the 
gods, and tothe current of the river, I b gan to take breath after my Ic ng ftrogling, 
-and to caft up part of the water I had fwallowed ; within a Sietle after it grew niche, 
and that hindred me from Seeing the bank: Sr the way T went. The river being very 
impetuous carried me away exceediny fwiftly,’ and having neither oar to row onto. 
the fide, nov ftrenvth to make ufe of it, thouzhI fhould have had one, Twas neceffi- 
tated to fet it follow the courte of the ftream, at the pleafere of my deftiny, th the 
return of day, andof my ftrength; I was fo extreamlv weaken'd that a good parr of . 
the night was fent before { was able co ftand upon my feet; but befides my ‘vearirefs, 
Tfuffer'd very machin many other refpetts; the wetnef and coldne(s of my clcthes, 
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which I was fain to endure all the night, together with exceflive pains in my head and 
my ftomach, caus’d by the water which was got into my belly, and which I could not 
well get up again, brought me tc faintings, wherein I was like to have died for want 
of help. In the mean time the boat went down very faft, and the night was not quite 
fpent, before 1 was above fix hundred furlongs from the place where I fell in. ‘At lat 
the day appeared, and with it my hopesreturned, and fome part of my ftrength, Lfat 
up, and looking about toward thedbanks on both fides, could fee no body ; I was’, 
carried away in the fame manner above an hour Jonger, and in the end J perceived the 
{moke of afew chimnies, and cafting my eyes towards the fhore onthe fide of Perfia, 
1 faw certain men walking; the Sun was already rifen, and che day being fair, and 
clear, they eafily difcovered my boat; I got up with much ado, and judging I was too 
far off to be heard, befides that the noife of the waves wou.d nut fuffer my voice to 
reach to the bank, ! life up my hands as high as I could, and then bringing them down 
again with a befeeching action, I continued. a long time begging hel» from them by: 
figns. Inthe end they underftood them, and two men getting into a lietle boat, which 
was tied to their bank, began to come ftraight toward me; as they drew nearer J 
redoubled my figns, and though I was carried down very (wiftly, they rowed fo hard 
that they quickly overtook me ; They lai! hold of my boat, and taking me into 
theirs, turned back to the fhore from whence they camz: we there found a venerable 
old man, who judging by my habit that I was of quality, received me with a great 
deal of refpe&t, and affe&tion ; 1, witha few words in their language, which I {poke 
reafonably well, gave him thanks-for the obligation I had to them, and promifed 
them all the requital they could expec from a grateful perfon, but the old man who 
was unwilling to oblige me to the halves, feeing me benumm’d with cold, and that 
J was hardly able to ftand, caus’d the twomen who had brought me co land, totake 
me under the arms, and lead me to his Houfe, which was not above a hundred paces 
from the place where we were. I was prefently gotten to bed, and the good old man 
having obferv’d the richnefs of my arms, caufed them to be carefully lock’d up in my 
chamber, for fear the ftones that were fet in them, fhould tempt fome of his fervants ; 
when I was in bed he felt my pulfe, and found mein a violent feaver, and though'I 
was of a reafcnable ftrong conftitution, I had labored fo extreamly tofave my felf, 
and had fuffered fo much by being cold, and wet all night, that I think it not ftrange 
if my health was thereby impaited. - My charitable friend fenc to the next Town, for 
Phyficians to undertake my cure, and affured me that he would be as careful 
of me himfelf, as if { were his ownfon. The cffeéts were anfwerable to his promifes, 
and during all my fickne&, which was long and dangerous, I was waited upon as if 
Thad been in my own houfe, and amongft my mof affectionate kindred ; The good 
old man vifited me as often as I could admit him without inconveniency; and he 
gave me his affiftance fo civilly, and fo courteoufly, that I fhall never forget fich 
powerful obligations, He-was a man of no inconfiderable quality, who having 
fpent his youth in the war with much efteem and reputation ; was in his age retired to 
that houfe, the firuation, and building whereof was very pleafant, and wherein he liv’d 
fo quietly, that he {carcely heard fo much as the noife of arms; his difcretion was 
fach that he never ask’d me my name nor my country, and I made no great hafte to 
tell him them, fearing he would fall cff from his affeGtion, and good ufage, when 
he fhould once know me to bean enemy to his Nation. This doubt kept me from 
fending my own party word what was become of me, ‘not ,having any body whom 
Tdurft truft with fach a meffage, and [ refolv’d to ftay there till] were recovered, with- 
out faying any thing, fince the Gods had made me fall into the hands of fo chari- 
table perfons. Iwill not hold you, Madam,- in the tedious relation of my ficknefé, 
nor how I paffed my time while it forc’d me to keep my bed ; al] my thcuwghts which 
fince have nobly chang’d their nature, were then bent upon nothing but the recovery 
of my health; T will only tell you, that I kept my bed above fix weeks, and that of a 
moneth after [was not able to get on horfe-back, nor to endure the hardfhip of a 
journey. ~ As foon as I began to walk about my chamber, my Landlord, whofe name 
was Arajpcs, often afforded me his company , = being of a gentle ial 
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he made ime pafs many days delightfully enough. Although he enguired but little 
after the Arfnics, yet being but a fimall days journey from them, and having two fns 
there, he often heard news from thence ; I had been, almoft two moneths in his honfe. 

when he told, me the Scythian Army was repafling the Araxis to return home, and 
that the’ Perfiaws were retiring alfo, This news troubled me very much, feeing ray 
felf left behind alone ina ftrange Country, and that within our enemies dominions : 
but I was comforted by my knowledge of Arafes bis virtue, whom J believ’d fo gene- 
rous, that he would not alter his former ufage, though he fhould come to know me. 
When I was able to leave my Chamber, he carried me up and down his houfe, the 
lodgings whereof were very fair, and the fymmetry skilfully compofed. One day, 
which Lought to call the firft of my life, though it was the firft of my pains, and of 
thof happy fufftings for which I now fee my felf {0 glorioufly rewarded, the good 


- old Arafbes led me into a gallery beautified with divers pictures: after having viewed 


. Many rare ones that hung on the one fide, weturn'd tothe other, where were the pi- 
Gures of certain women drawn to the lite, which prefently ateraé&ted my fight, and 
admiration ; asked Arafpes the names of thofe fair Ladies; you may fee them all at 
the, bottom of their pictures, (faidhe ) and to inform you how they came into ‘my 
hands, know that Ihave a fon in Daria his Army, who hath done nothing but travel 
fronthis child-hood , there are few Provinces in the world, which his curiofiry hath 
not made him vifir, and becaufe that among fome .of thofe qualities the-gods have 
given him, he isreafonable good at painting, he took care to draw the pictures of 
the faireft, and moft confiderable Ladies of thofe places where he made any ftay; and 
of thofe whofe pidures he could not take himfelf, he found means to gee them of 
the moft excellent painters in their feveral Countries, and at his return he drefs’d uv 
this ‘gallery with them as you fee. This difcourfe invited me to look more intentively 
upon the faces of thofe eminent perfons, and cafting my eyes upon the meaneft, | faw 
a Lady full of Majefty, and in whom notwithftanding the number of her years, one 
might obferve remainders of an cxcellent beauty, and underneath Syfigambis Queen of 
Perfiz. Fromthat venerable perfon I turn’d unto the next, in whofe face I found a great 
deal ofthandfomnef:, and an extraordinary fweetnefs ; by the reading of her name, I 
found it was Statira Queen of Perfia, wife to Darius, Allitcle below thefé two Queens, 
T looked upon two faces, whofe beauties were as different as brown and fair can be, 
yet in chat difference atreed co appear equally the Mafter-pieces of the gods, who never 
formed any thing fuller of perfection, and if the Painter flatter'd them not, twas 
neceflary to confefs that Nature had fet forth all her skill in the making of thofe ewo 
admirable ftruétures ; 1 was not fo fardazled with the fight of them, but that I read 
their names, and faw they were Statira, and Parifatis , Princeffes of Perfia. After thefe 1 
faw Barfina the Daughter of Artabafus, Roxana the Daughter of Cobortanus, and Afpafia 
the Daughter of King Occhws, andof a great many other Perfian Ladies, Araffes and 
his fon had placed thofe of their own Country firft, and next to them I faw a Lady 
whofe ftately prefence, and fparkling eyes witneffed the ambition of her minde, and the 
vivacity of her wit ; it was Olimpbas Queen of Macedonia, and by her Cleopatra her ri- 
val and MiftrefS to King Philip the father of Alexander. When 1 had confidered the 
countenances of thefe Ladies, I beheld two whom] inftantly knew, and whom the 
Painter had very juitly rank’d among the faireft of all the world, they were Berenice 
PrincefSof Seyzbiz, and Stratonice PrincelS of the Iffedons, J was much pleas’d with the 
fight of. a perfon to whom Thad the honour to be very near, and looking heedfully 
upon her, I judged by the refemblance of that pi€ture to the true Berenice, that rhe 
Painter was excellent in his art, and that without queftion he had made the reft very 
like who were unknownto me. After thefe I faw Ade Queen of Cariz, and Cleopha 
Princefs of the Maffegnes, and truly Lobferved in thofe two Princeffes ail the fea-ures 
of an exact beauty ; but ¥ fixe my eye more earneftly upan the face of a woman arm’d 
at all points, and who difcovering only a part of it through the beaver of her Gask 
which was (et Up, thew’d me all the lincaments of a pleafing fiercenefs, and of a 
look able to imprint both fear and refpect; The extraordinary fafhion of ‘her habic, 

, caufed an impatience in me to know her name, which I faw to be Minotbea, Queen . 
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the Amazom:,afer I bad read that, kept my eyesa while upon her ; but,O gods ! fcarce 
had I tak-n them off, when I caft them upon the piGure of my divine Thaleftrs 5 your 
age feem’d not to beabeve thirteen, or fourteen, and yet you were arm’d as the Queen 
your Mother, except your head, which was quite uncovered, and whofe fair hair hung 
dewn in jong trefles upon your fhoulders, arid fo to the bottom of your coat of Arms, 
One of your hands was laid upon a table, where your helmet flood, and in the other' 
you held a dart, che point whereof refted upon one of your feet : } will nor tell you what 
my thoughts were of youat that rime, being you arenot ignorant what they have been 
fince, nor will I deferibe che beaury I found in a pidture, whereof by the favour of the 
geds, and by your goodnefs, 1 may contemplate, and admire the Original ; but Iwill 
unfeignedlyaffure you, that from that very moment I began tc be yours, and to frame 
defigns ro ferve you : all the other beauties, though they had drawn my admiration, had 
not yet won my affection; and J looked upon them with an indifference, which 1 could 
no longer keep, when | beheld you: ’Tis true my paffion fettled not i¢ {elf in my heare 
with violence at the'firft, nor do I believe a picture able to beget love fo powerfully, 
but in effect Lin my opinion preferr’d you far before all the reft, and I thought I fhould 
be moft happy, if I could finde the occafions to fee you, and ferve you. I had often 
heard talk of your cuftoms, and judging that a man could not introduce himfelf 
amongft you without much danger, and difficulty, 1 defired to know of Araffes which 
way his fon had gotten your pictures, fince men were fo ftri&tly forbidden to enter in- 
to your territories. For all that, anfwered Araffes, this ventrous boy lived many 
moneths among them, where his youth, and a womans habit, wherewith he was dif 
guifed, made him pafs for one of their fex, and gave him all thedacility he could defire 
to (ative his foolith curiofity, Arafpes had no fooner faid thus to me, but 1 prefently - 
formed aconfufed, unfettled defign of what I after executed, and when I had dif~ 
courféd a while longer with him, of what he had learn’d from his fon, concerning 
your cuftems and the feverity of your Jaws, I revired into my chamber. After that 
time] faw that lovely picture every day, and when I was from it, the remembrance of 
that obje& troubled my.minde, and caufed fome difquietnefs in me. I refifted a long 
while, and endeavoured by divers arguments to oppofe the birth of my affeCtion, but 
either the force of my deftiny, or the fanfie of my youth carried it againft the cenfide- 
ration of all difficulties; and knowing that our Army was return’d into Scythia, and 
that there was no hope of overtaking it, I having no paffion, nor powerful reafon to 
recall me into my own country, refolv'd ro playa trick of youth, and rake a turn 
into your dominions, to fee whether the Painter had not flattred you, and whether 
the beauties of your minde, werecorrefpondent to thofe of your body. Since Arafpes 
his fon (faid 1 to my felf}) hath dared it, and executed it, what fhould hinder me 
from undertaking it? fhall I have lefs courage, and Jefs cunning then he, and fhall 
not I do that for fo lovely a Princef?, which he did to fatisfie an unprofitable curiofi- 
ty? What reafon obliges me to return into Scythia, and what reafon forbids me to 
form my felf in forreign countries, to many things which are befitting perfons of 
miy quality? am Tof an ageto makea retreat, and to do nothing but after a mature 
deliberation? No, no, Orontes, ’tisa fhame to fear, thou maft be bold, and hazard 
fomthing, thou art of an age wherein follies are pardonable, and if thou forefeeft an 
difficulty in thy enterprize, thou halt alfo gain glory by overcoming ic; if thou aut 
needs love, "tis beft to love {omrhing great, and extraordinary; the gods favour ad- 
ventrous defigns; and they have given thee fpirit enough to drive all obftacles before. 
thee. In this refolution I waited for my perfeé&t health, and for the recovery of my - 
ftrength, and. when } felt my (If in facha condition that J might undertake the voy- 
age within a while, Iwas willing to repay the kindnefs I had received from Arafpes, 
by atruft to which he had fufficiently obliged me; his difcretion had been very re~ 
marhable, in hiding the defireit was probable he might have to know me, and I 
thought that without being ingrateful1 could no Jonger conceal my felf from him, 
“nor diftrufta man to whom f was indebted for my life. To that end being one day 
alone withhim in my chamber, after fome other difcourfe. Father (faid I) I were the 
moft unworthy of all men living, if I ever fhould lofe the remembrance of your fa- 
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yours, and I were moft ingrateful, and uncivil if any fear, or any confideration fhould 
withhold me from paying what Low you. J confefslam obliged to you for my lite, 
bur Tmnit lec you know that your generofity is yet more commendable then you ima 
gine’, and that in thinking to fave aman, you have fav’d an enemy to your coum: 
trey, and one of thofe who came to bring the war into your territories.: Yes, Arafpes, 
Lama Scythian, and not to fruftrate you of thofe advantages you may hope for by 
this encounter, I will tell you that! am born a Prince; after the obligations I have to 
you, I will not make you lof the rights that you have upon your Prifoner: 1 am fa, 
‘Arafpes, and \ proteft to you by all the gods, that I will not depart from you wichour 
your" permiffion, and that if you reftore me say liberty, I will pay you my ranform 
with all che acknowledgement you can hope for from a Prince, whom you have deli- 
vered fromdeath. Arafpes was aftonifhed at this difcourfe, as he fhewed by fomealzera- 
tion that appeared in his countenance, but his vertue was. not fhaken by it, and having, 
looked upon me with more refpe& then he had formerly, Sir, (faid he) thou E 
had known all this, before thofe {mall fervices I have done you, it fhould not have di- 
minifhed any thing of that affetion wherewith I did‘ them, but would only haze 
obliged meto render more exaétly, what is due toa perfon of your quality. Funll 
never confider you asa Prifoner, nor asan Enemy, neither will! pretend to any oiher 
advantage by this encounter then the glory of having ferv’d a vertuous Prince, and one 
who vouchfafes to acknowledg it. After thefe words he fpake many others {& full 
of generofity, that I was troubled at my being 0 little able to requite him. We had 
alongconteltation, and fecing 1 could nor overcome his civility, I took my arms out 
of a.trunk whereof he had delivered me the key, as foon as he faw me fomthi 
better ; the ftones wherewith they ‘were inriched, were worth above thirty talents, 
and havifg then nothing to’offer him in requital of his kindneffes, I, with veryatie- 
&icnateintreaties, prayed shim to accept them, but he obftinately refufed; and dif- 
fwaded me with powerful reafons, that I wascompelled to moderate my prefent, and 
to keep back part of what J offred him , I will never ftir from hence, white l live (Gid 
1) unle& you ‘take fomthing of that I prefent you; That fon, whofe curiofiry is fo 
praife-worthy, {hall for my fake one day wear this curafs which I give him, and finee 
you will imir the liberality of a Prince, far from his own Country, ‘and who 
chance may, faffer fome want ina journey he means to aleeke te pleas’d to 
one of your fervants to the Town to fell fome of the flones of my Cask, and to bay 
mea horfé, and arms of lower price; “tis the only means ] have to furnifh my ielf 
for a youthful voyage which] will make you acquainted with before my departure. 
Notwithftanding all the reafons Arafes ‘could alledge, to put off the prefent urged 
upon fit, yet washe conitrained to accept it, with proteftations to Keep it for ever 
tohim and his, asa mark of my exceflive acknowledgment, and of the good forame 
he had to ferve me. told him my name, my quality, and the accident that bad 
brought mie into his hands, and then the defire*] had, to take a different way from 
that of our Army, and co go by his fon’s example, to vifit the Amazons, whofe Prin- 
cefs had touch'd me wich an earneft longing to know her more particularly ; he ar- 
gued againft chat defign with very fpectous reafons , and reprefented thofe dangers 
which onghe co have diflwaded me, but when he found I was wilfully bent upom 
ic, and that be ftrove in vain to divert me, he would not faffer me to undertake 
that voyage alone, but told me bis youngeft fon fhould accompany me , fince he 
_ was then at home, and that his age was éapable of a difguife like mine. 1 received 
) this offer very joyfully, and being extreamly fatisfied wich the behaviour and vertu 
of that young man, Tembraced him as the future companion of my adventures, and. 
gave way that his father fhould command him to go and take order for our eqtipagx, 
‘he carried my cask to the nexe Town, and returned the day after with handfom ~rms, 
two- good horfes, and eight talents in gold, I gave four of chem to the fervant3 thar 
had waited on me during my ficknefS, and left the other four to Lafcaris, ( that was 
the name of the youth who wastogo along with me) to defray our expences. 1 had 
alfo fore rings of good value, which I referv’d for my utmoft neceflities, after having 
takea this order for my departure, J took leave of good Araffes, to whom I made a 
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thoufand proteftations of an everlafting friendfhip, and of a perfe&t requital of his 
favours, in the perfon of hisfon, and ofall that had any relationto him, if ic were in 
my power to oblige them, He fhed.tears at our ging away, and accompanied us wich 
withes and prayers for our profpericy. “We went on this manner from his houfé, and 
took our way through Hyrcania and Bagrviansz, Not totreuble you with the particus 
lars of my voyage, which are ‘ot no cenfequence, 1 crofed over unknown countries. 
without any confiderable adventure, and, during all my journey, T entertain’d my felf 
with the pleafing remembrance your pi&tuwve hadeleft me. 1 femetimes thought’ with 
my felf, that perchance the Painter had flattered you, that perhaps 1 might find you 
very different frons your pictures this thought didnot a lirtle perplex me, bute when 
1remembred that of Berenice and Stratonice whom he had fo naturally reprefented, 
Jimagisned that he had done as well in yours, But howfoever (faid 1 thongh this’ 
Princefs fhould not prove fo fair as her pitturé, and that fhebe not beautiful’ enough 
to confirm me in the affe&tion her pi&ure hath begun in me, my ‘voyave willnot be 
altogether unprofitable; and J (hall inftrud& my Clf in forraign parts, concerning many 
things ¥ fhould nothave learn’d in Scythia, Our aprarel was fuitable ro the habit of 
the Countrics where we pafs'd ; Lafcaris was perfed in the languages, and 1 had’ 
knowledge enough in them, to pafs freely through all Darius his Dominion. We 
came into Cappadocia, and having travelled through part of it, we got at Iaft unto 
your frontiers. Before we entred into your territories, we bought our felves wo-~ 
men’s clothes, and having put them on, went ftraizhe to the chief City of Themifcira, : 
where we arrived, within a thort time; and took a lodgitig, not Jong before the 

ueen your Mother began her march againft the Cilicians. We had very little trouble 
todiffemble our fex, neither of us being then eighteen years “old, and being beth 
cunning eriough in concealing our elves, and in avoiding thofe miitakes that mighc 
have difcovered us: The firft time} faw you was at the Temple, buc ¥ foond your 
beauty fuch, that my eyes were dazled with it, and my heart aot only confirn’d in 
its inclinations towards you, but mortally wounded, or rather utterly loft in that paf= 
fion, which till then haddpared it; The changes of my countenance were almoft like 
to have given fome knowledg of my inward pain to thof that ftood near me,and when 
paffing, by me as you went out of the Temple you afforded me a nearer view of rhofe 
admirable features which che Painter had but imperfe&tly reprefénted, 1 was not far 
from cafting my felf at your feet, and difcovering the nature of my love, by fome 
flranye cffe&t of ic; yet I concented my felf with Kiffing your robe as1 faw others do, 
as you pafs'd by, and retired to my lodging asmuch confounded at that fizht, as 1 was 
fatistied with my voyage. _{ {aw you again many other times, yet withourgiving you 
any occafion to take notice of me, not being willing to make my {lf known to 
you, butby fome confiderable fervice. Iwill nor tell youat large what my thoughts 
were then, the events have fince given you fufficient knowledge of them, and that regi 
tal would engage me ina tedfousJength. In thé mean time, the Queen your Mother 
went forth with her Army againft the Cilicians, and though 1 could not abfent my 
felf from your fight without an extream trouble, yet would I needs be one in that 
expedition, believing thac in the war I might find fomte occafion to make my felf re- 
markable, and to endear my acquaintance to you; I puny {elf in among the forces, 
without any command, and the gods favoured my good intentions fo far, that in the 
firft encounters, Idid the Queen fervices of fome importance, which obliged her to 
take me near her perfor, to keep me there wich a gre& deal of goodnefs, and to 
prefene me to you, at our return. Behold, Madam, aH that happened to me before 
the glorious hour, wherein you received me into your fervice, which I will call the fir 
of my life, fince I never lived indeed, till had the honcur to be yours, 

Te was in thefe terms that Oronter told me the beginnings of his lire, and ¥ lent him 
a marvellous attention to the end of his difcourfe 5 but after I had talked a while with 
him, and Hippolita, concerning things he had related, eaten a light meal, and fuf- 
~ fered my wounds to be dreffed, T defired to know what had befallen him, fance the time. 

of his banifhment from me, hoping for no lef fatisfa&tion thereby, then I had receiy- 
ed by his firftadventures, and having fent all fafpe&ed perfons out of my chamber,

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Iprayed him to give me that relation ; and Orontes, without flaying fora more exprefs 
command,began again in thefe terms. 

My fault was ogreat, Madam, that as wellas you, 1 judg’d my punifhment to be 
jul, and when you pronounced my fatal fentence, J had neither caufe, nor defire to 
murmur againft it, you {aw with what tranquillity of mind J received it, and the hea- 
vens that beheld my ftay in the arbour after you were gone, were witnefles that your 
Yevere decree, made me neither accufe you of inhumanity,nor complain of my deftiny 5 
yet having a heart which was not impaflible, and which being capable of all the tor- 
ments of forrow, could not be more deeply, nor more juftly afffi&ted wich them,then in 
this encounter, it funk under fo violent an affault, and gave no longer car to conftancy, 
nor to Philofophy ; my firft motion tended toward death, and ! judg’d that even out 
of felfelove I ought to die, thereby todeliver my felf from a thoufand miferies more 
cruelthen death it felf : and that in reafon] ought to give you fatisfaftion for the 
faule Thad committed ; all my thoughts agreed in this refolution, and! believed my 
Jove could not havea nobler conclufion, then in giving youthe remainder of a life, 
which I defired not topreferve after 1 had made it unworthy to pleafe you, andto be 
owned by you. It is moft juft (cryed I of a fudden) itis moft jut, Thalefris, that: 
you fhould be fatisfied, and though you have not commanded me to die, that {paring 
of my life is an effect of your goodnefs, which I ought not to abufe ; you bad me live 
that I might be fenfibleof remorfé for my offence, but you forbad me nor to die, 
that I might free my {elf from fo great a torment, and you will pardon me this 

' fmall difobedience, which punifhes and fatisfies me both together. I am unwor- 
thy to live for you, and ’tisimpoflible I fhould live without you : confent therefore to 

- the lofs of a life, which cannot be odious to you, without being infupportable to 
me, and condemn me not toa great many lingring deaths;"fince one alone, anda 
fhort one, is able to deliver me from them all. Ifpoke many other words full of a 
juft anda quiet defpajr, and rifing up from the earth where I had continued unmove- 
able after your going away, \ already had put my hand upon che hile of my {word to 
execute my laft refolution, when the Gods fent the officions Lafcaris to prevent it; 
"twasthat young man, .Arafpes hisfon, whom I ftill kepe with me, and who under 
the name of Lafcaria had all that while liv’d among the women the Queen your Mo- 
ther gave me ; and to whom alone J had trufted the fecret of ne love : and indeed his 
difcretion was exceeding great, and though his years were hardly more then mine, yet 
was he little inferiour in prudence, to thofe of ripeft age. As foon as he came into 
the arbour he obferv’d an alteration in my countenance, and confidering my eyes 
which had a wilde, fatal look, and the fuddennefs wherewith I ftarced up, and had 
begun to draw my fword ; he fufpected my intention » and catching faft hold of my 
arm: Ah! Sir (faid he) what will you do? I'le die Lafcaris (anfwered 1 ) fince 
Thaleftris will not have me live. Dye Sir (replyed Lafcaris) the gods forbid 1fhould 
ever confent to that, while I have anylife: and what fo weighty caufe have you to de- 
fire death, and to give it your felf with your own hands? The anger of Thaleftris 
(faid 1) and the impoffibil ty of living after having offended her. Ah! Sir (replyed 
Laftariz, pulling my hand wi hall his force from the hilt of my fword, and conftrain. 
ing me to fit down upon thegeats of green turf which were in the arbour) come tc 
your felfagain, and confider how much this defpair is unfitting your courage, and 
how much itthwarrs the authority of the gods. He continued making me a long 
difcourfe tothe farne purpofe, to which anfwered only by a few fighs , and feeing 
rppinfenfible of his arguments, and but Jittle diverted from my refolution : At leaf 
Sit, (faid he) granc this favour to your faithful Lefcaris, to let him know the canf 
of your defpair, and if ie be a lawful one he will difpefe himfelf to die with you 
Though I was but little capable of any difcourfe, J forced my grief to comply witt 
the defices of that youth , whofe affef&tion had ftrongly obliged me, and hav-n; 
told him my adventure in a few words, he became as fad, and as unmoveable as mi: 

_ felf Yet did he alledge all he could devife for my confolation, and endeavour'd br 
cunning expofitions, to fweeten the fharpnefs of your decree ; but finding 1 was no 
moved with all he faid, and that ic would be very hard for him to diffwade rd = : 
refolution 


~ refolution, which hefaw ftill -writtewin my face, he caft himélf-fuddenly: at my. 
feet, and preffing ‘my hands between’ his, Sir, ((aid he)- if the affk&ion of one. 
who fortakes all his friends to tie himfelf infeparably to your fervice, Hath deferved: 
any thing of you, and if the conjyration I ufe in the name of Thalefriv. tsa: confi- 
derable to you, grant me the favour which I beg, fince it isnet contrary to your ine 
tention, and that you cannot refufé it, unlefs you will have me de fee i your 
refence. | only befeech you to delay your refolution for two days, that thot 
lope Tyet have foryou, maybe made clearby knowing the will of the gods; you 
may leave this Court, fince you cannot appear in it by reafon of Thalefivis’s anger, bus 
as we go away we will pafs bya Temple of Beliona’s, famous inthis Province, to 
whole Oracles, if the accefs were permitted unto men, they would come from the - 
furtheit parts of the earth, there you may inftru& your felf concerning the pleafure - 
of the gods, and after their anfwer follow your own inclinations, which | will ne- 
ver refift while you live. _I was fo extreamly obliged to this young mans fidelity, that} 
could not deny his requeft; and having promifed him that delay with an Oath, 1 fet- 
led his mind from that fearhe wasin for me. 1 was not willing to ‘make a longer’ 
ftay in that Nong and having {worn to him once more that ¥ would not attempt any. 
thing againft my life, and that I would ftay for him ata place in the wood which -§, 
appointed, he went back rothe Palace, to fetch a couple of good horfes; and othet 
things which he thought neceflary for our departure. 1 fhould never have done, Ma- 
dam, if I fhould defcribe all the thoughts wherewith my foul was combated ; that 
recital “vould be of a tedious length, therefore 1 will only tell you, that never 
heart was ina more deplorable condition, and that the defire of death never was fo 
peaceably confirm’d. Lafearis retuned within little while, bringing two good horfes, 
arms, money, and jewels, which by the Queens liberality and yours, we had in great 
abundance, and which he took without my direttions, I got on horfe-Back, and 
travelled toward a little Town, two or three hours riding from Themifcira, But feeing 
with Lafearis one of my women, in whom I had found a great deal of affeétion to- 
ward me, and whom he had brought to help him to lead the Horfés, and carry the 
arms, I took her along with me to the place where we lay that night, that from - 
thence I might write the leteer you received from the hands of Hippofita, and fo having 
made her get up behind Lafcaris,1 went out of the wood with a forrow which F find my 
«(elf unable to reprefent.We arrived at that little Town, where! paffed the night in me» 
lancholy fits, or rather in mortal agonies,and rifing by break of day,] gave that wo- ~ 
man my letter clofe fealed up, with exprefs order not to deliver it to any body but Hip. 
politz, and took horfe to go unto the Temple La(caris had told me of. We got thither 
before it was noon, and after had prayed and beg’d of the geddefs to whom ic was 
dedicated, to let me know her pleafure, fhe returned this Oracle,

Lam not able totell you, Madam, in what manner I receiv’d this Oracle, and ,whicti 
was ftronger in me, the grief to fee my felf reduced to a neceffity of living, cf dif- 
obeying the gods, or the joy which their promifes revived in me by fuch pleafi 
hopes. Tremained a long time without mo.ion, wavering inthe diverfity of thofe 
thoughts, and then of a fudden lifting my hands and eyes to heaven, Great gods 
(cred) exatt not an obedieuce from me which I no longer am ina condition to 
yield you, or if you will have me live, reftore me new forces, or more evident ° 

_-nopes then thofé you have confufedly given me, all things ue to have me dic, 

andthe who difpofes of my fate with you, hath pronounced a fentence which you 

~~ have not revoked. Thefe words, fpoken with a loud voice, ftouck wonder in all thof 
that heard them; and the Prieftels who took me for a woman could not imagine = 
cau 
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cauft of my defpair, Lafceris in the mean time'came to me, and not being able to 


_ diffemble the joy, which this Oracle, fo conformable to his defir&, had “wrought in 
‘him, Well'Madam (faidhe, ufing that term becaufe of them that were prefent) will 


doubt ftill of the goodnefS of the gods, and will you without their confent {a= 


ctifice a life, thedifpofing whereof they have referv’d unto themfelves ? Ah ! Lafearis 
(anfwered I with a deep figh ) my fortune is but little altered, and this command of 
the gods, isonly an effe& of their goodnefs; which would banifh a juft defpair by 
unjuft hopes ; they cannot force my foul to continue in a prifon, the abode whereof 
isno longer fupportable ; and they will pardon me a difobedience which 1 am forced 
toby a power not inferioyr to theirs... What, Madam (replyed Lafézris) will you add 
-. Iniptety and blafphemy to that atcempt againft your Jife which hath already hai- 
noufly offended them ? and do you difdain both their exprefs commands, and the pro- 
mifes they make you in words that are fo little obfcure? did they ever fpeak lefs confu- 
fedly, or lef doubefully? and can you yet be uncertain of a refolution you fhould 
have taken inamoment? To thefe perfwalions Laféaris added many others, and de- 
firing the Prieffefs to affift him, in requiring the obedience I owed unto .the gods, 
and in confirming the hopes they gave me, they ufedfo many arguments that at laft 
«they made me conceive fome glimpfe of them, and defer my defign of dying, till I 
fhould fee my felf fruftrate of my expectation. Behold, Madam, which way I came 
to be content to live, and to pafé the time of that banifhment which you and the 
gods had enjoyned me in other Countries; being this part of my recital was moft 
important td my love, I have enlarged my felfmoft upon it, and I will tell-yot-more 
faccin&tly what hashappened to me fince. I went ont of the Temple, and got on 
horfe-back, ‘yet doubtful in what kingdom I fhould pafS my exile. J was refolved not 
to return into Scythia, and confulted a great while with Lafcaris, whither I fhould go. 
In the en® 1 determined to travel indifferently, and without defign, into all thofe 


Countries where I could have free paffage, and putting on man’s apparel again as foon - 


as we were upon your frontiers, I entred into Cilicia, which after the time of your 
tyice lived very quietly under Neobarzanes. \ vifited Tharfws unknown, and all the 
aireft Cities of hat Kingdom ; from thence I went into Paphklagenia, which 1 paft 
through without ahy remarkable adventure, and having alfo travelled about Lycia, 
Garia,and Pamphilia, Vad a mind to fee Greece, and came into Exrope fix months 
after my departure from Ihemifcira, I relate thefe things briefly, nor being willing to 
keep you long in the recital of events that have nothing memorable ; but this I may 
affure you; that what voyages foever I made, I was infeparable from you, and you 
were always fo prefent to my remembrance, that all the objects 1 mee withall, were 
never able to put you & moment out of my mind. My thoughts maintain’d a piti- 
lefS war againft me, and recalling into my memory thofe happineffes Thad enjoyed in 
your company by my deceit, the confideration‘of their lofs touch’d me fo nearly, 

* thar [have wondred a thoufand times, how [had ftrength enough to out-laft eighteen 
_ortwenty months exile, O my divine Princefs (cried I fometimes) wich how fweet a 

‘ confolation fhould Ibe bleffed, if Tcould hope that the miferable Orithizhad yet any 
place in your memory, and that without hating her you could remember the favours 
fhe hath ftollen from you! How happy would my deftiny be, if you did but fay 
yet once again to your felf, My dear Orithia, I envy theenot thy delighefal thefts, 
and I pardon thy love, and thy deceit in confideration of thy fervice:! Oh! how wel- 

- geome to me would this knowledge of your relenting be! and how fwiftly would ic 
-make the ages of banifhmentrun out! but, O juft Thalefris, is it poflible you fhould 
indeed hate that Orithiz, whom you have fo dearly loved, and all whofe crime is that 
ie loved you? Was that an offence worthy of the punifiment you have inflifted on 
me? and if fuch a divinity as your felf can fuffer the affe€tion of a man, could vow 
defire a more pure, ora more difcreet one? Ah! Thaleffris, you will one day return 
‘unto your felf, and by the promifes of the gods I kope, will underftand the nature 
. of my faule, and chat you will judge it punifhed feverely enough, by the pains I foffer 
for its expiation. The(e were my ordinary thoughts; and when I talk with Lafcaris, 
we never difcourfed of any thingbut you. In thefé contemplations I vilited part of 
- ‘ ; Greece, 
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Greece, I view'd thie ftatély Town of Athens, where Lconverfed With tlie great Phociom, 
and the eloquent Demafthenes; 1 {aw the famous Sparta; and from thence paffed into 
Achaia, There it Was I learned that Agis,King of the Lacedemonians, had fhakken.offthe * 
yoke which Alexander had-impofed upon them ; abd that, taking advantage by his ab& 
fence, he had tnade an inciirfion into the Territories or the #tolians, and Achaians-4 
That Antipater, Governor in Macedonia for Alexander, was marching ‘ftraight towards - 
him with his forces, and was ac that time encamped near the City of Megalopolis:=¥ 
believed that war would afford mie fome matter of divértifement,; and that I might 


fpend part of the Summer there with tore pleafure and more glory, then in my in® 
differenc voyages ; 1 bechought my felf a good while before I made choice of iny fide; 
butin the erid I remembred the obligations you had to ‘Alexander, and, the éonfiderad 
tion he had fhewn of your Dominions, when he fabdued , thofe of your “neighbours. ¢ 
and participating in that ingagement, I fixt upon the défign of acquitting you, and of. 
ferving him at leaft inmy own perfon ; whohad dealt fo civilly with you. Twaverd 
no longer therefore in my election, but going to Axtipater’s Army, though ac. firf: 
was unknowri tohim, I made my felf remarkable in fome encounters, with-fuccel 
enouzhto be taken notice of, and to makehim defire to know me: Having learned 
of mie forprhing of my quality, and feen me‘effe& fome enterprizes which were Mac 
fonably hazardous, he was pleafed to efteem mg more then'l deferved, and pave mé 
imployments in his Army abov@ my age, and above my cafacity. J neverthele(s was (@ - 
careful to difcharge them tolerably, that he thought not he had any reafon'to repent’ 
himfelf; and when he heard that Agis intended*to give him batéel, he trufted me 
with the commtandtof part of his Cavalry. My defire t6 cur this relation hort, Keeps — 
me frem telling how the Armies drew near to one another , and how they weré’ 
ordered, ‘and difpofed ; but’tis hard for me to pafS over the valiant aftions that were 
done by the ising of the Lacedemonians, finceohe may truly fay, thatnever mén fought 
with more valour and generofity.. 1 fhallfay no more then truth, when I tell you he 


‘broke like-chiunde? into ouf Battalonians, and that he carried vi&tory along with hii 


whitherfoever he went, he was of an extraordinary ftature , gallantly ‘arifi'd, and 
bravely mounted. Caffunder Antipater’s fon, who led the left wing of bis father’s Arm 5 
would have oppofed his fury , but he ruthed {6 imperioufly’ upon him , that hs 
made him cumble among the horfes feet, and charging into the very place where Anti= 


pater wasin perfon, in {pite of the defence of all cfiofé about him, fie wounded lint 


fo in two places with, his fword, that he fell’to the ground , but being taken up! 
again by thofe tliat wereneat him, [came to that place withina minute after, and fee- 
ing that valiant King bloudy all over, force his way into our {quadrons, 1 flew upon . 
him, after Thad defied him with a loud cry. Although I injure modefty in fpeaking eo 
my own atvantaze, attcr the praifes I have given to the valour of that Prince, } 
will neverthelefs tell you that our encounter chanced to be very equal, and we ° 
thock'd cach other fo forcibly, thar we came both to the ground and our horfes 
with us; wedifengaged our felves prefently from our ftirrups, and began a combat 
on foot, which caufed fome of thofe that were fighting tohold their hand’ and look 
upon us; we quickly wounded one another, but the number of siarvellous ations 
he had doric thac day, having wearied his body, though his courage was indefatigable, 
and the bloud hie had loft before having qweaecned him, more then the wounds had 
the fortune to give hini, he was almoft unable to fight longer, and I hoped for: the 
Moai with likely-haod, when a great many of our men coming. to that place’ 
would alfo have fallen upon him ; but I oppofed their fury, and did fo muck by my 
entreaties, or by my threatnings, that I kept them from ic, and gave the Lacedemoni~ 
ans Jeifore to fetch off their King, and deliver him ont of that throng, from which 
he was rio longer able to free himfelf: By his retreat the vittory declared it felf abfox 
ately for the Macedonians, and Antipater profecuted it fo hotly, that almoft all the , 
Lacedemonians were defeated ; but their valiant King , being unwilling to farvive 
shat lof, alighted out of a Litter in which they had puthim, and thouch fo weak 


where after he ha 


‘that he was ae able to ftand, he caufed himfelf to be carried back into the fizhe, 


done thirigs thac furpafS belief, and raifed a Breaft-work of dead bow! 
A 2 Pp, dies” 
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digs wound-about him, he Gank at lafts-as his predeceffor Leonidas at the fteait of 
Theemopiles, and falling tired with conquering ‘npon the heaps of thofe hehad flain, 


: regeived @ death, which ought to make-him live for ever inthe memory of men. I 


have enlarged my felf, contrary to my. defign, upon this-paflage, becavfe I was moft 


\nfibly grieved ac ir, and that the memorable end of {9 great a Prince deferved a 


particnlar mention of him, By that only WGtory Antipsser ferled Alexander's affairs 


-againin thac Country, and -believing I had contributed fomehing towards it, he did 


. known to you, togive you fome guefS of it, a 


me honours, and thewed me‘indneffes which were confiderable enough. I continued 
with him till having no more gn¢mies to fight withall, he began his march back into 
Mecedoniz, Then took my leBve of him, and of hisfon, though they both were very 
carneft,to keep me with them, and offered me very advantageous conditions. A 

ear. was already. expired fince my departure from Themifcira, and 1 hada defire to 


‘feturn into AG, but I travelled a different way from that I came, and’was willing to 


fpend the time chat ftill remained, in feeing thofe Provinces which were yet unknown 
tome. 1 went into Parthia, and the Countries of the Mardes, and of the Badirians, 
whither the difloyal Beis was already retired after the murther of his King ; from thence 
Lentred inco Hyreania, and in che end I came upon your frontiers. There I put on wo~ 
midhs:apparel again, and ghere the firft news 1 heard was that of your captivicy. I 
need mot tell you, Madam , the greatnefs of ay forrow, my paflion is (ufficiently 

oes well imagine that had ic 
not been.for the promife of the. gods, and my belief that in this encounter I might 


_ finde fame, occafion toferve you, I thould have funk under that afflition. I fummoned 


allmy cqurage together to imploy it for your fervice, and begging of the gods to 


grant me extraordinary forces, I went with; fome confidence toward the place where 


ur.Army was-encamped. Before I would difcover my felf to the other women, I 
deficed co learn of Hippolita whom J had ever known to be moft difcreet, in what 
eftate my affairs were: in this Country, and whether I might yet.pafs for Orithia, 1 


-was fo happy that I found a favourable occafion, as you have heard, and reccived com- - 


forts from her which raifed my hopes again. I Iearn’d of her (and be this fpoken, 
Madam, ‘without ftirring up your anger) that you had beftowed fome tears on my de- 
parture , and thit my memory was.not indifferent to you , all my affli&ions were 
counterpoized, by the joy this knowledg caufed in me, and it 0 redoubled my courage, 
that kaccounted all things too weak to retard the defign I had to deliver you. You 
have heard from H:ppulita, alt that paffed from the time of my arrival tothat of your 
deliverance, and I willadd to what the hath told you, that as we marched toward 


this Town, 1 prayed Menalippa, and the chief of thofe women that had accefs to you, 


not to{peak one word of my being return’d, but to ftay till Idifcovered my felf, be- 
fore you,beard that news from any body elfe. This was it that favoured the diflimula- 
sion which we ufed fo happily for me, and retiring after the fight, while the wo- 
men did their duties to you, I found means when you were in bed, to {peak with 


" ‘Hippolita, and to plot that with her, which thefo cunningly hath effeGted to my ade 
vantage. * 


Orontes ended hisitory thus, and by that conclufion of it made me blufh again, and 
ferch’dback part of my fhame,.and part of-my anger, but being no longer in terms 
to diflemble my affetion , 1 gave him all the modeft proofs of it he could defire. 
From that day he carried him(elf towards me very differently from his former man~ 
ner, and cutting off all chofé liberties ] had granted him as Orubia, never gave me any 
taufe ce blame him for want of refpect, or of difcretion. Iam too tediousin my rela- 
tion, buc I will fhorten the reft of it, and tell you that being carefully dreffed, and 
looked ro, my wounds were quickly cured , and not being ftrong enough to keep 
the field in. Ciliciz, againfi thofe fupplies which in probability would arrive with.ra 
while, I contented my €If with putting a Garrifonin that Town, and as focn as * 


* was able to endure a Charior, I returned into my own Territories, and took my way 


toward Themifeira : Bu before Iwas gotten to my chief City, he that fucceeded.Neo- 
barzanes, fent to defire peace with me, and the misfortune { had fuffered by war, 


together with the counfels of Orentes, whofe thoughts were veryaverfe from it, pers 


fwaded 
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fwaded- me to grant it him upon reafonable conditions, and to .fgblifh an alliance 
wich-him, which fince hath not been violated. I fhall net ftand to.recount' the welcomes 
I received from my fabjects, after a tharp and dangerous captivity ; sor.the honours © 
they rendred to my valiant deliverer, whom they beheld as the ‘prore€ting goddefs of 
‘Themifcira ; the took again her former lodgings in the Palace, and her former fervarte, 
and hada great deal more authority amongft all our women then in times ‘paft, gut: 
fhe abufed it not, and managed their refpe& to her {0 difcreetly, ‘that the inflamed -1 
them all with a violent affection ; for mine own pagt, I mf confef¢ to my confufion, 
that I found {6 many amiable qualicies inher, and had fo many caufesto be pleated 
with her loveto me, that I preferved not'the leat remaifder of my former inclinati- 
ons, but gave my felf roher as muchas my virtue, and the informations { bad re~ 
ceived from her felf could permit me, we had no more but one thought, aad if 1 may: 
fay fo without bluthing, we had no more but one,foul, and one will; 1 made no 
longer any difficulry to open imy heart to hing, and to confefS that 1 loved hinfmore 
then my felf, but what advantage foever he drew from that confeffion, he never efh- 
boldened himfelf to take thofe liberties that were forbidden him; My women Often’ 
admired, that they no longer faw that familiarity between usthey had formerly ob-' 
ferved, and though our converfation was moie frequent then ever, they found; but * 
knew not the caufe, that we had banifhed thofe kiffes,. and embraces, which in farmer 
times were wont to make a,good part of our entertainment. All the fweetneffes that 
a modeft affection can produce, were safted by us with a perfed& tranquillity ;“we were 
infeparable , except at thofe hours when decency ‘fofted uf to be afunder ; wee 
communicated our moft private thoughts to one another, antl Orontes as he -was 
difcreet, and refpeftful, could defire no greater proofs of my affection; But being 
we could have but one aim, and that onfy marriage could give it a lawful conclu- 
fion, we had no {mall difficulties to overcome, 1 loved Orontes enough (fince in {pice 
of his ingratitude I muft avow it) to forfakemy Kingdom, and retire inf® Scythie 
with him, being our laws were enemies toour intentions, and would not faffer me 
to take him formy husband, and keep.my Empire; but he.was troubled 1 thould 
abandon jc for him, and before we'cameé to that extremity, would endeavour to pré-" 
ferve it, and to abolifh thofe cuftoms, whereof he had already made me fee thie er- 
rors; we ftrove therefore both. of usto make our moft confiderable women’ abhor 
the infamy of ghem: whenfoever occafion was offeredy we reprefented to them; how 
ignominious it was ro goand feek out men, for fuch fhamefil ends, and by fuch rea 
proachful ways ; andwhen they alledged neceflicy which had left them no other mieans 
to have pofterity, wetold them ic was betcer to bg the laf Amazons, then to make 
the race of chem eternal by fuch ftrange means, and that it wasmuch more feem- 
ly to live like all the reftof the world, then to maintain our felves by cuftoms focon- 
trary tohonour, and virtue. Our authority amongft them, ftood usin good head, at 
oyr_firt difcourfes upon that fubje&, for they would never have fuffered them from 
perfons that had been le(s confiderable ; but by little and tittle they grew accuftomed 
tothem, and gave usfome beam of hope, that intime fome of them might hearkerito - 
our propofitions. In thefe employments we pafled a whole ycar, and Orontes, who ak- 
ready was in his three and twentieth, and who uféd much induftry to keep the hair 
from growing upon his face,” which quickly would have difcovered his fex ; by reafon 
of this troublefome obftacle, which was like fhortly to crofs his contentments, began to 
* think of expedients either to make progrefs in the minds of our women, or to con= 
vey us into his Province of the Meffagetcs, which my blind affection had already 
made mee refolve upon ; when our defigns were thwarted by a ftrange fevolu- 
tion. i : 
ur neighbours of Cappadocia, who had always lived peaceably withus, having re 
c sved fome fleight difcontents, by thofe women of curs who were neareft to their 
-trontiers, and having refufed that fatistaGjon I offered them, declared war againgt us, 
and began to raifé forces to invade ‘our Province. Seeing { could not. divert that form. 
~ but by refiftance, I alfo caufed leavies to be made, and in fhort time fet oh foot an 
Agmy able to oppofe their intention: and to carry the-war, wherewith they threatned

~ my felf not well, and though my ficknefS. was bue-fleight, Orontes, who believed the. 


toils of that voyage might make it worfe, perf{waded me by all means to give my felf 


~yeft ‘at home, and.té leave the condutt of the Army to him; he had much ado to ob- 


win my confent, as well by reafon I was defious to go in petfon againft them: who 
made themfelves my enemies without occafion, as becaufe I was troubled to let thae 
pars from me, and be in danger,. which at that time was dearer to me thenall the 


“ world, But he alledged4S mangconfideration:, and prefled me with fo much earnefl- 


nefs, that I was compelled to yield to his entreaties ; upon condition, thag as foon as 


+ gayHealch would fuffer me, { might follow him with new fupplies. 


’ Twill not {pend timein che particulars of out farewels: he fpoke the moft touch- 
irig words chat a real paffion could bring forth, and I teftified my forrowtohim by 


. my tears, and by all the. modeft kindneffes he could defire, Alas! I Knew not that our 
_Aeparation was tobe for folong a time, and that igndrance abated part of my affli- 


ion; he went away, and all my joy and confolation, or rather indeed the better 


“hal of my foul departed with him. Lremained at Themi{cira with all the grief which 


His abfence, and the prefages of my misfortune could poflibly caufe, bur yet wich hops 


“ to go after him ‘as fuon as I had recovered nty health. I believe that defire haftned it,and 


fcarce had he been" gone a month when I felt my felf perfeétly well again. had alfo forces 
ina readinels to go and ftrengthen his Army, and was already preparing my (elf with 
a great deal of joy for that defign, when I heard news which retarded the. effedting of 
my refolation. Alexdder, d¥cer he had fubdued the Mardes, was come into Hyrcaniz ; 


__and his drawing fo mtar my borders, caufed in me fome fufpicion, and difturbed the 


tranquillicy of my minde. Though Neobarzanes, asThave already told you, raigned. 
effectively over the Ciliciens, yet he commanded enly under the authority of Alex 
ander, who at the beginning of his paflage into Afia, had brought that Country undec 
his GbfEAion ; and Lat that time had notice given me, that he thewed himfelf fo 
concerned in Neobarzanes his defeat; that he promifed to cake a remarkable revenge 
for it; and to that purpofe wascrofling through Hyrcania, like atorrent t6 overflow 
ur Province, which till chen wasalone exempt from the yoke he had impofed 

all the reft. This news gave me a hot alarm, and being confcicus how castle K 
‘was to. refift a Monarch that was Mafter of the beft part of the world, and: efpecially 
when J had fene moft-of my forces againft the Cappadocians, Iwas in a Qrange perplexi- 
ty ; fort effec ir had been a manifett follyto oppofe that Conqueror with a hand- 
fal “of women, which were not able for one day to ftop that Army, victorious over 
all Afia, arid fome part of Exropa’ Thefe confiderations made meask the counfel of 


" .our moft prndent women, and after having thought of all manner of expedients, to 


* fnew rib other way to free us, 


divert chat form from falling ‘upen cur heads, they told me with one accord, they 

a my going in perfon to meet chat potent King, to 
offer him my Dominions, and to juftifig the defeat of Neobarzaness his generofity, and 
his refpeft to Ladies, were known all over the earth ; and they believed that, an aflured 
méans, to keep my Country in its fick tranguillity: Idid what I could toavoid that 
journey, which hindred me from the fight of my dear Orontes, but chere was a necefti- 
ty of yielding to the impcrtunicies of all my couniellors,. and to the ftrengch of all 
their reafons ;- befides, I was touched with fome defire to fee that mighty Prince, whofe 
fame was fo advantageoufly fpread through the whole world, When I was refolved up~ 
on that voyage, I cauféd my equipage to be prepared, and having fent to defire a’ 
Pafs-port from thofe that commanded in Hyrcania, 1 fet forward from Themifcira with 
three hundred women, gallantly mounted, and richly armed ; In this condition I went 


. out of my own Country, under favour of the fafe condu& which had been granted me, 


and having crofled part of Hyreaniz, without any encounter worth the relating, T¢ me 
to Alexander's. Army. Having fent ten of my’women before to meet him, and advert. © 
him of my coming, and to demand audiegcé ; they Brought me a favourable anfwer, 
and affured me thac the King would receive me very civilly, and witha grew deal of 
refpet : I was not deceived in my expectation, for that great Prince came to nitet me 
and lighting asfoon ashe faw me appear, he by that reception made me hope my 
ye ‘ : Rs an voyage 
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voyage would he as fuccefifal as, Fcould with. Tand ali my women: were. in the habic 
of our fex, and Lhadno other arms but a filver curaf enriched with Rones of value, 
and a little cask of thefame, fhaded with a great plume of feveral coloured feathers, 
and environed with a circle of gold made in fafhion of a Crown: my gown wasof @, 
light cloth af filver, ‘tucked up above the knee wich diamond-buckles; and my leg 
being hal’ naked, was alfo half covered witha buskin fuitable-to my curafss in 2: 
skarf of rare embroidery I wore a {word which the ‘unfaithful Oronses had given mesi 
and { held,ewo javelins in my right hand. All my train was in anattire licele different 
from mine, and the King feemed to be very much pleated with fo unufval a fight; in 
ftead of giving me that viétorious hand which I demanded, he kiffled mine very 
courteoufly , aud aflured me, that what defign foever brought me to him, I 
fhould find he would be ready to ferve me; whenI had locked’ a while upoh him 
with admiration, I made him acquainted with the caufe of my coming; andmot being, 
ignorant of the Greek tongue, which Thad learned of Orontes, I declared my innos 
cence touching Neebargazes’ his misfortunes, and protefted that I came for no others 
end but to lay my Crown at his feet, and offer him that little Empire, againft which 
he had nat vouchfafed to, imploy his vi&torious arms. “The King having heard me 
with patience, anfwered extream modeftly and civilly, affaring me he -had no inten« 
tion to trouble my Dominions, nor to take the part of thofe againft me, whofe 
crimes had been their own deftrudtion ; he likewife offered me his affiftance, and pro- 
teGtion againft all manner of enemies, andbya great many noble prornifes freed met 
‘of allany apprehenfions, After this firft converfation, he fell to complement; and 
leading me himfelf into coftly tents which he had given order fhould be made rea» 
dy for m@} he enlarged himfelf upon the praifés of our beaury, and that magtial ver= 
tue which raifed us above all other women, and expreffed that he thought hime 
felf much indebted to me for the pains Ihad taken, arid for the honour I didhim: 
My narration is too long ating to entertain you with all the particularsof our dif~ 
courfe ; be after that day the King carried me to view his forces in battalia, and 
caufed them to be exercifed before me, endeavouring to give me all forts of diver= 
tifement. By his entreaties I ftayed twelve or fourteen days in his Army, believing my 
felf obliged to comply fo far with a perfon offo extraordinary merit. ‘During that 
abode, Ireceiv’d all kind of honotits and civil ufage, and waswitneG offome of that 
Prince his a&ions, in which truly I obferved fomething more then humane, and Imuft 
tell you (though perchance not without a blufhing) that fome of my women were 
fo impndent as to tell me, I ought to give them a PrincefS of the race of that great 
Conqueror ; but, I reproved that motionfo fharply, that-they had not the boldnef& to 
{peak of itany merc.When I had flayed the time the King defired me,and received all 

* mannerof fatisfaction,and marks of refpe&,l took my Jeave,and began my journy home~ 

ward, carrying with me an efteem fuitable eto the fanie of him,which before was fpread 

amoneft us. I return’d through Hircanje with the fame facility, as I came, and entring 
into my territories, I continued on my way witha reafonable quiet mind to the City. 
of Themicira, where I arrived two months after my departure. . The firft news I met 
withal], was a victory Orontes had obtained over our enemies, of whom he had flain 
eight or ten thoufand upon the piace, not having loft above fix or feven hundred of 
his women. I was exceedingly joyed at this good fuccel3,for many confiderations,and 
by her that broughe gre the news I received a letter from him, the words whereof were

‘Efenr-back this anfwer-by her that brought me Orithia’s letter, which was come to 
Themifeira a fortnight before me; and burning really with a defire to fee ber, and par- 
take in her viGtories, 1 prepared my felf very chearfully for that (econd voyage. But O 
gods! when I was bufict in fetting things in order, andin drawing forces togeyher to’ 
depart, I received a fecond letter, by one of Orithia’s women, in whom fhe had great- 
eft confidgnce ; I opened it with fome apprehenfion, the caufe whereof wassanknown 


tome, and cafting my eyes upon it I read thefe words, :

itd T have been fo fimple as to hope for fidelity in a woman, a weakne{s is tobe accufed of it, 
which appearances that were {pecicus enough feemed to authorife, and I believed I might 
conferve your affettion, ouly becaufe Thad well bought jt, and well deferved it.

© been fo unfortunate as to fend fome years in your fervice, I fhall be wife enough to retire, nove

to punifh your fault,sou have done it fufficiently already by the under-valuing you bave  foewed 
of your febfby she contempt you have deferved from the whsle world,and by the fhame you have 
for ever fixt upon your memory’, Live in the infamy you have fought with fomuch pains, and 
fince your ambition is fo nobly limited, lofe the remengbrance of mine, Bhich fe blindly had 
bounded in you alone, I leave your armies, your comntrey, -and your felf for ever,and I carry 
away nothing with me in this voluntary banifMment, but my repentance for baving returned 
after my firft. Ifthe gods fend me my death,] fpalkprefer it before the afflitiion of feeing you 
| again, and if they continue my life, Lwill pafs it wholly without fo much as a thought of yeu, 


When I read this letter, by good chance J hadno body by me, but Hippolita,; who 
feeing me grow pale, and ftagger at the end of it, pue forth her armsto hold me up, 
and kept me from fallingon the floor. Which way thall I be able, Sir, to defcribe the 
greatnefs of my affliGion, In fo unexpected a dyfafter, and how thall ¥ make you 
to conceive, what I find my felf unable to exprefs ? I cannot better compare my for~ 
row then to that of the Prince(s Statire, when by the crafty deceits of Roxana, fhe 
received that fatal letter which hath caufed all your misfortunes ; and [believe that as 
there was a great deal of refemblance between thefe two adventures ; fo alfo they pro- 
duced the fame effeéts. I Had fainting fits like Statira, I tore my hair,and wept likei er, 
_and,like her, I faid all that rageand grief can infpire’ into diftraéted perfons: I pafle™ 
allthat day in reftle@ ftartings, or rather in convulfions, and if Hippolisa had not care= 
fully obferved my attions, 1 fhould have ufed my own sagainft my life. The next. 
day, after 1 had Jong tormented my felf; I caHed for her that had broughe me that 
eruel letter, and having commanded her totell me in what place, and in what a condi- 
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tion fhe had left Orithia, frezold ‘me shat within. a while after the battel: the had 
wont, (he was takert wich an oxceflive fadnefs which kept her for (ome days-in bed, and 
thacas foon .as fhe was a little bereer, fhe took horfe, with no body but Lajcarias- 
and having commanded this woman to follow her till fhe wastwo or three hundagd. 
pacesfrom the camp, fhe gave her certain rings for a reward of the fervice fhe-had 
done ber’, friétly charging her to deliver that ‘letter into my own hands, which the 
would not trek into any bodies bug hers, and bidding her tell Menglippa the might.

given thefe orders, fhe took a way quite different from that which led back to the

foul was able toconceive. Ibegantorefle& with repentance, upon the proofs of afs: 
fe&tion I had given to that ungrateful man, for'whom I would have abolifhed our Lawe: 
_ and forlakerra Kingdom, to run after meaner pretenfions, and thofe uncertain ones: 
too; T examined all the actions of my life, which could poflibly have given hint any. - 
fafpicion, og difcontent ; and finding them but too full of innocence, and affection to. 
him, I plang'd my felf into an abyfS of forrow and yexation. J had fome conceit that 
my journeyito Alexander might have difpleafed him, but my fay there had beenfo- 
fhore, and-all my actions had paffed fo open}y5and had been eyed by fo many witneffes, 
that 1 didnot believe, he could from thence draw matter for all chofe high abufes , 
_and that unworthy ufage.. To that inconftancy. wherewith he caft me off after ha= 
ving received fo, many teftimonies of my- afft&ion, he added wrongs, and upbraid~ 
ings of thame and infamy, the terms whereof Icould not digeft. Hoppolite who had 
often read over his fharp injurious letter, could find no words to excufe him, no, nor 
free her {elf from thofe reproaches J ufed to her-for- having favoured his bafe pernicious 
defigns. | willnot repeat, Sir, what my grief and: my referiement made me fay, that 
. recital would.bs of a troublefome length, anid I will fatisfie my felf with telling you, 
that after haying fafficiently wept, and deplored my misfortune, 1 at laft made hatred 
fucceed nty love, and took a firm refolution to go and feek him to the world’s end, that £ 
mighe funith his,perfidioufnefs, and revenge the unpardonable injuries he had dcne 
me. I then contradiéted all that the confideration of that difloyal wretchhad made 
me fpeak unto our women, tgth: advantage of man; and I then animated them to 
the averfion which they naturally had to that fex, by fuch words as made them judge 
Thad fome new occafion to hate them. My forrow did not fo little torture me, but 
that it cait me intoa ficknefS which forced me to keep my bed or my chamber, 
above two months » during all that time I heard not one word of chat Traitor, anc 
as foon as | was recovered, after I had concluded a peace with the Cappadocians, by the

Province of the Maffuetes, but that people had heard no news of their Prince, front -

ons of my paifion made that difference, ‘See now if my anger be not juft, and if have 
nota lawful caufe to hate that prince, who by his infidelity hath rendered himfelf on. 
worthy of the honour he hath to be allied to you, 

The Queen ended her Story on this manner, and Oroondates having hearkned to it 
attentively , Madam (faid he) I cannot chufe but: be Orontes his enemy ,:after the 
knowledge you havegivén me of an infidelity without example ; yet when I remember 
the proots which without intermiffion he fhewed of fo real a paflion, afer which 
we fee him fallinto a bafenef$ witbout any probable ground, and when I call to 
mind what fubtiley and calumny have reer done againft mine innocence, 1 am 
forced to fufpend my judgment, and believe-thar either you have becn deceived by 
others then: Orontes, ov that Orontes hath been deceiv'd higifelf, by very frong appear- 
ances ; for indeed fo fudden, and fo unexpeéted a change is contrary to common fenfe, 
and paffes my imagination, and J am fully perfwaded, that there is More innocence in 
Orontes his inten:ions, then there hath been in the effets, either of his grief, or of his 
ingonftancy, The Queen would have replyed, but Oroondates feeiyp it was extreamly 

“ Tate, and that fo longa difcourfe might impair her health, took leave of het till the nexe 
day, and having bidden her good night, retired into his Chamber. 
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Roondates paffed that night as he had done many others, and r aay fol-. 
wr lowing was {pent in thofe fad. imployments which his deadly ‘griets had’ 
G already made habitual to him, yet did he afford part of it to the eriter—"' 
gx cainment of the fair Amazon, and difcourfed a great while with her, :

him f low. chat a longer time was requifite for the recovery of it. He walked every 
day in r+ wood, where he fought out thofe places that were moft gloomy, arid moft 
confi mat}. to the eftate of his minde, all objeés of pleafure to hirn were fatal, and - 
thofe tha: reprefented any thing of wo, gave him the moft real fatisfation, Thateftris’s 
wound wos o-tickly ina good condition, and permitted her to leave hier béd withina 
few dave.

mnrderer of the widow of his King, and the greateft of all Kings ‘thae ever were, 
and with him in fhort into: whofe breaft hé ought to fnd‘a thouland deaths, if he 
were capable of fuffering fo many, without any refpe& to his weaknefs, and without 
regarding ‘a generofity which was no longer feafonables:nor decent in thofe terms >

Ah! no my vertue, no my generofity, ¥ 
no longer know you; you were noble toward Alexander, but toward this Tyger 5 
‘ou Would be bafe, you would be condemnable; he muft die, and J muft die with 
im, but this (word that ought to cut the thread of our two lives, muft begin with the 
more guilty, and end with the moreinnocent. Atthefe word: he put his hand upon the 
hile of hisfword, and advanced a fteb or two toward his enemy, but fee'ng hint 
ftretched gut at the foot of a tree, and almoft fainting, he ftop’d ; fullof grief and 
confufion ;. Ah! miferable man, (purfued he) what wilt thou do ?and by what an

_ ondates would have continued his reproaches againft Perdiccas,when he interrupted him, 
and ftretching out his hand, Friend (faid he) Jet us make peace I pray thee; the af 
fiftance thou haft given,me, makes me defire it withthee, and Ideclare unro thee trus - 
ly, chat if chy hatred be grounded only upon Statirs’s death, thou oughteft to ceafe

— Oroondates (uffered not Perdiccas ro proceed further, and if his firft words 
had furprized him, this fecond aftonifhment, which his luft caufed in him, was infinite~ 
ly above che former, How! Perdiccas (cried he, retiring two or three fteps) is not 
Queen Statiradead? Ah! wy not to prolong thy days by tha deceit; the eitate thon 
art in fecuresthee from my juft indignation, and thou needeft not invent lies to fave 
: i) felf. Perdicéas making an utmoft atcempt againft hig weaknef= ; I donotlie, ((aid 












he) and I proteft to thee by all the gods, not only that Statira is living, but that fhe 

is fiving only by my means ; ask the inconftant Caffandra news of the ungratefil Statira ; 

- thou fhale:know that I faved her to the pou of my own fortune. and of my eftab- 
lithment ; and thou fhalt know alfo that fur a recompence of that good fervice, the 

hath caft her felf into the arms of a Lover, whom fhe.adores,whom’ fhe kif’'d, whom 

fhe embraced before my face, and who has Icft me in the cafe voufee Perdiceas would 

have faid more, if his weaknefs would have {iffeced him, and if the vehemence of his

. fent the ftrange inward motions that affauleed Oroondstes in a moment + though he 
had but an uncertain belief of Perdiccas his words, that joy as imverfe& as it was, had 

like to have been his fudden deftru€tion, He remained a great while without being 

able to expre(3 his feveral thoughts, and that trong furprize had fo amazed him, thac 

he was hardly capable of any underftanding. He had much adoto difpofe his mind 

unto that hope, and his foul was fo prepoffeffed with his former ofinion, that it was 

very diffeule to bring it toa belief of that miracle, the excefs of his happinefs ftupi- 

fied him, and he formed fo high an Idea to himfelf chat his imagination was not able 

to reach it; he had fome trouble to believe even that he wasalive himfelf, or at leaft 

_ to believe he wasnot afleep. When he had a little recovered himfelf, Ah! (cried he 
of afudden) the gods have not revived my Princefs, Perdéccas is a liar,and what bafe 

fellow is but too capable of all manner of vices; he made a ftop after that. firft:ex- 

clamation, and having floated a long time in‘ an uncertainty full of confufion ; *Tis 

no matter (purfued he) our condition cannot be worfe then itis; Jet us drive on our 

deftiny to the uttermoft, and let us learn from the fame mouth, either the end of this 

lye, or the perfet& truth. With thefe words he drew near to Perdiceas again, to clear his 

doubr, but he faw he wasina fwoun.

took their way toward Babylon again, Oroondates feeing himfclf eafed of that trouble; 
faw himéelf al(o deprived of the hope of learning more certain news of his Princefs,and 
after their departure he remained leaning againit an oak, inthe pofturé ofa man whoti 
powerful caufes of admiration had utterly ftupefied, ae Bee 
_ All thedifferent thoughts, that different paffions could ftore up in mind, affauleed 
him then in a throng,and fo confounded him, that chey left-him not thé liberey of any 
. choice, nor of any diftin&ion. At firft his imagination following his defire, he be- 
lieved as he wifhed, that Seatira was alive ; and in that firft belief, joy fo ftrongly“pofs. 
feffed his (oul, that there was hardly any foot-fteps of his*grief remaining in thofe de: 
“dightful motions :but_as his happinefs had feemed probable, by the. conformity it 
held with his defires, fo by its excefs it appeared incredible, and made him find impdf- 
fibilities in that, to which he had lent faith fo eafily. Statira had been ftab’d, caft ina 
toa well; and covered with ftones in the prefence of Tyre#s, whohad reported it ; aiid 
her death was fo generally confirmed, that thgre could no longer be the leaft doubé 
_ of it, nor the leaft glittipfe of hope: This refle&tion precipitated him in a morhent,. 
from that heigth of blifs, to which his firft opinion had raifed him, into that gulf 
of mifery wherein he was already buried, and put him again into.hisfatal thought 
with more fenfibility then ever, Ab! (faid he) Perdiccas isa Traitor, and a parrf2. 
cide, atid I fhould be the fimpleft of all men living, if I gave credit to the word of 4 
man brarided witht fo matyy crimes : that mean-fpiriced fellow was afraid of deatli; and 
by that cunning believed he might prolong his life:lec us not therefore flatter our 
felvesany more with vain and ridiculous hopes, which would but render our deat 
more forrowful and more fenfible. Stdtira is dead as certainly asthe Kingher father; 
and fortune hath only fentmie this encounter to make her (elf {port with the defti-- 
ny of amiferable rhan. After this thought fucceeded many others, which fortified thé 
firft, and gave light again to thofe hopes he had conceived: he remembred that, Pere: 
diccas had mentioned ( 4{fundra in his difcourfe, and that name recalled many thingy: 
into his memory, which mizhe ferve for the clearing of what he defired. Thott. 
words upon the trees and rocks; with the riames of Caffandra and Enridice, whith he’ 
had fo often read, the chara&ters whereof were fo like thofe of Statira, and the fenfe. 
fo conforrtiable to her fortune and her humour; That letter which was fallen into’ his 
harids out of Coffndra’s, the writing whereof differ’d not at all from that of his Pring: 
cefs, and which in thofe terms ic was couched, cotild not be addreffed to’ any other 
then himielf under the name of Or:ites, whichhe had ever born, and by which fhe 
for the moft part was wont to callhim 3 Thofe vifions which Lyfimachus and he beg 
feen at Folemen®s houfc, both wpon one day, and which inftead of being thofe beloved, 
{oirits, might be the real bodies of their Princefles ; the opinion he had, that he" 
heard their voice: in the wood.fome few minutes before he found thofe Women afleep ;- 
and the fame conceit he had that very day, of the woman whom the horfeman carried. 
‘ behinde hie, who accordins to the computation of time, and the marks he bore 
upon hisarms, and upon hi: horfe, was like tobe the very fame who had wounde 
Perdiccas, and who anfwerably to his report, bad likewife in his prefence exprefled - 
thofe kindneffes to that Woman which he complained of In fhort, all that coul 
ce afirm what Perdigcas had faid, came into his mind, and made it fo likely, that he 
nardly found any thingat all todoubtof, Well, (cried he ofa fudden) let us hopes 
Statrrs i> without queftion alive, afid if 1 ar not the blindeft man in the world, Ecan- 
nor bue snow my harpinefs, , “Dpat if you fhould have wrought this ‘miracle in’

viédge-a mercy of thatnature?. After thefe words, and fome-others fult of teanfport, 
; datrepeated allthofe paffages in his mind, from whenee he’ could draw any affurance 
Aak his good fortane ; and examining his laft encounter . particularly, he found ic fo 
“agreeable to Perdiccas his words, that.he no longer doubted but that woman which 
“yid behind the Cavalier, whofe apparel was fo like Caffandra’s, and whofe voice was 
“fo like Statira’s, wasreally Statira her felf, Being fortified by thefe laft confiderati- 
ons in that opinion, he gave himfelf over to his joy, with fuch excefs as might 
have eaufed his death , if in the fame encounter he had not met with ftrong oc- 
cafions to reprefs it : True itis,’ that after having -heedfully confidered all things, he 
. delieved he had found Stetira again, in the perfon of Ceffandra, and of the woman 
_ who had paffed by him that very day; but he could not give way to that thought, 
without making room for another, which was able to counterpoife a good part of his 
happinefs , nor believe Statira tobe living, without believing her to be in thé power ; 
of thac Lover with whom Perdiccas reproached her,and whom he had feerrher embrace 
" 4n his own prefence ; This opinion ferling it felf with the other, produced, little dif- _ 
. ferent effets, and as joy had banifhed all fatal thoughts out of his mind, the jealoufie 
that accompanied it, banifaed the greateft part of that joy out of the fame mind; 
Statira isalive, (faid he with a difcontented look) but fhe is not alive forme ; that ° 
ungrateful Piincefs is inthe arms of a new Lover ; aid the, who after fo many years 
‘fervice, hardly granted me the flighteft favours, hugs and embraces a new-come {er- 
vant without modefty or difcrction : Suffer not thy felf therefore to be carried 
away wich the exceflive, joy thou felteft for the recovery of that inconftant woman ; 
the gods refture h:r not zo Orcondates, though they reftore her to the world ; and tis 
but for the interefts of a rival, chat thou haft made thy vows; and.thac thou rejoyceft 
without fenfe or reafon, His jealoufie encreafing a ftrength of appearances, grew 
then fo infolem, as tor difpute ‘or foperiority with his joy ; and indeed it had not 
fo lictle power, buc that it held bis mind for fome time wavering in fufpence ; but in 
tthe end, tHe excellency of his nature and of his affe€tion, which was abfolutely pure 
and disinterefted, gave jy the upper hand, and made him more fatisfied with the life 
of his Princefs, then affi€&ed with her inconffancy; he thereupon repented his for- 
mer thoughts, and flriving to fupprefs them, O! my affeCtion (faid he again) par- 
~ don me ‘this weaknefs, [am not yee loofned enough from humanity, to forget all 
my interefls; and *twasbafe inme_to confider my felf in the fafery of my Princes 5 
lec her live, for me, if it be poflible; and if that hope be forbidden me, let her live 
frowever ; andlet only Oroondates dic, fince he is incapable of living without her. 
How! Let only Oroondates die? (added he within a minute after) Ah! that defign 
 fsunjutt, Oroondates will not die alone: that hag py rival who triumphs over fo many 
fofferings, and over fo nfany years fervice, hall infallibly accompany him to his grave , 
‘Tle follow him into whae part of the world foever he fhall go,and carry death into that: 
{ame breatt where he has lodg’d the image of my Princefs. As he brought forth thefe 
‘words, his face was inflamed with an exceffive color,and anger and hatred came to.mingle 
themflves among the other paffions which had found place in his foul, He then turned 
-over athonfand different thoughts, and that change of his fortune, putting him imtaa 
condition of taking new secae mr of crofling theorder Lyjmachus and he had 
agreed upon, plung’d him into a Otep ftady which kept bim above an hour ufon the 
bank of the river where he was ferdown. “At laft hearofe frem thence, asmuch cone 
founded and unrefolved as before, and walked again toward Polemon’s houfe;but leaving 
ic upon the left hand, he follcwed the courfe cf the river, till,before he wasaware, he 
got abovea dozen furlongs from it. When he began to come to himfelfaeain, he found 
he was clofeby the fide of a word, the fhade whereof fai. ifz well with his penfive 
homour, begat in him a defire ro vifit it: he fought out the thickeft and moft retired 
places, to which he communicated his new canfes cf joy, and his new caufes of 
forrow ; and afer having wavered a while in the diverfity of bis thoughts, he re+ 
". folved in the end, to sive. Lyfimachus notice of that adventure, and to follow the track 
of his rival to fpend the laft drop of his blcody:in differing with him for a con- 
queft he had fo eafily, and fo unjufly obtained, swith this defign he had cay : 
ara. : , * cur’ 
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"turned about to finde his way home again, when from one of the remoteft places of 
the wood, he heard the voice of certain perfons who fpoke with a great dealof ve- 
he rence ; and théfe laft advantages having taught him to negleé nothing for ctiz 
knowledg of his fortune, he lent fome attention to them, to fee if from thence te 
-could draw yet fomthing more tcward the clearing of his doubts: for that purpofe he 
directed his iteps thac way where he ‘till heard thacnoife, and had ndt gone far, when 
through the beughs he fawa man armed ‘compleatly , except his Cask which lay 
upon the graf, fitting by a Lady, to whom he talked with very much aGion; as fooh 
as he was near enough to hear what they faid, he thought he knew: their voices, 
and that conceit made him creep 4 fittle nearer, under favour of fome trees which hid 
him. From that place he overheard their difcourfé ; and endeavoured to get a fight of 
their faces, but fcarce had he caft hiseye upon them, when he was ftrongly confirmed 
in his fufpicions, and forced to contradi& all probability to give credit to his eyes and 
ears; yet though thefe voices, and faces were perfectly known to him, he accounted 
that adventure {0 exceeding ftrange, and fo furprizing, that he could hardly believe 
it ; in this confufion he heard the converfation of thofe two perfons, and quickly © 
loft his doubts by a moft affured confirmation : the atcention he lene permitted him 
tounderftand their words diftinGly, and ro obferve all their ations, fo that be h:ard 
thar fair Lady, after fhe had roughly pulled away her hud fromthe man who held ic 
between his, fpeak to him on this manner. Think nor unworthy man, thy threats 
can terrific mf, no more then thy flatteries have won me, I cannot love thee, nor wil. 
I be afraid of thee, and as thy-wickednefs gives me an averfion againft thee, {0 the 
hope [have in the juftice of the gods, frees me from the fear thou wou'deft ftrike ina 
tome, 1 fpeak no longer to thee, as to a man that had yet fome fenfe of virtue, but as 
toa faithlefs fubje&, who violates all manner of Lawsin the perfon of his Princef*, 
and who cannot be couched with any other confideration, then the apprehenfion of 
thofe punifhments that hang over his head. ”Tis by them therefore that I will reprefs 
thy infolence, and ’tis by the terror of heavens thunder, that I will divert thee from 
thy abominable intentions. Confider yer once again (if thou haft ftill any rememe 
brance left of what I was, and of what thou wert thy elf, and if the change of my 
fortune , have not rafed cut of my forehead the chara&er, which my birth had. 
there jmprinted) confider that Tam the daughter of thy King, arid that thou 
art my father’s fubje@t, that from an unreafcnable ambition , thon paffeft to a 
moft horrible attempe, and that in thore thou oughteft to remember I am 
(ill Berenice, and chat chou art till Arfzcomes. This Princefs, whom after thefe 
words Ovsondates could not buc know, would have faid more, if Arfcomes had 
* not infolently interrupted her, “J am now np more in a.condition (faid he) 
to be fati fied with thefe kinde of words, and if I commit any faults, the violent 
pallion Thave for you may excufe them all ; you know that Ihave fuffred with pa- 
tience enough, and that in fpite of the indignity of your ufages I have ferved you 
with refpects which are neither due to the daughter of ones King, no nor te the 
gods them(felves; nay with refpe€&ts which you ungratefully have abufed. Thofe gods 
wherewith you threaten me, are the irreproachful witneffes of ic, and they likewife 
know thac I flie not to this extremity againft you, cill aer [had rendred you all that I 
owed both to your birth, and to my love, adler having combated your mind by 
duties and fubmiffions able to have mollified mtyegrefs, you have repaid them with 
{corn, with injuries, and with indignities, and have ever uféd me not only as the 
vileft of all men living, but as fome afpick, orfome favage beaft. Think icnor ftrange 
therefore, if 1 try the Jaft means I have left, and if having no more hope to make 
you relent by ways of gentlenefs, I make ufe of the power the gods have given me, ta 
obtain thofe favours,which you may make legitimate when you pleafe. Arfacomes ended 
thefe words in taking Berenices hand, but the rofe up furioufly, and looking upon 
him with eyes fparkling wi hanger,To thee, Traytor (aid the) ? favours to thee? Ah! 
know Fan die to keep thee from them, and that am not fo forfaken by the gods, but 
thac U hope for their affiftance againft thee, The gods (replied Arfacomes, holding her © 
by the gown, and rifing after her,) are not concerned in your -fantaftical humours, 
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and finceyyjou urge my patience to extremities, know that they fhall not deliver you to 
day fram the defien Lhave for my fatisfaGtion; your obftinacy from henceforth is un- 
profitable, and you muft-either confént to my urmoft felicities, or difpofe your felf to 
jfee-me take them-by force : faying thus, he took her in his arms, and having -kiffed 
heswhether the would or no, he prepared him(elf to give her more fenfible difplea~ 
fuses, when Gr@edates, who had not been able to contain himéelf long withauta vio- 
dene conftraincy.ftept forth from the place where he was concealed, and, fhewing himfci€ 
.to that. guilty, man, with a face kindled by a juft indignation ; Arfacomes (cried he) 
trou Traytor 4r{acomes, hold thy hand. Thefe words were to him I'kea thunder-clap, 
the.foreriinner of the bole that threatned him, and getting loofe from Berenices nails, 
whe had already mark'd his face in divers places, he turned briskly abouc to Oroon- 
dates, and drawing his fword, put himfeifin a readinefs to punith the obftacle of his in- 
-aentions. At firfthe knew himnot, but Qroondates coming up to him with a fiery eye 
before he affauleed him, ftruck terror into him with thefe reproaches, Look here dif~ 
Joyal man (aid he) look upon this face, and acknowledge the juftice of ehe gods, 
swho referve unto thy Prince, the refcue of thy Princefs, and the punifthmenc of thy 
offences unto him whom thou haft mortally offended. He had not the leifyre to en- 
large him(if in a longer difcourfe, and though Ar{acomes had no parc of him unarmed 
except his head, and that he had no other arms but his fword alone, he flood noe 
‘ confidering whether he fhould undertake that unequal combat, but fetting himfelf in 
“his guard he made athim with more judgement, thenit was probable hés boiling an- 
ger fhould have-deft him.  Arfacomes knowing him was furprized with an aftonifh- 
_ ment which cannot eafily be reprefented., and {eized with a mortal apprehenfion 
which made him tremble from head to foot. He repented himfelf inftantly of what he 
had ateempted,buc being truly valiant,and judging that his remorfe was unprofitable, he 
banifhed it together with his fear, and placing-his fafety only in bis valour, he refol. 
ved ro profecute his crime co the uttermoft. Berenice was {0 furprized with fo ftrange 
an adventure, and fo unexpected relief, thar fhe had {carcely underftanding enough 
Jefe co make prayer’ for her brother, Orocad.tes ftirred up by fo lawful a refentment,, 
. defired to make-a fpetdy end of the combat, and taking the advantage of Arfacomes 
bis aftonithment, who if he had not been in fuch an amaze, was cne thac would 
Hiave troubled rhe valianteft man in the world, he very attively avoided the firft blows 
hetnade impetuoully at him, and watching an opportunity to get under his {word 5 
. he engaged the point ef ir, and bearing ic up wich the midit of his own he flip 
along the blade, and chroft it up to the hilts, where the defects of his curafs afforded 
way. Ar‘acomes fell with the wound, and weltring in his bloud, his life ftreamed out 
with it at a double paffage. Oroysdares whofe “wrath was appeafed by the fall 
of his enemy, iad fome kinde of Narow for his deftiny ; and though. his crime 
made him unworthy of any pity, he could not fee him ftruggle wich death, and 
not be touched with fome fenfe of compaflion; He had not time to fhew any marks 
of it, and the Princefé hic iiiter, who van to him after his vidtory, withdrew him from 
all other thoughts fave tho! of teitifying his joy to fee her, by all the endéarments 
of a mot affetionare brother. They bad not the leifure before, to make known the 
aftonifhment their encounter had mutually caufed in them, but asfoon as they were at 
liberty to exprefs chemtelves, they fiafimed their love to break forth intoall manner of 
proof, and having ever been mot smeere, it d (Covered ic felf by exceflive evidences 5 
and the joy of Berenice, who inthe perfon of her brother had found a deliverer, and 
by-his affiftance had newly efcaped fo great a danger, could not manifeft it felf but 
by aétions full of extafie and wonder. After many feveral Jong embraces, O! dear 
Brother, O dear Sifter, ( cried they both together ) is it you? and not being able 
to bring forth any other words, they begun their kindnefies afreth, with fuch ra- 
ptures of affection and:tendemefsas are noteafie to be reprefented. Oroondates’ held 
Berenice in hisarms, giving her a thoufand kiffes, notwithftanding all,his difcontents, 
and the alterationof his humor ; and Berenice who had nothing more to with fr after 
meeting with him, hung about his neck, to, which the feemed to be faftned. with in. 
diGoluble chains, Ia the end they gave fome refpice to their embraces, and their firlt 
be . amazement 
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amazement beginning to vanifh by . degrees, O deareft Brother (cried the oe : 
by what ftrange mercy of the gods have I fo favourably met wich you, and how is i 
poflible I hould have found youin this Country: in fo ftrange an equipage? But you, 
Sifter, ({aid Oroondates: you whom I left in Scythia, and to whom fach voyages aré 
not ufual asthey are tome, by what ftrange adventure camte you into thefe paris, 
and which way fell you into this danger, from which the gods have. miraculoufly 
freed you? Theadventures indeed (replied the Princefs) are not a little extraordinary 
whereby I am fallen into thefe misfortunes, but the recital of them deferves a fitter 
feafon, for though Arfacomes be dead, hehas left thofe very near this place, who, in 
the eftate you are in may make you run fome hazard: put on his arms therefore finee 
you have the leifure, as wellto deceive their knowledge, as to be able to defend your 
felf if they affault you. Orcondates approved his fifters counfel, and coming to Arfa~ 
comes he began to take off his cuvafS, and the reft of his arms; but not withouc 
fthewing marks of trouble, and repugnancy in that aétion, nor without accompany* 
ing them with words that teftified his compatfion of him. Unfortunate Arfacomes, 
(faid he) have the gods made ufe of my hands to punifh thy faults ; and have they 
deftined me to deprive thee of a life, for which I would willingly have hazarded 
mine own, if Thad found thee in dnother condition? but ‘cisno matter, with what- 
crime foever thou haft armed me juftly againft thee, 1 with thy fpirit an eternal repofe, 
and I will have my fifter pardon thee an offence, for which thou by thy death haft 
made her fufficient fatisfaction ; the Princefs whofe anger was but too much extin« 
guithed in the bloud of her enemy, conformed her thoughts unto her brothers, and’ 
Keeping no hatred at all againft dead Arfiacomes, the defired his ghoft might enjoy a 
perfect tranquillity. Ovroondates had already put on his curafs, and having by Beres 
aice’s aflittance fitted himfelf with the reft of his arms, he took up the Cask which he: 
faw upon the ground, and having covered his head with it, he appeared ‘little dif- 
ferent from Arjacomes, Scarce had he made an end of arming himfelf, when the Prin- 
cefs (eeing a man come toward them, armed likewife at all points, and mounted upon a’. 
gallant horfe, Ab! brother (cried fhe) {ee yonder the perfidious Affiager, who, by his 
pernicious counfels, hath alon: brought me into the danger, from which! you have 
delivered me. Fear him not fifter (faid the Prince) and believe that the gods fend him 
only to receive the recontpence of his good advice; and to furnifh us with a hore; 
which was neceflary for us: After thefe words h¢ went to meet Affiages, and as foon 
as that wicked fellow faw him, Well Sir, (cried he) have vou any need of our affis 
fkance ? Orvandates anfwered nothing, bue the beaver of his cack being down, he let 
him come upto him ina place, where he could not difcover Arfacomes his body. The 
Prince was a little taller of itature chen Arfacomes,but Ajtiazes who was far enough from 
fulpecting che truth of that adventure, took not notice of it, cil he had feized upon his 
rein; thaca“tion caufed him to confiderhim, and obferving fome difference, he began 
to pull away his bridle, when Oroendutes holding it with an extraordinary force, 
Traycor (faid he} chou mutt diz, and give an acccunt of thy crimes, to him whom 
the gods have fentto punifh thee.  Affiages finding he was miftaken, would -have re~ 
paired his fault, and putting his hand upon che hilt of his fword, he at the fame 
time clapp’d fours to his horfe to trample Oroondates under his feer, but the Prince ftopt 
the horfe with his left hand, and feeing that Affigger had bow'd down his head almoft 
to the faddle bow, he clinch’d his fift, which had good gantlet on it, and difcharg’d 
fo weighty a blow with it upon his Cask, that Aftiages thought himfelf overwhelmed. 
under the ruines of fome tower; the cask indeed faved his life, but it kept him riot 
from being fo ftunn’d , that after a while, he open’d his arms, and fell withouc 
fenfé under his borfes feet. Oro ndates judy'd that he was but in a fwoun, but he di 
dained a more perfe& victory, and being unwilling to difpatch an enemy, who was 
no longer able to make refiftance, he contented himfelf w'th taking his horfe, which 
heled towards the Prince, who came toward him ta partake in his (econd viGory. 
Brother (cried fhe ) you are ftill invincible, and running to him with open arms 
the begar her endearments anew, which the Prince returned with alike affe&tion. 
Berenice then thought her felf atthe end of all misfortunes, but that day, which was 
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- to bea day of Wonders to ‘Oroondates, was not yet paffed, and it plealéd the gods 
epee Princefs was moft bufily imployed in her-kindnefles i her ese 
a Gavalier attended by his Squire, came paffing hard by her : he made a ftop to bchold 
b face and aGtion, which after he had done a while, he lift up bis hands to heaven 
or afadden, and after a loud cry, he ran to his Squire, who held two javelins, and 
Baving taken them out of hishand, he caft one of them at O-nondates his feet, crying, 
to horfe, cohorfe, I defie theetoa mortal combat ; Croondates feeing him‘elf defied by 
a man whom he knew not, and whom he had not injured, was inflamed with an. 
er, and taking up the dart he had throvn him, he leape upon his horfe, which he 
eld by the bridle, while his enemy having turned his back, went to take his carreer, 
that he might run at him the more impetuouily ; mean whi'e the Prince Berenice, af 
Giéted at this laft encounter, had caft her lf upon the ground, where fhe made war 
againft her beautiful face, and her fair hair. They were not now in that part of che 
wood, where Arfzcomes was kill’d, and where the thicknefs of the trees might have 
hindred the liberty of their courie ; but near the river, and the great high-way, and ina 
‘place f{pacious enough, for the combat of a greater number. Thefé two Warriers ha- 
ving, taken fufficient room for their carreer, turned about their horfes, and fetting 
themfelvesfirm upon their ftirrups, they came at one another with a fury like that of 
an impetuous winde, and a fwiftnefs that might be compared to that of an Eagle 
flooping:to her prey; the earth trembled under them, and the banks of the river ec 
choed at their meeting, they were both firch Mafters of their trade, that they equally 
fruftrated each other's defigns, and receiving the blows upon the fhields, which were 
aimed at the fieht of their helmets, they {plintred their darts in a great many pieces, 
without any effe&, and ended their carreer, no more thaken by that powe-ful encoun. 
ter, then two rocks by the dafhing of the ftormy billows. At the end of their courfe 
they drew their fwords; and wheeled about witha fiercenef$ able to trike fear into 
the moft refolved perfons. Oroondates, lifting up bis cei rible brow, covered with the 
cask of the unfortunate Arfacomces, and nvafuring his enemy with his eye, thought 
he beheld the fame Cavalier who had paffed by him fore hours before, and whom he 
fafpe&ted to have carried away Statira, andto have Jett Perdiccas in the cule ne had 
found him. In that belief he held vp bic hand, by that fign making fhow thathe de- 
fired to fpeak to himere he proceeded further : though the -ftrangzer had mich ado to 
grant him that delay, hemadea ftop for a few moment’, end Orcendetes w thout pac 
ting up his beaver, if requefts are decent amongft cnemic: ( cjrell me [pray 
* thee, if thou didft nct fight with Perdiccas to day. Ihave ne atall to pleafe thee 
replied the ftranger ) but if thou are Perdiccas his fricnd thou maveit revenge bis 
‘quarrel againft me, who both fought withhim, and beathim. 1 deficthee thn thy 
fe (cried Oroondates furioufly,) unto that mortal combat, to which rheu firit didit 
challenge me, and which fhall neicher have end, nor refpite, butby death. He ac- 
companied thefe words witha dreadful blow, which coming with that force which 
nothing yet had been able to refift, and falling upon the ftrangers head, made him 
fink almoft to the bow of his faddle, and waslike to have made him fall among his 
horfesfeet. Never Lyonefs touched with the Hunters fpear, turned with {uch a fury 
againft him that wounded her, as did the ftranger after fo dangerousa falute : he had 
been fo little accultomed to recive fuch {ike favours, that his anger, as violent as it was, 
became thereby cwice as much inflamed, and grafping the handle of his fword, and at 
the fame time grating his teech, he lift icup as high as ever he was abl-, ani broughe 
it down fo heavily upon his enemy, that his arm, which with his fhicld he had op- 
pofed_againit that temveft, yielded under fo weighty aburther, and his fhield was 
thereby ftrnck fo forcibly againft his forehead, that it made him reel in his faddle, and 
bend backward to the very cruprer cf his horfe ; After this mighty blow, the ftranger 
deliring totake the advantage of his enemies diforder, clofed up fuddenly to his right 
fide, that he mizhe run the point cf the {word between the jorn’s of his arms, and 
overthrow him upon the fand by a fhock which he could not 2veid. But Oromdates, 
who was-none of thofe that could {0 calily be vanquifhed, was already in a pofture

hams, ready to fet theirhanches to the ground, ‘and the Maiters by -thetuity of “that 
encounter, Werealmoft difabled to continue their combat; yet did they dome’ ap agaiti 
to one another more tertibly then ever ; andby thule firft frokes, knowing ye 
Jor mutually, they imptoyed all their vigour and dex:ericy so feck out their bef rvtired 
tages, Ovm» pen ! in thisttace thou mutt confefs thy difability, and that rhott feefelt 
thy felf too weak to seprefent this dreadful combat, the defcription ‘whereof spate 
bach my lanva-e and my imayinacion ; but to givefome flight knowledge theresf Gt 
will (uffice thee t2fay, that the moft violent of all paffions, animated the imoft valiant 
of allmen, and chat with it Fortune confpired, to make whatever was greateft, and 
moft to be redoubted in the whole world, diipate a matchiefs vittory on that {mall 
piece of earch. The ftuds of their arms were beaten out in many ploces,pieces of mat 
Jay fcattered in the crit, and the blood’ran down from divers parts of theit Bodies, 
and ‘yet their choler was net atall abated, nor did their forces feem at alt diminifhed 's 
on the contrary cheir wrath wasthe more inflamed by thefizht of their blood, and 
their an‘mofity was redoubled by refiftance. ’Twas in that feafon of the year when 
the days were at the longett; and yet the Sun began ro decline, before one could obferve 
any advantage or decreate of itrengthon either fide. The defolate Berenice fpettatrelg 
of thar combat, youred forth a deluge of tears at the foot of a tree where the waited 
trembling for che fuccefS of it, and begged of the gods, with moft fervent prayers ac~ 
companied with cwo torrents gv-ih'ng fiom her eyes, that either they would grarit het 
brother the vi&tory, or ed fom: charitable perfons to feparate them. The ftranger’s. 
Squire carnefi!y made the like rvqueft, and remembring former fuccefles, admired that 
one man could to 'ong conteit the vittory againft his Matter ; he was tco well @Cp 
uainted with Lis humour to dare to help him in an equal fight, and was not ignorant

derftood the (pur, and anfwered buc little to their Mafters defiens, when being joyn: 
ed very clof, and being hardly any longer able to lift up their fwords, they let shegh 
fall both at the fametime, and catching hold of one anothers bodies, they began’ a 
wreftling onhorfe-back, in which they {pent almcft all the reft of their forces, but 
yet had not the fuccefs they hoped for; their ftrength was then fo equal, that they 
could not fhake one another out of their feats, and though each clapt fpurs, to drag HYs 
enemy along with him, their tired horfes proved weaker then themfelves, ‘and’ with 
the remnants of their vigour, they fo firmly cruthed cheir flanks, that fo long as they 
kepe their hold, it was imp: ffible for them to move forward; the girts hegari to 
crack, when thefe two invincible warriers, enraged at the length of that ‘combat, at 
ence remembred the dazgers that hung behind their backs; chey put theirhands thi- 
ther hattily, andhaving drawn them to end their quarrel, while with the left arm, 
each held about his enemies middle, with the right they ftruck a great many 
blows at one another, and fithving then with a blind heedlef fory , moft of them 
light wen their armorr, but foon having found the defe&t: of it, with new ftredins 
blood , drew alfo th> remainder of their forces, then being no longer able to Keep 
it, they let vo their hold, and rheir horfes being no lonzer flope by that potent ‘ob? 
ftacle which had made them til! then unmoveable, parted and carrjed away their tiers:

other comfort in his fall, fave thar of feeing his enemy down, a momént Before Hint 
The difcon(olate, or rather the defpairing Berenice, ran‘eo’ hit quite BeGdes- ter!

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and: ¥ off his cask in all hafte, fhe faw him faint and pale, lofing his fenfes with 
hit blood, which flowed oue at many wide paffages. O gods! how great was-her 
“affti@ion then ; and what lamentations fhe made over the body of that dear brother: 
ic feemed as if inconftant Fortune had only given her himfome minutes before, to 
make her the more fenfible of his lof after fo uneMpetted a recovery, and if the con- 
fervation of her honour, which fhe had faved by that encounter, had not been a thou. 
{and times more confiderable to her, then that of -her life, fhe would have detefted 
it a choufand times, fince the gods feemed to have fent it her for no other end, but 
to overwhelm her in the moft killing forrcw her heart was capable to receive; in the 
perfon of Oroondates the not only loft a Brother, but a briséhimaygvho was really the 
gallanteft of all men living, a brother that had ever moft dearly loved her, a brother 
towhom fhehad fuch frefh obligations, and a brother in whom fhe had found her 
only refuge, ina countrey where fhe was abandoned to all manner cf difaiter; and 
deftitute of any fan&tuary, or any acquaintance ; fhe caft her felf upon him without 
moderation or regard, and ftain’d her felf with his blood as fhe wafhed him with 
her tears; her beautiful face wherein Nature had carefully fee forth her chiefeft rarij- 
ties, and which in fpite of her long affii&ions, fhined like a fair flar, but fome few 
minutes before, was then the true image of defolationand defpair, or rather the very 
pidture of her dying brother, her bands which would‘tave refpeced it in her ordis 
nary laftre, knew it not in that condition, and were fo facrilegions as: to carry 
themfelves infolently againft ic, and leave marks in it of the power grief had ever 
them; As foonasher voice had forced the paffage which her fighshad long made 
ood againtt it, Fortune (cried fhe) injurious Fortune ! by what crimes have | fo 
fatnoutly incenfed thee, and what advantage canft thou draw from thy mercileS 
rfecutions? didft thou feem tobe reconciled with me fo lately, for no other end 
ut to make me the more feniible of thy cruelties? and didft thou reftere me this 
dear brother enly to: take him from me again with fo much ‘inhumanity? Dear 
brother, ‘(continued fhe, clofely embracing tim and joyning her face to his) the 
greateft, and moft lovely Prince in the whole world, muit fo brave alife, have fo 
fhort athread, and fo deplorable anend ; and have the gods brought us together after 
folong a feparation, for nothing elfe but that I might clofe thine eyes, and pay thee 
thy funeral rites? will you forfake me then in an unknown countrey, where I had 
no other refuge but in you ? and fince you have liv’d for my honour, will you net Jive 
ftill for my happinef? As the {poke thefe words, after fhe had unbuckled his curaf, 
fhe Jaid her band upon his heart, and finding there yet fome remainder of warmth, 
Ah! dear brother (cried the) there is fill fome life in you, and perhaps the gods 
will yet preferve you; affift me then you gods, youthat are all goad, and al] power- 
ful, and let not the perfecteft of your creatures perith for want of fucccur. With 
that fhe rofe up from her brother, and running thrcush the wood, fhe called for aid, 
evento things that were the moft infénfible ; while fhe was in this forrowfal imp'oy- 
mrent, the ftranger’s Squire made moft bitter lamentations over his Mafter, and judg- 
ing that alone he could not give him that ailiftance which was neceffary, left him to 
beg fome help at the neareft houfes. He was already gone, and the night that came 
on apace, redoubled Berenice’s confufion and defpair, and plung’d her foul ines incon~ 
eeivable frights and terross, when her good fortune brought them to her, from whom 
the quickly received affifance. It was Araxes, Polemen, and fome of Lyfimachus his 
fervants, whom the Princeffes cries had drawn unto that place; Araxes was in pain 
by reafon of his Mafter’s long ttay abroad, and had been fome hours in the fearch of 
him with much difquier. No fooner did Berenice fee him appear, but the ran affright~ 
edtg him, and ftretching forth her hands ina befeeching pofture, Whoever you are 
(cried the) if there be any pity in you, fuccour a dying Prince, and your affiftance 
will be beftowed on one that well deferves it:Scarce had fhe fpoken thefe words, 
when Araxes thought be knew that voice, and though the little probabilicy there 
was in that encounter, made him very uncertain inhis belief, yet did ic caufe him ro 
look heedfully in her face, where, notwithftanding, that darknef began to ft-al away 
thelight, he obferved fo much refemblance to that of Berenice, chat his -tu(picions 
redoubled. 
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* sedoubled, and were ftrong enough to make him cry, O gods! Madam, what dol (ee? 
canic be you my honoured Princefs? Thefe words, and her having met with Orcondatesy 
made his faithful Araxes known to Berenice, who rectived no finall confolation by his 
fight , (he was not able to diffemble ir, but forgetting her gr amef:, and her ordina- 
ry gravity, ina time when fo many accidents had perplexed her, fhe embraced him, 
and gave him a reception, he could not have hoped for from her in another feafon. 
Avaxes (faid fhe) "tis even 1, Araxes, and the gods have put me ayain into the 
arms of my dear brother, only to make mma witnef of his death. Behold him here 
(continued fhe drawing near him) behold your poor Trince, yielding up his life 
with his blood, throggha great number of wounds. If Araxes was furprized with 
the unexrected encounter of Berenice, he was more fenfibly ftrucken with her words, 
and nor lofing time to anfwer her, he ran to him, fo loft and blinded with fudden 
grief. that h¢ almoft trod upon him, in his hafte to find him: When bythe Hight of 
the Moon which began to fhootforth reafonable clear beams, he faw hisdear Matter 
in fo wofu' an eftare, he was feized with fuch a violent forrow, tha: he was like to 
have kept him company ; he was going to fall into bewailing comptain::, when he 
remembred chat his help was more neceffary for him, then’ chofe un rofitabie teftimos 
nies of his affection, and fummoning all his: courage, to make himfeif cacable of dow 
ing fomething in an atHi€tion that put himbelides hinelf, be ftood up, and while 
Berenice and Polemon having quite difarmedhim, applied handkerchiefs to his wourds 
to ftop the plood he had yet left in: his body, he bufied himfelf with the reft, ih 
cutting branches, and making a kind of hand-barrow to carry himaway, Lyfimachds 
his two fervants lef pofleft wich grief, wrought fo fatt, that they quickly made cne fit 
to ferve their turn ; and having fpread their cloaks, laid the Prince upon ic, and began 
to bear him gently towards Polemun’s houfe, Although Araxes was generous and tharie 
table, his being fo powerfully prepoffefled, hindred him from taking any care of 
rhe Stranger, who by the abfence of his Squire was left alone, and acai | ott upcn 
the place, without fenfe, or appearance of life, and thinking only upon Bis Mafter’s 
fafety, in all his a&tionshe did notill fecond the monrning of the affli®ed Kerenict, 
They had not cone above half way, when either through thar flirring of him, or fome 
other caufe, Ovoondates came out of his fwoon,and by fome little moving,accompanied 
with a weak figh, he raifed their almoft quite dejected hopes, and reftored fome fereni«. 
ty to Berenice’s countenanc’, fhe {tept clofe to him in a fufpence between joy and 
gricf, and having called him twice or thrice, the faw him turn his head toward her, 
and give her that token he had fome underftanding left. Ah! my dear brother (faid © 
fhe) you fhal) not die, your vertue is too dear unto the gods, to loft hopes of fome~ 
thing to your advantage,’ In the mean time Polemon was gone before, to get ready all 
things neceffary, and before they arrived at his houfe, they met the Amazon Queen, 
attended by Hippolita and Amintus, who came toward them in a fricht at the news fhe 
had heard of that accident ; having vowed a real friendfhip to Prince Orocndates, her 
grief was not flight for hisdyfafter, ad drawing near him, the vave all the proofs of 
ic he could defire from the Princeft his Sifter. They went into the Foufe together, and 
having put him prefently to bed, Amintas look’d upon his wounds ; he had two in 
his body, two in his thighs, and one in his left arm All that were prefent expected 
the Chirurgion’s opinion, with apprehenficns which Were eafie to be obferved in. their 
“countenances ; but O gods! how great was their joy, when having fearched thein, 
he gave affurance that none were mortal, that enly lofs of blood and wearinef$ had 
eaufed his fwouning, and thar, if be would be more traétable then he was of his 
former wound, he promifed them an intallible cure within a fhore time. This 
judgment brought joy again amongft petfons {o affectionate to him,and they alrogether 
thewed marks of it proportionable.to the friendfhip, which nearnefs of blood, obli- 
gations, andthe confideration of merit, had eftablifhed in their hearts; Colour ree 
turned into their faces, and Queen Thaleftris, who in her firft trovblehad’ née confim 
dered the Princefs Berenice, attentively, cait her eyes ppon her with more curiofity, 
and hearing her call Oroondates by the name of Brother, fhe called to mind fome linea: 
ments of nat beaury fhe had feen in Scythia: but defiring a more perfe&-affataince of 
5 .; a 
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it, fhe drew it from the mouth of Araxer. As foon as he had fully informed her, 
the ufed complements to the’Princeff, full of refpe€& and civility ; and Berenice, who 
at the'fame time leamed Thaleftris’s quality from Avaxes, repayed them with all mane 
ner of fubmiflion ; the difquiet they yer were in for Oroondates, would not faffer them 
to hold any long difcourfe, and they concluded with proteftations of a perfe& friend. 
thip, and mnutual promifes totell their adventures, andlet each other know the caufe 
of their acrival in that Country, as foon as they fhould have a more convenient time. 
In the interim Oreondates was fo far conte to bimfelf, that he {poke and knew every 
body, and feeing Beresice at his beds fide, I am wounded fifter (faid he) but my rival 
isflain, and the ingrateful Caffzndra fhall have but little fatisfadtion by her infideliry. 
Thefe words, the caufe whereof were unknown toall that were prefent, made them be- 
lieve he was light-headed but after them he fpoke others of fo good fenfe, that chey 
partly loft chat opinion, Madam (faid he to Queen Thaleftris) {ee there the Princefs 


. my fifter. 1 know it Sir, (anfwered Thaleftris) and fince that knowledge, have vowed 


my affe&tionsto her, with a great deal of refpedt, and.defire to merit hers by my éer- 
vices, Thacoffer (replyed che Paincefs) is too advantagious to’ me, to receive it as 
other then a meer favour, ahd fince with fo much goodnefs, you grant me what Icould 
not juftly hope for, 1 will not abofe it further, then to beg the continuance of it. 
Their civilicies had not-ended {0 foon, if they had not been in another place ; but 
Amintes, who had already dreffed the Prince, impofed them filence, and having more 
exprefly enjoyned it to his Patient, he perfwaded themto retire. The ywo Princefles 
whofe triendfhip was quickly grown, went into Thaleffris’s chamber, where having 
given each other new confirmations of it, refolved not to part beds while they con- 
tinued together. Aiter.fupper, they mutually expreffed theie defires to know one ano- 
ther more particularly ; and Berezice having told Thalefris, fhe defived to make her 


_ the relation of her life in the prefence of the Prince her brother. Thalefiris offered to 


begin with hers, and for that piper going to bed together within a while after, 
they {pen®a good part of the night in the recital fhe before had made to Oroondutes.

many days : he refted all nighc reafonable quietly, and thenext morning he refle€ted 
upon his fortune ; and,after long conteftation,judged ic to be rather better then ic was 


‘before, Statira isinconftant (faid he to himfelf) but. yet ac leaft the is alive, and 
“unlefsin my affection | confidered only mine own interefts, I’ cannot equally confider 


her death and her infidelity ; Thad rather fhe fhould ceafe to love me, then ceafe to 
live; and ‘tis efough that my jealoufie arms my handsagainft my rivals, without arm 
ing my wihes againft my Princefs; let us fatirfie our felves with having difpleated her 
in the death of her favourite, and ifmy love demanded reparation from her inconftan- 
ey, lee us believe that that we have received is no light one, fince with our own eyes 
we have {een him fall dead, whom fhe loved more then her life, being for him, fhe 


info fhorea time had loft che meggory of our fervices and of her illuftrious husband. 


But miferable man, ((aid he agfin) what doft thou rejoyce at ? canft thou be pleat 
edto have offended thy Princefs, and canft thou have fent.him out of the world, 
whom fhe loved, without becoming her mortal eaemy? and canft thou become hee 
enemy without becoming a more cruel enemy to thy felf? But, (added he for hi 
juftification) "ewas chat rival himfelf that defied me, and affaulted me upon dit 
quarrel; I can fafpe& no other canfe of it, and he without quettion knew me for 
Staiira’s fervant, and for him that had heretofore obliged her to fome good will ; per- 
chance alfo he is not dead, but-may have received from his friends, a like affiftance to 
that which ha’s brought me back from the grave, if it be fo, O Rival! in fpite of 
all my.repentance, and in {pite,of all Statira’sinterefts, prepare thy felf for a izcond 
combar,. and difpofe ‘thy felf to lofe thy pretenfions with thy life, or to tar away

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the purfuit of a defperate love, and thou art too bravea man, to hide thy felf from 
him againft whom thon fo valiantly haft defended thy advantage.

Ow thall Ibe able, dear Brother,to avow my faults and weaknefles to you,and 

what account fhill I give yourof a life, which you muft needs think c: iminal, @ 

if you judge of my aétion* with feverity, and if you have not fome regard to a dear . 
memory, to reafons that are {pecious enough, and to the frailry of our nature: In« 
deed this confideration abafhe: me,and makes me fear as many changes of my coun« 
tenance in thicrelation,as you will find changes in my fortune; but Brother,to rewaf> 
fare me, Twill remember not cnly that you have loved, fince decency prefcribes us 
different rules; but that this far Queen who hears me, harh not been exempt from 
this paflion, and hat by the height of yours, and the qualities of your perfon, you 
obliged a creat Princefs, whofe vircue was without blemi{h,and whofe example may 
authorize part of my faults, to flacken fomthing of her feverity for your fake,. and 
to conceive inclinations full of a real affe€tion. After this preparation to my dif. 
courfé, I willmake you a naked confeffion of the accidents of my life, whereof you 
have till now been ignorant, and with part whereof [had entertained you in Scythia 
but for the ftriGnefs of thofe (pies which were fet over you in prifon, and the order 
that was taken about your departure. I will therefore begin my recital from rhe rime 
of the fir soyage you made into Perfiz, & will neither tell this fair Queen my birth, 
which fhe cannot be ignorant of, after the knowledg of yours, nor the particulars 
ef my infines which have neshine confiderable. and whereof the remembrance 
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is but'too deeply drowned in that of my more important adventures. ° 

You know was bur in the thirteenth year of my age, when you marched againfi 
Darius, wich the King our father, and. ail the forces of Scythia,and I hardly began 10 
enter upon the fourteenth, when the King returned to Iffedon with his Army; and yer 
even when I was fo young, I did not efcape the affaults of Fortune, nor of thofe fer 
rows wherewith I have fince bin overwhelmed.

the divertifements of chat winter, and moderated thofe rejoycings which were pre 
pared forthe Kings return, and for the fuccefs of his arms ; and then it was that the 
forrow which by your abfénce had begun to poffefs my heart, fought occafions to 
fertle it (elfghere for the remainder of my life. But becaufé I cannor enter upon my 

* ftory withont the mixture of another, which makesa good part of it, I muft fol 
low the thread thereof according to the order of time, & before I tell you my misfor= 
tunes, I muft difcover the caufé ofthem unto you. Yqu know thgt the King was ever 
of a very amorous complexion, and that after the death of the Queen our mother, 
he had already,expreffed love to many Ladies of the Court, but all thofe firft aff 

" &ions had been withoitt fixing any where, and without continuance, and ic wa: be- 
lieved that all that fhould fucceed them would have alike faccef?, when for our un- 
happinefs, and by the-cruelty of the deftinies,he fell defperately in love with Strato. 
nice, fitter to the unfortunate Arfacomes, and daughter to the Prince of the Iffedonr. 

. She was bred up with me,as many other Princetts of Scythis,althaugh ! was young- 
er then the by five or fix years ; and I may truly fay that her beaury, the excellency 
of her wit, and a great many good qualities fhe poffeft, had produced m'me a real 
fiend {hip towards her.! will not defcribe a beauty to you Brothers which heretofore 
you were very well acquainted with, and I will only call to the remembrance of this 
fair Queen, who perchance may havefeen her during the ftay the made at Ifedon, 
that all the fearures of Stratomice’s face are very handtome, that her skin is white and 
delicate, her eyes and*hair black, her ftature tall, and that in all her aétions, and the 
motions of her countenance, fhe hath a great vivacicy, and fomthing very attractive, 
Tree it is that fhe never made ufe of her wit to add new graces to it,and that having, 
one of the moft crafty fubri} ones that can be known, fhe often imployed it with fuc- 
cef?ro feek her own advantage. 

@ = wasupon the day when the feaft of the goddefs Telivs was celebrated, that fhe 
received the firft ceftimonies of the Kings affeCtion,or at leaft of bis particular efteem 
and of his preferring her before all the Ladies of the Court. There wasa facrifice

‘ons ; biel am fo much your friend, as to take the liberty to tell you, they cannot be 
advantageous to you ; although you are worthy of an extrearft good fortune, no

She brought forth thefe words with an alteration which made 
me know fhe was not pleafed with what I had faid, and prefently after, our conver- 
fation being interrupted, we no more fought occafions to begin it again, and T con- 
tented my (elf with having made Stratonice fee her astifices were not unknown to 
me, without prefling her any further. She in appearance bore my reproof modeftly

of the power fhe hath over you,to oblige you to declare them to her. Alas! (replye 
Arfacomes with a figh)thac is a thing to which I cannot lawfully raife my hopes, 
thac'which I love is fo high that Arfacomes is unworthy to look upon it, yer ic is 
certain, that [take not chis liberty without an expre(3 order from my Princefs ; but 
Tam igno-ant what che fucce(s will be, and 1 may learn ic, Madam, from your f@f;. 
after you have read this paper, your thoughts will be the ‘thoughts of this divine 
perfon, and your fair mouth will without doubt pronounce the fentence I jhall re 
ceive trom her. If inthe condition I now am, one fhould hold fach a difcourfe to

whereby I neither cun ner will repent my felf. Tt i true, molt divine princeft, that Ar- 
facomes adores ‘yout, and that to thofe many powerful veafons which tie bim to jour fere 
vice, be bath added an inclination yet yugre powerful; condemn it not asa crigne, fince 
it is of the{ame nature with that me bave of the gods themfelveg, and that in confidering 
you as the molt lovely Priace(s in the world, be confiders you alfa as ber, whrm of off 


the Princeffes in the world be is leaft worthy to ferve. 


Think, ifafterthe difcourfe which had pat before,¥ could fill doubt whether thefe ~ 
“wards were addreffed co me;and yet I was(o fimple,or-rather Isfound fo little Tikes 
Tihood of dr/acoimes his prefamption,that I gave no way at allo that belief. arid wich 
the fame innncence] had fhewed before, I prayed him, if be might, to tel} me.thé 
shame of thar Prince for whom he-had a paflion foMull of refpeé&. I dare nat (faid. 
_Arfacomes ) though my Princefs hach already commanded me, pronounce bee name. 
: fore, 
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Before you, but fi éT cannot refit her will, and tharyou have neither learned ie 
by the reading of chefe words nor by our Converfation, you will be pleafed that my 
-pen having already done the office of my tongue, profécute its crime to the utmoft, 
and write it upon the letter, which I will leave in your hands, upon condition you 
will not read ic after Iam gone from you. I promifed what hedefired, and chen 
taking the pen again, he put a faperfcription upon his letter, and having given it 
me with a low reverence,went out of my chamber. As foon as he was gone,I caft my 
+ eyesupon ig, but, .O Gods ! how great was my aftonifhment when I read 
ree : 


To the Princefs Berenice. 


Amnotable, Brother, to makeyoucomprehend that trouble that feized meat 
thisencounter, andethe difpleatt¥e, I received at Arfacomes his prefimption;| fell 
into a fudden and fo violent anger, that | had not words to exprefs it, and after ha- 
ving torn the letter all in pieces, I fate down in a chair fo ftrucken and confounded, 
that I had hardly confidence to look upon my maids, Cilia, whom I loved beft of 
them all, fteptto me, and asking me the caufe of that fudden change, Let mealone 
Gillewia, (fajd D) let me pafé over my ill humour, and believe chat if I chought thee 
an accomplice of Arfacomes his temerity, | would banifh thee out of my fight for e= 
ver.Cillenia aftonifhed at that threat,made great proteftations of her innocence, and 
erfwaded me fo far, that I difcovered my trouble to her, but in fuch termsas made 
ie judg that Arfacomes was extreamly in my ill opinion ; after I had {aid all againft 
him that my reféntment could faggeft ; What (continued I)fhall I then endure that a 
fabje& of my fathers fhould fpeak to me of love? and that Re fhould foo! me like an 
ordinary fimple girltand fhall this prefumption remain unpunifhed,becau€ the King 
lowes him, or rather becaufe he is Stratonice’s brother ? Ah! no Berenice, fuffer not 
this injury without refentment, at leaft endeavour to take faticfaction and ask juftice 
frem the King thy father, againft the infolence of his fubje&. “I was even upon che 
point of going imftantly to complain of him to the King; but when Iremembred the 
confiderations he had forhim,and the power'Siratonice had over him, ¥ forbore that 
defign, judging I fhould not obtain a.l the reparation I might lawfully defire, andI 
refolved, without begging afliftance,to keep off that audacious man by all manner 
of fcorn and illufage. Till then { had beheld him without averfion, and had aso- 
thers obferved fome good qualities in him, but by this a&ion he changed the nature 
of all my thoughts, and all that was moft advantageous in him took then ano her 
form in'my opinion ; his courage begun in it to pafs for rafhnef&, bis dexrerous wie 
for cunning and treachery, his liberality for vanity and oftentation, and the confi- 
dence-he had in his converfation, and in all his a€tions, for an infupporeable pride. 
This fudden.Metamorphofis made him inftantly odious to me, and defiring to free 
my felf of him for ever, commanded (illezia to forbid him my chamber, and to pive 
shim expref§ order never to appear before me. She performed that charge the next 
day, but Uearned from her that Arfacomes feemed but little moved at that thew of 
my difpleafare,and having patiently hearkned to all the faid-to him from me,Cillenia 
faid he) the offence the Princefs hath received from me, is not fo greatas fhe hath 
ncied it; and if the will hate all thofe that love her, fhe mutt difpofe her felf to hate 
all the world ; .1f I never commit other crimes,I'fhal] never have any repentance,and 
fo long 4s fhe has no other reafon toaccufe me, I fhall not believe my (elf guiley to 
her ; tell her therefore,that if Thad injured her in the fmalleft thought! would wafh 
my fault off wich my b ood; but that ina condition full of innocence, fhe cannot 
without injuftice infli& pains upon me a thoufand times fharper then death it felf,nor 
can Arfacomes hinder him€lf from loving her,{o long as the gods fall give him fife 
and knowledg, This was that he faid to Cilenia, and fhe having told it me, found 
fo much irreverence,and want of refpe& in his words, that the hatred ! hzd already 
conceived againft him was thereby fully redoubled. He received pro: & of it at the 
. firft vific he would have made me, and my maids having had ach order from me, 
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refufed him entranck into my Chamber, telling him 'T ivastio@@Well, he was ufed on 
the fame fathion, as often ashe camie,.and any other bo@y would without doubt 
- have been repulfed by fo many marks ofmy difdain; hut chough he was fo proud as 
to fupport them impatiently, he was'liRewife fo vain.as to hope hie fhould overcome 
eat laft, and to be wherted by che difficulties of a Conqueft, whigh by that refjs 
ance would yield him mioré glory, and mose fatisfa&tion. Seeing thérefore, that his 
admirtance into my Charhber was forbidden, whenfoever hg came alone,he difpofed 
the King to vif me,often, and coming with him, forced me to fuffer his prefence 
againft my refolution ; but by chat manner of proceeding, whereif he thew'd fo lic 
* the obedience, and {o little Compliance with giy defires, he incenfed nity anger and 
. my fpice fo violently,that I washardly able co differnble it. Often receiv’d fuch like 
importunities, but I always avoided him fo warily, that Inever afforded him the 
. means of entertaining me in particular.One day being comé into my Chamber in hig 
ordinary company, he drew near toa windcw,where thie Kirig was talking to me,and 
within a while after, tee King fepping a Jittle afide to {peak to fome of ‘the Princes 
that were come with him, left me alone with Arfacomea, whom hie commanded to 
make me the relacion of fomehing that had pafs’d at Court a few days before. Ides

of difpleafure, Arfacomes ({aid 1) confider whol am, & remember who you are you 
felf, and fince you have prefer’d my hatred before the eftosan I had of yoy, difpofe 
your felf to fuffer it eternally,& all the difains that are due toa difobedience,and to. 
an infolence like yours. As confident as Arfacgmet was, he was fo dath’d with thefé 
words, ‘that he was not able to diffembleir, he changed coldur cwice.or thrice, but 
when he prepared. to anfwer,| left him, and having found fome poe to joyn wich 
the company agairi, I nomore gave him the convenieticy to fpeak to mec.° After t! 
day, knowing how- much hiscarriage had difpleafed me, he behaved himé(elf with’ 
more tHioderation and more fear of offending me,and feeing how carefully I kept him 
‘from all o¢cafions of engertaining me, he contented himfelf with fhowing me his 
ptrfeverance, or rather obftinacy by his looks,and all his a&tions: While he ftoed 
upon thefe terms with me, the King wasupon thofe with Stratonice, which! have 
already told you and that crafty ambitious woman having already rais‘d her hopes 
to the Crown, had extinguith’d all thof the King tad conceiv'd by other ways. He 
_ labored every day to overcome her, yet {lie yieldedtbat very little, and following her 
mothers counfels fhe opened. her way toward the Throite by her gentle curining re= 
fiftance, The King having {pent fome time in chisimployment, tufned his thoughts 
upon the war with Dariw, and having made great preparations, and fer that potent 
Army on foot; againft which you fought in perfon upon rhe Frontiers of Perfis, he 
caufed it to march towards his enemies Country, whofe ruine he aim’d at in thac ex- 
pedition, I will not enlarge my {elf wpon the order, the King took for his departure, 
upon the number of his Forees, nor upon many other particularities which are not 
neceffary to my Relation,ahd which are above my element-and my knowledg.1 will 
only tell you, that the King cook his leave of Str atonice with all manner of expreflions 
of trouble, and thar%efare he went away he made proteftations toher of an éternal 
affection. He ufed me with kindneffes fuitable to the love he had ever fhewn me; but 
though I was deeply aflifted at his departure, I found fome confolation in chat of 
Arfacomes, who made the voyage with him. They went from Ifedon,- and marcticd 
toward che Araxis with Furces that had drained a good part of the. kingdom, and 
which in probability were liketo defeat his enemies, you know better then F, bros 
ther; the progrefs they made, and the circumftances of their fir a&tions ; when they 
. entred upon Darius his Territories, : : ‘ :

Stra~ 
tdnice vilited mw often, and paid me great civilities, but we lived no more togethér 
with our former freedom ; and the inttrefts‘of chat ambitious Lady‘had taken away © 
Patt of the friendhip fite had born me, She received many Letters from the King, 
avid Arfacomes wasto impudent as to write fomé to me; buerthey that delivered 
théni from him were f ill received, that they had no more the boldnefs to come to 
me with fuch like meffages. Ag I have’excufed my felf from the difcourfe of the war, 

, foThope you will Excufe me from the recital of what paffled amongft us during the * 
Kings abfence, which is indeed of no great confequence ; and will be pleafed I may 
PaG Ig dver,to tell you,that having long wifhed for him, we faw him recarn to [fedox 
four moneths after his departure: the condition be came home ‘{n put all Scythia in 
doube what they fhould think couiching the fuccel3 of that War ; of that great and 
flourithing Army we had fen march away a fhort time before, with th gallane 
hopes, he brought back nothing but pilliful reliques, laden with wounds, and which 
hardly made up the tenth part of what he carried wich him; but thefe few fhatteged 
forces beafted that they had cut.all Derine his Army in pieces,and flain his dwn fon, 
and all hi#chief @ommanders upon the field which they had won. However ic were. 
thé King was received asif he had returned with his whole Army vitorious over all 
Pevfia,an@ thofe that liad accompanied him in the danger and hardthip of his voyage, 
had thgir pare alfo in his reception.He fhewed as much kindnef$ to me as I expeQed; 

aut; without doube Thad received mor8 from him, if Stratonice had not pofleffed his 
thoughits,& if hehad not believed he owed poe that time to her, ‘which in anothei 

. Yeafon he wauld haye given to me alone. Iwill not lengthen my difcourfe with relating 
Kis, new-¢xpreflions of affeGtions to her, they went beyond theexpectation of the 
hole Court,and they,foe.many days,were the whole entertainment of it: but I was 

iP Tels troubled, becaufé by the vifits he made her, he freed me from thole of Arfae 
comes, ‘Who never came into iny chamber but with him. He, as they faid, had made 
him(elf remarkable in that war by many valiant a&tions, and that reputation he had 
gained had raifed his pride to agreater height;1 bad but too much knowledg of ic by 
the'continuation of hisitsportuniges, & in aJl manner of encotinters, he Icft no occa- 
flon of letting me fee, he perfifted in the defign of vexing meall his life, I took not 
miofe care to avoid his company, then he did to feck for mine,. and the affurance he

the very ground , he went to ‘wait upon the King, who was difcourfing with 
Stratonice.

In many other encounters we had converfations. of this nature, and as fe pers 


filted in the defign of difpleafing me, I poles in the refolution I had tabeti to 


defpife him all my life. In the end, his iencetired out ny patience, and feeing 
with how much prefumpttgn he continued to give me marks of his love by all his 
difcourfes,and by all his a@ions,I determined to do what I had long deferr’d for fear 
of enraging him;and knowing no other remedy to cut cff tht courfe of the vexatiots 
J received, I made my complaints to the King of his infolent Profecutions, in termis 
that made him (ee I was deeply incenfed. He had already fome fufpition of it, upon 
light appearances, whereon he had grounded no affurance ; but at thar, time he 
feemed {urprized with the news,and made thew to difapprove Arfacomes his boldpielz:

T have confidered him hitherto as one of the firt men of my kingdom,and’as one for 

whom J havea particular friendthip, I will not have my favours finder bim from

as much below what he is,as he would raife himfelf above what he ought to be;l wilt 
make him know that I am not ignorant of his faule 3 and if I Had noe particular‘cone 
fiderations of him, I would let him fee by an éxemplary punithmenr, how titicl

on him, he only complained to! Siratonice, :and peay’d her-to reprefent his faute to 
him, and to bring him gently to a knowledg of himGlf. That crafty worhan put ony 
wonder at the Kings difcourfé, and in thow for a while difapptoved her brothers 

boldnefs fhe protefted to the King, that fhe never knew any thing of it, and when 

the faw he was appeafed by her compliance ; It is trae, Sir, (continued fhe)that Ar- 

Sacones hath done amifs, nor will | alledg ought to your Majetty for his juttificationy 
and if the Princefs might be ferved by any one belowa King, Arfacomes might with 
juftice difpute that advantage againft all thofe who do not wear a crown 3 fince he is 
borna Prince, and that by your goodnels, and by hisbirth, he hardly fees any but 

your Majefty above higa, within the limits of your Empire. This confideration, Sir, 
cannot exempt him from blame, fince itis true that he isborn Your fubje& ; but,Sir, 
the offence he hath committed is not a wilful one ; and the Princeffes beauty ‘hath 
not left him reafon enough to confider the inequality there is between them. in fhort 
Sir,if your Majelty will give me leave tofpeak freely to you, Arfacomes his faults have 

taken prefident from yours, and ’tis perchance by yours, he believed he might au- 

thorize his, fince the difproportion is no greater between Arfaeomes and the Princefg 
your daughter,then between your Ma jelty and Arfacomes his fifter;& that Arfacomes 
doth not exalt bimfelfmore in ferving the daughter of his King, chen his King 
abafes himfelf in honoring the fifter of Arfacomes with his affeGion. I know that this 

comparifon + nakes nothing for him, & that Arfacomes his fifter receives as great a fa- 

vor by your Viajefties abafement, as his Kings eet receives injury by Arfacomes 
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is -clevation ; fince S@vereigns cannot look upon their Subjess without honoring 
them, nor Subjedts lift up their eyes unto their Sovereigns without offending them. 
Buc what fhall- become then of this guilty mah, and whdt punifhment fhall weap- 
point, (fince.your Majefty leaves me the difpofing of ic) for this -brocher, who hath 

ever been the beteer part of me, and whom your Majefty hath honored with a par- 
* tioular efteem? If we banith him, I muft accompany him in his exile, fince our 
friendthip hath made us infeparable ; and ifhe continue fill at Court, I do not be- 
Hieve he will recover his wound. Only your Majefty can teach him YY your exam- 
ple,ro become matter of his paffions,and fhew him by ceafing to abafe your thoughts 
nto your Subjeét, that he ought and may ceafe to raif hisunto his Princef&. Stra~ 
tonice had not faid chus to the King, buc that the was cértain he would not take her 
at her word, and chat his’paffion was’no longer in terms of being difengaged, nor of 
fo much as fuffering any oppofition to his defires. To thefe words full of cunning 
and flattery, fhe added fo magy others, and ufed her pdwer over the King fo'dex- 
teroufly, that if the coyld not make him approve Arfzcomes his paffion, fhe at leat 
difpofed him to tolerateit, or rather to connive atit, and feign that he perceived ic 
not, expeéting till time and reafon fhould give him more fieting thonghits. 

This patience of the Kings caufed the continuation of my misfortunes,and Arfa~ 
comes believing he had broak through one of the mcft dangerous paflages that could 
be met withall in his defign, nourifhed his hopes more then ever, and redoubled his 
profecutigns wich an infupportable infolence : having no body left co whom 1 might 
utter my complaints after the Kings fleighting of chem,I made my addreffesto Stra~ 
tonice her felf, and defired her by all the remainders of our friendfhip, to deliver me 
from her brothers importunities, and to put a thought out of his mind whereby he 
would read but little facisfaction;but the craftily ufed the fame difcourfe to me,as fhe 
had done tothe King my Father, and gave me a perfe& knowledg, that all affiftance 
being denyed me, 1 was deftined tothofe miferiesI fince have fele. 

My, affairs, and thofe of the Court were in this condition, when the valiane 
. ‘Apfaces firkk appeared there; Arfaces, the deliverer and the fupport of Scythia ; Arf. 
. ces, who to the advantage of our Country, hath acquired an immortal reputation 

amongft men ; and Arfaces briefly, who appeafed not more troubles in Scythia, then 
he hath raifed wichin my foul. O my remembrance ! thou cruel enemy of my repofe ;

When the evening was cottre, 
they went again to vific the Prince,and finding him reafonable well, kept him com-, 
pany, cill 8 Aminias his perfwafion they retired : but becaufe in that feafon, which 
was the hotteft of all the year, che nights were very pleafing, inftead of gojng in- 
to their Chamber, they went down into the. Garden to take ihe cool air: by the 
brightnefSof the Moon, . which fhone clear enough togive light untozheic, walk.

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Bagiftanes, who next to Mazens was the moft confiderable man in all this Country, 
indeed he wasa good while backward in granting his nephew thee nent he de- 
manded for cur marriage, and Theander who honoured him exceedinzly, and yyho, 
befidesthe confideration of blood, was tyed to him likewife by thacof forgune, qwai- 
ted for his approbation with fuch refpetts as were due co none burhis F: ather, or his 
King ; in the end Bagiftanes was mollified by his nephews patience and dv o-her mon 
tives, and after delays which it wou'd be tediqus to recount, he gave him that,per- 
miffion he had long expected. Inall che time of his woving,there paffed sioching eon~ 
fiderable, and I will only tell you, Theander having no move difhicultics to'cvercume, 
after the confentof thofe that had the difpeling of us, ma:ricd me fublickly in 
‘Babylon, before I was full fifeen years of age) As foonas Le had me inhi poffefs 
fion, he took me home with him to hishoufe, where he began to live with me-ina 
moft kind and loving manner; befides his aff.icn to me, he had naturally a great 
deal of goodnefs, nay, even to an excef$ which hi-triends have often blamed 5 I was 
not ingrateful to his love, and receiving manifelt proofs of it every day, Ibecame fo 
wholly his, that I may fafely fwear before all the gods,whom i have fo often invoked. 
in my adverfities, that never woman Joved her husband with a more ardent, nora 
more entire affedtion: 1 gave him a thoufand innocent teftimonies of ir, which in- 
flamed him ftill more and more,and tn the firft year after our marriage, we talted all

love;whither foever Theander went, Alcione would always accompany him,and if the 
necefliry of his affairs, or the fervice of his friends parted us for fome few moments, 
that feparation was born with much difquiet, or rather wirh nioft fenfible diicon- 
tents.

He 
marched from Babyldy wich thofe Forces,but,betore his departure,recommmended me 
to thecare of his brothtr Ajfiages, who under fome pretenez exempted himfelf from 
thar voyage;and to his Lincle Bagi{fznés whom he confi tered as a father,ard co whom 
he fubmictted himfelf with a dependency which many perfons have condemned, True 
itis,that che refpeé& Theander bore him was to be exculed by many reafons that were 
not tabeflighted ; Bagijtzmes who was extreamly rich,had no children that were lee 
gicimace,and being then of an age which forbad him ro hope for any,only Theander 
as his neareft kinfman;could lawfully pretend to be his heir, and though he was gene- 
~ rous enough to be little tyed by fiicha motive, yet wae a plentiful fortune neceflary 
to maintain the expences into which’he was carried by bis liberal nature, and his 
Uncle’s wealth was not fo inconfideXible bue that ic might oblige to an obfervance, 
and the dignity of Rzziffanes were fufgcient to authorize.After Theanders departure,

divertifements they gave me, and during my husbands abfence, 1 {pent part of my 
time at my Fathers, and in this houfe,whither we came often to take the air, when I 
was aiRabylon Vaw Bagiftsnes every day, and though he lodged in the C'ttadel, 
there paffed but few days that he came not to fee me, and when he failed, Aftiages to 
faticfie him, and as he told me, to perform his Brothers defires, carried me to his 
lodgings, where I was welcomed with aa demonftrations of kindne.

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' Berenice interrepting Alcione in thi: part of her ftory; You have fpoken-twice (laid 
fhe) of one Ajtiages : that name is but too well Known to me, and but that he I 
mean is the wickedft of all men living, | fhould ask if he were not your brother in 
law. Ah! Madam, (anfwered Alcicne ) you give the beft chara&ter of him, tharT can 
receive to know him by;he was the moit perverfe,and the falfeft man that ever lived, 
and you wit! fee by the conrinuation of my difcourfe, that I ow the greateft part of 
my miferie: to his wickednefs;but to give you other marks of him,! will cell you,that 
he was reafonable tall of ftature, thac hic hair was fomthing reddifh, and if he be 
yet alive, his age may be abour two or three and thirty. Ah! Dear Alcione (faid Be- 
renice) tis the very fame,and thar perfidious man has but-too great a fhare in my ad- 
ventures, as you may learn in time ; but if [be not deceived, youand F are both re- 
venged, 1 will tell you news of him when you have ended your relation,and you thall 
hear,that he hath carried his crimes a great way further then Bubylon, Lever believed 
(replyed Alcione ) that wicked fellow was incorrigible, but | did not think fortune 
had made uf of h'm co perfecute fo illuftrious and fo acccmplifhed a perfon. 1 will 
tell you then, that chis falfe man, and his LIncle as perfidious as himfelf, when 1 was 
firft marriedjand after when Theander was newly gone,gave me all the teftimcnies of 
friendthip | could defire from thofe that were fonear alied tome: Lafcribed their. 
good ufages only to lawful caufes, and received them with an innocence,which with- 
out doube fortified their deteftable intentions. Bagiftancs made fhew of fo great an 
affe@tion to h's nephew,that I fhould never have fufpected him of falfhood, and Ajti- 
ages difcu'fed his 1/] nature fo cunningly to me,that I could not attribute the fervices 
he did me,to any rhing bu the fri ndthip he bore his brother; I continued in this er~ 
ror,as long as they conrinued to have any fenfe of honor; and J left it when they left 
the terms of decency and ; he confiderations of alliance and of their reputaticn ; why 
fhould I detain you longer in the moft tedious part of my recital, fince Phave things 
of more importance torelare? in fhort,when I leaft expected it, Bagijtanes declared, 
to me his pernicious déefiyn, and violating ail manner of rights in the perfon of bis 
neareft kindred,he (poke to me of love in terme which I will not repeat,becaufe J am 
not ab’e ro do it without blufh'ng, or rather withone dying for grief at the romem= 
brance of hisimpudence. I will therefore pafé over what he faid, a+ we!l our of 
thac confideration, as to avoid prolixity in my narration, end will content my (elf 
with telling you,that after 1 had exp reffed my aftonifhment by aong filence, I broke 
forch ava‘nft him in fich manner, that hic farvrize was little different from mine. I 
laid befor.. hi: eyes by a vehemert, or rather by a fiery difcoutfe, beth the injury he 
did unto his nephew, & the thame he would bring upon bimfelf; and hav'ng put bim 
‘into a great confulion,} left him,and retired into my Clofér, fo troubled that 1 hard- 
ly knew where I was. There I vefle&ed upon all the a@tions of that faichlef kinfinan, 
and recalling him to mind to examine them a little more ftri&ly then I had done be- 
fore,! found fo many figns of his wicked intertions, that I wondred a thcufand times 
at mv innocence, which had forced him to declare that tome by word of mouth, 
which by a thoufand proofs Fought to have difcovered. There it war that I venred 
my anger, and deplored my misfortune.by my tears; there I ca‘led upon abfent The. 
ander to alfift me avainft the perfecutions of his difloyal Uncle; & there briefly I rook 
a firm refolurion to die, rather then give ear to that perfidious man, or to endure { 
much as the fivht of him.It was neverthelefs wery difficult for me to Keep it in private, 
and my fear of difcovering my misfortune, & of divulging the fhame of ovr houfe te: 
the whole world,was the caufé I would not efcape him in venera! mzetings:but when 
he fought opportunities of entertaining me in particular, 1 fhunn’d them fo warily. 
that, as cunning as he had been in the whole courfe of his life, and efpecially in fach 
like matters, 1 put his craft to a ftand, {0 that he could never overcome my circum- 
{pe&tionnor the care I took to avoid his fubtilcies ; when he met me in company, hz 
would often off:r me his hand,to draw me afide as he had done formerly ; vut 1 till 
found pretences to avoid him, and got free without making them that were prefent 
acquainted with my misfortune ; he often wrote tome, and canfed his letters to be 
delivered by {uch as were ignorant of our ill correfpondence, & if, leaft I fhould give 
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them knowledg of it, I was forced ‘to receive Lome of chem; *iellonly te that’ them 
in pieces without reading them; and to caft ae guilty lthes into the e,which with 
their author were worthy of a greater punifhtnent, 1 fapported this pecfechton With, 
fofficient ftrengeh of mind, ekpetting Theanderé rectum, which Id: begged of the 
gods with moft fervent prayers, but my conftancy was like to have forfaken mey by 
a bloody furcharge I received in my affli&tiqn. Aftiages being one day in my cham a 
and feeing himfelt alone with nie, took me by the hand, and holding ic between his, ” 
when he had looked upon me awhile without {peaking, filter ((aid he) will, you 
not confefs one thing to me, which I defire to know of you? And after I had affured 
him, I would conceal nothing from him , ‘You area diffembler (replyed he) and ho® 
great a freedom’ {oever you fain toward me you ‘river told me that Bagiftanes courts 
you, and that he hath long perfecuted you with'his love ; Blufh not (continued he, 
feeing m§ colour rife) nor goabbut to difguife that from me, which I have lead : 
from his own mouth. ‘Though the confufion I was in had till then kept me filent, { 
could hold no longer at that difcourfe,& looking upon him with a fpiteful eye ;'How,, 
(faid 1) Aftiages, have you heard it from BagiPares’s mouth, and are Theanders bro- 
ther? Affiages without being moved at chat demand ; fall not into paflion, Sifter (re- 
plyed he) but be'pleaféd, that as your neareft kinfman, I give you my advice in this 
encounter, Tam Theanders brother, and being (0, T fhall sat feck his advantage 
and your own ; You know how much Bzgiftanes is able to do for him, or rather you 
know how little he isable todo without Bagiftanes, all his fupport, all his fupplies, 
and all his pretenfions are in him, and tis only by the credit of our Uncle, that our 
houfe can maintain it felf in its dignity, 8 raife it felf to the chiefeft of this Province, 
After this knowledg, you ought nor ro eftrange his affettions from us, to make them 
paf unto fome other Family, who will profit by our loffes, and enrich themfélves 
with that which we ought lawfully to hope for; you may uf him better then.you 
havedone, without violating the faith you.ow your husband, and though his de- 
portmeni. may have caufed fome averfion in‘you, our pretenfions are not of fo'fmall 
reckoning,but that Theander himfelf,if he be wife, would counfél you to “iffembleit, 
for the confervation of them. Befides, -Bagiffanes isfo old, that you need, nor, at all 
fear your reputation, and your compliance with him cannot be of any long conti. 
nuance. This pernicious Counféllor was going to feek out reafonsto perfwade me 
to his bafé defigns, when my patience forfook me,*and my_refentmenr made me 
break forth with violence. Ovgods! (cried I) is it poffible, ic thould be fom my 
husbands Brother, that! hear this ftrange propofition ? Go ba heartlefe man, get 
thee gone, fubmit thy felf to infamous things out of fervile confiderations, and be- 
lieve that if thy family be cay able of fuch bafenefles, Alcione oucht not to have been 
matched into it ; thefe riches which thou unworthily preferreft before the reputation - 
of thy friends.nay,and before thine own too, thefe ad vantages,and thefe dignities thou 
wouldft purchafqwith the price of honor, fhall never be for thee nor thine, if they 
mutt be procured by that vile, fhameful compliance thou propofeft to me ; and if 
Theander were {0 bafe as to have thourhts like thine, know that perhaps I fhould be 
couragious enough to punifh that in his perfon, which my contempt of thee makes 
me to negle& in thine, I fpake many other words to hm full of Gorn and anger, but 
that difloyal fellow,who had already prepared himfelf for my reproaches,and Who 
impudence could not be paralell'd, wasbut little moved with all | faid, and would 
have continued his arguments, if Thad not lefthim, and gone away fo tranfported 
wich paffion, that ic was very hard for me to diffemble it. 

For all 1 was fo much incenféd at Aftiages his laft propofition, he was notat all 
diftmaied, but as often as he found opportunity to hold the like difcourfé tome, he 
bore my reproaches patiently,and fhewed me his obftinacy in his pernicious defigns. 
Then it was that I faw my felf reduced to great extremities: In my husbands houfé 
there w2re none but fuch as were fafpetted, or odious to me, and had no body to 
whom I could impart my trouble, or complain of my misfortune. The women that 
ferved me were corrupted by Bagiftanes, and that wicked man who had bin diligen: 
in fuch praGtifes, had always kept fome in pay = the like employment. Uponall. 
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s thoughts were at that time, and whether be ‘was 
oat via oe tohis Brother the ill offices he would have done him ; but hi 
tS ed me fo few fipns of fuch a fear, that I was confident the excefs of Theanders 
. ae encouraged hi im to defpif¢ his refentments, and arm’d him againft what in 
be es ought,to apprehend from a Brother fo unworthily offended. Neither was I 
willing to entertain Zbeander with my difcontents, and nocwithftanding the ts I 
be ufed.to his perfidious kinfman,1 concealed yd infideli from him, as well thac 
I might not difturbe the tranquillity of his mind that would be 
fas to him, and not to fet diffention in ty a el make my {elf odious to thofe 
whom I was to pafs the remainder of my-days. Thefe confiderations made 
rs ne ent inmy misfortune, but withina while after it was redoubled by very ree 
markable accidents.

my brother:but if my affection ever exceeded thofe limits,by any guilty or unlawfay 
defires,you gods to whom all heartsare known, ftrike this unfortunate woman with 
your thunder, who calls you to be witnefles of her moft fecret thoughts: I will noc 
tell you that ia all manner of exercifés either of the mind or body,and in a thoulind 
matches of attiviry, he ftill bore away the prize from all thofe that world difpute 
it with him, neither will I fay that by his lovely qualities, he gained that affettion 
from me,, which he gained from all thofe that converfed with him: but I w U, cell, 
you freely once again that I loved him, as our near alliance, his virtue,and my ufs, 
bands command enjoyned me. Inthe mean time, if Theander’s return was favorable 
to me in fome things,i¢ was quickly hurtful tome in many others, & Bagiftancs who 
during his abfence never met me but in publick, by his means recovered his fir cone- 
veniencies, and faw me every day, either ac our houfe or in the Cittadel, whither his 
innocent nephew carried me himfelf, notwithftanding all the repugnancy | thewed,

_ Heving he fhould touch me more cafily ina_befceching pofture, he fell. down upon 
* his knees, and embraced mine with al | his ftrength : Oh Alcione ! (repticd he} ceafe 
to fet thefe remonftrances before his eyes, whv i: no longer in a condition to profit 
by thtm, but give me Jife, unle( thou wilt have me die here prefently at thy feet. 
Die then ({aid I with eyes fparkling gs much with fire, as bis with another raffion) 
die deteftable old man, and never hope tar any mercy from thy mortal and irrecon~ 
cilable enemy ; At thefe wordsI g@fengaged my felf from his arms with fo much 
force, that he not only let go his hold, but being roughly thruft in a pofture 
wherein he had but Jietle ftrength, he fell all along upon the flocr. I ftaid nor to fee 
what became of him, but finding my felf free, Iran out at the Clofet-door, which L 
clapt againft him, and croffing through his Chamber, I got haftily tothe ftair head. 
As [ was running down with a fpeed which fufficiently expreffed my fear, I met 
Cleonimus who being alfo Bagiftanes his nephew was coming chen to vilit him; The 
knowledge I had of his virtue, andof the friendfhip he bore us, made me praife the 
gods for that encounter, and not being in a condition to confider ftri&ly all I did, 
I caft my felf upon him,and clofely embracing him, Dear coufin,(faid 1) dear Cle. 
~ nimus fave me. My adtions and my words amazed him fo, that all'he could do was 
to put forth his arms to me,& askt me in a great trouble what accident was hapned, 
and ‘what fervice 1 defired from him.Carry me from hence, (anfwered 1) and when 
yoo have brought me home, I will tell you my misfortune, Clesnimus without que- 
ftioning me farther,affured me that he would die for Theander’s interefts and mine, 
without cenfidering thofe of Bagifta#es,and going down the ftairs with. me, he by 
the ccedir M@ had with the Souldiers of the Citradel, caufed the gates to be opened, 
and delivered me out of that hateful place where I had fuffred-fo vioienta perfecuti- 
on, When I faw my felf at liberty, recovered my felfa little,and being got into the 
fireecymy countenance became lefs affrighted then ic had been a few minutes before, 
tter 1 was come home, I repented I had difcovered fo much to Cleorinins ca I was 
very forry I had oblig’d my felfto declare to him the fhame of his neareft friends,and 
“any particular difafter, yet my knowledge ofhis difcretion,and thé need 1 had of his 
eounfel and likewife of his affiitance,in the extremiy my affairs were come to, made 
‘3 me 


* me break through the ihn fy I found iti iny mind, and foreed me toton ‘fay 
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misfortune, and totell him my laft adventure, all the exterable profeditions of 
Bagiftanes,and of the unworthy Aftiages. During that diftdurle, Cleonimiad think 
up his fhoulders, and lift up his eyes to heaven with demonftrations of aftonifheiete, 
which made him hardly able to bak a word when: had told him chis lat accidtye; 
Ah! the monfter (cried he) ah ! the abominable man ; ifthe gods be jnft, can kt 
furvive fuch a perfidioufnefs as this? Having faid thus, he continued 4 while filent, 
and then,Dear coufin (purfued he) I was to blame to fall into fo ercata wonder ar 
the hearing of ations which are ordinary with Bagiftanes, and T ought to havé-te~ 
membred,that wherefoever the intereft of his pleafures or of his fortune came in que= 
ftion, he never confidered nearnefs of blood, nor his honour, no nor the gods thems 
felves, This laft treachery of his to Theander,is not the firft he hath committed of ‘this * 
nature,and proximity never made him forbear the like defigns,uy on any cf hi kink. - 
women that had any thing of handfomnef in them if he perfift in his horrible ine 
tentions,I offer up my life for the defence of your honour,and of Zheander’s interefts, 
Bagiftanes,if he were bold enough, would be wicked enough to attempt any kind of 
villany ; but he will remember that he is not exempt from the feverity of the Law, 
that he hath not an abfoluce power in Babylon,and that Theander is too confiderable 
to fear any violence from him. After this difcourfe, he told mea thoufand of his 
Uncles wickedneffe:,8 when I asked him how I fhuuld carry my {lf to my husband 
in the bufinefs, he advifed me to conceal it yet a while, feeing it could bring nurking 
but difcontent tohim, and diforder into his family ; and that I might difcover it at 
any time, if I fhould be further prefled. He gave me this counfel wich fo much frees 
dom and affe&tion, that I refolved to follow it pun&tually, and having known him 
in all his a€tions to be endued with a miraculous w'fdom, I waswill'ng to be ab. 
folutely guided in this misforrune according to his orders &inftru&tions, By his advice 
therefore I diffembled it, and gave no notice at all unto Theander of any thing that 
hapned ; trne it is,chat he never had the power tocarry me any more to Baviffanes, 
and though, to oblige me to that vifit, he told me he bad hurt his forehead with 
falling down a pair of ftairs, 1 till put it off by faining my felf not w-l' whenfoever 
he {poke tome of it. Bagijtames abafhed and exafperated at what had paffed, came 
not to our houfe,& Thad fome days of refpire,which were very pleafing to me being 
freed from his profecutions. Bir bate Ajfiages a few days after this accident, meeting 
me alone in the Garden, and coming up to me in the corner of an ally which I made 
hafte to, that | might fin him; Madam, (Gid-he,wi h a difdaintul ard difconten= 
ted look) Cruelty is very well becoming ‘n handfom Ladies like your felf,and if you 
perfevere in your generofity,you will without duubr advance our heufe exceedingly, 
J prefencly underftood the meaning of his words, and locking fide-ways upon him, 
Thad rather (faid 1) your houfe were fwallowed up in an eternal deftruction, then 
ever } fhould have fo much asa thoavht,to endeavor its greatnefs by thofe way: you 
propofe to me, You do very well Alcione (replied Aitiazes)but fince you defpife orher 
confiderations you ought ar leatt in charity to vific thofe whom you have wounded 
sin the body as wellas inthe minde This difcourfe vext me to the very heart, and 
made me anfwer fharply, Aft ages,l will let Theander know the good offices yeu do 
hin; and if you continue {till in your infamous profecutions, you fhall fee that Tam 
not infenfible of che wrongs you do me. 1 believe you are not infenfible (faid Ati 
ages, going away) and your laft friend {hips begin to give {ome notice of it. He left 
meas he brought forth thefe words, which I did not greatly heed at that time,’ 
though I have found fince but too much to my coft, with what intention he fpake 
them. ‘ es 
In the meantime Bagijtanes,either out of fhame, or refentment had given over his 
vifits, and I praifed the gods for that Jaft adventure, which for oné difpleafuré pave 
me many advantages. Theander often prayed me to go tofeehim, but finding me ve~ 
ry unwilling, he had fomuch goodnels, that he never went about to force me'; But 
though that wicked man faw mie not,he had thofe near me,that told hith fafficiett~ 
iy what ¥ did. Adiaces tied co him by the fordid confiderdtion of richessand by the 
pro= 


‘omifes he made him to leave him all he had, bafely forfook the interefts of his 


- Brother, and the honour of his Family,to ferve him ‘n his fereitabl : intentions;and’ 


befides the torments I received trom him, the maids that ferved me were my moft 
dangerous enemies,and,as | have learned fince,chat infamous fellow had them at his 
- devotion,and kept one of them in pay,to fpy out all my adtions. That difloyal wench 
. obferved,with Aftieges the friend{hip I had wich Cleonimus,and believ'd that he be- 
‘ing truly generous, and truly a friend to Theander, wa more capable ro crof$ them 
then any body elfe.1 do not deny but that [lived with Cleommus as if 1 had been his 
own Sifter ; my husband had commanded me to do fo, and I had no rerugnance té 
obey him; There was a great deal of familiarity between us,burall our a€tions were 
in feht of the whole world,and we never retired together, but when we had a mird 
to talk of Bagiftanes his profecutions. I know not whether our deportments wrouc ht 
a jealoufie in our enemies,nor whether they believed themfelves, what they defired 
to perfwade others ; but in effe& though they knew I was virtuous enough, not to 
love another man to the prejudice of what | owed to my husband, and that in their 
own hearts accounted my actions tobe innocent, they meant to draw matter from 
thence,to drive away aman whom they fafgected to crofS their defigns, or elfe to 
ruine me,whence once their hopes of gaining me were ruined. For this purpofe they 
carefully watched my ations, a d caufed others to watch them, & interpreting alll 
did,as might ferve belt to their intentions, they laid fhares for me,which withcut a 
particular goodnefs of the gods, it was impoflible for me to efcape, Befides,the con- 
fiderations I have told you, they were fet on likewife by that of their own juftifi. ae 
tion, & fearing 1 fhould at laft difcover their dereftable proceeding to Theander, they 
refolved to prevent me,and to prepoffefs his mind in fuch mariner, that ! might find 
no more belief in him, when I thould come to make my complaint. Ajtiages having 
plotted with Bayijtanes, how he fhould manage chis defiyn, began to fet it on werk 
to Theander,& though he had particular cbligations to Cleonimi, & that having b'n 
bred up together witha great deal of friendthip,they had ever lived in asood intel- 
ligence as the virtue: of the one, and the vices of the other could permir,he endeavo- 


red to render him odious to his brother by all manner of calumnies, The.:der who. - 


had a very good impreffion of his friend, made a jeft of Ajtiages his firft attempts, 
and attributing thofe ill offices to fome particular averfion, made all the defigns he 
ufed unprofitable. Ajfiages was not repulfed by thefe firft difficulties ; but carefully 
laying hold of all occafions to make him obferve our familiarity, he did not defpair 
of working fome effeé& in his mind at laft. One day as we rofe from dinner, during 
which time I had long entertained Cleonimus who fate by me,and had cften whifper= 
ed him in the ear,I drew near toa widow; where Ajtiages fecing me alone came to 


me,though ofa long while I had given over fpeaking to him,but in Theaxder’s pre= _ 


fence,and when J knew not how to avoid him;at that time his brother was difcourfing 
wich Clecnimus, at another window which looked toward the Garden, whereupon 
coming clofe tome, Madam (faid he ) I will talk no more to you of Bagiftanes, but 
$f you pleafe I will fpeak of Cleonimus with whom your fortune will be much better. 


I gave not my felf time to examine his Difcourfe ; but without hearkning to hislaft . 


words, anfwered briefly ; If you peak to me of Cleonimus, you will {peak to me of 


a man whoby his virtue deferves both the general and my particular efteer. Tknew 


very well (replied Ajtiages impudently) that that virtue which defpifes fortune,was 
‘not proof againft his merit ; but we will break the courfe of this affe&tion, and will

- We.continued hereupon to live as we had beeun;and on purpofe to frite Afaces 
Luted Cleonimus more kindly then ever; That difloyal Brother was ftark mad ar it, 
‘and prefently after he had a companion that bore it as impatiently ashe. Lacitanes 
forall-his anger had nee ceafed td Jove me, and being not able to refolve to feeme 
“no’more, he had forced hisfhame and choler, to give me vifirs, which I was fain to 
receive whether [ would or no; but yet I received them ail in the prefence of 2be~ 
ander, and often of Cleonimus, and others whom I would ever have to be witneffes 
of our converfation, If [had much ado to fiffer him, he had no Rf to fiffer 
Cleonimus, whofe prefence was become,infupportabl¢ to him, having changed alt the 
affe&tion which allianee formerly bad caufed in him, into a moft violent hatred ; yet 
being the greateft diffembler of all men living,he difguifed his if! will under a loving 
countenance, and knowing his courage durft not declare his animofity. Afiages for 
the fame configeration carried himfelf towards him in the fame manner, but he did 
otherwife cowards me, and paffed by no occafion of fhewing me how biack his tn& 
pitigns were, arid bow wicked his intentions : his rage grew to fuch.an extremity, 
that he caufed a note to be put one dayfin my drefling. cloth, which I found as 1 was 
getting’me ready, and wherein I read thefe words. :

V3 bie received.too great gn honour by our alliance, to confider that of our boxfe fo 
little. Take beed to it, Alcione, and know there wants neither fwora nor poyfon 
to repair the difgrace of a Family leke ourse 


Tread thefe words with an aftonifhment which Iam notable co reprefent. . Till 
then Thad been patient and had held my peace; but at that timel refolved ‘toke fo 
nofonger, and to {peak ; and I was going inftancly to carry the note to Thesnder, and 
make him che relation of all chat had pafled, if Cleominius had not ccme into my 
Chamber : he wondered as ovuch as [at the threat: he uf. d to me, but ne defirec wie 
to defer the complaints | meant to make to my husband for afew cays, and ccun- 
felled me to go with himto vitite my Father ac this honfe we nowarein, where I 
might at more liberty entertain him with my misfortunes, and free my fell fremshe 
fight of my enemies, IT approved the advice he gave me, and within an hour after, 
havine propofed ic to Theander,| ealily diftofed him to it. Theander & Lcame hicher 
tu vifit my father and my mother,who had bin fome days here to divert themfelver, 
and we fpent many delighttully in their company Bagijtunes & Ajtiuges remained at 
Bubvlon, where their rage made them take recourfe to way: of revenge worthy of 
th tr courage and of their virrue.Cleonimas came to fee us almoft every day, and for 
the moft part gallopt over alone, ‘the way being but hort from-herice to Bubylon: 
One “dav going from us when the Sun was ready to fet, wichout any other weapon 
bur hic fword, as he went out of the wood whichis near this hou, he was affalred 
by three men on horfe-back, who threw threedarts athim, from a good diftance ; 
and their hafte, or the will of thegods having made them mifs, they drew their 
fwords, and ran up to him with full peed : though number of enemies might with 
reafon: have canted fome appreheniion in Cleonimus, their cowardize made him de~ 
forte them, and being'refolved ro fell his life as dearlyas he could, after having a- 
vojded the fuck of the two firft by a little carreer’he took, he clofed fo luckily with 
the third, that having made his fword flip over his ftoulder, he ran his own up 
tothe hilesip hisright fide : Scarce was that enemy down, when the two others 

: came 
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* came back at Cleomimus, byt their companions horfe wasin their way;which hindred 
them from coming. ftraight upon him, and while one of them turned a te. afide,to ~ 
fec-upon Cleonimus behind, he was. fo fortunate,. that wtifya back- blow he, y cthis 
hand, which fell prefently to the ground with his (word, ‘The third having feqn'shis 
fecond ftroals, turned about, and feeking his fafery in the fwiftnet of his horféshegam 
to fly with all pofliblé fpeed ; but Cleonimus purfiied him, and being mounted appa 
one much fleeter, overtook him ina very litele time ; He could have theuft:his (word 
into his reins if he would, but he contented himfelf with (izing upon the:-gnard of 
his, as he paffed by, and having eafily wrefted it out of his hand, @e cee 6n the 
ground, and oppofing his paffage laid hold on his bridle, wherewith having quickly 
ftopt him,Friend (faid he) what have I done to thee, that fhould make thee defire-to 
Kill me?‘This man,in a terrible fear,held ap his hand,and befeeching him to-{pare his 
life , I have no intention to take it (anfwered Clecnims) butt will"know of thee by 
what offence I have made thee my enemy, thee whom’ I never difoblized, nor ever, 
knew in my life. This fellow being a little aflured by thefe words, Ah ! Sir(faid he) f 
have nowaufe to hate you,& doubtlels I have deferved that death which & m com 
panions would have given you out of a vile gonfideration ; Ajliages hired gs for thar. 
parpo, and Bagifancs promifed us ten talents to kill you. Though C) Jeonimus was 
aftonifhed at the treachery, yet had he no dithculty to believe.it, and knowing the 
ba‘enefs of his enemies, he eafily gave credit to that confirmation of it 3 he cared nos 
to draw any greater proofs,and giving the man his libercy,he exhorted him to avoid 
fach like occafions of infamy ; the other couch'd with a true repentance which he 
witneffed by hiscears,protefted that only the extream poverty to which of late years 
he had been reduced, was the motive that had incited him toa wickednef® which he 
had ever detefted. You might have freed your elf from that (replied Cleonimus)-by 
honefter means;but to the end it no more may ferve you fora pretext to evil actions, 
you fhall not lofe the recompence you hoped for, & you may conf to morrow to my 
. lodging, and fetch your fhare of the ten talents Bagiffanes promifed yu Thi: man, 
ravithed with Cleonimus his generofity, would have caft him(elf at his fect ; but he 
would not fiffer him, and fending him away, I delire no other requital (id he) 
but that you would be an honeft man, ‘and that by fpeaking of this bufinefs, your 
would not difhonor ewo men who are near allied to nie,& one of which i: brother to 
Theander.\ have toldyou this paffaze a little more at large,to make yeu know ofwhat 
temperCleonimus his mind was,fince he hinylf paid his murtherers the hire which they 
were to have had only for his death ; and that after canfés of complainc of this nature 
againt Bagiffanes and Affiages, he had yet care of their reputation, and forbade thae 
fellow to defame them. True it isthat in this Jatt effe& of goodnefs, there was fome 
Jietle mixture of intereit,& that he was glad to finother that attempt, fearing the caufe 
would break forth with the report of it,& that I might be too much fpoken of in that 
difcourfe. Being come to Babylon he retired to his lodging,where he made no menti« 
on at all of what had befallen him, &paffed the night,as J have heard fince,in his won- 
ted tranquillity; but the nexe morning,as foon as be was ready,he went to Theanders 
houfe,& going up into Aitiaze’s chamber, who was not yet ftirring,he came to his bed 
fide,& drawing open the curtain,he fhewed himflf to him, Ajtiages differbling his 
hatred,bad him good morrow,as he was wont to do;but Cleonimus feeing there was 
- nobody with him,after he had looked a while upon him without fpeaking, Aftiages 
(faid he) your defign has pottaken effe&,and the minifters of your intention, by, the 
juttice of the gods,have received another payment then that you made them hope for; 
Icome hither neither to take revenge for an intended murther, nor to reproach you 
with ic, but to make you know that without difficulty and, without difhonor,bcould 
punifh your bafenefS,and to put you in mind,that in the quality youprofefs,you had 
handfomer ways te free your felf of an enemy; I fhould not want them to free my 
felfof vou, if you were not as unworthy of my refentrgent, as youare to be Thean- 
ders brother: “but fince his confideration makes me fapprefsit, it thall alfamake me 
fuppref the report of this a&tion, not to fave a reputation which you have abart- 
doned ; but to keepa noble bloud, in we both friendthip and alliance makes me 
x2 
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copcern’d, from a ftain which could nor be gotten out ofit. ‘Cleonimus having erided 
thefe words, deigned not tg ftay for Aftiager his anfwer,but going forth of the cham- 
ber, left him in a marvellous confufion. We had already learned by certain country 
le, that Cleonimus had fought a combite av he was going back to Babylon the day 

fore ; and asfoon as Theander heard it, he took horfe and went prefently tohims 
having asked him the particulars of that encounter, Cleonimus confeffed he had been 
affaalted by three men, againit whom the gods had {0 well affitted him, thache had 
gotten che bettergl them, but could not come to the knowledg of his enemies. Tbe- 
onder without founding any deeper into that adventure, rejoyced at his good fuccefs, 
and within a while after,going to his houfe, he found Aftiazes theres, fo confour?:d 
with Cleonimurhis words,that he hardly kyew in what place he was. That treacherc:ss 
fellow, believing his wickednefs could not be long concealed, refclved to prevent 
thofe chat might inform his brother of ir, and having already prepared him(lf for 
the difcourfe he was to make to that purpofe,defired a time to freak with him in pri- 
vate, Theander retiring with him into his clofér, gave h’m the liber:y he demanded, 
and then that perfidious wrerch, after long preambles to teftifie his troulle? that he 
was to acquaint him wirh fo ill a pbatine&, told him openly what he before had con- 
fufedly ftrove to make him believe,and protefted to him that I loved Cleonimus with 
fatfion, and with {canda} toall their race ; that Bagijtancs and he had perceived it 
with a great deal of grief, and that they had endeavored to divert me from it by en- 
treaty,&even by fome threatnings,which the incerefts of their blood might autherize; 
but that Lhad been infenfible of thzir remonftrances,and that abuiing with Cl onimus 
the facility of fo good an hu:band, we by a thoufand feandalous aétion: had made 
known our paflion,even to thofe that were leaft quick-fighted. A /fiases faid fo many 
other things to Theandrr, that he was weary of faff-:ing him longer, and looking 
with difdain upon ills You are too zedlons, A'traces (anfwered he) and I have ale 
ready told you, how well known Alcione and Cleonimus are corme 5 } ihould be very 
much fatisfied wich them both, if their friendthip were yer a little greater chen itis, 
and fince that only Lam concerned in it,] will defire them to augment it for my fake: 
Thefe words fpoken with a difdainful tone, troubled, and exafperared Aftiaces, and 
‘oblized him to reply with anangry accent ; If youare fo hire fenfible of the difho- 
nor of your houfe,that they may be blemithed wich ic are not fo tame ae you are,and 
your neareft friends {hall never be reproached for having tolerated a mifchief of the 
nature of this they have difcovered , fince it is an extream one, it oughr not to be 
thought firange,if they apply extream remedies to it.and if the honor of their fami- 
dy arm them againft the deftroyers of it, Theander was (0 deeply touch’d with this dif 
courfe, that againft any body but a brother, bé would violently have expreffed his 
refentment, and in his laft words obferving the haved, and the evil defigns he had 
againtk Cleonimus, he prefently believed thac it was he who had laid that ambufh for 
him, which he had efcaped by his valour;and in that opinion looking fide-ways upon 
him, Wicked man (faid he) thou hatt difzovered thy If too much, and I no Jon- 
ger doubt, but that thou thy felf didft fer on thofe villains to affaffinate Cleonimus, 
Afiiages grew pale at that accufation, & by a manifeft trouble made Theander {ee his 
reproaches were true, That belief having enflamed him with anger,Ah!thou unwor- 
thy fellow, (coftinued he) that art the fhame and difhonour of our blood thy felf; 

_ what examples haft chou amonaft our kindred of fach a bafenef$? Ah! Inecd no 
longer doubt it, and the knowledg I have ever had of thy wicked inclinations, doth 
but too much fortifieme in that conceit, Theander accompanied thefe words with a 
torrent of others, which fo dath’d Affiages that he was a long time ere he could get 
our &- his confufion, but at Jaft ftriving to recover himfelf, and laboring to fhew a 
confidence ; If you were not my brother (faid he) I would make you know how 
fenGdle 1 arm of calummies of this nature, and if Cleowimus perfits in thts opinion. 
_ he thal fe Lam not ignorant of the means to difabufe him. Theander laugh*-= at that 
‘byavado, de(pifed him more then he did before, and afer having ufed a thoufand re- 
proaches to him, with exprefs threats,which Afiages avfwered only vith a confuftor 
that abfolutely confirmed his brother in his former belief, not being able : ftay 
onge:

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longer with him, ‘the went away ditedtly co Cleinimw. As feon ashe few him, he 
ran to him with open arms, faying, Dear Cleoninws, if my brother be wicked. if my 
brother be bale, -we gre neither guitry of his crimes, nor of this bafenef: ; ‘aiid! you” 
ought not extend your refentment unto me, who will no more confider fin 4s: 
* my brother,but asa traytor,and as a murtherer.Cleonimus was much furprized ar thi’ 
digourfe,and believing that Theander by other means had learn’d the whole trath'ef” 
the bufinefs,did no longer difavow that which by an admirable difcretion he had rez* 
folved to conceal, both trom him,and trom al] men living. 1 be-2deér being aflured of 
his brothers crime, firft by CRonimus his filence, and then by his confeflion, defired 
to know the particulars of ir, and Cleonimus having told him all, made him change 
colour a thoufand times,and a thoufand times detett his deftiny which had made him 
be born of 0 wickedarace. After this difcourfe, he ingenuoufly made him ace 
quainted with all that Ajfiazes had {aid to him, and informed him ot hi- jealouifie ta 
terms,and with an attion whereby he found that though he had the grea eft inreteft 
in the bufirie, he was not moved with icacall, Cleonimus neverthele(: thrunk up” 
his (houlders at the hearing of it, and looking upon hi » with a countenance cxtra- 
ordinarily troubled, I knew (faid he)Fortune would be jealous of the happinefs 
enjoy in your friendfhip, and that I muft be fain co follow the ufual courfe cf my 
deftiny, which never granted mea lafting felicity ; Atter the ful; itions of Aji «5, 
and Bagiftanes, Tcannot eP Wesetieg fince [have given them oceaficn to corceive 
them:but that they may tak®no more,neither trom my preience,nor from my imprie 
dent carriage,{ will abfent my felf both froms Alcione, and from you & will moderate 
the griefof that feparation,by the remembrance of a repofe whi. b I wi!l never trou- 
ble. ‘Tbeander would not futfer Cleonimus to go on, but embracinz him wirh much 
affettion, Thad rather (aid he) that Ajtiaves and Ba. iftumes were in the'r graves, 
then that you (hould continue an hop in that thought: lecthem avcid your fight 
theméelves,if ic be firfpected to thém,and lec them-not envy a happinefi they are inca= 
pableto give me: Alcine St w'll follow you if yougoaway, and theugh you will 
fhun our company, we will tie our (elves infeparably co yours, “Tbeander froke chefe 
words with fo patlionate an air,that Clemimus was moved with them & contiderin 
Theanders goud nature, and the hearty effection he bore him,ke co. Id fcarcety with= 
hold tears,which the force of his friendfhip was like ro have drawn from hi: eyes,and 
embracing him with an excef< of lovee O eode! (cryed he) thould Inot bea thous 
fand times more faichle(s then our (landerers. if T could ever have a thouvht to betray 
fach a friend as-‘Theander ? twill never fear ic, added Th-ander, and if this calumny I 
have rold you cf, make: you abate any thing of your familiaricy toward Aleione, I 
‘fall believe you hav? ill interprered my intentions,and that you are beccme my enes 
niy. Twill rather become my cwn (replied Cleon imus)and being your wit] fhall ever 
me mine, I will tive both at your houfe, and every where elfe as you thall enjoyn me, 
but to give you further proof: of my innocence, Alcione thall te'l the rrue caufe of 
the hatred of Ajtiazes & Bugittanes, cwas by my encreaty the ha: deferr’d to acquaint 
you with it all this while, and by my confént you fhould never have heard any ching 
that could trouble your contentment, if my enemies had not brought things to an 
extremity now it were no longer wifdom to conceal the truth of it trom you but you 
thall learn ic from the mouth of Alcione who is the moft concerned in ir,and in whom, 
it will be more handfom- to tell it you,then in a man who may be grown filfiected, 
by reafon of a treachery, the memory whereof is yet fo freth. Theaner prot:fted to 
him a thoufand times that he would never fufpe& him, and preffed him a long time. 
to draw tkat confeffion from him, whichhe referr’d to me: but he defended him- 
(elf well againft his importunities that be gave them over, and detiring to come 
back to me that day to give me account of all thefe adventure, and to fatisfie his 
own curiofity, he left Cleonimus after having, made him promife that he would come 
and Ge us the next day at thé furtheit. Before’ he returned hither, he Taw Affiages 
again, and when he had laid his crime before his eyes, with words full ofreproacher, 
and invettives, he protefted to hiea hac if any evil happened to Cieonimus, nobody 
fhould be queftioned for ic but he and Bagiftanes, fince their ill inténtions haid deo, 
vere 


vered chemfelves,both by witneffes,and proofs that were icreproachabled believe this: 
threatfecured Cleonimus his life, which would have been in great danger, if his ene- 
- mies had not feared to be accufed of it after fuchmanifeft appearances. Inthe mean 
time having got loofe from a good number of his friends, who Were come to fee him, 
and from whom he carefully hid the Authors of hisadventure, he went abroad so.‘ 
make fome vilit ; but as he pafled through the ftreet, ghe chanced to fee the mango 
whom he had given his life the day before, and to whom he had promifed the re-, 
ward, which he wasto have received from Bagiftanes for his death ; although Clee- 
aime had given him order to come and fetch the monty at his lodging, he had not 
the impudence to go and demand a recompence which he fo ill deférved, & content- 
ed himfelf with the mercy he had received, without daring to prefent himfe'f before 
him ; but Cleonimus having {pied him,remembred his promife, and being a moft reli- 
gious obferver of all thofe he made, he called him, and carrying him ro his chamber 
his own felf, gave him the fum he had promifed him. The fellow, confounded with 
foextraordinary a liberality, caft him(clfat bis feet,and {peaking tc him,as toa man 
whofe virtue was litle lef then divine, he befeeched him to difpoft of his life,and to 
command him fonthing whereby he might have occafionto hazard ic.Cleonimus ace 
knowledging his good will, fince you are fo thankful (faid he) you muit needs do 
:» mea fervice, which I can receive from nobody but you, and that is to give a letter 
into Bagiftanes his own hand, which I will write tohim, and which cannot well be 
delivered but by yours, Fear him not, I thall be able tofefend you againtt him,and 
. againit all thofe whom my confideration fhall make your enemies. The man having 
offered, himfelf with a great deal of joy, to perform what he defired, Cleonimus cal 
led for paper, and wrote to Bagistanes in thefe terms, . 


Cleonimus to Bagiftanes. 
: ° 
to minifter of your generofity comes to demand the recompence you promised him : it 
: was not his fault if be hath not ferved you to your mind ; and if your defign bath 
aot taken effect, ‘tis becaufe fortune doth not always fecond great and noble enterprizes. 
This lajt, wherein you imployed this bearer, is of a nature that may leave you a gallant 
reputation ; he for bis payment defired a letter oferecommendation to yeu, and he believed 
he could not addre{s himfelf better,tben to bim who bath the bappinefs to be your Nephew, 
and to whom you have fhemed fo fro, and fo obliging proofs of your friendfhip 5 if neara 
nefs of blood tied me to you before, the remembrance of tbat favour gives you the difpofing 
of a life whereof you have a great deal of care, and which cannot be loft with more glory, 
nor with more advantage, then when it may facilitate your poffeffing of that cruel Lady 
whom you fo virtsonfly honour with your affection, : 


Cleonimus having written this letter,gave itto the man, who'carried it to Bagiftanes. 
This was all the revenge he would take of him, being of an age which forbad him 
any other.and I believe it was not fo light a one as he imagined ; & Bagiftanes already 
vext that his defign had fucceeded fo ill,was like to have burit with fpice at firch juft, 
and fuch jeering reproaches; but being very fubtil,he made no thew of itand within 
a few daysafter, he that had been the bearer of them vanifhed, and never could be 
heard of fince, whereupon we believed that Bagi/fanes & Aftiages had caufed him ta 

.be made away, that the world might no longer bear fo undeniable a witnef$ of their 
villany.. In this interim Theander was come home to us,and had told me the particu- 
larities of Aftiages his treachery, and Cleonimus his generofity ; and after he had 
related the difecurfé he had with his brother, whofe rage he defcribed to mé in the 
terms wherewith I haye reprefented it to you,he made me acquainted with what had 
paffed between him and Cleonimus upon that fubjett,& prayed me to make the reciral 
which he had referred to me. 1 was before fufficiently difpofed to give him that fatif- 
fa&ion of my own accord,as foon as} knew Cleonimus difapproved it not.¥ ftaid not 
fora fecond entreaty,but cold him at large of all the perfecutions I had fuffred wos) 

‘ aw 
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‘Bagitanes, and his perfidious'bigther, “éven'to the finellelt particulars, in the fame 
-manmer as [have related them to'you. I know’ not what fydgmenit you will niake of 
Theanders proceeding in this enccunter,but for mine own part 'I was very ill Gietsfied, 
with it:He indeed detefted the treachery of Aftiages, and called hima hundred tithes 
bafe fellow,and unworthy to be born of noble blood; but he feemed nor at all touche 
ed-wich any refentment againft Bzgiftanes, ard inftead of falling into anger agairft 
him he did nothing but laugh at his weaknef,and when he faw I was but little plea 
ed wich his coldnefs in that bufinefs, What,Madam (taid_he fmiling, to vex‘me the 
more}are you cruel then to thofe that love you 2*I had fuffered_teo much by Bagi- 
ftanes his importunities to be able to turn them into jefting;but Zbeander made him- 
felf {pore wich them,and afteg he had laughe at thema while; 4/cione (continued he) 
you have told te nothing ob Basiftence, whichI have not feenhim pra@ife toward 
all bis neareft ‘kinfwomen;and 1 believe that no degree of proximity ever freed any'af 
them from him who were handfom enough to move his Jove, but Inever faw any 
body jealous of him ; and he isaow of an age to caufe more pity of his weaknefs, or 
more mirth at his follies,then fear of any danger by him.For my part,Alcione,| pro» 
teft to you, this jealoufie thall never hreak my fleep,& that it fhal ever be the fmalleft 
of my affli<tions:If you had fooner communicated your troubles to me.I fhould wirh - 
out donbr have diminifhed them,& perchance I fhould have made you find divertife- 
ment, in that which hath bip matter of vexation to you. I could not approve of. this 
humor of Theander’s, & yet I was very much eafed by having disburdened my {elf of 
part of my cares,& within a while after Cleonimus being come, joyned in our conver= 
faiion,& feconded Theenders opinion in fuch manner, that I began to believe my mif- 
fortunes were lef then Thad fancied them. After we had fometime difcourfed mer- 
rily apon that fabje&, Theander falling again to be ferions,prayed me,or rather com~ 
manded me tefore Cleonimus to love him ftill a¥ my brother, and as his fecond felf; 
and protefted to me that the moft fenfible difcontent he could receive, «would"be to 
fee me dimin’fb any thing of that affe€tion hie required frof me, upon any confi 
deration whaxfoever. Afterwards they refolved,:hat for the fhort time‘Bagiff.ines ac= 
cording to the courfe of nature had to live, I fhou'd not ufe him illand that 1 fhould 
receive his follies as matters of paftime. In thefé entertainments, and other pleafing 
divertifements, we {pent yet fome few dayes here with my father and mother, aftér 
which we returned to Bab:lon, Affiages had left his lodzing at cur houfe, and was 
gone to lie in the Citadel with his Uncle ; Zbeander,to whom his crimés,and the at= 
tempt: he had made upon me for Baziftanes his fatisfaion,had rendred him odious, 
was not able co endure him longer within his doors,and Aftiages himfelf was better 
pleafed to be with a manof his own humour, then among perfons that detefted 
him. : . 

It was about that time that our country was almoft every where full of fouldiers, 
and that Duriw,after the 166 of the battle of Iffws,recruiting, his forces in thefe parts 
to prepare himfelf for achird, retired himfelf into our city ; The Court there wag 
very great and fair, though the Queens and Princeffes who were wont to make up 
the beft part of it were abfent at that time, by a cruel fervitude. 7 

Since it only my particular hiftory you defire, I will not recount that of the 
State, nor the things that paffed then at Babylon, in’ which I have no intereft at all. 
Yet"can Tn&t forbear to tell you,Madam, that among thofe who were moft confides 
red near Darius,] often faw the PrinceOromdates your brother,his admirable aQtions, 
and the Kings favour had made him fo remarkable, that ic was hard for the meaneft 
perfons to be ignorant who he was.And indeed my brother &I had preferved the I. 
dea of him fo.well shat chouch four or five years which are run out fince,have made 
fome alteration in bis face,yet was icnot enough to make us miftake him,& if we till 
now have diffembled that knowledg ofhim, "twas becaufe we found his intention 
“was no! t0 dilcover himfelf. { faw him exercife the troops he had ferit for out of Scr 
thiz, after the manner of their couniry, ina Plain near the city,and in al! his ations 
he had & marvellous a grace,that it was hard to Jofe the remembrance cf ic. 1 will 
tell you likewife chat Tbeander & Cleonimus had the honour to be known to cron 
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_ that the report of their virtue which was very great in this counti'y,made them often 
. receive thofe favours from him, which be was wont to fhew to all virtuous perfons, 
“As concerning iy felf,Iemember ¢hat at the Kings firft coming thither,my perfecu- 
tor.gave me fome refpite, and the multitude of his affairssor his diligence in waiting 
at the Court, freed me for fome time from his vifits which Theander made me fuffer 
whether I would or no, and wherewith he ftill would mock me, which fometimes 
miadé me angry, and in the end made ine refalve, to afli& my felf lefs then I was 
wont, and to take:(ifI could poffible without contributing to-it) my part in his di- 
-vertifement ; bug the firft moneth being paft,the wicked old man fell again tohisold 
courfes with more eagernefs then before,,& telling Tbeander what he was able to do 
for the advancement of his fortune, he made fo good ufe of that advantage, that I 
was more troubled with him then ever, although to8k his perfecutionsno more to 
heart,asI had done formerly, yet could I never conftrain my felf to give him a good 
Jook,as Theander would have had me to make fport with him,and not underftandin 
any jefting in matters of that nature,I made him know by all my aétions,that I coul 
> never be capable of any thought to his advantage. This affurance wherein he had-a 
thoufand occafians to confirm himfelf, exafperated him in extremity, and believing 
that Cleonimus was the chiefelt obftacle to his intentions, he refolved co fet hislaft 
engines a work, cither to ruine him, or to drive him away from me: He wavered a 
* Jong time, thinking what counfel he fhould take ; and if he {pared Cleonimus his life, 
againft which he mighthave made a econd attempt, *twas not fo much any fenfe of 
virtue, or confideracion of alliance that reftrained him, as his feat of the Laws, from 
whichjbe was not exempt, not doubting but that after what he had already done,he 
fhould be called to account if any mifchief fhould befallC/eonimus, This apprehenfion 
ftopt his violent refolutions,and made him betake himéelf toother inventions to ba- 
nith him from me. He ac firlt (ought out means to fet diffention between my buf 
band and hjm, without engaging me in the bufine(s,buc having vainly endeavored to 
‘make them fall ouc,hisrage grew to fuch an extremicy,that he no longer confidered 
me,’ but determined blindly to try all ways tadvance his revenge, and his other 
enicious defigns.He had already made fo good ufe of his power with Theander,chat 
e had perfwaded him tobe reconciled to Ajtiages, and though that difloyal man 
lodged ftill wich his uncle, yet came he often to vitit his brother, but he neuer fpoke 
word of Bagi/tanes and carried himfelf toward me with a very great coldnefs,he ftill 
‘avoided meeting with Cleonimus,and Cleonimus fhuonu’d him, & Ragiftanes fo cares 
fully, chac he never met cicher of them at our houfe. Thefe two wicked wretches uni- 
ted tagether, labored joyntly to deftroy me,and when they thought they had recove- 
red. all the credit they were wont to have with my husband, they forget nothing that 
could ru’ne us, and ftrove to make Theander obferve our familiarivies ‘with fuch an 
induftry as might without much difficulty have perplext any other husband ; but his 
friendihip to Cleaximus,and his goodnefs to me were fogreat, that for along time 
he either laughe at what they faid,or elfe received ir as from fufpected perfons. Thefe 
traitors feeing thenv(elves deceived in their expettation, refolved to profecute their 
.¢rime yet further, to leave nothing unattempted to take revenge of a man, that bin- 
dred their defigns, though with lofs of my honor, and that ofour houfe. For this 
parpofe baving well contrived their treachery, and viven inftruétions to the perfon 
they were to imploy,and whom they had bribed a long time before, they made ufe 
of the plot Inow will tell you, to deceive Theander. 

As he came back one night from the Palace, where he had {pent part of the day, 
and from whence he returned not tillafter the King was in bed, he had anencoun- 
ter hard by our door, which hath fince coft me fo many tears, and which without 
doubt will make me pour them forth ail the reft of my miferable life. When he was 
clofe by his own huufe,he by the light ofa corch which one of hisfervants carried be. 
fore him-faw one of my maide come out,who was the very fame my enemies hve their 
prefents had corrupted. The wench came forth withouta light, and feemed to go in 
great deal of fear, when the foptman holding his ta her face,help’d his mafter to difco 
ver her, Tbeander wondring to fee a maid com out of his houf at rnuledn wpe

candle, called her by her names biitthe being thas known, firft by crying out, made 
thew to be miuch furoeiaed 3 and then having made asif fhe isle ee away, O 
gods! (iad fhe) Tam undone sand ac the fame time, fle tore a Paper-which the 
had in her hand, and thruft the pieces of it haftily into her mouth, This ation which 
was but too heedfully obferved by the abufed Theander,. caufed a chilne(s to:sun 
through all his body, and gave him apprehenfions which he had never “elt before, 
He came clofe to the wench in an extreang-trouble, and flopping her by the arm, Whi- 
ther goeft thou (faid he)and whither wert thou carrying that paper which I faw thee 
tear juftnow? The maid faining a deadly fear, funk down at his feet and‘embracing 
his knees, Ah! Sir (faid the) 1 befeech you pardon me’; and repeating thofe words 
twice or thrice, fhe appgared to be ftrucken with fo great ant aQonifhment, that Ihe- 
ander’s was redoubled by it. Speak (faid he) ; and if thou wilt have me pardon thee, 
confeG thy faule to me prefently. That fubtil wench wiping her eyes, and {eeming to 


' tremble, Ah! Sir, (replyed fhe) my obedience is very guilty, but yet both my Lady . 


~ 


and I are more innocent in effect. then in appearance;and if I tore this leteer,it was my. 
fear that made me imprudencly commit that fault. But from whontt, and to whom 
wert thou carrying it, demanded Theander haftily 2 My Lady, (anfwered fhe) fene 
icto Cleonimus, Theander quite confounded, or rather quite befade himfelf, eying the 
wench from head to foot, Did Alcione (faid he) fend thee to Cleonimus at this-time 
of che night, and in the dark, as I mect thee? Ah! Sir, (replyed that wicked wench) 
I with go the gods that I were dead, fince my imprudence is fo hurtful tomy. Mifrefs, 
and perchance caufes fupicions in you againither, which you ought not to coficgive. ' 
Theander who began already to fwallow the poyfon that was prepared for hith,would 


-not talk longer with her in the ftreet,- but commanded her to be gone téher chamber, 


and to be filent as the loved her life;He neither threatned her,nor asked her‘any thing 
more, fearing to make his fervants acquainted with the caufe of his trouble > and to 
learn news hinsfelf, which his growing jealoufie made him already to apprehend; and 
coming up into my chamber, where I was already in bed, he bad me good night, bue 
*cwas ina way very different from bis ordinary manner, and with a countenance fo 


. changed, that prefencly I believ’d he was not well. Having ask’d him haftily how he 


did, he told me he found himfelf a little indifpofed, and being undreffed, he came 
to bed in fo deep a fadnefs, thacif the caufe of it had been known, it would have mo- 
ved pity even in thofe that had been moft infeniible ; the difquiet I was in for fear 
of his health, having kept me awake a good part of the night, made me know likes 
wift how he refted, and made me hear the fighs he drew from the bottom of his heart 
in fo great abundance, that I beliéved his body had lef part in that indifpofition then 
his minde. I asked him often how he did, but he hardly anfwered me, -letting me 
know I fhould oblige him if I lett himac quiet. As foon as ie was day he arofé, and 
going out ofmy chamber, he came not home again til] evening; I found him as fad as 
the night before, and preiling him to tell me the caufé, Madam, (faid he) I pray you 
pardoh my ill humor, it will paG over if it pleafe the gods,and I my felf am ignorant of 
the caufésin the Mean time I need only a little reft,& I befeech you to grant it me, Hay 
ving faid fo, he exoreffed a defire to lie in hiscown.chamber for fome few nights, and 
when I had given order to have it made ready,he bade me good night,and left me in 
a greater confulion then ¥ am able toreprefent. He was folitele accuftomed to {peak 
tome,ina ftyle like that of his laft words, & to conceal the caufe of his afli@ion: from 
me, that by this unexpected change, I was like to have gueffed part of my misfore 
tunes. Trueicis, that I had ever feen him fo far from the thonehts that then ‘tor- 
mented him, that I ha much ado to fafpect him of them ; and I knew my (elf fo ins 
nocent, thac I did no: believe he in my molt faulty aétions could find any reafonable 
pretence for his il] humour. In this confufion of thoughts I paffed the night ; and as 
foon as] wasup, I went ‘nto his chamber, where I found him walking with his arms 


= acrof upon his breaft, and lifting up his eyest@ heaven, with all the actions of a pers 


fon mortally afflicted; f could not forbzar running to him with open arms, Dear The. 
ander {aid L) have } not interrupted gou? yes, Canfwered he coldly )and you would °. 
oblige me if youl will leave me alone, fince folitude is the greateft eafe lean give my 

- : Yv trouble.

gremble, Thefe words, arid the accent wherewith he fpoke them, froze me with a 
deadly apprehenfion, Ah ! Theander (ceyed Y)I fear you hawe left loving me. He 
anfwered nie at firft only bya ra figh, and efter he had looked a while upon.me 
without fpeaking;Madam, (replyed he) F pray you leave me. And turning his back he 
went to ledrfupon a window that wastoward the garden. I weuld not trouble hish 
further, bét retired into my chamber, ftrucken with a mortal grief. There ic. was that 
reflestiffy upon Theaxders wards and aétionsp | found occafiog enough to efteem my 
felfankappy, and could'make no other conjecture, but shat either I, by my deport~ 
nists, had drawn my husbands hatred upon me, or that fomenew affeCtion made 


-him weary ofmy company. I refolved neverthelefs upon the worft events that could 


happen, and to bear his ill humor, or his inconftancy, withous murmuring. Cleonimus 


_ was as much puzgled init asI, and not being able to draw any knowledge from him 


of his difeontent, he only comforted me, and confirmed me in the refolution I had 
taken. Many days paffed onthis manner, in which I received notany mark of The» 


"anders former affeétion, nor any other ill ufage from him, then what I fuand in bis 


filence, and in his coldnefs; both of them encreafed every day, and Theapder being 
become infenfible of the difcour{e of Cleonimus, and of his other friends, plunged bim~ 


. felf more atid more into that penfive fadnefs which quickly changed his countenance, 


x 


and became powerful enough to have fent him tohis grave, without the afliftance it 
received,  U talked offen with Cleontmus couching my misfortune, and our friend {hip 


* whicl our enemies malicioufly caufed' the unhappy Theander to obferve, reguubled 
 hiis jealoafie vey vehemently, and made it in the end fo ftrong that it was ro longer 


in a condition to be fhut in. 
1 was one day in my bed, where my watchings-and my forrows had made me 


' droufie,when I kriow not with what intention he came into my chamber, where I had 


not feen him of many days: the defire I had toobferve his ations made me keep fill 
in the pofture I was in,and feign my felfafleep.Me walked a great while uy and down 
wichouefpeaking, or without coming near the bed, but in the end he came on the 
further fide of it, and having half opened the curtain, he believed 1 was.afleep, and 
fatedown, beginning to look upon me, with motions which only he was able to 
reprefent. He continued long in that pofture, keeping his eyes fixt upon my face, and 


_ ‘mine were not fo clofé fhut, but that through the fingers of one of my hands which 


Jay upen my cheek I could eafily obferve him; his looks grew inflamed, and mild 
again by fits, but in their different motions,they naturally expreffed the different agi- 
tations éfhisfoul. And he contented himfelf with making them fpeak for him, *but 
at lafthis paffign was too ftrong for his refolution, fo that by the violence of it for- 
getting his determination to hold his peace: Ah! Alcione (faid he {oftly) is ie poili- 
ble thou thouldft be falfe to me ? T'was fo nearly touch’d with thefe words, which he 
fpoke loud enough.to be heard by me, that lofing the remembrance of my feigned 
fleep, which might have given me a fuller knowledg of my misfortune, J fate up ofa 
fidden, as he rofe from the bed-fide, and ftopping him by the arm, with a kind ofa 
diftra&ted a&tion. 1? Theander (faid 1) am I falfe to you? Theander (Ring himlelf held 
fo, ftrove to turh away his face from me, and putting his hand up to his eyes, to re- 
ftrain (ome tears which would have broken forth with violence; Alcinze (replyed he) 
¥do what Ican to juftifie youin my thoughts, but, Alcione,it is impoffible. And with- 
out ‘peaking or hearkning tome any more, he pulled hisarm away from me, and 
going out of my chamber, left me in the condition you may imag'ne. Jt would be 
both fuperfluous and tedious, Ladies, co repeat my lamentations after this affurance of 
my misfortune. I faid all that a violent grief can make one fay, and in the pangs it put 


-me in, I {pared neither. my hair nor my face. What (aid I, halfour of my wits) hall 


thy husband accufe thee of infidelity,and wile thou furvive that accufation 2 fhall that 
husband who is fo dear to theeyand in whom thou haff bounded all chy thoughts, with 
fo entire a refignation, believe thowhatt berray’d him,and reproach thee with ir him 
felf,and thou not endeavour,even with the peril of thy life,to juftifie thy (elf? Abino, - 


. Alcione, either die, or blot fofiniter an opirfion out of his mind, and foffer not . 


chat ingrateful man, whom thou haft coo dearly loved, to confirm hinfelfin it by thy 


filence, 
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Tilence,and by thy patience, In this thouigle Ileap’d out of the bed,and without con- 
falting any further, Iran into Theanders chamber, whither they told me he went ih 
when Ye came out of mine; As foon as faw him, I could not forbear orig ut; 
Theander, My dear Theander, is it poffible you fhould believe me fale > Theander atic 
fwered me without being moved. I know not what you are, but I would Sive'all my 
bloud that you were innocent. Ah ! if L am not f0 (replyed 1) kill me ; but if Tbe not 
faulty, reftore me that affetion which I have loft, and without which I cannot live, 
The abufed Theander half diftra&ted with ill impreffions,was not at all rouchtd with 
whiat Ffaid, but getting loofe from my hands, Madam (faid he) you take me with- 
out doubt for Cleonimss, Thefe words were like a thunder-clap to me, ‘and he had 
no fooner fpokea them, but (whether it were to get out of my. fights or tliat he re- 
pented he had aid {omuch) he went out of the chamber and left me there alone, I 
“was inftantly overwhelmed with an infinite number of forrowful thcughts,and I de- 
plored my difafter by a deluge of tears, and by words full of diftraétion ; I called the 
gods who knew my innocence, ta my juttification; and refleting upon whatfoever T: 
had done with Cleonimas that was mof criminal,} could not forbear accufing Theane 
der of injuftice and inhumanity. Then it was that with a great deal of grief Ifaw my 
felf reduced to a neceffity of banithing the innocent and generous Cleonimus ; and I 
confeG to you Ladies, that I could not difpofe my mind to ic without muchviolence. 
T loved him fince I muft own it,and fince I have loudly declared it,I loved him more 
then all the perfons of the world except my husband,but the continuation of, my difs 
courfe will juftifie my affeGion, and make you {€e that it yielded (as it wasfit it 
fhould) to another chat was more legitimate; Alas! {Carce had I taken this refolution, 
when I faw him come into my chamber; That fight caufed a beating at my heart,and 
fetch’d tears from mine eyes, knowing his friendfhip to me was fuch, that he could 
not without trouble hear the news I hadto tellhim. The condition he found me 
in grieved him very much, and though of late days he began to be accuftomed to it, 
he'asked me what I ailed, and being fet down by me, he from my filence drew an 
omen tha* was ill enough. ‘I kept it ftill a great while,and felt fo much conftraint in 
the ation I was to do,that I knew not how I fhould be able to difcharge it.In the end 
Y took courage, and forcing my forrow,Cleonimus (faid I) hitherto my miferies have 
but little touch’d me, but now they have changed their naturesand I may fay they are 
come to the laft extremities, fince they reduce me to the moft cruel ofgll necefiities 5 
Ic is-timte (dear Cleonimus) to putyou in mind of our bargain, I obferved it regolarly 
while our friendthip gave fufpition only to Affiages and Bagiftanes ; 1 have feeh yo 
with as much joy and fatisfaction, as it was lawful for me to have, but now,---guefs 
the reft (continued 1) O% Cleonimus, and {pare me the pains of telling you what . 
you may cafily conjeCture,Clecnimus who changed color at thefe wards,not fuffering 
me to proceed; 1 underftand you coufin(faid he)Tbeander himfelf is become jealous. 
He is fo but too much (replyed 1) and “tis from his own mouth I have received: that 
declaration, Tis fufficient dear coufin (added Vleonimus lifting up his eyesto heaven) 
*tis fufficient,and | know well enough what I am obliged to,it is a misfortune which 
Talready have both apprehended and begun to prepare my felf for of late. I will free 
my dear Theander of the occafion of his difcontents, and by my abfence will reftore 
him a repofé, which fhall ever be dearer to methen ‘my own, To fay the truth,1 bee 
gan already to think my (elf fauley toward him, and I innocently gave him offence, 
which caufed in mea real remorfé ; although my affe&tion to you never bred any 
defires in me to his prejudice, I feel neverthele& that itis too ftgong for one that nei, 
ther is,nor can be your husband, and by a long converfation perchance it might be. 
come fo powerful,as to give him true caufes to condemnit. Inever declared fo much. 
to you before; and though this confeffion be innocent enough, I would not rhake it 
to you if were not upon the poirft of repaicing-that fault, by ah ekile fufficiencl 
_Tigorous to a perfon that has thoughts like mine. £ leave you my dear coufin,and iff 
sannot fay Eleave you without grief,I will at leaft proteft truly to you, that in my for- 
row the confideration of the joy Ereftore you, will bring_me ‘an exceeding great 
eonfolation. [ask no longer time of nee my departure from Babylon, thentill co 
: y2 mor 
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gireow,in the morning I will go out of ghefe walls, and will bid chem farewel, per= 
haps cternally. In the mean time, O my dear Coufin, if wichout offending Thean- 
der, may beg fome part in your memory ,cemember,that though Clesnimus loved you 
witha moft pure affe&tion, he loved you yet more then himfelf, and that neither 
length of time, nor diftance of place, which thalRfeparkte us, can ever be able to 
cure him of his thoughts for you. Although C/eonimys brought forth thefe words 
with a great deal of conftancy, I confefs all mine vanhlhtid 3; and | was feized with fo 
, Violent grief,that ic made me forget part of my dity,and thed tears,which I vainly 
“gndeavoured toreftrain. After |had wiped them away, Cleonimus (faid 1) 1 wilkfor 
ever remember you,and youalfo may remember that A/cione loved you as much,and 
rhaps more then fhe could without offending her husband, and that jf the gods 
ad not engaged her toa husband worthy of her aff:€tions, fhe would prefer Cleoni- 
mus before all the Monarchs of the earth, and would bound‘all her felicitits only in 
him. The trouble I was in,made me fpeak thefe words, wherein there was fomthing 
more then was fitting, and whictr without doubt I fhould have had much ado to get 
out, in another feafon ; but I was more carried away, when I gave him the laft fare- 
wel, and did a&tions which could not be exeufed but by a like encounter, nor repair- 
ed but by thofe which followed them,and which will without doubt make you par- 
don pact of my faults. Cleenimus parted from me 6n this manner, and in chat parting 
he appeared more lovely to me then he had done in all the other actions of his life, 
and indeed to fpeak truly of it,this laft had fomthing in ft extream obliging, and that 
perfe& refignaction wherewith he forfook his country,and ufed perhaps fome violence 
to hisown inclination to contribute to my repofe, and to that of my dear husband, 
_expreffed a moft real generofity, and a molt powerful confideration of me... He was 
no fooner gone but I went into my chamber, where joyning that grief to my former 
affli@tions, I paffed the reft of the day in fo woful a Scotter chet the obdurate The» 
ander himfelf, could not have feen it without béing touch’d with compaffion. [ {pent 
all that night in che faddeft thoughts, which a misfortune like mine could poffibly 
roduce ; and I do not deny, but that’the departure of the inngeent Cleonimus made 
Bene part of my forrows,and thar his laft words,and his lafta&tions came into my re- 
amembrance with ftrength enough to work moft fenfibly apon me: but his confidera- 
tion vanithed before chat of my reputation, and of my husbands contentment ; and 
Twas fo nearly touch’d with thefe two laft, chat I rook a firm refolution to die, or to 
recover the affection I had loft,cicher by my misfortune,or by my imprudence. In this 
defign asfoon as it was day, and that I was dref’d, I'wene into unfortunate Thean~ 
ders chamber, where ax I have told you, he had lien for fome niyhts before, But the 
¢ntrance whereof was not-forbidden me, for all he was fo nguch incenfed, As {con as 
A came in, wens clofe to his bed,and having found h‘™ afleep,I kneel’d down by the 
fide of it,, where I confidered him with inward motions, full of grief, arid affection, 
Thad not patienceto ftay till he was awake, nor had Iboldnefs enough to waken 
him, knowing well chat in the terms Prhen flood wirh him, my former liberties were 
not permitted me: I continued on this manner till he awaked ; but he no fooner 
opened his eyes when fecing me by him, he fighed vehemently twice or thrice, and 
turned his head the other way : O gods! (faid he’ will you never let me reft? I 
‘was prepared for fuch a welcom, and not being at all terrified by it from my defign, 
No, cruel man, (anfwered I) I will never let you reft, till you reftore me him, you 
have unjuftly taken from me. Turn not away Ibcander, but if you have yet the leaft 
remembrance of the affetion you once bore me, tell me by what faule I have defer. 
“wed your hatred, He wich whom you reproach me, and who without doubr hath 
. Gifturbed che tranquillity of your mind, thall give you no more difquiet:, nor no 
more fufpitions ; and fhe who in your opinion is moft criminal, will either ccafe to 
be fo if you pleat, or ceafe to live, if you continwe your late ufage to her. While I 
_ fpake thefe words,I did all I could to make him turn toward me;but'that poor abu- 
fed man, whofe reafon was half loft by the violence of his jealoufie, was not at ali 
toved with them ;-and pulling one of his hands away from me, which I had taken, 
Pear nos,(Gaid he) fear not any worfe ulage from my refentment then what you ate

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already received ; my grief may-well fend me to my-graye, but it fhall never make 
ime injure her I have too dearly.and too perfe&tly loved ; whatfoever i* fara) in iny 
refolutions {hall be turned againft my felf, and you may live with fewmrity,, bytlive - 
without my friendfhip, which you have fo yngratefully difdained. Thele werdent + 
terly banifhed from my fouf, that fmall defire of life which yet remained in meyand . 
believing I fhould pafs che reft ofit, only in torments that wou dimake it a theatand. 
times worfe then death, I refol¥’d to end in the fight of that ingrateful man, both 
to fatisfie his refenument, and tqgblot out of his mind, by the laf of my actions, 


thofe jealoufies he fo unfuttly had conceived. In this deign, without ¢onfulting © : 


further, Larofe from the place where I was,and feeing a knite upon the table, | went 
thicher,and taking it in my hand,while Theander having his face turned on the other 
fide, gave me fufficient conveniency. 1 drew near the bed again, and throwing open 
the Curtain with an attion that tcftified my defpair, Ingrateful man (aig L) hard- 
hearted, and perhaps difloyal Tbeander, turn chy eyes upon her, whom thou accufeft 
of falfhogd, and thou fhale (ee the fatistaction fhe will give thee for that infidelity 
wherewith thou reproacheft her: if Ihave bepray’d thee,ic is juft {fhould perith ; be« 
tween my innocence andgny crime] know no mean, nor will Imake wl of thas 
goodne(s which makes thee {pare her whom thou hait too dearly but not too per« 
feGtly loved. Thou dareft not give me that death thou defireft I fhould have,but I cin 
tell how to find it fince thou witheft ic ; yet know Tbeander, that thou art the moft. 
cruel and moft ingrateful of all men living,that by thy ingratitude, and thy inhumae 
nity,thou batt made thy felf unworthy of the moft pure and moft real af:Gion that 
ever was, and that by thy unjeft fafpicions thou lofeit both the belt friend and the 
moft loyal wife in the whole world ; t dyeto gain thy belief of this protettation, or 
rather i die to pleafe thee, fince death is the only expiatien thou canft demand jor 
the crimes thou fufpefteft me of. 

Alchough Theander was moft obdurate,he could not hear thefe laft woads without 
being moved, the fear they put him in made him turn toward me, and fit up in hig 
bed ; but though he faw me lift up my arm, and that wich a great cry,he leapt inte 
the floor to fave me,he got not to me fo foon,but phat I had already ftab’d che knife 
into my breaft with all my ftrength. I fell down prefently all bloody, & the forrowtyl 
Theander who had not bin able to prevent my fall,caft himfelf down by me,& joyn~ 
ing his face to mine, he by hiscryes and ations of defpair, made me know,as weak 
and fainting as I was,that my lofs gave him thoughts very different from his lait ex« 
preffion. After having fpoken fome words full of rage, he drew the knife out of my 
wound, and railing his voice that I might hear him; Deareft Aleionc (cried he) thou 
haft been but too faithfil to chy barbarous ingrateful husband, I efteemthee as ins 
nocent, as thy murtherer is guilty, aid my laft affliftion is, chat I can give thee no- 
thing for chy life, but chac of thy Executioner. As he made an end of thefe words he 
lifeup hisarf, and though his cryes had already call’d {ome of hi: fervants into the 
Chamber, that encounter amazed them fo, that they had neither wir enough to di® 
vert his refolution,nor readinefs enough to hinder him trom ftriking the fatal knife, 
yet dyed and warm with my blood,up to the very haft in his own

Here Alcione’s Narration was interrupted bya flood of tears which ran from her 


eyes at that fad remembrance and which caufed fich a tendernef= in che two Princefs : 


fes, that their compaffion forced them to keep her company in that mournful exer+ 
cife. After they-hadfa little fetled themfelves, and that Thaletris by fome words 
confolation had endeavored to abate Alcione’s forrows, fhe at her entreaty wiped 
eyes, and went on thus with her difcourfé. - _e 
My poor Theander fell down by me, and his Jaft care was ‘to teftifie to me by his 
embraces, that he believed me innocent, and worthy of his ‘affeétion. Although I 
was exceedingly weakned, I had not loft my underftanding, but having enough to 
difcern that aétion, I felt redoublings of my grief more cruel then'that death,which I 


——thought my (elf very near. I ufedall the ftrength I had to fit up, and looking upoh 


_ my poor husband whofe blood mingled it felf with mine, and who by his aft en- 
dearments ftrove to exprefs his laft chonghts to me,I opened my mouth though I = 
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hai dead,anid forced ont thefe words with a great deal of pain. Theander(faid I)dear 
‘cfuel Theander,was not my death painful enough, without your making it a thoufand 
times more fenfible,by being guilty of yours? My pale weak husband, looking upon 
me with dying eyes, and endeavouring to prefs me between his arms with the litetle 
ftrength he had remaining ; Dear Alcione (faid he) it was not juft that the inno- 
cent thould die, and that the guilty fhould continue inthe world. Ah, (replied I 
wich a tone like his) I am no longer innocent, fince I am guilty of your death, We 
fhould have endeavored to fay more,if Theanders (@vants and my women, who were 
all‘come about us,and in whom this accident had imprinted'the true image of death, 
Bad not taken us up,& laid us both upon Theanders bed: We were all bath’d in blood p 
and while fome of them were bufic in ftanching it,the reft ran to fetch Chirurgians, 
They came withina while after, andmy Fath¢sand Mother came almof as foon as _ 
‘they. At thjs woful fpeftacle they fent forth cries, which redoubled the defolation of 
the houfe;they wept over me in a terrible fright, and brought forth words full of di- 
ftra&tion and defpair. After I had let the firft brune of their forrow paf over,rutting 
them back with a fecble hand,Leave me(faid I foftly)’tis } that have kill’d Thcander. 
Theander turning at thefe words, Grieve on Polemon (crie@he), “tis I that amthe 
murtherer of A/cione,At this the general wailing redoubled, and prefently after the 
Chirurgians having enjoyn’d us filence, defired to fee our wounds. Think only up- 
on Theander’s (faid 1} if you would have me recover. Save Alcione (cried Theandir) 
-and let medie, They may fave both perchance (faid Polemon but, for gods fake,and 
for the affe&tion you bear to one another, fuffer them to endeavor it. We confented 
to my Fathers entreaties,and the Chirurgians having fearch’d our wounds,could not 
make any certainjudgment of the fuccefs of them;but,as I have heard fince,they had 
much more hope ofme,then of my husband; who having ftruck the knife almoft upon 
his naked fleth, and witha greater force then ],had made a deeper wound, and ina 
more dangerous place. When they had dreffed us both, they would have parted us, 
but Thesnder never would confent to it, and I oppofed it with an obftinacy as great 
as his. know that I mutt die(faid Theander to them)aud though you flatte-,me,I feel 
well enough in what condition [am;fuffer me therefore to pafs the fmall remrant of 
my life with Alcione,and envy not my laft moments this laft confolation. After he had 
obtained thisof them,he turn’d toward me, and though he was forbidden to fpeak, 
he ask’d me pardon for hislate ufage of me, in terms.able to have cleft the moft 
favage hearts with pity. Ah, Theander(faid ¥ interrupting bim) you have too fatally 
repaired it; but ’tis the lofsof that bloodwh‘ch was fo dear to me, and perchance of 
that life which was ever mine,that I cannot pardon you. I would it pleafed the gods 
(added Theander) that Ihad a thoufand others to lofe,and that by lofing them a!to~ 
gether I could fecure thine ; “tis I that tear it from thee, I who lived only by it, and” 
who with the price of my own, ought to have defended thee again my unjuft fut 
icions, Theander Canfwered T) | know not what was the caufe of them, but I befeech 
dou let me know it, that I may endeavour to juftifie my felf,if you would have me to 
die facisfied. Vou are but too much juftified (replied Theander both by the firtt,and 
by this laft proof of your virtue, and your blood does kut too much fpeak your inno- 
cence, to him that moft wrongfully fufpedted it ; yet to juftifie my felf of part of my 
cruelties,and to obey your will I will tell what youdefire to know of me. Atthefe 
words, though he fpake with pain; and though he was put in mind that he did him- 
x A hurt by talking Jong, he told me bisencounter that facal night, when he faw 
one of my maids carrying a letter from meto Cleouimus , and then added other 
“marks that Ajfiages had given him of our intelligence, which after that laft adventure 
had made fome impreffion in his mind. Although I was exceedingly moved at this 
difcourfé, { hearkn’d ic to the end, and when he had left peaking, You had reafon 
tohate me (faid 1) after fo great appearances of my infidelity; burto let you fee we 
have been betrayed, command the wench to be called hither, Thad fearcely faid fo 
when fhe came in of her felf: As wicked as the was, her wickednefs went not fo 
far.as to defire our death,and though fhe had ferved Aftiages in his perfidious inten- 
tions,{he had not thought her treacheries would have produced fuch bloody and ne 
. at 
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fatal effets, Whatever it were,the was shen tonched with-(o great 2 repentinee, thar 
in ftead of flying, as fhe eafily might have done, the fell fie upon heF kiiees:at the 
beds feet, melting into,t¢ars, tearing her hair, and doing all the a&ions of a rate 
perfon. Make me be put to death, Madam; (eried fhe) and I fhall be tbogeatly 
punifhed, if | fuffer but one death in the tharpelt torments that ever were invented? 
have bafely betray’d you,Madam, the promifes and threats of Aftiages and Bagiftaries; 
feduced me to the prejudice of my duty.  Aftiages inftruéted me in this laft advene 
ture, which hath caufed all your misforcunes. “I did nothing in all that aftion, but 
what he direéted me word for word, and while { fpake unto his brother, hé ftood 
conceal’d within the Porch,to keep him from hurting me,as I ought to have feared he. 
would in hisanger. The wench ‘faid many other things, to which I lent no attention, 
and while fhe called to be put to death, and that by all her a@tions the expreffed a 
hearty repentance, I turned toward Theandtr,who lifting up his eyes to heaven tefti- 
fied his attonifh ment by his filence : Well now. Theander (fai 1) have you any thing 
more to defire for my juftification ? I would have defired(anfwer'd he)that inftead of 
turning the knife againft your felfyou fhould have ftab’d ic into theheart of this crew 
dulous ingrateful man,’tis the only fault you have committed and the only one which 
Tought never to pardon you. He made a ftop at thefe words, and ofa fudden lifting 
up bis hands, O gods! (purfued he) fince you fufler me to die without punihing 
Ajtiages for his perfidioulnefS, Willnot you take that care for tne,.and will you , 
not revenge upon him and Bagiffanes,this blood which they have fo treacheroufly and 
fo inhumanely thed ?. Then after he had held his peace awhile, And Cleonimus (faid 
he) the tnnacent Cleonimis,what isbecome of him? Heis gone (anfwered 3) after he 
once knew that you fufpected him, apd to free you for ever from that occafion, | have’ 
given him an erernal farewel, What (replied Theunder) fhall 1 die then without {ee 
ing Cleonimus, and thall I die jultly hated of Clesnimus ? This thought. touch'd him fo 
deeply, that ic fetched cears from his eyes in great abundance, and he would yet have 
continued to difcourfe longer, but my Father and Mother, and’ many of his neareft 
friends aad mine, who were already come into our Chamber, did {0 intreat him and 
me alfo,that to fatisfie them we gave our felves to reft,and to that filence they defired 
of us, for the remainder of the day. My mother kept {4M clofe by us, tomake ias ob» 
ferve it ; & the mutual affurance we had of each othersaffection and innocence, having 
banithed part of our defpair, perfwaded us the more eafily to that compliance. Ajtia. 
ges was gone from Babylon a day or two before,and Bagiffanes though he heard of our 
misfortune, durft not prefent himfelf before us. The maid that had been the caufe of 
allour forrows was turned away,and though many judged it fit the fhould be punifh- 
ed, I prayed them to pardon her, and'to content themfelves with putting her from 
us,without other punifhment then the remorfe of a guilty confcience Our filence and 
repofe that day was interrupted only by the difquiets we had reciprocally for one ano» 
ther, and by our often enquires how-each other did. They watched by‘usall night | 
with a great deal of care,but before ic was day,Theander had loft the better part of his * 
ftrength. When it was time to drefs our wounds, he would needs have the Chirur- 
gians begin wich me, and after they had looked upon mine, they liked it fo well,that 
they.conld not forbear faying to him, Chear up, Sir, Alcione fhall not die. She will 
not die (faid I interrupting them) if you affare her of Theander’s life,but if that be int 
danger, you can be but uncertain of mine. Yeu thall not die, my dear Alcigne (faid 
“Theander witha juy which appeared in his face as paleand dying as he was) no, you 
fhall noe dic,and che goxls were t00 juft,to make you fuffer the punifhment of my” - 
‘crime In the mean time they vifited his wound, but at the fight of it. the byftanders. 
obferved fuch an alteration in the Chirurgians countenances,that they drew a very il, 
prefage from thence, Polemon,my mother, and others of our indie wiio ftirred not 
from us,could not diffemble their trouble,though,not to caufe a fear in us,they did al] 
~—thyy <ould poffibly to keep ic from breaking forth, &Tbeander,who p:rceived fomthivg 
of it,and who felt how he was himfelf,appeared che Jeait moved and prepared himicl¢ 
couragioufly for death, his wound was newly dreffed, when (having his underitand. 
ing yet very perfeétly) he faw among thofe that were in the Chamber,a man ee ae 
. : longe 
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longed to Cleonigns , he prefent] called him, and embracing him kindly for his ma- 
fers fake, What (faid he) thal 1 Lnot fee Cleonimws then, before I die? The man not 

“peing able co with-hold tears at that doleful. fight ; Sir, (faid he) Cleomimas is gone 
out of. thfs Gouncry; but at his departure he left me a Letter for you, which may per- 
‘ chance tell you news of him. Theander putting forth his hand received the Letters 
and becaufé he wasin no condition to read it, Polemon, who was by his bed-fide, 
eafed-of him that pains, and having opened it athisentreaty, read words much to 


thigpurpofe.

T Would ix barb pleafed the gods, O my dear Theander, that I had followed the firjt 

thoughts I bad to abfent my {elf from you, while Twas yet innocent in your opinion, Tt 
frould then bave only felt my own misfortune in my departure, aud 1 frould have gone 
‘from son with this confolation, that I had fill left that repofe in your mind, andin your 
Family, which I now unhappily have difturbed. Iknow not which way I may perfwrade 
you of my innocence, anit if by your own inclinations you make not fome judgment of mine, 
T fall vainly feck t0 juftifie my felf by oarhs and proteftations, It is true neverthele{s, that 
LT have loved my dear (onfin as much as my felf, and perchance I fhoutd fay fometbing more 
if Lfaid I loved be? as much you; but, O Theander! I never made that affettion a 
feercs to yor, and to what degree forver it reached, I never difgnifed its nature, nor its 
greaine|s from you, and both your felf and honour (which T confidered alone as much as T 
did you) were too dear to me to fuffer my foul 10 give way t8any thoughts that céuld of~ 
fend either, Yet I neither complain of your fufpitiogs, nor of my banifbment sand cone 
felt, that though my insentions were innocent, my altions were imprudent. T will endare. 
the punifoment of them withort muranuring, O my dear Theander, provided you ceafe t0 
hate me,and that you dome the favour to believe, I neither in the courfe of your friendfbip 
1 me, bave betrayed yeu; nor in the lofs of it, have diminifhed any thing of my defire to be 
alwayes faithfully yours. 


1f Theander's danger bad n&®put all other thoughts out of my mind, I fhould have 
betn very fenfible at the reading of this Letcer ; but Theander was fo deeply touched 
with it,that after hav'ng figh’d and fob’d many times, he took the Letter,and kiffing 
it with an ardor that cannot be eXpreffed ; O Cleonimus, (faid he) if I were not dy~ 
ing for the expiation of my crime, what pardon could fever hope for ? J am unwor- 
thy of thy friendthip, and I have made my felf unworthy of thy remembrance; but 
fince the gods permit me not otherwife to repair the offence I have done thee, receive 
thisblood, and receive this life which 1 bequeath to thy juft refentment. He brought 
forth thefe words with fach a cendernefs as made the whole company weep,& a while 
after training himfelf to turn toward me, Dear Alcione (faid he) 1 teel my laft 
” hourdrawing on, and forall the refolution I hitherto have fhewn, I muft confefs 
that the knowledge of thy real affe€tion, makes me lament our feparation , the fame 
knowledge'likewife makes me hore that thou wile remember my laft requefts,that af- 
ter my death thou wile preferve a care to oblige me; The firft thing I defire of thee, is,

world, to make thee a living tomb in this heart of mine, where thou haft chofen an 
eternal abode. In this place it is, O great and illuftrions Princeffes / that I muft beg of 
you if you pleafe, to give a free courfe unto my tears, and that you would permit 
me to folemnize a remembrance, which years cannot hinder from being always pres 
fent to mymind: Tis only by them, and by the marks which grief hath left in 
my face, thar will endeavour to make you comprehend what an one ic was, at that 
ime when it was (© much frefher, nor willl repent what-it made me fay, fince that 


” wecital would be tedious to you, and put metoa pain wherein your goodnefs with. 


out doubt would make you fuffer wich me. I did all the adtions of a defpairing pers 


_ fon, and when coming to my felf again out of a {wound of many hours, I miffed 


the body of my dear Theander, I gave my felfover toa paflion, that came little fhort 
of rage, which made my friends believe a good while that Thad loft myreafon, I 
aryed a thoufand times to tear.cff what they had put upon my wound, but my father 
and mother held my hands, and diffembling their own grief to hinder the effedts of 
‘mine, they protefted tome that my defpair would fend them to their graves, ‘and 
“whenI told them 1 was my husbands murtherefs, they aflured me I fhould alfo be 
- theirs if I perfifted in my obfinate forrow, and that by itl fhould not only caufé my 
own death, but alfo that of my neareft friends; Although I was bur liecle in capacity 
to rellifh their perfwafions, thefe lat wrought fomthing upon me, and *tis not to 


"© excufe my faint-heartednefs, that I fay their confideration alone, kept me fromdos, _° 


ing all chatI could, and all that I ought, to die: in fhort, whether it were by that 


. reafon, or by my cowardize [ liv’d, and gave way that my cure fhould be endeavored, 


They paid Theanders funeral Rites, in the performance whereof a good part of the 
‘Court aflitted,and Prince Orosndates honored them with his prefence, That poor man 
who truly had very lovely qualities in him, were generally lamented ofall thofe that 
_ knew him, and the news of this woful adventure being quickly (pread abroad, moved 
pity in all virtuous perfons, The rumor of the thare Bagiffanes had init was a 
little (mothered in Babylon by his authority, but Ajtiages whofe wickednels was 
‘Youdly publithed, becaufe fo defamed, that he had not the confidence tocome back a= 
gain thicher,& hath never appcar’d there fince,at leaft that we could hear. In the mean 
time,fince I muft a vow it to my confufion, I was cured by the troublefome care Of Pow 
-Jemon, and as {oon as I was fit to go abroad, J left that unfortunate houfe, where I no- 
more could fee what Ihad loved fo well, and without grief, forfaking all the pre- 
tenfions [might have had upon my husbands effate, I retired to my fathers, *- It was 
about the time thae the King departed from Babylon to march againft Alexander, with 
‘ whom a few days after he fought that bloody battel of Arbella, where he loft the 
remnant of his Forces, and his Empire with them ; within a very fhort time we had 
the Conqueror at our gatet, and Mazexs having fubmitted the Country to his obe« 
dience, cowardly Bagiftanes who might either have made _@ long refiftance in the 
Cirtadel, or have buried him(elf inthe honourable ruines of it, followed a fhameful’ 
example, and contrary to the counfel of Polemon, and of many other loyal perfons, in 
whofe hearts, fidelicy was not quite extinguithed, he fet open the gates, delivered up 
~sheCittadel with fifty thoufand talents, and under-went the yoke of the Macedonians: 
As foon as Alexander was inthe Town, Bagijtenes who bore a mortal hatred to my 
Father by reafon of the hinderances he thought he had received from him, in the 
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~ foolith peffion he had fog me, aceufed him to Alexander of having gone about to fir 
up.thé people, and to make a fa&tion againft him, and by his prattifes he: wrought 
fofar- with the King,’ that Polemon was declared criminal, his eftate pivea-w Bagia 
flemes and his other accufers,and he was cotamanded to be gone from Babylon, He bore 
this blow of Fortune wich a great deal of moderation, ‘but prefently after he received 
another affanlt from her, which utterly dejected him, and that wasthe certain news 
“that the two brothers [had in Darius his Army were kill'd in the late bactel, with fo 
many-choufand gallant men, who would not furvive the ruine of their King. My poor 
father was like to have dyed with this lat affliGion, and abfolutely loft all thought of 
takitig any more pleafure in the lives of perfons of his quality, whereupon he re- 
folved to abandon it for ever; and gathering together the doleful Relique: of his 
Family, he forfook Babylon, and retired to this houfe which had been left him, be~ 
-eaufe it belonged to'my mother, whol goods were not confifcate, our enemies not ha- 
ving been able to'find any pretencé to accufeher, Bagiffanes al{o obtained Theander’s 
fortune for himflf, or for Ajtieges if he fhould return: bue within a while after 
being deprived of his command by Alexander, who put Agathas in his place, and ree 
ceiving an order from the King to make his appearance before him, he dyed of grief 
and age, and left a report amongft all that knew him.which will make his memory be 
detefted forever. For our own parts we were no fooner in this retirement, but we 
put off our habit with our ambition, and framing our felves to a manner of fife very 
different from our former, we beganto tafte fome fweetnef and delight, whereof 
‘our minds were not capable before the ruine of our family. My Mother hath yet as 
much as is neceffary for us to live quietly, and conformably to the condition in 
- whieh we have ranked our felves ; and we daily find reafon to confefs, that we enjoy 
a confolation in this. folitarinef, which we could never have hoped for in another 
eftare. Not that my forrows are lull’d afleep in the {pace of four years, which are run 
out fince we retired hither; the image of my dear Theander is ever prefent to my mie- 
mory, and whether I walk upon the banks of the river, or vifit the remoteft places of 
our wood, or bound my fteps within the allies of our Garden, that lovely Idea comes 
inceffantly into my memory, and affords meanentertainment, from which [ neither 
cannor ever will {eparate my (elf. Yet willIconfels, Ladies, and doubtle(s with 
fome kind of fhame, thar with thefé lawfql thoughts, the remembrance of Cleoni« 
mous mnixeth icfelf for fome moments, and that fome fpirit envious of this fhadow of 
repofebrings all that was moft lovely in him,and the laft words of Theandcr now and 
then into my memory. J alfo call to mind his innocent friendfhip, what he did, 
and what he fuffered for my fake, and that exa&t obedience which made him abfene 
himfelf from me for ever ; all thefe refle&ions trouble me fomtimes very much, but 
I banith them by the fatal remembrance-of thofé fad effets of our friendfhip, and by 
a belief chat I ought no longer tofuffer him in my memory, who for all his innocence 
was yet the fubject of that treachery, whereby thofé wicked wretches deprived me of 
my husband, and moreover having paffed fo many years without feeing him again, 
or hearing any news of him, I am uncertain whether I can have an affection for him of 
any othernature then that I ow unto Theander, or any other thoughts then thofe we 
have for perfons that are no longer in the world. Behold, great Princeffes, the prefent 
eftate of my foul, and that of my fortune, which how deplorable foever it be, 4s yet 
glorious, fince it hath wrought compaffion in you, and given me an oceafion to obey 
the command you were pleafed to lay upon me to recount it. . :

+ have béantified the truth with fome ornaments , rather. more 
pleafing, thew confined to a flri&t and regular likelihood, fay for 
my defence, that having for your quarrel afjembled fo many

He would perchance have {pent the reft of the day in thefe fad confiderations, if he 
had not been withdrawn from them by Araxes, who came into his chamber. leading a 
woman Ly the hand ; Orvondates prefently began tc know her, but as {oon as {he came 
near his bed, and that he fixe his eyes upon her face, be no Jonger doubted but that it 
was Cleone, the dear and faithful confident of his Princefs, and fhe who had infepa- 
rably accompanied her in her firft, and in her laft adventures. The unexpetted arrival

do nor you come to bringgme news of her fafety? The Queen is living (reglyed Cre- 

. one Junlef: fhe be dead within this three days. O gods! (cryed the Prince wi:boug 
permitting her co goon) gods, all good, and all powerful, I give you the thanks £ 
ow you for the life of my Princef, and fince by this affurance, you have taken away 
the fear of my firt misfortune, [will prepare my (elf for the fecond without*mur-., 
muriny avainft you. His natural generofity, or the goodnef- of his difpofition, made 

him infiancly bring forth thef@ words, accbraing to the rea! incitements of his heart, 

and cev:sinly his joy in this encounter, equalled the grief he had fele at the fad news 

of hic Punceffes death ; bur thar living and ‘awful orief was no fconer driven outof 

hismind, but his jealoutie, before conftrain’d, and lock’d up in a kind of fervitude, 
broke loote into its place, and extending it felf wich tyranny into all thofe pares it 
Aaa quit" 
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‘quitted, began to reign there alone with fuch an Empire, that it produced as violent 
effets as could have been apprehended from both paffions united; his mournful, ten- 
dex, thought, gave way to furious defperate ones : and briefly, that cruel and imperi- 
ous paflion, which had eftablifhed it Gif but with uncertainty, finding it fely now 
lawlully grounded, {eized upon all hisfoul witha moft abfolute authority.

lightnef, unworthy-of a Prince of Perfiz, and is a crime which deférves all the 
thunders of heaven,and the deteftations of the whole earth. Oroondates brought forth 
thefe werds (0 impetuoufly, that Cleone was quite abafhed at them, and had neither 
the time, nor the confidence to open her mouth for the defence of her Miftrefs. The 
Prince feeing ‘her without reply, 1 knew very well coats he) that you had 
nothing to alledge for the juftification of that ungrateful woman, your filence utterly 
condemns her ; but however you cannot difavow that which 1 know by the teftimo-

He inftantly prayed the Quetn to rife from: the bed 
where fhe was fet, to go along with himto a hace offecurity, whither he would cars

perpetually in her mouth, and bis Idea always prefent to her remembrance, fhe by the 
atnef3 of her virtue had fo clean wiped out all the caufes the had formerly had to 
vate ‘him, to imprinc in the place of them,all that he had done in her favour,& all that 
was grcac.and lovely in him, that the had nothing remaining.of him, but a moft dear 
memory full of love and veneration. Tbould not have done of a long time, if would 
repeat all the complaints the made for the greatnef? of her lof and I believe your 
jealoufie would make that difcourfe unpleafing to Jou, fince you are already fufficie 
ently difpofed to be ill farisfied with her ; I will pals them over therefore,and content 
my {elf with telling you, that when by the height of her courage,which had alread 
refitted fo many loffes without bein, dejefted, and by the perfwafions of rhe Princefs 
her fifter, the was become capable of little reafon, we began to make fome propofi< 
tiors to her, touching her fafety, and the eftablifhment of her affairs, Amongit Alex 
anders fucceflors there was a good number, in whom fhe had found much affetion to 
her fervice,and from whom the might have hoped for great affiftance ; of them,Princé 
Iyfimachas, who for his quality, for his virtue, and for his credit,held one of the firft 
pleces, was not only at the devotion of the Prince Parifatis , but by a thoufand 
a&ions which had refounded loudly at the Court, had given fafficient teftimony, 
that he defired no more advantageous fortune, then the occafions offacrificing him= 
felf for her. Prince Oxiartes, and old Arrabafus, had yet {ome authority among the 
Perfians, and I counfell’'d the Queen. to imploy them all, and make ufe of them in the 
neceflity of her affairs, comaintain her (elf againft the power of her enemies, but 
after fhe had reafon’d a good while, we confidered that we fhould find few Princes 
among Alexander's facceflors that would dare to take nis arms againit Roxana, knows 
ing the was with child ofhim,whe was to command them one day,& by thacreafon, 
‘fo abfolate among the Macedonians that they no longer fofowed any bodie’s will bnt 
bers; As for Lyfimachws, the Princef: Parifatis whotill then had defended her (elf 
againft his love with an admirable virtue, would not imploy him, whether it were that 
fhe was of too high a fpirit to give matter of obligation to aman that was fo much 
in love with her, and who, according to the common report,had_oblized her to bé 
fomething fenfible of it ;or whether it were that with Tikelthood the feared to lofe 
him, in hazirding bim alone againft fo many other Princes. g ‘or Qxiartes and Are 
tatafussthere was no doubt of their good wi Ie; but they were’alone, and retired into 
the Provirices which the lace King had affi»ned them. Thefe confiderations made them 
relolves to wait che pleafure of the gods, without flirrine any thine inacondition 
wherein they were fo little able ; and to make uf yet of Perdiceas, who alone knew 
; pet. where 
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where they were, and who fould hurr ehem more then all the reft, With this defign 
we put ‘off a habit which mnight-be hurtful to the incention we had taken to lie 
concealed, and having received other cloaths from Polemonr wife and daughter, we 
had a mind alfo to accuftony them to call the Princeffes by oher names then their 
own, which all the world knew belonged particularly to the Royal houfé” of 
* Perfia, ate 
ts you have heard that the sega King Darius came not to the Crown By 
Succeffion ; and rhac though he was Son to Arjanes the chief among the Perfians, the 
Kingdom had not appertained to him, but that the Royal line was quite extin& in the - 
perfon of King Occhus. His firft name wasg-odoman, and he was fo called, ‘when by a 
fingle combate, which he f-ughe at the head of two Armies, he decided the fortune * 
of two Empires,and added Armenia to that of the Perfians who had trufted their for- 
tune to his valoralone. The remembrance of this ation, and of many others he had 
done in their favour, obliged ghem withacommon confent to choofé him for their 
Sovereien, efpecially confidering his birch was indeed the higheft of all the Kingdom, 
and thar he wasanallie, and a near kinfinan, of the deceafed King Occhus, and of his 
Predeceffors, Codoman having thus attained the Empire, thought fit accerding to the 
example of former Kings, to take one of thofe names which ufed tobe peculiar tothe 
royal family, as Cyris, Artaxerxes and Darius, fo retaining the laft for himfelf, he 
gave that of Artaxerxes to his fn, and thofe of Statira and Parifatis to the Queen 
“his wife, and the two Princeffes his daughters, Thefe names alfo are held in ak ree 
verence among the Perfians,that they have never given them but to their Queens,and. 
to their Princeffes,who hardly ever bore any others. The former names of the Queen, 
and of thePrincefs her {ifter, who were bornmawhile before their father came unto the 
Empire, were affundrs and Euridice ; cwas under thofe they paft the firtt ears of 
their age, and feeing chemfelves reduced to the neceflity of forfaking thofe Oe tae 
time, which the chanye-of their quality had made them take; they béliev'd that in that ; 
fecond revolution, they could not do better, then toreturn to thofe they had born 
during their former fortune, when they were info tender ap infancy, that few were 
likely to have preferved the memory of it, they having alfo loft the hope of commaridé 
ing the Perfians any more, and with it the defite of keeping thofe names which ap= 
pertained only to their Sovereigns.[c was therefore by thole of Caffindra and Euridice 
that Parifaris commanded Polemon to call them, and I accuftomed my felf fo wellto 
ir, that whenever I fpeak to chem fince, Lalways call them 0, Polenton and his family, 
who ferved them with an exceeding great zeal, and who knew what they owed unto 
their Princeffes could not get the habit of ic, bue the Queen commanded them fo eX= 
prefly, that they were conftrained to obey her, and toufe themfelves to forget refpeét, 
thacthey might not fay any thing that could difcover them to their domettick:.

met LyGmachws who had, detizd bim,and fought with him upon their quarrel,and that 
after a long combat which had bin parted by ftrangePaffingers, Perdiccas had received 
two very deep wounds,bit that the Chirurgions give affurance they were not dange- 
rous, nor capable to Leep him long ih bed ; and that his brother fecing himfelf by that 
accident deprived of the means to wait upon them, had commanded him to fupply his 
place, and in his defaulc, to do them all the fervices they could hope for'from himfelf. 
The Princeffes who had ever believed that Lyfimachus would not leave their wrongs 
unpunithed, and that he both loved Purifatis enough , and was generous enough 
not to forfake their interefts, for any confideration of his own, by thisnewsreccived 
a ftrong confirmation of irs but though this ation was very obliging to them, and

been fo faddenly, and with © little Jeifure to effet her intentions of writing to you; 
fhe hyd fome thought to give Alcione order to tell you by word of mouth, what fhe 
coulf'not write; but fhe fnew her ‘not enough to traft her with a bufineG of chat 
importance, nor had fhe fo nwuch time asto inftru& her in ieyand Perdiceas prefleg her 
(ocarneftly, that fecing her felf at his mercy, ftanding in fear of him, ant not yet 
knowing his defigns, fhe could not in that hafte take any other refolution, then that 
of following him blindly, remitting the conduc of her deftiny and yours unto the 
gods, Wewenton this manner from Polemon's houfe, which the Queen could noe 
leave, without teftifying by fome fighs,how forry the was to go from the place where 
You were ; and the Princefsher fifter, as great conftancy as the feigned at that depar- 
ture, was not without trouble for having fo carefully concealed her lf from £yfi®a- 
chus.

mer dignicy ; but the world hath no more Alexanders,and unlefs the gods would raife 
him again whom they have taken from you, you muft never hope-to find an husband 
of equal merit. As long as he lived, my refpe& to him made me fmother the thoughts 
I have ever had; and the concurrence of a rival to whom owed all my fortune, made 
me lay afide thofé pretenfions, which with juftice L ought not to have quitted but for 
him. Now that the deftinies have deprived us of him, and that fince his lof | may 
fay,without vanity or falfhood, that! know no man greater then my felf, I may Ma~

ifit had been poffible, bue they were utterly deprived of means, 4 could not be per= 
mitted to come out of the Caftie, and for a bufinefsof that nature, there was no body 
elfe chere whom they durft truft.. They ftudied in vain to find out ways, either to get 
at liberty, or to give younotice of their captivity, and in the end they faw themfelves 
reduced to the necellity of huping for no affiftance but from heaven, which till then 
feem’d to have forgotien them ; Alas, Sir, wich what difcourfes did the Queen chen 
entertain me concerning you ; and with how manyeears did (he deplore your mife- 
ries; and how many charges did fhe lay upon me, to juftitie her memory to you 
after her death ; for fhe was refulved to fiiffer a thoufand deaths if ic were poffible, ra- 
ther then abate the leaft tittle of what fhe owed to Alsxander,and to your felt,in favor 
of Perdiccas, If it pleafe the gods (faid the to me) that thou ever fee him again, 
tell him,O Cieone, that ofall the women‘in the world Ihave been the leaft ingrateful, 
and the leaft infenfible ; that I loved him to my grave, with the moft pure, and moft 
real affection that ever was, and that I dye his as much as I can pollibly, after che gift 
- [have made unto my husband ; but reprefent to him, that Icould not carry my felf 
otherwifé, without being unworthy of that perfe& affe€tion which was all my glory, 
and which after fo many misfortunes wherewith my life has been eroffed, acid 
make me dye fatisfied, if Ibeliev’d [had deferv'd it 3 put him in mind of that ation, 
which againft his own interefts he did through virtue, and generofity, for che fafety 
of Alexander, and make him comprehend Gf thou canft poflibly) that the fame rea= 
fon, ought to make me conquer my inclinations, that might not do any thing un- 
worthy of Oroondates his fidelity. This was her talk to me oftentimes, and in the 
interim Perdieeas and his Brother not being repulfed with the fir anfwers they had 
Ccc2 re~ 
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received, continued to perfecute therm with a great imporcunity, but they foerid (6 lite. 
tle fatisfaStion by it, and fo many proofs of their difpleafure, thar they wet no 
more have troubled their quiet with: fuch like profecations if they had preferv’dany 
refpedt ft all tothem. One day Perdiecas having indifcreetly prefied the Queeny the 
was kindled with fuch.an extraordinary anger, that beoking upon’ fim with éyes full 
of indignation , Perdiccas ((aid the) either ceafe to torment me, of put me again be 
to Roxana’s hands 3 that condition will be much nore tolerable chen your perfeguté- 
and I thall endure her cruelties with more patience,then the indignities to which 
: fave deftin’d me... As confident as Perdiccas was, "he was ftruck mite with that 
reply, but his brother was not at all more gently ufed by the Princefs Parifatis, for he 
having onee again reprefented to her the advantages he pretended above the de- 
cceafed Hepheftion, that brave {pirited Princefs, whofe affettions had been exceeding 
* {trong unto hee husband, feeing his memory injured, had rot power etiough over her 
felf to forbear anfwering tharply, Hepbeftion ({aid the) was more confiderable then 
youin all things ; befides that, his b'rth was begter then yours, he by his virtue was 
worthy of his Kings favour, and of mine, but you will never deferve either while you 
live, The two Brothers fupported thefe Corns with patience enough, and the Queen 
having one day demanded liberty of Perdiccas, that fhe might retire to thofe ot her 
nearelt kindred that were left, Pordic-as refuled her openly, and fcisning to be offici- 
ous, Madam ((aid he) { have more care of your prefervation then you your felf, and 
Itoo well know the danger you would run, if 1 fhould forfake you, T ought to give 
account of you to my paflion, and to the memory of my King, and ¥confider both 
too much:to expofe you to fuch manifett perils, The Queen knowing certainly by 
this reply, that all hope of liberty was taken fromher, had recourfe unto her con- 
flancy, and to her ordinary refignation, and with the Princefé her fifter, fonght for 
comfort in themalone:Befides the interefts [had in their difcontents, I was not_quite 
«exempt in what concerned my elf, and as unhandfom as} am,1 had found a perfecuter 
of Nicanor, ancar kinfman to Perdiccas, and he of allhis friends in whom he had 
the greateft confidence; thisman, whether it were that our of complacency he would 
Gmitate Perdiccas, or that he thought to oblige mes by (hewing an efteem of me, or 
that he found fomthing in me which he out of ablindnef: thought lovely, expreffed 
avery particular affection to me, but ii was wih much refpec& and ciferction. We 
fived on this manner till that very day, when according to wha: I have heard from 
Araxes, you fought the combate in ‘which you got thofe wounds which keep you now 
tnbed, “That fame day the Queen being in hes chamber, accompanied only by the 
Princefs her fifter and me, Perazccas came in compleatly armed except his head-piece, 
and after having faluted them with a countenance more troubled then ordinary, Ma- 
dam (faid he to the Queen) you have hitherto fhewed fo much averfion to this 
place, and {0 mich defire of a more perfect liberty, that} no longer can refift your 
will, and if you be yet of thefame mind, I will deliver you from this place you hate 
fo much, and will carry you where you have been fovereign, and where you fhall be 
freed from my importunitie. The Queen, who whitherfoever they carried her,could 
not believe her condition worfe then it was, received that propofition joyfully, and 
fooking upon: him with more chearfulnefs then ofually, Yes Perdicess (faid fhe) you 
wiildo,us an extream good office if you take us from hence, and ifyou fet us at liber- 
ty, we will ceafe to complain of a captivity infupportable to: all free perfons. As 
foon as ever you are ready (added Perdiccas) you thall be permitted to depart, and 
we will only convey you to the nlaces where you may bein fafety, and where you 
will have no more need ofus. The Queen was inftantly ready, and inftantly refolv’d 
uport that departure, and going out ofthe Chamber with Perdiccas, while the Prin- 
eG and I did the fame wich Alectas and Nicanor, the went down flairs, and fo out of 
‘that detefted houfé. At the door we found a chariot with good horfe:, and a dozen or 
Skeen horfen well arm’d toconvoyit, Perdiccas having defired the Queen to get 
i incothé Charict,the placed her felf in the hinder end, anid was no fooner fet, but 
Perdicoas ftepping in after’ her,the boot was prefencly put up;and the Charioteer, who 
ead order what he fhould do,lait'd onhis horfes,and drove away fullfpeed, Alvetas, 
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Nicanor, and all the ret remained with us, except only one fervant mounted upona 
gallant horfé of Perdicca’s, who casrying his cask gallop'd after the Chariot. J ar 
not able co tell you how great our aftonithment was at fo unexpeéted avy adventure, 
we turn’d our eyes, and ftretch’d forth cur arms toward the‘chatiot ; whence we ftill 
heard the Queen’s cryes, and faw her thruft her (elf out at the fides, ftrivit all fhe 
could to calt her{elf down head-long : but Perdiccas was trong enough to hold-ker 
with eafe, and the horfes ran fo faft, that within a fhort time we loft fight of the cha- 
riot, The afflicted Parifatis fecing her felf kept back by Alcctas, wlio Woeld not (uffer 
her to follow the chariot on foot, turned couragioufly toward akc ier mk one 
him wich eyes fparkling wich anger, Traitor (faid fhe). {s this then ee Mberty thou 
givelt us, and does thy brother (more bate and difloyal then thy felf) fife the wife of 
Alexander,and the daughters of Darive thus ? Ah! Monfter, if thy rage and his be 
not glutted, profecute thy crime co the utraoft, and- with that ford which thou 
weareft unworthily by thy fide, pierce this heart which thatf never be capable ofan 
thing for cheé but hatred and deteftation, The defpairing Princefé weuld fain havi 
faid mor e;but the impetucufnefé of her anger which was ndt to be reftrained shindred 
her from exprefling her felf diftin@ly ; and weaknefs fucceeding that fir: vehemence, 
her forces forfook her, and (he funk down upon the graf, where I'would‘have held 
her in mine arms, but my griefand my amazement being no lef& then hé#sy T'was not 
able to do her that fervice, and fhe was fain to receive it from Alcetas: whether fhe 
would or no. Her grief for the Queen being carried away, and her apprehenfior to 
fee her felf at the mercy of thofe whom fhe held for her méft crue] enemier,madther 
fall intoa fwound, in which fhe lay halfan hour before fhe ‘came, to her felf again. 
I then ufed force upon mine own afflition, to give her affiftance, and wich often’ 
throwing water in her face, we made her fpirits return at laft. As foon as fhe opened 
her eyesand faw her felf encomipafled by Alcetas,and all chofe armed men, fhe fell in~ 
toher former anger, and che violence of her forrow tranfporting her beyond the His 
mits of her ordinary moderation, fhe poured fortha thoufand imprecations againft 
them. Wicked fellow (faid fhe to Alccras) never hope that either the gods or men 
will leave thy villany unpunithed, we are not (0 utterly abandoned by them, bur that 
the. chunders of the gods,and the arms of men may dg fomething in favour of us, thou 
fhalt know that neither all che race of Derins, nor all the memory of Alexander is 
quite extin& among the Perfians,nor amongft the Macedoniansani that we are not fo 
abfolutely forfaken,but that we'may yet arm both for the ruine of thee and thine. She 
faid many other things to which Alcetas made no reply,and when he had let her vent 
part of her fire,he drew near toher, & ftriving to put a gentlenef® in hic countenance, 
and to fain compattion of her affiiétions, Madam(aid be )be not afraid for the Queen, 
nor for your felf,(he is with him who of all men iiving has rhe gréateft paffion to ferve 
her,and you havg them with you who of ail men in the world,have the meft zeal and 
re(pect for the Prince Purifatis,’tis the ind‘fcretion ct the Charioteer, ‘or the “ana 
nef of the horfes which ran away wich him whether he would orno,that deprives you 
of the Qen’s company for a few moments ; but I proteft to you by a'l the gods,and 
by whaticever I acknowledge to be moft facred, that within a very littletime you 
fhall be with her avain, and Tonly ftay for a Chariot to carry you thicher prefently ; 
this delay thal] not be above half anhour, and I with ‘that all thofe thunders where- 
with you threaten me, may fall upon my head, if 1 donot punétually execute whax 
Ipromife you. ‘Though by this adventure the Princefs had loft all the confidence the 
might have had in thole perfons, and that by Perdiccss his deceit fhe had aff man- 
ner of occafion to miftruft his Brother, yet did fhe feem to clear up a litle at that 
promifé of Alcetas,ard fhe fuffered me to endeavor as muchas poffibly I could to give 
her fome conflation. We had not been thus imployed longer then the time “Alcetas 
had demanded for the arrival of a chariot, when we faw one appear indeed;the Prin- 
ceffes mind getting a fitcle affiwance at that fight, and at the proteftations fall ‘of 
oaths which Alcetas nade to pacific her, the rofe up from the place where {he was fit= 
ting, and ‘at our follicitation went to the chariot, bat for fear of béing deceived ike 
the Queen, fhe woulds necdshave me get in firft,%&.as {oon as fliehad taken her place, 
‘ a on iy 
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only Alcetas and Nicanor came up tous, and the reft followed the chariot, which 
Alcetas caufed to drive after the other,and aboutan hundred paces wide of the great. 
road to Babylon, We waited trembling for our deftiny,and Alcetas and Nicanor ens. 
deavored to reaflure us with the mildeft words their paffion(whether true or feigned) 
could fuggeft ; bat our affliftion was fo heavy, that we gave little atcention to their 
difcourfe, . We had travelled about an hour at a good-rate, when we faw coming the. 
way we-went, aman on horfback cempleatly arm’d, who carried a woman behind: 
him,,-we did not much confider the fathion of his arms, but. when he was near 
, to.be difcerned, we knew the woman to be the Queen ; we were yet in’ 
doube of che truth of it, when we were confirm’d by a cry fhe fent forth at the fight 
ofus. Ab !See yonder’s my filter, cried fheto him that rode before hers this en- 
counter troubled Mlcetas, and he was ready to bave leapt out of the Chariot, but he 
was afraid:tolofashe Princes, whom he had much ado to hold, wherefore he con- 
tented himflf wich crying ont to his people to ftop thac horfman, - Thole. words af 
frighted nocthe ftranger, who getting the Queen to alight inftantly dtew his fword, 
and flew upon our guard with a fury which made them quickly find,that number was 
not able to terrific him. Nécanor feeing the beginning of that fight, leapt out of the 
chariot, and 1, who had already fen the Queen my Miftrefs alight, having no longer 
any body chat held me, threw my felf prefenely after him, and ran co, the Queen, 
who being ftepta lictle afide, beheld thac unequal combat with mortal apprehenfi- 
ons, Alcetas who {aw her in that condition, who was loth to let go his hold of 
the Princes, or to fail in Perdiceas. his defign,cried out to two of his horfmen to take 
the Queen, and to bring her into the chariot : they obey him inftantly, and {cizing 
upon her, while her valiant eeampion was bufied againit their companions, in fpite of 
all the refiftance they could make,rut her into the chariot, A/ceras commanded them 
to come in with her, and the Chariotcer prefently after drove away fo fwiftly,that he 
was gone in a moment AhiSir,how infinite was my grief when] faw my dear Miltrefs 
carried away,and chit I could not poffibly wait upon her,! never ftaid to fe the iffue 
of the fight, the beginning whereof was very glorious for the ftranger, and running 
after the chariot,like one in defpair,I qaickly was gotten a good way from that rlace,, 
but my purfaic was as vain asmy crycs; and I grew (o tired with running, and tor- 
menting my (lf, chat after having loft fight of the chariot, | fell down quice out of 
breath, and fo extreamly weak, that | wasnotable to get upagain. It would be to 
no purpofe, Sir, to repeat the lamentations | made after fuch a lof my forrow was fo 
great that it would be very hard for me to exprefé it, but I continued there more 
dead chen alive, till che Sun was almoft ready to fer, before Ifo much as though: of 
riling from the place where lay, and I know not what would have become of me, 
. ifa good honeft Country-man and his wife, who pafled by that way,and faw mein 
that condition, had not taken me up, after they had wiped away my tears, and en- 
. deavoured to give me fome comfort, they prayed me to go with them to their houfe 
for that nizht al fear of being left without help in the dark, which came on apace, 
made me accept their offer, but 1 was fo weary and {0 weak, that without their affi- 
flance it was impoffible for me togo.

thac which fhe formerly bore to me, fhould have efcaped your knowledge. -Thebirth 
and progre(s of it hatl not been fo fudden, and,but for ity. the Queen ‘would not fo 
cruelly have banifhed me at S#/23 and fince the death of her husband, fhe would’ 
not have concealed her felf from me as fhe did, upon vain weak conliderations : 
you have alledged nothing that can juftifie her for it,and if the had not been prepof 
fed.with that new paflién, fhe would not have avoided my fight in a condition to 
which my loveto her had reduced me, and ac atime when fhe ftood in nced of the 
-affiftance of all her friends. No,no, Cleone ; her infidelity is but too much confirmed 
by all mannet of citcumftances ; and unlefs would flatter my felf, againit all kind 
of reaffin, arid again{t common fenfe, I carino longer doubt of it..

The Prince {poke thefe words with { much vehemence, that Cleone and Araxer 
feared with reafon, chofe impeeuous motions would impair his health; and he was 
ready tO go on, when they came to tell him that Prince Lyfimachus with ome others 
were newly alighted in the Court,and coming up the ftairs : this news caufed a joy in 
the Prince which d'flipared part of the boilings of his choler, and brought back fome 
calmnefs and ferenity into his mind and countenancea Lyfimachus entered into. the 
chamber,and with him Prolemens and Ewmenes, two Great men,whom the reputation 
of Oroondates had made lovers, or rather Idolaters of his virtue, and who came with 
Lyfim ichus to fee him, to mingle their interefts with his, and to offer him cheir new 
Eftates, their friends, and their very lives ; chgir age was I'ttle different from that of 
Eyfimschus, and for graceful fathion, and greatnefs of courage, they yickled Ji tle to 
him, or anyother perfon in the world. Peolomeus waefomihing brown, but his fice 
was exceeding well fhaped, his eyes fparkling, and his ftature marvelloufly exact, and 
inall his aGticns, he thewed. marks of an extraordinary greatnefs, and (uch as were- 
worthy of chat renown he acquired afterwards, by many gallant victories, of one of 
the moft valiant Pringes that ever Hv'd.Eamencs was of a fairer complexion, and had 
more fweemefi in his cyes, but one might obferve a vivacity in them, which teftified 
that of his mind ; and to fay truth he was efteemed above all Alexander's {acceflors, 
for the prudence wherewith his valor was accompanied,and’ewas with a great deal of 
jultice, that he bad the reputation amongft them, of one of the heit commanders in 
thé worth: Oroondates Ceeing Lyfimachus come in, ftretch’d out his arms to him, and 
ee with mitch affeCtion, and with a refpef& which he 
had never had to any DOdYOMPATexander,Sir,(faid he)thall 1 never fee you but full of 
Wounds? and have the Gods'given me the honor of your acquaintance, only toqvér- 

* whelm me with new forrows for your fake? This goodnefs of yours toward me, 
Creplyed Oroondates holding him ftill embraced) makes mfhe more fenfible to me, by 
your participating in them, bur ’tis with fome kind of juftice, fince your fortune fhall 
ever make the be& part of mine, After thefe firft endearments, Lyfimachus pat 
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his two friends to him ; and he had. no fooner named them, but Oroedates havin 
thofe famous names in veneration,and remembring fome good offices he had fected 
from them,would have raifed himfelf upon his bed to receive them, but they oppofed 
a formality that might be hurtful to him, aad looking upon him with an admiration, 
accompanied already with a ie deal of love, they in the moft obliging terms they 
cou'd make uf@ of in fuch a like entounter, declared the intention which had brought 
them ihither,and befeeched him to accept the paffion they had to ferve him, & to give 
them fome part in his friendfhip after that of Lyfimschws, Oroondates, highly obliged 
by this civility, being one who in that had never yielded to any body, bowed himfelf 
very low, and receiving their offers with great fubmiffion and acknewledgment, he 
made his to them (0 gracefully, that by that aétion alone, he perfectly gained them, 
and confirm’d the opinion Lyfimachus had already given them of him, The paffion I 
had for Prince Lyfimachws (faid he with an air fallof fweetne and majefty) could 
not be augmented but by a favor of the nature of this which I receive, and I fhould be 
much lefs oblig’d to him for the gift of Afia, then for that of two fo confiderable 
friends, Your virtne(replyed Ptofomens) will gain you through all the world as 
many friends, and admirers, as there are virtuous perfons: but if fachas we are, be 
for their own perfons inconfiderable'to the greateft,and moft generous of all men, yet 
perchance they may not be fo, for the zeal full of refpeét, and freedom which they 
will bear eternally to you.1 fhould be mach too blame(anfwered the Prince)if hence 
forth I fhould efteem my felf miferable, fince fortune repairs the harms fhe does me 
by fo great and important a happinefs; but as I have lietle deferv'd it, will Likewife 
acknowledge it asa meer favour which Ihold from your goodnef, and whereof I will 
endeavour to make my felf worthy by the defire | have to be inviolably yours. Thefe 
complements lafted yet awhile,and thofé two gallant men beholding Oroondates with 
a marvellous heedfulnefs, remembred the great things they had feenhim do atthe 
battels of Iffws and Arbela, his admirable enterview with Alexander, and many other 
paffages of his life, which they had heard related as prodigies, and Oroondares at the 
{ame time called to mind the obligations he had to them,and particularly to Enmenes, 
who at the laft battel had caufed him to be taken from among the dead bodies, to be 
carried to Arbela witha great deal of care, and given fo good order for his cure, that 
he owed his fafety only to his affiitance. The memory of that good office ina mind 
Tike chat of Oreondates, wrought a moft powerful effect, and that grateful Prince ha- 
ving made a refleétion upon it, turned toward Emmencs with an humble countcnance, 
full of that (weetnefs which wasnatural to him, and putting forth hishandto him 
after he had kiffed it, you could do no lefs (faid he) generous Eumenes, then vifit . 
one of your creatures, and takefome care of a life which you have acquired to your 
felf, ever fince the time that you preferved ic,  Enmenes received this complement ex- 
ceeding modeftly, and taking the hand with much refpe& which he prefented to 
him ; That fmall fervice (replyed he) was not worthy of your remembrance, but fuch 
as it was, Tam prouder to have done it you, then if I had conquered the beft part of 
Afia, Orvndates having again returned Exmenes his civiliry,and given thofe pwonew 
friends new occafions to admire him, turned towards Lyfimachus, and with a look 
more chearful chen ordinary; Which way (faid he) O my dear companion, {hall I 
be ableto acquit my felf of thislait obligation ? certainly (purfued he a while after) 
the gods have taken care of it, and in making me receive this laft favour, they have 
furnifh’d me with the means to requite it, with the only recompence awhereby it can 
be equalized ; “tis wich one word alone I pretend to pay you, and without taking any 
thing from the value of the engagement you have laid upon me, I believeI may give 
a full fatisfa&tion, by telling you, if you havenot heard it already, that Parifatie is 
alive. The effe& of this news appeared inftantly in Lyfimachus his countenance, and 
he had no fooner heard thofé words, but fuffering himfelf to be tranfported with the 
firft motionsof his joy, he was like to have loft his fenfés, and his underftanding ; 
bue within a while after refle&ting upon the impoflibility of it, he fell back into his 
former condition, and croffing his arms upon his breft, with a forrowful gefture, Ah! 
Sir (faid he to the Prince) what cia an you find, in abufing my grief on 
thi 


this manner, it is thefame with your own, and Ido not think you are fo fortunate 
r felf as to make {pore with thofe.chat are miferable. knew (replyed Oroondates } 
that the happinefs Fbring you wastoo great to be believed ; but if fam not worthy 
of faith, learn more certain news of it from €leone. Thefe words made Lyfimachus and 
his friends turn their eyes upon Cleone,whom they had not yet taken notice of, and Ly- 
fimachws no fooner knew her,but he was half; perfwaded of his good fortune; he ran to 
her with open arms, and conjuring her prefently to tell him true if his Princefe was 
_ alive, he received a confirmation from her, which was like inftantly to overcome his 
Spirits , and to fay truth, he ftood in need of afl his Forces to refilt that pleating fur- 
prize, and he remained above half an hour fo ftupified, that he was ne‘ther capable of 
reafoning, nor of hearkening to the difcourfes of his friends: when he was a liztle {et- 
led, his joy broke forth in ations, which nothing but his youth and paffion could ex. 
cute. Prolomeus and Exmenes were fo concernedin ir, that their expreffions came not 
far fhort of his; and running to Cleone, they begg’d of her all together, to make them 
the relation of that admirable adventure, and to let them know by what prodigious 
affiitance of the heavens, the ‘'rinceffes who had been ftabb’d, and caft into two Wells 
could poffibly avoid death, and deceive the belief of fo many perfons, who had been 
fenfibly intereffed in their lofs. Cleoxe, who was willing to oblige them all, and engage 
them farther in. the Party of the Princeffes, began the recital again, which fhe had 
made to Oroondates and while he was at dinner,the told him all the had before recoun- 
ted sit is true that her narration was much (horter then the former, becaufe fhe cut off 
all the difcourfe of the loves of the Queen and Oroondates, which made the beft part of 
it,and contented her elf with relating thofé adventures that were common to both the 
Princeffes, without particularizing their moft fecret thoughts. L3fmachus his joy 
was a litrle moderated when by the end of that ftory, he knew his PrincefS was fill in 
the power of her enemies, and thar fhe had not abfolutely. efcaped a death, which 
they yetmight give her ; but he drew matter of conflation from that which would 
have caufed difcontent in many others, and he hoped with probabilicy, that che love 
of the rwo brothers would fecure the lives of the two Princeffe: 5 that belie*made his 
jealoufie fupportable, aud permicted his joy to diflicate part of thu forrow- which 
had caufed a great alreration in his face. Brave Prince of Scythia (coyed he), let us re~ 
vive our hopes, fince ic fopleafes the gods, cur Princeffes are prifoners, bue yet at 
Jeaft they are alive, and we are potent enough to pull them out of che hands of our 
enemies, and make chem per fh in {0 juft a quarrel : thofe arms we meant to turn 
againit them for their revenge, thall now be imployed for their deliverance, and you 
{hall fe { many gallant men embrace our interefts, that you will not difdain our par+ 
ty. Ic cannorchoof but be moft powerful (replyed Oruendates )beiny compofed 
of fuch perfon: as you and your friends, and if you have the yoodnefs ro reccive me 
into it,I hope I fhall become valiant by your example,and by the remembrance of rhe 
juftice of your quarrel. In the care you have taken to conceal your felf from men 
(added Prolomeus ) your virtue has deceived you, and if you deiired your va'or fhould 
be unknown to them, you ought to have forborn thofe proofs ycu have given of it, 
which have acquired fuch a fame through the whole earth, that no body can be longer 
ignorancofit. You muft not enter into a party (purfued Exmenes ) whereof you 
ought to be the head, all our companions will voluntarily fubmice them(lves to you, 
. both as to him that is moft concerned, and as to him that i: moft worthy to command 
them. I know they will maxe good what J fay, and that they will march under you 
with the fame confidence as they have heretofore march’d under Alexander, Oroon= 
dates was almoft confounded at fo ob.iging a difcourfe,and {teing fo many great Prin- 
ces, and at that time fo many great and potent Kings, yield an honour voluntarily to 
him, which without difpute they might have carried from all the other Monarchs of 
the earth, he f€em’d in a manner ftrucken at fo extraordinary a civility: but defiring 
to fhew: them he was not of an humour to abufe their offers, nor to be puffed up 
with then. ¥ know too well (faid he) what the whole world ow’sto its conquerers, 
and toits Mafters, not to render them, with it, what all men render them with jaftice, 
and the condition.of a-poor Prince without forces, without fupport, and without 
: micans 
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means to ferve in your party otherwiflé then in his own perfon, ‘cannot be more ad- 
vantageous then to follow the braveit and the moft valiant Prinée upon earth. He 
accompanied thefe words with many others, to which the Prince teplyed with the 
fame humility, and after an entertainment full of moft obliging conteftations, Lyfinza~ 
hus defired to hear the circumftances of Oroordates his lait advevtures, whereof he 
had heard nothing but a litele confufedly,and the Prince to fatistie hirn,related hisen- 
counter with Perdiceas, that of the Princefs his fifter, and his combats againtt Arfa= 
comes, and againit the ftranger who had put him into that condition. The three Prin- 
ces having hearkned to that recital with admiration, Lyfimachus told him how he had 
learn’d the ftate of his health, and fornthing of his combats by one of hisfervants who 
came tohim tothe Camp, and how Prolomeus and Exmenes, feeing him ready to go 
to vifit him, would needs bear him company, to offer him their fervices,and to fatishe 
the delire they had to know a man of fo infinite merit. After this converfation they 
fell upon the difcourfe of their affairs, and Lyfimacbus giving Oroondates an account 
of what he had done fince his departure from him, made him acquainted that Peolo- 
mews,Eumenes,and he,had fent to make levies in the territories that were fallen to their 
fhares's that they had advertifed all their friends who were gone away torctire to 
theirs;that ar the firft ending they all had voluntarily joyned themfelves with them in 
a league offenfive, and defenfive, and that within a fortnight all their forces were to 
meet at a little Town but halfa days journey from Babylon;that Perdiccas and Roxana 
made no lefs preparations on their fide ; thac all their allies met daily at Babylon and 
that the body of their Army was formed on the other fide of the Eupbrates, whereof 
‘they had the paffage free, by a great many bridges that were within the city. Oroone 
dates trembled with a generous impatiency at this difcourfe,& expreffed to Lyfimiachus 
his fear of being kept by his wounds from making one in the firft occafions, to which 
he with’d for fome delay, le& there thould be any thing done without him. But Lf 
machus fatisfied him with an affurance, that before his recovery all the forces could 
not be come up, and ina condition to attempt any thing, and that on the other fidé 

» Perdiccas his wounds were a great obftacle to their enemies deligns, and that if they 
did not ruine their affairs, they would at leaft retard them, and give a great dea] of 
facilicy and fortherance to theirs. They would have converfed longer if Amintas had 
not put his Mafter in mind, that Oroondstes had difordered himfelf: very much that day 
fora man fo wounded as he was, and that {0 long talking was very prejudicial ro hig 
health, Lyfmachus being in fear for a friend of that importance, carried the reft out 
of his chamber,though Orsondates did his endeavours to retain them, and going down 
into the Garden, they began to walk there, wich an intention act to fee Oroondates 
again cill che next day, . 

«: Inthe mean time the impatient Thalefris, who guided by Hippolita was gone in queft 
‘of Berenice, had vainly imployed part of the day in fecking her ; the over-ran all the 
plaid near to Babylon, and there was not a place either upon-the bank of the river, or 
in the neighboring woods, whither her affection had not made her dire&t her fleps 3 
fhe met no body of whom fhe did not inform her felf, and fhe had been at the very 
gates of Babylon co enquire for her, but feeing her {earch was unprofitable on that fide 
fhe had turned back the fame way towards Pslemon’s houfe, and leaving it upon the 
left hand, the kept ftill along by the river fide. The {eparation from fuch a friend was 
fo fenfible to her, that the could find no confolation,” O gods (faid fhe) did you 
give the acquaintance of fo lovely a Princefs, to take her from me fo fuddenly 2 and 
muft you needs deprive me of a happinef, which fweetned part of my forrows, and 
which I had hardly begun to tafte ? were you not fatisfied with the pains Ihave taken 
in profecution of my faithlels Orontes, without expofing my body to new toils, and 
my mind to new difcontents ? In utcering thefe, and fuch like words, fhe came into 
the walk which beginning at the temple of Apolo, reached unto the river fide, and 
turning her head upon the lett hand, the faw the gate of the Temple at the end of the” 
alley ; Shehad often heard fpeak of thofe Oracles, and lately of that which Lyfma- 
ebus had received there’; that remembrance gave her a defire toconfult the god,as well 
concerning the prefent defign which had brought her abroad, as the fucce& of her own 
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forcant, and {he believ’d fhe oughtnot tonegleé& that encounter, fince it wasnot 
without fome care of her interelts, chat contrary to her intention the gods had juided 
her eps unto that place. In this thought -fhe tamed her, and went to alightat che 
gate of the Temple , being it wasnot any ctriofity that led her thither, fhe fpent no 
fimie in viewing the beauties of ir, ‘buc asaking her prayer unto the god, both for the 
recovery. pf Berenice,’and for Ber own interefts, the expetted his anfwer a while,which 
“at laft-was delivered to herby she mouth of the Priei in thefc cerms.

She by the command of the god {aw her fearch at anend, and 
fince heaven referved the care of Berenice exprefly to ic felf, the could not without 
incening it, perfevere in her intended profecution ; wherefore in obedience to it, the 
gave over that thought, and was confirmed in the defign of returning to Oroondates, 

. fince that betides the defive the had to ferve him in his affairs, "twas there fhe was to 
expéét the change of her fortune. She made a long refle&ion upon that promife of 
the gods, and having mufed om ica great while ; ‘what change ({aid fhe) can I hope 
for in my condition ? Isic the forgetting, the repentance, of the death of my faithle’s 
Orontes ? Ab ! for forgetting him, I fhould look for that bot in vain,and I ought ne- 
ver to think that my foul can lofethe remembrance cither of.its firft paffion, or of 
the offence I have received ; both of chemare ingrayen in everlafting chara&ters, and 
except I ceafe £0 live, I can neither ceafe to hate, nor to remember Orontes. Shall it be 
from the repentance of that difloyal man, thal thall draw my fatisfaction?

then hearing them continue with a very piriful found, her ganerofiey obliged her 
prefendy tofuccour thofe miferable wretches, who feemed to fland inmneed af her af 
fiftance ; and for that purpofe marking carefully from whence the nelfecame, the 
gallope thicher as faft as fhe could, followed by Hippolita; and had not gone far in the 
Valley before fhe met with a very doleful fpedtaele. She {aw five or fix horfemen 
compleatly arm’d ftanding about two mi creatures, who were tyed faft to two 
Trees, and whom two or three.men on foot tertured in many féveral fathions ;. they 
{queezed their fingers between cleft flicks, wrang their fore-heads with wilted cords,

fall wich hic fword upon the ground, Hippolita feconded her Miftrefs vigoroufly, and 
of three enemie- which yet remained on boré-back, the charged one with a great deal 
of courage,the other ewo made furioufly at che Queen,but ber choler being ttirred up

Whofoever youare (éryed they) 
whofe valour {well reprefénts the image of our Matter to us, hope that heaven will 
recompence yor for fo good adeed, and: believe that your arms were never imployed 
for more innocent perfon. The Queen finding fomthing that pleafed her in the 
behavior of ‘thofé two men, ‘had a-mind to know their names, and the caufe of the 
perfecusions they had undergone ; and the no fooner had expreffed that defire, after 
the kad'bidden them rife, but they readily obeyed her, and one of them fpeaking for 
both, Sir (faid he) we are of a Country far remote from this, and we have nothing 
more confiderable in us, then the honour of having pafled the beft part of our lives in 
the fervice of the braveft,’and moft generous Prince in the world.

The man would have 
gone on, bue Thalefris remcmbring fhe had heard the Prince and Araxes {peak of 
thofe two faithful fervants, calt her eyes upon Hippolits, and praifing her deftiny, 
which in the perfons of men had made her do fervice to a Prince for whom the had a 
very great efteem, fhe appeared extreamly fatisfied with this encounter, and ftretch- 
ing out her hands tothem, you are not unknown to me (faid the), but now I have 
done you this good office, I will al{0 reftore you to sie Matter, who affords mea 
place in the number of his friends, and in whom your fidelity has canfed an exceeding 

_ trouble for your fof. “Toxaris and Loncates, who had not hoped in fo fhort a time 
for their lives, thcie liberties, and their Mafter, who was dearer to them then both, 
were tranfported with joy at this promife, and having caft themfelves once again at 
Thalefiris’s feet, teftified by their ations of what nature the affection was which they 
bore unto their Mafter. The Queen having confirmed her promife, commanding 
them co- follow her, and the two Seythiazs being mounted upon two of their flain 
a horfes, took her way again to Polemton’s houfe where fhe arrived within a lit- 
tle after. 

Lyfimachus, Ptolomevs; Enmenes,and Araxes, were in the Court when the came in, 
and as foon as Lyfimachus faw her appear he rantto meet her, and helping her from 
her horfe, kiffed her hand in all humilicy, and feceived her affable falutation wich 
great refpedt, After the firft words of civilicy, Lyfimachus prefented his companions 
to her, of whom he had {poken to them in terms which had ttrucken them into an 
admiration of her valour, that che names of thofé great rerfonages were already fo 
well known through the whole world, and the Queen by hearing Lyfimachis pro~ 
nounce them, prefently knew what fhe ought to paychem, Araxes no fooner fa 
Loncates and ‘Toxaris appear, but he ran to them full of joy for their return, and 
embraced them with an extream affedtion, The fair Amazone having ftaid awhile 
with the Princes in a refpeétful and obliging converfation , was defirous to fee 
Oroondates ;. both to givehim an account of her little voyage, and to prefent him 

~ his two fervants: but Lyfimachus by the Counfel of Amintas prayed her to defer 
her vifit till the next morning, becaufe the Prince had that day committed fach ex. 
ceffes as were able to impair the health of one lefs weakned then he was. The Queen 
had much ado to confent to that delay, but in the end did it as well by reafon of their 
entreaty, asinconfideration of the Prince, who was jnfinitely dear to her; and to 
pats the reft of the day lefs tedioufly, Lyfireachus defired Hippolita to favour both his 
friends and himfelf with the recital of her Miftreffes adventures, and the Queen ha- 
ving given her leave, fhe recounted them almoft in the fame'manner as they had been 
told:to Oroondates ; but as that difcourfe wrought great admiration in the Princes, fo 
did it waken fad remembrances in Thaleffris, and put her fome time into a melancho- 
ly, which made them almoft repent their curiofity. 

In the interim Oroondates joyning his fifters departure to hisother afflictions, and 
fceing the day pats without hearing any news of her, fell into very fenfible difquiets ; 
he often enquired after her of Araxes who alone came into his Chamber; and fecing 
he could learn nothing, when night came on, he was exceffively afflitted at that es 

ent. 
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dent. Thenext day'as foonas the Phyfitian gave way he thould be {een,  Thalejtris 
went into his Chamber, followed by the Princes, and by the faithful fervants which 
fhe brought back unto,their Mafter. Oroondates no fogner faw her eriter,. but he 
raifed himfelfupon his pillow as much as he was able, and avelcomed her with great 
refpe&t and fubmiffion, he recived the Princes with the farne civility : bat when after 
them he faw the two fervants he had loft, upon’ their knees by“his bedlide, he’ was 
furprifed withaftonifhment, and feized at the fight of them with jitnch, joy and ten- 
dernef, He caft his arm which lay out of bed about their necks, and‘Ssking the 
Quen who prefented them to him, Which way fhe had hapned to find’ them, fhe 
told him the truth of it ina few words. Atthe knowledge of that obligation, the 
Prince broke forth into the mcft acknowledging expreffions he could invent to give 
her thanks for fo great a favour, and the received them fo modeftly thar the engaged 
him almoft as much by the civility of her difcourfe, as thethad done by the effects of 
her valour.He afterwards would have enquired concerning Berenice, but fhe prevented 
him, by relating the fuccefs of her fhort journey.and repeating the words of the Ora- 
cle chat had been given her, Orovadutes thereby received a double confolation, one by 
the promife the gods made him to take care of his fifter, which ought¢aput an end to 
a!l the trouble he was in for her; the other bythe hopes :they gave Ibgifris whofe 
intereft: were extreamly dearto him; Whenhe had talked withher awhile about 
the words of the Oracle, and had endeavoured to find the gentieft fenfe of them, and ‘ 
a Jefs cruel expofition then that fhe made, he entreated the company to pardon .the 
defire he kad, to learn in their prefence, the caufe thathad fo long retarded the return 
of hisfervant:, which was like to have fame important reafon ; and asking Toxeris 
what it was, he ftept back in the prefence of fo many perfons whom he knew not, and. 
made fome difficuley of fpeaking in fo much contpany touching his Mafters fecret af-

The Hiftory of Roxana. 


V7 E were within a days journey of this place, when your Highnefs after having 
¥ heard of Alexander’s death,commanded me to go to Babylon to enquire news 
of Queen Srativa, and of other perfons in whom you had in intereft, I rode thither 
with {peed enough, and arrived at the City when it began to grow dark: [found all 
fullof mourning, diforder,and confufion, and in that general hurliburlyI had much 
ado to geta lodving ; I will not detain you with the condition sin which the King’s 
death kad pur alt things at B2by/en, you are better informed of that then J, and thefe 
great Princes whom E fee with you, whofe interefts were the moft confiderable, and 
whofe fiding made part of chofe diforders,may have acquainted you with the circum- 
ftances of them. I willonly tcllyou, that atthe fir news 1 asked concerning the 
Queen, {heard the wasat the Caftle of Calcis,whither by reafon of fOme indifpefition, 
fhe had retired wich the Prince her &fter alittle beforeher husband’s death. Not 
being able tolearn any thing more particularly, I went out of my lodging,and in the 
darknefi and general trouble,I refolved to make ufe of all my induftry, co inftru& my 
felt in all thofe things which you defired to know, and which might e advantageous 
to your intentions, By the abode cf four or five moneths you had formerly, made at 
Babylon with King Darins,t was perfe& in all the ftreets of che City, and knew parti- 
cularly all the lodzings ofthe Palace beyond the Lake, where Darius commonly kept 
his Court, where King Alexander died, and where Queen Roxane lay .at that time. I 
walked a great while up and down the ftrects,where I fawathoufand images of defo- 
lation, forrow, and univerfal affrightment; the windows of all the inhabitants 
were full of lighted Torches, which burned in 4 mournful fafiton; there. wereheard 
in many houfes as loud cries asif in his death they had found their general lof; au 

the 
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the paffages were chained ,& there were fires, & Corps du garde in every Market-place, 
and all the crofs ftreets were full of armed men,who ranked themfelvs according to the 
different parties,and whereof the greateft number defired nothing but fedition & dif 
order.One might (ee the Princes whe ftood for great offices,& for the foveraign Au- 
thority paap & down, feverally parted either according to,their credicjor accord- 
ing to their quality,and in thort,all things reprefented a new face of affairs. I confi- 
dered stiem no further then I thought they might be ufeful to your interefts ; and after 
having wandred about a long hour to no purpofe, Icameto the Palace where Rox- 
ana was lodged,and whereof all the corners are as well known to me as if I had dwelt 
there all my life. I found fo great a number of Guards about the Gate, that I prefent- 
ly defpaired of getting in, and indced I was thinking to go my way, when I faw Per- 
diceas come followed with fo great a train, that the ftreet was even quite filled wich it. 
As foon as he was named,the Guards madea lane togive him paffage; and though 
there was order given to fuffer but few to enter with him, thecroud was too ftrong 
for the refiftance of thofe that kept the Gate; and I thruft my (el fo clof among 
the reft, that I was of the number of thofé that got in. Perdiccas having asked where 
the Queen was, heard that fhe expected him inthe Garden, whither fhe was gone 
down by reafon of the exceffive heat which had been thac day, and where, upon the 
Bank of the River which wathes the fide of it, fhe was taking the cool air with fome 
ofher women Perdiecas having, croffed through two Courts, came to the Garden- 
Gate, where we likewife found a very ftrong Guard,and where,with as much ado as 
before, at laft got in wich him. The Torches were all left withcut in the Court, an 1 
the Moon which gavelight enough for the Queen to: walk by, ferved alfo for the 
difcourfe between her and Perdiccas.} will not defcribe the fathion of her habir,ic was 
fo dark L could not well difcernit, all that 1 was able to obferve wa: that the had al- 
ready put on her night-drefing and that the reft of her appatel was Llick, fu- 
table to the condition the then was in. Perdiccas went up}to her alone, and al] thofe 
that came in with him ftay‘ng at the end ofan Ally, Rexaza’ women did the fame, 
and left her at liberty totalk with him, We could nothearany thing they faid, 
but within a while after (cing them take their walk in an Ally, upon the edge of the 
{tream, clofe by which I knew there was another that wascovered, wherein | might 
‘follow them ftep by ftep, and hear all their converfation, Irefolve !to hazard fome- 
thing,that I might find an occafion to do you fome fervice That which made me have 
fach a defire to hearken to them, that to fatishe icl put my felf indanger, was, the 
knowledg I had of the mortal hatred Roxana bore to Quecn Siatira, & my beliefthae 
_ inthat revolation of affairs,and in thofe enrerviews with Perdiccas by night, the might 
perchance contrive fomething againft her. That fufpiticn,which within a while after I 
fhould have thought had been infpited into me by the gods, if they had fuffered me 
tomake ufe)f it to prevent thofe mifchiefs, incited me toylay the fpy, and for that 
purpofe flipping along a pale without being taken notice of, orhaving my intention 
{ much as dreamt of, I ftole into that covered Ally, on the out-fide whereof Roxana 
and Perdiccas were walking. My defign fucceeded as I could have wifhed,and thinking 
nobody overheard them, they fpake not fo Jow,bur that having nothing berween them 
and mé except a few boughs,I could eafily underftand all they faid, 1 walked juft a: 
they walked and turned at the end of the Ally as they did,but with as litele noife and 
as much circumfpeation as was poflible. Iknew by the firft words 1 heard, that my 
fatpicion was not cauflefi,for after a little filence Perdiceas {pake on this manner.How 
great a defign foever I have to pleafe and ferve you,Madam, I cannot but feel a repug. 
nancy againft the propofition you make to me, & { cannot without horror remember 
that to obey you I muft imbrue my hands in the blood of two women, of two great anc 
virtuous Princeffes, whereof one was the wife of my King,and the other isthe widow 
of my friend ; their {ex, their quality, and the memory of their brave illuftrious huf- 
bands, divert both my arm and heart from that attempt, and I could willingly wilt 
fome other more gentle and more ficting expedient might be found to fatifie you, anc 
to eftablith that fecurity you demand. Irisnot (and [call the gods to witnefs) tha: 
Twould refiife the moft dasecrone occafions to obey you; nor, but that the honow 
you

your Majeity docs me to link my intere& wich yours, is more cohfiderable tore 
then all the fortune I can pretend to by other means 3 bur yet E cannot overcome thofe 
difficulties in my foul, which fome remainders of virtue produce there againft this en- 
terprize, and in this execution even my hand ic felf refufes to ferve in the defign Thave 
to obey you. Perdiccas without doubt would-have faid more, if the Quécn had hot 
interrupted him thus : One may be ferupulous as you are Perdiecas; when the queftion 
is concerning lefs then the Empire of the world; and I proteft toiyou, I: fdel- lieele 
lefs repugnance then you do againft this cruelty to which we are ‘contpeHled by the 
neceflity of our affairs, but do you think, there can be any ‘fecurity for the fon ‘and 
for the widow‘of Alexander, or for the Macedonian | rinces, fo ‘long as: Davins his 
daughtersare alive; doyou believe that this calm which Alexander fetled: with fo 
much blood, and with fo much difficulty can laft after his death, and that the Perfians 
who fubmitted bat by force to the Macedonian yoke, will nat take arms now foritheic 
lawful Princes, and ufe their endeavors to reftore the blood of their frit Matters to the 
Throne ? {f the cruelty of this enterprize ftrike horror in you,cemember Perdiccas,that 
ic is nor without example in all Monarchies, and that both amongft us, and amongit 
our Neighbours, we have no Age that cannot furnith us with a good number of pre. 
fidents, Did not Artaxerses whom the whole world held for a very good Prince,and 
his fueceflor Occhus, both Predeceflors to Darins, fecure their Eftates by the blood of 
their children, and of the'r brothers? and if you would have frefher ones.evert:in 
your owncounrry, did not Q3zen Olympias who is yet alive, the Mother of our de- 
ceafed King, afer nin Phlip was dead, caufe her rival Cleopatra to be put to death, 
having firtt made a daughrer the had by him, to be killed in her prefence, becaufe (he 
might poilibly have one day rai ed fome trouble in her dominions ? And'did not Alea 
an ter himfelf our dear bucband,and moft honored King, whofe memory is moft facred 
tous, and all whofe aétions ought tobe the rules of our life, begin his fo glorious 
Reign by the death of thofe chat were neareft to him? and when he came out of 
Macedonia, did he leave one of them alive who could difturb the calm he left there 2 
Confider now, Perdiceas, whether thefe ; erfons whom I have alledged had fo impor 
tant reafonsas ours are, and whether they upon light farmifes and occafions of imall 
weighe did not execute thar, which we do out of pure neceflity & for the conferva:ion 
of our fives and of he Empire of the world. Thofe perfons (replyed Perdiccas) have 
thofe aftions left blemithes upon theic lives, which all the moft gallant ones they 
ever performed, will never be able to wipe out, and allthe blackeft deeds they ever 
did, can no way parallel the infidelity you enjoyn me to, me I fay, whoam not only 
a kinfman, and a fubje& of Alexanders, but who amongtt all about him, received che 
lat gloricus marks of his affe&tion, and of being preferred before {0 many other 
Princes worthy of the Kingdoms he hath left. In this ation (added Roxana) you will 
be fo far from offending Alexanders memory, that you will give him proofs of your 
fidelity, fince it is only to fecure the Empire to his fon, that you take them cut ‘of 
the world who might difpuce it with him; And if to this confideration, it be per. 
miteed to add that of your own interefts Perdiccas, remember what you do for your 
felf, fince the leaft recompence propafed to you, is the fovercign authority which you 
willhave over this fon, whofe Guardian you fhall be, and which you fhall fhare with 
his Mother whom you will have eftablifhed in it.Perdiccasdemurred a while before he 
anfwered to this lait difeourfe of Roxana’s,and they walked almofta whole turn inthe 
Allie without (peaking, butin the end Perdiceas breaking filence, 1 wifh to the gods, 
Madam, (faid he) that you could content, and cure your {elf by milder ways ; thefe 
methinks are fuch ftrange ones, that I cannot difpofe my félf to follow them, but Ide~ 
fire this nights refpite to finith the overcoming of tholé difficulties I find in my felf, 
to morrow as foonas you are ftirring, 1 willlet your Majefly know my laftrefoluti- 
on, and will rather die then give you occafiori ‘to repent the trift you repofe in me, 
and the favors you do me. Well, Perdiceas (replyed Roxana) { grant you the time you 
demand, and I hope that by your laft refolution, we thall both have caufé to be fatit= 
fied. Afcer thefe words, Perdiccas bad the Queen good-night, and retiring to his fol. 
lowers went out of che Garden. 1 might have gone away with him, ‘but I'was fo far 
Eee prized 
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riled, and aftenithed at the things I had heard, that I thoughe noc of my departure, 

. and (eeing chat thé Queen without Mirring onc of thar Allie, called Hefioxe whom 
fhe loved beft of all her women,and commanded the reft to ftey where they were,I had 
_wmind to hear that fecond converfation, whereby 1 believed I might fully inftru& my 
- felf touching thac dereftable defign’ which was in agitation againft thofe poor Prin- 
cefles, Roxane fate eae tee a green fodded bank, and as {oon as Hefione came near 
_- bers Phave much ado (faid the) to perfwade Perdiccas co what I defire for our com- 
tnou fecurity, and he flicks at confiderations, which the ambition of reigning ought 
rohave extinguified in his mind. Ido not think it Qrange (replyed Hefione ) and 
chat which your Majelty requires, hath fomthing {0 cruel init, chat I cannot remem- 
ber ic without horror, nor without wondering, as at a prodigy, how che thirft of 
reigning, can have choked in you that pity which is natural to women, and have 
cacried youto fach bloody refolucions againft Princefles who have a near relation co 
you, whom heretofore you accounted dear, and who have no way offended you, 
Pardon me, Madam, if I fpeak with too much liberty, I am fo affrighted at this horri- 
bie change of your humor, that {have not underftanding enough left to approve thefe 
inhumane reafons of ftate, which demand (uch violent executions. Koxane hearkned 
to thefe words of Hefione, without interrupting her,and having remained a while wich- 
out anfwering otheewife then by two or three fighs, Ab ! Hefiowe (faid the at laft) how 
juft would thy wondee be, if chou wert not well inftrufted in my moft fecret thoughts, 
and with how auch reafon might’ thou appear affrighted ar chis change of my hu- 
mor, if [ had not trufted chee with the caufe of ita thoufand times ; chou knoweft, O 
diffembling Hefione,that my inclinations to cruelty are not ftrong enotigh to move me 
to fach bloody tragedies eneerly out of maxims of ftate,& out of a defire co reign; that 
amily erves for a pretext to more powerful incitements, and to cover a pailion more 
violent then ambition ; nor dol Jove the Crown enough to violate both divine and 
tbomane Lawsfor ic alone. Alas! Hofione, thou art not ignorant of thistruch, rhoa 
sknoweft that love hath blotted -out of my foul, ‘all that was good and reafonable in 
Gt hereofore,and that my jealoufie arms my hand more potently againft my vival,then 
ambition doth againft my competitor for the Empire, the remembrance of ungrateful 
Oromdates kindles my indignation again her that took him from me, and his image 
_ tiever comes into my memory without enflaming my anger againit thac proud 
beauty which cciumphed over me in the foul of that inhumane Prince ; While che 
hope of her lawful poffefling him was forbidden her by she life of the King her 
husband, bore my misfortune patiently ; but now that by the death of Alexander 
the way to it lyes open for her,and that I fee them upon the very brink of that felicity, 
which [have -vainly oppofed, I had rather fhe thould perifh, and that the whole 
world (hould perifh with her, chen tha¢ I fhould become fubje& to thofe fenfible 
affii@ions ; I know by:the report of Arbates, whois returned out of Scythia whither 
Thad fent him, that Orooxdates is Bill alive, and he hath quitted his own Country 
toneturn again into ours ; he dees her perchance every day, that victorious enemy of 
Renana’s, and coutrives with her the latt effets of that ingratitude which he always 
wasguilty of tome; Here it is, O Hefione ! that 1 confefs my weaknefs, and that 
iam conftrained to avow, that neither time, refentment, nor duty, have been able to 
prevail againft my former-pafion,and that notwithftanding I am Alexanders widow, 
notwithftanding thac Oroondates isingratefal, { love him ftill more chen my felf, and 
that fleeping .or waking chat infenfible man, too lovely, and too much beloved, 
coms inceflantlyefore me, and that inveterate paffion hath taken too deep a root 
inmy ‘foul, to be ever pull’d up but by the end of my life. After this confeflion, 
Hefione, dof thou think: will fuffer my everlafting rival, to enjoy a happinef*, whick 
the cannot build -but upon the ruines of my repofe, and that'd will permit chat info- 
lent woman, who-during the life of ‘my husband, deprived me swith tyranny of the 
better part of his affections, fhould make her felf {port wich my mifcrable deftiny ? 
Ah! no Hefione, hopenorfor fuch mean-fpirited effets af my patience, and believe 
that toffee my Lelf of chacbiteer-enemy of my life, I will-trample.under foot all the 
eonfiderations of blood, of dury, and-evenof the fear we-have of the gods: ered 
er 
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be-brought before her. They quickly-fetched ina great many Torches out of the 
next Courc, and they ehat held them putting them near unto my face,gave the Queen 
and thofe thar were with her, meatis. to confider me intentively. She ask’d me the 
fame queftions, ‘and I anfwered in the fame manner as [had dene the reft, but the 
eftate of her affairs, and that of her confcience, making her all things, the fent to 
Perdiccas:to ee if he would own me, and feeing me faulter in my anfwers, fhe 
begat ewhave a very ill opinion of. me, and was ready to give fome fatal order 
againi me, when one of thofe who ftood near her, having known me by the light of 
the Torches, made himfelfa way, and coming tome, O Texaris (faid he) is it you? 
Tinftantly liftup my head, over-joyed to meet one of my.acquaintance in that necef- 
fity, and fixing my eyes upon his face, [knew the man who had fpoken tome, to be 
arbates, that faithle(s fervant of yours (that had been) who corrupted by Rexans’s 
prefents, ftole the Bracelet from’ you at Damtafews, which you had reeeived from 
Statira ; who a great while after carried ic to her with the Letter you writ unto 
Roxana ; and whoin fhort, bad managed all that treachery, which caufed ftch bloody 
effetts,and from which almoft all your loffes have proceeded. Although his infidelity 
made meto abhor him, I confefs I was glad to fee hin at that time, hoping that by 
reafon ef our old acquaintance, he would be a means to procure my fafety and my 
liberty. Asfoon as Ehad perfeétly called him to mind, and gotten a little confidence 
by that encounter ; Yes, Arbates (faid 1) Lam Toxariz. Then I prefencly faw that 
faite man draw near unto Roxana, & having defired audience for two or three words, 
he fpake to her a while fo foftly that no body could over-hear him, and when they had 
done talking, Rox. turning towards one of the Captains of her Guard; Carry this 
fellow (faid the) to a place of fecurity, and ufe him according to the direétions 
of Arbates who hall let you know my pleafure. At that command thcy took me from 
tefore her, who went out of the Garden at the fame time, and Aréares guiding’ 
him that Jed me out of the Palace, I-was brought to a houfe which was appointed 
for my prifon, where they fet guards upon me, whofe lives were toanfwer ic, if 1 
efcaped. } - 

I ised that night,and the next day in great apprehenfions and difquiceyamong 
which the fear of death was not my chiefeit erouble; Not but that in effect I was 
afraid of it, and had afenfé of the punifhment which ufes to be indicted upon Spies, 
efpecially thofe who hearkei after the fecrets of Sovereigns, and principally of fuck 
asare in the condition Roxaza was, fince I might bave been fafpcéted to have had 

‘fome defign againtt her perfon, and to have been deale withall by fome of the contra~ 
ry party, and by thofe who had an intereft in her death , but to that appreheniion, 
Vjoyned my forrow chat I could not make ufé of the mercy the gods had fhewed me, 
and that I could not prevent the murcher of thofe great Princeffes, by the notice 1 
fhould have given them.of that confpiracy if] had bin at liberty; I wasalfo very much 
affli&ted that I could not return to your Highnefs to give you an account of the Com- 
miffion you had imployed me in, n@t doubting but you were impatient of my delay, 
That day Iwas vifited by Arbates, who highly endeared the good office he had done 
me, and protefted to me with oaths, that but for his interceflion with the Queen my 
ruine had been inevitable ; he afterward promifed me the continuation of his en- 
deavors on my behalf,and made me hope for all manner of good ufage. To fay truth, 
that ¥ received was not ill for a prifoner, and the next day I {aw a companion brought 
in to me when I leaft expected him, Tt was Loncates whom your Highnefs had fent 
after meto Babylon by reafon of my tay; and who having unluckily met Arbatcs, 
was known by him, and by hisdiredtion feized upon by Roxana’s guard who brought 
him prefently to the fame place where was. In that Arbater was imprudent, for 
if he had kept us in feveral prifons, he might much more eafily have drawn from us 
what Roxexe hada mind to know, then by putting us both into the fame chamber, 
where we had leifare enough to inftru& one another, and to conform our anfwers, 
that'we might not be intrapt if they examined us apart. When {had given Loneates an 
-account of the caufe of msy imprifonment, and of the words! had beard from Roxana 
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nd Perdi ccas touching the defign they -had-againft the Queen Statinaand the Prince 
her fifter ; Loveates with a forrowful look told mehedegan to hear a whifpering in 
the Town, that thofe poor Princefles were dead already, and that he having been at 
the Palace of Queen Sy/igambis had heard cryes, and feen faces that confirmed-him in 
that opinion. That news furprized me with a mortal affliétion, and confidering haw 


it faited with the words I had over-heard, Ino longer doubted of the lamentable des + 


ftiny of thofe poer Ladies. We fpencall the reftot the day, and thenext in bewail- 
ing a lofs, wherein we knew you would have che greateft {hare and we.bad not yet 
dryed up our tears,when 47) .tes followed witha guard came into our Ghamber,and 
told us he had order to bring us before the Queen, and that we ought to hope for a 
good fuccefs from the fight of her. We were fo dejected with grief, that we received 
thac meffage with an indifferent countenance, and without informing our {elves of 
Roxana’s intentions, we followed Arbates to the Palace. It was already a good while 
wichin night, and Roxana was in her bed ;the Guard brought usto the Chamber 
door,but only Arbates & fome of her women went in with us, and bringing us on the 
far fide of the bed, fhewed us Roxana in a condition able to havé caus’d love in per- 
fons that had not been prepofleffed with powerful reafons to hate her; the feafon be- 
ing very hot, fhe was almoft half naked fn her bed; and*her arms and neckyquite un- 
covered, fet forth fuch beauties as in the opinion of other Judges would have found 
few equals in the world ; her head-drefling though negligent was not unbecoming, 
and her whitenefs in a place where all things were black, had a very extraordinary 
luftre; Only Hefione ftayed at her beds feet, and her other maids being retired into 
the next room with Arbates, Roxana after having looked a while upon us, fpake on 
this manner, If I did not believe youto be civil men, and that you have gained virtue 
and difcretion by being near the Prince whom youhave the honor toferve, 1 fhould 
not ufe you in a fathion quite extraordinary for perfons of my quality, fince however. 
you cannot difavow but that you are faulty, and that one of you has bin taken in an 
a&tion, which in all cuftoms,and all Nations, makes him worthy of death ; ‘but’ ‘the 
breeding youhavehad witha Prince who is an Fnemy to all evil thought: , does 
partly juftifie your intentions, and although they fhould be criminal, his confiderati- 
on is fufficient to make me forgive the moft unpardonable offences, and to move me

to forget all the defigns you could have had even againft my life it felf ; 1 willthere- - 


fore pardon you, whatfoever you can have attempted againft me, but 1 will have 
your Mafter thank me for ic, and after this (mall proof of the continuation of 
my good will to him,he fhall receive others that are greatersand of more importance; 
I fee my felfnow ina condition, wherein ican make the greatnefs of my fortune fup- 
ply the defe&t of thofe qualities of my perfon which he, hath difdained, and wherein 
neverthelefs after his difdains,’ Alexander found fomething he thought confiderable. 
Tam afheymed to make youthis confeffion,but my -weaknefs has fhewed it feif but roo 
much already, and my upinion of youis good enough to believe, that you will not 
abufe the confidence I have in you ;’tis by it, and by advantages which are not defpi- 
cable that I would oblige you to tell me news of your Mafter, and to tet me know 
the place of his abode; defiring no other requital of you, bur that alone,both forthe 
pardon I grant you, and for the prefents lintend you. The fubtil Queen fpoke tous 
in words to this effe& ; but we heard nothing from her, which we had not expefted, 
and being we had prepared our felves for the anfwer we fhould make, J found na 
great difficulty to reply ; Madam, although the fault 1 have committed be full of 
innocence and ftupidity,my companion and I receive the pardon your Majefty grants 
usasa meer mercy, and as an effect only of your goodnefs ; and 1 would it pleafed 
the gods, that in acknowledgment,you required {uch proofs of our obedience as were 
in our power, and that we could tell where to give our Prince an account of the ho~ 
nour you do him to keep him fill in your remembrance ; but the place ofhis abode 
is unknown tous; fince the time he left Scythia, after the defeat of Zopirio, we have 
wandred in vain from Province to Province, to enquire for him ; ‘twas only that 
defign which brought us into this Country, where he has formerly bad oceafions of 
hay, & will make us profecute our fearch unto the worlds end. Rowana was not secsonin

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wah this anGwer, and having expreffed'as muchi by thaking her head; If I did not 
know ({aid the.) chat you are not ignorant of the affe&tion Ihave born to Oroindates, 
I thould believeyou apprehended fome danger to him in this encounter,but fince (by 
my misforbane) it is but coo well’ known, you cannot fear that the fight 1 defire of 

our Mafter'can be difadvantageeusto him, You know already that ihave loved him 





t coorgich for my quiet; and-you muff¥#ill know whether I will orno, that’ I 
love et more then my cere conftrain'me to a confeflion that makes me blvth, 


butieaifo fecures you from all the miftrufts you might have for your Mafter; and you 
are:but too well affured, that ’tis only to fhare my fortune with him, that io much 
defire to {ee him again ; do not therefore any longer conceal what 1 fo fain would 
know of you, fince 1 am better inftru&ed in your affairs then you imagine Ie is 
true, Oroondates went out of Scyihia after the defcat of Zopirio, but [know whom he 
took along with him, ard that only Araxes, and you twe, attended him in that 
journey. We were a little furprifed to hear that the Q:'een was {0 well informed, but 
we loft not our confidences, and perfifted fo firmly in our refolution, that fhe could 
draw nothing elfe ftom us, thou; h fhe joyned threats to the promifes fhe had made 
us; when the faw we could be fhaken by neither, the commanded us to be carried 
back again, and only faid to us before Arbatet , you are unworthy of the ufage you 
receive from me, and by your indifcreet obftinacy, yon do your Mafter a very ill of- 
fice, Bur know, you ought not longer to abufe my goodnefs, nor the centidcration I 
have of youfor hisfake ; I give you yet a few dayes to bethink your elves : goyand 
remember that you are criminals, and prifoners to them that have you wholly in 
their power. With thefe words fhe commanded us to becarried away, and ar bates, 
guarded as before, conveyed us back unto our prifon; when we were there, he re- 
proved us very fharply, and told us that our death was unavoidable if we perfeve- 
red i our ftubbornefs 5 promifing us on the other fide, mountains of gold if we 
would obey the Queen, and alledging what fhe had done for him in reward of his 
infide‘iry: bue that example cauled ahorror in us, in ftead of an incovragement to 
what he defired and our avertion to that Traitor was too great to hearsken to his 
counfels, oc to imitate his actions. 
The multiplicity of Rexw’s affairs forced her toallow ura few dayes: refpite, tiie 
ting which we were reafonab'y wellufed, and received no ether perfeeuticm. fave 
thole of Ardaics, who fetting himfelf continually to tormemiu:, hardly afforded us 
any time cf intevmiffion ; bur within a while after, he came tofetch usagain,at the 
fame hour, and with the fame Guard as the time before, ard brought us to Romana 
in the fame Chamber where we had feen her; fhe,bcing refolved to try all the wayes 
fhe could, to fift that ovt ofus which fhe defired, reccived us wish a great deal of 
gentlenefsand as {oon as we were come near her; Well Zexwris, well Loncates (faid 
the, for (he had learnt our names from Arbates) will younot at lait be fentible of 
the requeft I have made to you ? and if the confideration of intereft cannofmove 
you, will-you not out of generofity oblige a Queen who has trafted you with her 
moft fecret affections,and who demands nothing of you, that is not advantageous to 
your Matter? for briefly,that fidelity he ftood fo much uponto the deceafed Queen 
Statira,is no longér now in feafon ; and fince the cruelty of her deftinies has taken 
her fromus, he ought alf to take her out of his remembrance; he has tco good 
a judgment to fix himfelf obftinately upon the love of that which hath now no being ; 
and to difdain a fortune in mine,which perchance no other Prince in the world would 
contemn. Confider friends, what 1 xeprefent unto you,. and be no longer wilfal in 
concealing the retreat of him whom I love more dearly then my felf; you are cruel 
in this ation, and I am confident he will not juftitie you init himfelf; for this fmall 
fervice T require of you,you may certainly hope for exeeflive recompences, & you fhall 
find me {6 fenfible of this obligation, that your fortune fhall be enviediby perfons of 
the higheft.quality. To thefe words, flattering Roxana added many others which 
were all without any effe& ; and Loncates anfwering,protefted with many oaths that 
we knew not-where you were, 1 accompanied his proteftations with mine, and we 
might fafely (wear it without offending the gods, or wounding our confciences, being 
"well 
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
